LIFE  OF  LIEUTENANT-COLONEL  VASSAL!- 

Though  the  lamented  officer,  a  sketch  of  whose  life  and 
Aduerements  m  &re  about  to  offer,  was  inferior  in  tanlf  to  those 
distinirutshed  personages, '  whom  in  our  fonner  numbers  ire  have 
attempted  to  pourtray,  yet  he  yielded  to  none  of  ihtm  in  daring 
couraire,  in  military  skill,  snd  well-earned  reputation. 

Ai  a  wish  to  btcome  acquainted  with  the  progenttors  of  such  as 
b^  their  merits  have  excited  tbe  attention  of  the  piiMic  is  a  natural 
feeling  of  the  human  mind,  we  rfiall  begin  by  endeavouring,  tn 
this  instance,  to  gratify  the  euriow^  of  the  reader,  by  givini;  liiin 
•  uhort  account  uf  thcfttitiily  from  wliich  tliis  gallant  soldier  na* 
^seended. 

Lieotenant-bol'inel  Spencer  Thomas  '\'as8all,  tlie  suhjcct  of  &e 
Itresent  memoir,  was  the  second  Boit  Of  the  late  John  Va<i«a)l  of  the 
Crei>ceiit,  Batbiand  of  Newfound  Rii'er,  in  t)ie  isliiii<l  of  JaniMc*. 
ThelatitT  derived  Iiib  origin  from  a  gcntleiiion  of  the  i»mc  nunie, 
wlio,  as  Ku^hnoTth  informs  lu,  fitted  uut  two  iiliips  of  war  at  i>i» 
oirn  npeuse,  in  the  rei^  •f'QaeeD'BKiiftMfa,  and  led  them  ik- 
peraon  against  the.  Spanish  nmada  in  the  jear  1588.  He  abb' 
reckoned  aiaoag  hia  immediate  ancestoia  Aldeinxi  Samnel  Vav 
■alt,  member  ia  several  tagl^S^W  parliaments  f6r  the  city  of  Lon- 
don, wito  took  an  aetnre'jpMlii  the  political  tmnsactiona  of  his 
time.  He  was  the  first-lBBn^Q  Eim^land  who  had  the  courage  :o 
refuse  payment  of  the  urbitmry  tax  of  tonnage  and  poundage. 
He  was  one  of  the  three  htmdred  members  who  signed  the  prote»t» 
aCion  to  support  the  church  of  England  and  the  liberty  of  parlla- 
uient;  and  was  appointed  one  of  the  membera  of  the  council  duiw 
ing  the  recess.    His  name  stood  at  the  beitd  of  the  li»t  of  sub- 
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parpdK  be  boto««!>l  the  sub  •ff^i^^fa  ■!  nf  posodite  The  w&u 
of  this  Sanmel  V«mll  a^emd*  eabarie*!  fer  Aiaerica.  a&d  par- 
chuiag  two  tventiecb  tliares  af  lHaHK^vxtx**  bar  m  N 
bod,  beeunt:  aa  on^/isl  flcct!er  in  t!HC  coaatrr.  «ber«  the 
benceferwanl  ir»ided,  mad  vhcre  the  sab^ecc  oi  tbae  pages  and 
his  imther  werr  both  bom.  Th^  Uner,  who,  at  the 
ment  of  the  civil  war,  «ris  a  colocel  of  militf^  aad  ooe  of  his 
jesty*8  Goaocil  for  the  pronnce  of  B<3atJ€i,  <bd  nat  attnapt  to  con- 
ceal the  sentiineDts  of  loymlrr  and  attacLzBent  to  his  tovcnigB,  widi 
which  he  wasaiuinatcd  ;  and  after  omot  fruitless  cfibits  to  support 
the  royal  canae,  becoming:  at  la>t  cwiniiced  that  aaj  farther  stmgw 
gle  woald  be  ineffectual,  he  abandoocd  his  natife  coantrr  and  hia 
pnpeft}',  and  caaie  with  his  wife  and  childien  to  Englaod,  sap- 
porting  an  honourable  indapeodeace  on  an  estate  which  still  be- 
longed to  him  in  the  island  of  Jamaica.  Thoagh  his  fuaily  was. 
large,  and  the  losses  which  he  had  anffieicd  in  America  were  oon^ 
siderable,  his  high  and  noble  spirit  woald  not  allow  him  to  accept 
of  any  remunevation  for  the  sacrifices,  to  whrnh  his  adherence  to 
Grept  Britain  had  compelled  him  to  submii;  and  he  coatented 
hhnself  with  receiriiig  hack  the  advances  which  |||  had  actnallj 
made  ftr  the  services  of  govcrameiKt.  On  being  premcd  fay  Ljwd 
Gtavge  Germain,  then  his  majesty's  secretary  of  state  for  the  co- 
lonial departmenty  to  bring  forwanl  his  dmms,  he 
awend.  ^  It  shall  never  he  said,  that  I  emigrated  f 
coantry  to  become  a  cfaai^  X»  this."  So  ardent,  inc 
attachment  to  oar  gracions  sovereign,  that  he  never  could  be  per- 
suaded to  uae  hb  frmtly  motto;.  "  Saepe  pro  rege  semper  pn^ 
repablicft.**  becanse,  though  these  words,  when  properly  accepted^ 
are  expressive  of  the  purest  patriotism,^^  was  apprehensive  lest 
iliey  might  be'  misinterpreted,  and  considered  as  conveying  a  sen- 
timent unfavourable  to  monarchical  principles. 

Such  was  tlie  iather  of  the  gallant  Colonel  Vassall;  from  whom 
he  inherited  those  sentiments  of  loyalty  and  devotion  to  the  inte- 
rests of  his  king  and  country,  which  marked  every  part  of  liis  con- 
duct, and  ill  defence  of  which  he  gloriously  died.  He  was  almost 
from  \\\%  iofancy  destined  to  the  profession  of  arm»;  and  aft^r 
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MtUtary  Biography. — Uemtenani-cokmei  VassaH, 

Teceiving  a  suitable  educatioo,  fint  at  a  foreign  academT.  wbere  be 
acquired  a  knowledge  of  the  modern  languages,  and  afterwaidt  at 
a  militarv  establishment  in  England,  he  commenced  bi«  career  at 
an  ensign  in  the  59th  regiment  of  foot,  at  the  early  age  of  twelre 
years.  Ha  soon  afterwards  embarked  for  Gibraltar,  where  he 
served  during  the  memorable  siege  laid  to  that  fortress.  That 
Colonel  Vassall  even  as  a  subaltern  found  opportunities  of  display* 
ing  that  undaunted  spirit  and  militar}*  zeal,  which  were  afterwards 
his  characteristics,  may  be  fairly  conjectured  from  a  poetical  tri- 
bute lately  offered  to  bis  memory  by  a  gentleman,  who  was  at  that 
time  the  witness,  and  probably  the  participator,  of  his  exertiom. 
Mr.  Budworth,  in  a  recent  publication,  (''  A  Fortnigfat^s  Tour  to 
the  Lakes  of  Cumberland,*')  thus  very  beautifully  paiots  the 
germs  of  rising  merit,  which  were  even  theo  perceptible  in  tbt 
destined  hero  of  Monte  Mdeo.

From  the  first  hour  in  wludi  Colonel  YmmII  beenne  m  toUEer 
t*  the  moment  of  his  honaQrable  death,  ht  teemed  aoly  to  esiit 
for  the  profemon  which  he  had  chosen,  and  for  Ae  oomitry  wUdi 
he  served.  On  fab  return  from  Gibnhar  he  eagerly  giatped  at 
every  occanoo  which  presented  itself  of  mcreaniig  by  active  serme 
the  scientific  and  piactioU  knowledge  whicfa  he  had  already  ao 
quired  in  the  military  arC  He  was  never  idle,  and^in  the  twenty- 
eight  years  in  which  fab  name  may  be  traced  in  the  List  of  the 
British  Army,  while  Ae  greater  part  of  that  time  was  spent  abroad.

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Cither  with  his  regiment  or  on  the  staffy  he  was  scarcely  six  months 
absent,  during  the  whole  of  that  penod,  from  the  camp  or  the 
garrieK>n  to  which  he  belonged.  The  greater  the  danger,  and  the 
more  severe  the  service,  the  more  it  became  to  bim  an  object  of 
ambition.  Thus  he  filled  at  various  times  the  situations  of  adjiw 
tant,  of  aide-de>camp,  of  brigade-major,  of  deputy  quarter»master 
general,  of  deputy  adjutant  general,  and  once  that  of  adjutant* 
general.  But  tliough  he  discharged  these  different  duties  witb 
acknowledged  zeal  and  ability,  and  received  the  thanks  and  ap- 
probation of  all  the  commanding  officers  to  whom  he  was  attached, 
he  was  biagularly  unfortunate  in  not  obtaining  promotion,  com- 
mensurate either  to  his  merit,  or  to  his  services;  and  in  the  pro- 
gress of  regimental  rank  he  found  himself  under  the  necessity  of 
purchasing  every  step,  from  bis  first  commission  as  ensign  to  th%t 
of  lieutenant-culonel,  which  latter  he  did  not  procure  till  the  yci^ 
1800.  Yet  it  was  his  fate  to  serve  his  country  iu  nlmost  every  part 
of  the  globe,  and  (besides  the  siege  of  Gibraltar  in  the  American 
contest)  to  accompany  every  expedition  which  sailed  from  £ng-» 
land,  except  that  of  Egypt,  during  the  last  and  the  present  war.. 
He  was  twice  with  the  army  in  Flanders,  once  in  the  West  Indies, 
several  times  on  the  coast  of  France,  and  once  on  that  of  Spain, 
He  was  the  first  man  that  landed  on  the  isle  Pieu,  and  himself 
planted  the  British  colours  on  that  island.  He  form^  part  of 
both  expeditions  to  Holland ;  in  the  last  of  which  he  was  ordered 
by  bis  royal  highness  the  Duke  of  York  to  attend  Cien^ral  Don  to 
the  euemy^fi  camp  with  a  flag  of  truce.  On  that  occasion,  when 
Brun,  the  French  commander  in  chief,  in  ^  fit  of  frfintic  rage,  pre^ 
tending  to  suspect  the.  motives  of  the  mission,  declared  to  General 
Don  that  he  was  determined  to  treat  bim  as  n  apy»  he  turned  round 
to  Colonel  (then  Major)  Vassall,  and  said  with  a  contemptuous 
smile,  *'  Pour  vons,  monsieur,  je  vous  plaies."  O^r  hero  dis^ 
played  even  at  that  trying  m<unent,  though  oi4^,t)ie  ^pectatioa 
of  an  immediate  and  disgraceful  death,  the  foxtitude  of  mind, 
which  at  no  period  ever  forsook  him,  and  r^eiving  the  proffered 
commiseration  of  the  haughty  Frenchman  with  merited  contempt, 
boldly  answered,  ''  Sir,  I  disdain.your  pity,  aqd  am  ready  to  share 
tiiefate  of  oiy  general.**  Afler  experiencing  every  kind  of  indignity. 
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and  having  been  twice  led  out  for  execution,  these  biare  officers 
^ere  at  length  released,  and  allowed  to  return  to  England. 

Colonel  Vasflall  served  for  some  time  in  the  island  of  Antigua^ 
where  as  senior  officer  he  commanded  the  military  forces  of  that 
settlement,  and  deservedly  obtained  the  commendations  of  the 
principal  inhabitants. 

Shortly  after  his  return  to  Great  Britain  he  purchased  the  com- 
Joimii$ffk  of  lieutenant-colonel  in  the  38th  regiment,  which  was  at 
that  time  so  much  reduced  in  numbers,  that  when  he  took  the 
command  of  it  at  Litchfield,  in  1801,  it  did  not  consist  of  mow 
than  an  hundred  men.     He  embarked  with  that  corps  almost  im* 
znediately  for  Ireland^  to  receive  a  draft  of  a  thousand  recruits, 
who  had  vcdunteered  their  services  from  the  British  militia,  who 
were  then  quartered  there.     lie  now  found  himself  placed  in  a 
situation  which  called  ii^  activity  all  that  ardour  and  professional 
skill  for  which  he  had  long  been  celebrated ;  and  so  zealous,  and  sp 
•uccessiiil,  wene  his  endeavours,  that  when  the  corps  was  ordered  a 
few  months  afterwards  on  Dublin  duty,  that  respectable  veteran 
Sir  William  Meadows  declared  that  the  d8th,  though  so  lately 
formed,  was  already  equal  to  the  oldest  regiment  in  the  service  ; 
^md  from  that  time  till  its  embarkation  for  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope 
it  was  honoured  with  the  cant  but  expressive  title  of  <*  the  Flower 
Regiment  of  Ireland.*'     But  if  Colonel  Vassall  merited  and  ob» 
tained  the  applauses  of  his  superior  officers  for  the  talent  and 
energy  which  he  had  displayed  in  rendering  the  men  under  bin 
command  fit  for  the  active  services  of  their  countiy,  as  a  man  he 
was  entitled  to  a  nobler  and  higher  tribute  6f  praise,  for  the  hu- 
manity and  parental  care  with  which  he  watched  over  the  private 
happiness  of  those  who  had  the  good  fortune  to  be  placed  under 
his  authority/    Nothing  eould  be  more  perfect  than  the  system 
established  for  the  government  of  his  regiment ;  and  though  he 
maintained  the  utmost  regularity  of  discipline,  it  was  by  affectioa 
and  not  by  severity  that  he  enforced  his  commands.     Considering 
his  mep,  their  wives,  and  children,  as  one  great  family  committed 
to  his  cai^e,  he  deyoted  every  moment  of  his  life  not  occupied  with 
more  active  duties,  to  relieve  their  wants,  and  to  increase  their 
4K>iyiforts ;  and  such  was  the  ^ponfidence  with  which  this  generout 
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condact  inspired  tbem,  that  while  they  looked  up  to  him  with 
the  reverence  and  gratitude  of  filial  piety,  they  appealed  to  hit  de« 
cision  in  every  difficulty,  and  in  all  their  little  quarrels  cheeriiilly 
submitted  to  an  authority  which  they  considered  as  ihfalliUei 

Perhaps  it  was  a  fortunate  subject  for  the  public,  diat  Colond 
Vassall  happened  to  be  the  field  officer  of  the  day  in  Dublin  oa 
the  memorable  23d  of  July,  when  Lord  Kilwarden  and  manj 
others  were  killed  by  the  insurgent  populace,  as  his  cod  deter^r 
mined  conduct,  which  was  honoured  with  the  approbatioo  of  the 
Irish  government  and  of  the  commander  in  duef,  oontributed  in 
no  small  degree  to  check  the  evils  of  that  fatal  event.  On  tbe 
same  occasion,  Greneral  Dunne  and  himself^  in  gwng  firom  the 
Castle  to  the  house  of  General  Fox,  to  ask  Ae  commands  of  the 
latter,  passed  unattended  through  a  street  crowded  with  pikemefi^ 
and  their  lives  were  probably  saved  by  the  bold  and  undaunted 
air  whieh>hey  assumed,  and  which,  for  the  moment,  awed  into, 
•pect  the  minds  of  the  infuriated  rabble. 

In  the  four  years  and  a  half,  during  which  the  98th  regiment 
quartered  in  Ireland,  Colonel  Vassairs  merits  were  justly  appre- 
ciated by  all  classes  of  people,  and  particularly  so  by  persons  of 
the  highest  rank,  whose  hospitality,  urbanity,  and  generous  atten- 
tions, he  was  ever  afler  proud  to  remember,  and  anxious  to  ac« 
knowledge.  Vet  though  pleased  witli  the  society  and  manners  of 
the  Irish,  and  fondly  attached  to  an  affectionate  wife  and  a  very 
young  fieimily  of  children,  Colonel  Vassall  was  impatient  for 
foreign  service,  and  when  it  was  rumoured  that  an  expedition  was 
about  to  be  dispatched  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  he  exerted  all 
bis  interest  that  his  regiment  might  be  in  the  number  of  those 
employed  on  the  occasion.  He  succeeded  in  his  wishes^  and 
embarking  with  the  38tli,  asnsted  in  the  capture  of  that  important 
settlement ;  of  the  town  and  fortress  of  which  he  was  soon  after- 
wards appointed  commandant.  Having  obtained  that  desirable 
and  lucrative  post,  he  might  have  sent  finr  his  family,  and  have 
enjoyed,  while  discharging  the  functions  of  his  office,  all  the  com« 
forts  of  dignified  ease,  to  which  his  long  and  able  services  so  justly 
entitled  him ;  but  his  zeal  as  a  soldier  made  him  disdain  every 
consideration  but  that  of  gloiy,  and  when  the  first  expedition 
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laijed  from  the  Cape  for  Buenos  Ayres,  he  renioDstrated  with  Sir 
Daidd  Bairdy  because  a  lieutenant-colonel,  whose  commission  was 
junior  to  his,  had  been  employed  in  preference  to  him,  and  he  even- 
wrote  home  to  England  to  urge  his  prior  claims  for  active  service. 
At  length  his  request  was  listened  to,  and,  resigning  his  situation 
as  commandant,  he  embarked  with  the  38th  regiment  in  the  secoo^. 
detachment,  which  was  sent  to  the  coast  of  Spanish  America.  He 
had  1^  iooAer  reached  the  place  of  his  destination  than  he  foun4L 
sn  opportonitj  of  displaying  his  usual  activity,  and  of  trying  th« 
iipirit  and  the  discipline  of  that  regiment  which  he  had  form^ 
with  so  mach  care.  * 

Circumstances  having  determined  the  comiiianding  officer  to. 
defer  the  intended  attack  on  Monte  Video,  the  ships  changed  their, 
ceurse  and  approoched  Maldonado,  which  is  fourteen  leaguei 
As^iit  flrom  the  former  of  these  places.  Four  companies  of  the 
38tli  foot,  with  some  dragoons,  headed  by  Colonel  Vassall,  landed 
and  advanced  to  the  town,  which  stands  only  a  mile  from  ths: 
beach.  The  SpeniiEirds  opened  a  fire  of  grape  and  round  shot ; 
Colonel  Vassall,  pushing  forwards  with  his  accustomed  firmness, 
would  not  allow  bis  men  to  fire,  but  ordering  them  to  charge  with 
the  bayonet,  soon  overcame  every  obstacle,  and  after  killing  about 
seventy  of  the  enemy,  and  having  three  of  his  own  grenadiers 
^varely  wounded,  he  made  himself  master  of  the  guns,  and,  in  Sc 
short  time  afterwards,  of  the  town  and  garrison*  The  British  b^ 
haved  with  the  utmost  gallantry,  and  with  a  steadiiiea:»t  rarely  ob«. 
served  on  such  occasions ;  for  though  the  conquest  of  Maldonada 
was  entirely  effiected  by  the  bayonet,  not  a  woman,  child,  or  old. 
man,  received  the  slightest  injury.  Colonel  Vassall  had  himself  a 
very  narrow  escape,  fo^  a  Spanish  officer  discharged  a  pistol  at 
btm  (which  fortunately  missed,  though  the  fire  came  so  close  as  to 
scorch  hisxdothes),  just  at  the  moment  when,  with  his  wonted  hu^. 
manity,  be  had  stepped  forward  to  save  the  life  of  liim,  who  a  mi«. 
nute  afterwards  attempted  to  become  his  assassin. 

We  now  come  to  an  event,  which,  though  it  did  the  highest 
canedit  to  the  British  arms,  and  filled  up  the  measul^  of  Colonel 
Vassali's  fiime,  whose  renown  it  will  hand  down  to  the  latest  pos- 
terity, mujit  sliU>  ia  considt;ration  of  his  loss^  be  ever  regretted  by,

a  roniniaiidcry  they  would  not  attemgt. 

Hatiftfiifd  that  ri^l  courage,  like  real  rirtne,  needs  no  amplifica- 
tlon«  wi!  shall  not  endeavour,  by  any  borrowed  colouring,  to 
tirit^hien  tba  {nctgre  of  Colonel  Vassairs  aduevements  in  the 
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mbsequent  attack,  or  iiis  still  more  glorious  conduct  after  he  had 
receiiii*d  the  wound  which  deprived  his  country  of  his  services,  but 
rimll  content  ourselves  with  transcribing  the  authentic,  though 
•imple  account,  which  an  unimpeached  witness  of  the  transaction 
has  already  given  to  the  public — we  mean  the  letter  which  Ser- 
jeant Mathews,  who  attended  the  colonel  as  his  orderly  during  the 
whole  of  that  eventful  moming,  addressed  to  a  friend  of  the  family 
(Sir  Home  Popham]>  and  which  ap|>eared  at  that  time  in  moit  of  , 
the  newspapers. 

SIR,  Monte  Video j  Fehruanj  lOth,  I8O7. 

Pardon  the  liberty  I  am  taking,  as  the  gratitude  I  owe  to 
jay  ever-lamented  and  best  friend.  Colonel  VassaTl,  obliges  me  to 
give  yoaand  his  friend?  an  authentic  account  of  his  last;  I  being 
his  orderly  seijeant,  and  the  chief  person  to  witness  his  bravery, 
and  the  gallant  manner  in  which  he  acquitted  himself  in  doing  his 
dutr,  in  that  unfortunate  hour  in  which  he  felL-— On  our  approach 
to  tiie  wall  we  missed  the  breach  ;  the  grape  and  musketry  dew  so 
hot  it  drove  the  men  into  confusion,  and  would  have  made  num« 
bers  of  them  retreat  but  for  his  exertions.  When  he  obberved  any 
tff  the  men  stoop  or  flinch,  he  cried  out  as  loud  as  possible,  **  Brave 
38th,  my  brave  men,  don't  flinch;  every  bullet  has  its  billet.  Push 
on,  follow  me.  Thirty-eighth  !'*  He  rallied  them  repeatedly  in  this 
manner  until  he  got  them  inside  i3tie  breach.  He  immediately  di- 
rected a  party  to  take  possession  of  the  comer  battery  next  the  sea, 
which  was  done  in  a  few  minutes,  and  another,  under  the  command 
of  Major  Ross,to  advance  to  the  great  church,  and  he  was  advancing 
himself  to  the  main  battery  on  the  right,  when  a  grape-shot  broke 
fait  left  leg,  and  as  soon  as  he  fell  he  cried  out,  *'  Push  on,  some- 
body will  take  me  up  ;  my  good  soldiers,  charge  them,  never  mind 
me  ;  it*s  only  the  loss  of  a  leg  in  the  service.*'  He  sat  up,  and 
helped  to  tie  on  a  handkerchief  to  stpp  the  blood,  and  cried  out  all 
the  time  of  the  acttion,  "  I  care  not  for  my  leg,  if  my  regimeut 
do  their  duty,  and  I  hope  they  will.*'  As  soon  as  the  town  sur- 
rendered he  heard  the  men  cheer,  he  joined  them  with  as  great 
spirits  as  if  nothing  had  happened,  and  called  to  me  to  have  him 
carried  to  tbe  head  of  his  regiment.  I  feel  to  the  heart  for  his 
i^nily.     I  could  wish  to  have  fallen  with  him,  sooner  than  part*

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\a»  family,  his  rf^inenl,  hii-  king,  and  hjs  rountry.  In  the  prepo' 
rations  Tor  Ihe  attark  on  Monte  Video,  he  yielded  to  no  o»»r  in  /eal 
and  activity,  and  theduties  which  fell  to  the  share  of  the  38th  were 
by  no  means  the  leaat  arduous  or  the  least  iniportunt,  as  the  prin- 
cipal batlericB  were  erected  by  tliem.  On  the  eveniiif-  of  Febru- 
ary the  2d,  1807,  Sir  Samuel  Auchmuty,  the  commander  in  chier, 
Msenibled  the  principal  officers,  and  informed  them  of  the  despe- 
rate nuture  of  the  attack  which  he  meditated  for  the  fMlowin^ 
morning.  "  I  cannot  ensure  you  Buccess,"  said  he,  "  but  naw  or 
never  is  the  moment ;  our  ammunition  will  not  hold  out  another 
day's  siege ;  we  mmt  make  one  bold  effort,  or  abandon  South 
America."  Colonel  Vassall,  with  laconic  iiitrepiditj-,  replied, 
"  Sir,  I  will  lead  my  regiment  to  the  breach  ;"  and  his  antwer^ 
which  seemed  to  inspire  all  his  hearers  with  confidence,  was  re- 
echoed by  every  commander  in  the  army.  W'hen  the  58th  regi- 
ment was  drawn  up  at  two  o'clock  the  next  morninf-,  preparatory 
to  the  assault, — when  the  moment  was  come,  ao  finely  described 
in  "  Wallace,"  is 

~—~  "  tliBl  pinst  of  dr«ad,

Even  then,  Colonel  Vaanall  retained  his  wonted  composure,  anJ 
after  making  known  to  his  men  the  service  in  which  they  were 
about  to  be  Migaged,  he  added,  as  his  voice  assumed  the  most 
animating  tone,  "  I  am  unuied,  38th,  in  making  a  long  speech, 
hut  I  am  convinced  that  every  man  of  you  will  do  his  duty,  and 
shew  the  enemy  what  we  are  made  of;  not  one  firelock  must  he 
loaded  on  any  acoount  without  orders  to  that  effect.  Yon  will 
respect  old  men,  women,  and  children,  but  in  every  man  with  arma 
in  his  han<ls  you  see  an  enemy,  and  must  bayonet  him  !" —  A  look 
of  confidence  and  approbation  was  evident  oti  every  countenance, 
and  seemed  to  promise,  tiiat  there  was  nothing,  which,  under  auch 
a  commander,  they  would  not  nttempt. 

Sntialied  that  real  courage,  like  real  vlrtne,  needs  no  amplifia 
tion,  we  shall  not  endeavour,  by  any  Lorrowt-d  colourinftj 
[htm  the  picture  of  Colonel  VMsall's  at:biHiiBeBU  in  \ 
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with  a  man  who  was  mo  good  a  friend  to  me.  At  b«lf-pai»t  three  on 
the  morning  of  the  3d  be  received  his  wound,  and  at  one  <Cf  lock 
on  the  morning  of  the  7th  he  departed,  and  at  eight  the  same 
evening  he  was  interred  at  the  entrance  of  the  Great  Church,  witii 
all  military  honours.

Though  the  lamented  Vassull  was  wpunded  at  an  early  hour  on 
the  3d  of  February  he  did  not  expire  till  one  o* clock  on  the  monw 
ing  of  the  7th.  Great  hopes  were  at  first  entertained  that  his  inva- 
luable life  might  be  saved  by  the  amputation  of  the  leg,  but  the 
heat  of  the  climate  brought  on  the  8}'mptoms  of  mortification  .with 
such  rapidity,  that  the  medical  men  found  it  impracticable  to  per- 
form the  operation.  The  surgeon  of  the  38th,  actuated,  no  doubt, 
by  the  most  affectionate,  if  mistaken,  motives  of  delicacy,  ne- 
glected to  apprise  his  beloved  commander  of  his  approaching 
dissolution,  till  a  short  time  before  he  breathed  his  last.  Colonel 
Vassall  received  the  fatal  news  with  unshaken  fortitude ;  but  ii^ 
dignant  at  the  delay  of  the  communication,  which  put  it  oat  of  hig 
power  to  make  some  necessary  arrangements  for  the  benefit  of  hi*, 
fiunily,  he  asked  the  surgeon,  with  a  tone  of  manly  dignity,  what 
he  bad  ever  seen  in  his  conduct  to  make  him  think  that  he  feared  to 
die?  So  tenacious  was  he  to  the  latest  moment  of  his  existence,  of 
the  reputation  of  inflexible  courage  which  belonged  to  him;  and 
exemplifying  the  truth  of  a  passage  in  one  of  our  finest  poets : 

'*  £v*a  from  the  tomb  the  voice  of  nmture  cries, 
Ev^a  in  their  sfhes  live  oar  wonted  fires.** 

Having  in  the  foregoing  pages  given  such  ample  proofs  of  the 
various  merits  of  this  distinguished  officer,  we  shall  venture  to 
assert,  without  the  fear  of  contradiction,  that  Colonel  Vassall, 
whether  considered  as  a  roan,  a  soldier,  or  a  christian,  is  equally 
entitled  to  the  admiration  of  posterity.  To  young  persons  com- 
mencing the  career  of  military  life,  his  conduct  should  be  held  up 
as  the  brightest  example  and  noblest  prototype.  From  the  com« 
mencement  to  the  close  of  his  professional  services,  be  was  uni-  % 
formly  the  same.  Indefatigable  in  the  discharge  of  every  public 
duty,  he  was  a  strict  disciplinarian^  yet  temporising  the  austerit|r 
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of  command  wkh  such  admirable  saavity  of  manner,  that  he  Wat 
mt  once  loved,  feared,  and  implicitly  obeyed.  Cool  in  the  midst  of 
danj^er,  and  foremost  in  the  hour  of  attack,  yet  ever  prone  to 
mercy,  the  fViend  of  his  brother  officers,  and  the  father  of  his  men ; 
zealous  and  unshaken  in  his  purpose,  disdaining  ease,  eicalted  in 
his  ideps  of  honour,  generous,  humane,  disinterested,  and  of  such 
unspotted  integrity,  that  scandal  never  dared  to  raise  its  venomed 
tongue  at  his  expense.  In  private  life,  a  sincere  friend,  a  kind 
master,  a  fond  brother,  a  dutiful  son,  a  most  affectionate  and  in- 
dulgent husband,  and  the  best  of  fathers.  If  his  name  had  never 
teached  beyond  the  precincts  of  the  family  of  which  he  formed  so 
distinguished  an  ornament,  even  then,  he  had  deserved  a  place  in 
the  recollection  of  the  good  and  wise. 

If  any  testimony  but  that  of  his  actions  was  wanting  to  establish 
bis  reputation,  we  might  appeal  to  some  of  the  highest  military 
characters  now  living,  who,  to  their  own  commendations,  might 
add  those  which  had  been  given  in  their  presence  to  Colonel 
Vassall  by  other  illustrious  commanders  now  no  more.  In  the  early 
part  of  his  career,  he  was  honoured  by  the  notice  of  those  gallant 
veterans  Lord  Heathfield  and  Sir  Ralph  Abercrombie.  Lord 
Moire,  Mways  ready  to  be  the  patron  of  real  merit,  was  through , 
life  his  friend  and  protector,  and  among  those  who  knew  him  best, 
and  valued  him  accordingly,  we  are  bound  to  particularise  Lord 
Cathcart,  General  (now  Field  Marshal)  Sir  William  Beresford, 
and  the  ever-lamented  and  truly  great  Sir  John  Moore,  to  whom 
it  is  not  the  least  of  Colonel  VassalPs  honours  that  be  has  more 
'^an  once  been  compared. 

**  No,  be  thftll  rank  with  other  heroes  bleit, 
'\Yho8e  letifthenM  years  hsd  drami  their  talents  forth, 
IVith  Moore  or  Vassall  warm  each  Briton*s  breast. 
And  teach  onr  yonth  to  emnlate  their  worth/* 

We  shall  conclude  this  memoir,  which  our  respect  for  the  subject 
of  it  has  alieady  induced  us  to  extend  beyond  our  usual  limits,  by 
an  account  of  the  public  and  private  marks  of  respect  which  have 
been  oftred  to  his  memory.  /

Many  Utemry  tributes  have  been  offered  to  his  memory,  among 
wbich  stands  pre-eminent  an  affecting  monody,  by  Miss  Holford, 
the  admired  author  uf  *'  Wallace/'  who,  in  a  note  to  the  latter 
poem,  hm  also  mentioned  him  with  merited  distinction. 

We  shall  next  .adduce  an  humble  but  stnkiug  proof  of  the  high 
veneration  in  which  the  late  commander  of  the  38 tb  is  still  held  by 
the  soldiers  not  only  of  that  regiment  but  also  of  other  corps,  wh« 
bad  opportonitiea  of  witnessing  his  arhierements.  When  the  dSth 
and  some  more  troops,  on  their  return  from  South  America,  wert 
quartered  at  Bandon  ia  Ireland,  a  publican  of  a  speculating  tuni# 
who  had  but  little  business,  well  acquainted  with  the  sentiments  of 
the  nien»  endeavoured  to  recommend  himself  to  their  notice,  by 
erecjbing  over  his  door  a  full-length  picture  of  Colonel  VassalL 
He  yras  not  disappointed.  His  house  was  immediately  crowded^ 
and  the  soldiers  who  were  even  quartered  at  the  most  distant  part  of 
the  town  daily  ffocked  to  the  spot  which  was  honoured  with  the 
appellation  of  this  beloved  and  still  fondly  remembered  com- 
l^andant.  , 

As  we  are  of  the  opinion  of  Addison,  that  **  all  men  have  a 
yeamyig  curiosity  to  behold  a  man  of  heroic  worth  in  idea,  if  they 
cannot  in  person,"  we  shall. subjoin  a  short  account  of  the  external 
appearance  of  Colonel  Yassall.  In  stature  above  six  feet  high» 
his  figure  was  remarkably  handsome,  his  manner  was  digni&ed^ 
graceful,  and  commanding,  his  features  were  expressive,  and  the 
military  ardour  and  daring  spirit,  which  characterised  him,  were 
legibly  stamped  on  his  countenance.  ^ 

Besides  a  widow,  whose  happiness  expired  with  his  invaluable 
life.  Colonel  Yassall  left  four  children  to  deplore  his  loss,  the  elder 
of  whom  was  not  eight  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  father's  death, 
and  the  younger  was  bom  after  his  departure  for  the  Cape.  The 
remains  of  Colonel  Yassall  were  at  first  interred  in  the  grand 
Church  at  Monte  Yideo,  with  all  military  honours,  which  were 
accompanied,  on  this  occasion,  by  the  grateftil  tears  of  those  who 
had  shared  and  witnessed  the  glorious  cause  of  his  death.  Major 
(now  Lieutenant-colonel)  Nugent,  who  succeeded  to  the  command 
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#f  the  rrpmrnt^  ha^iiur  unSseqneiitly  to  this  ceremony  recciTcd 
letlm^  d^nffn*  that  the  Kxt\  mi^ht  be  conveyed  to  England,  pro- 
ree«)ed  with  nnevnmplcd  kindneM  to  execute  this  melmncholy  task, 
and  haxSni^  With  hi»  own  haAd^  at  i>o  trifling  litk  in  thnt  climate, 
mnoxed  the  irvpected  relics  of  ht*  friend,  ordered  tbem  to  be 
eonwyed  with  the  rris'went  to  Great  Britain,  where  tlicy  haft 
nnce  hern  de^^osited  in  tJie  fkinilc  ranlt  in  the  chnrch  of  St 
Panrm  BristoL     Th(«ae  monntnental  honovn,  to  whidi  no  man 
wa«  ever  better  entitictl  than  Colonel  VasMll,  were  undertaken  by 
hit  aifectionate  widow ;  and  in  the  chnrdi  already  mentioiied  the 
ha*  cMHiecratrd  to  hi*  memory  a  beantifal  piece  of  acnlptnre,  de* 
ngned  by  Flaxman  aiHl  execut<^  by  Rom.      With  the  efHtaph 
inacribed  on  the  tmblet  to  thi>  monnaaevt  (the  poetical  part  of 
which  come«  frcMn  the  welWknown  pen  of  Mrs.  Opie)  we  ahal!  doae 
thia  hnmble  attempt  to  recrad  the  meriti  of  an  individtud,  who, 
to  tho  sneat  qualities  which  constitute  the  hens  added  all  tfaoie 
milder  Tirtues,  which  refiue  and  di^ify  bnmamty.

ilR.  EDITOR, — I  have  been  iaduced,  by  an  article  which  1  r««d. 
in  your  fourth  number  of  the  Royal  Militaiy  Chronicle,  to  tend 
you  a  more  detailed  account  of  the  capture  of  the.  DaoiAh  Major- 
general  Oxholm,  than  is  given  by  your  correspondent  in  that  letter. 
On  our  arrival  before  Uerfolge  {not  Herfoyle)  we  fbnnd  the 
church-yard  of  the  village  occupied  by  a  party  of  thje  Daiiiib 
militia,  who  had  retreated  from  Kioge  apparently  renolved  to  de* 
fend  themselves  there.  Colonel  (now  Majop-general)  V.  Alteiv 
who  commanded  our  party,  immediately  sent  some  troops  of  the 
^d  hussars  King's  German  legion^  under  Captain  W.  Burke  and 
^(Captain  Voss,  rouod  the  village,  in  order  to  intercept  the  retreat* 
of  the  enemy  if  they  should  attempt  it.  In  the  mean  timey  a  cor« 
poral  of  the  hussars  left  his  horse,  and  creeping  along  under  the 
banks,  arrived  unseen  within  a  few  paces  of  the  church-yard,  which. 
he  reported  to  be  full  of  infantry,  wh6  lay  behind  the  walls  pre- 
pared  to  give  their  fire  upon  any  one  who  should  approach*  lli^ 
colonel,  upon  this,  brought  down  two  light  field  pieces  of  the  Gci^ 
•man  artillery,  and  several  rounds  were  fired  at  the  steeple ;  the 
height  of  the  banks  on  each  side  of  the  road  being  too  greiit  te 
allow  a  direct  fire  at  the  church-yard.  The  stones  and  rubbish 
falling  with  much  noise  amongst  the  Danes,  most  probably  alarmed 
them,  as  they  almost  immediately  hung  out  a  flag  of  Vuce.  Upon 
this.  Colonel  Alten,  putting  himself  at  the  head  of  our  party,  con- 
sisting of  1  seijeant,  1  corporal,  and  lit  hussars,  commanded  by 
Lieutenant  Schnering  of  thf  2d  hussars.  King's  German  legior^^ 
lead  US  forward  towards  tlie  church-yard  gate ;  but  upon  turning 
the  corner  of  a  house  and  coming  nearer,  we  received  several  mu^ 
ket^hoty  by  which  we  lost  a  corporal  and  had  two  horses  wouQded« 
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howerer,  appeared  to  be  tome  mistake,  for  at  die  nine  mo* 
raeot  the  gates  were  opened^  aud  General  Oxholniy  with  five  or 
nx  (Actt%f  delivered  their  swords  to  Colonel  Alten.  Whilst  this 
was  dofiig»  some  of  oar  hussars,  exasperated  at  the  death  of  their 
oofbfMley  and  two  or  three  shots  more  fired  bjr  the  Danc8»  galloped 
ioto  the  church-yard,  and  were  proceeding  to  take  their  rereDge, 
wIku  the  j.'iterferenee  of  General  Oxholm  and  Colonel  Alten  p«t 
ao  end  to  liostilities.  The  Danes  were  ordered  to  bring  all  their 
arnis  witliout  the  church-yardy  and  to  lay  them  -  down  there. 
The  wliole  business  wm  finishedy  when  some  of  the  95th  regiment 
came  up,  and  in  searching  the  steeple  of  the  churchy  I  believe» 
found  the  eolouni  of  the  corps  we  had  taken.  A  surgeon  of  the 
90tif  rceiment  took  care  of  the  wounded  ou  the  chuich-guard. 
Sooo  after  this.  Sir  A.  Wellf^Iey  coming  up»  Colonel  Alten  deli- 
fared  to  him  the  swords  of  the  Danish  officers,  and  the  prisoners. 
The  prifouen  amounted  to  I  general,  5  or  6  officers,  and  150  rank

▼ary  simple  reasons  :  he  conld  not  have  pursued  them  in  mass,  beeanse  they 
vrere  still  superior  to  him ;  because  they  had  been  repulsed  only  In  parts, 
and  were  not  broken.  Had  he  pursued  them  by  detachments,  the  French 
wonld  have  opposed  to  his  detachments  their  rearguard,  whilst  the  main 
army  wonld  have  continued  its  march  upon  Coimbra.  The  event,  therefottt 
would  have  been,  that  this  detachment  wonld  have  been  cut  offf  or  mnst 
hmre  a^treated  upon  Oporto. 

Lord  Wellington,  therefore,  having  thns  repulsed  the  French,  retreated  t« 
bis  lines  at  Torres  Vedras,  where,  according  to  his  previous  design,  and 
long  concerted  plan  of  defence,  he  made  his  stand,  and  presented  himself 
in  a  wall  of  brass  against  his  confident  enemy.  His  military  conduct,  daring' 
the  time  he  remained  there,  makes  the  third  period  of  the  campaign.  Wn 
jibnil  rosnrne  these  observations  in  our  next.

or  THE  SECOND  OR  QUEEN*8  KOYAL  REGIMENT  OF  FOOT. 

This  regiment  was  raised  in  the  year  1661,  the  next  after  the  restoratfon 
#f  Kln'^  Charles  the  Second,  the  command  of  which  was  given  to  Henry, 
Karl  OT  Peterborongh,  whose  commission  bore  date  the  30th  of  Septemb^, 
in  that  year.  As  this  regiment  has  twice  had  a  colonel  of  the  nsme  of 
KIrke, -vis.  Piercy  .Kirke  the  father,  in  the  reign  of  Charles  the  Second, 
and  Piercy  Kirke  the  son,  who  succeeded  the  Earl  of  Portmore,  under 
Qnoea  Anne,  it  has  sometimes  been  focetioosly  nick-named  Kirhe'i  Lambt, 
Aougb  it  could  have  no  existence  iu  the  period  of  time  when  a  corps  had^ 
with  much  reason,  drawn  upon  itself  that  title. 

It  was  distinguished  for  its  loyalty  to  King  William  the  Third,  when  un« 
Aerthe  command  of  General  Selwyn  and  Sir  H.  Bellasis,  and  performed 
various  and  hard  services  in  the  wais  of  his  successor  Anne,  baigB  cem- 
idMdcd  by  David,  Earl  of  Portmore.  ^f^ 
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as  such,  and  every  soldiar  mare  imoMdtatcly,  finds  cmofigst  the 
oeighbouriiig  nations.     Let  no  cMie,  therefere*  think  that  he  is 
without  an  interest  in  the  glory  of  his  country.    He  has  an  iinme* 
didte  and  individval  interest.    It  is  the  essentkl  qmlilj  m  his 
racter  of  a  freeman,  that  he  is  represented  only  in  his 
In  his  character  and  property  he  is  alirays  originaL 

It  is  pccalimrly  grstefnl  to  at  to  karc  tke  aMwIkly  Ally  of  fsrnijiaf  th» 
triiimphs  of  osr  brave  coontjryBMa.  Let  as  aow,  tkerelbreyW  allovedt* 
4iTerge  from  onr  main  sakject  to  throw  a  carsory  Tiew  over  Che  late  aai 
present  campai^.    The  pictnre  vill  be  at  once  |;ratifyia|;  aa4  tnstractivr. 

There  is  oae  feature  in  which  the  present  and  late  campaifn  Hffer  rtrf 
materially  firom  many  others  in  the  course  of  the  war.  There  was  fonseriy 
a  kind  of  quackery,  which  comprehended  every  thiBf  withia  the  aotiaB  af 
Che  matter  and  mystery  of  state.  Hence  the  operationa  of  oar  araucs  wet^ 
as  studiously  kept  from  the  public  eye  and  car  as  the  minutes  of  the -cabi- 
net aouncil.  The  gazettes  were  rare  and  insaiBcicBt;  The  French  fiBi-> 
peror,  in  his  bulletins,  at  once  gave  us  the  example  of  the  force  of  pahU^ 
opinion,  and  of  the  means  by  which  it  was  acquired.  He  appealed  to  the  fttU 
i'ngs,  the  passions,  and  the  glory  of  hb  people ;  he  eteited  their  interest  aad 
sympathy,  and  he  received  the  fruits  of  it.  We  at  length  learned  a  leasea 
from  oar  enemy,  and  the  future  historian  will  be  almost  overwhelmed  vMil^ 
his  materials,  instead  of,  like  his  predecessors,  having  to  hunt  them  like  caripC 
osities  of  remote  times. 

The  campaign  on  ths  part  of  Lord  Wellington  may  not  improperly  be  dis» 
tributed  into  four  zras  :  the  first,  his  covering  position  at  Gnarda;  the  se- 
cond, his  retreat  from  Guarda,  and  the  battle  of  Busaco;  t2ie  third,  his  potU 
tion  at  Torres  Vedras  ^  and  the  fourth,  his  pursuit  of  Massena  upon  his  late 
retreat.  Let  us  briefly  examine  his  phin  aad  operations  daiiag  these  sercral 
periods.  It  is  a  matter  of  interest,  as  well  as  of  justice,  to  determine  whether 
the  happy  event  of  the  campaign  is  the  mere  lucky  throw  of  fbrtane^  er  tha 
intended  aud  expected  issue  of  previous  skill  and  concert. 

Very  early  in  the  year  1811,  Lord  Wellington  discovered  that  the  French 
attack  on  Portugal  would  be  on  its  eastern  frontier,  and  by  the  way  of  Lower 
Beira.  There  were,  indeed,  but  two  other  possible  ways,— -through  Elrasand 
Alentejo,  or  on  the  side  of  Leon  and  Galicia.  The  route  by  Elvas  and 
Alrntejo  VI  as  opposed  by  the  Tagus,  and,  therefore,  was  altogether  tmpn^ 
bable.  On  the  side  of  Lcoa  aad  Galicia,  the  invading  army  was  met  by 
impenetrable  walls  of  mountains,  crossing  every  possible  line  of  march.  la 
a  wordf  uu  possilile  route  was  open  but  that  through  Beira,  and  from  the 
points  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  aud  Almeida. 

T^rd  Wellington's  ftrst  plan,  therefore,  was  to  select  the  best  possible 
ttatioa  Art-  the  dtfeace  ef  this  froatier.    He  accMrdingly  took  his  position 
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ailoag  tlM  frotitkr  mottnUint  of  Beira,  thtii  opposini^  bimself  to  tbc/eneny 
in  the  form  of  «  legmeBt  of  a  circle^  the  coiiTeii  part  toward  the  eneiay. 
Tbit  dd^naive  line  wat  aboat  thirty  milei  in  extenty  but  its  circalar  fbna 
gaive  it  the  peo«liar  advantage,  that  the  points  were  not  distant  from  each 
fm^utt  m  praportiQii  to  the  i«n|^  of  the  line.  The  seTerai  posts,  nioreovcffy 
Mart  ymtf  ftfongly  secnred  by  the  nature  of  the  groand.  The  Coa,  and 
Bome  other  ncNBitaia-slreaais  and  raTines,  were  In  front  of  the  line  throngh 
tlM  greater  part  of  its  extent.  Under  these  circnmatances,  there  was  scarce- 
\f  a  possibility  of  any  attack  which  conhl  cut  off  their  several  comiuttnica- 
tioBS.  Nothing,  therefore,  coald  have  been  better  chosen  than  this  defen- 
•ivf  itntioA.  Had  the  Englifb  army  been  sufficient  to  have  occupied  it,  c»r 
iMd  the  Portuguese  been  at  that  time  sufficiently  organised,  it  could  not 
liave  been  forced. 

On  this  ridge,  therefore.  Lord  Wellington  posted  himself,  and  thence  kept 
a  rigilaat  eye  on  the  enemy^s  operations  in  the  conntry  below  him. 
,  The  French  successively  besieged  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Almeida,  and,  hav- 
iog  succeeded  in  taking  them  both,  advanced  immediately  -Hgaiast  Lord 
l¥elliogton.  They  directed  their  march,  however,  not  against  his  front, 
bnt  hia  flank,  endeavonring  to  turn  them  on  the  left  of  his  position.  Lord 
Wellington,  therefore,  found  it  necessary  to  raise  his  camp,  and  abandoning 
}lii  position  of  Guarda  and  the  frontier,  to  descend  into  the  valley  of  the 
IHondegOi  thus  maintaining  the  advance  of  the'  French  on  the  route  tp 
ILMoo. 

Tbns  terminated  the  first  period  of  the  campaign  \  upon  which  two  maim 
^•estiona  are  put.  In  the  first  place,  why  did  not  Lord  Wellington  endea. 
wour  to  relieve  the  cities  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  Almeida  ?  and  secondly^ 
tras  not  hie  retreat  from  Guarda  a  compelled  flight  from  the  French  ? 

The  answer  to  the  first  question  is  very  briefly,  that  it  was  not  the  naturi 
^  the  service  required  of  Lord  Wellington  to  risk  a  battle  even  on  equal 
terms, — ^that  the  plan  of  operations  upon  his  part  was  strictly  defensive,  and 
that  by  retiring  or  keeping  back  be  necessarily  drew  the  enemy  after  him,— 
that  is  to  say,  withdrew  them  from  their  own  frontier,  and  from  their  ma* 
gaxines  and  means  of  supply,  whilst  Lord  W.,  upon  his  part,  only  fell  back 
apon  his  transports,  and  communication  with  Lisbon  and  the  sea.  TUkt  the 
advantage  of  this  system,  therefore,  was  evident  on  the  side  of  the  £nglish. 
That  to  have  descended  into  the  plains,  and  to  have  fought  Massena,  w.jld 
-  have  been  to  have  sacrificed  all  these  advantages,  and  by  a  military  impru* 
dence,  more  akin  to  foUy  than  to  a  generous  courage,  to  have  voluntarily 
reduced  him  to  the  level  of  his  enemy,  and  to  have  put  the  contest  upon  the 
eqnare  where  fortune  had  given  him  the  vantage  ground.  That  the  above 
points  proceed  upon  the  supposition,  that  the  two  armies  were  equal  in  num- 
ber. A  fortiori^  how  much  greater  is  their  force,  when  the  army  of  Masse- 
na nearly  doubled  that  of  Lord  WeUing|on.    Matieua  had  concent|ated  his 
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Muy  aroand  Ciudad  Rodrigo.  The  8th  corps  wu  cantoiwd  in  •Moh  a  wkf 
*B  to  be  enabled  in  a  march  of  eight  hoars  to  ancconr  the  6th  eoifM,  wm4.  to 
tie  at  hand  upon  the  least  shew  of  an  attempt  to  raise  the  siege.  Maasena^i 
anny,  at  this  period,  therefore,  consisted  of  96,000  under  Marshal  Ncy« 
i3,ooo  vnder  General  Junot,  and  83,000  nnder  General  Refrnier,  who 
Mced  the  rif^t  of  Lord  Wellington's  position.  Now,  what  force  had 
Wellington  wherewith  to  descend  into  the  phiins  and  raise  the  siege  afainat 
an  army  like  this.  He  had  merely  35,000  men.  Add  to  this,  that  the  Frendi 
eaTalry  were  three  times  av  Karoerons  as  that  of  Lord  WelKngto«.  To  aay 
all,  hewcTcr,  in  a  word.  Lord  Wellington  neither  descended  into  the  pMna 
•f  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  nor  waited  an  uttack  on  the  frontier  of  Guarda,  fw  this 
very  sim|)le  reason ,-f-//«  )atd  a  hetter  Jhld  qfbattk  in  vitw.  He  had  Dday 
tnd  Famine,  fur  his  sure  allies  and  Torres  Vedras  for  his  Iron  bnlwarik 
With  respect  to  the  second  qnestion,— whether  his  retreat  from  Gnarda  waa 
not  a  compulsory  flight,  whether  it  had  been  prerionsly  intended  and  d^ 
signed,  the  answer  is  included  in  what  has  been  abore  stated.  Gnarda 
aras  a  fine  station, — granted  ;  bat  was  not  Torrca  Vedras  a  finer.  Bnt  why 
did  he  take  the  position  of  Gnarda  if  he  knew  it  to  be  Indefensible  ?  He 
took  the  position  of  Gnarda  for  three  reasons  :  in  the  first  place,  that  ha 
Might  hang  arer  the  French  operations,  and  be  at  hand  to  avail  himaelf  of 
any  error  or  division  of  their  forces  •,  secondly,  that  he  might  be  at  hand, 
that  Is,  immediately  before  them,  npon  their  movement  forwards,  and  there- 
by  might  harass  and  impede  their  march,  and  avail  himself  of  the  atronf 
positiopa  of  the  road  to  have  affairs  with  them  npon  an  advantage.  Hlf 
third  reason  was,  that  he  had  not  to  learn  that  there  were  some  most  es> 
rellent  patriots  in  the  House  of  Commons  of  England,  who,  in  their  appro* 
hension  of  the  certain  loss  of  our  army,  had  the  French  thns  unmolested 
reached  within  twenty  miles  of  Lisbon,  would  have  urged  the  instant  reeal 
of  himself  and  of  his  army.  Such  were  some  of  the  reasons  for  the  poaitiott 
•f  Guarda. 

A  third  question  has  been  here  put,— Why  did  not  Lord  Wellington  da. 
fend  the  strong  ground  of  the  Zezere  ?—«  position  of  which  Dnmourler 
speaks  with  so  much  skill  and  justice  in  his  memoir  upon  Portugal. 

The  answer  is  equally  prompt.  The  Zezere  conid  not  hir^  been  defonded 
by  a  less  force  than  that  by  which  it  was  menaced.  General  Regnier  made 
his  appearance  In  that  quarter  with  93,000  of  the  best  French  troop*. 
Lord  Wellington  must  either  have  marched  his  whole  army  or  a  detachment. 
In  the  first  case,  what  was  to  become  of  Lisbon,  upon  which  Bfiissena  waa 
marching  by  a  flank  route  ?  In  the  latter,  how  was  Lord  Wellington  to  have 
afforded  a  sufficient  detachment  against  these  89,000  mHi,  and  at  the  tairfe 
time  keep  a  suflicient  force  to  maintain  a  front  against  Massena  ?  The  main 
point  with  Lord  Wellington  was  to  keep  his  advance  of  Massena,  and  the* 
p%emn  Ae  position  whence  he  wae  retreating  to  the  defince  of 'Lisbe^' 
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flank  ?    Secondly,  trhy  did  b«  not  pursue  the  French  after  the  battle  9^ 

Bnf  aco  ? 
The  answer  to  the  first  of  these  questions  has  been,  in  snhstance,  bel^rt 

given,    liord  Wellin^on^s  army  was  unequal  to  two  operations.     He,  thera-

''  Mastena  did  not  suffer  bin  to  wait  long.  With  hta  characleriatie  kn- 
^nosHy  hf  came  in  front  of  it  on  the  26th  of  September.  He  cons— ltd 
the  remainder  part  of  that  day  in  covering  the  ground  with  a  chMsd  of  lighl 
Ctoops.  The  object  of  this  was  eirident.  Massena  saw  the  strength  of  tiht 
position^  and  hoped  by  this  display  of  his  numerical  superiority  to  iutimi« 
date  Lord  Wdlington  into  the  evacuation  of  the  Sierra  daring  the  night.  Ott 
the  morning  of  the  97th  be  f»und  himself  deceirad  in  this  expectati«n..  He 
accordingly  resolved  upon  forcing  it,  and  made  the  attempt.  The  event  wai 
the  complete  repulse  of  the  French,  and  their  being  compelled,  in  eoaae* 
q«ence,  to  deriute  from  the  former  line  of  march,  the  high  road,  aad  take  # 
eircuitoua  course  to  Coimbra.  The  advantage  on  the  paft  of  Lord  WeUingtaA 
#■•,  a  victory  of  some  importance  in  itself^  and  the  gaining  time  for  »more 
letourely,  and  therefore  more  orderly  retreat  to  his  Hoes  at  Torres  VeAraa.  . 
A  military  question  of  some  interest  has  been  here  put, — ^\¥hy  did  Alat* 
aena  attack  the  position  of  the  Sierra  de  Busaco  ?  Why  did  he  not  turn  it ) 
There  were  probably  three  reasons  fbr  this  proceeding :  in  the  first  plnc^ 
<h€  Sierra  de  Busaco  was  the  high  road,  the  direct  and  the  shortest  isny* 
SMondly,  had  he  fbrced  the  Sierra,  he  would  have  been  immedialely  up^ 
Lord  Wellington,  who,  in  this  case,  most  either  have  ibught  in  moat  dia» 
ftdvantageous  ground,  or  must  have  made  a  retreat  over  the  Mondagc  with 
Ihe  French  immedtately  upon  his  rear.  It  was  Masseaa^s  part  to  bring 
LoM  Wellington  to  battle.  It  was  Lord  Wellington's  to  avoid  it.  Th« 
Monitcor  has  assigned  as  a  third  reason,  that  Massena  intended  it  as  il  frint* 
This,  however,  is  evidently  but  the  excuse  of  a  defeat.  Had  the  attack  €»f 
the  Sierra  been  a  feint,  thaf  is,  a  covering  movement  for  a  nM>reaMin  opeta* 
thm,  why  was  not  that  operation  made  whilst  the  troops  were  engaged } 
The  circuitous  movement  of  Massena  upon  Coimbra  was  not  ooteoipofUBC* 
o«a  with  the  battle  of  Busacoi  He  remained  in  order  of  bat^  to  watch  the 
avent  of  that  attack.  There  was  no  offer  at  movement  till  tha  battle  hnd 
been  decided.  The  march  to  Sardao  was  a  substitute,  and  not  •  princi|ial. 
Two  military  questions  of  greater  importance  have  beea'krgad  with  taapact 
to  Lord  Wellington.  In  the  first  place,  why  he  had  not  given  Colonel  Trant

Lord  Wellington  would  not  endanger  hb  main  object^ 

the  union  of  his  army  in  his  lines  at  Torres  Vedras,  to  assist  what  was  only 

apbprdinate.    It  would,  doubtless,  hare  been  of  infinite  use  to  this  excelleni 

ottenr  (Colonel  Trant)  to  have  had  a  battalion  or  two  of  English  infantry 

to  have  served  as  a  head,  point,  6r  wedge  for  his  columns  of  Portnguete  mU 

litia.  But  Lord  Wellington  had  still  more  occasion  for  them.  They  could  nttt 

faeapared^rom  the  hifi^r  service. 

But  why  did  not  Lord  Wellington  pursue  the  broken  enemy  ?  For  thcaf 
▼ary  simple  reasons  :  he  conld  not  have  puraued  them  in  maas,  becaase  tbeyi 
vnre  still  snperior  to  him  ;  because  they  had  been  repulsed  only  in  parts, 
and  were  not  broken.  Had  he  pursued  them  by  detachments,  the  French 
would  have  opposed  to  his  detachments  their  rear^nurd,  whilst  the  main 
army  would  have  continued  its  march  upon  Coimbra.  The  event,  theretowi 
would  have  been,  that  this  detachment  would  have  been  cut  o£F,  or  matt 
kasre  i^treated  upon  Oporto. 

Lord  Wellington,  therefore,  haviag  thus  repulsed  the  French,  retreated  to 
his  lines  at  Torr^  Vedras,  where,  according  to  his  previous  design,  and 
loog  concerted  plan  of  defence,  he  made  his  stand,  and  presented  himself 
in  a  wall  of  brass  against  his  confident  enemy.  His  military  conduct,  during 
the  time  he  remained  there,  makes  the  third  period  of  the  campaign.  Wo 
jiboll  reavme  these  observatiooa  in  our  next. 
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or  THE  SECOND  OB  QUEEN *8  ROYAL  REGIMENT  OF  FOOT. 

This  regiment  was  raised  in  the  year  i66l,  the  next  after  the  restoration 
of  KInr  Charles  the  Second,  the  command  of  which  was  given  to  Henryi 
Karl  of  Peterbordngh,  whose  commission  bore  date  the  30th  of  SeptemL^, 
in  that  year.  As  this  regiment  has  twice  had  a  colonel  of  the  name  of 
Kirke, -vis.  Piercy  .Kirke  the  father,  In  the  reign  of  Charles  the  Second, 
and  Piercy  Khrke  the  son,  who  succeeded  the  Earl  of  Portmore,  under 
Qooea  Anne,  it  has  sometimes  been  tacetioosly  nick-named  Kirk4*s  Lambs, 
tiiough  it  could  have  no  existence  iu  the  period  of  time  when  a  corps  had^ 
with  much  reason,  drawn  upon  itself  that  title. 

It  waa  distingttitfied  for  its  loyalty  to  King  WilliaKn  the  Third,  when  un- 
^arthe  command  of  General  Selwyn  and  8ii-  H.  Bellasis,  and  performed 
^arioua  and  hard  services  in  the  wai't  of  his  successor  Anne,  b^||^com* 
■iaadcd  by  David,  Earl  of  Portmore. 
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Thih  rrgimmt,  with  another  of  the  ronfrderate  army,  were  taken  priton* 

mat  Tunf^ereu,  May  luth,  1703,  by  a  force  t«  which  it  conld  in  no  respect 

lie  cumpared,  under  the  French  marshals  Villeroy  and  Boufflers.     Though 

taken,  it  could  nut  hr  said  to  be  surprised,  for  it  defended  itself  with  suck 

nncoinmun  In'avory    for  taerity-eicrht  hours  before  it  yielded  at  discretion, 

that  the  confetlerates  hud  thereby  an  opportunity    to  draw    tofi^ether  near 

Maestricht:  so  that  when  the  enemy  advanced  forward,  with  the  design,  aa 

was  supposed,  to  huve  forced  the  con  fed  crate  cavalry  to  repass  the  Meuse  at 

Nllliepirii,  and  the  fmit  to  retire  under  the  outworks  of  Maestricht,  and 

^   there  to  huve  annoyed  them  with  their  bombs,  they  found,  to  their  great 

I  ^  disappoiatnimt,    the  confederate  nruiy   under  the   Dutch  c^neral  AuTer* 

tf|ueniiie  drawn  ap  in  order  of  battle,  adrautageously  posted,  and  ready  tv 

•nitnice  thein,  although  nuieh   inferior  in  number.    Thus  the  well-timed 

keniie  conduct   of  this  one  B^iti^*h  regiuitnt,  seconded  by  a   foreign  one, 

inspired  with  equally  noble  sentiments,  frustrated  a  formidable  scheme  of 

two  of  the  greateftt  ronunaiulers  the  Trench  kinir  had  in  his  service  at  th« 

time.     It  was  also  in  Portugal  in  1705,   under  the  commander  in  chiff  the 

lUrl  of  PcteilMtrough,  and  posted  with  three  other  British  regiments  along 

the  Guadiana,  to  act  against  the  Spaniards,  with  a  view  to  compel  them  X% 

receive  (-liarles  the  ThinI,  of  the  house  of  Austria,  as  their  lawAil  sovereign*. 

It  was  two  years  after  in  Spain,  under  the  Earl  of  Galway,  and  eng^vd  in 

the  obstinate  and  unfortunate  battle  of  Almanza,  fought  by  the  allies  of 

England  ngniust  the  forces  of  the  two  crowns  of  France  and  Spain,  with 

the  view  to  secure  the  latter  upon  the  head  of  the  grandson  of  Louis  XIV. 

The  Portuguese  cavalry,  ^hosi*  eouimander,  the  Count  d^Attalaya,  had  been 

wounded,  and  carried  ofl'  the  Held,  not  utVording  sufficient  support  to  the 

infantry,  the  lalter  were  nearly  surrounded  by  the  eneniy^s  horse,  so  tha€ 

nnnibfts  were  killed,  and  several  retjrinients  obliged  to  retire  to  the  liilli  of 

Dandete,  where,  worn  out  with  fatigue,  aud  in  want  of  ammunition,  they. 

vcre  obliged,  next  morning,  to  surrender  to  Count  d'Ha^feldt,  on  terms  of 

capitulation,  the  same  as  those  (granted  the  Freneh  at  Blenheim.     This  regi- 

ment  was  among  those  compelled  to  this  sad  alternative,   hut  it  was  not 

adopted  till  I  lit)  hnd  beeu  surrounded  by  two  lines  of  thecncmy^s  foot. 

In  the  srvrn  year-''  war,  we  tind  it  after  mentioned  with  great  credit  in  the 
annals  of  lliat  f>erio(),  under  its  active  curaniandant  the  honourable  General 
J.  FitsHilHuni,  ancestor  (»l'  the  pn-seut  nohle  Karl.  During  the  late  Ameri^ 
tan  war  it  was  a  part  of  tha  time  in  Kn<land  ;  and  the  third  year  ef  it  en- 
camped ill  Wurley  lines,  orrupyinj;  the  lift  of  the  whole,  in  the  angle,  with 
the  Cheshire  mititin  on  its  ri;;:ht. 
,1^  The  Quten's  was  always  regurdetl  as  a  pattern  regiment,  and  choice  io  tb* 

height  uiid  make  of  its  reeruits.  A  rivalry  existed  bet witrn  this  corps  and 
the  Koyal  lii!«li  an  totha  (juiek  performance  of  the  munurl.  It  was  difficult 
to  decide  which  merited  the  prutcrence:  that  which  the  latter  gained  by 
time,  the  foriuer  was  jiidi^ed  to  euuuterbalanoe  by  ixactness  and  neatness. 
It  was  thought  eonc^ueive  to  the  perfection  of  this  part  of  the  exercise,  to 
drat>  non-eommiHsioned  otiirers  from  these  two  corps  iuto  the  militia  legi- 
lueuts  eiiilMiirud  at  that  time.  The  Queen's  regiments  was  one  of  those 
which  Mrved  hy  coiupauies  on  board  his  Mii^esty's  ships  of  war,  duringtwe 
ciur.paii^iis,  and  was  aftcr\«ards  nHt  to  relieve  othii*s  which  had  been  solonf 
on  fatiguing  hut  successful  duty,  ut  that  distinguished  warlike  post  Gib- 
raltar i  thirc  it  ctoitinuvd  a  tew  years  at'ler  the  peace  was  concluditl. 

This  regiment  has  served  with  great  d;:»tiuction  iu  the  course  of  the  pre. 
tent  war;  so  inueh  so,  that  we  propose  to  give  a  distinct  account  of  its  acr- 
Yices,  aud  would  deem  it  u  favour,  if  the  adjutant,  or  auy  other  officer,  would 
oblige  us  with  any  iiartirulars  withni  their  own  knowledge.  The  Military 
Chronicle  has  now  a  circulation  entirely  through  the  army,  aud  we  ahall 
feel  ij^^cly  happy  to  avail  ourselves  of  this  circulation  to  txtend  the 
knowHk  a<id  just  celebrity  of  the  services  and  worth  of  particular  regi« 
Bicntfl^lf  any  officer,  therefore,  would  furnish  us  with  some  notes  or  miOf%

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ILLUSTRATION  OF  THE  SEAT  OF  WAR. 

ITINERAEY  FROM  PALIfOUTII  TO  SEVILLE  THROUAH  LISBOM  AND 

ELVA8. 

:  We  left  Falmouth  in  January  1809>  and  took  oUr  place  ia  the 
packet  for  Lisbon. 

We  let  sail  about  sunset  (January  2d),  having  a  moderate 
breeze  from  the  north-west,  which  Continued  all  day.  At  twelve 
#'clock  on  thi^  following  day  the  favourable,  vi^ind  died  away,  and 
•oon  afterwIUrds  it  blew  with  much  power  from  the  south«<west4  It 
continued  in  this  quarter  till  the  7th,  when  the  breeze  increased 
to  a  gale*  which  very  much  annoyed  the  passengers  not  accustom-* 
cd  to  this  element;  We  handed  all  saib  one  afler  another,  arfd  at 
last  lay  too  under  the  main  and  mizen  stay  sails.  The  sea  was 
most  tremendous,  and  the  night  we  passed  would  not  be  much 
•nvied  by  a  London  citizen.  On  the  morning  of  the  6th  (J^n.) 
1  ^ave  broke  over  us,  and  m€)st  considerably  added  to  our  coufn- 
fton  and  alarm*  We  were  soon  compelled  to  strike  our  top-gaUaut 
lioasts,  and  were  about  to  strike  our  top-masts,  when  the  gale  gave 
iymptoms  of  abating,  and  which  finally  did  not  disappoint  us, 
though  it  still  continued  in  an  adverse  quarter. 

We  continued  with  these  adverse  winds  from  the  8th  to  tlit 
Hist,  during  all  of  which  time  we  scarcely  made  any  way,  and  no-^ 
thing  could  be  more  disagreeable  than  our  voyage.  No  one  £an 
have  an  idea  of  the  unpleasantness  of  beating  about  without  mak- 
ing any  progress.  The  sailors  are  accustomed  to  it,  and  pay  no 
legard  to  it,  as  it  all  reckons  in  the  day,  as  they  express  it.  £ut 
to  a  landsman  it  is  most  horrible. 

We  innde  the  cosut  of  Portugal  about  sunset  on  the  fi3d,  be- 
tween Aveiro-ftod  Cape  Moadego*  The  coast  appears  high  tud 
fough*  On  the  afternoon  of  the  25th  we  made  Cape  Fisseraow ; 
at  day-break  on  the  26th  saw  the  Burlings  a-head^  and  on^e 
ft7th  the  rock  of  Lisbon.  On  the  following  day  at  day-break^e 
took  a  pilot,  and  on  the  29th  of  January  li309>  R  period  full  of 
melancholy  recollections  to  those  who  honour  the  virtues  of  Sir 
John  Moore,  landed  in  Lisbon. 

1  shall  say  nothing  of  the  state  of  Lisbon  at  this  period,  because 
I  do  not  wish  to  «zpose  a  peopil^  to  ridicule  who  have  since  de« 
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^ervrri  fto  We!;  vf  aM  Euro^j^r.  S jfficv  it  lacrely  to  mx^  that  ito  oue 
who  b^l  Mr  a  tiie  Portogue^  mt  thi^  period  oMild  haw  anticipat- 
ed  striy  thia^  but  d^eat  'a^A  diaapp-^intujcut.  Thi»  u  ooC  the  dnt 
tiine  I  have  been  miatakeu  id  my  predictioiit«  simI  1  hope  I  tbali 
ucvf  r  «ai;it  tlie  cuuidour  to  ackiiovl««l^e  it.  The  Poitu^css  bate 
a  uee  •ar|in^  me,  and  1  bare  uo  doubt  have  sttrpiMed  all  tlioK 
lilio  fooiidtd  thrir  opioions  upoo  geueral  appeanncciL  It  is  sur- 
pming  what  chaoge*  may  be  effect«nl  iu  a  whole  people  by  tioii, 
fttron^  circooutafK-et,  and  a  kkilful  orgauixatioo.  The  vigour  of 
the  FortugiM'se,  howe%'er,  \^  luuch  1  will  sa%  j  i<  all  af  British  ioo* 
cuhuioo. 

We  rrmaiocd  at  Lisbon  till  the  5th  of  Febmary.  when,  hating 
procured  our  pawports,  we  cro-fsed  the  Ta^i,  and  entered  on  our 
route  fur  Seville.     The  road  from  Lisbon  to  Seville  is  as  follows. 

From  Likbon  to  A  Idea  Gallt^  (a  small  town  oo  the  opposite 
bank  of  tlie  Ta^UH)  1-i  English  mile!>  ;  thence  to  Pegoenes,  J8 
miles;  to  Vendaa  Novas,  12  miles ;  to  Montemor  Novo,  14;  to 
Array olos,  9  ;  to  Extremoti,  -iO  :  to  Elvas,  30.  Total  from  Lis- 
bon to  Elvas,  113  English  miles.  The  road  continues  to  Seville 
as  follows.  From  Elvas  to  Badajus,  12  miles ;  to  Santa  Martha, 
35  ;  to  Muiiuoiia,  SO  ;  to  Fuente  de  los  Cantos,  15 ;  to  Monaster 
rio,  10;  to  Santa  Olalla,  15  ;  to  Ronquilloy  15  ;  to  Ventade  Gnil- 
leiia,  10  ;  to  Seville,  10.  Total  from  Elvas  to  Seville,  13i  miles; 
and  from  Lisbou  to  Seville  344  English  miles. 

Aldea  Gallega  is  a  place  of  two  hundred  houses,  i>'ery  pleasantly 
bituatcfl,  and  iu  times  of  peace  very  happy  and  comfortable.  The 
Portu'^iese  live  very  frugally,  and  their  liappy  climate  almobt  ex- 
empts tliem  from  every  want  but  that  of  food.  Who  would  remain 
iu  the  house  where  there  are  such  beauty  to  invite  him  abroad? 
Tlie  itreets  of  Aldea  Gallega  were  at  this  time  alive  with  military 

Sparations,  and  there  were  a  number  of  English  soldiers  and 
ceni.  The  name  of  an  Englishman  is  beginning  to  be  respect* 
ed  in  Spain  and  Portugal.  Even  the  women  look  upon  us  with 
■  compassion.  What  a  pity  •  tliat  such  brave  men  should  be  such 
heretics!  WMicn  will  religion  appear  what  iu  its  own  nature  it 
really  is, —the  first  blessing  of  man  ?  that  which  i>hould  link  us 
'  to  one  another,  as  we  arc  linked  to  one  common  Parent.  The 
tine  may  be  distant,  but  it  will  arrive. 
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Leaving  Aldea  Gallega,  we  eutered  upon  a  heath  of  nearly  20 
miles  in  breadth,  bat  totally  difTerent  from  those  of  Engrland. 
For  at  least  ten  miles  it  is  delightfully  covered  irith  pines,  which, 
«ven  at  this  period  (February  5th)  were  in  full  green,  and  looked 
as  fresh  as  our  hedges  in  May.  This  country,  as  to  climate,  w  a 
Paiadise,  even  the  worst  parts  of  it  are  charming.  On  the  itummit 
of  a  ridg€  of  hills  to  the  right  is  the  town  of  Palermo,  very  roman- 
tically situated,  and  apparently  a  place  of  some  strength.  Tliis  ■ 
pine  wood  extends  to  the  tenth  mile  from  Aldea  Gallega,  after 
which  the  distance  is  eight  miles  to  Pegones.  The  country  through 
this  distance  began  to  change.     It  became  rough  and  uneven. 

We  reached  Pegones  about  dark ;  it  is  merely  two  or  three 
miserable  houses,  and  it  was  impossible  to  remain  here  for  the 
night.  We  travelled  therefore  another  post  to  Vendas  Novas, 
a  distance  of  19  miles,  and  which  has  nothing  to  distinguish  it  but 
m  hunting  seat  of  the  Prince  Regent  now  in  ruins.  Not  having 
mended  our  condition  as  to  accommodation  at  Vendas  Novas,  and 
the  m«on  shining  brightly,  we  continued  our  journey  to  Monte- 
mor  Novo,  a  distance  of  14  miles,  and  thence,  as  we  found  our« 
selves  not  fatigued,  to  Arrayolos,  a  further  distance  of  nine  miles, 
which  we  reached  by  day-break  on  the  6th  (February). 

We  Tested  here  for  some  hours,  and  after  our  repose  wajked  out 
and  examined  the  town.  Arrayolos  is  a  small  town  having  two 
churches  and  the  ruin  of  an  old  castle,  .which  is  romantically  situ- 
ated  on  a  hill,  the  usual  scite  of  such  structures.  A  modem  house . 
was  built  within  the  ruiued  walls,  which  had  a  very  bad  eifect, 
and  elevated  the  character  of  the  last  age  at  the  expense  of  the 
present* 

We  left  Arfifolos  about  Uoon  on  the  Gth,  and  about  mid-day. 
reached  Venta  del  Duque,  a  single  |>ost  house  upon  the  summit  of. 
a  hill  and  in  the  midst  of  a  most  beautiful  country,  wild,  woode4ii> 
and  rich.  This  post  house  is  situated  apar}  from  the  main  road,^ 
towards-^hich.'wte  again  descended  through  some  fields  and  plan- 
tationt  of  olive.  .  On  a  hill  to  the  south  stands  the  town  of  Egre- « 
monte,  presenting  a  ronantic  appearance^  and  surrounded  by 
antient  walls  and  towers.  , 

Leaving  Venta  del  Duque,  we  passed  on  to  Extremos,  a  dis»: 
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teoce  of  10  miles.  The  country  along  this  part  cf  the  Toad  nov 
became  very  beautifol,  being  rich  and  variegated  by  natarey  and 
very  highly  cultivated. 

Extremes  is  a  fortified  town,  situated  on  a  rinng  groimd,  and  in 
former  times  a  place  of  great  strength,  having  six  religion  houtta. 
It  may  contain  about  six  thousand  inhabitants.  Should  an 
my  come  by  the  way  of  Badajos,  they  would  doubtleM 
through  Extremos.  It  is  not  in  a  condition,  nor  capable  of  being 
put  in  one.  to  defend  itself. 

We  reached  Elvas  at  d^rk,  and  therefore  had  mndi  trouble  to 
gain  admission  into  the  gates,  but  were  at  length  suftted  to  enter, 
The  utte  of  Elvas  is  this :  if  the  French  wished  to  enter  Alentejo, 
Elvas  cpuld  not  oppose  them,  because  they  could  bom  it  in  twenty 
places  OD  the  right  and  left.  But,  should  an  English  or  Portu^ 
gnese  army  have  possession  of  Lisbon,  or  exist  in  any  strength, 
the  French  would  be  very  carefuT  how  they  left  Elvas  behind 
them,  and  advanced  into  Alentejo.  The  English  newspapers  tallc' 
insuflerabie  nonsense  upon  this  point.  Elvas  is  neither  so  coo* 
teroptible  nor  so  important  as  they  alternately  would  make  it. 

We  merely  slept  at  Elvas,  and  on  the  following  morning,  tw?> 
hours  after  sunrise,  <K>ntini;ed  our  route.  From  Elvas  to  Badajo^ 
Si  twelve  miles ;  the  whole  of  it  a  pliun.  Spain  is  separated  from 
Portugal  by  a  small  rivulet,  six  miles  from  Badajos ;  in  ordinarf 
tiroes  tills  frontier  was  the  post  of  a  guard  ;  there  wiui  no  one  now 
but  an  old  woman  with  a  basket  of  ftuit  and  wine. 

In  comtng  from  Elvas  die  river  Gua^na  is  crossed  Over  a  ^rxt 
stone  bridge.  This  bridge  consists  of  twenty«eight  cireulaf 
arches,  the  largest  of  which,  in  the  middle  of  the  stream,  appeyuv 
to  be  about  eighty  feet  in  diameter.  The  length  of  the  whple  la 
ndt  less  than  six  hundred  yards ;  and  it  is  paved  with  hewn  stone. 
The  town  is  tolerably  well  fortified ;  the  antient  works  ^  ttrong, 
and  have  a  commanding  situation. 

Badajos  derives  its  name  from  a  corruptioD  of  Pftx  Augntta^ 
having  been  a  Roman  town.  It  still  contains  traces  of  the  Rm 
mans,  the  Goths,  and  the  Moors,  in  vcattered  arches,  pillars,  and 
remains  of  walls.    The  cathedral  is  massy,  and  not  in  very  go^^ 
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Wclttrtnp  tupe  ^tS^jof.  Oor  next  pott  was  Aboer^  a 
dbtimc^  of  tweW«  niik«»  and  tbc^ice  to  St.  M^urt^*  13  miU>#.  Th# 
nwd  w«B  very  wild  fnl  moHotaiiMma.  Abueia  U  a  place  contaio* 
log  al>out  one  6«qidi«d  and  fifty  houaeg ;.  very  poor,  but  romnnjti- 
cally  iitatled.  An  old.churdi  with  a  gf^Kl  froqt  is  an  object  i^- 
some  interest  Santit  M^itlm  it  tbe  sime  kind  of  town.  No  one^ 
however,  vomk  fonpn  na  ootionB  of  a  Spauiab  town  or  village  by  the 
acceptance  of  thoae  tenm  in  tbe  English  language.  Tl^  hfMi^ 
are  thatched  with  reeda ;  tbe  wine  ia  ^ot  bad,  only  mueh  too. 
sweet.  A  traYdler  most  i^>t  expect  to  find  beds.  Tbey  bring 
him  clean  atraw  or.  maize,  and  aeem  to  ^ink  it  a  great  luxury. 
Our  supper  this  nigbt  consisted  of  bread  chopped  up  with  garlicy 
and  dnewsed  like  a  sal  lad,  except  that  water  held  the  place  oC 
yinegav*  ^%^  boiled  hard,  and  dressed  with  oil,  garHc,  and 
tomajaa,  and  eggs  fried,  followed  tlie  former  di«h.  We  were  hun- 
gij,  however,  and  therefore  eat  heartily.  A  very  little  habit  rc-> 
iConciles  all  these  things. 

The  following  morning,  the  gth  (February),  we  proceeded  on 
mir  road,  leaving  Santa  Martha  for  Loa  Santos  de  Maimona,  a 
diafeance  of  twenty  miles.  The  country  for  some  way  coaaiated  of 
manded  hiUs,  but  entirely  bare,  until  having  proceeded  about 
eight  miles  we  found  ourselves  at  the  base  of  the  skirts  of  the 
StenallDcena.  On  the  summit  of  a  steep  conical  hill  to  the  right, 
haj&way  between  Santa  Morta  and  Maimona,  stands  the  castle  of 
]?efia,  widua  a  mile  of  the  road,  and  lower  down  is  the  villagoof 
Ibhe  aame  aame^  We  reached  Maimona  about  noon  by  a  road 
which  winda  nearly  round  it'  before  it  enters  it.  The  population 
of  Maimona  may  be  computed  at  about  twelve  hundred,  and  the 
ganeaal  apfiiawure  of  tbe  villagers  is  superior  to  that  of  the 
other  towna  along  ^  load*  The  poat  house  ifi  particularly  good 
aadnaat. 

We  dontiaued  forwards  for  Fuente  de  loa  Cantos,  the  next  poat, 
a  disfcaace  of  14  mii^  On  both  aidea  of  the  high  road  the  fielda 
west  green  with  liaing  com,  thickly  intersperaad  with  olive  treaa# 
the  whole  presenting  the  bvdy  prospect  of  a  ridi  plain  of  great 
/evlent,  bordered  all  sound  by  romantic  halls.  As  we  approached 
l^uente  de  ^  Cantos  wo  had  f  deaf  view  of  the  town  of  Bienva* 
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neda,  at  the  distance  of  about  five  miles  to  the  north-«att,  appa- 
rctitly  a  place  of  some  ttrength,  and  iituated  at  one  extremity  of 
the  great  plain  near  the  gorges  of  the  mountains  towards  Lerena. 
On  this  road  we  met  a  number  of  waggons  with  two  wheels,  and 
drawn  by  two  mules.  The  peasantry  in  general  were  very  stout, 
and  their  dress  was  uniformly  of  a  dark  brown. 

Fuente  de  los  Cantos  is  nearly  of  the  samo  size  iM  Maimona. 
The  country  (owns  and  villages  in  Spain  have  all  one  appearance ; 
they  are  most  delightfully  situated,  and  an  Englishman  w[ith  a 
hundred  or  even  fifty  pounds  a  year  might  live  in  them  as  in  Para* 
dise.  Nothing  is  wanting  but  suitable  ideas  of  comfort,  whick  the 
Spaniards  have  not.  When  1  have  passed  through  some  of  these 
apots,  I  have  often  thought  within  myself  what  a  bpautiful  sdte* 
for  a  cottage ;  or  with  how  much  ease  some  of  the  dwellings  of 
tlie  inhabitants  might  be  turned  into  English  houses.  The  price' 
of  land  is  almost  nothing.  1  bolicn-e  aboat  four  or  five  pounds 
English  money  is  the  purchase  of  an  acre. 

We  left  Fuente  de  los  Cantos  for  Monasterio,  a  distance  of  IS 
miles.  ■  The  country  greatly  improves  upon  leaving  Cantoa.  Hilh- 
and  valleys  succeed  to  each  other,  and  on  both  sides  of  the  road- 
are  oaks,  elms,  and  other  trees,  delightfully  interspersed.  We* 
reached  Monasterio  about  sunset,  and  here  we  remained  for  the 
night.  The  people  of  the  inn  seemed  delighted  with  the  arrival  of 
Englishmen.  We  had  the  same  kind  of  fare  as  before,— -eggs,- 
oil,  and  flour.  It  is  incredible,  however,  how  soon  use  conciliates 
us  to  these  thing«.  Even  oil  becomes  as  tolerable  as  the  English 
butter.  Let  no  one,  therefore,  be  detierred  from  travelling  by  the 
hardship  of  the  faro. 

I  am  persuaded  that  the  Si^anish  never  will  be  conquered. 
They  very  strongly  resemble  the  English  in  the  frame  of  their 
bodies,  and  even  in  their  undaunted  minds.  They  may  be  defeat- 
ed m  thousand  times,  but  they  will  never  be  subdued:  You  afe 
wrong  too,  when  you  talk  in  England,  that  they  have  nothing  to 
6ght  for,  and  exclaim,  ^  Give  them  a  constitution  !  Give  them 
liberty  l"  in  the  first  place,  they  have  their  country  to  tight  for,' 
their  soil,  their  h<ttne,  and  against  foreigneri)  and  invaders.  Surely 
this  is  something.    And  as  to  liberty,  they  hmre  as  much  as  they 
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want,— HA  much  as.  they  are  really  capable  of.  With  respect  to 
coBstittttioo,  you  might  aa  ii«U  Mty,  giwf  them  fiigUsh  roast  bee£ 
They  have  po  idea  of  it ;  thfy  know  uolhiog  about  itj  and  ther6» 
fore  neither  know  the  want  of  it  nor  desire,  it.  If  you  were  to  offer 
it  to  them^  if  you  were  to  tell  .them  of  balanced  powets,  fcc.  th^ 
would  decline  it.  Their  cause  is  their  country,  and  if  tiiey  chose 
to  put.  Ferdinau4  at  the  head  of  it,  why  in  the  uamo  of  wonder 
sliould.  you  object  ?  Believe  me,  my  dear  firiend,  there  ia  a  great 
deal  of  nonsense  in  your  party  refinements  at  honje.  You  know 
nothing  about  this  people.  They  arc  brate  to  excess;  but  of 
course  cannot  Bftand  agunst  veteran  and  disci plioed  armies.  W^ 
.will  at  length  remedy  this  defect.  The  Spanish  armies  want  or- 
ganization. . 

We  remained  at  Moaasterio  the  whole  of  the  following  day»  the 
dth,  but  on  tlie  morning  of  the  lOtb  continued  forwards  for  Santa 
OU;da,  a  distance  of  16  miles.  The  entrance  of  the  Sierra  Morena 
bf^gins  about  two  miles  from  Mouasterio,  and  a  rode  heap  of  stoues» 
surrpunded  by  a  cross,  warns  the  tmveller  to  prepare  for  his  jour^ 
ney- through  this  former  ^bode  of  robbers  and  murderers.  Upon 
entering  the  mountains:  we  found  parties  .of  peasants  every  where  at 
«ork  erecting  batteries  and  redoubts.  The  peasants  at  work  re- 
ceived, as  I  was  infonned,  six  reals  per  day,  which  is  equal  to  about 
^fteen  pence  English  money.  Any  oi^e  who  had  seen  these  hills 
at  this  time  (February  1809) »  covered  in  every  part  by  batteriei^ 
and  re4oubts,  would  have  thought,  that  the  French  would  have 
liad  more  difficulty  in  foicing  them  than .  they  afterwards  experi- 
enced. But  tlie  truth  is,  Uift  the  difference  between  disciplined 
^Idiers  and  a  mere  mob  of  peasantry  is  so  infinitely  great,  that  no 
advantage  of  locality  can  make  up  for  it.  No  country  can  be  na-^ 
turally  stronger  than  that  between  Mou^terio  and  Santa  OUaia. 
A  league  beyond  the  batteries,  after  crossing  a  small  stream,  the 
ground  on  both  udes  of  tlie  road  begins  to  be  covered  with  roilgh 
rocks^  and  scattered  with  cork  trees.  Continuing  our  ride,  we 
arnvtd  at  Santa  Ollala,  where  an  old  castle,  on  a  hill  to  the  right, 
presdints  the  principal  object,  and  almost  entirely  conceals  the  place, 
jBonsisting  of  upwards  of  two  hundred  houies,  which  lies  behind  \U 
A.considerable  number  of  recruits  and  a  park  of  artillery  w^re  ooi« 
lected  at  Santa  Ollahu 
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The  next  post  to  Santa  Ollala  is  tlonquillo.  Imtnediattrly  after 
leaTtng  Santa  Ollala,  we  readied  the  higheit  pott  af  the  ridge  of 
ihe  Sierra  Morena ;  the  road  to  Seville  cronsing  this  lidgeK  The 
road  then  begins  to  dittend.  The  approach  to  RonqaiUo  is  tcij 
pleasing ;  we  first  discern  the  red  and  white  steeple  of  its  church, 
and  shortly  after  the  village  itself,  surrounded  by  gentiy  rising 
hills,  covered  with  com  fields^  or  scattered  over  with  clumps  of 
olive  trees.  The  principal  street  is  bro^,  and  the  houses  are  rerf 
neat  and  clean* 

We  left  Ronquillo  the  same  afternoon  for  the  next  post,  La 
Ycnta  de  Guillena,  a  distance  of  twelve  miles.  The  road  Ibr  €twa 
miles  was  through  mountains,  and  infinitely  romantic  and  ddight-^ 
f  ul.  All  along  it,  bodies  of  peasantry  were  employed  in  breaking 
down  the  bridges  over  the  ravines  and  small  streams,  and  placing 
planks  in  their  stead,  whiclj,  *in  any  case  of  urgency,  could  be  re^ 
moved  in  a  few  minutes.  We  passed  likewise  many  placea»  where 
were  traced  out  plans  for  batteries  Again,  I  must  sqy,  that  the 
Spaniards  want  nothing  but  organization,  that  is,  good  officers^  an4 
an  energetic  and  intelligent  ^vemment.  The  regency  had  better 
leave  them  to  themselves.  If  English  officers,  instead  of  being 
employed  subordinately  in  the  Spanish  armies,  had  the  actual 
training  of  the  regiments,  and  if  a  sufficient  number  of  them  were 
in  tliese  regiments,  so  as  to  be  enabled  to  support  each  other,  and 
not  to  be  entrusted  to  tlie  ignorant  Spanisli  officers, — nothing,  I 
say,  is  wanting  but  this  to  render  the  Spaniards  invincible.  They 
are  an  excellent  stuff,  and  have  as  good  hcaarts  as  even  our  own 
■stout  yeomanry.  I  am  sure  they  will  succeed,  though  every  hoar 
brings  me  intelligence  of  their  defeat  in  pitched  battles.  Seven 
miles  from  Ilonquillo  we  Crossed  the  rapid  stream  of  the  Gueiba 
on  a  very  iieut  brid;^  of  eight  arches.  Immediately  above  it  ore 
the  ruins  of  a  very  neat  bridge  of  eight  arches.  Immediately  after 
crossing  this  stream  the  road  ascends,  when  having  gained  the 
smnmit  of  the  hills,  we  behold  beneath  us  the  wide-spread  plaina 
of  Seville.  Nothing  Could  be  more  delightful  than  the  road  now 
4>ecauie.  The  bases  of  the  lofty  mountains,  the  hiUs,  and  long 
valleys,  and  plains,  were  green  with  vegetation^  and  varied  with 
spots  of  flowering  shrubs  in  full  bloMom.

Sir,— The  officm  of  tbe  army  of  the  united  kingdoms  are  ae 
much  indebted  to  you  for  the  liberal  and  elegant  vehicle  which 
you  haye  afforded  'them  for  Hie  cbmmuiucation  of  their  sentiments* 
as  for  the  usefnl  and  interesting  infoimationy  by  which  yon  have 
irendereid  the  Royal  Militaiy  Chronicle  highly  woirthy  of  their  sup» 
port  and  cordial  co-operatiou, 

tJnder  this  iibpresnon  I  ishall  occasiohiUy  address  you,  although 
I  tlunlc  it  probable  tint  xhj  cbmmuniea^ons  oiay  not  have  much  of 
utility  or  novelty  to  recoibinend  them. 

lu  ypur  history  of  the  British  army,  you  will,  I  fear,  often  havp 
to  regret  the  dearth  idf  recorded  (acts  in  your  endeavour  to  do  that 
justice  to  the  splendid  achieveAents  of  each  iregiibient,  which,  tliera 
can  be  no  doubt,  has  distinguished  some  portion  of  its  history.  lo 
the  history  of  a  regiment,  it  would  be  desirable  to  see  an  ample  and 
detailed  account  of  ib  position  and  behaviour  in  every  action  in 
which  it  has  been  engaged  since  its  fihit  formMon ;  its  femner 
names,  and  subsequent  numtier ;  together  wiiA  a  description  of  the 
individual  acts,  of  heroism  of  ih^  officers,  non-commissioned  oftcers, 
and  privates,  tfonourable  mention  should  abo  be  made  of  the 
fidelity  and  fortitude  it  has  displayed  under  great  privations,  and 
aufferings,  from  climate,  or  unfortunate  warftre.  The  manner  in 
which  it  ot>tained  any  particular  l^ge,  or  distinguishing  appella^btti 
^hich  it  may  Ktavethe  honour  toposims,  should  al^  be  related,  &o« 
«£•  It  is  not,  I  lietiave,  the  practice  of  our  army  to  preserve  a  re- 
cord of  such,  interesting  events,  and  c6nseqaeiitly  many  beautiful 
examples  of  Bntish  tieroism  must  have  been  lost,  and  those  that  are 
preserved,  ^e  must  receive  from  dradition,  or  the  scanty  gleaningp 
of  newspapers,  for  the  historian  does  not  enter  into  those  particulars. 

To  remedy  thu  defect  in  future,  1  beg  leave  to  suggest,  that  a 
journal  of  the  transactions  of  the  regiment  should  be  kept  by  the 
junior  subaltern  iqf  each  teoop  and  company,  under  the  inspection 
of  the  captain.  Vbe  cpndudt  ^  ^  non-commissioned  officers  and 
^vatcs  should  be jparticukrl^  noticed,  and  tfie  name,  age,  and 
place  of  birth,  of  thji^  indinfcluiils  who  may  have  distinguished 
fhiemselves  in  Mttie,  or  hv  any  oitber  meritorions  conduct,  should 
)be  inscribed  in  sucti  jbunial.    ff  iuij  W  otgacted,  that  the  daily 
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incidents  niight  not  famish  msterials  for  each  &  jonmaL  Tv 
obviate  this,  and  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  the  young  oflicer 
method  and  regularity,  a  certain  plan,  containing  heads  of  inlelli* 
gence,  should  be  prescribed, — for  instance,  a  morning  statement 
of  the  troop  or  company  ;  diange  of  poution,  if  any;  state  of  the. 
weather,  roads,  ftc  &c.  kc.  including  erery  thing  under  the  iaa- 
mediate  observation  of  such  an  officer* 

But  what  I  would  more  particnlarly  recommend  is,  that  fi  KgiiW 
mental  journal  should  be  kept  by  the  adjutant,  under  the  super* 
intendence  of  the  major.  This  would  be,  of  coufm,  upon  a  morfe 
extensive  scale,  and  ought  to  form  a  fiiithful  and  well  digested 
chronicle  of  every  occurrence  connected  with  the  regiment,  and 
that  of  every  individual  composing  it*  The  regimental  journal 
(a  copy  being  kept  with  the  regiment)  should  be  transmitted,  signed 
by  the  commanding  officer,  through  the  proper  channel,  to  the 
commander-in-chief,  at  the  end  of  every  campaign. 

From  these  regimental  journals,  the  general  in  command  of  the 
army  might  form  a  general  order,  to  be  read  tm  each  regiment,  at 
such  periods  as  he  should  think  proper.  Some  such  plan  as  what 
I  hare  proposed  would  tend  to  increase  that  spirit  of  emalation 
and  martial  pride,  to  which  our  army  is  already  indebted  for  mi 
many  victories,  and  might  possibly  facilitate  fhe  introduction  of  ai 
superior  description  of  men  into  the  nnks,  and  thereby,  adding  to 
the  respectability  of  that  class  of  the  profession,  render  the  recruit- 
ing service  in  general  more  productife.  But  on  this  head  it  would 
be  presumption  in  me  to  expatiate,  after  the  able  manner  in  which 
it  has  been  treated  by  that  lamented  enlightened  statesman,  mui 
friend  to  his  country,  Mr.  Windham, and  also  in  General  StewartV 
excellent  phamphlet. 

The  regimental  journals,  official  ^patches,  and  general  erderst 
would  form  an  authentic  record,  in  the  hands  of  the  commahder- 
ia-chief,  capable  of ihmishiagmaterials  for  a  national  military  history. 

The  hints  which  I  have  offered  to  your  consideration  have  no 
claim  to  being  original,  as  such  journals  as  I  recommend  are  kept 
in  some  foreign  sermes,— the  German,  Russian,  and  SwedBsh,  I 
believe ;  and  1  hsive  been  informed,  that  in  our  navy  every  conw 
mimoned  officer,  midshipman,  and  master^s-inate,  is  obliged  to 
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ke^  m  joumaly  which  not  only  includes  the  state  of  the  weather,' 
•lup's  way 9  and  other  heads  of  infonnation  peculiar  to  that  pro« 
fcsiidn,  but  also  a  statement  of  erery  occurrence  worthy  of  notice, 
.^ad  more  particularly  a  circumstantial  account  of  tlie  actions  in  which 
Ihe  ship  may  have  been  engaged  during  her  cruise.  I  also  learn 
that  withont  producing  this  journal  the  officers  cannot  receive  their 
pay ;  uar  the  midshipman,  who  has  served  his  time,  a  lieutenant's 
commission,  aHhough  in  other  respects  able  to  paas  an  examination* 
I  am  apprehensive  that  your  correspond  lent,  S.  D.  will  find  more 
difficulty  in  finding  readenty  than  a  fund  for  purchasing  books.  I 
have  something  to  say  on  this  subject,  but  1  liave  already  trespass* 
cd  too  much  on  your  tkne^  and  shall  therefore  conclude.  Youc-

IKCO&PORATIOM   OF  TH£   MILITIA. 

Sir,—- You  will  oblige  me  by  the  insertion  of  the  following  hints 
«pon  a  subject  of  some  importance. 

The  emtk>dying  many  of  the  small  county  militia  regiments,  in 
Scotland,  into  one  battalion,  so  as  to  form  an  effective  corps, 
amounting  tio  eight  hundred,  or  even  to  one  thousand  men  strong, 
has  been  attended  with  infinite  advantage,  both  in  point  of  econo- 
my to  the  coniitry,  and  in  the  excellent  state  of  discipline  which 
such  regiments  are  in.  Employment  is  found  for  each  individual 
officer  to  exert  his  abilities  for  the  good  of  tlie  service,  and  for  the 
reputation  of  his  regiment.  Why,  therefore,  has  not  the  same  sa« 
Itttary  mode  been  adopted  respectingthe  militia  regiments  of  Eng- 
land  and  Wales  ?  Is  it  because  a  few  more  of  them  are  at  the  ser« 
vice  and  disposal  of  those  in  power ;  the  commands  and  benefits 
arising  from  which  may  be  given  to  such  of  their  friends  as  they 
deem  proper,  for  I  see  no  good  results  accruing  to  the  country  ia 
their  present  establishment.  I  beg  here  to  suggest  what,  by  my  -own 
personal  knowledge,  1  am  enabled  to  do.  I  am  near  a  garri«on, 
paiVof  which  conflsts  of  one  militia  regiment  of  100  men,  au4 
an<^er  of  200  ;  each  has  its  regular  staff  of  paymaster,  adjutant, 
aad  surgeon;  and  who  receive  very  nearly  the  same  pay  and  other  al* 
lowances  (viz.  for  forage  for  horse,  &c.  &c.),  as  those  of  a  regiment 
of  1000  strong.    For  doing  what  >  Their  paymaster  does  no  mor^' 
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mad  t  am  sure  hu  l(^  trouble  than  nn  ofl&cer  pnfing  qie  or  tw^ 
compani^  in  a  regiment  of  th^  last  mention^  csttablj^meBt. 
Their  adjutantdoes  still  less;  for  the  seijeant-major  generally  ^^ 
the  superintendence  of  the  drill,  &c.  on  himself*  Tb?  sorgfton  aoi|ifii* 
times,  and  who  very  often  has  nojb  a  sick  man  to  attend;  for  it 
cannot  be  supposed,  in^  few  numb^,  and  in  ^jiglfnd,  hit  p^r^ 
tieuts  are  eyer  numerous ;  yet  how  many  paypiapters,  adjutanteji 
and  suigeons  are  there  in  the  same  situfttiony  that  arc  paid  by  go^ 
vernment  for  th^  perfprmance  of  a  i^ere  nominal  duty^  Now,  Sir* 
l^e  consolidation  of  four,  five,  of  si^  of  these  diminutive  corps  iator 
one  would  find  employ oient  for  1^  g^iitry  alluded  to;  mudi  ex« 
pensc  would  necessarily  be  saved,  and  as  I  have  mentioned,  wi^ 
reference  to  the  Scotch  militias,  each  officer  would  find  uiitfdile 
•mploymcnt.    The  results  are  too  clear  to  detain  me  any  longer.

Mj  OLD  FR|svD,->-I  take  the  earliest  opportunity  of  stating  ,tQ( 
you,  t|iat  all  the  4etachmeut  c^me  safe,  and  in  good  health,  to  thia 
place,  excepting  Quail,  who  was  drowned  in  endeavouring  to  swim 
on  shore  at  Madeira.  I  request  you  will  inform  me  if  my  wife 
c^me  to  Castle  Comet,  and  he  pleased  to  desire  her  to  come  when 
the  next  tipnsport  goes  out  to  Africa.  This  is  the  best  place  foe 
a  soldier  on  tlie  coast  of  Africa ;  there  is  abundance  of  met^t  ^^ 
^very  thing  else  for  the  men,  so  that  they  are  not  served  with 
ration.  The  ration  to  each. man  is  one  pojand  of  iresh  be^f 
day,  one  piot  of  wine,  one  pound  of  bread,  and  one  half  pint  of 
feas,  besides  rice,  coffee,  sug^,  and  pumpkins,  and  all  for  siz« 
pence  a  day.    We  are  masters  of  our  own  time  till  five  o'clock  m 
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ihto  eyening^  aod  then  We  are  nerer  more  than  ten  minatet  oa 
^iwtfti  I  believe  we  have  the  best  officers  io  the  serrice,  and  parti* 
^mJUAjMi^  Chisholm,  who»  it  was  said,  used  the  men  so  ill  at 
(QAeiMcy.    He  takes  all  the  (^re  h«  can  of  us.     The  days  are  19. 
biHirt  long;  This  is  the  cold  season.    The  inhabitants  say  it  is  the 
ImK  tine  of  ytar  for  soldiers  to  come  from  England,  for  they  not. 
Udf  escape  the  winter  in  England,  bat  likewise  the  rains  here.   I: 
llipe'fhitAC^i  October  yon  and  all  the  rest  will  join  us  here; 
I  Jl  httt  that  the  detachment  at  Siera  Leone  expect  to  have  theii^ 
UU  tDpmmanding  officer  with  them,  and  they  are  greatly  rejoiced- 
to  Uear,  that  he  is  honourably  acquitted  of  the  charges  which  wera 
taut  against  him.    Wishing  ybil  all  happiness,

FIELD   FORTinOATION. 

The  method  of  tracing  BM  Works  continued. 
17tb,  T^te^de-pont  are  occasionally  Constructed  to  cover  bridgts 
VOL.  II.  :fo.  1.  F 
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of  communication,  or  to  contain  troopt  destined  tor  protect  the 

manoeuvres  of  a  corj^m,  either  when  forcing  the  passage  of  a  liyer^ 
<Ar  repassing  it  in  their  retreat.  The  first  thing  to  be  dope  pn  theae 
ctecasions  is,  to  ascertain  whether  the  enemy  can  approach  dwr 
bridge  by  one,  or  both  sides  of -the  rirer.  In  the  first  place  a  t£to» 
de-pont  must  be  constructed  on  that  side  where  the  danger  ia  moffi 
apprehended  ;  and  in  the  latter,  works  which  mutually  flank  eacb 
other  must  be  erected  to  cover  both  sides  of  the  bridge.  Tbeie 
are  made  of  different  forms,  a  simple  fteche  (plate  9th,  fig.  1,)  with 
the  faces  a  and  b;  and  reaching  close  to  the  edge  of  the  bank,  will- 
be  sufficient,  if  you  have  only  to  defend  a  bridge  of  communica- 
tion, where  you  are  not  under  great  apprehension  ftom  the  enemy*-- 
The  entrance  c  is  made  in  the  face  least  exposed.  You  may  some- 
times, even  in  this  case,  construct  fleches  on  both  sides  of  the  river, 
as  in  the  lower  figure  of  fig.  1st. 

18th,  When  a  corps  advances  to  force  the  passage  of  a  river,  the 
troops  that  compose  the  van*guard  generally  pass  in  boats,  and  ara 
supported  by  the  fire  of  the  artillery.  When  they  have  reached 
the  other  bank  they  construct,  with  as  much  expedidoD  as  posal-> 
ble,  a  work  to  cover  themselves,  (vide  plate  9th,  fig.  8d,)  in  ordar 
that  a  bridge  may  be  constructed  with  safety,  far  the  passage  of 
the  main  body  and  rear.  This  operation  should  be  protected  Iqr. 
part  of  the  van-guard  posted  behind  wool-packs  provided  for  the 
purpose.  These  are  generally  about  five  feet  high,  and « fifteen 
inches  diuineter. 

19th,  Such  tete8*de-pont  as  are  intended  to  cover  the  retreat  of 
a  corps  must  be  made  much  more  extensive,  and  their  lines  so 
disposed  as  to  flank  each  other.  At  the  same  time  batteries  must 
be  erected  along  the  opposite  bank  of  the  river,  to  protect  the  re- 
treat of  the  main  body  ;  to  flunk  the  work  destined  to  prevent  the 
enemy  from  making  a  successful  attack  upon  the  garrison  as  they 
are  leaving  their  post  to  form  their  rear-guard,  and  to  cover  the 
men  who  are  employed  in  burning  or  breaking  down  the  bridge. 
That  part  of  the  river  which  forms  a  re-entering  angle,  if  any  such» 
should  be  [)referred  for  the  construction  of  the  t^te-de-pont,  in 
order  that  the  flanks  of  the  corps,  likewise  those  of  the  work,  may 
•  l>e  covered  by  the  curve  of  the  river.     (Vide  fig.  3d  and  4th). 
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tOth,  Sometiniet  an  addidooAl  security  is  procured  by  throwing 
up  lines  along  the  opposite  flank  of  the  river^  ■  behind  which  in- 
tMty  are  placcid  to  protect  the  flanks  of  the  t^te-de-pont,  the  ie» 
treat  of  those  who  defend  it,  and  the  men  while  they  break  down 
the  bridge  (vide  plate).  Tbeae  lines,  however, are  very  unfrequent^ 
ly  eonstructed,  unless  it  is  apprehended  that  the  troops  will  be 
baiassed  in  their  retreat.  If  there  should  be  any  probabitity  of  tb# 
enemy's  advancing  in  force  on  both  sides  of  the  river,  works  them 
must  be  constnicied  on  eadi  bank,  so  as  mutually  to  protect  one 
another.  i 

-  Slst,  When  you  wish  to  trace  a  t^te^e«pont,  you  must  chus* 
the  scheme  or  plan  of  it  from  some  fortification  book  or  plans^ 
which  you  may  have  with  you,  and  then  the  only  operation  ia  to 
transfer  the  figure  and  its  proportions  to  the  ground.  In  doing 
this,  you  first  lay  down  the  base  a  b,  and  then  draw  or  trace  out  a 
perpendicular  c  on  its  centre  of  the  length,  marked  in  the  plates. 
The  test  uf  the  operation  is  very  simple*  Use  the  scale  always  BXk^ 
Bezed  to  each  plate,  to  measure  the  dotted  lines,  and  trace  them  on 
the  ground  with  your  cord  they;  will  shew  each  angle,  and  conse- 
quently the  wh^le  figure* 

S3d,  If  you  are  under  the  necessity  of  covering  the  retreat  o£ 
an  army  over  a  river  by  five  or  six  battalions,  you  must  then  coi^ 
struct  a  work  prQiK>rtioned  to  the  strength  of  that  garrison,  and 
pay  great  attention  to  have  the  flanks  well  defended,  the  same  as 
in  all  t^tesrde-pontt  In  great  works  of  this  kind  the  flanks  may. 
be  made  enrcrrnnaiMteref  to  obtain  every  every  where  a  cross  fire« 
but  you  need  not  follow  the  same  method  as  in  the  coustructioa 
of  redoiUe#-<n-cf eaiat//ttfre,  which  have  only  right  angles :  in  this 
case  it  is  far  better  to  make  your  angles  a  little  obtuse  (vide  fig. 
$th),  in  order  that  your  cross-fire  should  be  more  oblique.  It  ia 
only  requisite  that  the  flanks  should  be  broken,  otherwise  they 
would  be  too  loDg»  &nd  accordingly  ill  defended.  The  better  to 
secure  the  retreat  of  the  battalions  that  defend  an  extensive  tete- 
4e«-pont  o^this  kind,  a  small  work,  to  contain  three  or  four  com-- 
panies  destined  to  form  the  rear-guard  of  the  whole,  is  construct* 
ed  within  it,  close  to  the  end  of  the  bridge,  an^  of  whieh  the  para* 
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pet  mast  always  be  three  feet  higher  thao  thm  ontwaid  woiky  th^t 
it  ibay  comibaDd  it 

.  i23d»  After  a  corpa,  or  anny»  as  well  as  the  greatest  port  of  tlifi 
Uoo|)s  that  gfirrispned  the  tet^e-pont,  have  passed  the  mariq 
piesenoe  of  the  criemyy  so  that  only  two  cr  three  oompaBies  reDUu»| 
it  b  very  likdy^  wh^ii  these  have  also  retired,  ^that  die  enemy  will 
andeavoar  to  oppose  the  bridge  being  lifted,  the  poatoqna  b«ni|f 
Boplaced  on  their  carriages,  and,  in  short,  will  exert  their  utflMst 
eSbrts  to  rendf  r  even  the  attempt  ine£R^ctnal.  In  this  case  it  ia  aw 
dispensably  iiecessary  these  companies  should  remain  in  the  t^te** 
49*-poMt  until  the  bridge  is  demolished,  to  prevent  the  0nemy*3  apt 
proach  bj  their  $re ;  and  that  they  may  retreat  in  safety,  care 
■MMit  have  been  ta)cen  before^mnd  to  provide  two  rafts  to  tiaain 
port  theiB  across  the  river  as  soon  as  they  quit  the  work^  These 
late  are  made  as  follows.  You  must  collect  as  many  beama^  joittSi 
ead  plmiks,  (fir»  if  possible)  as  will»  when  framed  and  putto^dbei^ 
eontain  room  enough  for  a  company  to  draw  up  upon ;  then  flpatea 
(he  jqistv  across  the  beams,  by  means  of  strong  wooden  piasy  aaA 
have  the  planks  nailed  above  the  joists :  next  hfive  a  ledge  of  weed^ 
fibout  six  inches  broad,  put  round  the  whokf  and  t|dce  ^re  thf 
fleams  are  every  where  well  fMtdied,  to  keep  out  the  water*  Lastif, 
there  fire  wooUpacks  to  be  laid  along  the  sides  of  the  rafts  feeiii^ 
^  enemy,  supported  by  pickets  nailed  to  the  ledge. 

The  two  above-mentioned  oompanies  get  behind  this  kind  ef 
fireastrwork,  and  gain  the  opposite  bfink  either  by  means  of  oat« 
1^  of  a  rope,  firing  at  the  enemy  all  die  while.  Their  rfHeat  is 
fovered  by  the  artillery  and  the  infantry  on  the  opposite  side. 

This  rear-guard  might  also  pass  the  river  in  large  boat%  baf 
with  much  more  danger  from  the  fire  of  the  enemy  than  on  rafkSi 
tach  as  we  have  been  giving  a  description  of«  Their  retreat  mighf 
be  rendered  still  more  effectual  by  mining  the  ttte-de-pont  mA 
jylowingit  up  the  moment  the  last  of  the  rear«>giiard  have  qvilt 
ted  it, 

f  4th,  In  the  eomtmctien  of  entrenchilieBta^  the  parapet  shonM 
lie  equally  thick,  and  the  ditch  equally  wide,  as  in  other  woHu  | 
hut  it  if  not  easy  to  detennint^  thm  figure :  the  oidy  just  direetiea 
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depend*  entiKBlyoii  <lie  groond,  the  natare  of  whidi  ooatbraallj 
Tariesy  and  mast  accordiogly  regalate  the  dispoeitMna  of  tlie  Imea 
mtd  angles  to  be  traced.  Tins  OMkes  it  obrious  that  sll  tegvlar 
tntmiGhiiMiits,  whose  sides  and  angles  are  equal,  cannot  but  bo 
vety  defectivo  where  the  gioand  is  uneven.  Nerertheles,  theio 
ase  80IM0  masiniSi  or  genend  ndes,  which  are  usuallj  reduced  t« 
#]even»  viz. 

'  !•  The  aagloB  should  neidier  be  too  acute,  nor  too  obtusei,  re* 
latively  to  the  lateral  works,  in  order  that, 

9.  Every  line  may  be  defended  by  the  fire  of  another^  iHtMift 
musket-shot. 

3.  If  the  ground  be  very  uneven  and  irregular,  the  IhMn^  mutt 
be  to  disposed,  that  the  slops,  add  eveu  the  bottom  of  every  height, 
be  entirely  discovered. 

4.  However,  if  owing  t6  great  steepness;  or  to  the  ground  being 
interrupted^  b]r  uiimbets  of  saaall  eminences,  or  cut  with  deep  ra* 
#hK8,  the  ibbve  rule  should  become  impracticable,  then  yott  nfost 
aoatrive,  as  much  as  lays  in  your  power,  to  flank  the  parts  cotik 
Maled,  with  ether  lines. 

'■  5.  The  flanks  of  the  entrenchment  should  be  welt  seeared,  that 
Ike  enemy  may  liot  be  able  to  turn  theni. 

'ff.  Th^Me  parts  where  an  attack  appears  most  pmcticable  deserve 
and  call  for  particular  attention:  every  obstacle  thait  can  be  thought 
of  must  be  used  to  oppose  the  enemy ;  namely,  chevaux-d^-firisei 
|Mlfisades,  trotis-de-loup,  abbatis^  fbugasses,  ftc. 

7.' When  the  ground  is  'broken'  by  heights,  &r  valltes,  salretit 
angles  must  be  made  upon  the  fcrdier,  and  supplied  with  the^N^^ 
fnieiy ;  and  ri^dtering  angles  in  the  gorges,  in  the  small  rallies, 
hi  short,  in  thosfe  parts  where  two  heights  form  a  narrow  botton^. 

8.  Y6u  must  be  carefVil  to  construct  close  redoubts  at  certain 
flistances,  to  that  iii'  case  the  enemy  shbnld  ibree  any  part  of  the 
^trenchment,  y^theymaynot  be  aWe  to  resist  the  fire  whichtak^ 
iQiem  in  flank,  but  presently  be  compelled  to  give  up  every  advaiU 
ftt^  they  tAtif  have  gfeitiefl,  and  to  retire. 

'9*  If  the  groiltid  be  hot  chosen  in  such  a  manner  that  no  part 
^  the  ^Dtreftehment,  either  in  frtfitk,  or  on*  the  flanks,  may  be  eottiL 
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manded  by  any  adjacent  heights,  the  troops  must  never  tliink  of. 
making  the  least  movement  with  safety.  .        , 

10.  It  is  necessary  to  leave  here  and  there  opening*  of  thirty  or 
forty  paces,  that  the  troops  may  advance  in  front.  These  sboitld 
never  be  made  in  salient,  but  always  in  re-entnring  angles,  oover** 
•d  either  with  fleches  or  tFaverses,  or  closed  up  with  chev«iiz-de^ 
firise.  > 

1 1.  If  the  roads  in  the  rear  of  an  entrenchment  be  not  nataTall]^' 
good,  they  must  be  made  so  immediately  in  ord^r  to  lacilitate  th^ 
vetreat,  if  circumstances  should  require  it« 
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LECTURE   SECOND. 

The  order  and  conduct  of  the  march  qf  an  army.  \ 

1.  It  results  from  what  has  already  been  said,  that  an  exact 
knowledge  of  a  country  is  of  the  greatest  importance  in  miUtaryi 
operations.     Here  it  is  almost  indispensably  necessary.  i 

It  has  been  found  by  experience,  that  the  march  of  an  army  most 
be. made  in  columns  ;  and,  that  it  will  be  more  or  less  expeditiova 
and  easy  in  proportion  to  their  number ;  provided  they  do  not 
cross  each  other.  For  that  can  never  be  done  without  some  delay^ 
and  frequently  not  without  disorder  and  confusion. 

When  two  columns  meet,  the  fault  is  generally  to  be  attributed 
to  the  inattention  of  the  ofiicer  who  has  planned  the  march.  It 
may  be  sometimes,  however,  unavoidable,  but  with  a  little  cara 
the  inconveniences  of  such  a  meeting  may  be,  in  a  great  measure^i 
removed.  For  example,  let  us  suppose  th^t  two  columns  have  t^ 
march,  angular-wise,  towards  a  point,  where  they  must  necessarily 
cross  each  other.  In  that  case,  the  battalion  which  arrives  first  at 
the  point  of  intersection  mi^t  advance  as  quick  as  possible,,  and 
both  columns  will  immediately  halt ;  then  the  leading  battalion  of 
the  other  column  will  march  forward :  and  thus  they  will  advance 
alternately,  each  still  keeping  its  own  line  of  march,  till  tJie  whole 
have  crossed  each  other.    By  these  means  all  confusion  will  \m 
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avoided,  «iid  the  heads  of  the  columnft  will  lenMunin  the  same 
lines  with  resp€<>t  to  each  other.  A  staff  officer  of  rank  ought  also 
to  be  poisted  at  the  iutersectioii  of  the  roads,  for  the  purpose  of  en* 
forcing  i^egularitj  abd  obedience  to  the  orders. 
'  It  may  sometimes  happen,  that  two  roads  art  joined  together, 
and  separated  again  at  the  end  of  a  few  paces.  In  that  case  this 
columns  can  march  by  the  side  of  each  other,  provided  there  if 
sufficient  room.  Or,  if  the  nature  of  ^e  country  will  admit  of  it, 
they  can  lesfve  the  r«>ad,  and  return  to  it  at  the  most  convenient 
place.  For  which  purpose,  conspicuous  marks  should  be  set  up. 
Thus  the  order  of  march  will  not  be  changed  ;  one  column  may 
keep  upon  the  left,  and  the  other  column  upon  the  right.  I  have 
never  found  any  thing  wanting  to  keep  the  line  of  march,  but  vi- 
gilance, activity,  and  the  exercise  of  common  sense, 
t  2.  Two  columns  of  tbe  French  army,  in  the  seven  yearv*  war, 
had  once  tiie  good  fortune  to  cross  each  other  upon  the  march, 
without  the  least  delay  or  iiiconveuience,  by  means  of  the  follow* 
ing  expedient :  the  dryness  of  the  season  enabled  one  of  them  to 
anarch  along  the  bed  of  a  river,  while  the  other  was  passing  over 
the  bridge.  This  circumstance  excites  the  supposition  that  a 
bridge  mijght  be  occasionally  thrown  over  a  hollow  way  with  equal 
utility.  And  if  the  road  should  not  be  of  sufficient  depth  to  allow 
the  loaded  waggons  a  free  passage,  it  would  only  be  necessary  that 
a  little  earth  should  be  taken  from  the  bottom,  and  thrown  upoa 
that  part  of  the  banks  where  the  bridge  is  intended  to  be  made. 

B.  In  general  the  number  of  columns  will  be  regulated  by  the 
nature  of  the  country  and  the  roads.  The  best  and  shortest  raadi 
are  given  to  the  heavy  artillery  and  baggage  waggons,  and  the 
longest  to  the  cavalry ;  except  when  there  may  be  particular  re»« 
sons  to  the  contraiy. 

4.  When  the  enemy  is  to  be  attacked,  the  commander-in-chief 
of  the  army  regulates  the  orders  of  march  and  of  battle.  This,  there- 
fore, does  not  belong  to  the  engineer. 

►  5*  If  there  be  no  particular  reasons  for  obliging  the  columns  to 
ibUow  the  roads,  they  will  gain  time  by  matching  across  the  coun« 
try ;  because  they  can  tken  extend  their  front,  and  proceed  in  a 
more  direct  line  to  the  place  of  their  destination^    Hollow  ways. 
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■iviiies,  and  villages,  muut  be  carefully  avnided,  otpecially  when 
■a  eii(;iny  is  near  ;  bec'ause,  in  such  tituatioii»,  the  rommtuidio^ 
I  •fficer  win  be  uuder  the  ueeeaiuly  of  rontmctiDg  bl*  froot,  and  of 
I  Couree  flic  march  vill  be  rcturded;  in  the  nest  place,  because 
'  QVilcr  will  be  unavoidable  if  he  should  then  l>e  attacked:  Aiid 
I  Irwtly,  because  every  village  iriU  gi'e  a  farouriibk  opiCortuiiity  fat> 
t  4k«erti(m. 

i,  Wheu  an  enemy  be  near,  the  march  tnilst  eitlier  be  caverw'i 
kjr  a  corps  of  light  troops,  or  the  #ho1c  army  laxmt  march  in  order< 
of  battle;  the  eocampnient  caunot  he  marked  out  till  the  troopC 
.acrive  upon  the  ground ;  and  the  place  will  be  frequently  cl 
.    by  accident  or  necessity. 

7.  If  the  roads,  defilts,  &c.  haTe  not  been  previously  repaired^ 
the  engineer*  must  go  fornard  with  the  pioneers  some  hours,  or,  if 
possible,  the  day  before  the  march  of  the  army,  that  they  may  be 

I  pat  into  as  good  a  state  as  time  and  circumstances  will  ^low.  Or, 
if  there  thould  be  no  pioneers,  they  must  take  aome  carpenten 
fUth  them,  and  a  Hufficient  uumber  of  peasants  or  soldiers,  ttha 

j    vill  receive  the  necessary  uteosils  from  the  park  of  artillery.  v 

8.  Before  the  engineers  and  their  parties  set  out,  they  miaft 
yiake  themselves  acquainted  nith  the  lieighl  and  breadth  of  th* 
IfMided  baggage-waggons  and  artillery,  a»  well  the  exact  length  of 
tbeir  axle-trees.  For,  if  the  coluinna  are  oblif^ed  to  march  through 
yoods,  all  the  brancbex  or  trees  tliat  are  likely  tu  be  in  their  way 

'   must  be  cut  down.     They  must  widen  all  deep  and  narrow  ruts^ 

1,   wherever  it  ii  neceiiaary,  they  must  hlope  oft  the  sides  of  the 

^Uvw  ways,  except  when  tliey  happen  to  be  very  bard  or  rockjr« 

,  ^  that  case  they  niust  raise  their  bottoms  with  stones,  rubbish,  «■ 

tba  stems  of  young  trues  laid  crosuways, 

).  Every  hole  must  be  tilled  up  wiih  stones  and  gravel ;  or,  if 
^  Bufiicieat  quantity  eannot  be  easily  procured,  strong  fasciiiec  will 
I   i|aswer  the  same  purpose,  provided  they  are  laid  across  them,  and 
:    tulficieutly  covered  wilh  earth. 

,  When  an  army  is  thus  vircumstaticed,  this  is  the  most  expedi< 

'  ^ous,  and  indeed  the  only  method  of  putting  roaiU  into  tempomy 

tepair;  aodasBUch  1  Miean  itio  be  undewtoad:  for,  if  mure  dor' 

«Ule  repatm  or  oew  roada  arc  necessary,  otlier  rules  sro  to  b*  ate 
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tended  to»  which  will  be  iiereafter  explained  ;  with  the  ruleft  for 
the  formatioD  of  bridges; 

10.  If  there  be  ditchet  and  morasses  that  hard  not  been  Tepair-^ 
ed,  the  arfiUer^r  will  be  subjected  to  much  delay,  unless  they  ar^ 
provided  with  some  expedient,  by  which  they  may  be  enabled  to ' 
pus  them  in  secarityi    Therefore,  before  they  begin' their  march^ 
I  would,  recommend  that  a  sufficient  number  of  green  trunks  oi^ 
tnees  dfaould*be  eolle<Hed,  that  a  groove  should  be  cut  along  the 
centre  of  each  of  them,  and  that  their  ends  should  be  sloped  oWt^ 
fdr  the  purpose  of  being  conveniently  joined  together.    If  the  park 
is  large,  as  many  of  them  should  be  taken  as  will  load  two  or  threa* 
waggons ;  and  whenever  tlie  artillery  may  have  occasion  to  cross  a 
ditch,  a  swamp,  or  an  old  wooden  bridge,  two  rows  must  be  placed 
80  as  to  allow  the  wheels  to  pass  along  die  grooves.    Such  an  ex« 
pedition  will  always  be  of  great  service,  especially  when  a  forced - 
march  is  to  be  made.  I  recommend  green  trunks  of  trees  for  snch-^ 

\  a  purpose  in  preference  to  dry  pieces  of  timber ;  because  they  ran  ^ 
be  more  expeditiously  prepared,  and  -are  to  be  met  with  in  alt- 
places.  '""• 

11.  Instead  of  trusting  too  readily  to  a  ford,  which  may  have. 
been  destroyed  either  by  a  late- Hood  or  the  enemy,  it  is  better*  that* 
one  or  two  bridges 'S^>^d  be  formed:  because  if  it  he  afterwards^ 
found  to  be  safe,  oue  part  of  the  column  can  pass  through  the  * 
rivsr,  while  the  other  is  marching  over  them  ;  consequently  muck- 
time  will  be  gained.  .,^  • 

12.  Whenever  a  column  is  aQexpect<^y  obliged  to  cross  a 
l>ro6k  or  river  (provided  it  is  not  too  broad),  the  nearest  tree§  willT> 
enahle.you  to  make  a  bridge.    And  a  column  of  infantry  will  onljr' 
stand  iu  ne/ed  of  a  few  rafters  or  plaaks^  which  are  to  be  found  ipi ' 
every  village.    It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  those  planks 
are  to  be  laid  double^  and  covered  with  turf  $  otherwise  their  elas- 
ticity and  smoothness  will  be  dangerous  to  the  troops.     But  as  it 
may  sometimes  happen,  that  there  is  no  village  withiq  a  consider*" 
able  distance  of  the  place»  I  shall  proceed  to  explain  the  best 
methods  of  using"  tcees  on  such  occasions^ 

Two,  three,  or  four  trunks  of  trees  must*  be  laid  over  the  water ' 
at  equal  distances^  and  fixed  with  stakes  to  tht  fiotmd ;  others  af '

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about  three  iuch«t  in  diaineter  are  theo  placed  acrot»  them,  and 
close  to  each  other,  the  first  and  lavt  being  alao  fastened  in  the. 
same  matioer;  and,  if  it  should  be  necessary,  they  may  be  booad 
together  by  means  of  a  few  tarred  ropes.    Lastly,  the  whole 
be  covered  with  turf,  mould,  or  straw. 

If  circumstances  will  admit  of  more  bridges  than  one,  the 
will  of  course  be  completed  with  the  grester  ease  and  expeditiMb 

13.  All  bridges  ought  to  be  broad  enough  t»  aUew  tbe^plaloona 
to  march  over  them  without  filing  off;  and  it  most  be  cousideiedU 
as  a  general  rule,  that  the  regularity  of  the  maxeh  wiii  he  in  gneMf 
measure  proportionate  to  their  breadth. 

14.  When  a  bridge  is  to  be  made  for  baggage-waggons  and  aia 
tillery,  the  principal  beams  or  trunks  must  be  very  strong ;  and  etk- 
least  four  of  them  will  be  necessary,  even  if  it  shouid  not  heidiQiv* 
six  or  eight  feet  in  breadth.     As  soon  as  they  are  properly  plnosd 
at  equal  distances,  rafters  or  planks  must  be  laid  across  then, 
fixed  firmly  as  before  explained;  but  with  this  addittonid 
tion,  that  the  centre  of  the  upper  planks  must  cover  tfie  joiwfei  af' 
those  below ;  and  if  there  be  reaiK>n  to  apprehend  that  the  pmrn* 
sure  of  the  wheels  may  be  too  great,  they  must  have  thetr  usual 
covering  of  earth,  and  a  sufficient  quantity  of  straw  under  it,   Tba. 
same  precaution  must  be  taken  before  they  trust  to  old  ee  weak 
wooden  bridges ;  because  the  elasticity  of  the  straw  will  add  aa 
much  to  their  security,  as  the  trunks  of  trees  which  I  have  abofvw 
mentioned. 

In  the  year  1707,  when  Charles  the  Xllth  found  that  tim 
river  Vistula  near  Warsaw  was  not  entirely  frozen  up,  he  ordered 
wet  straw  to  be  thrown  upon  it;  which,  in  the  course  of  a  fcwi 
hours,  became  so  hard,  that  his  whole  army,  baggage  and  artiW 
lery,  marched  over  it. 

Before  I  conclude  this  paragraph,  I  have  only  to  observe,  thatt 
in  a  case  of  necesMty,  the  engineers  must  never  hesitate  to  take 
beams  or  other  materials  from  the  nearest  hous^,  or  wherever  it 
may  be  the  most  convenient. 

15.  When  the  beams  are  either  too  short  for  the  breaddi  of  the 
river,  or  of  such  length  that  they  bend  in  the  centre,  the  en^neera 
Ii2iust' coHtet  aa  many  boats  ^  may  be  wanted^  and  by  fastenhig 
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Ann  togetlier  tkcf  can  either  lengtheo  or  support  their  bndgei, 
■  If  there  are  no  anchors,  tliej  must  fill  large  baskets  with  ttonca 
till  they  are  of  a  sufficient  weight  to  resist  the  stream,  aod  tie  one 
at  each  end  of  every  boat;  or  phyramidical  gabions  may  be  easily 
■lade  for  the  oopasion,  and  if  inclosed  at  one  encU  they  can  be  used 
in  the  same  manner.  By  these  means  a  bridge  may  be  thrown 
aver  a  river  of  oonsideiable  breadth  without  the  help  of  pontoons. 

16.  In  Uerodianas*s  Roman  History  we  have  the  following  ao«. 
bonnt  of  a  bridge  of  casks : — <*  Whan  Maximus  had  set  himself 
up  as  emperor,  and  was  hastening  with  his  army  into  Italy  to  take 
possesnon  of  Rome,  he  met  with  a  river  near  Aqnileia,  which  was 
too  deep  to  be  passed  witbcmt  a  bridge,  and  he  could  neither  pra* 
CttK  wood  nor  boats.  However,  a  considerable  number  of  cmp^ 
wine  casks  were  found  near  the  place,  and  the  carpenters  gave  it  ai 
tlieir  opinion,  that,  as  they  were  hollow,  they  might  be  used  instead 
#f  .boats ;  and  tiiat  if  they  were  sufficiently  loaded  with  gravely 
atrengthened  with  iron  hoops  and  pliant  branches  of  trees,  and 
■Mde  fisMt  to  eadi  other,  there  would  be  little  reason  to  suppose 
Ae  stream  could  carry  them  away.'*  Maximus  embraced  the  idea 
with  eagerness,  and  his  army  marched  over  in  safety. 

In  General  Munich's  campaign  in  the  Ukraine,  in  1736^  each 
f9ompany  was  obliged  to  take  a  large  barrel  of  water,  on  account 
wf  its  extfeipe  scarcity  in  the  deserts.  And  he  also  gave  orders 
that  every  regiment  should  canry  with  it  eight  or  ten  thi^k  planks, 
that  the  necessary  materials  for  a  light  bridge  might  be  always  at 
hand.    H^  pontoons  ware  only  used  for  the  baggage  and  cavalry. 

17«  If  the  water  be  not  too  deep,  the  two  following  methods  of 
forming  a  bridge  are  by  far  the  moat  expeditious. 

1st,  In  proportion  to  the  breadth  of  the  river  and  the  weight  of 
the  artillery,  two,  three,  or  more  of  the  carriages  of  the  waggonj 
nay  be  placed  from  six  or  twelve  feet  asunder,  and  covered  with 
beams  and  planks;  or,  if  it  shoald  be  more  convenient,  the  strong 
wooden  treslcs,  which  are  used  by  iwrpentars,  may  be  taken  in« 
stead  of  the  carriages.  In  either  case,  the  beams  must  be  iwtan* 
ad  togetfier  with  oramp4nms  and  lopes. 

Tbe  second  matiiod  is  with  gabeofM,  oaaks,  or  treslai.  Ifgabi* 
^na are  used,  they  vnnd  be  «nde  at  leaat  six  feat  in. length  by 
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in  diaiDeter»  and  as  strong  as  possible ;  a  sufficient  weight 
•tones  must  be  tied  to  them,  that  they  may  he  sunk  to  the  bottom 
pi  the  river ;  and  the  spaces  on  each  side  must  be  filled  up  witii 
dung,  turf,  or  fascines  ;  the  gabions  themselves  remaining  emptjt 
that  the  stream  must  have  a  free  passage  through  them*  T\m 
beams  and  planks  must  be  laid  as  usutiU 

.  If  there  should  be  any  reason  to  apprehend  that  the  artillerj^ 
may  be  too  heavy,  smaller  gabions  may  also  be  made ;  and»  by 
putting  them  within  the  others,  you  wilLgive  themitti  additioiBal 
ptrength,  tliat  will  resist  a  much  greater  pressure* 
.  Casks  will  also  answer  the  purpose  of  gabions ;  and  if  tfae^  are 
covered  with  fascines  almost  as  high  as  the  suHace  of  the  water,  il 
will  only  be  necessary  to  lay  clods  of  earth  upon  them*  In  iim 
loase,  th^efore,  the  use  of  beams  and  planki  will  be  avoided. 

Whenever  an  unusual  degree  of  strength  is  requisite,  a  covering 
of  straw  may  be  added;  and  before  I  conclude  this  paragraph,  i 
will  observe  once  for  all,  that  neither  the  baggage-waggofw  not 
artillery  must  be  suffered,  on  any  account,  to  halt  upon  audi 
bridges ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  that  they  must  pass  over  them,  wiA 
the  greatest  expedition. 

18.  When  the  banks  of  a  dike  or  rivulet  are  higb^. a.  bridge 
may  be  thrown  over  ii,.  formed  with  beamsj  extending  from  tbf 
top  of  one  bank  to  the  bottom  of  the  other,  « . 

.    19*  If  the  banks  are  too  high,  they  ought  to  be  sloped  off  neaf ' 
'  the  bridges,  and  the  earth  carefully  thrown  up.  on  each  side^  that 
thci>aggage-waggons  and  artillery  may  march  oirer  with  eas^  and

On  ike  use  of  spies f  deserters^  and  prisoners. 
-.  Thrt  must  be  treated  and  questioned  with  the  utmost  piecan- 
tion,and  never  be  intrusted  with  any  secret  relative  to  the  plana 
and  projects  of  their  employers.     Every  spy  should  be  conversed 
with  se^arate^,  and  ftequently  on  objects  the  most  indifferent  and « 
ipunateriai,;.  But  few  words  slmildbt  addreaaed  to  them  ;.thi^ 
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ihmldy  neverthelecs,  be  allowed  to  talk  as  much  as  they  please, 
that  we  may  be  able  to  form  a  judgment  of  their  sentiments  am) 
talents.  Tbcy  must  be  closely  watched*  lest  they  should  act  th^ 
part  of  a  spy  for  the  enemy,  as  well  as  for  ourselves,  which  is  oftctii 

■ 

|he  case*  Although  several  spies  should. coincide  in  their  reportSf 
and  the  truth  thereof  thus  become  highly  probable,  they  ought  yet 
to  be  gdarded  B^)parately«  If,  on  the  strength  of  their  report,  any 
mterprise  be  undertaken,  they  must  be  carried  along  with  the 
troops  employed  upon  that  expedition,  and  frequently  examined*, 
lingly  and  distinctly,  to  discover  how  far  their  accounts  agree  with 
the  truth.  If  a  txfixtof  ^e  detected  among  the  spies,  he  may  yet 
be  employed  to  advantage.  Ignorant  of  his  treacheiy  being  dit» 
covered,  he  should  be  eharg^  with  such  commissions  as  may  in- 
duce the  enemy  to  suppose;  that  we  have  conceived  plans  diame- 
trically opposite  to  those  which  we  have  actually  formed.  The 
l^ies  must  not  be  known  but  to  the  individuals,  under  whose  im« 
mediate  direction  they  are  employed,  nor  must  they  be  known 
|ko  one  another,  and  their  reports  must  be  taken  down  in  writing, 
that  they  may  be  compared  with  the  depositions  of  the  prisonatf 

and  deserters. 

.  If  the  spies  be  sufficiently  intelUgent  and  faithful,  the  watch- 
-word  will  suffice  to  make  them  pass  unmolested.  But  if  they  are 
intrusted  with  letters,  they  must  be  written  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
be  utterly  unintelligible  to  the  enemy  if  they  should  fall  i^to  his 
hands.  Much  information  may  also  be  obtained  in  the  course  of 
ponveraatipn  with  the  inhabitants  of  the  country.  Not  the  least 
▼iolence  must,  however,  be  resorted  to  in  such  cases,  to  extort  the 
intelligence  which  we  wish  to  obtain ;  as  by  employing  such  means 
fv,e  should  certainly  defeat^  the  intended  purpose,  by  provoking 
them  to  deceive  us. 

As  to  deserters,  jthey  must  be  singly  and  separately  examined, 
especially  on  the  following  points^  viz.

^MM  the  rules  ir^  bavie  hitherto  hid  down,  relative  to  the  9M«  ^ 
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iier  in  which  the  three  difftfrreut  species  of  arms  can  mcMt 
ally  operate  and  support  each  dther,  flow  tlie  usual  disposifloD  of 
t^hat  is  called  the  order  of  battle,  that  is,  the  moirt  proper  diatribu- 
tion  of  a  military  force»  composed  of  these  different  arms,  in  we 
plun,  bounded  in  such  a  manner  as  to  secure  it  from  being  out* 
flanked  by  the  enemy^s  troops.  For  this  puqjose  an  army  or  corp^ 
is  to  be  divided  into  fire  parts,  n^riy  of  the  same  strength,  four 
of  which  form  two  lines  behind  each  other,  and  the  fifth  a  reserve- 
in  rear  of  the  two  lines.  Tliese  three  divisions  Consist  each  of  mil 
the  three  species  of  arms,  yet  the  lightest  horse  and  ordnance,  and 
0ome  good  infantry,  should  compose  the  reserve.  The  <!avalry  of 
each  division  is  to  be  divided  into  two  equal  parts,  one  of  wbich  ii' 
to  be  posted  on  either  flank  of  the  infantry,  which  belongs  to  that 
division.  A  detachment  of  light  horse  is  to  be  placed  contiguous 
to  this  cavalry,  and  near  them  the  light  infantry,  together  with  the'  • 
horse  artillery  that  belongs  to  it  The  infantry  of  each  division 
must  be  drawn  up  in  such  a  manner,  that  the  wings  be  compoted 
of  the  very  flower  of  the  foot  soldiers,  while  tlie  light  infantiy  are 
distributed  along  the  front  of  the  whole  army,  which,  however,  on 
the  nearer  approach  of  the  enemy,  withdraw  behind  the  flanks  of - 
the  horse  and  foot.  The  heavy  ordnance  is  to  be  posted  in  front 
of  each  division  in  such  wise,  that  first,  the  principal  batteries  and 
heaviest  ordnance  be  placed  before  the  intervals  between  the  horse 
and  foot  of  each  line ;  ^dly,  that  a  battery  of  at  least  eight^  piece* 
of  cannon,  if  possible,  be  formed  at  the  distance  of  every  800  or 
1000  paces,  and  the  heaviest  ordnance  be  placed  on  the  flanks^ 
afhd  that  of  the  smallest  calibre  in  front  of  the  centre  of  the  line  ; 
and  lastly,  the  three  principal  divisions  or  lines  of  the  army  most 
be  drawn  up  at  the  distance  of  300  paces  from  each  other,  and  the 
aertillery  ])0sted  50  paces  in  front  of  the  line  to  whieh  it  belongs  ;;

being  tlie  weakest  points,  they  are  strengthened  in  the  best  possi-

fLi  they  are  by  tlie  flank  brigades,  posted  between  t}i«  two  lines^ 
||y  the  light  troops  and  horse  artillery ;  4tht  Both  the  cavalry  aud 
inftntry  are  able  to  act  as  distinct  corps.  The  former  is  not^ 
iherefoif ,  tied  to  ^ic  latter  by  th^  opening  between  the  two  lioe^, 
^tH^d  ijt  is  placed  exactly  on  the  spot  from  whence  it  is  most  abl^ 
joiirtly  wit)i  the  artillery  posted  in  front,  to  flank  the  infantry, 
which  may  be  considered  as  the  curtain  between  these  two  basti^ 
jD)iif  y  and  to  turn  the  flank  of  the  enemy  advancing  to  the  attack; 
6thy  By  interchanging  the  two  lines,  sufficient  room  aiid  time  is 
^ven  to  thfit  which  may  be  thrown  into  confusion,  to  rally  anfi 
form  again ;  aod  6thly,  The  reserve,  composed  of  the  best  and 
lightest  troops,  is  equal  to  suctour  such  points  as  are  particalarijf 
llpeatened  by  the  enemy,  and'  to  g^ve  a  speedy  and  efficacioiui 
pvpport  wherever  it  may  be  wanted.  The  light  troops  of  the 
three  species  of  arms  are  placed  on  the  extremities  of  the  wings  (of 
l!t|e  liofiMf  for  this  reason,  that  they  may  be  unrestrained  in  their' 
jnovements,  whether  they  advance  or  retreat,  and  have  a  safe  ^ne* 
fuge,  from  whence  they  can,  if  possible,  fiill  on  the  rear  or  flanka 
lot  the  enemy,  and  unexpectedly  harass  hhn  in  his  movements* 
Moreover,  as  it  is  extremely  material  that  a  corps  de  bataiUct  or 
the  main  body  of  regular  infantry,  which  should  be  as  firm  as» 
W?ll^  be  not  separated  or  clianged  by  rapid  manoeurres,  no  fitter 
jilacc  or  safer  refuge  can  be  assigned  to  light  troops,  than  the  ex» 
(niputies  of  the  wings,  where,  by  the  rapidity  pf  their  movements, 
so  opening  is  made  in  the  line,  through  which  the  enemy's  hone 
ffugfat  penetrate,  ^nd  perhaps  decide  the  fortuiie  of  the  day^ 

The  best  aod  mosjfc  efficacious  defence  to  be  opposed  to  an  at* 
tack  is  undoubtedly  tp  be  effected  by  the  joint  effi>rt8  and  mntual 
«appoit  of  the  three  species  of  arms,  the  most  effectual  co-opem* 
tioQ  of  which  being  best  obtained  by  «n  equal  distiibution  of 
strength  along  the  whole  front  of  an  army.  It  foUowi  from  thetice, 
thfit  every  other  otder  of  battle,  by  wbicb  the  di&reat  ^peqes  of 
.urns  sure  Aot  distrihiiUs4  and  united  in  the  same  unifgna  manner^ 
i^m,^j  be  jttidfied  bf  tb«  nature  of  the  ground,  pud  the  coan* 
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plexion  of  the  enemy  *•  phui  of  attack.    There  exitUf  hoirefert  oot 
•troD{;  objection  to  the  above  order  of  battle,  derived  from  Ae  pe- 
culiar manner  of  fighting  of  the  cavalry,  which  renders  diem  snM 
to  maintain  a  port  on  the  halt.     If,  tiierefore,  the  enemy  flhodH  . 
oppose  to  our  wingB,  entirely  composed  of  horK,  a  nnmerotif  artik 
lery,  well  supported  by  the  two  other  species  of  armsy  they  will  be 
immediately  compelled  to  give  way,  without  Iwving  rendered  Ai 
least  service,  and  the  enemy  will  Ihid  it  more  easy  to  &B  on  tBib 
uncovered  ffanks  of  our  foot.     In  every  position,  where  cavahy^ 
when  posted  in  the  Grst  line,  are  liable  to  be  attacked^  it  seemii 
therefore,  most  advisable  to  post  them  behind  tlie  wings  of  th^ 
infantry,  and  such  a  part  of  them  only  on  the  flanks  as  is  ntccssaiy 
for  keeping  off  small  bo<Kes  of  the  enemy's  horse.    In  this  ponltioB 
cavalry  is  not  liable  to  a  disadvantageous  attack  on  the  pait  of  th* 
enemy ;  and  as  it  should  be  principally  made  use  of  to  complete  * 
victory,  and  to  sustain  the  two  other  species  of  arms,  it  can,  ftoA 
this  position,  best  improve  the  advantage  arising  irom  thi^  swiAbas 
•f  its  movements,  by  advancing  around  the  flanks  of  the  iniantrr 
io  meet  the  enemy.    Yet,  as  the  usual  order  of  battle  tnay  be 
'easily  modified  and  changed  into  any  other  form,  it  justly  CQii8t9> 
'tutes  the  basis  of  formation,  and  serves  as  a  standard  to  detennin^ 
the  rank  of  the  different  corps  and  divisions  which  compose  tdk 
anny. 

FIdvtng  hitherto  applied  ourselves  to  shew  which  is  the  modt 
proper  mode  of  formation  of  the  different  species  of  arms»  relative 

*  to  the  nature  of  the  ground,  we  shall  now  proceed  to  lay  down 
general  rules  for  the  most  advantageous  position  of  a  whole  oorpft 
•r  an  army.    T^  rules  are  as  follow :

the  aeccwary  aicaiis  of  defence ;  4th^  The  accei ■  tq  onr  army  mutt  be  rca* 

deifd  as  diflcnlt  as  pottible,  and  doring  the  enemy's  advance  he  must  bo 

•  sonttaBtly  caEposcd  to  a  flanking  and  more  powerful  artiltery.flre  than  he  Mi 
-fossibly  oppaar.  Xhs  aaro  dificait  tiia  acctss,  the  stroagtr  it  the  pasitfaa  | 
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«9d,  if  k  be  Uirovgliovt  atoemcly  diffiaiU,  tbe  poaition  u  snoomiMmly 
fl^niDf  and  mwtUclMble ;  sth.  Each  part  of.  the  anny,  dnring  aa  ciiffBfee. 
WCMtt  mnt  aoccoar  1^  other ;  and  Mm^  The  army  maat  be  able,  without 
1^  leaat  difiic«lty|  to  norc,  in  every  direction  out  of  tbe  poiitioa  which  it 
Wcopice. 

The  esteat  of  the  grooad,  cIiomo  for  tbe  poution  of  an  army,  depcnda  ob 
}ta  atrength,  aad  is  alio,  io  MNne  measare,  determined  by  tbe  adrantaget  it 
•ffcra.  For,  if  the  aatofe  of  the  fronnd  be  aoch,  that  acrcral  points  of  the 
ftont  need  no  defence,  from  their  being  impassable,  such  as  lakes,  broad  and 
dptp  rivcfB,  moraasea,  and  inacceaaiblc  movntains,  no  more  troops  need  to 
be  potted  here  than  are  necessary  Ibr  guarding  these  points,  and  the  rest  of 
the  troops  mast  be  employed  in  more  open  parts  of  the  position.  For,  if 
tihe  enemy  ahonld  attempt  an  attack  nppn  these  points,  merely  gaarded  by 
ataman  force,  the  troops  posted  there  will  find  it  an  easy  task  to  advise  tbo 
•commander  in  chief,  sufficiently  in  time,  of  the  enomy*s  Intention,  fiir  ad- 
vancing against  the  enemy  a  corps  fully  equal  to  the  defence  of  the  threat*' 
«aed  point,  before  he  is  able  to  complete  the  passage  of  these  olgects.  In 
■U  pases  il  is  extremely  material,  that,  on  crery  point  of  the  position,  tho 
troops  ohould  be  drawn  up  in  two  lines. 

If  you  have  but  one  line,  its  defeat  may  bring  on  the  destruction  of  the 
whole }  while,  on  the  contrary',  a  second  line  not  only  secures  the  retreat  of 
thf  first,  in  case  of  a  defeat,  and  grants  a  refuge  where  it  can  form  again,  but 
.  also  afibrda  the  meana  of  wresting  from  the  enemy,  unaToidably  thrown  into 
eOBfttsioB  by  bis  very  victory,  the  advantages  which  he  has  obtained.  This 
being  the  principal  pnrpoee  of  the  second  line,  it  will  freqnently  prove  high- 
ly beneficial  for  tbe  better  support  of  these  two  lines,  alteraately  engaged 
sith  the  enemy,  to  post,  in  rear  of  them,  on  the  most  convenient  spot,  a 
^tinct  corps  of  reserve,  that  onr  all  may  not  be  staked  at  one  throw,  and 
that  aucb  points  of  the  fibsition  aa  are  most  threatened  by  the  enemy  may  bo 
strengthened  without  weakening  the  two  principal  lines.  If,  however,  cir- 
cnmf  taoces  should  require  that  a  tract  of  ground  be  occupied  by  an  army, 
l^r  tbe  defence  of  which  it  would  not  suffice  if  it  were  formed  in  this  man- 
ncr,  in  sachia  case  the  usual  mode  mufrt  be  departed  from,  but  then  the 
grwNid  in  feont  of  the  army  must  admit  of  ita  being  defended  by  a  small 
fotnc,  as  efiectoally  aa  might  be  done  by  two  lines  in  a  plain,  or  a  ground, 
aflUnewbat  atrong.  In  a  few  words,  the  advantages  and  strength  of  the 
ground  in  feont  of  the  army  must  make  up  the  weakness  of  the  defensive 
power,  that  is,  the  small  number  of  troops;  and,  if  this  be  not  the  case, 
tbni  the  art  of  fortification  must  be  resorted  to,  in  order  to  increase  thrt 
power*  Vet,  .even  in  such  cnses,  a  atrong  reserve  a^ust  be  formed,  lest  you 
AonUl  otherwise  lose  the  decisive  sdvantages  meationed  before,  and  which 
the  enemy  would  eagerly  improve.  As  to  the  extent  of  the  ground,  in  gene- 
ralit  ahonld  not  be  larger  than  that  it  can  be  entirely  otcu^  by  the  armr.

M^ 
fcowevrr,  tbe  position  of  the  eaeaiy  be  as  coaifiaed  as  oart,  thm  oar  ftMcft 
connterlialaare«  bis,  and  by  freqaeatly  rrlleviBf  tbe  txoopa  •■gm<  %Mk 
Ibe  eaeaiT,  and  daly  improviaff  tbe  sdvaata^es  offered  by  tke  aatvc  4C  Wl 
froaad,  we  aiay  raise  it  to  aacb  a  degree  aa  to  sccare  a  dM.iiiia  picpOBM*! 
iace,  aad  itsnataral  resalt— victory. 

Ai  to  Ibe  drjiib  of  a  position,  it  sbonld  be  eoasidncdp  tbat  «o|  oaiy  M 
biaderveik  Hues  mast  be  protected,  at  least  firom  the  Dasket-Stc  of  4e  cte* 
My,  that  fba  first  line  nanst  bave  in  its  rcur  saScieat  rooM  to  fctsaat  tt^ 
Ibrai  aipsia,  aad  tbat  tbe  aarrovness  of  tbe  groaad  may  easily  pwdaaa  eon. 
fcsioa  in  the  Tarions  Bovcmeats  of  the  troops,  aad  tbas  occaaiaa  m  IMdl 
defeat.  For  these  reasoas  the  iaterrals  between  tbe  lines  anst  be  it  leail  tk 
flso,  and  at  most  of  300  paces,  tbat  the  sccoad  Uae  awy  be  saflcfcatlp  itec 
the  points  which  need  support,  aad  have  a  iai^  extent  of  groaad  la  ita  HiT. 
Tbe  secoad  raquisito  of  a  good  position  is,  tbat  tbe  flaaks  of  aa  aimy  et 
detached  corps  be  duly  covered,  that  is  to  say,  that  the  eatiay  tea  acHh4 
iR^nn  a  direct  attack  upon  the  flaahs,  nor  turn  the  object  1»y  which  they  lo* 
fovered,  without  the  commadder  of  the  army  or  detached  ebrpa  haiiag  aal^ 
jlcfent  time  to  adopt  the  necessary  raessnres  Ibr  fhistrating  his  deslga.  Alb 
Is  the  true  standard  whereby  the'fitness  of  objecfts  should  be  estimated,  to 
«hlch  the  wlap  of  an  army  can  be  cppUj/fd.  Such  obje^  are,  ist,  the  ma  ^ 
Id,  rivers*,  3d,  lakes  and  ponds;  ^th,  morasses ;  5th,  la«fiutalns  fhdn* 
Tines ;  6th,  woods  ;  yth,  villages  ;  and  8tb,  csitlcs. 

If,  1st,  a  wiag  of  an  army  or  detached  corps  is  to  be  mntytdLto  tlie  Vc^ 
the  depth.of  water  mast  be  carefally  explored,  and,  as  Ibr  as  it  caa'bte  fcMU 
^  the  flank  most  be  coverecl  by  'stakes  driven  into  the  ground,  lor  hf  Haf 
atber  more  eligible  means.  Tbe  ahanges  prodacad  on  shore  by  the  dbh  difeft 
floc»d  tide,  most  be  carefblly  observcil,  and  tbe  enemy*s  ships  not  bortjjb'fit 
annoy  dthrr  the  rear  or  flanks  of  the  army.  8d,  Rivaia  aia  paMtel^ 
ittad  to  cover  the  flanks,  if  there  are  ao  bridges  and  fbWb  which  lesd  ttf'fllii 
tacmy,  or  if  they  are  bat  law  in  aumber,  and  cai«laI1)r  gu^^ded,  tbif  -Hat. 
aoemy  may  not  be  able  to  pass  them  uaobserved.  For  this  purpbie'all  Mih, 
bridges  and  fords  must  be  strongly  occupied  by  artllteiy  aad  Ibol,  thdlRfK 
alshed  with  flBtrtBcbRBeats,  or  the  latter  rendered  Impassable,  i^  WhWfc  ClNb 
bat  fcw  horse,  aad  aome  horse-artillery,  will  be  saffieknt  to  igiUOt^flkmu 
The  maaacr  lawhkfc  jjaiaafefyiowriveri  acatojfcJbrtjgeaBhd  Jiiftinflit 
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Ibrtu  m  hfwudk  of  Wd  fortiflcatum.  If  the  pauoge  of  •  H^or,  ^kick  flo«« 
ilonrg  tbe  flank  of  aa  army,  is  fortlfl|ed,  a  ttrong  battery  ia  vsaaUy  cowrtroct* 
fd  ofi  tke  o|ipoiiC»  kank  also,  if  this  be  not  exposed  to  an  attack,  so  fkat  tka 
%rkale  front  of  the  adjoining  wing  of  the  army  ke  raked  by  it*  fire,  and  tkna 
tbe  attacking  encipy  taken  in  flsnk.  Rivers,  wkosc  banks  are  steep  aad  kigk, 
Vod  especially  wkeit  they  are  higher  on  tliis  side  than  on  tke  otkcTj  are  tke 
0ttcst  Ibr  covering  the  flankii  of  an  afny,  because  Oe  enemy  cannot  possilily 
irrofs  them  In  %  liboti  time.  Nay,  a  deep  brook,  with  lianks  of  that  deacripc 
^on,  nay  lie  dfvmed  a  good  and  aonvenient  cover.  9d,  In  regard  to  takes 
aMd  ptfnds,  it  la  on  the  ezteftt  of  tke  circnit  wkicb  tke  enemy  Is  necetsitated 
to  make  te  tnmtng  tbem,  tkat  depends  their  degree  of  fttnen  for  foverln^ 
iSbft  flanks  of  a»  afiiiy.  «tk,  Morsssca,  in  regwd  to  wkick  it  Is  oprtmn  Iksi 
Ibey  cannot  be  passed  by  tbe  enemy,  form  eseetlcnt  means Jbr  covering  tkk 
flmkft  of  Ian  anny,  as  tbey  neirtier  need  ai|y  ^fence  nor  screen  tke  eneqiy 
from  our  view.  Bnt  if  they  are  iulcrsected  by  dams,  these  mast  ke  watck- 
eA  widi  tiievtmoet  attention,  oocnpied  in  foroi  by  artillery  and  inlkntry, 
tftid,  if  possible,  be  isooAQanded  by  aredoblrt,  constmcted  at  tbe  extrenilty, 
^■d  cifMd  to  destroy  tlie  dam,  if  re(|ttired.  At  ml  events,  momsscf ,  towknck 
Che  wittg  <lf  tn  aiuiy  is  In  be  appujffd,  akould  ke  carefolly  somided  with 
longpoks, in  order  that  tkeir  fitness  for  the  intended  pnrpose  ke  ascertain- 
1^;  sack  -places  as  can  be  passed,  discovered  j  and  dm  necessary  aMasnrea 
tinwiy  adopted,  to  gaard  agunst  a  surprise  or  sodden  attad^.  5th,  Monn- 
lalBs,  which  arc  very  steep,  form,  iu  many  instances,  good  points  of  oppsi 
fbr  tke  wings  tft  an  army ;  but,  if  they  are  of  eapy  ascent,  they  skonld  be 
#ell  entreadica.  Bnvfaiesare  peouHarly  fltted  to  cover  tke  flanks  of  an  army. 
If  ^tkeir  banks  on  tbe  side  of  Ihe  «rmy  are  higher  timn  on  the  otlwr,  ana 
iebnsei|tfeiftly  command  the  lalter.  Bnt  these  ravinea  or  hollow  waysmnet  be 
yonWrtanded  by  entrenchments,  lest  the  enemy  should  steal  through  them  np 
to  onr  position.  flA,  Woods  are  of  little  use  for  the  purpose  trader  const- 
dMstion,  as  flie  enemy  can  conoeal  kis  movements  in  or  behind  them,  and 
come  npOB  ns  midiBCovered,  vokpt  tht  nvennes,  as  well  as  the  interior  df 
|ka  tvoodf,  he  etrongly  occupied  by  ooCr  troops.  These  detached  troops, 
fM#ever,  most  flgkt  sepkraldy,  mid  at  too  great  a  distance  from  the  army 
^^klek  is  to  snstain  Aem^  Bq4  tke  strcngtk  of  tke  wkole  line  Is.  too  much 
ttopaiicd,  If -the  flanhsy  flw  weakest  points  of  tke  position  if  not  properly 
flppaj/siT,  denMnd  ao  large  a  force  for  tkeir  protection.  And  if  even  an  db- 
kfltis  were  fermed,>to  incraae  tke  defence  wkick  it  is  intended  to  procure 
l^i^ppayls^tkawUigof-miarmytoatkiek  wood,  an  abbatis,  undefended 
%f  a  strong 'flwtey  laenBilyctaHred;  and,  if  so  defended,  tke  foreeneesasaiy 
fbr  tkitpnrpofB  wcakHM  tke  HmT.  iftiiegronnd  of  tke  wood  ke  marsky 
«bflaiMtmpy,  o^ltf  tcrtkctai  ky  vaviacs-witk  kigk  mmI  steep  knnks,it  certainly 
liflMB  nai^  kdtMcover^llHt tkeo  it  Is  »ot  the  wood,  kut  tbe  nvioes  nnd 
i,wkMiobstti^ih»eB^my*k«ppnnA.    TUa  itacK  however,  is 
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ccrtaw,  tbat  the  enemy ,  on  forring  the  defile,  ctnnot  make  mny  use  of  cnnaoB^ 
with  which  he  might  greatly  mnnoy  our  flank,  if  the  defile  were  not  flncTuuiid- 
ed  with  wood,  and  this  adrantage  miy,  in  some  instances,  prove  dcrisSre. 
In  inch  cases  all  possible  exertions  must  be  made  to  increase  the  safety  of 
our  Haflk,  by  forming  good. abbatis,  or  breakinj;  up  and  destroying  the  ronda^ 
bridges,  and  dams,  which  run  through  the  wood.  A  detachment  of  light 
infantry,  scattered  through  tlie  whole  forest,  whose  most  important  poat 
•hould  be  entrenched,  and  famished  with  tight  ordnance,  and  a  strong  re* 
donbt,  constructed  on  the  right  wing  of  the  second  line,  formed  en  pottmct^ 
which  should  command  every  passage  out  of  the  wood,  will  greatly  increaae 
the  strength  of  this  position.  7th,  Villages,  which  are  well  situated  uA' 
tenable,  cover  the  flanks  remarkably  well,  but  they  must  be  strongly  en.- 
tivnchcd,  and  occupied  in  sufficient  force  to  make  the  enemy  givo  up  nil 
ideas  of  attacking  them,  as  in  this  case  the  wtlfore  and  safety  of  the  whott 
army  depend  on  this  point. 

If  villages  contain  ditches,  garden-walls,  and  waited  chnrch-yaids,  they 
would  be  tenable  without  any  entrenchments,  if  the  enemy  were  notpronridcd 
with  howitzer-shells;  but  aa  by  means  of  these  shells  or  grenades  he  cna 
easily  set  fire  to  the  village,  it  is  advisable  to  support  the  flanks,  rather  by 
ftrong  entrenchments,  well  supplied  with  ordnance,  than  by  viilages.  Stba 
Strong  castles  and  boroughs,  surrounded  with  walls,  may  also,  in  many  ipw 
stances,  l>e  considered  as  osefol  points  of  appui  of  the  wings  of  an  army.  If 
snch  a  post  be  of  sufficient  strength  to  be  left  for  some  time  to  its  owfi 
defence,  we  obtain  the  advantage,  tbat^  if  the  ground  in  front  be  anywiw 
fovourable,  we  can  form  a  more  extensive  front,  and,  perhaps,  place  ear 
wing  at  a  cannon>shot  distance  from  the  strong  post  situated  an  onr  flanky 
as  the  enemy  cannot  venture  between  the  wing  of  the  army  and  the  strong 
post,  without  exposing  his  rear  to  the  fire  of  the  latter,  and  the  whole  coirpiy 
destined  on  this  ser\'ice,  to  the  most  imminent  danger  ef  being  cut  off.  It 
must,  however,  be  confessed,  that  here  every  thing  depends  on  the  strengtif 
of  the  enemy  ;  for,  if  he  be  sufficiently  strong  to  attack,  at  the  same  tlme^ 
with  a  superior  force,  our  front,  flank,  and  the  strong  post  contiguous  |o  itf 
in  this  case  it  is  much  better  to  extend  opr  wing  within  musketpshot  hum 
the  strong  post,  that  the  mutual  support  of  the  different  parts  of  the  araqf 
may  not  be  rendered  impossible  by  the  enemy^s  superiority  in  nnnibers.  ^ 
near  an  approach  of  onr  flank  to  the  point  of  cppui^  is,  however,  not  neicev 
■ary,  if  the  latter  be  a  real  fortress,  in  which  case  the  above  advantage  may 
be  improved,  if  the  avenues  between  the  fortress  and  the  army  are  eccapled 
by  onr  troops,  and  commanded  by  our  artillery.  As  the  strength  of  all  p«w 
sitions  can  be  considerably  increased  by  art,  this  should  never  be  negleclcd» 
but  on  the  contrary  all  the  means  offered  for  that  purpoae  by  t)ie  art  of 
.field  fortification  should  be  carefully  employed.  The  flank  of  a  position  b 
also  frequently  appnj/td  to  the  gorge  of  nonntaint,  or  lone  other  puii  bn^ 
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«■  fa  tlkU  lituiAum  the  Korf^  or'pvH  bccoiaet»n  avcnna  to  our  fliak,  tiM

\f  iaipofiibte  for  him  to  avoid  onr  fire.    The  nainre  of  the   ground  mnit, 

therefore,  be  inch,  that  it  does  not  allow  the  enemy  to  cmplo/  more  aitiU

•rater  are  not  In  the  same  degree  fitted  for  this  purpose,   as  this*  sort  of 

ground*  IB  fenaral,  can  be  entirely  overlooked,  and  affords,  of  course,  snffi- 

aient  time  for  obstructing  the  intended  passage.    It  should,  in  such  poai- 

ilons,  never  be  neglected  to  taka  advantage  of  e^-ery  hollow  way  or  wood, 

which  leads  to  the  enemy's  r^  or  flank,  for  the  purpuse  of  sending  troops, 

by  hid(i|^  ruads,  against  his  flanks  or  rear. 

If  the  foct  of  tha  country  be  such  th^t  tha  wiags  of  an  army  cannot  be 
Jttpportcd  by  any  of  the  befora-vMntioned  natural  sufajecfe,  and  from  want 
0f  tfane  proper  entrenchments  cannot  be'  constructed,  in  this  case  an  army 
must  cover  Itself  by  some  of  its  component  parts.  For  this  purpose  a  part 
•ftht  army,  especially  honcy  wtU  famished  with  artillery,  must  be  drawn

'SiB^— ^I  hAve  greaf  pleasare  in  informmg  their  Lordihipt  of  the  ermcwir^ 
tioa  of  the  itrong  poit  which  the  enemy  possesied  at  Santarem,  and  that 
our  army  are  now  adTancing  in  pnnnit.    Lientenant  Claxton,  of  the  Bar» 
Bear,  who  commands  the  gun-hoats  in  co-o]peratioh  with  the  diviaion  of  tha 
•rmy  nnder  Marihal  Sir  William  Bereiford  on  the  sonth  side  of  the  Tague^ 
yesterday  infornled  me,  that  on  the  erening  of  the  Sth  instant,   in  recpaf- 
noiterinf  nnder  Santarem,  he  perceived  the  enemy  departing ;  and  immedi  • 
tdy  croesed  with  the  olBcer  of  the  British  picqnet,  andga?e  the  intelligence 
to  Lord  Wellington.     He  thi^n  went  to  Santarem,  whe<ie  he  fonnd  the  ene* 
my  had  \eh  three  rongh-bnilt  boats  or  pontoons,  two  raAs,-  and  twelve  oi 
foitoieeil  of  th^  faeaVy  <Saiinon,  the  carriages  of  which  had  been  burnt.  The 
anny  is  now  moving  on,  and  the  boats  are  ordered  to  follow  them  up  tb4

The  enemy  retired  from  their  position  which  they  had  occupied  at  Saata* 
tHa  ahd  the  neighbonrhood  in  the  night  of  the  sth  inat.  1  put  the  British 
army  in  motion  to  follow  them  on  the  morning  of  the  6th. 

Their  first  movements  indicated  an  intention  to  collect  a  force  at  Thor* 
Hilar,  and  I  therefore  marifrhed  upon  that  town,  on  the  8tb,  a  Considerably 
body  of  troops  formed  of  part  of  jtf arshal  Sir  William  Beresford's  corps, 
under  Major-general  the  Hon.  William  Stewart,  which  had  crossed  the  Ta- 
fgut  at  Abrantes^  atad  afterwards  the  Zezere,  and  of  the  4th  and  6tb,  and 
pRTt  of  the  1st  division  of  infantry  and  two  brigades  of  British  cavalry.  The 
elMmy,  howeve)r,  continued  hia  march  towards  the  Monde^o,  having  one 
c'ocps,  the  Sd,  on  the  road  of  Espinhel,  General  Loison^s  division  on  the 
road  of  Anciao,  and  the  remainder  of  the  army  towards  Pombal.

We  fonnd  the  whole  army  yesterday,  with  the  exception  of  the  second 
corps,  which  was  still  at  Espinhcl,  in  a  very  stronr  position  at  Condeixa; 
Mod  1  observed  that  they  were  sendinj^  off  their  haigf^age  by  the  rond  of 
Ponte  de  Murcella.  From  this  circumstance  I  concluded  that  Colonel 
Trant  had  not  given  up  Coimbra ;  and  that  they  had  been  so  pressed  in 
their  retreat  that  they  had  not  been  able  to  detach  troops  to  force  him  froip 
the  place.  I  therefore  marched  the  3d  division,  under  Major-goneral  Pic. 
ton,  through  the  mountains  upon  the  enctoy*s  left,  towards  the  only  rood 
open  for  their  retreat ;  which  had  the  immediate  effect  of  dislodging  them 
from  the  strong  position  of  Condeixa ;  and  the  enemy  encamped  last  night 
at  Cazal  Nova  m  the  mountains,  about  a  league  firom  Condeixa. 

We  immediately  communicated  with  Coimbra,  and  made  prisoners  a  dc- 
tachmtnt  of  the  enemy^s  cavalry  which  were  upon  the  road. 

We  found  the  Gth  and  8th  corps  formed  in  a  very  strong  position  near 
Cmzat  Nova  this  morning,  and  the  light  division  attacked  and  (&ove  in  their 
out-posts.  But  we  could  dislodge  them  from  their  position  only  by  mov^ 
ments  on  their  flanks.  Accordingly  I  moved  the  4th  division,  under  Migor- 
gcneral  Cole,  upon  Panella,  in  order  to  socure  the  passare  of  the  river  Est, 
mid  the  connnunication  with  Espinhel,  near  which  place  Mignr-gcneral 
Nightingall  hod  been  in  observation  of  the  movements  of  the  9d  corpa 
since  the  lOth ;  and  the  3d  division,  under  Major-general  Picton,  more 
immediately  round  the  enemy*s  left,  while  the  light  division  and  Brigadier- 
goncral  Pack*s  brigade,  under  Major-general  Sir  W.  Erskioe,  turned  their 
fight ;  and  Major-general  Alexander  Campbell,  with  the  6th  division,  sup. 
ported  the  light  troops  by  which  they  were  attacked  in  front.  These  troopa 
were  supported  by  the  cavalry,  and  by  the  ist  and  5th  divisions,  and  Colonel 
Awhworth^s  brigside  in  reserve. 

These  movements  obliged  the  enemy  to  abandon  all  the  positions  whidi 
they  successively  took  in  the  mountains,  and  the  two  corps  d*arm^,  com- 
posing  the  rear-guard,  were  flnng  back  upon  the  main  body  at  Miranda  de 
Corvo,  upon  the  river  Esa,  with  considerable  Ions  of  killed,  wounded,  and 
prisoners.  In  the  operations  of  this  day  the  43d,  .ssd,  and  95th  regimenta 
and  3d  cacadores,  nnder  the  command  of  Colonels  Drummond  and  Beck« 
with,  and  Major  Patrickson,  Lieutenant-colonel  Ross,  and  Miyors  Gilmour 
Sknd  Stewart,  particularly  distinguished  themselves ;  as  also  the  light  infantry 
battalions  of  General  Picton^s  division,  under  Lieutenant-colonel  Williams, 
und  the  4th  cafadores,  nnder  Colonel  de  Regoa,  and  the  troops  of  horse  ar- 
iillery,  under  the  command  of  Captains  Ross  and  Bull. 

The  result  of  these  operations  has  been,  that  we  have  saved  Coimbra  and 
Upper  Beira  from  the  enemy*8  ravages,  and  we  have  opened  the  communi- 
cations with  the  northern  provinces,  and  we  have  obliged  the  enemy  to  take 
for  their  retreat  the  road  by  Ponte  de  Murcella,  in  which  they  may  be  an- 
noyed  by  the  militia  acting  in  security  upon  their  flank,  while  the  allied 
army  will  press  upon  their  rear.  The  whole  countrv,  however,  aflbrda 
many  advantageoiis  positions  to  a  retreating  army,of  wiiich  the  enemy  have 
•hewn  that  they  know  how  to  avail  themselves.  They  are  retreating  from 
the  country  as  they  entered  it,  in  one  solid  mass ;  covering  their  rear  on 
isvery  iparch  by  the  operations  of  either  one  or  two  corps  d*arm£e,  in  the 
•trong  p<tfkioos  which  the  country  affords  j  which  corps  d*arm6eare'  closely 
anpported  by  the  main  body.  Before  they  quitted  their  position  they  de- 
stroyed a  part  of  their  cannon  and  ammunition ;  and  they  have  since  blown 
np  whatever  the  horses  were  unable  to  draw  away.  They  have  no  provi- 
•ions  excepting  what  they  plunder  on  the  spot ;  or  having  plundered  what 
tl|e  soldiers  carry  00  their  backs  *,  and  live  cattle.

which  the  following  is  an  extract. 

The  army  of  Genrral  Masscna  continars  to  retreat  towards  the  frontier', 
sod  erery  inarch  ia  facilitated  by  the  abaiidooment  of  wounded,  the  destme- 
tion  of  baggage,  and  whatever  can  encumber  their  morement.  They  at- 
tempted during  the  ]8th  and  19th  to  make  a  stand  in  the  Sierra  de  MoHa, 
bat  they  were  driven  from  that  position  with  the  loss  of  six  handrrd  pri- 
toncrs  on  the  igth.  On  the  aist  ihev  reached  Galiza.  The  Britiah  head 
quarters  were  at  Pombeira  on  the  ]8tn,  and  at  Algazil  on  the  flOth.  The 
cavalry  and  light  troops  continued  in  sight  of  the  French  rear-gvard,  «i4 
the  movement  of  the  allied  army  along  the  skirts  of  the  Estrella,  whM 
flank  the  position  in  the  valley  of  the  Mondego,  promises  new  impedimenta 
to  their  retreat.  The  accounts  from  the  frontier  of  Spanish  Estreaadiii^ 
state,  that  the  greater  part  of  the  French  force  which  came  from  Andalnsia 
have  ri-tumcd  to  that  province.  Marshal  Soolt  moved  in  the  middle  of  the 
month  towards  Seville  at  the  head  of  fuur  thousand  infantry,  and  one  Ihou* 
•and  five  hundred  cavalry.  No  considerable  force  has  been  left  in  the  town 
0f  Badijos.  The  siege  of  Campo  Major  continued  during  the  IQtk,  SOtb^ 
•nd  9ist.  A  breach  having  been  eflfected,  the  place  capitulated  on  the  mOTi^ 
Ing  of  the  latter  day.  The  garrison,  in  number  about  two  hundred  mnd  fifty 
nilitia,  have  remaified  prisoners  of  war.  The  French  force  before  the  place 
consisted  of  four  thousand  infantry  and  five  hundred  cavalry.  The  ad« 
▼anccd  guard  of  Marshal  Beresford  reached  Portilegre  on  the  80t)i»  wVeit 
that  officer  was  expected  oi|  the  following  day.

Lord  Liverpool's  office,  addressed  to  his  Lordship  by  Lieutenant-general  ijvrf 
Wellington,  dated  Oliveira  de  VHopital,  March  2lst. 

The  enemy  suffered  much  more  in  the  affair  of  the  15th  than  I  Fas  aware 
of,  when  I  siddressed  you  on  the  16th  instapt :  the  firing  was  not  oyer  till 
dairk,  and  it  appears  that  great  numbers  were  drowned  in  attempting  to  lor4 
|he  Ceira.  The  enemy  withdrew  his  rear-guard  from  that  river  in  flM 
course  of  the  16th,  and  we  crossed  it  on  the  17th,  and  had  our  poets  on  the 
Sierra  de  Mnrcella;  the  encmy^s  army  being  in  a  strong  position  on  the 
right  of  the  Alva.  They  moved  a  part  of  their  army  on  that  night,  bnt  stW 
maintained  their  position  on  the  Alva,  of  which  river  they  diestroyed  tlie 
bridges.  We  turned  their  left  by  the  Sierra  de  SanU  Quitcria,  with  the  3d, 
ist,  and  5th  divisions,  on  the  1  ith,  while  the  light  division  and  the  Mk  mn- 
ttoeoTred  in  their  front  from  the  Sierra  de  Mnrcella.  These  movements  in. 
dnced  the  enemy  to  bring  back  to  the  Sierra  de  Moita  the  troops  which  hnd 
marched  the  preceding  night,  at  the  same  time  that  they  retired  their  corpe 
from  the  Alva,  and  in  the  evening  their  whole  army  was  assembled  vpon 
Moita,  and  the  advanced  posts  of  our  ri|^t  were  near  Arganil,  those  of  enr 
left  across  the  Alva.  The  enemy  retired  from  the  position  of  Moitn  hi  Ihfe 
night  of  the  i8th,  and  have  continued  their  retreat  with  the  utmost  rapiditsr 
ever  sinee  5  and  I  imagine  their  rear-guard  will  be  at  Celerico  this  dmy.  Wc 
nssemblcd  the  army  upon  the  Sierra  de  Moita  on  the  19th,  and  onr  advanced 
posts  are  this  day  beyond  Pinhancos.  The  militia  under  Colonels  Wilson 
mnd  Trant  are  at  Fornos.  We  have  taken  great  numbers  of  prisoners,  end 
the  enemy  have  continued  to  destroy  their  carriagts  and  cannon,  and  what- 
ever would  impede  their  progress  As  the  greatest  number  of  the  prisoners 
taken  on  the  19th  had  been  sent  out  on  foraging  parties  towards  the  Monde- 
go,  and  had  been  ordered  to  return  to  thehr  position  on  the  Alva>  I  COBcUdc 
tlia(  the  enemy  had  intended  to  remain  in  it  for  some  days. 
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8onlt  hai  f^ne  toSerille  lince  the  fall  of  Bad«jot;  and  it  is  reported,  that 
idioat  diree  tlioafand  French  troopt  had  been  teen  on  their  marah  t^nnifk 
Barcarota  to  the  lomthward.

SiR^— •!  have  the  bluest  latisfaction  in  transmittinil^  to  you,  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  a  letter  I  hare  thia 
mornings  receired  from  Captain  Maurice,  governor  of  Anholt,  acquaintinf 
jne  of  an  attack  having  been  made  on  that  island  by  a  formidable  military 
/orce,  supported  by  18  heavy  fpin-boats,  and  other  armed  vessels,  on  th« 

Sth  nit. ;  which  was  defeated  in  the  most  gallant  manner  by  Governor 
anrice  and  the  brave  garrison  under  his  orders,  with  the  loss  to  the  enemy 
of  their  commander,  and  three  other  officers  killed,  and  i6  officers  and  np-i 
wards  of  500  rank  and  file  taken  prisonera. 

I  cannot  too  strongly  express  to  their  lordships  my  high  admiration  of 
the  very  gallant  conduct  of  Governor  Maurice,  and  Major  Torrens,  seni^ 
uAoer,  of  the  royal  marines,  and  the  other  officers  and  men  composing  the 
brave  garrison,  fud  my  satisfaction  that  this  brilliant  service  has  been  per« 
formed  with  so  Rttle  loss  on  our  part. 

I  have  also  great  pleasure  in  transmitting  a  letter  from  Captain  Baker, 
of  the  Tartar,  giving  an  account  of  the  operations  of  that  ship,  and  his 
mgesty's  sloop  Sheldrake,  in  support  of  Captain  Maurice,  and  in  pursoSt 
of  the  retreating  flotilla  of  the  enemy.  Their  lordships  will,  I  doubt  not^ 
alao  appreciate  the  good  conduct  of  Captain  Stewart,  in  attacking  and  de- 
feating so  superior  a  force  as  that  opposed  to  him,  each  of  the  gun-boats 
calrrying  heavy  metal,  and  being  manned  with  6o  or  70  men.

[dby  tbeautilla,  ulso  hung  out  a  flag  of  truee,  aud  1  irni  iint  >mi»  j   I 
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■Ceele  and  Bfcant  of  the  royal  mRrine  artillnry,  and  part  of  the  Uf(lit  coi»> 
paay  commanded  by  Lieutenant  Tumbnll.  When  we  arrlTed  at  the  veal 
end  of  the  Islund,  we  f.mnd  thit  the  eii»>niy  had  formed  on  the  beach,  and 
were  protected  by  foarteen  ran-!iaatii  towed  close  to  the  shore.  To  attack 
bncb  a  force,  with  four  howitz:*ni  and  forty  men,  seemed  a  useless  sacriiic* 
of  braTC  men's  lives.  I  therefore,  with  the  advice  of  Mijor  Torrens,  halted 
on  the  hills,  while  I  relnetantly  saw  the  reserve  embarked  under  cover  of 
the  ^nboAts,  and  the  flotilla  take  a  final  leave  of  the  iiilaiid. 

I  am  happy  to  say  oar  loss  has  not  been  so  considerable  as  mifrht  hav« 
been  expected  from  so  desperate  an  attack,  we  having  only  two  kilh^l  and 
thirty  wonnded.  The  enemy  have  snflered  severely;  we  have  bnried 
between  thirty  and  forty  of  their  dead,  and  have  received  in  the  hospital 
tsrenty-threo  of  their  wonnded,  most  of  them  have  nnderfone  ampntations, 
three  since  dead  of  their  wonnds,  besides  a  %rt9t  number  which  they  carried 
off  the  field  to  their  boats.  Major  Melsteat,  the  commandant,  fell  iu  the 
field:  Captain  Bor^an,  the  next  in  command,  wonnded  in  the  arm;  Cap- 
tain Pmtt,  Adjotant-ireneral  to  the  commander  of  the  forces  in  Jutland,  Ion 
Iwtb  his  lei^ ;  since  dead.  • 

The  most  pleasinif^  part  of  my  duty  is  to  bear  testimony  to  the  zeal, 
•neriry,  and  intrepidity  of  the  officers  and  men  I  had  the  honour  to  com* 
mand.  To  particularise  would  be  impossible  :  the  same  ardour  inspired  the 
whole.  To  Lieolenant  Baker,  next  in  command,  who  will  have  the  honour 
of  dcUverinf  this  dispatch,  and  will  ipive  yon  every  information  vou  may 
require,  I  am  much  indebted ;  his  merit  and  zeal  as  an  officer,  which  I  h)ive 
some  years  been  acquainted  with,  and  his  volonteeriog  with  me  on  this  ser- 
vice, claim  my  warmest  esteem.  Captain  i*orren8,  the  seuiur  officer  uf  the 
Tovnl  marines,  and  who  acted  as  commandant  of  the  rarrison,  bjre  a  ccm- 
nnicnout  part  on  this  day  ;  and  atthoufrh  wounded,  I  did  not  lose  his  valu- 
able service  and  able  support.  The  discipline  aud  state  of  |>€rfection  to 
which  he  had  brou|;ht  the  battalion  is  highly  creditable  to  him  as  an  officer. 
Lieutenant  R.  C.  Steele,  senior  officer,  of  ruyal  marine  artt1U*ry,  also  claims 
kiy  warmest  acknowledgements  for  the  arransrements  he  mude,  which  enabhMl 
Tif  to  keep  up  ^o  heavy  and  destructive  a  fire.  Captain  Steele,  Lien  tenant 
and  Qnarter-master  Fischer  seuiur  subaltern,  Lieuteoaut  and  Adjutant 
Steele,  Lieutenants  Stewart,  Oray,  Ford.  Jellico,  Atkinson,  and  Curtayoe^ 
mil  merit  n^y  warmest  acknowledgments  tor  the  assistance  they  aiforded  me. 
Lieutenant  Betant,of  the  royul  marine  artillery,  dt^serves  every  commenda- 
tion I  can  give  him  for  his  cool  and  able  judpnent  in  the  direction  of  the 
guns  on  the  Massareene  batter\'.  Lieutenant  Tumbnll,  who  acted  as  cap* 
tain  of  the  lic^ht  company,  when  we  pursued  the  reserve,  manifested  such 
zeal  and  energy,  that  I  have  no  donbt,  had  we  bron^t  the  ent^ny  a^ain  to 
action,  he  would  have  borne  a  very  conspicuous  part.  I  cannot  sufficiently 
express  my  thatiks  to  Captains  Baker  and  Stewart  of  the  Tarliir  and  Snel- 
drake,  (or  their  g^eat  exertions  to  get  round  to  the  flotilla ;  and  had  the 
wind  the  least  favoured  them,  they  would  have  destroyed  the  whole.  I  am 
happy  to  add,  that  the  property  belonging  to  the  merchauts  has  been  fully 
pmtertcd,  withont  meeting  with  the  least  loss. 

The  exp^ition  sailed  from  the  Randfrs,  commanded  by  Ma}or  Melsteat 
(^B  officer  of  great  distinction),  and  consisted  of  the  following  corps  :-^ 
9d  battalion  of  Jutland  sharpshouteri,  4th  battalion  sd  regiment  of  Jutland 
yttM;rs,  1st  regiment  of  Jutland  infantry,  with  some  others,  the  names  of 
which  cannot  be  ascertained. 

I  have  the  houoi^  to  inclose  the  article  of  surrender,  a  return  of  killed 
and  wounded,  and  a  list  of  Danish  officers  killed  and  taken.  Also  a  return 
of  •rdaance  stores  taken.

Sir, — I  have  tl.e  honour  to  acquaint  you,  that  tlie  Wrangler  and  Safe- 

jraard.^ut  being  ready,   I  proceeded  with   the  Sheldrake  according  to  your 

orders   from  \  annouth  RomU  on  the  icoth  instant,  and  anchored  off  the 

aoitli  Jiide  uf  Anholt  on  the  ifith.  Oa  communicating  with  Captaia  Maurica, 
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I  was  bsppy  to  learn  from  him,  Ibat  the  j^arriiton  were  in  high  health  aud 
spirits,  and  fully  prepared  to  expel  any  attack  which  the  eueoiy  iiiij^ht  me- 
ditate aj^sinst  thcm^  and  un  opportnnity  very  speedily  occu/red  to  prowm 
the  just  foundation  on  which  he  re|>o»cd  his  confidence  in' them;  fur  at 
dawn  of  day,  on  the  following  murniu^,  we  observed  a  heavy  .firiufi^  con|. 
mence  fnim  the  batteries  round  the  li:;ht-house8,  which  made  it  rcrtaiii 
4hat  the  island  was  attacked  on  the  south  side.  I  iuime'dialely  weighed,  as 
also  the  Sheldrake,  and  as  soon  as  it  was  light  a  telegraphic  sigiial  was  made 
from  the  island,  that  the  enemy  had  landed,  and  that  the  guu^boats  had 
Itept  up  a  heavy  fire.  The  wind  being  from  the  westward,  1  had  the  murti- 
fyinf(  alternative  to  run  ten  or  eleven  miles  to  leeward  to  get  ruuud  the  reef 
extending  from  the  east  end  of  the  iwlaud,  or  to  beat  up  a  still  greater  dis- 
tance to  w<*»ther  that  branching  out  from  its  north-west  point.  But  consi- 
dering that  the  knowledge  of  the  frigate's  being  near  to  the  island  ^of  whicli 
they  were  hitherto  ignorant)  would  make  a  considerable  imprchsioa  on  the 
enemy,  1  resolved  on  going  to  leeward  round  the  shoal  of  the  Kuot>ens,  as 
bringing  me  sooner  iu  their  sight  \  at  the  same  time  I  made  a  signal  to  the 
Sheldrake  to  keep  ou  the  north  side  of  the  island,  Captain  Maurice  having 
signified,  by  telegraph,  that  she  would  be  serviceable  there.  As  we  rounded 
the  reef,  the  noble  and  incessant  fire,  kept  up  from  the  Euglish  batteries, 
left  no  doubt  on  my  mind  as  to  the  result  of  the  affair ;  and  about  ten 
o^clock  I  had  the  satisfaction  to  observe  a  signal  mide  from  the  light-houiie, 
that  tlie  enemy's  troops,  to  the  number  of  -3  or  (>oo,  had  surrendered  .it  dis- 
cretion. As  1  expected,  their  flotilla  made  off  the  instant  t|ie  Tartar  came 
in  sight,  aud  the  wind  being  light  durin>j^  the  fore  part  of  the  day,  they  were 
enabled  to  sweep  directly  to  wiudwaid;  aud  as  their  small  draught  of  wat^r 
allowed  them  to  go  within  the  western  rv.ei»  of  the  island,  while  we  were 
obliged  to  beat  round  it,  they  Averc'  nearly  out  of  sight  to  leeward  before  we 
<>9ald  bear  up  after  them.  The  Sheldrake,  however,  was  lappily  placed  iu 
the  way  of  that  division  of  them  which  endeavoured  to  escape  towards  the 
coast  of  Sweden. 

I  beg  leave  to  inclose  a  copy  of  Captain  Stewart's  letter  to  me,  stating  the 
capture  of  two  of  them;  and  1  cannot  sufficicniiy  praise  the  intrepidity  and 
skill  with  which  he  attacked  a  force  so  superior  tu  his  own.  Those  which 
I  pursued  separated  iu  different  courses;  tlirie  of  the  lur^ot  steered  fur  the 
island  of  Lctssoe,  and  I  followed  them  ;  but  tlicy  had  gained  so  much  the 
start  of  mc,  that  they  were  not  within  reach  of  my  gnus  when  night  came 
ou,  fmcf  we  found  ourselves  in  shoal  water,  on  the  fiut  extendiu;*:  to  the 
southward  of  that  island,  and  were  obliged  to  haul  oB*.  I  at'terward?  rap- 
tured two  of  their  transports,  which  I  had  passed  durin^t  the  chace  of  the 
gun-boats  ;  one  of  them  had  22  suldicrs  on  board,  with  a  considerable 
quantity  of  ammunition,  shells.  &c.  ;  the  other  coiitained  provisions. 

The  island  being  greatly  encumbered  with  prisoners,  Captam  Maurice 
lias  sent  a  flag  of  truce  to  Jutland,  ofl'ering  to  release  them  on  tluir  patrolc 
Dot  to  serve  until  ret^nlarly  exchanged.  If  this  proposal  should  he  accpted, 
it  is  myiuteution  to  take  them  over  to  Rauders  in  the  Tartar  auJSheldiake, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  demand  the  officers  and  crew  of  his  majesty's  late 
sloop  ^Pandora  wrecked.  The  prisoners  of  war  taken  iu  the  gun-boats  con- 
sist of  two  lieutenants  of  the  Danish  navy,  and  110  men.  I  have  directed 
the  Wrani^ler  to  proceed  to  England,  with  Lieutenant  Baker,  royal  navy, 
of  the  island  of  Auholt,  charged  with  Captain  >Iauriv*e's  dispatches,  which 
I  hope  may  meet  with  your  approbation,     l.have  the  honour  to  b<',  <Scc.

SiR^— In  obedience  to  your  signal  yestei'day  to  keep  on  the  north  side  of 
the  iskiid,  my  attention  was  puticnlvly  occupied  iu  i^icrenting^  the  escape 
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of  the  poexny^*  flotilla  to  leeward,  bopinir  by  bo  doing  1  aoticipttted  foor 
minlici.  At  two  p-  m.  obnerviog  the  Tartar  to  windward  of  the  bland,  aad 
t)ie  ((un-boals  eotlcavouriiif;  to  pats  tlirout^h  the  patsaf^e  inside  tbe  reef,  I 
endeavoured  ta  place  myself  in  lucb  a  aituatiou  as  to  tarn  tbem,  or  render 
an  action  unaroidable.  About  four  p.  m.  we  closed  within  lonf  ran^e  of 
tbot,  their  force  coniiiitiug  ot  sixteen  ft^nn-boats  and  armed  Teasels,  in  cloae 
and  compact  order,  fvrnied  in  line,  steering  down  with  the  apparent  deter- 
^nination  of  tupporting  each  other ;  but  they,  finding  us  equally  determined 
to  iiriog  them  to  close  action,  began  to  disperse  just  when  we  were  in  hopes 
of  placing  ourselves  in  such  a  situation  as  mnst  have  annihilated  the  whole 
of  tlifm  ip  a  short  time.  However,  as  five  of  tbeui  kept  in  one  direetioD,  I 
Vtyi  aftir  Uiem,  ainl  have  the  pleasure  tu  infurm  you  we  brought  them  t» 
cloi»c  ac'tion  at  half  )>af  t  fuur,  when  one  of  them.  No.  9,  immediately  stmcki 
the  mounts  tvro  long  i8-pounders,  and  fonr  brass  howitzers,  65  men,  ana 
conimaaded  by  a  lirutrnant  of  repute  in  the  Danish  navy.  Immediately  the 
pr.^or:cr8  Mfre  on  board,  we  tncdc  all  sail  after  the  largest  lugger,  whkh,  1 
am  ab'o  hiippy  to  inferm  you,  we  captured  about  eight  p.  m.  after  exchan^f 
ing  a  few  shot.  She  proved  to  be  u  gun-vessel,  No.  1,  moonting  two  long 
t4-poui:d(-r8,  and  four  hrass  bowilzers,  complement  of  70  men,  only  60  pf 
whom  wc  fouuil  00  board.  From  the  uuuiber  of  shot  she  received,  1  am 
convinced  she  mu9t  have  lust  many  of  her  crew.  Her  commanderis  alsoalieit- 
tenant  of  the  Danish  navy.  I  am  extremely  rejoiced  to  Pay  we  have  no  person 
hurt ;  our  sails  and  rigging  being  a  little  cut,  and  a  few  grape-shot  in  the 
hull,  is  the  extent  of  cur  damage.  1  fte)  great  pride' in  being  able  to  inform 
you,  the  efiircrs  and  crew  1  have  the  honour  to  command  behaved  so  as  to 
meet  my  warmest  praise ;  and  I  can  assure  you,  sir,  all  on  boaid  were  greatly 
nouoyed  at  the  enemy  not  allowing  us  the  phta^urc  of  making  an  example  «^ 
the  so  mnch  talked  of  Danish  gun-boats,  flight  coming  on,  and  we  hmying 
on  board  forty  more  prisonrrs  than  our  people,  1  am  sorry  to  say,  we  cbnid 
not  succeed  in  capturing  w^y  more  of  them,  as  they  separated  after  the  firat 
had  struck  ;  but  Keveral  that  escaped  were  under  our  fire,  and  appeared  to 
have  suftcred  much — so  much  so,  that  some  of  the  people  say  one  sunk.

'Dispatches  have  this  day  been  received  at  this  oftice  from  Charles  Stuart, 
esq.  Lis  majesty's  minister  at  Lisbon,.d.ited  the  30th  ultimo,  stating,  that 
Si^  vVilliam  Beresford,  having  united  the  whole  of  his  force  in  Portalegre, 
on  the  S3d  of  March,  advanced  on  the  24th, ^  and  attacked  the  enemy  with 
his  cavalry  on  the  2Slh.  They  were  compeflcd  to  abandon  Campo  Major, 
with  the  lues  of  six  hundred  men  killed  and  wounded.  On  the  26th,  General 
Beresforfl*s  head  quarters  were  at  Elvas.  The  enemy  had  withdrawn  their 
whole  force,  excepting  a  weak  picqnet,  to  the  other  (tide  of  the  Guadiana. 
The  corps  under  Marshal  .Soult  has  halted  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Lierena. 
General  BuHastcros  had  returned  to  Gibralcon,  on  the  29th,  where  hisforee 
has  been  increased  by  the  arrival  of  six  thousand  men  under  General  Zayas. 
Marshal  Bessiercs  arrived  at  Zamora  on  the  5th  of  March  with  seven  thoii- 
sand  men.

^Kes  wbicli  had  been  tent  roaiid  horn  the  Taf^  to  the  Mondcgo  ahouM 
Mnire.  This  halt  was  the  more  desirable  at  nt^iag  coold  he  Ihsad  hi  th« 
country,  mud  every  day^a  march  iBcreaaing  the  distance  firou  the  magesuMt 
OB  the  Tagos  readcred  the  supply  of  the  troo;ia  more  difficalt  aad  precari- 
ous ;  and  the  further  advance  of  the  main  body  for  a  few  day*  did  not  ap- 
pear to  be  necessary.  The  cavalry  and  lif  ht  troops  continued  to  annoy  tht 
enemy's  rear  aud  to  take  prisoners  ;  and  the  militia  under  Colonel  Wilsoft 
had  «n  aflair  with  a  detachment  of  the  enemy,  on  the  Md,  not  Aur  from  Ce» 
lerico,  in  which  they  killed  7  and  wounded  several,  und  took  15  priaottert. 
The  militia  under  General  Silveira  also  took  some  prisoners  on  the  sstb. 
The  enemy  retired  his  left,  the  3d  corps,  by  Goveia  through  the  monntaina 
upon  Guarda^  and  the  remainder  of  the  army  by  the  high  road  upo«  Cele- 
rieo.  They  have  since  moved  more  troops  upon  Guarda,  which  position 
they  still  hold  in  strength.  Our  advanced  guard  is  in  front  of  Celerico,  to* 
wards  Gnarda,  and  at  Alverca,  and  the  3d  division  in  the  mountains,  and 
<x:cupying  Porco  Miserella,  and  Prados.  The  allied  troops  will  be  collect* 
ed  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Celerico  to-morrow.  General  Ballastcros  sur- 
prised General  Remon  on  the  10th,  at  Palma,  and  dispersed  his  detachment^ 
and  took  from  him  500  prisoners.  General  Ballasteros  has  since  retired 
to  Valverde,  and  1  hear  that  General  Zayas  had  been  detached  from  Cadis 
with  six  thousand  men,  including  four  hundred  cavalry,  to  be  disembarked 
nt  Huelva  to  join  General  Ballasteros. 

P.  S.  Since  writing  the  above,  1  have  received  the  report  of  a  gallant  ne- 
tioB  of  one  of  our  patrole  yesteitlay  eveuing,  between  Alverca  and  Gnarda, 
under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Perse  of  the  ]6th  Kght  dragoons,  and 
Lieutenant  Foster  of  the  royals,  who  attacked  a  detachment  of  the  enemy's 
cavalry  between  Alverca  and  Gnarda,  and  killed  and  wounded  several  of 
them,  and  took  the  oflicer  and  thirty-Rcven  men  prisoners.  Theencmy  have 
withdrawn  from  Pinhel  across  the  Coa.

My  Lord, — ^The  allied  army  were  collected  in  the  neighbourhood  and  tn^ 
front  of  Celerico  on  the  26th  of  March,  with  a  view  to  dislodge  tiie  enemy 
from  the  poaition  which  they  bad  taken  upon  Guarda,  which  they  still  oc- 
cupied in  force,  and  of  r.hich  they  apparently  intended  to  retain  possession 
On  that  day  a  patrole  of  tight  infantry  fi'om  Migor-general  Alexander  Camp- 
beirs  division,  commanded  by  the  Hon.  Colonel  Ramsay,  had  some  ancteas 
against  a  detachment  of  th^  enemy  at  Avclans  :  and  a  patrole  of  the  light 
cavalry,  with  a  detachment  of  the  95th,  with  whicl^  was  Mujor-generulSli^b^ 
obliged  the  enemy  Ai  retire  from  Fraxedas  *,  both  took  manj  prisoners ;  and 
I  am  concerned  to  add,  that  Brigade-major  Stewart,  of  the  95th,  was  killed 
^i^h  the  last. 

On' the  morning  of  the  'i9th,  the  dd,  6th,  and  light  divisions,  and  the  16th 
light  dragoons  and  bnssars,  under  the  command  of  Miyor  general  Ficton, 
Major-general  Alexander  Campbell,  and  Major-general  Sir  William  Erskine, 
moved  upon  Gnarda  in  five  columns,  which  wei*c  supported  by  the  5th  divi- 
aion  in  the  valley  of  the  Mondego,  and  by  the  ist  and  7th  from  Celerico ; 
nod  the  militia,  under  General  Trant  and  Colonel  Wilson,  covered  the  move- 
inent  at  Alvei-ca  against  any  attempt  that  might  have  been  made  on  that 
;»ide  to  disturb  it.  The  enemy  abandoned  the  position  of  Guarda  withon^ 
firing  a  shot,  and  retired  upon  Sabugal,  ou  the  Coa.  They  were  follow^ 
tby  our  cavalry,  who  took  some  prisoners  from  them. 

On  the  30tli,  Sir  William  Erskine,  with  the  cavalry  and  horse  artillery,  fell 
upon  the  rear-guard  of  the  9d  corps,  which  had  been  near  Belmonte,  and 
|ind  ^wrchcd  fo^  the  Con  during  the  nighty  mnd  he  kHkd  and  wonnded  aev^ 
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fal,  and  took  tome  prisnnerft.  The  enemy  hare  since  taken  a  pontkm  upon 
4ht  Coa,  haTinf^  an  advanced  guard  on  this  side ;  and  the  allied  troops  have 
lliif  day  been  collected  on  the  left  of  that  ri?er. 

I  have  the  honour  to  inclose  the  copy  of  a  letter  which  I  hare  received 
from  Marshal  Sir  William  Beresford,  containing  the  terms  of  capitvlatioa  of 
Campo  Major ;  and  I  have  likewise  the  honour  of  inclosing  his  report  of 
kit  first  operations  against  the  enemy  ;  from  which  your  lordship  will  ob- 
serve, that  he  has  got  possession  of  that  place  again,  and  has  had  consider- 
able success  against  th£  enemy*s  cavalry.  This  success  would  have  been 
more  complete,  and  would  have  been  attended  with  less  loss,  if  the  ardour 
of  the  13th  light  dragoons  and  7lh  Portuguese  regiment  of  cavalry  in  the 
pursuit  of  the  enemy  could  have  been  kept  within  reasonable  |>ouDd8.  Some 
of  the  men  missing  of  bpth  these  regiments  were  made  prisoners  on  the 
bridge  of  Badi^os.  The  enemy  have  likewise  ab;indoned  Albnrquerque.  1 
have  recciTed  no  accounts  from  Cadij,  or  from  th^  north,  sinco  I  addressed 
your  lordship  on  the  27 th  of  M^ch.    1  have,  fwc

Marshal  Beresfbrd  reports,  under  date  of  Campo  Major,  26th  of  March, 
that  he  had  moved  on  the  preceding  morning  from  Ai TOi\cbes,  and  upon  ap- 
proaching Campo  Migor  had  found  tk£  enemy's  corps  consisting  of  four  re- 
giments of  cavalry,  three  battalions  oF  infantry,  and  some  hoi-se  artillery) 
drawn  up  on  the  outside  of  the  town.  Brigadier-general  Long,  being  sent 
with  the  allied  cavalry  to  turn  the  eocmy^s  right,  found  an  opportunity  of 
prdering  a  charge  to  be  made  by  two  squadrons  of  the  13th  Ugh  t  dragoons, 
'«nder  Lieutenant-colonel  Head,  and  two  squadrons  of  Portuguese  dragoons 
^nder  Colonel  Otway,  supported  by  the  remaindi^r  of  the  cavaljy..  By  this 
charge  the  enemy^s  horse  were  completely  routed  and  chased  by  the  four 
iquadrons  above  mentioned  into  the  town  of  Badajos.  A  great  number  of 
the  French  were  sabred,  as  were  the  {gunners  belonging  to  sixteen  pieces  of 
cannon  that  were  taken  upon    the  ruad,    but   aflcrward.s  abandoned.     The 

Snrsnit  of  the  enemy''s  cavalry  havinsc  led  a  great  proportion  of  the  allied 
ragoons  to  a  distance  of  flcverat  miles  before  the  infantry  of  Marshal  Beres- 
ford'i*  army  could  come  up,  the  IVetich  infantry  availed  themselves  of  theop- 
.portunity  to  retreat  in  a  solid  column,  and  thus  effected  their  escape.  The 
enemy's  loss  is  estimated  at  not  less  than  five  or  six  hundred  men  killed, 
wounded,  or  prisoners ;  ^reat  numbers  of  horses  and  mules  were  taken,  to- 
gether with  one  howitzer  and  some  ammunition-waggons.  Marshal  Berea- 
ford  speaks  highly  of  the  steadiness  of  Colonel  De  Grey^s  brigade  of  heavy 
Cavalry,  and  of  the  frailantry  displayed  by  all  the  troops  that  were  engaged. 
The  enemy  abandoned  the  town  of  Canipo  5fHJor  without  resistance,  leaving 
there  a  consideraiile  supply  of  corn  and  provisions,  and  eight  thousand  ra- 
tions of  biscuit.

TWO   LETTERS  OMITTED   IN  THE  GAZETTES  OF  LAST  MOHTH,  XARCB  11/ 

£ttraet  qf  a   letter  from  Lieutenant-colonel  Grant  y  dated  ColvilhOf 

February  14,   1811. 

The  division  of  the  enemy  which  arrived  at  Gnarda,  detached  9500  men 
fbr  Belmonte,  three  leaii^nes  tr9m  this  town.  All  the  small  villa jea  rottn4 
this  place  have  been  sacked  and  robbed.  At  the  same  time  they  sent  and 
informed  the  inhabitants  of  Colviiha,  they  intended  to  establish  their  head- 
qnarter  here,  and  wonid  shoot  any  person  who  should  attempt  to  fly.  la 
order  to  be  able  to  frustrate  their  intentions,  and  save  the  pFincipal  town  fm 
this  district,  I  marched  from  Fundao  in  the  ni^ht  of  the  8th,  with  400  orde- 
nanza,  almost  all  from  Alpodrinha  and  Castello  Branco^  with  one  six-ponn« 
der,  and  arrived  here  at  three  the  following  day. 

In  the  morning  of  th  I3th,  the  town  wa/  attacked  at  eight  o^clock,  by 
1500  of  the  enemy,  from  Belmonte,  in  two  columns.  Having  posted  my  peo« 
pie  to  the  greatest  possible  advantage,  I  suffered  the  enemy  to  arrive  with,- 
in  musket  shot,  when  in  ten  minutes  they  were  put  in  confusion,  and  ob- 
liged to  retire  in  disorder ;  but  the  ^re  and  mancenvres  executed  for  three 
hours,  by  some  of  our  best  companies  of  ordenanzas,  caused  them  a  great 
loss  on  their  flanks  and  rear-guard.  At  two  o^clock  in  the  afternoon,  they 
retired  by  Peixora  fur  Belmonte.  Seven  of  the  enemy  were  found  deacL 
many  others,  together  with  their  wounded,  they  carried  with  them.  We  baa 
only  four  men  wounded.  Gtineral  Claperede  is  in  Guarda,  and  a  brigadier 
in  Belmonte  3  the  first  has  tOOO  men,  and  five  pieces  of  artillery,  but  few 
cavalry.

leira,  February  21,  1811. 

The  enemy  having  for  some  time  been  in  the  habit  of  sending  a  strong 
pstrole  almost  every  night  to  Arruda,  I  gave  orders  to  Ensign  Slieerubitz,  «ii' 
the  hussars,  to  place  himself,  with  thirty  men  of  the  16th  light  dragoons 
and  hussars,  in  ambuscade  in  the  vicinity  of  Ferragoas,  in  the  morning  of 
the  19th,  for  the  purpose  of  intercepting  this  patroie  should  it  appear;  and 
at  the  same  time  to  watch  the  movcrocats  of  the  enemy,  who,  it  was  reported, 
was  aboiit  to  make  some  considerable  movement.  The  picquet  at  Malha- 
quejo  was  reinforcfd,  and  ordered  to  be  readiness  to  support  the  said  party. 
The  enemy^s  patroie  did  not  appear,  as  was  expected,  on  the  night  of  the 
19th  or  30th  ;  but  in  the  afternoon  of  this  day.  Ensign  Sheerubitz  (not  hav/- 
iag  sufficient  forage  to  enable  him  to  remain  for  a  longer  time)  ordered  a 
small  patroie  towards  where  the  enemy- s  picquet  was  in  Oleanede,  in  order  to 
allure  it  out,  which  had  the  desired  eflVct ;  the  enemy  foUowed  this  patroie 
with  an  officer  and  iU)  infantry,  and  an  officer  and  so  dragoons,  which  were 
drawn  by  the  patroie  to  the  amUiscade,  when  Ensign  SIteerubitz  fell  upon 
them,  killed  or  made  prisoners  the  officer  and  the  whole  of  the  infantry,  took 
three  ^dragoons,  killed  some  others  of  them,  and  compelled  the  remainder  te 
fly  in  disorder  to  their  posts,  which  were  at  a  short  distance.  The  infantry  offi- 
cer who  was  taken  prisoner  was  wounlid.  In  all  17  prison«?rs  were  made;  we 
had  a  horse  wounded.  Ensign  Sheeru'iitz  conducted  himself  on  this  occa- 
sion with  much  judgmeot,  aiul  I  beg  you  will  inform  the  commander-in-chief 
of  hit  good  conduct.

Col6n«l,— The  ofBter  madr  priMraer  is  an  aide>>dii-camp  of  General  CUa- 
•els.  He  had  been  lyini^^in  ambuscade  last  week,  with  different  parti^,  in 
•ffder  to  take  ■oma  of  our  patroks,  and  was  at  the  very  moment  waitimf>lbr 
our  patrolc  from  Rio  Mayor;  but  seeioff  the  smtfH  patroke  in  the  road  ol 
Fetragoas,  he  wished  to  intercept  it,  and  in  conseqnenee  fell  into  our  am- 
baseade.  He  is  so  severely  wounded,  tttat  he  cannot  set  ont  from  this  place 
to-day.  One  of  the  draf^oons  made  prisonrr  has  died  of  bis  wounds,  and  Um 
Ueater  part  of  those  taken  are  wonuded^  though  slightly.

rR¥VCH  OFFICIAL   ACCOUNT   OF   MA66CVA*S   RETREAT. 

An  aide.dn-€amp  of  Marshal  the  Prince  of  Essliog  has  arrived  at  Puin 
Be  set  out  on  the  S3d  of  March  from  Celerico,  which  was  the  head-quai^ 
ters.  All  the  magazinifiB  which  the  army  had  formed  were  entirely  exhaiktted 
OB  the  98th  of  February.   The  foragers,  who  were  sent  30  leagues  from  haad 
quarters,  no  longer  brought  in  any  thing.    On  the  ist  of  March  they  were 
tredttced  to  subsist  on  the  reserve  of  biscuit,  which  could  only  famish  IS 
days*  food,  and  it  was  impossible  to  wait  for  the  harvest,  as  no  resource 
ooold  be  expected  from  it  before  June.    There  remained,  therefore,  to  tba 
Prince  of  Essling  only  three  nnfiisurcs  to  adopt.    One  was  to  attack  the 
Bnglish  in  their  lines  before  Lisbon,  but  the  principles  of  military  tactica 
forbade  this,  inasmuch  as  his  heavy  artillery  could   not  be  brought  up^ 
Another  was  to  paw  the  Tagus  to  form  a  junction  with  the  army  of  Andaln-^ 
aia,  and  by  that  meana^  opening   a  communication  by  the  great  road  vitk' 
Seville  and  Madrid,  finding  his  artillery  iu  Badijos,  drawing  his  proviaioaa 
from  the  Aleatejo,  changing  his   line  of  operation,  and  maintaining  the 
double  tete-de  pont,  which  the  army  had  constructed  on  the  right  and  left 
banks  of  the  Zesere  at  Punhete.     General  Eble,  with  an  activity  and  a  tma 
knowledge  of  all  the  resources  of  his  art,  which  did  him  the  greatest  honoar, 
as  well  as  the  artillery,  wa^  preparing  to  construct  900  boats.    We  might 
then,  by  throwing  at  once  two  bridges  over  the  Tag^s,  menacing  a  pasaaga 
in  front  of  Punhete,  effecting  *  one  lower  down  opposite  Santarem,  oearin^ 
then  apon  the  rear  of  the  division  of  General  Hill,  which  the  English  kept 
before  Punhete,  or  leaving  the  English  array  at  Liiibon,  and  by  a  movement  - 
upon  Leria,  obliging  them  to  recal  the  division  of  General  Hill  in  order  tor 
succour  Lisbon  ;  profiting  by  this  movement  to  throw  over  a  bridge  in  tbc 
environs  of  Punhete.    The  Tagus  being  passed  by  one  or  other  of  tfacae 
operations,  a  commnuication  would  have  been  opened  with   Seville  and 
Madrid,  and  we  might  have  been  reinforced  with  all   the  resources  of  the 
army  of  Andalusia.     The  third  measure  which  presented  itself  was  torepata 
the  Mondego,  bearing  upon  Guarda,  and  opening  a  communication  with 
Ciudad  Rodrigo,  where  there  were  shoes,  clothing,  ammunition,  tetlllery, 
magazines,  and  money  for  the  anny,  which  had  not  been  paid  for  six  months. 
On  th«  3d  of  March  the  Prince  of  Eftsling  decided  on   the  last  measure. 
On  the  4th,  all  the  baggage  and  the  Kick  were  placed  on  a  great  nnmbcr 
of  mules  and  asses  which  were  with  the   army ;  they  were   sent  forward 
on  the  road,  and  gained  two  marches.    The  rear-guard  was  confided  to  the 
Ihike  of  £lehing&,  who  advanced  from  Leyria  to  .Moliano,  threatening  ta^ 
tarn  the  position  of  Cartaxo.    On  the  10th  the  rear-guard  was  at  PoomI. 
Our  sharpshooteers,  who  remained  in  front  of  the  town,   and  the  Euglialt 
advanced  guard,  were  engaged,  which  gave  rise  to  the  combat  at  Pombal. 
Ottr  advanced  posts  retired,  and  the  English  advanced  guard   entered  the 
the  town.    The  first  brigade  of  the  first  division  of  the  Duke  of  Elchingee 
charged  the  enemy  with  the  bayonet,  and  killed  and  wounded  4  or  500  nes.^ 
Onrloss  in  this  combat  amounted  to  5  killed  and  18  wounded.    The  Ea^ 
lish  advanced  guard  had  no  artillery  j  the  artillery  of  our  rear-guard  was  in^ 
l^tteryi  ^nd  played  oonstantly  upon  them. 
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French  of/ici^l  account  of  Massenas  retreat. 


On  the  iifh  the  French  rear-t^nard  was  on  the  hei^^ta  of  Redinha.  The 
£of:lith  f^eueral  adranced  with  bifi  whole  army.  •  At  two  in  the  afkemooa 
he  deployed  aboat  3S,ooo  mea  under  the  fire  of  40  of  our  piecea  of  artillery, 
which  played  with  f^reat  activity.  All  the  shot  bore  npon  the  mass  of  Ihe 
enemy,  they  beinsr  unmasked  by  any  battery.  l>iBor4er  manifested  itself 
acTcral  times  in  their  columns.  Ab9nt  five  their  artillery  arrived,  and  they 
mounted  some  batteries.  We  saw  with  pleasure  that  one  of  their  divisioua 
manoeuvred  on  the  right  to  torn  our  left,  by  the  ralley  of  Redinha.  We  let 
them  do  it.  As  soon  as  they  were  sufficiently  engaged^  the  .loth  and  27th  of 
the  line  charged  them  with  the  bayonet,  and  put  fhem  completely  to  the 
rout.  The  Enf^lish  officer  who  commanded  was  killed.  The  third  hussara 
made  a  fine  charge.  The  loss  of  the  English,  who  were  several  hours  under 
the  fire  of  our  artillery,  was  considerable.  Our  loss  amounted  to  80  kiHe^ 
and  wounded. 

On  the  15th,  the  advanced  gnard  was  at  Fox  de  Arome.  Our  artillery 
was  in  a  position  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Ceira,  which  commanded  much 
of  the  leu  bank.  We  engaged  the  enemy  very  adroitly  in  an  affair  of  ad* 
Tanced  posts,  which  emlmrrassed  him.  We  drew  him  under  the  fire  of  the 
artillery  of  the  right  bank,  whilst  the  39th  and  69th  charged  him.  The  viU 
lafiTC  was  taken  and  re-taken  several  times.  The  English  were  exposed  to 
all  the  fire  of  our  batteries^  disorder  prevailed  in  their  ranks,  and  soon  com- 
municated itself  to  the  whole  of  the  enemy  ^s  line.  Fativrned  with  the  incon« 
veuicuces  of  such  a  position,  some  fugitive  English  arrived  at  lx>uxa  and 
feiaherios.  l^he  village  of  Foi  de  Arome  remained  with  the  French  ri.'»r-> 
guard.  Our  loss  amounted  to  suo  men;* that  of  the  enemy  to  i2uo.  An 
English  general  officer  was  kiTled.  This  was  the  nvtmcut  to  marr!i  agninst 
the  English  army,  nod  to  ruin  it.  This  resoltitioii  \ras  for  an  instant  ai^i- 
tated  in  the  French  army,  hnt  it  was  the  ].'>th,  and  the  retreat  had  com- 
Aienced  on  the  5th.  We  had  only  mnrrhed  one  und  a  half  or  two  Irnsfnea 
per  day,  and  there  only  remained  provisions  for  two  or  three  days,  at  a  half 
ration.  It  was,  therefore,  im (possible  to  stop — there  was  not  a  ilay  to  lose^ 
and  the  army  continued  its  niorenient. 

On  the  17th,  the  rear-guard  had  wholly  passed  the  Alva.  Iniitrnctei]  by 
the  combats  of  Pomb^,  of  Redinha,  and  of  I'oz  dc  Aronte,  the  eu«.niy  nt) 
longer  shewed  himself.  These  three  combats  were  ailvantJi^f ous  to  the 
French  army.  "Not  a  single  caisson,  not  a  r3rria:;:e  with  hausr^iyr,  u<»t  one 
sick  man,  was  lerU  behind.  It  took  twelve  days  to  march  t'lom  Saufarem  to 
the  banks  of  the  Alva.  All  the  movements  of  the  retreat  were  calculated, 
not  upon  the  movements  of  the  English,  but  upon  the  necessity  of  sub- 
sistence. At  length,  on  the  2^d,  the  army  was  in  the  best  position,  and  the 
toldiers  in  the  best  spirits.  Convoys  had  set  out  from  Salaniduca  and  Ciu-r 
dad  Rodrigo,  and  every  day  the  anny  received  clothing,  shoes,  and  every 
thing  that  was  necessary  for  their  refreshment.  Thus  the  nriny  of  Portup:al 
has  lived  six  months  upon  the  resources  of  the  country — it  has  chansred  its 
place  when  all  those  resources  were  exhausted,  and  when  th»*  iliflirnltics  of 
transport  and  of  roads  left  no  hope  of  drawing  any  thin?  froiu  Ihe  ri<  pots.  The 
laonths  which  precede  the  harvest  are  in  general  the  most  difficult  for 
subsistence,  because  then  the  granaries  are  empty  j  their  difliculties  have  of 
course  existed  in  a  much  stronger  detrrtrc  in  an  enemy's  country  already 
Ijiid  waste.

Fraas  tl|I^H 
time  natil  tht  days  of  the  renowned  'marqnis,  this  family  produced  maaf  '  * 
emiacat  patriots  in  chnrch  and  state.  Patrick,  third  son  of  William  Loid 
Graham,  by  his  second  wife.  Lady  Mariotta  Stewart^  daughter  of  King 
Robert  111.  and  widow  of  George  Earl  of  Ancus,  as  also  of  Sir  James  KfSu 
vedy  of  Panare,  was  archbishop  of  Saint  Andrew*s,  in  the  reign  ofKiag 
James  III.  That  TCBcmble  prelate  died  in  his  castle  of  LocUcTea>  in  Flfe^ 
(anno  1478>}  afterwards  the  prison  of  Qaean  Mary.  William,  the  next  top- 
ther  to  the  bishop,  was  ancestor  of  the  Grahams  of  Garrock  and  Balgowaa* 
iVom  whom  our  heroic  general  is  lineally  descended.  Andrew  Graham  waa 
bishop  of  Danblane  in  the  reign  of  King  James  VI,  aa^  was  the  first  pre* 
tcstant  bishop  of  that  see.  General  Graham 'Carried  enify  in  life  the  hosi> 
•nrabla  Mary  Cathcart,  daughter  of  Charica  Lord  Cathcart,  and  sister  tolfce 
preeept^YiBcount  Cathcart,  Lord  G|^alock,  Ico.  commander  in  chief  ia  Seol- 
land,  and  to  the  late  Duchess  of  A  t^bol.  Countess  Dowagrr  of  Mansfield^  te 
This  virtuous  and  beautifol  lady  died  in  the  year  1793  :  her  nMurafail^^ 
band  erected  a  superb  ft  •  ^nmect  to  her  mtmory  at  MethTcn. 
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m  long  M  the  country  which  produced  him.  So  long  likewise 
i  will  the  hmve  compaoioot  of  Wallace  partake  in  the  glory  cf 
their  leader.  Through  a  long  aeries  of  ages,  Scotland  had  to  en- 
dore  a  long  contest  for  her  safety  and  liberty.  In  all  this  interval 
scarcely  a  battle  was  fovgbt  im  whidi  a  Graham  did  not  support 
the  honour  of  hiniself  and  fiunily. 

Thomas  Gmham»  now  General  Graham,  was  bom  in  the  year 
1750,  at  the  fiuaily  seat  of  Balgowan;  he  was  the  tbird  son  oi 
Thomas  Graham  by  Lady  Christian  Hope,  nsler  to  the  late  Earl 
of  Hopetoun ;  the  present  Earl  of  Hopetoun  ind  General  Graham 
being  full  coigns.  General  Graham  being  bom  at  Balgowan, 
has  through  life  shewn  an  affectionate  regard  to  his  tenantry  at  that 
place.  The  estate  at  Balgowan  may  be  traced  as  having  belonged 
to  the  Grahams  at  a  very  early  period  of  the  Scotch  history.  John 
Graham  of  Balgowan,  upon  account  of  his  loyalty  and  assistance 
given  to  King  James  Ylth  against  die  conspiracy  of  the  Earl  of 
Gowrie,  got  from  that  monarch  several  lands  belonging  to  that 
earl,  viz.  Nether  Pitcaims,  Craignhall,  ba]|1ands  of  Monedy,  hidf 
lands  of  Legelurie,  and  half  of  Coclru  Clfc  Mill,  with  the  patron- 
age of  the  kirk  of  Monedy ;  the  charter  batring  date  the  t4th  of 
August  1584. 
Thomas.  Graham,  the  father  of  General  Graham,  was  a  coun- 
|||lry  gentleman  of  tlie  old  Scotch  school ;  he  lived  almost  entirely 
mpon  his  estate  at  Balgowan,  in  a  kind  of  jealous  independence ; 
avoiding  all  communication  with  the  court,  and  exercinn'g  a  kind 
#f  feudal  sovereignty  over  his  tenantry,  founded  on  the  basis  of 
4iily  acts  of  benevolence.  He  had  not,  however,  that  rongbq^tis 
which  usually  makes  a  feature  in  sudi  characters;  he  was  not 
insensible  to  the  necessity  of  the  graces  and  accomplishments  of 
fife.  His  household,  therefore,  though  that  of  a  country  gentle-, 
men,  was  not  wanting  in  the  elegance,  nor  even  in  the  refinement, 

■  ^  ■  •  ■      •  - 

•oited  to  his  foAune.  He  had  nothing  in  short  of  the  mstic  cha-^ 
lacter  but  his  fondness  for  the  country,  and  his  avernon  to  tho 
coart,«— a  circumstance  wUch  pieibuM  originated  in  some  real  or 
imagined  affront  or  neglect.  It  was  the  crooked  ^policy  of  the 
court  of  Engfamd,  some  years  since,  to  treat  with  manifest  disconb- 
tenance  the  heads  of  Scotch  families, '  and  ibis  dislike  was  m6re 
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particuTarlj  exhibited  towards  those,  whose  names,  from  their  iiDti- 
quity  and  the  memory  of  their  antient  glory,  were  dear  to  their 
country.  The  English  govemment  expected  to  subdne,  in  this 
indirect  manner,  that  spirit  of  chinship,  which  tliey  considered,  and 
perhaps  very  justly,  as  detrimental  to  the  public  peace*  The 
Scotch  gentry  replied  to  these  efforts  by  a  kind  of  surly  hostility* 
It  is  only,  therefore,  within  a  very  few  years,  that  the  spirit  of  com« 
tnerce,  and  the  gradual  assimilation  of  the  manners  of  the  two  na- 
tions, have  converted  their  political  into  a  natural  union. 

From  the  rank  of  Lady  Christian  Hope,  and  more  particularly 
from  the  family  to  which  the  belonged,  it  is  no  iinr^asonable  pre- 
•amption,  that  she  was  not  wanting  in  any  of  the  graces  and  virtuei 
suited  to  her  condition.  We  have  been  unable,  however,  to  learn 
any  thing  distinctly  of  her,  except  that  she  was  a  worthy  member 
of  an  illustrious  family ;  that  she  lived  to  a  great  age,  and  died 
amidst  the  affectionate  regret  of  her  family  and  the  bleariugs  <^the 
poor  of  Balgowan. 

The  two  brothers  ot  General  Graham  died  very  young ;  thus 
leaving  General  Graham  the  only  son  and  heir  of  his  father. 

The  whole  care  of  his  father,  therefore,  was  now  to  give  him  % 
auitable  education.  A  tutor  was  accordingly  taken  into  the  housed 
and  as  General  Graham  is  a  man  of  great  reading  and  acquired 
knowledge,  it  must  be  presumed  that  this  gentleman  was  himself 
a  man  of  learning.  There  is  not  a  better  informed  man  in  the 
army  than  General  Graham;  he  writes  his  own  language  with 
mach  force  and  simplicity,  and  employs  all  his  interval  of  leisure 
in  keeping  up  and  adding  to  his  stock.  For  a  man  of  active  bu*' 
ttness  he  is  a  most  indefatigable  reader. 

In  Ae  year  1774,  we  believe  immediately  after  he  lost  his  fatlier, 
he  addressed  himself  to  the  honourable  Miss  Cathcart,  a  lady 
whose  extreme  beauty  of  person  was  her  least  recommendstioiu 
The  late  Lord  Catbcart  had  three  daughters,  all  of  whom  married 
in  one  day ;  the  one  to  the  Duke  of  Athbl,  another  to  the  late 
Lord  Stormont,  afterwards  EA  of  Ifansfieldt  and  the  third  to 
Mr.  (now  General)  Giabam. 

It  should  have  been  before  mentioned,  that  Mr.  Graham,  previ* 
ously  to  the  death  of  his  fisther,  completed  his  education  by  mak- 
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Jog  the  grand  toar  of  Europe*    No  one  has  travelled  mora  thaa 
OenenLl  Qraham ;  and  what  is  still  more  to  the  parpose,  no  one 
has  travelled  with  more  effect    With  the  exception  of  Loid  Hat* 
chinson,  perhaps,  there  is  no  milttaiy  man  in  Engknd,  who  is  «# 
well  acquainted  not  only  with  foreign  cooits,  but  even  with  the 
detailed  topography  and  localities  of  the  continent.    We  ^[neitios 
whether  a  bye-road  conld  be  mentioned  in  Europe  of  wl^ch  GanentI 
Oraham  has  not  some  knowledge*    This  is  the  kind  of  geogia* 
phical  knowledge  and  travelling  which  are  so  eminently  osefnl  t# 
military  men*    He  possesses  likewise  another  knowledge  of  equal 
public  worth,— a  knowledge  of  the  compMtion,  economy,  and 
tactical  management  of  foreign  armies*    It  is  inconceivable  how 
infinite  is  the  value  of  this  information  to  ml  militaiy  man*    You  g« 
out  perhaps  to  reconnoitre,  and  See  the  army  of  the  enemy  ma* 
noeuvering.    Now,  if  you  possess  an  acquaintance  with  thdr  ofdi» 
nary  tactics,  it  is  scsfcely  possible  for  yon  to  be  at  a  loss  to  infer 
their  immediate  purpose.   When  Lord  Hutchinson  aJMl  Sr  Robert 
Wilson  were  with  the  Russian  armies  in  the  last  campaign  iir  Po- 
land, they  never  failed  to  foresee  all  those  movements  of  the 
French,  which  at  first  confounded  and  ultimately  overwhelmed  itkm 
Rassians.    An  army  is  too  great  a  body  to  be  instantaneouslf 
movedbie  at  pleasure*    There  are  certain  routine  field  tactics, 
which  are  taught  on  the  parade,  and  necessarily  practised  in  the 
campaign. 

With  this  lady  he  continaed  to  live  near  eighteen  years  n  Hfe  of 
much  domestic  hap])iness.  At  the  end  of  this  period  her  declining 
health  rendered  it  necessary  for  Mr*  CJrabam  to  accompany  her  into 
the  south  of  France*  She  left  her  native  country,  ho#ever,  onl/ 
to  die  in  a  foreign  land ;  for  her  decline  was  so  mpid,  that  sh^ 
breathed'ber  last  before  reaching  land  in  I£eres  bay*  Mr*  Graham 
now  became  a  solitary  wanderer  in  search  of  consolation.  The  war 
had  not  as  yet  broken  out,  and  he  had  therefore  an  oppoitunity 
of  visiting  a  considerable  part  of  the  south  of  France;  and  thus 
obtained  a  local  knowledge  which  very  shortly  became  of  equal 
advantage  to  him  and  to  his  country.'  Upon  the  breaking  out  of 
the  war  he  went  to  Gibraltar,  and  in  the  officers  of  the  garrison 
found  a  society,  which  in  some  degree  diverted  his  grie£ 
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gutai  and  Bubmitted*  The  repablicao  anny  next  advaacod  against 
Toolonf  but  the  inhabitanti  had  pre? iootly  consulted  thnrsafetf 
ui  a  secret  negvtiatioD* . 

lrf>rd  Hpod  fFas  at  this  time  cruising  ia  the  MedBtorntneaiu 
Being  informed  of  the  state  of  things  in  the  sonthem  maritime 
proirinces»  be  had  contrived  to  opea  a  secret  communication  and 
intelligence  with  the  royalists  in  Toulon.  He  was  at  length  in- 
formed that  erery  thing  was  prepared  and  ripe,.aud  at  the  same 
time  was  invited  to  make  his  immediate  appearance. 

liifid  Hood  obeyed  the  invitation,  and  on  the  83d  of  Angwe^ 
1793»  presented  himself  oiFthe  port  of  Toulon.  He  immedialelf 
issued  a  declaration,  inviting  the  inhabitants  Uwaise  the  atandaid 
•r  royalty,  to  disnumtle  the  ships  in  the  harbour,  and  give  hima* 
temporary  and  provisional  possension  of  the  forts  and  towa ;  engag* 
ing.  upon  his  own  part,  under  these  conditions,  to  assbt  and  support 
them  with  his  miyesty*s  land  and  sea  forces,  and  upon  the  jetura 
of  peace  or  of  a  legitimate  government  to  restore  the  port,  forts, 
stores,  kc,  to  France.  ^ 

These  terms  were  accepted  by  the  town  council,  and  on  theMth 
of  August,  1793,  Lord  Hood  took  possesrion  pf  the  town,  and  pio* 
claimed  Louis  the  XVIIth  as  the  lawful  king  of  France. 

The  English  government  were  no  sooner  informed  of  the  suocena 
of  this  operatioD  than  immediate  reinforcements  were  sent  to  the 
land  forces,  aud  a  most  sanguine  expectation  was  generally  enter- 
tained, that  the  blow  had  been  struck  in  the  right. place;  that 
many  other  towns  would  follow  the  example  of  '^oulon,  and  tfiat 
France  herself  woald  rise  in  mass  to  restore  her  autient  govern- 
ment,  and  rescue  herself  from  the  Jacobins  and  the  populaoa  af 
Paris.  For  let  it  never  be  forgotten,  (it  is  most  important  to  ba 
remembered),  that  the  populace  and  town  councils  of  Paris,  ias- 
polled  and  rendered  mad  by  a  set  of  declamatory  demagogues,  and 
secretly  and  insensibly  directed  by  the  cool  malice  of  a  lew  bad 
but^able  men,  theorists-  and  economists,  who  had  argued  thcoi* 
selves  out  of  all  moral  feeling,  and  indeed  into  a  general  scepti* 
cism  as  to  all  kind  of  truth  and  di£ference  of  actions,— that  these* 
I  say,  town  councils  and  demagogues,  reviewers  and  sy  ttem-mop« 
gfrs»wara  the  sole  avthon  of  all  the  miseries  of  France  and  Europe.

The  attack  was  very  bravely  repulsed,  but  the  uumbert 
of  the  enemy  hourly  augmented. 

On  the  following  day,  the  15th,  Cape  Brun  was  forced  by  the 
republicans,  and  at  the  same  time  a  detachment  from  the  garrison, 
sent  to  occupy  the  heights  of  Thouars,  was  dislodged. 

In  the  beginning  of  November,  General  Cartaux  was  ordered  to 
the  command  of  the  army  in  Italy,  and  General  Dajobert  was  ap* 
pointed  to  replace  him  in  the  command  of  the  besieging  army  at 
Toulon.     About  the  same  period.  General  0*Hara  arrived  with 

•reinforcements  from  Gibraltar  at  Toulon,  having  been  appointed 
by  his  majesty^s  commission  commander  in  chief.  On  the  dOth  of 
November,  the  garrison  made  a  vigorous  sortie,  in  order  to  destroy 

Home  batteries  which  the  enemy  were  erecting  upon  certain  heights 
within  cannon  shot  of  the  city.  The  detachments  sent  for  this 
purpose  accomplished  it  with  silence  and  success,  and  the  French 

'troops  were  surprised  and  fled.     Elated  with  their  success,  the 

-allied  troops  rushed  forwards  in  pursuit  of  their  flying  foes,  wh€l||i 
they  unexpectedly  encountered  a  considerable  force,  which  was 
proceeding  to  cover  the  retreat  of  the  fugitives.     At  this  moment 

'General  O'Hara  arrived  upon  the  spot,  and  whilst  he  was  exerting 
himself  to  bring  ofl*his  troops  with  regularity,  he  received  a  wound 
in  his  arm,  and  was  made  prisoner  by  the  enemy.  About  300  nM, 
the  British  and  allied  forces  were  killed  and  wounded  iu  this  un- 
fortunate aflair. 

The  next  important  aflair  occurred  on  the  nwming  of  the  IQth 

•of  December.  The  enemy  advanced  with  the  greater  part  of  the 
force  against  the  attack  of  a  detached  redoubt,  Fort  Mulgravc,  but 
which,  from  its  importance,  was  very  strong  and  large,  being  de- 
fended by  more  than  2000  men,  and  20  pieces  of  cannon.  It  was 
attacked  about  five  o^clock  in  the  morning  of  the  19tb;  and  by  the 
great  superiority  of  the  enemy  was  carried  in  about  an  hour.  It  is 
necessary  to  mention  (and  1  am  proud  in  so  doing)  that  the  garri- 

'ton  of  the  redoubt  was  not  English.  The  enemy  thus  became 
(Kwsessed  of  a  most  important  work,  and  the  allies  lost  500  men  in 
prisoners,  about  100  killed,  and  300  wounded. 

It  now  became  necessary  to  take  ipstant  measures  for  the  aban- 
donment of  the  town.     Accordingly,  this  service  was  efl«ctad  in 
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that  masterly  maimer  which  characterises  the  army  and  the  narjr 
in  their  united  operations.  The  greater  part  of  the  Ffench  thipt 
in  the  harbour  were  carried  off  and  destroyed.  The  ships,  more- 
over, took  away  as  great  a  portion  of  the  royalist  party  as  thejr 
<*ould  possibly  find  room  for.  Every  thing  was  conducted  with 
that  coolness,  self-recollection,  and  considerate  humanity,,  whidi 
constitute  the  British  character. 

Throughout  the  whole  of  these  actions,  fought  in  maintaining  Aa 
town  and  port  of  Toulon,  Mr.  Graham  most  particularly  distin- 
guished himself,  and  attracted  all  the  eyes  of  the  army  upon  hint. 
In  one  of  these  gallant  affairs,  a  private  was  killed  immediately  st 
his  hand,  upon  which,  the  battalion  being  in  line,  Mr.  Graham 
instantly  stepped  into  his  place  and  performed  its  duties.     In  aa 
action  of  the  1st  of  October  he  was  eminently  foremost.    On  tiie 
night  of  September  the  10th,  the  French  had  surprised  a  very  im- 
portant post,  immediately  above  Fort  Pharon.    It  became,  there* 
l^ore,  of  consequence  to  disposses  them,  and  Lord  Mulgraye  aff» 
cordingly  led  the  army  against  them  in  three  columns.     The  ene- 
my had,  upon  the  heights,  from  1,800  to  2,000  men,  the  flower  of 
the  eastern  army.     The  English  attacked  them  with  such  deter- 
mined gallantry  as  to  break  them  in  every  part  of  their  positisli, 
*'  Not  one-fourth  of  the  enemy,"  says  Lord  Hood,  in  his  dis- 
patches, "  returned  to  their  head-quarters,  for  what  did  not  fiJl 
by  tlie  bullet  or  bayonet,  brok^  their  necks  in  tumbling  headlong 
from  the  precipices  to  their  flight." 

Immediately  after  the  battle.  Lord  Mulgrave  issued  tiie  foUov- 
iog  general  orders,  in  which  he  made  a  just  and  warm  mention  of 
the  conduct  of  Mr.  Graham. 

**    GENERAL   ORDERS. 

**  Brig^ier-general  Mulgrave  takes  the  earliest  opportunity  Ip 
return  his  most  sincere  thanks,  and  to  offer  the  tribute  of  hit 
warmest  approbation  to  Captain  Moncrief,  and  the  British  officen 
and  soldiers,  as  well  as  Colonel  Farass,  the  Chevalier  de  Revel^ 
Major  L*£tienue,  and  the  officers  and  solders  of  the  Sardinian 
troops,  who  composed  his  colui^in,  and  were  immediately  under 
his  command,  in  the  attack  of  yesterday  (October  1st,  1803). 
Lord  Mulgrave  is  at  a  loss  to  express  his  sense  of  the  intrepid 
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spirit  with  which  the  officers  and  men  encountered  danger,  and  of 
the  patience  and  fortitude  with  which ,  they  suffered  iati^e,  hun- 
ger, and  thirst,  in  the  pressing  service  in  which  they  were  unez- 
peatedly  engaged. 

**  Lord  Mulgrave  begs  leave,  on  this  occasion,  to  express  his 
grateful  sense  of  the  friendly  and  important  assistance  which  he 
has  received,  in  many  difficult  moments,  from  Mr.  Graham,  and 
to  add  his  tribute  of  praise  to  the  general  voice  of  all  the  British 
and  Piedmoutese  officers  of  his* column,  who  saw,  with  so  much 
pleasure  and  applause,  the  gallant  example  which  Mr.  Graham 
set  to  the  whole  column  in  the  foremost  point  of  every  attack. 

**  Lord  Mulgrave  assures  his  fellow  soldiers,  of  the  different  na* 
tions  which  compose  the  army  of  Toulon,  that  the  general  good 
conduct,  of  which  he  yesterday  was  a  witness,  can  never  be  effaced 
from  his  memory.  Mulgrave,  Brig.-gen.** 

Mr.  Graham,  after  this  brilliant  commencement  of  his  military 
seivice,vetQmed  to  England,  and  having  contracted  a  taste  for  arms, 
now  resolved  to  dedicate  his  future  life  to  his  country,  and  wiA 
a  spirit,  not  unsuitsd  to  a  chivalrous  age,  to  become  a  soldier  at 
fifty.  He  accordingly  solicited  permission  to  be  allowed  to  raisa 
a  regiment;  and  after  many  difficulties,  and,  we  believe,  an  express 
discountenance  from  the  commander  in  chief,  obtained  this  well- 
earned  favour.  Still,  we  believe,  he  obtained  this  indulgence  on 
the  most  disadvantageous  terms,  and  through  difficulties  and 
crosses  which  would  have  daunted  a  less  determined  spirit.  Tha 
consent,  however,  being  at  length  perforce  obtained,  he  applied 
himself  vigorously  to  the  levy,  and  within  a  short  period  raised  tha 
90th  regiment. 

His  next  military  service  was  in  the  Austrian  army,  in  the  coursa 
of  which,in  the  year,179^,  he  was  shut  up  with  General  Wurmsar^ 
IB  Mantua,  and  only  escaped  being  comprehended  \i^th  him  in  tho 
capture,  by  cutting  his  way  through  in  a  night  sortie  on  the  29th 
of  December,  in  the  same  year.  This  escape  has  always  been  con- 
ridered  as  desperate  as  it  was  gallant. 

The  next  service  of  General  Graham  was  in  the  capture  of  the 
island  of  Malta  under  General  Pigot  in  the  year  1800.  On  Juno 
13tb,  171)3,  this  celebrated  island,  so  long  the  bulwark  of  Christen* 
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doin  against  the  Turks,  fell  into  the  possession  of  the  French ; 
the  kuights  having  so  far  fallen  from  the  memory  of  their  antient 
virtue,  as  to  oppose  a  defence  which  would  disgrace  a  mere  field 
redoubt.  The  English  gpvemment,  well  aware  of  the  importance 
of  this  Mediterranean  post,  and  more  particularly  when  they  had 
understood  the  views  of  the  French  upon  India  through  Egypt* 
sent  a  laud  ^ud  sea  force  under  Lord  Keith  and  General  Pigot  to 
effect  its  recapture  by  blockade.  This  blockade  was  commenced 
in  179B.  The  French  garrison  consisted  of  about  four  thousand, 
and  the  population  of  Malta,  a  part  of  which  was  compelled  to  act 
with  them,  amounted  to  about  eight  thousand.  The  strength  o{ 
the  works  was  such,  that  with  such  a  garrison  tliere  were  absolutely 
no  hopes  but  from  a  blockade. 

The  garrison  endured  this  blockade  with  tlie  most  exemplary 
military  patience  and  discipline  for  two  years,  that  is,  from  Sep- 
tember 1798  to  September  1800.  On  the  2d  of  September,  1800, 
the  French  governor  found  it  necessary  to  summon  a  council  of 
wit.  It  was  accordingly  decided  in  this  council,  that  the  maga* 
zine  of  provisions  in  the  fortress  having  been  completely  exhausted 
for  more  than  a  month  ;  and  that  the  bread  both  for  the  garrisoa 
and  the  inhabitants  not  being  sufficient  to  last  beyond  the  23d  day 
of  the  month ;  that  the  garrison,  moreover,  having  defended  the 
place  for  two  years,  and  thereby  fully  discharged  their  military 
duty, — that,  under  all  these  circumstance,  the  law  of  war  as  well 
as  humanity  required  the  surrender  of  the  fortress,  and  that  the 
commander  in  chief  (General  Vaubois)  be  requested  to  commence 
a  negotiation  accordingly. 

The  negotiation  was  immediately  commenced,  and  in  a  letter* 
dated  September  5th,  1800,  General  Pigot  thus  announces  to  his 
government  the  surrender  of  this  important  fortress,  and  made  his 
public  acknowl^gements  of  what  he  owed  to  the  gallantry  and 
activity  of  General  Graham. 

**  Maltay  Septembtr  Sth,  ISOO. 

**  Sir, — I  hare  threat  •atisfaction  in  acquainting  you  with  the  sarrender  of 
the  fortress  of  La  Valette,  with  all  its  dependencies,  after  sustaining  a  bl<M:« 
kade  of  two  years.    The  capitulation  has  been  signed  this  day. 

**  I  had  every  reason  to  suppose,  that  this  most  formidable  fortress  was 
likely  soon  to  fall,  from  the  circumitance  of  two  Fmck  frigates.  La  Justice 
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mnd  La  Diane,  going  out  of  the  harbour  a  few  nighta  ago ;  one  of  which.  La 
Piane,  by  the  Tigilauce  of  the  blockading  •quadren,  was  toon  captured,  mad 
there  are  still  sume  hopes  that  the  other  may  hare  shared  the  same  lafe. 

**•  During  the  short  time  you  were  here,  you  must  have  been  sensible  of 
fhe  great  exertions  which  Brigadier-general  Graham  must  hare  made  with 
the  limited  force  he  had  previous  to  my  arrival  with  a  reinforcement.  H« 
has  ever  since  continued  these  exertions ;  and  I  consider  that  the  surrender 
•f  the  place  has  been  accelerated  by  the  decision  of  his  conduct,  in  prevent- 
ing any  more  inhabitants  coming  out  of  the  fortress  a  short  time  before  I 
came  here.  He  was  sent  to  negotiate  the  terms  of  capitulation  with  General 
Vaubois,  and  I  am  much  indebted  to  him  for  his  assistance  in  that  business. 

'*  I  am  happy  to  say,  that  I  have  experienced  every  support  from  Briga- 
dier-general Moncrief  and  the  officers  of  the  British  and  allied  troops  (tb« 
Porta guese),  whose  conduct  in  every  respect  has  been  most  exemplary. 
The  service  of  the  engineer  department,  under  Captain  Gordon,  has  bcea 
carried  on  with  great  zeal  and  perseverance. 

"  I  think  it  right  to  mention  to  you,  that  Lieutenant  Vivion  of  the  rojrid 
artillery,  the  assistant  quarter-master  general,  has  been  qf  considerable  ser- 
Tice.  He  was  landed  here  with  his  party  from  the  Strombolo  bomb,  at  thtt 
commencement  of  the  blockade,  aud  for  a  long  time  did  duty  with  theat  few 
men  without  any  other  British  or  regular  troops  of  any  description. 

*'  I  bave  great  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  constant  and  ready  assist- 
ance I  have  received  from  Captain  Bell,  of  his  majesty's  ship  the  Alexander, 
who  has  been  employed  on  shore  daring  the  greater  part  of  the  blockade. 
His  name  and  services  are  already  well  known  to  hit  majesty *s  minister. 
1  have  also  derived  great  assistance  from  my  aide-de-camp,  Captain  Dalrym- 
ple,  who  has  for  some  time  been  doing  duty  as  assistant  adjutant  general. 
I  have  the  honour  to  be,  &c.  H.  PiGOT,  Major-general.** 

Colonel  Graham  coutinued  in  active  service  till  the  peace  of 
Amiens,  which  restored  him,  in  common  with  all  the  military,  to 
a  temporary  inactivity.  He  availed  himself,  we  believe,  of  this 
interval  to  visit  the  continent.  His  forti^ne  and  connexions  might 
have  ^iven  him  some  political  weight,  aiid  perhaps  have  procured 
him  a  parliamentary  seat,  bnt  he  does  not  seem  to  have  had  any 
ambition  of  that  kind.  He  cultivated  an  acquaintance,  however, 
with  all  the  eminent  men  of  both  parties,  and  was  esteemed  by 
all,  and  regarded  by  many.  Mr.  Sheridan,  in  particular,  was  hiar 
intimate  friend.  The  Prince  of  Wales,  we  believe,  and  the  party 
immediately  attached  to  him,  likewise  honoured  him  with  their 
countenance  and  favour, — a  circumstance  which  did  not  perhapt 
tend  to  level  his  obstaclei  in  another  quarter.

tnd  KaTtng  the  enemj  in  a  line  akn^  the  Ebfo  hetween  ^kou 
Ylie  condition  of  these  armies  was  as  miseiable  as  dwir  mililny 
portion*    General  Blake's  army  in  Leon  did  not  exceed  ts,000 
men ;  **  •""^  ^  Castanos  was  estimated  at  40,000.     Both 
trmi«»  ^^^  ^  ^^*y  ^'^  ^•^^  ^^  ^^^  ^*»ing»  that  in  a  SpanUi 
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council  of  war,  held  at  Tudela,  November  5tb,  it  bad  beeu  decid- 
ed,— tbat  tboagb  Blake's  anny  was  ia  a  state  of  extreme  peril,  no 
assistance  could  be  given  to  it  from  that  of  Castanot,  the  latter 
being  destitute  of  all  necessary  means. 

Sir  John,  as  we  have  said,  reached  Salamanca  on  the  13th  of 
November.  On  the  same  day  he  received  intelligence  of  the  de* 
strnction  of  a  Spanish  corps  of  12,000  men,  under  the  Count  BeU 
videre,  at  Burgos,  a  town  120  miles  north  of  Salamanca,  Ual^ 
way  between  Salamanca  and  Burgos  was  the  strong  town  of  Valla- 
dolid,  being  only  seventy  English  miles  from  Salamanca.  On  the 
15th  of  November,  Sir  John  was  awakened  in  the  night,  by  an  ex- 
press, informing  him  that  the  French  had  taken  possession  of  Val- 
ladolid.  Two  days  afterwards,  November  l6th,  he  received  intel- 
ligence of  the  defeat  of  General  Blake.  The  measure,  however, 
was  not  yet  full,  for  November  28th  he  received  the  further  intel- 
ligence that  the  army  of  Castanos  was  defeated  and  nearly  anni- 
hilated at  Tudela. 

Sir  John  n^w  gave  up  all  hopes  of  employing  the  force  with  bias 
to  any  advantage.  On  the  same  day,  therefore,  on  which  he  re- 
ceived intelligence  of  Castanos's  defeat,  he  sent  immediate  orden 
io  Sir  David  Baird  and  Lieut.-general  Hope.  The  substance  of 
these  orders  was,  that  as  the  two  Spanish  armies  were  both  de- 
troyed ;  as  the  French  in  Spain  exceeded  70,000  men,  and  a  rein- 
forcement of  30,000  was  hourly  expected ;  the  French,  moreover, 
being  at  Burgos,  and  thereby  endangering  the  march  of  Sir  David 
Baird;  it  being  moreover  a  matter  of  doubt,  whether  the  junodoa 
frould  be  effected  either  with  Baird  or  Hope ;  that  under  all  these 
circumstances  Sir  John  had  resolved  to  fall  back  upon  Portugal; 
and  Sir  David  Baird,  upon  the  receipt  of  these  orders,  was  in- 
structed to  fidl  back  upon  porunna.  Lieutenant-general  Hope, 
by  a  dispatch  dated  the  same  day,  was  ordered  to  push  forwards 
for  Salamanca  or  Cindad  Rodrigo,  according  to  his  discretion. 

Such  is  the  short  journal  of  the  first  part  of  the  campaign.  Ou 
the  13th  of  November  Sir  John  reached  Salamanca.  On  the  14th, 
he  received  intelligence  of  the.  defeat  of  the  Count  Belvidere  and 
the  taking  of  Burgos.  On  the  15th,  he  received  an  express,  with 
MJk  acqomnt  of  the  taking  of  Valladolid^  a  town  only  sixty  miles  to 
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the  north  of  him.  On  the  l6th,  he  received  intelligence  of. the 
defeat  of  Blake.  On  the  27th,  he  was  informed  of  the  annihila- 
tion of  Castanos.  And  on  the  98th,  he  deemed  it  necessary  to 
send  an  express  to  General  Baird  to  fall  back  upoa  Coninna,  and 
to  signify  hisrown  resolution  of  returning  upon  Portugal. 

Sir  John  now  only  remained  at  Salamanca  till  General  Hope 
should  come  up.  This  general,  when  within  sixty  miles  of  Sala* 
manca,  was  compelled  to  make  a  sweep,  in  order  to^  avoid  the 
enemy.  Sir  David  Baird  was  coming  from  the  north  ;  Lieuten- 
ant-general Hope  from  the  south ;  so  that  had  Sir  John  moved 
from  Salamanca,  which  was  at  an  equal  distance  (100  miles)  be- 
tween them,  towards  one  of  them,  he  necessarily  withdrew  in  the 
same  proportion  from  the  other.  He  resolved,  therefore,  to  conti- 
nue at  Salamanca  till  General  Hope  should  come  up,  and  Baird 
be  out  of  danger ;  the  French  being  but  a  few  miles  from  th« 
flanks  of  both  of  them. 

Mr.  Frere,  and  the  junta  at  Madrid,  no  sooner  received  intelli- 
gence of  thiv  purpose,  than  they  sent  a  pressing  solicitation  and 
remonstrance  against  it.  On  the  5th  of  December,  whilst  waiting 
at  Salamanca  for  General  Hope,  Sir  John  received  a  message  from 
the  junta  at  Madrid,  announcing  that  the  French  were  advancing 
upon  the  capital,  but  that  as  they  had  60,000  men  to  oppose  to 
them,  they  had  no  apprehension  for  the  event ;  they  concluded 
by  intreating  kim  to  march  to  their  assistance,  and  by  expressing 
their  persuasion  that  Madrid  would  hold  out.  Sir  J.  on  the  same 
day  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Frere,  brought  by  Colonel  Char- 
milly.  The  letter  and  the  messenger  both  concurred  in  the  same 
representations.  The  inhabitants  of  Madrid  were  in  arms,  and 
had  \inited  with  the  troops  ;  there  was  no  cause  for  apprehension  ; 
the  enthusiasm  was  unexampled,  &c.  Tliere  was  certainly,  how- 
ever, one  very  suspicious,  or  at  least  extraordinary,  circumstance 
attending  this  representation.  Both  the  letter  and  the  dispatch 
were  dated  from  Talavera,  eighty  miles  from  Madrid,  and  it  ap- 
peared from  Colonel  Charmilly,  that,  aotwithstanding  the  enthu- 
siasm of  Miflrid  and  the  good  hopes  of  the  cause,  Mr.  Frere  and 
the  junta  were  hastening  post  to  Badajos. 

Sir  John  deemed  that  be  had  no  longer  any  discretion.     He 
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^ccordiiigly  applied  himself  to  make  immediate  preparatioDs  for 
marching  forwards^  As  a  precaationary  measure,  howevery  jand 
to  satisfy  his  own  suspicions,  he  sent  Colonel  Graham  to  Madrid 
for  the  purpose  of  reconnoitering,  and  transmittiug  him  a  detailed 
report  of  the  true  state  of  things. 

Three  days  afterwards,  December  8th»  Sir  John  received  tliia  r^ 
port  from  Colonel  Graham*  It  stated  in  substance,  that  Morla 
iiad  made  an  agreement  with  the  French,  who  had  thereby  gol 
possession  of  the  Retiro  and  Prado  of  Madrid ;  that  Castellar,  the 
captain  general,  and  all  the  military  officers  of  rank,  had  refused 
to  ratify  the  agreemei^t,  and  had  left  the  town  and  brought  away 
l6  gnns. 

This  intelligence  was  suiBciently  discouraging,  but  firom  tht 
pressing  remonstrances  of  Mr.  Frere,  Sir  John  Moore  deemed  that 
te  had  no  longer  any  choice  left  to  him,  and  that  for  the  sake  of 
the  character  of  the  military  it  had  become  necessary,  even  at  tha 
most  evident  risk,  to  sfttempt  something.  Sir  John,  therefore, 
having  made  all  neceasary  preparations,  and  inibrmed  Romans  at 
Leon  of  hi^purpose,  commenced  his  march  (December  13th)  from 
Salamanca  to  Yalladolid,  The  intention  of  this  movement  was  to 
create  a  diversion  for  the  Spaniards  in  the  south  by  threatening 
the  French  communications*  For  this  purpose  he  ^as  marching 
to  unite  himself  to  the  army  of  the  Marquis  of  Romana  in  Leon. 
A  clear  conception  of  the  respective  positions  of  Romana  and  him- 
self  may  assist  the. notion  of  his  design.  The  distance  between 
Salamanca  and  Yallodalid  is  about  sixty  miles  north ;  Romana  was 
at  Leon,  about  sixty  miles  further  northerly  of  Yalladolid.  A 
straight  line  (as  I  have  had  occasion  to  state  in  our  life  of  Sir  JoIhi 
4ioofe)  a  straight  line,  almost  due  north,  firom  Salamanca  to  Leon^ 
would  be  the  base  of  a  triangle,  which  having  Yalladolid  for  its 
vertex,  would  be  nearly  an  isosceles ;  the  two  legs  or  lines  of  it 
from  Salamanca  to  Yalladolid,  and  from  LeoA  to  Yalladolid,  being 
equal.  Half  way  between  Salamanca  and  Leon  on  the  above* 
mentioned  base  is  Benevento. 

On  the  14th  December,  the  h^-quarters  were  transferred  to 
Alcajos,  about  forty  miles  m  the  line  of  march  to  Yalladohd* 
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Here  some  mott  importaut  ^uipftkches  were  intercepted  frem  Buo* 
mparte  to  Marshal  SouU  at  8aldanha.  In  oooseqnenoe  of  the 
discoveries  of  the  strength  and  position  of  the  enemy  made  by  tlii» 
circumstance*  Sir  John,  instead  of  continuing  in  the  line  of  kia 
march  to  Valladolid,  made  a  march  to  his  right  upon  Toror  TAu 
being  in  his  road  both  to  Benevento  and  Leon,  abaut  thirty  mites 
from  Benevento.  By  this  movement  the  British  forces  were  be* 
coming  more  concentrated,  Sir  David  Baird  being  at  thia  time 
collecting  his  forces  at  Benevento.  **  The  French  force,^  at  we 
bave  stated  in  our  7tli  number,  **  began  now  to  assume  a  most  ftr* 
midable  appearance.  Three  corps,  commanded  by  three  mar- 
shals, gradually  approaching  from  the  north  on  the  British,  army, 
whilst  Buonaparte,  with  the  reserve,  was  hastening  up  to  Madrid, 
and  Marshal  Bessieres,  with  a  fifth  corps,  was  hunting  the  ranaiw 
of  the  Spanish  armies  in  the  south.**  Such  was  the  state  of  aflairs 
in  which  Mr.  Frere  had  pressed,  and  indeed  compelled.  Sir  John 
to  march  forwards. 

General  Mf>ore's  object  was  now  to  attack  Soult  at  Saldanba, 
which  place  is  abo«t  eighty  milea  northerly  of  Toro,  neariy  in  the 
road  to  Leon.  He  inunded,  therefore,  Romana  to  act  in  concert 
witli  him  on  the  opponte  h^ik  of  the  enemy ;  Soult  being  between' 
them,  and  at  a  very  short  distati^  from  Leon.  With  this  purposa 
Sir  John  continued  his  march  and  r^^ched  Toro  on  die  iMi  De^ 
cember.  lie  wrote  to  Romana  the  same  ^ay  to  inform  biu  of  hb. 
object,  and  to  give  him  the  necessary  instrucilui^  for  thia  concertdl 
attack. 

Sir  John  remained  at  Toro  on  the  l6th  and  17th,  ^qJ  ma  tbr 
following  day  (the  1 8th)  moved  forwards  to  Castro  Novo. 

On  the  following  day  (the  19th)  he  continued  his  march  1^ 
wui-ds  on  Villa  Pando  and  Vandaras,  and  on  the  day  folloiriiig> 
(December  20t2i)  marched  to  Majorga,  where  he  was  joined  1^  Sr 
Uavid  Buird.  Sir  John  had  now  at  least  effected  one  purpoM^ 
tlie  union  of  his  army.  ,lts  total  amount  was  2S,000  infantry,  and 
i2,50O  cavalry.  The  cavalry  and  horse  artillery  were  advance^ 
wUhin  twelve  miles  of  Sahagoo.  Lord  Paget  here  had  a  bnra 
affair  with  about  700  of  the  enemy. 
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I^  ^  Gtuermi  Grmfum. 

Ob  die  foiUwiDg  di^  (the  9l8t)  the  army  moTed  to  Hahftgon. 
sSir  Joha  retalved  to  bait  a  day  lo  recaver  Ur  aimy  froM  their 
&tig^e. 

.fhok  the  foitowing  dgy  (Deceinber  99cl),  Sir  Jaha  sent  off  a  di«-> 
patdi  to  the  Marquis.  Roinaaa,infoltnMig  hiiii»  that  Soult  had  con*  . 
c^atcated  hiia«elf  at  Saldanha^  twelve  miles  Arom  Sahagon,  and  , 
that  he  iateaded  to  inarch  i^aiust  him  in  this  position  the  fellow* 
ing*  day  (the  93d). 

On  the  following  day  (the  2dd^,  rery  early  in  the  momittg.  Sir 
John  sent  off  another  dispatch  to  the  Marquis  of  Romana,  the  snb« 
stance  of  which  was*  that  he  intendied  to  march  the  same  night  for 
Carrion,  where  he  had  reason  to  believe  some  <^  the  enemy  had 
collected.  "  To-morrow  (the  24tb)  I  shall  march  from  Carrion  to 
Saldanha.  If  your  excellency  wdnld  miurch  from  Manrilli,  either 
direct  on  Saldanha,  or  pass  the.  rivier  a  little  above  it,  I  think  it 
would  distract  the  attention  of  the  enemy  and  considerably  aid  my 
attack." 

Bvery  thing  was  now  in  preparation  for  a  march  opon  Carrioif 
during  the  mghty  and  for  an  attack  upon  the  enemy  at  Saldanha 
on  the  following  day.  The  force  of  Soult  in  this  position  amount- 
ed  to  18/)00,  posted  behind  and  along  the  river  Carrion.  Sev^ 
thousand  of  them  were  at  Saldanha,  and  five  tbonsaiid  in  tile 
town  of  Carrion.  The  remainder  were  in  detachments  guaxding> 
the  fords  and  bridges* 

Such  was  the  state  of  thmgB  with  Sir  John  on  the  morning  of  the 
SSd.  The  disposition  for  the  attack,  however,  was  scarcely  given 
out,  when  messenger  followed  messenger  with  intelligence  .(^  the 
advance  of  tiie  French  on  the  laar  and  flanks  of  the  British  ahrmy. 
It  was  learned  from  one  that  Sonlt  bad  been  very  strdngly  rexQ^ 
forced.  •  Information  was  received  in  the  next  moment  by  another^ 
that  the  French  corpff,  whicb  was  flbarching  to  the  south,  had 
lM«n  halted  at  Sakuaauca;  dad,  to  sum  nf^all,  a  letter  was  receive 
ed  express  from  ItomRaa,  timtBooaapaile  was  advancing  in  per* 
son  and  with  a  great  superiority  offeree  from  Madrid. 

This  latt^  intelligence  nccessaMy  ddenaimed  %r  John.  The 
march  for  Carrion  was  counterordered,  and  immediate  pre^paraliona 
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made  for  retreat.  This  nccoidiugly  commenced  on  the  following 
day,  December  tsBi,  1808,  Imd  on  the  28th  the  whole  anay  wero 
in  march,  iu  full  retreat,  upon  Astorga. 

We  have  now  followed  the  camplugn  of  Sh*  John  Moore  from 
his  departure  from  Lisbon  to  his  retreat  from  Sahagoiu  Dnrii^ 
all  this  |>eriod,  no  officer  was  more  active  and  (serviceable,  and  had 
more  of  the  confidence  and  countenance  of  the  general,  than  Co* 
lotiel  Graham.  He  continued  to  assist  him  equally^dnring  the 
arduous  businees  of  the  retreat,  and  was  by  his  side  in  the  glori* 
<^us  battle  of  Corunna.  We  had  intended  to  have  carried  this  ge- 
neral picture  of  Sir  John  Moore*s  campaign  through  the  period  of 
the  retreat  to  the  embarkation ;  as  nothing  is  more  useful,  and  if 
1  may  speak  from  myself,  nothing  more  interesting,  than  these 
Condensed  views;  they  assist  both  the  memory  and  the  imagina* 
tion;  they  render  a  narrative  a  kind  of  historic  picture,  in  which 
the  eye  takes  in  the  whole  at  once,  and  thus  comprehends  it  mOk* 
out  much  labour  or  judgment ;— «I  fiud^  howdver,  that  this  design 
must  be  laid  aside,  as  it  would  require,  even  in  its  utmoet  poasifefe 
condensation,  so  as  to  be  justly  executed,  a  greater  length  Oan 
there  can  be  spared  for  it. 

Suffice  it,  therefore,  to  say,  that  Colonel  Graham,  after  the 
battle  of  Corunna,  returned  to  England  with  a  great  increase  of 
reputation,  and  with  such  a  direct  and  commanding  recommenda- 
tion  from  Sir  John  Moore,  that  it  was  at  length  deemed  necemoy 
to  grant  him  that  promotion  which  he  had  so  often  solicited  in  vain. 

With  respect  to  General  Graham's  c6nduct  in  Spain,  and  die 
details  of  the  battle  of  Barrosa,  it  would  be  an  injustice  to*the  feel, 
^ngs  of  the  reader  to  suppose  that  they  required  narration.  Tlie 
details  are  too  recent  to  be  forgotten  even  by  the  most  negligent 
It  is  to  be  hoped,  moreover,  that  auch  services  as  those  at  BarnM ' 
are  engraved  iu  characters  which  are  proof  against  the  oidinaiy 
effects  of  time,  and  on  which  time  will  have  no  other  eflfect  bat  to 
deepen  them  into  strength,  and  render  them  as  durable  as  the  rab- 
stance  to  which  they  are  committed,— a  brave  country  bmvdy 
served,  and  the  hearts  and  minds  of  a  people  always  gratefU  «a 
their  dffendms. 
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It  has  been  observed,  upon  some  of  our  narrativesy  that  we  have 
Md  nothing  of  the  merits  of  the  private  and  dpnyestic  character  of 
our  subject  We  must  express  a  hope,  that  this  will  not  be  aaid 
«f  the  present.  What  has  come  to  our  knowledge  of  the  private^ 
virtues  of  General  Graham  is  such  as  it  would  be  inexcpsable  to 
pass  over.  ^ 

It  is  otic  of  the  pleasing  features  in  the  domestic  character  of 
Creneral  Graham,  tliat  he  is  mentioned  at  Balgoi^an  as  eminently 
moral  and  religious ;  as  a  constant  church-^oer,  "  though  a  social* 
hearted  man,**  in  plain  words,  as  a  good  and  pious  man,  perform* 
ing  all  his  duties  with  ease  and  cheerfulness,  and  without  stifFnesa 
and  bigotry.  In  the  first  months  which  succeeded  the  loss  of  his 
wife  he  found  his  best  consolation  in  this  piety.  And  here  let  it  be 
permitted  to  me,  in  a  work  devoted  in  some  deg^ree  to  the  public 
good,  to  express  my  lively  feelings  upon  the  loss  of  a  man,  of  whom, 
indeed,  I  kaow  nothing  but  his  worth  aud^  virtue,  but  whose  worth 
aud  virtue  were  such,  were  so  brightly  exemplary,  and  of  such  ma* 
nifest  public  utility,  as  to  extend  the  friendly  and  personal  regaid 
of  him  beyond  his  friends  and  acquaintance.  Est  enim  in  vtrtuie 
ea  vis  mirabiliSf  qua  (fficit  ut  eos,  quas  JT  nunquam  vidimnSf  nee 
videre  possimus^  etiam  ardore  qmodam  tUHgamus*  I  al&  here  speak-* 
ing  of  Mr.  Cumberland,  than  whom  our  own  times  have  not  seen  a 
better  man.  It  was  a  part  of  his  character  (of  course  I  speak  not  id 
offence)  that  he  possesstd  a  rugged,  untractable,  aud  unamiable 
temper;  and  it  was  a  part  of  his  great  virtue,  that  his  principles  so 
&r  prevailed  over  his  nature,  and  that  he  so  entirely  subdued  hiui- 
self  by  a  moral  discipline,  and  by  a  perpetual  recollection  of  hit 
duty  and  his  infirmity,  that  he  became  amiable  even  in  his  own 
despite.  It  was  his  main  praise,  however,  that  amidst  great  temp- 
tations and  opportunities,  and  living  in  the  most  contagious  times, 
he  kept  his  virtue  and  principles  to  the  last,  and  died  as  he  had 
lived,  a  life  of  peace  and  satisfaction.  It  is  a  doctrine  in  our  excel- 
lent Liturgy,  that  we  should  express  our  thanks  to  our  Maker  for 
an  those  who  have  departed  this  life  in  Christian  faith  and  peace : 
and  I  do  feel  this  awfiil  gratitude,  that  the  end  of  this  mau*s  life 
has  corresponded  M\ik  its  former  course ;  and  that  after  Tunning 
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the  race  set  before  him,  after  the  completion  of  a  course  of  human 
vlrtute  totus  teres  atque  rotundus,  he  has  at  length  passed  to  his 
last  port, — to  that  exceeding  great  reward,  which,  Vre  the  fouiw 
datioQs  of  the  earth  were  laid,  or  the  canopy  of  the  heavens  was 
stretched  out,  have  been  prepared  for  the  good  and  just* 

General  Graham,  as  has  been  before  mentioned,  is  a  great 
reader;  and  at  Balgowan  his  time  is  divided  between  his  study, 
the  improvements  of  his  estate,  and  the  sports  of  the  field.  Like 
most  soldiers  who  have  the  opportunity,  he  is  a  huntsman  and 
sportsman,  and  in  the  season  employs  a  part  of  the  day  with  his 
dogs  or  gun.  Those  who  personally  know  him  speak  with  warm 
praise  of  his  general  economy  at  Balgowan.  He  employs  his  for- 
tune  as  becomes  his  condition.  It  may  here  be  mentioned,  that 
by  the  death  of  the  late  Marquis  of  Annandale  the  mother  of  Ge- 
neral Graham  received  one  hundred  thousand  pounds,— a  circwiH 
stance  which  accounts  for  his  opulence. 

General  Graham  is  in  his  63d  or  64th  year;  but,  having  lived  a 
life  of  temperance  and  simplicity,  is  still  in  a  firm,  erec^  and  uih 
broken,  health  and  vigour. 


LORD  WELLINGTON. 

'<  Unni  qai  nobis  cnnctando  restituit  Rem*^-—  EvKius. 

It  is  with  fortitude  as  with  the  other  virtues;  there  is  a  useful 
kind  of  it,  and  a  brilliant  kind  of  it  There  is  that  sober,  tei»> 
pered,  and  collected  courage,  which  prefers  duty  to  ostentatioog 
and  utility  to  efi*ect;  which  prefers  rather  to  be  than  to  seem,  and 
divesting  itself  of  the  excess  of  the  passion  of  glory,  and  softeniag 
it  down  into  an  appetite  under  the  controul  of  reason,  proeecutes- 
its  object  with  a  steady  eye  and  a  measured  step,  neither  paasingr 
over  it,  nor  falling  short  of  it.  This  kind  of  courage  is  the  maie. 
deserving  and  valuable,  because  it  is  the  least  selfish  and  rash* 
What  generosity  is  to  justice,  the  same  is  this  deliberate  and  sdf« 
controulling  fortitude  to  a  venturous  and  headlong  courage. 
There  is  so  much  splendour  in  the  prize  of  the  glory,  that  it  re- 
quires no  snudl  degree  of  self*command  to  abstain  frtfm  risking 
every  thing  to  snatch  it  when  apparently  within  our  reach.    And 
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flo  much  greater  it  the  mefit  of  him,  who  in  a  full  course,  and  in 
amid  career,  has  such  a  predominant  self-possession,  that  at  any 
moment,  and  at  any  given  point,  he  can  rein  himself  up  at  tbe 
call  of  duty.  It  is  great  to  fix  one*8  eye  upon  a  worthy  ohjecf, 
and  through  every  interposing  peril  and  difficulty,  to  force  our 
way  to  its  attainment ;  but  it  is  still  greater  to  look  with  calmnes*« 
and  self-possession  at  objects  which  seduce  the  greater  part  of 
mankind,  and  having  a  distant  but  distinct  and  assured  glory  io 
view  to  walk  leisurely  and  steadily  towards  it,  nOt  only  with  the 
patience  of  danger  and  difficulty,  but  what  is  more  admirable, 
with  the  patience  of  delay  and  unremitting  forbearance. 

Such  have  been  the  <!:haracteri8tic  courage  and  talent  of  Lord 
Wellington,  and  such  before  him  were  those  of  Fal^us  Maximus^ 
of  whom  Eunius  is  spiking  in  the  line  above  quoted.*  The  Ro- 
mans understood  these  things  well.  It  is  one  of  the  disadrantagef 
of  our  condition  that  Fortune  has  too  great  a  share  in  almost  every 
possible  state  of  things.  It  is  an  undeniable  act  of  wisdom,  there- 
Ibre,  to  redeem  any  thing  irom  her  province ;  to  convert  chance 
into  certainty,  and  to  take  a  bond  of  fate.  And  such  has  been 
the  effect  of  the  defensive  warfare  of  Lord  Wellin|^on«  He  has 
declined  the  more  brilliant  glory  of  a  battle  for  the  more  certain 
utility  of  delay  and  defence.  Had  he  consulted  himself,  he  would 
Itare  fought ;  he  has  consulted  his  country,  and  preserved  it.  Hp 
has  been  too  good  a  patriot  to  play  his  own  personal  game  at  the 
ijak  and  venture  of  the  public  safety. 

A  battle  will  most  probably  be  fought  on  the  fW)ntier  fpr  the 
r^U^f  of  Almeida.  It  is  not  probable,  I  should  think,  that  Maa- 
ftna  will  suffer  that  fortress  to  fall  without  some  attempt  at  its 
lelief.  The  importance  of  Almeida  is  undoubted.  It  covered 
tbe  cemqiunication  and  the  cmivdys  between  Portugal  and 
France*  It  secured  the  retreat  of  Massena.  The  loss  of  it, 
therefore,  will  materially  augment  the  difficulty  of  any  new  in« 
rasian.  Under  these  circumstances,  it  is  highly  reasonable  to 
presume,  that  there  will  be  some  attempt  at  its  relief.  Lord 
Wellington,  by  the  last  accounts,  had  taken  up  a  position  on  the 
Spanish  side  of  Almeida,  so  as  to  cover  the  siege.    There^'are  two 
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tiTen  Bowing  parallel  and  within  a  short  distance  frooi  each  otlier^ 
the  Coa  and  the  Agueda.  Lord  Wellington  has  taken  up  hit  po» 
sition  between  them,  and  has  doubtless  entrenched  himself  so  aa 
to  cover  the  siege,  which  is  carrying  on  behind  him*  The  Agve^ 
da»  therefore,  is  in  his  front.  This  riTor  runs  down  to  Cindad 
Rodrigo,  where  Massena  is  said  to  be  in  great  force.  The  eimj, 
therefore,  can  pass  thia  river  whenerer  they  choose,  in  which  caae^ 
as  to  mere  local  position,  they  will  be  on  tlie  right  flank  of  the 
English,  about  twenty  miles  below  them  to  the  south.  TUi 
flank»  however,  1  understand  to  be  covered  by  some  small  streama 
and  ravines  which  flow  from  the  Agueda.  Lord  WeUingtvMiy 
therefore,  will  doubtless  still  remain  on  tlie  defensive  behind  the 
strength  of  such  positions.  He  will  repeat  upon  a  smaller  acale 
the  game  at  Torres  Vadras.  The  French,  therefore,  wiU  have  to 
attack  him  to  an  evident  disadvantage.  Our  conclusion  frooi 
these  premises  is  briefly  thisy-^either  Almeida  will  immediately 
fiill,  or  the  French  wiU  attack  his  Lordship  under  such  a 
vantage  as  must  ensure  him  the  victory.  Masaeua  has  been 
time  in  falling  back  to  bis  present  position.  There  can  be  na 
doubt,  therefore,  but  that  the  French  in  Spain,  and  particularly 
in  Leon,  Castile,  and  Biscay,  have  employed  this  time  in  anaciH 
bling  in  Salamaeca  and  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  so  that  the  inferioiity  of 
Maasefla  will  not.be  in  numbers.  Under  these  circumstances^  I 
4eel  persuaded  that  there  will  not  be  one  but  half  a  doien  battlaa 
on  tlie  fronliera  of  Portugal.  Lord  Wellington  had  never  anf 
greater  need  of  military  conduct.  The  French  will  endeavour  to 
wear  his  force  down  by  repeated  attacks.  The}'  can  better  aflted 
three  men  than  we  can  one.  It  is  most  decidedly,  therefore,  »• 
part  of  Lord  Wellington  to  fight ;  he  must  keep  to  the  defeittifi^ 
and  lose  as  little  as  possible.  His  game  is  not  of  such  a  kiiid.«i 
.which  it  will  assist  him  to  clear  the  board  by  «ian  for  man«

Thii  rei^hnent  mu  put  on  the  re gutar  et tabUibmnt  of  tbe  army  is  Hit 
9Mr  i669»  the  fifth  after  the  restoration  of  Rin^  Charlei  the  Secoml,  tlM 
conmand  of  which  was  given  to  Georf^e  R.  Sidney,  who  held  it  for  thret 
yearsy  when  he  died,  and  was  succeeded  in  it  by  Sir  Waller  Vane.  It  was 
denominated  the  Bujfhy  from  being  the  first  whose  accontrements,  snch  ai 
■word-belts,  poach  covers,  or  flaps,  &c.  were^^hade  of  leather  prepared  ftom. 
the  bnffalo,  after  the  manner  of  shamois.  The  waistcoats,  breeches,  an4 
fiuings  of  the  coat,  were  afterwards  directed  to  be  made  of  a  correspondeoi 
oolonr.  When  other  tef^iments  assumed  this  part  of  their  appointments  of 
the  same,  the  regiment  acqnired  the  name  of  Old  Bufi,  This  regiment  has 
tke  pririlfge  (and  we  belive  exclusively)  of  marching  through  the  city  of 
London  by  beat  of  drum.  We  cannot  learn,  howerer,  whence,  or  on  what 
occasion,  it  was  derived ;  probably  for  having  been  selected  or  distinguished 
lor  defending  (he  city  from  some  danger  in  a  riot,  fire,  &c.  or  from  having 
baen  originally  raised  within  its  precincts.  It  has,  indeed,  been  vaguely 
rfpMed,  (hat  the  3d  regiment  was  at  first  composed  of  men  who  had  be- 
to  the  city.— The  Buffs  have  often  been  remarked  for  the  posts  of 
tbey  have  been  in,  and  for  acts  of  bravery  they  have  achieved,  espe» 
cially  nnder  their  commanders  the  Dnke  of  Argyle  and  General  G.  Howards 
While  nnder  the  former  colonel  it  served  in  the  confederate  army  in  thn 
Netherlands,  with  the  Duke  of  Marlborough  as  captain-general  of  the  foroea 
of  her  BrMuinic  majesty  queen  Anne.  Jt  partook".  In  common  with  all  ths( 
Snglish  and  confederate  regiments,  in  checking  the  ambitious  progress  of 
Irionla  the  Fourteenth,  and  giving  a  very  fi^Tdarable  turn  to  the  affairs  of 
th«  allies  in  general.  It  Joined  the  allied  army  at  the  camp  of  Borchloon, 
and  was  at  the  tettle  of  Ramdles,  May  99d,  1706.  It  was  posted  In  the 
right  wing.  Upon  the  enemy*s  cavalry  of  the  left  wing  attempting  to  formi 
•gain  on  a  rising  ground,  to  favour  the  retreat  of  their  main,  army,  thii  was 
c6e  of  the  regiments  which  filed  off  between  the  village  of  Ramelies  an^ 
#iini,  to  attack  them  anew ;  but  they  gave  way  before  the  British  jregi* 
BfcBf  canld  come  np  with  them,  and  retired  In  great  confusion.— -It  wip 
one  of  the  regiments  in  forming  the  first  line  of  the  order  of  battle,  at  tita 
camp  of  Meldert,  on  thefi7th  of  June,  1707,  in  General  Churchiirs  division, 
with  the  Earl  of  Athlone,  and  its  own  colonel  or  major-general.  The  two 
•rmies  did  not,  howeves,  come  to  an  engagement,  and,  perhaps,  two  snch 
powerful  ones  were  never  in  sight  of  each  other  for  so  long  a  fhne  without 
fighting.  The  French  army  was  commanded  by  the  Elector  of  Bavaria 
the  I>uke  de  Vendome.— It  was  in  the  covering  army  which  lay  befoj^ 
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Lille,  io   1708,  when  Prince  Eugene  besieged  that  place.    The  Dake  of 

At%yU^  then  ita  colonel,  was  consnlted  as  a  BHtiih  general,  hf  thai  PHsee, 
on  any  extraordinaiy  nMainre  to  be  taken  daring  the  operatlom.  The 
Bnfff,  from  their  early  and  lasting  reputation,  hare  bees  called'  upoa  in 
crery  war :  and  the  ipeedy  promotion  of  its  officers,  in  a  great  »earaiC| 
testifies  the  activity  and  importance  of  it»  services.— Dnriag  the  rebeUios 
of  1745,  this  remittent  waa  in  the  battle  of  Falkirk  ;  which,  thpagh  ao  HHk 
bononrable  to  the  royal  forces  engaged  in  that  affair,  3ret  aUbrded  the  Bnib 
an  opportanity  to  gain  grest^redit.  For  npon  the  confaslon  and  ftiglit  of 
the  first  and  second  line,  thkr  was  among  the  few  regiments,  and  especially 
the  Royal  Scotch,  who,  onder  General  Hosk,  made  a  motioik  to  the  vifht, 
and  fired  so  smartly  upon  the  enemy  as  effectually  to  check  their  Auioas 
pursuit.  Henderson,  one  of  the  historians  of  that  rebellion^  ascribes  the 
delivery  of  the  king*s  army  on  thai  day  to  the  above  two  regiaMBta,  togek. 
ther  with  ligonier  and  Barreira»  which  General  Cholmoodelay  rallM^ 
thereby  giving  time  to  General  Mordaunt  to  bring  back  soom  other  divi> 
aiuns  which  had  separated  from  their  respective  regimenta.  It  contribnted 
also  to  the  entire  defeat  of  the  rebel  army  at  the  remarkable  battle  of  CeUo» 
tSen.  Its  post  was  that  of  honour,  viz.  on  the  right  of  the  right  wing,  Ihnlrsd 
by  the  squadrons  of  cavalry.  As  the  first  impression  on  the  enemy,  and  tht 
greatest  destruction  of  them,  was  made  by  the  artillery,  loaded  with  grafe*. 
•hot,  there  was  less  to  be  done  by  infkntry  ;  for  no  sooner  hiid  the  lehcb 
given  way^  firom  the  confusion  in  seeing  the  close  ranks  cut  throiigk»  thiB 
Kingston,  Bland,  and  Cobham^s  dragoons  created  a  general  carnage  amo«g 
them,  and  frustrated  for  ever  the  young  pretender's  expectatkMis  to  tl» 
British  crowa.—- 'Uoder  General  G.  Howard  it  embarked  with  Commodon 
tiuf^bet,  in  the  expedition  tq^Guadaloupe,  abcrat  the  end  of  October,  ia  tht 
year  1758.  Upon  the  deceatt  of  General  Hopetou,  who  died  in  caoip  ift 
Basseterre,  the  commaiid  of  the  land  forces  devolved  upon  the  honeoralll 
M^jor^general  Barrington,  who  underwent  to  great  a  fatigue  in  that 
as  to  fall  ill  of  the  gout  in  his  feet,  hands,  and  stomach ;  and  who  fet 
resolution  enough  to  direct  the  enterprise  to  a  successful  irrninpllibmwf 
The  difficulties  which  the  troops  met  with,  however,  in  the  several  jittnchfi 
on  Fort  Louis  and  Petit  Bourg,  together  with  the  descent  oi|'Gffanda  TciM^ 
•nd  the  reduction  of  Capesterre,  were  greater  than  had  ever  been  met  witk 
on  a  similar  expedition.  Colonel  Debrisay  was  killed  by  the  blowing  «p  ef 
dome  cartridges,  which  took  fire  from  the  wadding  of  a  M  pounder,  di»- 
ebarged  from  the  upper  bastion  of  Fort  Royal,  at  a  body  of  the  eaq^f. 
This  officer  was  said  to  be  trnmor/a/,  from  his  havipg  recovered  after  fecciv- 
lag  la  wounds  at  the  battle  of  Laffeldt,  eight  of  which  had  been  dccatA 
Aortal.  To  counteract  the  indefatigable  seal  of  this  excellent  office,  tip 
Aemy  erected  batteries  with  uncommon  expedition  in  the  several  plaeca  of 
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UndiBf  I  and  for  tome  time  it  wm  spprelicmkd  the  whole  attempt  might  ihil, 
■otwithftaiidiBg  the  entire  oo^ypcration  of  the  commodore,  who  kiohed  opon 
that  expedition  as  his  own  child,  hot  a  cannonade  of  nine  hours  on  Ba^a^ 
terre,  th«  metropolis  of  the  island,  reduced  it  to  snrrender  to  the  British 
lorees.  The  conquest  was  not  easily  obtained^ thie  reiciment  lost  Captain 
Imbcr,  Liestenant  Campbell,  and  Ensign  Greenwooi%j;«rtth  17  priratea 
kil||vl,  and  a  proportionate  number  of,  oflieers  and  rank  and  file  wounded. 
The  regiments  employed  on  this  serrice  acquireit  reputation  even  from  the 
enemy  \  whose  iuTcterate  obstinacy  they  had  to  overcome,  as  well  as  to  re» 
aist  a  climate  mudi  more  fiOal.  They  frequently  suffered  from  concealed 
fires  out  of  the  woods,  from  lurking  parties  of  armed  negroes  that  could  not 
be  discovered.  So  much  had  M.  Dutreil,  the  French  governor,  contrived  to 
stir  up.  the  «eal  of  the  natives  and  inhabitants  of  this  island  to  resiit  tha 
British  troopf,  that  Madame  Docharmey  armed  her  servants  and  negroes^ 
and  like  another  Thalestris  led  them  in  person  to  the  attack  of  our  aamp. 
£asign  Griear,  of  the  Buffs,  actually  received  a  wound,  of  which  he  died, 
from  thievery  party.-— In  the  late  American  war,  the  Buffs  were  in  the 
action  between  CSolonel  Stuart  (on  whom  the  command  devolved  when  Lord 
llawdon  returned  to  Europe)  and  the  American  general,  Greene,  near  the 
Eutaw  Springs,  in  the  province  of  South  Carolina.  Bring  then  composed  of 
sew  troops,  It  gave  way  to  the  impetuous  attack  of  the  enemy,  but  after- 
wards,  by  the  example  of  the  two  veteran  regiments,  the  63d  and  64th,  tha 
left  wing  of  which  the  Buffs  formed  a  part,  recovered  from  this  confusion, 
rallied,  and  by  a  well  formed  line  renewed  the  action  with  great  spirit  in  thi^ 
quarter,  although  there  was  no  cavalry  in  their  army  to  cover  them,  and 
that  the  enemy  was  not  without  a  numerous  horse.— This  regiment  was 
actively  emplojred  in  the  West  Indies  during  the  revolutionary  war.  It  made 
jiart  of  the  forces  under.  Brigadier-general  Nicolls  at  the  attack  apd  capture 
«f  Fort  Royal,  Grenada,  on  the  86th  of  Hard,  1796.  On  the  94th  of  that 
■Math,  the  hrigadier,  by  the  orders  of  the  commaoder  in  chief.  Sir  Ralph 
Abercrombie,  went  on  shore  with  detachments  of  the  ith,  63d,  and  part  of 
the  Buffs.  By  a  preconcerted  signal  to  be  made  by  Major  Houston  when 
ha  shoold  attend  a  certain  point  at  the  lead  of  a  Mack  corps,  and  fifly  of 
the  38th  regimfut,  the  light  company  of  the  Buffs,  and  detachments  of  the 
Sth  and  63d  regiments,  under  Colonel  Dawson,  were  to  advance  towards  Boat 
Royal,  while  the  other  part  of  tha  hatialioa  which  had  landed  was  to  fbra^  a 
jiaerve,  the  whole  under  Brigadier  Campbell.  The  corps,  with  fhe  fifty  of 
the  33th,  did  not  dislodge  the  enemy,  as  was.expected,  but  retired  \  when 
Iha  situation  of  affairs  becoming  critical,  no  time  was  to  be  lost.  Brigadier* 
gancral  Campbell  was  therefore  directed  Immediately  to  tbe  assault.  Ha 
advanced  with  only  the  Buffs  and  63d  regiment ;  the  former  met  with  % 
check  from  the  ndvantage  the  enemy  had  of  the  groand,  and  firom  a  vciji 
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fftlling^  fire  to  wbich  tliey  were  expoMd  *  they  howerer  toon  foroied  a|^», 
undef  the  cover  of  a  hedge,  mod,  being  joined  by  the  29th  regliBeBt^  ad. 
'vmnced  to  the  MiauU,  which  they  did  in  the  most  determined  mamer,  wmd 
carried  the  place.  Major  Edwarda  and  lieutenant  Williama,  of  thia  regi. 
ment,  fell  aa  they  .were  leading  it  on  in  a  very  spirited  manner.  CoHwel 
Dawaon,  at  the  head  of  ft,  was  wounded  through  the  neck  befbre  they  got 
to  the  foot  of  Port  Royal  hill^  The  command  of  the  regiment  thca  IH||ta^' 
Captain  Blunt,  whose  light  company,  in  leading  the  attack,  suffered  sererely. 
Both  he,  as  oldest  captain,  and  Lieutenant  Gardner,  were  recoounieBded  by 
the  general  to  the  notice  of  the  commander  in  chief.  Besides  the  abore  oA- 
irtrs,  there  were  eUren  rank  and  file  killed,  with  two  lieutenants,  t#o  aer- 
jeants,  and  forty  rank  and  file  wounded. 

Tlie  uniform  of  the  officers  is  silrer  lace,  buff  waistcoat  and  breeches  ; 
breast  plate  plain  silver  ground,  with  a  griffin,  embossed ;  ndotto,  Vctori 
frondescit  honore.  The  privates  have  buff  facings,  white  lace  m\iSk  yrilov, 
Vlack,  and  red  stripes.

ITIMERART    FROM   SEVILLE  TO   CORDOVA. 

We  made  no  stay  at  Seville,  but  on  the  afternoon  of  Febnurj 
16th,  1808,  left  it  by  tke  ^te  of  Cannona,  and  took  the  road 
which  is  north-westerly  to  Cordova.  From  Seville  to  Cordova  is . 
70  English  miles.  The  road  is  as  follows: — From  Seville  to 
Ervizo  IS  miles ;  thence  toCarmona  10  miles;  thence  to  Camp»- 
na  li  miles;  thence  to  Posadas  12  miles ;  thence  to  Cordova  l6« 

Having  cleared  ourselves  of  the  town,  and  of  an  aqueduct  raised 
upon  arches  which  extends  a  considerable  distance  along  the  road 
from  the  gate,  we  found  ourselves  on  the  delightful  plains  of  Scr 
ville,  and  enjoyed  a  most  charming  prospect,  bounded  on  the  dis- 
tance by  mountains.  Nothing  in  fact  could  be  more  lovely  than 
the  scene  which  Spanish  landscape  presents  even  in  this  season  of 
the  year.  The  plain  was  covered  with  rising  bom  and  olive  plan* 
tations.  The  hedges  were  not  unfrequent ;  they  were  aloet  and 
pines.  Ervizo  was  our  resting  place  for  the  night.  It  is  a  town 
of  five  hundred  houses,  and  about  fifteen  miles  from  Seville. 
Our  supper  was  what  is  usual  fare  in  Spanish  road  inns.  After 
anpper  the  muleteers  spread  out  their  saddles  and  «addle*<Iot&a 
ft>r  their  beds.    I  slept  soundly  on  a  bed  of  clean  straw. 

At  eight  oVlock  on  the  following  morning  (the  17th),  we 
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•omed  our  jmimej.    Nothing  can  be  more  d«4iglitfal  than 
morning  travelling  on  the  tfouth  of  Europe*    Nature  it  there 
in  all  her  freshness  and  luxuriance.    The  first  part  of  our  road 
was  through  a  country  of  hills  and  dales  most  delightfully  TeiM, 
dured  and  cultivated  in  patches  of  beautiful  green*    A  very  little 
i^ustiy  is  wasting  to  make  Spain  a  perfect  Panulise, 

The  road  rises  as  we  approached  Carmona,  a  town  ten  milea 
di^nt  from  Ervizo.  On  the  other  side  of  the  town  is  a  delight* 
ful  prospect  of  its  situation.  It  is  seated  upon  the  centre  and 
highest  part  of  a  long  narrow  ridge,  declining  by  terraces  towards 
the  south  till  it  reaches  the  plain.  On  the  eastern  side  the  ridge 
in  ateep,  and  from  the  top  of  it  are  the  most  boundless  prospects* 
On  the  northern  side  stands  the  Alcazar  or  Castle,  now  a  venerable 
ruin,  apparefitly  belonging  to  the  Roman  times.  No  people  in  the 
world  build  in  the  manner  af  that  extraordinary  race.  Carmona 
is  a  most  antient  town,  and  in  the  age  of  the  Romans  alternately 
adhered  to  the  parties  of  Csesar  and  Pompey.  The  Romans  al- 
ways speak  of  the  Spaniards  as  the  most  manly  end  military  of  all 
the  nations  subject  to  them. 

The  road  descends  from  the  heights  of  Carmona  into  the  plaint 
on  the  further  side.  Upon  looking  back  on  the  town,  it  appears 
to  have  a  most  advantageous  military  position.  It  is  incredible^ 
indeed,  bow  many  of  these  strong  posts  may  be  found  in  tkb  part 
of  Spain.  Depend  upon  it  that  Spain  is  invincible.  It  is  impos- 
sible, that  with  such  natural  advantages,  and  such  stout  forms  and 
liearts  (for  they  undoubtedly  possess  them  both),  they  can  be  sub- 
doed.  France  must  be  exhausted  in<  the  attack  before  they  will 
weary  of  the  defence. 

The  plains,  through  which  the  road  now  passed,  was  covered 
with  com  and  olives ;  the  agriculture  was  apparently  as  bad  as  it 
could  be,  but  a  minute  human  labour  perhaps  more  than  compen- 
sated for  the  awkwardness  of  the  instruments.  The  ploughs  are 
drawn  by  two  oxen,  and  driven  by  one  ploughman. 

The  country  now  began  to  extend  into  a  perfect  lawn  upon 
both  sides  of  the  road,  the  road  passing  as  it  were  through  the 
centre  of  it  for  about  «ight  miles,  when  we  r^ched  a  small  stream, 
ifter  which  tlie  ghHind'  began  again  to  rise.    We  aaojn  begaa  to 
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pais  over  some  auccesiive  ridges,  clothed  with  patches  of  wood» 

from  which  we  shortly  descended  into  a  most  lovely  and  ^len 

countiy*    Spain  every  where  abounds  with  this  succession  of  hills 

and  ri^;es  and  valleys  and  lawns.    As  we  passed*  great  flocks  of 

wild  geese,  ducks,  and  other  kinds  of  waterfowl,  rose  up,'aD4 

stretched  through  the  air  in  long  slender  columns,  whilst  A| 

plovers  flew  fast  over  our  heads,  and  enlivened  the  stillness  of  fK 

way  by  their  noise.    Spain  in  February  is  what  England  is  in  4 

fine  April. 

At  the  distance  of  four  miles  a  head  we  saw  Campana,  wheva 
we  intended  to  repose  ourselves  fpr  the  night.  It  seemed  plea*  •. 
aantly  situated  at  the  extremity  of  the  plain,  and  presenting  with 
.its  church  tower  a  m,ost  romantic  appearance. .  The  plain  througb- 
whicb  we  approached  it  was  beautiful  and  fertile,  and  well,  that  if 
to  say,  minutely  cultivated ;  the  appearance  of  the  crops  proqiiised 
t  year  of  plenty  and  a  harvest  of  joy.  We  sat  down  to  supprr 
with  the  muleteers  and  people  of  the  house.  ,The  supper  con« 
•isted  of  asparagus  and  eggs,  fried  with  oil  and  garlic.  If  it  wen 
not  for  their  oil,  I  should  have  no  complaint  against  the  Spanish 
kitchen,    I  never  can  reconcile  myself  tp  this  s^iuce. 

At  six  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  18th,  (February,  1999,)  \ 
arose  from  my  bed  of  straw,  and  recommenced  my  journey.  The 
road  soon  entered  a  broken  country  covered  with  underwood  and 
small  trees  mostly  olive.  The  morning  was  delightfully  firesh  and 
warm.  Nature  glittered  in  the  vestment  of  spring.  We  fode 
slowly,  and  had  time  to  contemplate  the  scenery  of  the  country* 
It  reminded  me  of  one  of  Sbakspare*s  woods,  so  recluse,  so  distant ' 
from  tlie  hum  of  men,<*-it  was  the  exact  scene  for  a  Midsummer 
'Dream.  A  serpentine  brook  here  and  there  crossed  the  road.  In 
this  meditating  manner  I  arrived  within  sight  of  Palma,  It  p 
most  pleasantly  situated  on  a  plain  between  the  Guadalquivir  an4  . 
the  Genii.  In  descending  from  the  heights  towards  the  Oenil  t)m 
traveller  loses  sight  of  Palma,  a  most  luxuriant  screen  of  oranga 
trees  rising  as  a  fian  and  intercepting  it  The  trees  were  now  €o» 
vered  with  bright  green  leaves,  vith  golden  fruit,  and  wi^  mhktfi 
blossonis;  the  fruit  and  the  blossoms  bebg  on  the  same  tree,  and 
perfuming  the  air  with  their  fragrance,    The  vo^  here  crosses,  tlm.  - 
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mer  Genii.  The  country  new  beooiBcs  rether  flat,  inafmuch  «• 
it  ferms  the  bed  of  the  river  Gudalqumn  Btan  fields,  buwcw,i» 
■tretched  very  pleasantly  on  both  mdet,  and  there  wasno  tyoiplcm 
of  any  diminished  fertility.  On  oar  first  approach  to  the  Guadal* 
%uivir  we  t>b8erved  the  banks  to  be  of  no  great  height,  bnt«lee^ 
wd  sandy  like  those  of  the  Guadiana  on  the  Alentejo  side  of  IVr- 
tl^.  At 'a  considerable  distance  to  the  left,  and  high  aiaoeg<l 
the  mountains,  forming  a  branch  of  thelSierra  Morena,  we  iMii  a 
delightful  view  of  Homack  vale,  romantically  situated  bctweea 
two  valiies.  From  some  heights  we  had  a  view  of  Posadas, «  vcrf 
email  town,  but  our  destined  stage  for  the  night.  Upon  descend- 
ing into  the  plain  we  crossed  the  Guadalquivir.  The  opposite 
nde  rises  to  a  steep  height,  on  the  top  of  which  is  situated  the  tesm 
or  Tillage  of  Posadas.  We  had  here  the  luck  to  have  a.  better 
supper  than  ordinary.  It  consisted  of  rabbits  stewed  in  oil  and 
vinegar,  and  seasoned  with  garlics,  pements,  and  salt.  The  family, 
travellers,  &c.  all  sat  down  togethelr.  A  leathern  bottle  of  good 
wine  was  handed  froin  one  to  the  other.  The  best  part  «f  the 
supper,  however  was  the  mirtli  and  pleasantry  ef  the  AndtdusHuML 
It  resembled  an  English  more  than  wbat  we  usually  conceive  of  a 
Spanish  acene.  Jesting,  loud  laughing,  pettbhness  in  diooe  wlia 
had  drank  too  freely,  and  pleasant  reproof  from  their  oompanioosy 
-nuide  us  iancy  oursehres  4t  an  English  harvest  home.  The  Fieach 
and  English  were  of  coarse  the  standing  topics  of  their  dascoursiw 
JBvefy  one  freely  abused  the  former,  and  seemed  to  think  that  Ilia 
latter  had  no  other  limits,  than  they  we»  not  Spaniards  and  weif- 
)MU«tics. 

On  the  following  day,  the  igtb,  we  (eft  Posadas  and  cootinaed 
•out  journey.  The  day  was  as  fine  as  the  preceding.  Imaediataly 
after  getting  clear  of  Posadas  we  bdield  to  the  right  the  catde  of 
'  Almodovar  on  a  locky  height,  which  forma  the  terminatioo  of  % 
ridge  towards  the  Guadalquivir ;  bdiow  the  castle^  on  the  eastern 
side,  lies  the  town  of  Almodovar.  From  these  heights  we  could' 
clearly  see  the  towers  of  Cordova  at  the  distMnce  of  twenty  miles, 
the  intervening  country  being  almost  entirely  a  plain.  The  road 
which  descended  from  these  heights  into  the  plain  was  very  narrow 
js^  uneven^  and  presented  as  we  descended  some  deligbtful  pros* 
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pectst  It  U  neceneaiy  to  traTel  lUoug  thift  road  very  slowly,  a  cir* 
cami»tance  which  gave  us  an  ofiportonity  of  a  leisurely  view  of  the 
oountry*  In. this  manner  we  proceeded,  crossing  a  number  of 
small  streams  which  ran  with  great  rapidity  down  to  the  Guadal* 
quivir*  At  length  we  arrived  at  a  most  romantic  glen,  at  the 
bottom  of  which  flowed  the  small  river  Cabrida,  over  which  we 
yaased  by  a  bridge  of  five  arches.  We  soon  after  got  into  the  opn 
eoontry,  and  by  the  light  of  the  moon,  which  shone  with  great 
faistre,  proceeded  on  the  charming  plains  of  Cordova.  The  cooU 
aess,  and  the  general  beauty  and  tranquillity  of  the  scene,  made 
this  latter  part  of  our  journey  more  pleasing*  In  this  manner  we 
approached  the  towers  of  Cordova,  the  magnitpde  of  which  waf 
doubled  as  seen  under  the  rays  of  the  moon.  In  less  than  an  boar 
we  heard  the  rushing  of  tlie  Guadalquivir,  and  soon  after  arrived 
wader  the  walls  of  Cordova*

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EXPEDITION  TO  HOLLAND  UNDER  THE  DUKE  OF  YOEK. 

Sir, — Id  your  detail  of  the  operations  of  Earl  Moira,  for  the 
purpose  of  joining  the  army  of  his  royal  highness  the  Duke  of 
York  in  Flanders,  No.  6,  p.  443,  of  your  Military  Chronicle,  it  is 
titated,  that  **  from  this  position  (between  Maline^  and  Antwerp) 
the  Duke  of  York  was  constrained  to  retreat,  in  coniequenoe  of 
the  Dutch  shamefuUtf  flying  from  Liere^  the  left  of  the  line  on 
the  river  Nethe/' 

Permit  me,  for  the  sake  of  truth  and  candour,  to  rectify  this  mis- 
take.—When,  after  the  battle  of  Fleurus,  (26lh  June  1794,)  the 
allied  forces  retreated  from  the  Netherlamds,  the  Dutch  troops, 
under  the  orders  of  the  hereditary  prince  of  Orange,  formed  the 
.centre,  and  took  up  a  position  behind  the  canal  of  Louvain  and 
the  river  ^ethe,  having  the  army  under  his  royal  highness  the 
Duke  of  Yorke  on  its  right,  end  that  of  the  Austrians  under  the 
Prince  of  ^burg,  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  allied  forces,  om. 
its  left^  An  Austrian  corps  under  General  Kray  was  attached  to 
the  troops  under  the  command  of  the  Prince  of  Orange.  It  was 
ordered  to  occupy  the  Mont-de-fer,  to  cover  the  left  of  the  Dutch, 
and  actually  did  do  so.  This  post  was  the  key  of  the  who'e  linfc 
of  defence  which  the  allied  forces  had  then  taked  up.  When  tiie 
Dutch  were  attacked  in  their  central  position  behind  the  canal 
and  the  Nethe,  information  was  received  of  General  Kray  having 
abandoned  the  Mont-de-fer.  With  this  movement  the  Prince  of 
Orange  became  only  acquainted  subsequent  to  its  having  taken 
place ;  and  as  it  deprived  the  left  of  the  Datch  tro<^  of  their 
^iffm^  his  serene  highoeas  found  himself  constrained  to  order 
them  to  fall  back,  which  they  did  with  perfect  steadiness  and  in 
good  order.    I  was  on  the  spot  when  this  took  place. 

The  assertion,  therefore,  of  the  shameful  flight  of  the  Dntdi 
from  behind  the  canal  of  Louvain  and  river  Nethe  is  unfounded, 
and  as  it  is  undeservedly  injurious,  it  needs  to  be  poipted  out  as 
auch  by  VERITAS.

%\  hiUt  1  am  treating  of  the  force  KKMt  proper  to  be  employe^ 
in  garriMus  abroad*  I  hope,  Mr.  Editor,  I  shall  not  iotrwde  too 
inach  ni^on  you  by  ilroppu^  a  few  hints  npon  onr  West  India 
gatniouft* — it  is  noUMnous  to  every  newspaper  reader,  thtt  the 
mort»!itY  among  our  brave  tokiiers  is  nsnally  greater  in  the  Weal 
Indies  than  in  any  other  of  our  colonies.  Nov,  could  not  aaine 
•cheme  be  hit  upon  to  do  away  thi»  perpetual  and  enomKHis  loa^ 
to  the  country  ?  I  am  aware  that  it  would  not  be  prudent  to  in* 
create  the  ue^rro  carps ;  but  could  we  not  find  men  of  another 
rai*e»  almost  equally  well  adapted  to  the  climate;  could  we  not 
procure  »oU)im  from  our  East  India  empire,  who,  by  bounty  or 


•  Thr  l«l«  Mlliaat  sffiur  la  tlie  itk  of  AahoH  wiU  ptorc  kow  vtB  they 
saa  AitclMUft  a  trail  of  tkli 
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increase  of  pay,  would  be  iadnced  to  en^aj^e  for  a  limited  aerrice? 
The  thoaght  occarred  to  me  from  some  obsenratioiM  lately  madi 
in  PkrUameilt  upon  the  question  of  employing  free  labourers  of 
Asiatic  origin  in  the  West  India  islands.  And  why  not  obtaiA 
hwn  the  same  quarter  jsoldiers  as  well  as  labourers  ?  NnmertraA 
olqections  will  most  likely  be  made  to  such  a  plan  ;  but  it  Amy  be 
worth  investigating,  and  if  it  be  found  practicable,  I  shall  deetti 
myself  fortunate,  in  having  been  the  means  of  suggesting  tM 
mode  of  saving  even  one  British  soldier's  life.  As  it  would  be  at 
all  times  necessary  to  have  some  English  troops  in  the  ishmds,  1 
^ould  recommend  that  battalions  be  raised,  composed  entirely  of 
lads  from  14  to  18  years  of  age,  who  should  be  in  garrison  at  Oib^ 
raltar  for  two  years  previous  to  their  ultimate  destination.  A 
ioldier  more  than  twenty  years  old' ought  not  to  be  sent  to  that 
'jprecarinns  climate.  As  few  as  possible  of  our  native  population 
diould  be  exposed  to  colonial  service ;  but  such  corps  as  were  thua 
circumstanced  should  not  be  oft^  relieved,  for  one  well  seasoned 
regiment  is  worth  two  green  ones.  T.  C. 


IWSUFPICIENCY   OP   PAY   OF  Till   ARMY. 

Sir, — That  the  pay  of  officers  of  the  army  is  insufficient,  is  not 
only  proverbial  but  it  is  incontrovertible.  Even  on  the  late  dis* 
cnssion  in  the  House  of  Commons  it  was  admitted  on  all  sides, 
'though  the  proposition  for  a  committee  of  investigation  was  nega- 
tived without  a  division  :  and  by  way  of  note,  I  presuitie,  to  that 
debate,  in  the  same  newspaper,  was  the  accouut'of  the  battle  of 
Barossa  !  One  honourable  member  asserts,  that  officers  go  into  the 
army  from  the  hononr  of  the  service,  and  not  for  a  subsistence ; 
another  cannot  conceive  the  necessity  of  an  increase  of  pay,  be- 
cause we  have  never  collectively  memorialed  ;  but  how  little  do 
the  sons  of  a£fluence  know  of  the  collective  misery  of  that  useful 
body,  to  whom  they  are  so  prodigal  of  thanks,  while  they  almost 
4cny  them  the  necessaries  of  life.  The  army  arc  eternally  obliged 
ta  General  Gascoyne ;  but  where  were  Lord  Erskin^,  Lord  Muira, 
Mr.  Whitbread,  Mr.  Sheridan,  and  the  other  friends  of  Humanity 
and  tiie  army,  who  have  so  of^n  advocated  our  cause  with  their 
divine  eloquence,  aided  by  the  irreststtbl^  spirit  of  truth>  whea 
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these  assertions  were  unanswered.  I  assert,  without  fear  of  coii*5 
tradiction,  that  6ne  half  of  the  officers  in  the  British  service  hate 
no  other  Certairf  allowance  than  their  pay ;  nay,  even  in  ioataiiceif 
where  their  flMnily  has  given  them  k  suitable  education  for  iht 
army.  As  Ut  our  never  having  memorialed,  it  does  not  prove  Aat 
we  have  never  suffered  t  but  indeed  things  jkhat  are  self-evident 
require  n6  proof:  The  British  army,  tft  this  present  moment^' 
borne  down  and  debased  by  unmerited  poverty,  posseaset  the 
rudiments  of  the  finest  army  in  the  World.  Do  away  with  pur-* 
diase  entirely ;  <^ease  to  cdnsider  property  a  criterion ;  let  there 
be  no  reward  but  to  milit^  merit ;  and  you  will  have  an  annjr, 
liPhich  the  French  will  not  6nly  not  venture  to  menace  again  otf 
their  own  shores,  but  which,  virtuously  conducted,  #ill  give 
liberty  t6  the  worlds  Among  the  engineers*  the  artillery^  and  the 
taurines,  purthase  is  altogetlier  unknown*  nor  is  property  consi- 
dered necessary  ;  and,  generally  speaking,  I  have  no  hesitation  in 
affirming,  that  they  are  the  best  officers  in  our  sertice.  I  take  it 
for  granted,  that  our  deserts  are  as  palpable  and  as  well  establishedi 
as  our  claims  are  just  and  necessary.  Let,  however,  our  deeds 
and  the  public  testimonies  of  our  country  speak  for  us ;  or  hear 
the  immortal  Chatham,—^*  To  the  virtue  of  the  army  we  hav^ 
hitherto  trusted ;  to  that  virtue,  small  as  the  army  is,  we  musC 
still  trust ;  and  without  that  virtue,  the  lords,  the  commons,  and 
the  people  of  England,  may  intrench  themselves  behind  parcb^ 
ment  up  to  the  teeth,  but  the  sword  will  find  a  passage  to  the 
vitals  of  the  constitution."  Tlicre  is  an  elegant  little  pamphlet, 
published  in  1775,  supposed  to  be  the  production  of  a  noble  lord 
who  yet  lives  the  ornament  of  his  countr}',  and  which,  if  you 
ivould  cither  epitomize,  or  give  at  full  length,  you  would  confer 
an  infinite  obligation  on  your  military  readers.  He  observes^. 
**  The  situation  of  an  officer,  whose  services  have  not  been  reward- 
ed by  promotion,  is  truly  deplorable.  Often  thrown  behind  in 
his  circumstances,  by  unavoidable  expenses  incompatible  with  his 
finances,  and  his  income  at  the  same  time  so  small,  that  the  most 
rigid  self-denial  cannot  allot  a  part  for  accumulation,  his  misery^ 
is  irrevocable,  and  the  most  slight  misfortune  or  imprudence  bin 
ruin ;  he  .must  either  shut  himself  up  from  happiness  and  society. 
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or  involve  himself  diaper ;  he  must  either  fret  away  his  life  io  tbe 
hectic  of  sensibility,  or  pine  in  the  gloom  of  despair.  If,  by  uiH 
Icommon  circumspection,  he  avoids  this  Scylla  and  Charybdis  of 
poverty,  he  may  exist,  but  he  cannot  be  said  to  live.  No  recre»< 
tion,  in  the  walk  of  a  gentlemen,  is  within  his  compass.  In  Urn 
mean  time,  years  and  it^firmities  creep  on  apace,  with  the  chagrin^ 
ing  prospect  of  a  youth  spent  withbut  pleasure  and  without  profit^ 
and  the  dismal  prospect  of  an  old  age  of  want  and  obscurity*** 
The  price  of  the  necessaries  of  life  has  risen  greatly  since  tiie  yeai 
1775 ;  and  yet  our  pay  has  not  only  not  risen,  but  we  have  tli* 
property  tax  to  deduct  from  our  wretched  pittance^  Our  splendid 
tnisery  is  sufficiently  obvious;  or  if  something  more  practical  wertt 
necessary,  I  would  refer  our  legislators  to  the  archives  of  the  pub^ 
lie  prisons,  whefe  many  a  veterttn  who  has  fought  and  bled  in  the 
cause  of  his  country  is  incarcerated  for  clothing,  or  some  trifling 
articles  incidentally  necessary  to  his  profession  or  his  very  existence^ 
But,  Sir,  the  day^tar  of  our  expectations  and  liopes  is  arising,  and 
we  look  forward  to  the  Prince  Regent,  who  is  himself  a  soldier^ 
with  that  confidence  which  his  justice,  his  liberality,  and  his  regard 
for  tiie  service,  inspire,  and  which  our  services  and  patient  resig- 
nation under  all  our  difficulties  and  disappointments  have  me^* 
litedh  J.  A. 


^ik    MILITARY   IZDUCATlONi 

Sik^The  early  age  at  which  young  gentlemen  enter  the  army 
is  probably  the  cause  of  the  frequent  instances  which  occur  of 
officers,  whose  conversation  betrays  a  slight  and  insufficient  edu- 
cation^ both  as  to  tliose  acquirements  which  e\'ery  gentleniau 
would  wish  to  possess,  and  of  branches  of  knowledge  which  are 
Biore  immediately  connected  with  a  uiiiitary  life. 

Marlow  and  Wycombe  are  rapidly  effecting  a  very  desirable 
change  in  this  respect,  not  pnly  by  the  numerous  accomplished 
officers  i^kich  they  produce,  but  the  desire  of  knowledge  which 
has  thereby  been  disseminated  through  the  army.  Officers,  even 
of  the  rank  of  lieutenant^colonel,  feeling  the  deficiency  of  their 
first  education,  return  to  scliool  to  make  themselves  maijters  of 
•ubjects  which  greatly  increase  their  value  and  impoitance,  and 
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0peti  for  them  a  shorter  and  more  splendid  road  to  preferment  and 
distinction. 

Bat  it  is  obvioas  from  a  variety  of  causes,  that  a  large  propor- 
tion of  our  officers  must  be  without  the  advantage  of  the  educatkMi 
afforded  by  these  military  institutions;  but  it  does  not  therefore 
follow  that  they  cannot  be  equally  well  infonned  and  accom« 
plished  with  those  who  have  had  that  advantage.  I  cannot,  there- 
fore, help  thinking,  that  it  is  extremely  unjust,  that  any  officer  of 
merit,  Jirho  has  purchased  his  commission,  should  not  be  equally 
eligible  to  a  staff  appointment,  whether  he  has  studied  at  Wy- 
combe or  not,  provided  that,  upon  examination,  it  is  proved,  tiiat 
be  possesses  the  information  necessary  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
the  station  to  which  he  aspires. 

As  there  is  no  profession,  the  church  excepted,  the  duties  of 
which  can  bfe  performed,  and  leave  so  large  a  proportion  of  time  at 
the  disposal  of  the  individual,  as  that  of  military  men,  when  they 
are  not  in  the  vicinity  of  the  enemy,  the  regret  arising  fhmi  the 
scanty  education  they  may  have  received  will  be  considerably  di« 
miinshed  if  they  are  determined  to  take  advantage  of  their  valuable 
leisure,  in  improving  their  understanding  and  extending  their 
knowledge  by  judicious  reading.  Unfortunately  this  is  not  alwaya 
the  case ;  for  many  young  gentlemen,  when  they  obtain  a  comons* 
sion,  think  that  the  manly  character  they  must  then  assume  is 
incompatible  with  serious  reading,  which  should  be  confined  to 
the  school,  out  of  the  trammels  of  which  they  have  so  happily 
escaped.  Pleasure  now  with  an  alluring  smile  waves  her  magic 
wand,  and  easily  captivates  their  thoughtless  willing  hearts* 

Hats,  epaulettes,  boots,  pantaloons,  &c.  occupy  their  thougfati, 
and  furnish  matter  for  grave  deliberation  ;  and  their  time  is  cbiefl]^ 
spent  in  parading  the  streets  of  a  country  town  and  staring  at  the 
women  ;  in  balls,  billiards,  bacchanalian  meetingii,  and  in  what  ia 
termed  seducing.  The  last  mentioned  amusement  consists  in  th* 
iistinguished  htmoHr  of  being  on  intimate  terms  with  the  more 
vulgar  and  ignorant  part  of  the  female  sex,  such  as  mantuA* 
makers,  milliners,  house-maids,  &c.  There  are,  however,  I  hope^ 
not  a  great  many  instances  of  real  deliberate  seduction  in  tbete 
enterprises.    Their  strong  infatuation  for  scarlet  renders  th< 
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frail  fair  ones  not  only  accueiUanies^  but  frequently  converts  them 
into  Hkirmishersy  to  provoke  an  attack  from  the  <*  men  clothed  hi 
scarlet,"  and  the  latter  consider  it  as  a  part  of  their  duty  to  accept 
the  challenge,  and  avail  themselves  of  their  good  fortune.  Their 
victory,  however,  is  often  obtained  over  troops  which  have  beea 
previously  overcome,  and  the  myrtle  wreath  adorns  the  brow  of  a 
more  favoured  rival,  perhaps  a  merry-andrew  tambourine  or  a 
black  trumpeter. 

In  justice  to  the  young  officer  it  must  be  said,  that  he  seldom, 
I  am  afraid,  upon  joining  his  regiment  for  the  first  time,  meets 
with  either  example  or  precept  to  encourage  him  in  the  improve^ 
ment  of  his  mind,  but  he  oieets  with  many  persons  ready  and 
anxious  to  introduce  him  to  all  the  amusements  of  an  idle  anddis* 
sipated  life. 

In  order  to  remove  every  cause  of  the  reproach,  which  is  so  ofteii 
indiscriminately  and  illiberally  cast  upon  officers  of  the  army,  of 
ignorance  and  idleness,  every  colonel  should  make  it  the  indis^ 
pensable  condition  of  obtaining  a  commission  in  his  regiment,  tliat 
the  young  canctidate  for  tliat  honour  should  be  well  grounded  in 
certain  fundamental  principles  of  education,  and  also  that  he  shal) 
pse  his  best  endeavours  to  make  himself  master  of  certain  books 
and  branches  of  science  pointed  out  to  him  by  his  commanding 
officer.  It  is  not  my  intention  to  enter  on  the  subject  of  military 
education,  as  I  am  convinced,  from  the  military  essays  in  your 
Chronicle,  that  it  will  be  infinitely  better  treated  in  the  series  of 
letters  to  the  gentlemen  of  the  army,  with  which  you  have  pro- 
mised to  favour  your  readers. 

One  thing  is  quite  obvious,  that  unless  there  elists  a  desire  and 
a  necessity  to  read  among  the  officers  of  a  regiment,  a  regimcnta) 
library  can  never  create  that  disposition.  It  would,  consequently, 
be  as  useless  an  expense,  as  money  laid  out  in  purchasing  mess- 
plate  or  other  articles  of  luxury  and  shew. 

Commanding  officers  and  capttuns  should,  in  a  mild  frieodl^^ 
manner,  clearly  demonstrate  to  their  young  inexperienced  subaU 
terns  the  great  disadvantages  of  an  entire  ignorance  of  polite  lite« 
lature  and  general  information  in  almost  every  transaction  of  their 
life ;  the  painful  feelings  they  must  experience  as  often  as  they  are 
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in  genteel  society,  where  they  must  be  under  the  necessity  of  sitT 
ting  totally^  silent,  or  by  speaking  expose  themselves  to  tfie  risk  of 
tnaking  gross  mistakes  and  blunders.  But  it  is  in  epistolary  com- 
munications that  the  want  of  education  is  perhaps  more  particu;* 
larly  conspicuous.  In  society  a  man  may  probably  contrive  to 
Conceal  his  ignorance,  by  never  opening  his  mouth  but  when  he 
Swallows  his  wine;  but  in  writing  he  must  use  some  kind  of  ex<« 
pressions  to  convey  his  ideas ;  and  surely  the  mind  of  that  man 
must  be  destitute  of  pride,  dignity,  and  feeling,  who  can  with 
perfect  indifference  employ  the  pen  of  a  comrade  whenever  he  has 
occasion  to  write  to  a  person  of  superior  rank,  or  perhaps  to  an 
accomplished  female.  The  story  of  Lady  G.*s  entanglement,  fn 
Sir  Charles  Grandison,  is  a  happy  and  ludicrous  illustratiou  of  the 
inconvenience  of  employing  an  auxiliary  in  letten-writing.  Such 
a  stimulus  to  improvement  must  be  quite  irresistible,  and  buj 
officer  so  situated  would  labour  day  and  night  until  he  had  ac- 
quired the  means  of  expressing  his  sentiments,  at  least  with  cor- 
rectness and  propriety.  I  cannot,  therefore,  believe,  that  thehi 
Are  any  officers  in  the  British  ariny  incapable  of  accomplishing  this 
without  assistance. 

Officers  commanding  regiments  should  be  in  the  daily  practice 
of  putting  questions  with  affability  and  good  humour  to  their 
young  subalterns^  in  order  to  ascertain  the  progress  which  they 
lire  making  in  those  subjects  to  which  he  has  directed  their 
Attention. 

A  sincere  affection  and  respect  for  an  army,  which  has  by  so 
many  brilliant  victories  over  troops  flushed  with  conquest,  and  a 
long  uninterrupted  career  of  successful  warfare,  acquired  the  well 
earned  title  of  the  champions  of  the  worlds  have  induced  me  to 
address  the  above  rough  hints  to  you,  in  the  hope  that  your  able 
pen  will  take  up  a  subject  which  cannot  be  considered  as  anim- 
portant.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  man  of  liberal  and  patriotic  sen-i 
^ments  (of  which  class  the  Military  Chronicle  stamps  you  to  be  a 
worthy  member)  to  use  his  best  endeavours  to  improve  the  social 
talent  and  enlighten  the  minds  of  those  generous  youths,  who, 
regardless  of  domestic  comforts,  and  the  comparative  ease  and 
luicary  of  any  other  profession^  voluntarily  submit  to  the  greateii 
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iiardshipe  and  pnvatioas  in  the  service  of  their  country.  A  rich 
harvest  of  laurels,  the  approbation  of  their  sovereign^,  and  tne 
wannest  gratitude  of  their  delighted  countrymen,  will  be  their 
reward.

THE    FIRST   OR   ROYAL   REGIMENT   OV   FOOT. 

Sir, — I  have  regularly  taken  in  your  Military  Chronicle,  and 
fcave  been  highly  gratified  to  observe  its  progressive  improvement ; 
and  I  congratulate  the  army  and  yourself  on  the  important  results 
that  may  eventually  be  expected  from  it.  I,  however,  regret  to 
see  your  histories  of  regiments  deficient  or  inaccurate,  and  of  which 
the  generality  of  your  readers  are  so  very  capable  of  judging.  In 
respect  to  the  first  or  royal  regiment  of  foot,  formerly  called  tlie 
Scotch  Royals,  to  which  I  have  the  honour  to  belong,  I  take  the 
liberty  of  submitting  a  few  observations,  which  I  do  from  no  other 
motive  than  feeling  strenuously  friendly  to  your  publication. — 
As  to  the  antiquity  of  the  regiment  there  can.be  no  doubt,  it  is 
unquestionably  the  oldest  in  Europe;  but  as  to  its  services  before 
the  present  war  you  arc  greatly  deficient.  Unfortunately  I  have  not 
some  papers  by  me  which  would  enable  me  to  give  you  a  detailed 
account  to  the  present  day  ;  but  this  I  will  do  if  you  convince  me 
by  the  insertion  of  this  letter  that  my  correspondence  is  accept- 
able.  Major  James,  in  his  Military  Dictionary,  relates  an  anec- 
dote illustrative  of  its  antiquity,  wheu  in  France,  before  the  year 
i6S3,  on  which  occasion  they  claimed  the  precedence  of  the  regi- 
ment of  Picardy,  the  oldest  in  the  French  king's  service.  He 
says,  '*  The  1st  or  Royal  Scotch  called  themselves  Pontius 
Pilate*s  body  guard,  on  account  of  the  antiquity  they  boasted. 
Having  had  frequent  arguments  and  disputes  on  the  subject,  when 
.one  of  them  observed,  that  in  this  his  own  regiment  must  be  mis- 
^ken,  for  had  the  Royals  done  duty  at  the  sepuldire,  the  holy 
body  never  could  have  left  the  spot ;  implying,  that  the  British 
sentinels  would  not  have  sfept  upon  their  posts,  though  those  of 
ihe  regiment  of  Picardy  did."  I  will  now  merely  attemj^t  to  give 
you  a  slight  sketch  of  the  present  establishment.  The  Royal 
Regiment  has  the  proud  satisfaction  of  being  commanded  by 
^•Id  mar^^l  his  royal  highness  the  Duke  of  Kent ;  nor  is  there  a 
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regiment  in  the  service  so  much  indebted  colIectiTely  and  indivi* 
dtially  to  its  colonel,  whose  patronage  and  munificence  are  mw 
bounded.  There  is  hardly  an  officer  whose  interests  and  prospecta 
his  royal  highness  has  not  on  some  occasion  forwarded,  or  who  ia 
not  under  some  personal  obligation  to  his  royal  highness ;  nor  is 
there  an  officer  or  private  who  would  not  lay  down  his  life  for  so 
illustrious  a  benefactor.  There  is  not  a  regiment  in  the  service 
more  improved,  or  in  a  higher  state  of  discipline,  since  they  were 
commanded  by  his  royal  highness ;  nor  is  there  one  who  feels  more 
heartily  the  e^^prit  de  corps  so  likely  to  lead  to  great  actions. 
There  are,  as  you  observe,  four  battalions ;  but  you  are  not  cor* 
rect  as  to  their  strength,  which  varies ;  nor  are  they  considered  aa 
separate  corps  in  respect  to  promotion;  on  the  contrary,  the  bat^ 
talions  are  greatly  increased,  and  the  promotion  has  always  gone 
generally  in  the  regiment.  The  establishment  at  present  conusia 
of  field-marshal  the  Duke  of  Kent,  colonel ;  6  lieutenant-colonels; 
8  majors;  44  captains;  98  lieutenants;  34  ensigns;  4  adjutants; 
4  paymasters;  4  quarter-masters;  4  surgeons;  8  assistant-sur* 
geons,  &c.  There  is  also  a  band  to  each  battalion,  furnished  and 
instructed  at  the  expense  of  his  royal  highness.  The  first  battalion 
is  in  the  West  Indies ;  the  2d  in  the  East  Indies ;  the  dd,  or  fight- 
ing battalion,  is  in  Portugal,  where  they  form  a  part  of  Lord 
Wellington's  light  brigade ;  and  the  4th,  or  recruiting  battalion, 
is  now  at  Stirling  Castle,  Scotland,  and  I  believe  is  upwards  of 
1200  strong.  The  full  dress  of  officers,  as  you  stated,  b  scarlet 
with  blue  facings,  richly  embroidered  with  gold.  The  undresa  ia 
likewise  very  handsome  but  without  lace  ;  the  buttons  are  highly, 
raised,  with  the  number  of  the  regiment  on  a  thistle,  and  the 
motto,  **  Nemo  me  impune  lacessit,"  surrounded  by  the  crowOi^ 
and  underneath  **  the  royal.'*  There  are  many  other  peculiaritiea 
in  the  regimental  appointments.  The  sword  and  the  breast-plate 
differ,  and  even  the  gorget,  although  it  is  the  same  in  every  other 
regiment  of  infantry  in  the  service :  the  sword  is  double-edged, 
the  real  Andrea  Farara  blade,  and  the  thistle  and  motto  on  both 
sides  of  the  pummel,  and  also  on  both  sides  of  the  gorget,  and. 
on  the  breast^plate  the  thistle  with  "  the  royal*'  under.it ;  a  staff 
epaulett^  with  embroidered  strap,  but  the  sul^terus  wear  fringe^ 
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fringe,  as  in  all  other  regiments  except  the  g^rds.  And  here  let 
me  oKserve,  if  this  objectionable  regulation  were  intended  as  a 
matter  of  econopay,  it  has  been  strangely  mistaken,  for  a  fringe 
epaulette  is  within  a  fraction  as  expensive  as  bullion,  and  the  latter 
will  wear  longer  than  three  of  the  former.  The  boots  come  up  to 
the  patella  of  the  knee,  and  are  without  tassels.  The  hat  is  worn 
straight  across,  and  the  feather  in  the  form  of  a  sugar-loaf.  The 
privates  are  clothed  as  you  describe ;  but  the  Serjeants  do  not  wear 
lace.  J.  A. 


KIVIGHT8  OF  WINDSOR. 

Sir,— Yon  will  much  oblige  me  by  iusertiiig  in  your  next  num« 
ber  the  following  instalments,  which  are  strictly  correct. 

Wmdior  Castle^  March  21^. — This  day  Lieutenant  Gideon 
Hand,  of  the  King's  own  Stafford  regiment,  and  late  a  lieutenant 
in  the  13th  regiment  of  foot,  took  the  usual  oaths,  and,  according 
to  the  antient  form  and  ceremony,  immediately  after  the  reading 
of  the  psalms,  whilst  a  solemn  and  impressive  anthem  from  the 
great  organ  of  St.  George's  filled  the  choir,  was  installed  one  of 
his  maje8t)''s  knights  of  Windsor ;  and  afterwards,  agreeable  to 
the  custom,  time  out  of  mind  established,  was  put  into  the  posses- 
sion of  his  house  within  the  castle  by  tlie  two  installing  knights. 

Windsor  Castle^  March  29fA.— This  day  Lieutenant-colonel 
Moore,  late  of  the  56th  regiment  of  foot,  took  the  usual  oaths,  and, 
according  to  the  form  and  ceremony,  immediately  after  the  reading 
of  the  psalms,  whilst  a  solemn  and  impressive  peal  from  the  great 
orgauof  St.  George's  chapel  filled  the  choir,  was  installed  one  of 
his  majesty's  knights  of  Windsor ;  and  afterwards,  agreeable  to 
the  custom,  time  out  of  mind  established,  was  put  into  the  possea*-^ 
jROn  of  hb  house  within  the  castle  by  the  two  installing  knights. ' 

The  most  enchanting  Gothic  chapel  of  St.  George  was  much*' 
thronged  on  the  occasion  ;  many  of  the  great  folks  of  the  castle 
attended,  and  almost  all  the  beauty  of  Windsor,  with  the  canons 
and  minor  canons  in  their  habiliments,  and  the  knights  in  the 
robes  of  their  most  antient  order.  The  scene  was  highly  interest* 
ing.  It  is  to  be  regretted,  that  public  notice  is  not  given  when  a 
koight  is  to,  be  installed,  as  many  would  rom»  from  afar  to  see  it* 
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Trie  CITY    OF    LONDON    VOLUNTEERS; 

Sir, — For  three  or  four  years  past  it  has  been  very  generally 
remarked,  that  the  volunteers  of  the  city  of  London  have  fallen 
greatly  off  iti  their  duty;  Several  of  the  regiments,  which,  in 
1804-5,  mustered  from  7  to  8,  and  even  900  rank  and  file,  cannot 
now,  even  when  ordered  out  for  inspection,  muster  50  men.  I  amr 
sorry  also  to  notice,  that  the  honourable  artillery  company  (wbo^ 
when  reviewed  in  Hyde  Park  in  1803,  mustered  994  m^n)  camiot 
now,  with  the  greater.t  exertions,  muster  more  than  250; 

In  the  years  1803  and  1804,  the  city  of  London  aln^ost  could 
boast  of  eleven  battalions  of  volunteer  infantry*,  which,  on  a  mode*' 
rate  computation,,  amounted  to  the  grand  total  of  7000  effective 
men.  Of  these,  one  regiment  alone  (the  1 1th  or  Alden^te  ward) 
has  continued  to  attend  their  duty  with  unabated  zeal.  This  regi- 
ment has  become  the  admiration  of  their  fellow  citizens,  and  the 
praise  bestowed  on  them  at  different  periods  by  their  inspecting  field 
officers  is  a  strong  testimony  of  their  merit  It  may  be  wged  that 
their  services  are  extremely  limited,  I  allow  it,  but  they  have  always 
acted  to  the  extent  of  that  setvice  with  the  utmost  promptitude, 
and  proved  themselves  highly  deserving  the  thanks  of  the  city.  Be* 
fore  I  conclude  these  remarks,  I  must  beg  to  express  my  most  ear-* 
nest  hopes,  that  this  regiment  will  be  honoured  by  some  particular 
mark  of  distinction,  as  a  reward  for  their  uniform  good  conduct 
duriog  tlie  eight  years  they  have  been  emdodied.  Veritas^

Sia,-^I  send  you  what  at  some  future  period  may  b^  of  use^ 
ft  small  memoir  of  Mc^or^general  Macktozie,  who  was  killed  «t 
the  battle  of  Talavera*  If  you  should  publish  in  your  Valuable 
4nd  interesting  work  a  bio^p^phical  account  of  this  brave  general^ 
it  may  serve  as  a  query  to  further  inquiry. 

Major-general  John  Ronald  Mackenzie,  who  so  gloriously  fell 
in  the  battle  of  Talarera,  was  the  representative  of  a  very  antient 
family,  whose  patrimonial  estate,  Suddiie,  lies  in  that  part  of  the. 
tounty  of  Ross  called  the  Black  Isle.  lie  fell  in  or  abbut  his 
47th  year.  He  began  his  career  in  the  marines,  under  the  imme^ 
diate  eye  of  his  uncle  General  Mackenzie,  of  that  most  honourable 
corps,  and  for  some  time  prerions  to  179^  did  the  duty  of  adju- 
tant to  the  Chatham  division;  Upon  the  death  of  his  uncle,  hj 
which  he  succeeded  to  some  personal  fortune,  he  relinquished  the 
marines,  perhaps  from  an  ambition  to  get  foiward  in  W\s  proiessiou 
more  -rapidly  than  that  service  unfortunutely  admits  ofi  In  the 
spring  of  1794  he  became  major  of  the  2d  battalion  of  the  78th 
foot  or  Ross-shi rebuffs,  raised  by  the  present  Lord  Seaforth.  In 
the  latter  end  of  1794,  or  early  in  17^5,  both  battalions  of  the 
78th  were  consolidated,  by  which  measure  this  gallant  odicer  be- 
otme  attached  to  the  1st  battalion,  and  with  the  officers  and  meu 
from  the  second  joined  the  first  battalion  at.  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  from  whence  they  proceeded  to  India,  1200  strong,  where 
the  regiment  served  with  distinctioa  under  the  late  Lieutenant- 
geheral  Mackenzie  Frazer,  at  that  time  lieutenant-^zol^nel.  With 
this  corpn  the  gallant  major-geneml  served  many  yt-ars  in  India, 
ihid  latterly  c<^mmanded  the  regiment  He  tetUmlsd  to  £urop< 
ita  1801-2,  sincerely  regretted  by  his  legiment  and  all  who  knew 
Lim :  and  if  his  service  in  the  East  was  npt  marked  by  any  brilliaot 
professional  event,  it  was  because  th«  situation  of  that  country 
during  his  stay  did  not  caU  for  any  active  exertion.  H^  was  pro* 
moted  to  the  rank  of  colouel  soon  after  he  came  borne;  On  the 
breaking  out  of  the  present  war,  in  1S03,  he  was  placed  on  tb# 
Aorthem  staff  at  a  brigadier ;"  aftelrwards  he  was  inikde  govemoY 
mihd  cbmmandant  of  the  island  of  Alderney,  attd  soon  after  r^

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placed  oil  the  northern  staff  as  major-general ;  in  which  situation^ 
he  was,  when,  no  doubt  on  his  own  solicitation,  he  was  removed  to 
the  command  of  a  brigade  in  Portugal  in  1808*  He  was  ia  par- 
liament four  years,  first  for  Sutherland  district  of  boroughs,  and 
latterly  for  tlie  shire  of  Sutherland.  In  1804  he  superintended 
the  levy,  and  in  1805  the  discipline,  of  that  gallant  but  ill-fkted 
second  battalion  of  the  78th,  which,  when  but  recruits  in  fact, 
beat  the  choice  troops  of  France  on  the  plains  of  Rfaida,  but  was 
afterwards  annihilated,  with  their  g^lant  leader  Lieutenant-colonel 
Macleod,  in  the  late  Egyptian  expedition.  He  was  a  xealoos^ 
steady,  cool  soldier,  a  mild  and  most  friendly  man.  In  him  the 
service  lost  a  most  valuable  and  excellent  officer ;  his  friends  an 
estimable  and  amiable  man.  The  78th  adored  him,  and  will  long 
lament  him.  His  estate  called  Suddie  devolved  on  an  only  sister, 
married  to  Captain  Potts  of  the  42d  regiment,  by  whom  she  has  a

JSditor,  I  am  of  opinion,  that  eaomgh  is  already  taken  from  the  snbalteni^t 
pay  for  income  tax,  mess  fund,  &c«  without  increasing  his  difficulties  by 
subtracting  for  a  library,  which  he  can  get  in  almost  every  town  he  is  quar- 
tered, if  he  be  inclined  to  read.  ''  To  raise  a  sum  for  the  iounediate  pur- 
chase of  military  books  in  those  regiments  which  have  none  already,  tht 
immediate  advance  of  a  few  days*  pay  from  the  officers,  and  six  month9.aftet 
a  like  subscription,  would  purchase  the  most  useful  books,  which,  wfth  the 
h^f-yearly  subscription,  in  a  few  years  would  be  supplied  with  the  most  ex. 

.  pensive  works,  as  well  as  all  others  which  might  in  the  mean  time  be  pub- 
lished/^ Now,  this  is  all  very  plausible  and  looks  very,  well  on  paper,  and 
and  may  sway  those  who  are  not  conversant  with  the  army ;  but  I  will  ask 
your  correspondent  from  whence  is  the  few  days^  pay  to  come  ?  It  is  easy 
enough  to  talk  about  subscribing  a  few  days*  pay  now,  and  a  few  soma 
months  hence ;  but  I  confess  that  I  must  leave  to  the  ingenuity  of  your 
correspondent  to  ascertain  the  manner  by  which  it  is  to  be  obtained.  As 
the  business  stands  at  present,  your  readers  (not  military)  will  be  astonished 
to  hear,  that  the  pay  is  so  inadequate,  that  a  breakfast  such  as  a  gentleman 
is  expected  to  sit  down  to  is  a  rarity,  and  as  for  wine  either  at  dinner  or 
after,  except  peculiar  times,  it  is  entirely  out  of  the  question. 

Far  be  it  from  m^,  Sir,  to  oppose  the  formation  of  military  libraries ; 
I  think  nothing  is  more  advisable,  although,  at  the  same  time,  more  diffi- 
cult  to  be  attained.  Almost  all  military  books  of  any  note  are  in  foreign 
languages,  and  until  they  are  either  translated,  or  the  officers  of  the  army 
leam  those  languages,  a  regimental  library  could  avail  nothing,  except  to 
aome  few  individuals,  who  may.  have  the  advantage  of  being  conversant  with 
them.

'  of  the  officers  of  the  British  army  are  ignorant  of  even  the  French  ;  and  of 
this  I  am  certain,  that  without  it  they  never  can  attain  much  military  know- 
ledge, unless  the  better  informed  part  of  the  army  will  form  a  committee, 
and  translate  all  the  best  French  military  publications,  and  perhaps  then 
they  would  not  take  the  trouble  to  read  them.

Ibnd,  as  an  annuity  during  his  life,  in  addition  to  any  subsistance  he  may 
draw  from  gOTCmment.  A  plan  of  a  similar  tendency  has  occurred  to  me, 
by  which  the  rcteran^he  infim^,  the  wounded,  the  mutilated  officer,  of  erery 
rank,  may  have  the  winter  of  a  life  spent  In  his  country's  service  made  easy 
and  respectable.  The  plan  proposed  is  by  subscription,  which  will  MI  so 
easy  on  the  different  ranks  that  it  ^ill  hardly  be  felt.  The  affluent  hay« 
two  motives  to  influence  their  contf  ibution ;  the  ^rst,  the  pleasing  reflec- 
tion that  they  are  conducing  to  the  comfort  of  their  brethren  in  the  army; 
the  other,  the  uncertainty  of  human  affairs,  which  may  reverse  their  cir* 
eumstances,  and  give  them  an  individual  interest.  The  soldier  of  fortune 
lias  every  motive  to  be  a  subscriber,-7-a  certain  prospect  of  ha?lBg  the  ie^ 
dining  years  of  his  life  rendered  comfortable,  and  his  appearance  reapecf- 
•ble.  On  a  fair  calculation,  the  whole  fobscription  of  an  officer,  firom  hia 
enlrance  into  until  his  retirement  from  the  service,  will  not  exceed  eighty 
pounds  *y  and  when  we  reflect,  that  for  so  small  a  sum,  paid  in  sp  |pradiial  m

U  The  art  of  war  is  the  art  of  a  just  defence,  or  of  a  just  prose- 
tecution  df  a  right  withheld,  or  evidently  or  immediately  menaced* 
No  war  it  just  except  within  these  limits.  A  natim,  however,  has 
an  nndonbted  interest,  and  therefore  a  right,  in  her  honour  and 
character*  Insult,  therefore,  is  a  just  cause  of  war ;  where  the 
passive  endurance  of  such  insult  would  affect  our  honour  and 
character,  and  thereby  injure  our  happiness,  and  even  our  futurt 
defence. 

S.  The  composition  of  an  army  refers  to  its  distribution  into  its 
different  component  parts  or  into  the  different  branches  of  service* 
The  economy  of  armies  refers  to  its  commissariat  and  finance;  and 
die  tactical  formation  U>  its  exercises  on  the  parade,  on  the  march^ 
in  camps,  and  in  presence  of  th^  enemy.  Its  ordinary  exercise 
end  formation  are  comprehended  in  what  are  termed  rules  and  re* 
gelations ;  its  field  tactics,  or  tactical  operations  in  the  actual  cam« 
paigns,  are  pert  of  the  science  of  war;  they  were  taught  in  Eng* 
knd  under  General  Jarry,  and  make  part  of  the  orditfary  course 
qS  military  instruction  in  the  French  and  German  sch^ls* 

3.  The  first  division  of  an  army  is  into  companiei  or  troops> 
battalions  or  squadrons,  regiments^  brigades,  divisibnf,  and  corps. 
A  company  contain^  from  100  to  180  men  $  a  troop  of  cavalrf 
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contains  from  50  to  100 ;  a  battalion  of  foot  contains  from  6  to 
10  companies ;  a  squadron  of  horse  from  2  to  4  troops ;  a  regi-r 
ment  of  foot  contains  from  1  to  6  battalions ;  a  regiment  of  horse 
from  2  to  10  squadrons ;  a  troop  of  horse  artillery  contains  from 
100  to  150  men,  and  a  regiment  of  horse  artillery  contains  frdtai 
6  to  8  of  these  troops ;  a  brigade  eontams  three  or  four  battalions, 
brigaded,  that  is,  embodied  and  acting  together ;  a  division  is  one 
of  the  greiiter  component  parts  of  an  army  in  the  field,  and  nsually 
consists  of  from  3  to  8  or  10,000  men;  a  corps  is  a  smaller  army 
acting  subordinately  to  a  greater  one,  and  ordinarily  consists  o£ 
from  l6  to  26,000.  They  are  more  usual  m  the  French  than  the 
English  service. 

4.  Another  division  of  an  army,  usually  made  by  military  writ- 
ers, is  into  the  staff,  artillery,  cavalry,  and  infantry.  This  divisicnt 
is  usually  made  for  the  sake  of  order  in  treating  on  the  respective 
subjects,  and  as  I  see  no  reason  for  differing  from  it,  I  shall  follow 
it  myself. 

5.  The  staff  is  composed  of  officers  whose  duty  it  is  to  assist  the 
commander  of  the  forces,  and  is  divided  into  the  general's  staff, 
quarter-master  general's  departmei\t,  engineers,  and  commissariat. 

6.  The  duties  of  aides  de  camp,  adjutants  general,  majors  of 
brigade,  and  all  who  act  in  tliat  capacity,  are,  to  receive  and  issue 
the  orders  of  their  generals,  and  to  see  that  they  are  executed,  as 
well  as  to  keep  an  aeixunt  of  the  strength  and  condition  of  the 
army,  corps,  divisions,  brigades,  &c.  to  which  they  are  attached. 
The  duty  of  the  adjutant  general  or  first  aide  de  camp  to  the  com* 
mander  in  chief  is  to  distribute  his  orders  through  all  the  fubdirw 
sious  of  the  army ;  they  are  likewise  often  employed  in  reconnoi*. 
tcring  the  enemy,  and  are  sometimes  required  to  do  the  full  doty 
of  quarter-master  general,  and  even  of  the  engineers,  in  arranging 
the  positions,  marches,  and  operations,  of  the  army.  The  French 
service  accordingly  requires  in  them  the  very  first  degree  of  talent 
and  knowledge,  and  very  frequently  selects  them  from  the  moat 
subordinate  subc^ltem  officers,  without  any  regard  whatever  to 
rank)  and  almost  equally  frequently  takes  them  from  the  military 
schools,  or  even  from  writers  of  approved  talents,  or  in  short  any* 
wheire  where  it  finds  them. 
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7*  What  is  required  of  the  aides  de  camp  of  the  commander  in 
chief  with  respect  to  the  whole  army  is  required  of  brigade  majora 
with  respect  to  their  brigades.  They  all  receire  their  ordem  from 
the  adjutants  of  the  army,  corps,  or  division,  immediately  above 
them,  and  then  distribute  them  to  the  adjutants  of  the  regiments 
whicfa  constitute  their  respective  brigades.  It  is  their  duty  to  keep 
an  account  of  the  strength  and  condition  of  their  brigades,  to  re- 
port the  delivery  and  execution  of  their  general's  orders,  and  to 
keep  a  regular  register  or  list  of  the  number  of  officers  and  men 
which  every  regiment  can  afford  for  active  duty ;  they  also  inspect 
the  new  guards  from  the  brigades  in  camp  or  garrison,  previous  to 
Ah^r  being  ordered  to  their  posts  by  the  officer  of  the  day ;  they 
should  also  be  acquainted  with  their  arrangements,  arms,  and  other 
necessary  establishments  of  their  brigades. 

8.  The  business  of  the  quarter-roaster  general  is  the  most  im^ 
portant  of  any  in  the  army,  and. without  intending  any  personal 
Elusion,  ]fit  it  be  permitted  me  to  state,  that  a  very  different  kind 
iof  men  should  be  appointed  than  what  usually  are.     A  quarter- 
boaster  general,  to  do  his  duty,  should  be  acquainted,  not  only 
with  all  the  general  parts  of  the  service,  but  likewise  with  all  the 
-detail ;  like  the  adjutant,  he  should  know  both  what  can  be  done, 
^md  what  ought  to  be  done ;  and,  in  order  to  have  them  done  pro- 
perly, (thould  be  enabled  to  do  them  himself.     I  am  perfectly  con- 
vinced, that  no  one  can  be  a  good  officer  who  would  not  ba  a  good 
•oldier  in  the  ranks.    The  particular  province  of .  the  quarter- 
master general  is  to  attend  to  the  change  and  distribution  of  th* 
quarters  of  an  army,-*the  arrangements  of  camps,— and  the  taking 
up  of  the  detail  of  ground,  after  the  commander  in  chief  has  fixed 
«n  it  in  general.     A  quarter-master,  therefore,  ought  to  have  a 
▼ery  considerable  portion  of  the  knowledge  of  an  engineer.    Un- 
der his  immediate  command  are  the  deputy  and  deputy  assistant 
quarter-masters  general,  the  guides,  column  leaders,  couriers,  and 
acouts.     As  under  the  head  of  Particular  Strategy,  I  shall  have  to 
give  a  manud  of  the  duties  of  this  officer,  I  shall  not  dwell  farther 

jon  him  here. 

d.  The  deputy  quarter-maste^  general  are  next  in  their  de- 
partment to  the  quarter-master  general^  and  each  has  a  deputy 
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Mtittant  or  aide  aaaistaot  qoarter-aiarter  general  ander  hit  imaie- 
diate  orderi  in  his  own  dirision  or  brigade;  and  all  Ibeae  ofioen 
ure  appointed  to  ease  the  weight  of  bosineta,  which  would  otbeiv 
triae  be  too  beaTjr  for  the  qaarter-master  general,  and  aa  aafaathp 
tutea  in  performing  thoae  duties  to  which  it  is  imposaible  £or  \am 
peraoaally  to  fttend.  Therefore  every  division  or  detached  corps 
4if  an  waay  has  nsuallj  (taking  its  strength  into  consideration)  oaie 
or  more  of  those  oflEicers  attached  to  it.  The  duties  of  the  depatiea, 
tiiereforey  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  principals.  Their  cfairf 
atodies  diould  be  castrametation»  military  survey,  and  leconnoH 
taring ;  and  they  shonld  accustom  themselves,  not  only  on  actives 
service,  but  even  in  the  time  of  peace,  and  in  country  qnartefa,  to 
compare  positions,  to  meditate  operationa,  and  to  imagine  all  poa- 
aible  marches.  I  hafe  some  recollection  of  a  fine  passage  in  PlVif 
tarch  on  this  subject.  In  assigning  a  reason  for  the  nailitary  ab»f 
jitiea  of  Philopoemen,  he  mentions  that  this  general  formed  himself 
rby  early  study,  for  that  even  in  walking  or  in  riding  along  the  fields 
4ie  uaed  to  sketch  out  positions  for  camps  and  battles;  and  it  would 
teem,  by  the  manner  in  which  this  passage  is  writt^»:i,  if  I 
iber  it  aright,  that  Plutarch  had  seen  some  of  those  drawings. 

10«  The  couriers  and  messengers  of  an  army  generally 
pose  a  troop,  and  the  column  leiulers  and  guides  another.  The 
Ibrmer  are  under  the  command  of  one  or  two  inspectors,  and  tba 
latter  of  a  captain  and  two  subalterns.  They  are  attached  to  the 
department  of  the  quarter«master  general^  Great  care  should  ba 
^en  in  the  s^leetion  of  men  for  this  service ;  they  should  ba  of 
flood  character  so  ips  not  to  be  bnbed,  and  of  some  acuteneaa  mA 
fliscretion  so  as  not  to  be  deceived,  and  above  all  things  sober^  and 
not  loqnadous.  There  is  absolutely  no  security  against  a  aaaii 
who  will  obey  any  tnyitation  to  drink,  and  who  in  hia  oidiaaiy 
habits  is  given  to  loquacity.  This  observation  may  bpive  an  ap* 
peaiance  pf  a  minute  insignificance,  but  those  whose  have  bees  a 
the  fields  or  who  have  read  much  in  that  best  study  <^a  aoldiaiv 
tfie  French  Memoirs,  will  not  need  to  be  told  how  often  apiea  baife 
procured  the  moat  important  secrets  from  messengers,  courien^ 
lEC.of  the  kind  i^Mve  mentioned.  It  is  needless  to  add,  that  tlmae 
cpi^ncni  should  4>e  i^dl  |vaed»  Aattbesr  diapatdiea  abould  lip 
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concealed  to  some  p«t  of  their  dreii  or  of  thge  fanHtioe  of  Iknir 
bovte.    Thejr  should,  moreorer,  be  men  of  tried  coavage^ 
•lid  aothrity.  By^ddceas,  I  meao  that  kind  of  dexterona 
which  is  Teiy  iiegpdUj  fotiad  efr^ea  in  ipien  ^  die  iDondition  of  ^ 
riers. 

11.  Colun^n  leaders  and  guides  are  then  «pp<Mnted  to  lead  tbt 
heads  of  columns,  divisions,  or  detachments.  If  coqntfy  goidaa 
are  used,  great  pire  is  ufcessary,  as  there  is  often  an  inconoeiTabla 
^ie^ree  of  malioe,  or  at  least  of  inischief  and  eunning  in  those  anen^ 
frhich  renders  them  very  dangerons^  I  waold  never  tmst  sndi 
guides  vrithont  two  or  three  Serjeants  of  good  character  inmadk 
ately  anmnd  th(ea^  The  ipischief  which  their  treachery  may  oo» 
(casion  is  very  great^  They  have  often  veotiFed  injuriaa  from  samt 
0f  your  pen  which  yon  do  nojt  or  cannot  know  o&  because  tbcf 
perversely  conceal  them  in  ord^r  more  fnlly  to  re^penge  thenu 

13.  I  shall  say  nothing  of  spies  and  other  kind  of  emissatiasb 
Their  management  must  be  left  to  your  discretion ;  remember 
0nlyy  that  you  hl^ve  to  deal  not  only  with  knaves,  but  what  ia 
still  more  dangjerons,  with  cunning  men^  I  remember  reading  a 
trial  in  one  of  our  courts*  some  time  since,  in  which  a  spy^  in  osdsr 
<n  render  himself  more  secure,  had  become  sudi  on  bodi  aides» 
pmd  ^rved  both  sides  equally  well,  till  he  was  found  out  by 
srhen  he  purchased  his  safety  by  bctm3nng  the  odier*  The 
I  think,  was  Ludooff,  .and  he  propured  the  execution  of  bii 
fade,  L^  Modie  or  Motte.    It  was  in  the  American  war. 

19«  On  no  occasion  whatever  let  smy  offioar  midertake  any 
thing  of  this  kind,«it!Kif  es|Honni^  A  yonng  general  may  somi 
times  have  die  thoughtless  luhuoHmity  to  ask  it,  becaase  \m 
knows  he  may  depend  iqpan  snch  information,  bat  let  no  oficar 
fiMsent  to  put  his  houonr  to  snch  a  periL  It  may  not  only  ba 
infttmous  in  the  event,  but  is  dishonovrable  in  dw  eaccutiom  it 
Hiust  be  accompanied  with  falsehood,  and  widi  n  bscack  of  at  laail 
tacit  compact.    It  b  a  felony  in  the  law  of  war  and  naliooe. 

14.  Theenginaar  service  is  a  vary  Mapartant  one  tn  idl  armiaa^ 
The  general  Aya^sj  at  ion  engineer  is  totiaca  awtaod  canatnsd  §mpm 
liioations  and  militaqr  works  of  idl  fcindsjfip^ta  sorsay  and  draw 
jpbna  of  cantanmail^  paijdsns^  Mi  ^iMnUf  and  in  sieges  t^ 
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conduct  the  operatioiiB  of  attack  and  defence*  To.  the  corps  of 
•ogineeri  are  likewise  attached  pioneers,  pontoneers,  and  miners. 
The  duty  of  the  pioneers  is  to  work  with  the  spade  and  mattock, 
to  dig  ditches,  to  throw  up  parapets,  &c*  &c.  The  pontoueeia 
have  to  build  bridges  and  lay  the  pontoons*  The  miners  excavate 
the  earth  for  the  purpose  of  forming  mines,  &c  In  the  English 
service  all  these  are  attached  to  the  artillery. 

15.  In  most  of  the  European  armies  the  pontoneers  consist  of 
one  or  two  troops  and  a  suitable  number  of  officers.  A  company 
of  poutoneers  is  generally  composed  of  from  one  hundred  to  one 
hundred  and  fifty  privates,  from  ten  to  fifteen  non-commissioned 
officers,  and  firwn  three  to  five  officers*  The  commanding  officer 
is  usually  a>captaiii  or  major*  The  nature  of  their  service  marks 
•ut  the  kind  of  knowledge  which  they  should  possess.  Even  the 
privates  of  this  corps  shonld  be  perfectly  acquainted  with  the 
mechanical  part  of  constructing  bridges,  either  of  pontoons,  of 
ordinary  boats,  or  of  beams,  trees,  &c.  A  pontoon  is  a  boat  car- 
ried  with  armies  for  the  purpose  of  forming  bridges  of  boats  in  the 
passage  of  rivers*  These  pontoons  are  transported  in  waggons  or 
carts  made  particularly  for  that  purpose.  It  should  have  been 
mentioned,  that  pontoons  are  usually  lined  with  tin,  iron,  or 
copper*  They  have  to  bear  a  great  weight,  being  the  master 
beams  as  it  were,  across  which  are  laid  the  joists  which  compose 
the  frame  work  of  the  bridge. 

16*  The  corps  of  miners  is  usually  composed  of  one  or  mora 
companies  or  troops*  Every  miner,  therefore,  should  be  well 
acquainted  with  the  mechanical  practice  of  excavating  the  earthy 
with  the  art  of  making  subterraneous  passages,  covers,  or  galleries; 
with  the  proper  mode  of  preparing  and  forming  the  oven  ef  a 
nine,  viz.  the  recess  in  which  the  charge  of  gunpowder  is  depe» 
aited  (or  blowing  up  the  ground  and  works  near  it ;  with  the 
means  of  filling  up  or  inclosing  the  oven  en  the  side  of  the  passage 
that  leads  to  it ;  and  with  the  manner  of  exploding  a  mine,  bjr 
aet^ng  fire  to  it,  ^either  with  a  cinder,  or  a  pudding,  which  is  m 
kmg  hole  of  gunpowder  particulariy  prepared  for  that  purpoaew  ■ 

17.  Pioneers  are  likewise  usually  formed  into  distinct  corps. 
Olieir  duty  is  to  throw  up  the  bicast.«rork  inkfield  fortiiicatMi^ 
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to  clear  and  repair  roads  for  marchesy  and,  according  to  the  pre* 

•ent  simplified  system  of  castrametatton,  to  throw  np  day  hiiti^ 

&c.  for  the  soldierB.    When  they  work,  each  company  u  tabdU 

vided  into  parties  of  nine  or  twelve  men«    The  following  is  tbt 

method  in  which  they  usually  dig  a  ditch  or  trench  or  throw  up  • 

parapet  or  rampart.     A  numher  of  large  baskets,  about  three  feet 

wide,  and  three  or  four  feet  high,  and  placed  successively  or  simul* 

taneously  in  one  line,  or  in  several  lines  having  different  bearings  ; 

these  baskets  are  then  filled  with  earth  thrown  up  with  all  possible 

expedition  from  the  side  most  remote  from  the  enemy ;  and  » 

trench  is  thus  formed  three  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  ground^ 

which  is  secured  from  the  fire  of  the  enemy  both  by  the  baskets 

and  the  earth  thrown  up  from  behind  them* 


ART   OF   WIR. — PART   SECOND. — FORTIFICATION. 

Lecture  seventh*  —  Summary  of  the  preceding  Lectures  on  the 

Tracing  of  Field  Works. 

1.  There  is  no  more  effectual  metliod  of  fixing  any  art  upon  the 
mind,  than  in  taking  an  occasional  summary  of  the  parts  which  yom 
may  already  h)Lve  learned,  and  compressing  them  into  a  brief  syn« 
thesis,  or  a  few  short  rules,  to  be  committed  to  memory.  Let  ^B 
now,  therefore,  do  this  with  respect  to  the  three  preceding  lectures, 
which  treated  of  the  tracing  of  field  works. 

2.  It  was  stated,  that  the  ordinary  field  works  were  the  five 
following:  fleches,  redoubts,  star  works,  tete  du  ponts,  and  en« 
trenchments  for  camps  and  positions.  The  student  would  do  well 
to  commit  to  memory  the  following  brief  rules  for  tracing  them*    . 

9.  Rule  to  trace  afleche. — ^The  most  usual  fleches  are  for  sixty 
men  or  thirty  files  and  two  pieces  of  cannon.  To  make  a  fleche 
of  this  dimension  proceed  as  follows.  Divide  your  detachment 
(thirty  file)  into  two  platoons,  and  place  them  by  your  eye  in  the. 
form  of  a  fleche;  then  draw  a  line  along  each  front  or  face  of  your 
platoon,  adding  six  paces  to  each  line  for  the  cannon.  This  line, 
will  be  the  interior  side  of  the  parapet.  The  parapet  of  a  fleche  is 
SIX  feet  thick ;  of  course,  at  a  distance  of  six  feet  from  the  interior 
Une,  draw  another  line  for  the  exterior  line  of  the  parapet.  The 
ditch  of  a  fleche  is  of  the  same  width  «s  the  parapet,  and  therefore^ 
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feet  {rom  the  exterior  penpet,  mvk  tbe  line  for  the  ditch,  acld<« 
faigtwo  feet  to  H  for  Ae  herm.  Within  the  fleche,  and  four  feet 
from  die  line  interior  parapet,  another  line  is  marked  for  the  ban- 
quette^ npon  which  theifoldiers  get  when  it  is  necessary  for  them 
in  defend  the  work ;  from  eight  to  ten  feet  width  is  allowed  for  that 
raised  bank»  where  the  cannon  is  placed. 

4m  There  is  anodier  nsnal  role  for  describing  a  fleche.  Snp- 
posng  the  like  nnmber  of  sixty  men,  with  two  pieces  of  cannon  to 
defend  it.  The  detachment  being  arrived  at  the  place  to  which  it 
was  ordered  is  ranged  two  deep,  in  an  exact  right  line.  It  b  then 
fivided  into  two  platoons,  and  a  serjeant  pot  in  the  ttentre,  who  is 
aidered  to  march  forwards  in  front  of  it,  and  take  as  many  steps 
(fifteen)  as  there  are  files  in  each  of  the  platoons.  He  then  places 
Lis  halbert  or  a  stake  at  the  place  where  he  stops,  and  thus  marks 
tiieai^le  of  the  fleche.  From  this  marked  point  is  drawn  a  line 
t»  the  right  wing  of  the  detachment,  and  another  to  the  left,  which 
two  lines  form  the  fleche. 

5.  To  make  a  sqnare  redonbt,  you  most  proceed  thns.  Suppose 
tfiat  two  hundred  men  and  two  pieces  of  cannon  were  des^;iied 
for  its  defimce,  you  must  previously  find  out  the  number  of  paces 
Aat  the  line  of  parapet  shoald  have,  and  reckon  in  this  manner. 
Two  hundred  men,  two  deep,  make  a  hundred  file,  for  which  must 
be  allowed  100  paces ;  for  the  cannon,  at  »x  paces  for  eadi  piece» 
19  paces;  total  119  paces;  which,  divided  into  four,  make  tt 
pace8,or  the  length  ofeach  line  of  that  square  redoubt.  After  this 
calculation  draw  a  right  line,  twenty-eight  paces  long,  and  on  eadi 
extremity  of  it  draw  two  other  right  lines  of  the  same  lei^;th,  and 
then  join  them  at  their  top.  The  entrance  of  a  redoubt  is  made  m 
that  face  which  is  the  least  exposed  to  an  attack;  the  widdiof  fvf* 
paces  is  allotted  for  that  purpose,  so  that  the  cannon  can  coofcai* 
cntly  pass;  but  when  there  is  no  cannon,  three  or  four  paces  are  sofr 
ficient.  This  entrance  is  niasked  from  within  by  a  traverse,  larg^ 
on  each  side  by  three  or  four  paces  than  the  entrance  itself,  to  pte- 

• 

Tent  that  divisioo  of  men  who  line  the  parapet  from  being  attadc*. 
td  in  the  rear.    It  is,  however,  necessary,  that  the  traverse  Aoald 
be  at  such  a  distance  from  the  entrance  that  diere  may  be  no  in* 
ODQfenience  in  the  passage.    It  is  also  usually  masked  on  the 
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^de  bgra  fieche.  The  ptnpet  of  a  redoubt  is  from  twelve  to  fcai« 
Wn  feet  vk  thickness,  beiogp  intended  to  resist  cannon  ihot;  The 
berm  is  two  feet;  The  ditch  twelve  or  fourteen;  The  banquette 
or  inside  mound  for  firing  four  feet ;  wh^  the  cannon  ate  jpkce^^ 
eight  feet  The  depth  of  the  ditch  is  six  feet  Tbe  flecbe,  or 
simple  breast  Works  (for  either  may  be  used),  which  coven  tbe  en^ 
trance  of  a  redoubt,  ^tiould  be  eight  feet  thicks 

6.  The  lines  of  the  square  redoiibts  having  nb  other  defence 
than  their  own  fire,  and  not  being  protected  by  that  of  the  conti- 
guous lines,  it  must  be  remedied  by  placing  them  in  such  a  situ** 
tion  that  th)e  grbuttd  may  aJEferd  them  advantages,  that  is  to  say,  by 

.  'constructing  them  upbn  heights,  or  with  one  or  two  of  their  fecei 
to  a  rivulet,  a  morass,  a  precipice,  a  hollow  way,  &c*  or  by  cover* 
ing  tliem  with  abbatis,  with  chevaux-de^fiizes,  with  trous-de-loups, 
and  fougades,  &c.  The  principal  care  which  is  requisite  in  de* 
scribing  a  redoubt  is  to  texamine  Well  which  is  its  weak  side,  that 
b  to  say,  where,  the  enemy  could  approach  with  the  greatest  fecili* 
*  ty :  you  must  not  then  present  to  tliis  side  an  angle,  which  is  the 
Weakest  part  in  all  the  works,  but  a  face.  It  must  be  particularly 
doticcd»  that  the  works  constructed  to  hinder  the  passage,  of  a  de^ 
file  must  be  within  musketnihot,  otherwise  the  labour  will  be  in 

,  Vain,  and  the  enemy  will  debouche,  notwithstanding  the  works.  It 

M  not  quite  necessary  to  make  the  redoubts  exactly  square,  and  no 
ill  arises  from  it,  if,  Unf  example,  they  are  made  in  rhomb,  or  if  one 
tktit  &  longer  than  another,  for  it  is  the  ground  upon  which  thes^ 

.  works  are  to  be  elevated,  and  that  which  is  round  about  it,  which 
gives  the  shape.  Fdr  example,  if  it  were  thought  pibper  to  es* 
tablish  one  on  a  height,  the  lines  must  be  traced  in  such  a  man- 

•  ner^  diat  the  whole  of  the  declivi^>  and  even  the  foot  of  it,  on  every 
ui^  of  the  work,  should  be  exposed  to  thte  fire  of  the  musketry, 
ftom  those  who  defend  it;  or  that  at  least  they  should  be  able  tb 
idiscover  every  thing  500  paces  from  their  post    When  thai  iad«r 

'  Vantage  can  be  procured,  it  is  of  little  consequence  whether  the 
Redoubt  has  foOr  or  more  faces,  for  it  is  sufficient  to  be  able  to 
tdefend  well  the  surrounding  ground  >  and,  on  these  occasions,  all 
scrupulous  precision  of  regularity  tnay  be.  omitted,  without  pai^ 

.^vmg  any  harm  from  it

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7.  There  mre  a  tort  of  redoubt^  which  mre  not  ctoied  behind, 
mod  which  are  made  me  of  to  mask  tfie  defilei  winch  ate  in  ftnot  of 
a  eamp^  bat  at  such  a  distance  that  ther  eumot  be  protected  hj 
the  fire  of  tfie  mnsketrj.  These  works  are  also  coustiuctcd  to  be 
able  to  sustain  die  advanced  posts  beyond  the  defiles,  protcctthem 
when  diey  retire,  and  prevent  the  pnrsoit  of  the  enemy.  They  are 
placed  alike  npon  the  enunenres  which  are  sometimer  met  widi 
vnder  the  camion  of  the  camp,  so  that  the  enemy  csnnot  get  pes- 
session  of  it.  The  detachment  is  supported  which  defends  snch  a 
redoubt ;  and  when,  unfortunately,  it  is  carried,  the  enemy  has 
gained  nothing,  being  exposed  to  the  cannon  of  the  camp,  because 
the  work  is  not  closed  behind :  nerertbeless,  to  defend  the  men 
who  are  there  against  a  nocturnal  surprise,  the  open  dde  of  d^ 
work  is  masked  by  a  range  of  cheraux  de  firises,  whfdi  are  joined 
one  to  the  other  by  crsmp  irons  or  by  diains,  and  by  trous  deloups 
when  the  wood  or  the  dme  allows  it.  There  is  no  rule  for  the 
shape  of  *  these  redoubtf,  the  ground  determines  it ;  their  extent 
ought  always  to  be  fixed  by  die  number  of  soldiers  destined  to  de- 
fend tfaenu 

8.  To  make  a  star-work,  die  following  mediod  must  be^obsetred: 
First  of  all  is  drawn  the  line  of  a  parapet  of  a  redoubt  eiactfy 
square ;  each  face  of  it  is  equally  divided  into  two  parts*;  diiese 
divisions  are  marked  by  pegs;  a  string  is  drawn  from  one  peg  to  diO 
opposite  peg,  which  will  pass  through  the  centre ;  you  must  take 
of  this  string,  since  each  fiice  of  the  square  redoubt  is  towards  die 
centre,  precisely  an  eighth  of  the  length  of  a  face.    Suppose,  fiw 
example,  that  950  men,  or  198  file,  are  designed  to  ^fenda 
star-work ;  which  make  99  file,  and  consequendy  89  paces  !hr 
each  line  of  the  redoubt ;  the  eighth  part  of  a  face  makealbuf 
paces,  which  is  marked  perpendicularly  in  the  middle  of  eadl» 
and  towards  die  centre  of  the  redoubt ;  these  eighths  are  ^Bsdl^ 
guifthed  by  pegs,  and  from  diese  last  are  dmwn  straight  Unea  to 
the  angles  of  the  redoubt;  which  gives  the  line  of  the  parapet'^ 
the  star-redoubt.    As  to  the  thickness  of  the  x>aTapet,  the  breaddi 
of  the  berm,  the  fosse,  and  the  banquette,  they  are  the  same  88 
those  of  the  redoubti. 

a.  We  have  spoken  fully  of  tetes  de  ponts  in  our  former  ko» 
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tune;  they  are  always  made  according  to  some  plan  which  the 
«9gtneert  carry  in  their  portfenille.  He  makes  choice  of  the  plan 
which  seems  most  suited  to  the  nature  of  the  ground,  of  the  ser- 
vice, and  of  the  number  of  men  allowed  to  him,  and  then  measures 
with  his  compass  the  lines  of  the  plan  according  to  the  scale  always 
annexed  to  it.  He  thus  procures  the  length  of  the  several  lines  in 
fleet  or  paces  if  he  use  English  plans,  or  in  toises,  of  six  feet  each, 
if  he  use  French  plans.    Ha  has  then  only  }o  trausfer  these  lines 

m 

to  the  ground  with  the  cord,  and  the  business  is  done.  After  a 
little  practice,  however,  his  eye  becomes  sufficient  without  plans, 
cord,  or  compasses* 

10.  All  these  several  works,  fleches,  redoubts,  and  tetes  de 
pouts,  have  in  common  the  following  parts,— the  parapet,  the 
faerm,  the  ditch,  and  the  banquette.  The  following  essentials  of 
these  several  paits  should  be  remembered. 

1 1.  A  parapet  is  a  breast-work  composed  of  earth  or  other  ma- 
t^riab  for  the  purpose  of  covering  the  men,  who  are  defendifag  the 
work,  at  the  Mune  time  enabling.them  to  fire  over.  The  height  of 
it,  in  order  to  cover  the  man,  is  made  siz/eet  six  inches.  .  In  order 
to  enable  him  to  fire  over  it,  a  banquette  or  mound,  two  feet  high, 
is  made  within  side;  by  which  means  the  parapet  only  oovers  him 
four  feet  six,  wUcb  is  the  height  of  a  musket  from  the  ground 
wben  presented  by  a  man  of  ordinary  size.  The  usual  thickness 
of  a  parapet  is  from  rix  to  eight  feet  for  fleches  and  works  intend- 
ed only  to  oppose  musketry,  and  from  twelve  to  fifteen  feet  for 
ledoubts,  &c,  intended  to  oppose  cpumoo. 

1^  The  pampet  being  composed  of  earth  thrown  up  fipm  the 
ditch,  it  is  plain  that  the  parapet  would  crumble  into  the  ^tch,  if 
there  were  no  interval  between  them.  The  berm,  therefore,  is  that 
space  of  level  ground  which  is  left  between  the  outer  side  of  the 
parapet  and  the  ditch  for  this  purpose.  It  is  usually  two  feet  wide. 
But  if  the  parapet  1m  composed  of  sand,  a  greater  width  becomes 
necessary.  But  tlus  gneater  width  is  very  dangerous,  as  it  makept 
a  lodging  place  for  the  enemy,  rendeis  the  ditch  nseless»  and  the 
parapet  mischievous. 

IS.  The  ditch  furnishes  the  eteth  of  which  tfie  pampet  is  com* 
posed.    Its  width  should  be  the  same  as  that  of  the  parapet,  but 
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oti  no  account  less  than  'ten  feet ;  twelve  feet  is  prefemble.  The 
depth  iihould  be  about  twelve  feet^-rrand  this  in  fleches  as  well  as 
r^daubt^,  1^  nti^nrov  and  shallow  ditch  b^iug  perfectly  useless.  A 
narrow  ditch  may  be  leaped  over^  a  shallow  one  very  easily  filled 
up  so  as  to  be  passable. 

14.  Banquettes  are  earthen  platforms  to  enable  the  men  to  fire 
pver  the  parapet.  Th^  should  be  two  feet  high  and  three  <|r  four 
feet  broad,  so  that' two-files  may  stand  on  thf  m.

■atnce  of  the  bmiks  ^  6th,  the  eise,  titnatien,  and  Eppenrance  ff  every 
iilttd}  M,  the  fords  ^ad  thellow  pUcet;  7th,  if  the  Imttoa  beaniddf  or 
ptcfelly,  and  ^f  there  ere  Ur§e  stones  or  qplcksands ;  sth,  the  bcendth  of 
the  river,  cmt  rather  the  distance  between  its  banks  \  9tb|  if  there  afa  helfhts 
near  the  banks,  end  at  what  distance,  and  1'  the  opposite  sheie  be  within 
^annon-tbft  of  them  \  lOth,  how  and  with  what  front  the  inftntry  wiast  ba 
fsrmed  Ibr  the  paesage;  llth,  if  there  aw  iNests  in  theneighbonrhoad, Ibc. 

a.  When  a  river  is  neither  deep  nor  rapid  it  awy  be  passad  widioaft 
bndges,  provided  it  shaU  appear,  apoa  csfeliil  exaviaation,  tl|^  ^  fitrds 
have  Bot  been  destroyed  by  the  eneny,  and  tliat  theif  bottoms  are  safi* 
clently  hard  \  for  instances  are  frequent  of  their  having  been  Ibnnd  so  soft, 
by  being  prcvionsly  trodden,  ^hat  the  troops  in  the  rear  o'  the  colnmns  have 
liccii  naable  to  mar^b  over,  particahqcly  whep  they  were  headed  by  cavalry; 

a.  Whatever  relates  to  the  passage  of  troops  over  a  bridge  of  baata  be- 
longs to  aaother  lecture.  I  shall  hem,  however,  throw  together  1 
sory  ideas.r- An  wy  amy  either  be  obliged  to  pam  a  rive^,  ia 
towards  an  epemy  when  he  is  on  the  opposite  side  of  it  ^  or  in  retiyating 
from  him.  Ia  both  cases  the  foUowiqg  drcnmsfaacm  are  to  be  considsifd. 
}%i.  If  the  river  be  crofsed  in  sight  of  the  enemy}  ad,  if  it  be  dona  la  a 
cOnatry  that  is  not  occapicd,  bat  itt|o  which  a  forced  march  may  briag  h)p  } 
ad,  if  both  the  banks  a|PS  within  the  rene^  of  smaU  am^i  or  4th,  if  tiipy 
aia  oaly  within  the  fire  of  cannosMkoC 

4.  If  the  enemy*8  generals  have  aay  idea  of  their  baateess,  if  his  tvahs  of 
artillery  be  saperiov  to  year  own,  and  if  hk  troops  bare  evea  a  asodmata 
share  of  coarage,  it  is  ahaoat  impossible  that  yon  shoald  ba  able  to  pass  ^ 
flfar  ia  his  Pfcscace}  becafMe  ha  has  it  completely  in  his  power  to  destroy  * 
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yMr  pootooM,  tnd  to  drive  jonr  csralry  back  into  tVe  wsCar:  Aadiftdee^ 
$f  the  mperiority  of  artillery  were  oo  your  tlde^  eoeh  as  nndettakisf  taail 
erer  be  extremely  basardone,  and  the  sacceM  of  It  extremely  dodbtfU. 
Therefore,  whenever  a  pastaf^e  is  to  be^  effected  mider  tiicte  circ— wtMwm^ 
parapet!  ouf bt  to  be  thrown  up  in  the  night  fbr  your  cannon  and  latefry. 
The  ^rtt  mntt  be  occupied  by  all  the  heary  camMm  and  howittera ;  and  if 
aome  doaling  battcriet  or  ph^fbrmi  to  the  cannon  eoiM  be  placed  abare 
and  below  the  bridge,  they  would  be  of  great  aenrice  to  the  undertakinf . 

5.  In  this  caie  the  river  matt  be  patted  in  the  day-tiuM,  that  the  artiOerf^ 
may  lire  wi|h  the  freater  accuracy  and  effect,  and  tha|  i|)l  diaorder  or  ifff» 
gularity  may  be  avoided. 

4.  When  every  thing  be  ready  Ibr  the  IbnMtion  of  the  bridge,  and  tho 
troopa  prepared  for  the  pattage,  the  heavleat  tire  will  be  made  from  all  the 
hatteriea  and  parapets,  with  a  viewing  of  tllencing  the  enemy^ri  artillery,  «f 
clearing  the  oppoalte  bank  of  hit  troopt,  and  of  compelling  him  to  retreat. 
For  tnch  a  purpose  howitsert  loaded  with  eaae-thot  will  be  eatieniely  acr«  - 
vieeable.  At  toon  at  the  enemy*t  batterlet  are  tilenced,  the  bridge  araat  b« 
Ibrmed  with  the-gre^tett  expedition ;  and  in  the  ipean  time  aome  gienadfera, 
wlio  have  volnntarily  offered  their  tervieet,  may  be  tent  in  boata  with  a  §tm . 
^dd-piecet  to  aatitt  the  pontoneert  and  to  keep  the  enemy  at  a  dlttasee'. 
If  it  thould  be  necettary,  two  of  the  planka  may  be  tied  together  and  co- 
vered, with  plankt,  that  the  troopt  may  be  the  more  elevated. 

7.  When  the  bridge  he  almoat  completed,  tome  tquadront  of  llght-htraa 
thould  be  ordered  to  patt  the  river  at  the  mott  conveniest  placet  above  nnd 
bdow  it,  provided  the  bankt  are  neither  too  high  nor  too  tteep;  becanae  the 
tneaiy  cannot  oppote  their  landing  without  detaching  t,  body  oftroopafac 
ttat  purpoae,  and  of  conrte  he  will  weaken  hit  front.  And,  tm  the  ether 
^land,  if  he  tuffert  them  to  form,  they  will  make  a  vigorout  attack  mpa»  hit 
fiaakt,  and  by  driving  back  all  they  atecC,  render  the  greateat  ataittance  to 
the  pattage  of  theinfrntry.  At  the  tame  time^  the  boett  mutt  endeavour  toi 
^nd  die  volnnteertj  and  the  floating  batteiiei  win  gat  at  Murthe  thoie  aa 
foatible  and  keep  np  an  incetaant  ire. 

'  "t.  The  infrntry  moat  march  ever  in  one  deep  column,  with  aa  laige  a 
front  at  the  bridge  will  admit  of;  and  the  head  of  thit  cotumn  muat  be 
cdiipoted  of  the  beat  end  mott  reaoluto  troopt,  who  will  be  ordered  to  re- 
eerve  their  ftrc,  and  to  repeLHw  enemy  with  flxed  bayonett  aa  toon  aa  thef 
keve  patted  the  river.  When  the  flrtt  diviaion  be  tuAdeatly  advanced  be- 
yond the  bridge,  ^  othera  matt  fbim  up  to  the  right  and  left  with  great 
expedition ;  but  the  fire  matt  not  he  begun  tUI  aeveral  divitfont  are  in  line, 
end  it  mutt  then  he  kept  up  with  regulvlty,  lettthe  enemy^t  cavnfary  thould 
^fu  to  the  attack  alley  the  emMenitlea  la  tapfdid ;  far  in  thet  caae  a 
^  defeft  weald ena've.    WMtolfce  landlag  tiaepa af  fainiag  ground  to 
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Mukt  room  for  Uiote  io  the  rctr,  tbey  mutt  prefcrre  a  •euMcircnUr  formii. 
tk«t  both  wiagB  may  renalp  close  to  the  bank  of  the  riTor. 

9.  A  part  of  a  river  which  fbrrnt  a  curre  is  of  all  others  the  most  conre- 
aienl  lor  such  ao  andertakiugy  becaase  the  batteries  can  effectaallj  defend 
the  bridge  as  well  as  the  pasiafe  of  the  troops. 

10.  As  it  is  of  crcat  consequence  that  a  considerable  body  of  troope  shoQld 
be  able  to  march  over  the  riTcr  with  expedilKMis  there  onght  to  be  more 
than  one  bridge.  Those  for  the  infantry  might  be  made  with  casks,  boats, 
•C  floats  of  timber  :  the  latter,  howerer,  are  sometimes  dangerous, 

21.  As  soon  as  yoor  first  troops  have  gained  an  adrantage^  and  are  likely^ 
to  maintain  their  ground,  the  artillery  ought  to  be  brought  up,  that  the  ene« 
my  may  not  be  able  to  rally  or  make  a  second  attack.  And  as  there  will  be 
BO  time  for  the  formation  of  a  retrenchment,  cheranx  de  Arise  will  be  of 
gqreat  use  in  ^curing  them  from  the  attacks  of  cavalry.  Whenerer  there 
are  woods.  Tillages,  heights,  or  any  other  adTantageou*  poets  on  Ihe  eoe- 
my*s  side  of  the  rirer,  they  ought  fo  be  taken  poesessi^  of  without  4^J* 

13.  A  regular  and  close  engagement  ought  never  to  be  hazarded  till  all 
the  troops  hate  inarched  otct  ;  and  although  the  infantry  may  be  unable  to 
gain  as  much  grouiD^  as  is  reqn^ite  without  the  use  of  the  bayonet,  a  npii^ 
pursuit  muit  l^  equally  aToided.  T^t  part  of  the  business  ought  to  be  left 
to  U>9  caTalry,  whose  attacks  must  be  made  with  great  regularity,  and  eon* 
ducted  in  such  a  manner,  th^  in  case  of  a  repulse  they  may  be  able  to  re- 
treat  found  the  flanks  of  the  infantry.  For  if  (hey  were  to  bf  drirea  back 
upon  them,  the  whpl^  would  fly  in  .confusion  y>  the  bridges,  ^he  passagi^ 
would  beeflectually  stopped,  and  of  course  the^  would  be  either  forced  into 
the  water  or  cut  down  by  the  enemy*s  caralry.  Whenerer  an  Qld  bridge  is 
to  be  repaired,  or  a  new  one  built,  great  care  must  be  tafcen  that  it  shall  bja 
strong  eaongh  to  bear  the  weight  of  the  troops.  The  want  of  proper  at; 
teation  to  this  particular  had  nearly  cqst  Charles  the  Xllth  his  life  when  hcL 
passed  the  Vistula  near  Warsaw* 

19.  If  the  cavalry  ei^  neither  maseh  nor  swioi  through  the  riTer»  wm^ 
regiments  must  go  over  the  bridges  as  soon  as  eight  or  ten  battalioaa  of . 
infimtry  are  formed,  and  endearour  to  make  the  enemy  retreat.    Wbea  tb« 
passage  of  the  whole  army  is  completed,  the  regiments  of  caralry  vilLpoet . 
themseWes  upon  the  right  and  left  of  the  infantry,  and  appuyer  their  flaite 
to  the  bank  of  the  river.   • 

14.  When  an  army  ia  adTancing,  the  baggage-waggons,  amnmnition,  aa^ 
stores,  must  be  left  behind,  till  asecare  position  has  been  taken  on  the  othc^ 
side  of  the  river ;  but  in  a  retreat,  they  are  to  be  sent  before  the  cblumnf. 
In  both  cases,  however,  they  must  be  under  a  suAeieat  guard. 

15.  Wbea  aa  army  is  passiag  a  rircr  ia  sight  of  the  eaemy,  retreachmeata 
artaotforaied^  aad  for  two  rfatoay— irat^bcoaie  theia  is  a  chance  gf  hy 
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icCreattogy  ctpedmlly  tf  be  fiodfl  liiiDMlf  too  weak;  and'  aeeondly^y  bccaaue 
be  may  nake  aa  immediate  and  decifWe  attack,  for  whick  all  Ae  ilertfmar^ 
^apositlons  will  ^are  been  artrang^  befbr^band.  Bat,  if  be  ihoaM  aM 
begin  an  attack,  I  wonid  by  all  means  tbrow  ii|y  a  retrenfbment,  aad  tMt^ 
sue  at  work  dnring  the  night ;  on  aeconnt  of  the  repeated  miflfortnttea  Ibat 
baTe  happened  to  armiei,  merely  beeanae,  under  an  idea  of  their  own  wpi 
riority  or  lafity,  they  haye  neglected  to  take  the  rcqvititt  pieoamttona. 

16.  If  the  enemy  be  not  actnally  in  tight,  but  at  a«eb  ■  dlitanfe  Ibat  bb 
tan  oppoie  yon  in  the  conrte  of  a  few  bonrs,  the  intended  peatag^of  yonr 
troopa  mutt  be  kept  a  profound  tecret ;  and  while  yonr  real  deaign  is  bid  by 
false  marchei,  by  throwing  up  retrenchments,  aad  by  using  all  appaicdt 
means  of  Btrengtbening  your  position,  you  must  be  making  erery  neeeaaHry 
preparation,  that  there  ipay  neither  be  disorder  nor  beaitation  wbaa  tbe 
army  receires  orders  to  march.  In  such  a  ease  there  ought  uerer  to  be  \tm 
than  two  Inidges  ;  that  if  one  of  them  should  be  destroyed  by  the  ttruaaa  or 
the  enemy's  artillery,  an  entire  sacrifice  may  not  be  made  of  thoic  wkm 
art  gone  oyer. 

17«  Wheneyer  there  arc  islands  in  the  riyer,  great  adyantage  may  be  de- 
liyed  iVom  them ;  ibr,  if  you  march  oyer  them,  you  can  both  shorten  yovHr 
bridges  and  form  works  upon  them  for  your  defence ;  or  if  your  bridges  a^ 
"aMde  beknr  and  aboye  them,  which  in  some  cases  are  more  adyisable,  Ibey 
will  enable  you  to  erect  batteries  to  coyer  the  passage  of  the  troops,  and  tb 
«0BBmand  the  country  In  your  front,  tf  the  opposite  shore  be  higher  than 
tb^  islands,  it  will  of  course  be  necessary  that  our  batteries  should  bepM- 
portionably  raised.  But  this  can  nerer  be  attended  with  much  diflculfj^^ 
especially  when  there  is  a  suttcient  supply  of  wood;  because  by  plAeidf 
<bo  trunks  of  trees  across  each  other,  a  kind  of  blockhouse  may  ba  mad^, 
Twbich  will  effectually  answer  your  purpose.  *  ^  i 

18.  The  march  towarda  the  riyer  must  be  conducted  with  the  greatest  ffi^ 
jpilarity  and  precaution.  All  the  grenadiers  must  be  in  the  front,  and  itk 
pontoons  will  Ibllow  in  their  rear,  with  some  extra  waggons  and  horses, 
that  the  troops  may  sot  be  delayed  by  any  unexpected  accident.  Tba  iimtt 
dMt  win  be  required  in  bringing  fbem  to  tiie  appointed  places,  in  fotatof 
(be  bridges,  snd  in  the  passage,  must  be  calculated  with  accuracy,  that  Ike 
amy  may  neitbar  begin  the  march  too  soon  nor  too  late, 

19.  The  troops  must  begin  to  march  oyer  the  riyer  in  the  night,  that  tWy 
•  ttay  bt  tntlrely  formed  belbre  day-break,  and  eyery  obstacle  must  bo  -will 

consldsrad;  because  tba  least  oyersfgbt  or  delay  might  destroy  the  undta- 
titking,  and  occasion  a  total  defeat  of  tba  army. 

90.  Balbra  the  bridges  are  begun,  strong  patro1e»  of  cnyalry  ongbt  to  bf 
formed,  and  select  troops  sent  up  and  down  tb«  rii^er  in  boats,  for  tho  pua- 
f«M  of  itoppiBf  all  frafellcrs,  f esials,  aikl  •fiu*  till  the  army  has  passed. 
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.  gi.  UpoA  aU  MMk  oecitioai.  Mid  palttcmhrly  wk«^  hi  tray  !•  retremtUif » 
AfMMnl  oCeer  ••fkt  to  bepotied  ai  i^cbMdfe  to  fee  that  tbe  troopa  are 
•lrictl)r  obeAeal  t#  Ike  ordcn^  aad  thai  (ka  waggans  adTaaee  wUk  rcgala- 
il^.aad  ia  4lielr  fro|pcr  tana. 

aa.  Tha  iaadiif  troopa  mat  bcfio  to  entmldi  itMaMciveay  aecotdiaf  td 
iaM  intiitoaHoa»  aa  aoaa  aa  tkay  Imvc  croaMd  the  mcr ;  for  it  ia  alwayatv 
ba  aayyaaed  tka  tlM  aaaaiy  will  oMrob  to  attack  tham  wbaa  ho  rccalvoa  ia.

it.  Not  ■ore'thaa  kalf  tlie  troopa  ara  to  be  allowed  ta  work  at  tbe  aaiae 
lha»»'  aad  tbey  maat  gronad  tbdr  firclocka  tvo  pocaa  io  tba  frost.  For,  if 
•ihiay  worota  placa  tbaaii  io  bella  of  anoai  at  was  foraMrly  the  coatoHi,  each 
HMWooMbe  at  a  lola  to  fiad  hii  ovai  and  coolauoii  riitglit  aaaoe.  TW 
■vorliiof  men  aiaat  ba  icUevod  erery  two  or  three  hovra,  aad  the  rert  of  the 
troopa  will  loroi  thcBMolTea  in  line,  and  remain  nnder  arma.  If  an  atbck 
•ahonM  be  nmda  befino  the  parapets  are  completed,  the  working  men  arast 
aalae  their  flrelockaaad  Uke  post  io  the  ditches,  irom  whence  their  in  will 
be  of  great  serrice  ;  the  rest  of  the  army  will  be  formed  in  line  bctwtan  fta 
woifca,  and  the  batteries  will  do  so  much  execntion  from  the  other  aUa  oC 
^tfM  rivar  that  the  anamy  mast  soon  find  his  aitnation  aiUfantaly 
and  tha  aMiatenanca  of  it  equally  dilBenlt. 

M.  Aa  it  ia  hero  tha  principal  intention  that  the  aitty  ahonld 
tH»naly  dafrnded,  flechaa  anay  be  thrown  np  with  a  parapet  hctwf 

•6.  If  we  tnppose  an  army  of  forty-two  bnttalioaa  and  aixty  aqnadaana  t0 
ba  obliged  to  mardh  over  two  hridgas,  which  are  twelve  hnndrad  paotf 
aannder,  the  four  leading  battalions  of  both  coknnna  nsnat  throw  np  nto-' 
•4o«bt  sooM  knndrad  paces  in  front  of  each  bridge,  aad  capable  of  oantain- 
ftng  at  least  one  bnttalion,  with  aix  or  eight  pieces  of  cannon.  The  tw»  nffaf 
battalions  of  each  column  must  then  join  thaapselvea  together  betwaen  Umie 
two  redoubts,  and  throw  ap  a  third.  Tha  seventh,  eight,  ninth,  and  tenth 
bHlilinni  wiU  branch  out,  those  of  tha  right  hand  cohunn  aMrchiiic  to  tM 
right,  and  thoaa  of  the  left  hand  column  to  tlia  leA,  and  i^entb^aio^^ 
pnnea  from  the  first  and  second  redouhta,  and  not  fn  from  the  banka^  f^^ 
win  form  two  ouire.

Bat  if  any  of  the  vorke  ehoald  be  vnfiniehed^  |hn^ 
hiittaUonB  which  weee  ordered  to  occnpy  them  will  iBmediately  throw  thedi* 
feelvee  into  the  ditches,  nod  at  the  tame  time  the  caTalrjr  will  ehferfe  with  Ika 
utmost  Tifonr  Ihat  the  enemy  may  be  repelled^  or,  at  all  erdtts^  that  a  f»> 
fteral  en^a^ement  may  be  avoided. 

ty.  With  tdch  retrenchmentfly  it  is  erident  that  ttie  b^iops  will  bo  soon 
eovered;  that  they  will  be  at  liberty  to  eatend  their  front  as  they  marell 
oTcr;  and  that  they  will  be  enabled  to  manoenTre  with  Ikeedom,  and  |o 
attack  the  enemy  wherercr  they  please  \  which  are  the  freatcst  adTintafM 
they  can  possibly  altmn. 

9S.  Whether  the  enenty  adrances  in  line  or  in  eolomn,  the  ^valry  mnst 
wheel  op  and  take  them  in  flank.  If  this  mancenrre  be  performed  with  ra> 
guiarity,  intrepidity,  and  firmness,  it  cannot  fiiil  of  being  attended  with  sne-> 
^ess  \  becanse  their  oblique  position  behind  the  redonbts  will  hare  kept  them 
In  great  measure  ont  of  sight. 

S9.  If  small  ansa  will  carry  across  the  river,  and  if  the  opposite  hank  bo 
cither  lower  than  on^  own,  or  of  equal  height,  parapets  tot  the  iiUantry 
ought  to  be  thrown  np  in  the  night  on  each  aide  of  the  places  where  the 
bridges  are  to  be  made,  and  between  the  batteries.  The  best  for  this  pnr* 
pose  are  formed  with  ditches  in  their  rear ;  for  by  these  iheans  we  shall  be 
able  to  keep  back  the  enemy,  while  the  passage  of  the  army  and  the  Ictca 
de  pont  are  completed  #ith  ease  and  in  security.

The  fonrth  requisite  of  a  good  position  is,  that  the  acc^s  toonf 
hrmj  be  as  difficult  as  possible,  and  much  in  common  with  the 
tecondj  since  whatever  covers  the  flanks  cannot  but  increase  tite 
■trength  of  the  front*  In  the  latter  respect  it  is,  however,  not  n!«  , 
qoired,  that  the  position  be  altogether  uuattackable,  but  it  is  suf* 
ficient,  that  the  approach  of  the  enemy  be  rendered  difficult,  to 
such  a  degree,  that  the  advantages  of  the  ground  may  turn  the 
issue  of  the  conflict  in  our  favour.  It  results  from  the  premises, 
that  the  effect  of  every  power  engaged  in  combat  is  weakened,  by 
its  being  under  the  necessity  of  acting  up-hill,  in  proportion  to  the 
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height  ttid  tteepnem  of  the  emineoce*  The  effect  of  fire  arm» 
and  the  charge,  it  it  true,  are  abo  greatly  impaired  hy  a  donrn-htll 
direcdon,  but  not  hi  the  same  degree  as  to  the  former  cate. 
Troops,  posted  on  a  height,  enjoy,  moreover,  the  great  advantage 
of  overlooking  all  the  movements  of  the  enemy,  an  advantage 
which  may  prove  decisive  on  the  day  of  battle.  It  cannot  be  de» 
nied  that  these  advantages  are  merely  of  a  passive  or  defensive 
complexion,  but  as  they  weaken  the  enemy's  force,  it  has  become 
a  fundamental  principle  of  our  modem  strategic  83rstem^  to  post 
the  troops,  if  possible,  on  heights.  Steep  and  high  mountains  are, 
however,  not  to  be  resorted  to,  but  when  it  becomes  necessary  to 
shelter  our  troops  from  the  attack  of  an  enemy  greatly  superior  in 
numbers ;  in  every  other  case  heights,  with  a  gentle  slope,  are  far 
more  advantageous.  An  army  should  never  be  encamped  with  its 
front  close  to  the  sea,  except  it  is  destined  to  prevent  a  landing ; 
tinder,  which  circumstances  the  fire  must  be  concentrated  against 
such  points  of  the  coast  as  are  best  adapted  for  a  descent.  Ponds, 
inundations,  or  lakes,  render,  in  many  instances,  the  firont  of  an 
army  altogether  unattackable.  A  river  forms  also  a  considerable 
obstacle,  which  increases  in  proportion  as  the  river  b  wider  and 
deeper,  as  it  has  less  fordable  places  and  bridges,  and  as  thoie 
points,  where  the  enemy  might  force  a  passage,  are  more  exposed 
to  the  fire  of  our  army.  An  absolute  morass  renders  the  fipont  un« 
attackable,  even  when  it  can  be  passed  with  difficulty,  as  in  thia 
cose  the  enemy's  .line  will  be  broken  and  thrown  into  confusion. 
A  brook,  with  a  deep  bed  and  marshy  ground,  presents  the  same 
difficulties^  and,  in  general,  by  obstructing  the  course  even  of  an 
indiffereut  river,  an  inundation  may  be  procured,  which  very  effi* 
caciously  covers  the  front  of  a  position.  Forests,  on  tlio  contrary, 
are  in  general  hurtful  in  front  of  an  army,  as  they  cover  and  con* 
real  the  encmy*s  movements.  But  if  they  are  either  so  thick,  et 
their  ground  is  so  marshy,  that  the  enemy  cannot  penetrate  through 
them  but  by  a  few  roads,  commanded  by  a  cross  fire  of  our  batte- 
ries, and  alK>ut  five  hundred  paces  distant  irom  our  front,  in  this 
case  tliey  may  be  considered  as  useful  defiles,  by  passing  whicli 
the  enemy  is  likely  to  sustain  a  considerable  loM  frop  our  fire, 
and  from  the  shattered  trees,  if  the  necessary  measures  hare  been 
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adopted  to  be  iafonned  of  tlie  enemy'i  adnnce  thraagh  the  forert 
•ufficiantly  ia  time  to  be  in  perfect  readincfl*  to  receive  him. 
Ooi^et,  rarines,  and  hollow  ways,  aecare  the  front  in  a  very  effiir^ 
ciou>  lumnner,  if  they  niD  along  it ;  but  ahonld  their  direction 
bend  towarda  tiie  anny,  they  mnit  be  completely  commuided  by 
our  fire.  Villages,  castln,  hamleti,  and  all  other  dwdling-placea, 
may  be  of  coniiderable  tervice,  if  they  are  tenable  and  utnated  at 
a  niiall  distance  from  ^e  front ;  but  they  ihould  be  occupied  by 
light  troops,  and  such  anangemente  made,  that  a  brisk  fire  can  be 
kept  up  against  any  troops  that  may  attempt  to  force  a  passage 
within  cannon-shot.  Hedges  and  bruihwoood  io  front  of  an  army 
may  be  nieful,  aa  they  obstruct  the  enemy's  advance,  and  cona^ 
qnently  keep  him  longer  exposed  to  our  fire.  Large  trees,  on  the 
coiitraiy,  especially  large  clumps  of  them,  conceal  too  much  the 
movements  of  the  enemy  ;  they  should,  therefore,  be  cut  down,  ai 
thus  they  throw  a  new  obstacle  in  his  way.  The  advantages  which 
the  grquod  iu  front  of  an  army  should  afford  are,  therefore,  as  fol- 
lows :— 1st,  The  enemy  must  not  be  able  to  call  his  whole  strength 
into  action,  nor  to  decide  the  issue  of  a  battle  by  any  conflict,  but 
tuch  as  is  best  calculated  for  the  peculiar*  description  of  our  troops. 
3d,  No  part  of  the  position,  however  difficult  may  be  the  access, 
should  be  commanded  or  liable  to  be  enfiladed,  because  in  this 
f:ase  the  euemy'a  artillery  might  not  only  throw  our  troops  into 
Citnfnsion,  bat  also  decide  the  issne  of  a  battle.  There  mnstt 
therefore,  be  no  h«ght  in  front  of  the  army,  ^t  the  distance  of 
from  two  to  three  hundred  paces,  as  high  or  hifi^her  than  that 
vrhich  we  occupy,  without  its  being  occupied  iu  force  by  our  artil- 
lery and  foot,  and  its  rear  having  a  communication  with  the  tine. 
If  a  whole  army  be  posted  on  a  cliain  of  mouDtains,  and  there  is  no 
lietgbt  opposite  to  its  position  as  high  or  higher  then  these  looun- 
"tains,  the  first  line  should  occupy  the  declivity,  and  the  s«A>nd  the 
crown  of  the  heights.  In  all  mountainous  countries  oi^Knitions, ' 
the  fit>nt  of  which  is  either  entirely  or  in  part  closed  'ip,  for  in- 
■tance,  iu  enttenchments,  the  ca?alry  most  also  be  potted  in  the 
last  line.  The  chief  defence  must  here  be  committed  to  the  in- 
fiintry,  and  if  there  should  be  any  opportnni^  rf  making  ose  of 
liorse,  from  the  swinnesa  of  thnrmovementi  they  may  easily  reach 
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the  spot,  where  they  ca^  render  themselves  useful.  It  is  the  plaii^ 
pulyt  and  where  in  the  vicinity  of  a  i>08t  they  can  be  sheltered  frou^ 
the  enemy's  lire,  that  they  can  be  employed  to  advantage  for  the 
defence  of  a  post  or  a  batteiy,  If  the  enemy  has  an  <»pportumty 
of' occupying  a  heightf  our  wh^le  qrmy  should  be  posted  on  i^ 
inountiun ;  or  the  army  can  also  be  placed  in  a  valley,  in  rear  of  the 
mountains  destined  to  serve  as  its  front,  in  which  case  th^se  moun-v 
tains  must  be  fortified  by  strong  redoubts,  and  occupied  in  suffi- 
cient force  by  artillery  and  foot.  If  in  this  position  the  enemy 
were  to  make  an  attempt  to  attack  our  army,  he  should  be  allowed 
sufficient  time  to  display  his  forces,  and  to  commence  the  attack 
on  some  of  our  redoubts.  But  at  this  moment  our  horse  and  foot 
should  fall  on  his  front  and  flank,  and  the  fire  of  our  artillery  be 
yedoubled,  in  order  jointly,  with  the  charge  of  our  troops,  to  dedde 
the  fortune  of  the  day  in  our  favour.  In  a  position  of  this  nature 
the  ground  should,  however,  be  peculiarly  fitted  to  conceal  our 
§rmy,  and  secure  the  safety  of  the  advanced  posts,  for  which  pur^ 
pose  it  is  uecessary  that  the  arn^y  should  be  covered  by  entrenched 
mountains,  woods,  villages,  and  other  elevations  fit  to  cover  *Uk 
army,  and  answer  this  end  equally  well.  3d,  In  regard  to  some 
points  of  our  position,  it  must  be  utterly  impossible  for  the  enemy 
to  form  an  attack,  without  experiencing  the  most  decided  superi- 
ority of  our  fire.  4th,  We  must  be  enabled  by  the  nature  of  the 
ground  to  erect  our  batteries  in  such  ft  mftnner  that  their  fires  crow 
in  seyeral  points  in  front  of  our  position,  and.  command  the  whoitt 
ground ;  if,  therefore,  heights  are  found  within  our  line,  it  is  oi| 
ihem  ^at  our  batteries  should  be  ec^tablished.  5th,  The  enemy 
must  be  obliged  to  break  his  line  oa  forming  the  attack,  in  which 
^a^e  we  have  it  in  our  power  to  redouble  our  fire  agunst  the  points 
where  he  is  forced  to  ^le  ofi^,  and  thus  to  produce  among  his  troops 
the  dreadful  havock  which  a  spirited  cannonade  never  faib  to  p^iH 
ducei  whan  direct#d  against  troops  whose  line  is  thus  broken^  or 
ifhiqh  i^rformed  in  column.  6th,  We  must  be  able  to  occupy 
posts  in  front  of  our  position,  which  may  render  it  difficult  fi^r  tli^ 
cnemy*s  anpy  to  form  without  great  loss;;.  9uch  posts  thould,  how* 
tier,  neyer  be  occupied  by  the  flower  ^f  oi^r  infantry,  if  they  were 
•if^wiae  in  danger  of  bong  ultimately  tak^  ^iriioners^    Tth^t  Tlie 
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Mtiire  of  the  ground  should  also  aflford  us  the  adrantage  of  change 
log  the  order  of  battle  close  to  the  enemy  in  a  sudden  and  unex<« 
pected  manner,  or  of  refusing  one  part  of  our  army,  while  we  push 
another  suddenly  forward,  and  thus  change  the  defence  into  aa 
unexpected  attack*  For  this  purpose  it  is  necessary  that  the  ca-» 
valry  shoul4  have  in  front  a  plain,  where  they  can  act  without 
Tuuning  the  danger  of  being  outflanked  by  the  enemy,  and  that 
the  ground  in  front  of  the  infantry  be  such,  that  after  having  made 
at «  proper  distance  an  efficacious  fire  figainst  the  enemy,  they 
may  be  able  to  charge  with  the  bayonet>  without  fear  of  being  cut 
o£f  from  their  post,  or  taken  in  flank.  In  order  to  execute  this 
movement  ni^ith  success,  implicit  reliance  should  never  be  placed 
on  the  effect  of  our  fire  ib  such  positions  where  we  are  anywise 
liable  to  be  attacked  by  the  enemy,  and  our  light  artillery,  horse 
and  light  infantry,  should  be  posted  on  such  heights  only  where 
ihty  caunot  easily  be  discovered  by  the  enemy,  which  he  is  ob- 
liged to  leave  on  his  flank  or  in  his  rear,  on  advancing  to  the 
charge,  and  from  whence  our  troops  can  safely  retreat.  If  tber^ 
be  sufficient  tiipe  for  increasing  the  strength  of  our  front  by  en- 
trenchmeuts,  it  should  never  be  omitted  to  construct  them  on  those 
points  against  which  the  enemy  is  most  likely  to  direct  his  attack. 
The  fifth  requisite  of  a  good  position  is,  that  no  river,  moraBs, 
favine,  hollow  way,  wide  ditch,  ridge,  or  impassable  wood,  run 
athwart  our  enemy,  and' much  less  separate  our  two  lines.  Wher- 
ever they  are  found  in  a  position,  sufficient  communications  must 
be  formed*  according  to  the  peculiar  nature  of  such  objects,  which 
4lQuld  be  of  sufficient  width  t^  be  passed  by  whole  divisions  in 
bonU  Ai^d  with  heavy  ordnance.  It  is,  however,  always  danger- 
ous to  occupy  a  ground  intersected  by  numerous  rivulets.  No- 
thing but  the  utmost  necessity  can  justify  a  general  who  takes  up 
snch  a  position^  as  the  different  parts  of  the  army  are  actually  di»i 
jjt^ned  on  such  ground*  which  is  at  all  times  a  gross  error. 
,j  The  sixth  requisite  of  a  good  position,,  that  the  communicationa 
should  be  numerous  an4  easy,  deserves  peculiar  attention.  How- 
ever unattackable  may  be  the  front  of  a  position,  and  howev^  well 
covered  its  flanks,  it  should  always  be  rej^pted,  if  it  rear  fit  least 
^ffjti  i]H^  possess  an  wq  commupication  with  th^  adjoining  couu^ 
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try.  The  well  known  capture  of  a  conndeimble  Pnuuan  corps 
under  the  orders  of  General  Finck,  near  Mazen,  illustrates  more 
forcibly  than  any  argument  can  do,  the  danger  of  an  army  bein^ 
pent  up  in  a  position,  which  has  not  a  safe  and  ^uy  commumcm* 
tion  with  a  tract  of  country  unoccupied  by  the  enemy. 

At  to  the  form  or  ftjcvre  of  the  position,  it  u  natormll j  detmntaed  by  tka 
nage  of  movataiiM  mod  defile*,  vhteh  it  is  aeccsMTf  to  kaprore  ia  order  ta 
BMiBtain  «  ■operiorityL  over  tbc  eaemy,  bat  the  firon)  of  the  pooilioii  skoalA 
mot  eoBtaip  aay  dead  Miylet,as  a  fortreu  does,  bat  every  point  tbereof  iiibs< 
be  Paoked  b^  tooM  other  point  of  the  potitioa.  Nor  thoald  the  eaeaiy  bci 
able  to  approach  the  army  aoobeerred.  If,  therefore,  the  army  be  posted 
oa  steep  moontalns,  the  decliTity  of  which  is  not  entirely  commanded  by 
batteries,  constructed  on  the  summit,  light  field  pieces,  coroRd  by  loot, 
arast  be  placed  in  the  small  hollows  and  breaks  of  the  monntmin,  firom  which, 
ia  geneirnl,  those  aTcnnea  can  be  overlooked  and  observed  that  are  csacoalsd 
liromthc  view  of  troops  posted  on  the  crown  or  edge  of  a  steep  height.  T* 
post  an  anny  in  the  form  of  an  arch  or  salient  angle  appears  to  f»,  Ir  gsas 
val|  improper  and  erroneons,  becaase  the  fire  of  troops  encamped  ia  thi^ 
aMancr  is  scattereil  along  the  enemy^s  line,  while  he  is,  on  (he  contrary,

enabled,  by  the  Ibnn  of  our  position,  to  concentrate  his  fire  against 
single  point,  and  that  oar  position  is  irretrierably  lost  as  soon  as  the 
breaks  thrangh  any  part  of  oar  line.    The  enemy  w^mld  that  immedialsly 
gain  oar  rear,  and  the  total  destroction  of  oar  army  be  certain,  anless  wt 
shonld  be  able  to.  efff ^t  oar  escape  by  a  qpee^y  retreat  on  the  side  of-  thai 
flank  which  is  not  yet  attache^.    Bat  if  ^e  winp  of  the  saUept  aagls  ba 
stcnred  by  natural  obstacles  from  the  enemy*B  attack,  this  form  of  positis« 
Buiy  prove  highly  advantagcoos,  inasmuch  as  the  enemy's  attack,  hsiBg  la 
this  case  unavoidably  confined  to  one  single  part  of  the  posttioa,  that  Is,* 
the  projecting  point  of  the  angle,  it  may  be  rendesed  eatreasely  stnmg  by 
art,  and  defended  with  the  utmost  rigour.    We  aro  perfectly  awatfe,  thai  bat 
few  positions  will  be  fbnod,  which  cannot  be  attacked  but  ia 
point ;  but,  although  they  should  contain  several  attackable  points, 
will  yet  prove  highly  advantageous,  if  ^  emtensive  intervenipg  graasid, 
twcen  these  several  points,  ba  secured,  by  the  nature  of  the  groaad,  firosa 
the  enemy*s  attack.    The  saoM  advantages,  it  is  true,  can  ia 
be  attained  by  the  front  of  the  position  forming  re^eateriag  angles 
ihe  different  points  of  attack.    But  in  this  €h>se  the  groaad  whkh  |ha  y 
belbfc  the  front  of  the  re-entering  sides  of  the  angle,  and  by  wbkli  thay  mm 
aovered,  must  be  sufficiently  advantageoos  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  sa 
attack  on  the  projecting  parts  of  the  position  beyond  the  range  of  caawM. 
shot  from  the  reentering  point  of  the  angle.    For,  if  this  were  not  Cha  casa^ 
the  projecting  points  might  be  easily  tskea,  aotwithstsadiag  their  slrcagfllt 
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wtA  bj  the  redttctios  of  tlMtc  poitt,  all  tbt  Mlieat  uiglct  bivkcBymiid  tiM 
different  dirUioM  of  the  enny  liogly  defieeted,  one  after  enother.  It  followa 
from  hence,  that  if  a  pof  ition  be  chosen  with  valient  and  re-enterinf  anylet, 
in  ^rder  to  confine  the  eneniy*t  attack  to  a  few  points,  which  may  be 
atrengthened  and  defended  with  all  possible  art  and  Tigonr,  the  re-enteriny 
parts  should  not  only  be  secured  by  natural  obstacles,  for  a  eonsiderab&t 
distance,  a|;alnst  an  attack,  but  the  ground  on  which  these  flanks  are  placed 
should  also  never  be  higher  hut  rather  lower  than  the  salient  pointa  by 
which  they  are  corered. 

The  rererse  of  the.  salient  or  conrex  position  is  that  with  adraaoed 
winp,  which,  generally  speaking,  offers  at  many  advantages  as  the  other  is 
pregnant  with  danger.  Its  flanka  must,  however,  be  supported  for  a  consi . 
dcrahle  distance  by  strong  points  of  appui^  such  at  rivers  flowing  along  thf 
flanks,  morasses,  or  heights  and  mountains  well  guarded.  If  this  be  the 
case,  the  enemy*s  attack  is  clearly  confined  to  one  or  two  points,  that  H^ 
one  or  both  wings  of  our  army,  where  we  a^  then  able  to  concentrate  our 
means  of  defence ;  for  no  enemy,  whatever  confidence  he  may  place  ih  his 
troops,  will  venture  to  penetrate  into  the  centre  of  the  arc  formed  by  our 
troops,  where  he  wonld  be  exposed  to  a  concentrated  cross-fire  of  onr 
whole  army,  and  unavoidably  enveloped  and  destroyed.  'Another  very  im- 
portant and  decisive  advantage  of  this  position  is,  that  if  even  one  of  onr 
wings,  nay  both  of  them^  should  be  defeated,  the  enemy  cannot,  as  in  this 
fvrtfoing  position,  cut  off  the  retreat  of  our  troops  by  turning  onr  flanks. 
On  the  contrary,  onr  army  may  be  able,  by  reinforcing  the  wings  flrom  the 
centre,  which,  from  its  incurvated  position,  is  not  liable  to  an  attack,  either 
99^t^  the  enemy,  or  at  least  secure  «  safe  retreat.  In  order  to  obtain  this 
advantage,  it  will  be  of  material  consequence  to  form  a  line  in  rear  of  the 
advanced  wings,  which,  by  means  of  its  communication  with  the  centre  of 
the  first  line  of  the  main  body  of  the  army,  forms  therewith  a  front,  ap- 
proaching nearer  to  a  straight  lino.  This  line  serves  not  only  to  support 
the  troops  which  form  the  wing,  but  also  to  replace  and  protect  them,  if 
tiity  shonld  be  defeated.  We  thus  obtain  the  advantage,  that  the  new  line 
appossd  to  the  victorious  enemy  consists  not  of  troops  already  rontc^ 
whii^y  accoidingto  experience,  make  but  little  resistancei  when  rallied  and 
ianmitA  la  a  new  line,  aor  is  this  Hue  easily  fonned,  from  the  conliisioa 
vkicb  gcasrally  attends  a  defeat.  It  follows  from  hence,  that  the  positloa 
li  aMTO  or  less  advnatngeons,  in  proportion  as  either  firom  its  form,  or  the 
aatno  of  the  groaad,  it  contains  less  or  more  points  of  attack,  in  the  defonen 
vhercaf  wt  can  eoneentratir  onr  forces.  That,  la  poiat  of  form,  this  advan- 
tift  may  also  be  obtaiaed,  by  rtfnsing  est  wing,  may  be  easily  cdbceived, 
at  wt  are  Ihaa  eaahkd  the  aore  to  iciaforee  the  otf  er ;  bat  her^  it  is  diS* 
calt^  aay,  taapostihie,  to  brlai^  ona  whole  foreejato  aeiloa,  and  this  disad- 
^i^ma  aaaattthalaaott  the  ad? aatage  otlMrwitt  attadwd  to  thU  order  of 
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fbrmation.  The  most  idranUgeoui  poftitioh  is,  therefoV^,  nndonbtedly  thfsy 
In  which  both  wings  are  advanced  in  snch  a  mUttnbr  sit  to  be  neftrly  nnattack- 
nble,  while  (he  eentre  is  refused  in  the  form  of  an  arch,  strengthened  by  re- 
doubts or  other  obstacles  which  we  liiay  easily  surmonnt,  and  the  grounri 
in  front  of  the  centre  perfectly  clear  and  even.  For  in  this  position  we  are 
not  only  free  from  the  danger  of  being  att<icked  to  disadvantage,  but  alia 
abla  to  midiethe  most  of  our  different  species  of  arms  and  troops  agaiott  tbe 
tncmy  adraneing  to  the  attack.  A  line  of  light  troops  and  horse,  dmwn  vp 
between  the  unattackable  wings,  is  the  best  means  of  decoying  the  enemy, 
by  their  retreat  into  the  arch,  and  thus  effecting  his  complete  destruction. 
To  inspire  the  enemy  with  still  greater  security,  it  seems  advisable  to  sicK- 
Tance  the  line  somewhat  beyond  the  chord  of  the  arch,  as  if  it  were  inteodcA 
to  attack  from  the  centre,  and  at  the  advance  of  the  enemy  slowly  and  insen- 
sibly to  retire,  and  at  last  to  fall  back  within  fhe  circumference  of  the  arch. 
The  enemy,  struck  by  the  rapidity  of  this  movement,  will  probably  loAe  all 
composure  J  but  whether  he  resolve  on  a  precipitate  retreat  or  deapemt)b 
attack,  tho  concentrated  fire  of  our  artillery  and  foot,  and  a  vigorous  nttid^ 
of  onr  horse  on  his  flanks  and  rear,  will  soon  decide  his  fate.  In  this  ponl* 
tioD^  therefore,  cavalry  should  always  be  drawn  np  close  in  rear  of  each  winf^ 
and  it  is  of  the  utmost  consequence,  as  indeed  it  is  all  broken  positions,  tbat 
the  retired  divisions  of  the  army  are  not  liable  to  be  enfiladed  by  the  enettyH 
fire,  either  in  flank  or  rear,  without  their  being  covered  by  a  height  or  ot&cir 
elevated  object,  or  in  want  thereof,  by  a  numerous  artillery.  If  the  amy  bci 
posted  in  a  flat  open  plain,  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  the  gfonnft 
•re  even  on  both  sides,  and  in  this  case  art  must  supply  the  deficiency  olf 
natural  strength.  If  there  l>c  not  sufficient  time  for  running  np  entrencliV 
ments,  the  safety  of  the  army  can  alone  be  obtained  by  good  order  and  dis- 
cipline. In  thi»  case  it  seems  most  advisable  to  form  a  close  oblonf^Mf- 
rounded  by  chevaux  de  frizc,  placed  on  small  yet  strong  wheels,  or  Ott 
waggons  framed  for  that  purpose,  and  which,  of  course,  may  be  cusily  n^ 
noved,  in  case  of  the  troops  which  form  the  square  being  ordered  to  cbU^. 
The  cavalry  must  cither  act  distinctly  from  the  square  on  both  its  sfdet,  ok 
b€  drawn  op  behind  the  rear  face  of  the  square  supported  by  a  lin^  of  lbo€. 
In  ease  of  the  enemy  attacking  the  square,  the  cavaliy  wheel  abobt  ov  bcUk 
its  flanks  and  take  the  enemy  in  rear,  while  the  line  of  foot  advaMM  ittifi 
occupies  the  ground  where  the  horse  were  drawn  up.  Some  cavalry  thOttUfr 
also  be  placed  within  the  square  to  repolse  the  enemy's  horsei  wmi  nay 
penetrate  into  it.  The  means  of  strengthening  a  position  by  enti^ancb- 
nentK  or  other  works  belong  to  the  art  of  fortification.  We  shall,  tlker^feri^^ 
here  merely  observe,  that  afler  the  ground  and  form  of  a  position  have  liecji 
determined  on  according  to  the  best  strategic  roles,  the  greatest  atteatiota 
ahould  at  all  times  be  paid  to  this  particular,  that  as  much  as  pdasiHc  ft 
tross-ire  be  obtained  which  flaalu  every  point  ia  front  of  tlie  pokttion.

A  dispatch  f  ^  which  the  following  ii  a  copy,  ha$  bten  this  morning  received  ai 

Lord  Liverpool's  office^  addressed   to    his  Lordship   hj/  LitUnkaut'gtmtred 

Viscount  Wellington^  dated  Villa  FermosOy  April  9. 

Mt  Lord,— -When  I  last  addressed  your  Lordship  the  enemy  otcapi«4 
the  Upper  Coa,  haying  his  right  at  RoVina  and  gnarding  the  ford  of  R»> 
poilla  de  Coa  with  a  detach  meht  at  the  bridge  of  Ferrer ias,  and  his  left  a| 
^abugal,  and  the  8th  corps  was  at  Alfayates.  The  rijht  of  th?  British  army 
.was  opposite  Sabagal,  and  the  left  at  the  bridge  of  Ferrcriaa.  The  mititiR 
under  General  Trant  and  Colonel  Wilson  crossed  the  Coa  below  Almeida, 
In  order  to  threaten  the  communication  o^  that  place  with  Ciodad  Rodrigo 
and  the  enemy*s  army. 

The  rirer  Coa  is  difficnli  of  access  throughout  ib  course,  and  the  poai* 
tion  which  the  enemy  had  taken  was  very  strong,  and  could  be  approached 
only  by  its  left.    The  troopa  were,  therefore,  put  in  motion  on  the  morning 
\>f  the  3d,  to  turn  the  enemy^s  left  above  Sabugal,  and  to  force  the  passage 
of  the  bridge  of  that  town  ;  with  the  exception  of  the  6th   division,  whiek 
remained  opposite  the  6th  corps,  which  was  at  Rovina ;  and  one  battalion  of 
the  yth  division,  which  observed  the  enemy ^s  detachment  at  the  bridge  of 
Ferrcrias.    The  jid  corps  were  in  a  strong  position,  with  their  right   upon  n 
height  immediately  above  the  bridge  and  town  of  Sabugal,  and  their  left  ex- 
lending  along  the  road  to  Alftiyates,  to  a  height  which  c</mmanded  all  the 
.approaches  to  Sabugal  from  the  fords  of  the  Coa,  above  the  town.    The  9d 
«»rp8  communicated  by  Rcndo,  with  the  6th   corps  at  Rovina.     It  was  in- 
leoded  to  turn  the  left  of  this  corps,  and  with  this  view  the  light  division 
■mmi  the  cavalry,  under  Major-gen.  Sir  W.  Erskine  and  Majdr-gen.  Slade,  were 
to  cross  the  Coa  by  two  separate  fords  upon  the  right,  the  cavalry  upon  the 
riglit  of  the  light  division ;  the  third  division,  undvr  Migor-gen.  Picton,  at  n 
ted  on  their  left,  about  a  mile  above  Sabugal  j  and  the  5th  division,  under 
Blijor-general  Dnnlope*  and  the  artillery,  at  the  bridge  of  Sabugal.  ColoRcl 
Beckwith*a  brigade  of  the  light  division  were  the  first  that  crossed  theCo% 
■^th  two  squadrons  of  cavalry  upon  their  right.  Four  companies  of  the  QStk^ 
tad  tluree  companies  of  Colonel  Elder^a  ca^adores,  drove  in  the  eneasy*! 
.  ficqveti,  and  were  supported  by   the  43d  regiment.    At  this  moment  • 
nda  storm  came  ooi  which  rendered  it  impossible  to  tec  any  thing ;  and 
dwte  troops,  having  pushed  on  in  pursnit  of  the  enemy^s  picqnets,  came 
«|MMS  the  left  of  their  main  body,  which  it  hnd  been  intended  they  should 
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turn.  The  light  troops  were  drivca  back  upon  the  43d  rcfrimcot,  aod  an  boob 
as  the  atmosphere  became  clear,  the  enemy  having  perceived  that  the  body« 
which  had  advanced,  were  not  strong,  attached  them  in  a  solid  Cf>lBmn,  sup- 
ported by  cavalry  and  artillery.  These  troops  repulsed  this  attack,  and  ad- 
vanced in  porsvit  upon  the  enemy^s  position,  where  they  were  attacked  by  a 
fresh  column  on  theic  left,  and  were  charged  by  the  ist  hussars  on  their  right. 
They  retired  and  took  post  behiivl  a  wall,  from  which  post  they  again  re- 
pulsed the  enemy ;  and  advanced  a  second  time  in  pursuit  of  them,  and 
took  from  them  a  howitier.  They  were,  however,  again* attacked  by  a  fresh 
column  with  cavalry,  and  retired  again  to  their  post,  where  they  were  joined 
by  the  other  brigade  of  the  light  division,  consistingof  the  two  battalions  of  the 
59d  regiment,  and  the  1st  ca^adores.  Tltfse  troops  repulsed  the  enemy,  apd 
Col.  Beckwith^s  brigade  and  the  ist  battalion  of  the  54d  regiment  a|rain  ad- 
vanced upon  them.  They  were  attacked  again  by  a  fresh  column  supported 
by  cavalry,  Which  charged  their  right,  and  they  took  post  in  an  racloaure 
upon  the  top  of  the  height,  from  whence  they  could  protect  the  howitxer 
which  the  43d  had  taken ;  and  they  again  drove  back  the  enemy.  The  ene- 
my were  making  arrangements  to  attack  them  again  in  this  post,  and  bail 
moved  a  column  on  their  left,  when  the  light  infantry  of  Major-general 
Picton*s  division,  under  Lieutenant-colonel  Williams,  supported  by  the  Hon. 
M^)or-general  Colville*s  brigade,  opened  their  fire  upon  them.  At  the  same 
moment,  the  head  of  Major-general  Dunlop*8  column  crossed  the  bridge  of 
the  Coa,  and  ascended  the  heights  on  the  right  flank  of  the  enemy ;  and  tbe 
cavalry  appeared  on  the  high  ground  in  rear  of  the  enemy*s  left,  and  the  ene- 
my retired  across  thehiUs  towards  Rendo,  leaving  the  howitz^  in  the  pos- 
session of  those  who  had  so  gallantly  gained  and  preservetl  it,  and  about 
two  hundred  killed  on  the  ground,  and  six  officers  and  three  hundred  pri- 
soners in  our  hands. 

Although  the  operations  of  this  day  were,  by  unavoidable  accidents,  not 
performed  in  the  manner  which  I  intended  they  should  be,  I  consider  the 
action  that  was  fought  by  the  light  division,  by  Colonel  Bcckwith*s  brigade 
principally,  with  tbe  whole  of  the  dd  corps,,  to  !>e  one  of  tbe  most  glorious 
tha^  British  troops  were  ever  engaged  in.  The  43d  regiment,  under  Mjjor 
Patrickson,  particularly  distinguished  themselves  ;  as  did  that  part  of  the 
95th  regiment  in  Colonel  Beckwith^s  brigade,  under  the  command  of  Mi^or 
Gilmour,  and  Colonel  £lder*s  ca^adors  \  the  1st  battalion  of  the  S^  r^^ 
ment,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant-colonel  Ross,  likewise  shewed 
great  steadiness  and  gallantry,  when  they  joined  Colonel  Beckwith*s  brigade 
Throughout  the  action  the  troops  derived  great  advantage  from  tlieaaaistb> 
ance  of  two  guns  of  Captain  BulPs  troop  of  horse  artillery,  which  crossed 
at  the  ford  with  the  light  division,  and  came  up  to  their  support.  It  was 
impossible  for  any  officer  to  conduct  himself  with  more  ability  and  ganaatry 
than  Colonel  Beckwith.  The  action  was  commenced  by  an  nnaroidnblo  ae- 
cideut  to  which  all  oi>erations  arc  liable  j  but  having  been  commenced,  it 
would  have  been  impossible  to  withdraw  from  the  ground  without  rteloiqr 
the  loss  of  the  object  of  our  movements ;  and  it  was  desirable  to  obt^n  pos- 
session, if  possible,  of  the  top  of  the  hill,  from  which  the  enemy  had  madn 
so  many  attacks  with  advantage,  on  the  first  position  taken  by  the  Sdrcgi. 
ment.    This  was  gained  before  the  3d  division  came  up. 

I  had  also  great  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  conduct  of  Colond  Droa^ 
mond,  who  coinmands  the  other  brigade,  in  the  light  division.  When  th% 
firing  rommanced,  the  6th  corps  broke  up  from  their  position  at  Eovion, 
and  marched  towards  Rondo.  The  two  corps  joined  at  that  place,  vmi  con- 
tinued their  retreat  to  Alfayatea,  followed  by  our  cavalry,  part  of  whldi  wna 
that  night  at  Soito.  The  enemy  continued  their  retreat  that  night  and  lh« 
next  morning;  and  entered  the  Spanish  frontier  on  the  4th.  Tlieyhavc  sinc« 
continued  thrir  retreat,  and  yesterday  the  last  of  them  crossed  the  Afuedn. 

I  have  the  honour  to  incloi^  the  return  of  killed  and  wounded  lh»^  <Im 
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18lh  of  March.  I  am  concerned  to  have  to  report,  that  Lieutenant -colonel 
Waters  was  taken  prisoner  on  the  3d,  before  the  action  commenced.  He 
had  crossed  the  Coa  to  reconnoitre  the  enemy^s  position,  and  he  was  snr- 
rounded  with  some  hussars  and  taken.  He  had  rendered  ^ery  important  ser- 
vices  upon  many  occasions  in  the  last  two  years ;  and  his  loss  is  sensibly 
felt.  I  sent  six  squadrons  of  cavalry,  under  Major-general  Sir  W.  Krskine, 
on  the  7th,  towards  Almeida,  to  reconnoitre  that  place,  and  drive  in  any 
parties  which  might  be  in  that  neighbourhood,  and  to  cut  off  the  C(»mmuni- 
cation  between  the  giarrison  and  the  army.  He  found  a  division  of  the  9th 
corps  at  Jun^a,  which  he  drove  before  him  across  the  Tiiruu  and  Duas 
Casas ;  an4  he  took  from  them  many  prisoners.  Captain  BulPs  troop  of 
liorse  artillery  did  great  execution  upon  this  occasion.  The  enemy  with- 
drew in  the  night  across  the  Agueda. 

The  allied  army  have  taken  up  the  position  upon  the  Duas  Casas,  which 
^rigadier-generai  Craufurd  occupied  with  his  advanced  guard  in  the  latter 
jmrt  of  the  siege  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  ;  having  our  advanced  posts  upon  GaU 
legos  and  upon  the  Agueda.  The  militia  are  at  Ciuco  Villas  and  Malparti- 
da.  The  enemy  have  no  communication  with  the  garrison  of  Almeida,  from 
whence  tbey  have  lately  withdrawn  the  heavy  artillery  employed  in  the  snm- 
fuet  in  the  siege  of  that  plaoe.  My  last  report  from  Cadiz  Is  dated  the  13th 
of  March.  I  have  not  heard  from  Sir  William  Beresford  since  the  ist  inst. 
At  that  time  he  hoped  to  be  able  to  blockade  Badtgos  on  the  3d. 

I  learn  by  letters  of  the  30th  of  March  received  this  day  from  the  south 
of  Portugal  that  after  General  Zayas  had  landed  bis  corps  at  Huelvm  and 
Morguer  the  Duke  d^Arembcrg  moved  upon  Morguer  from  Seville  with 
0000  infantry  and  800  cavalry,  upon  which  the  Spanish  troops  embarked 
again.  It  is  stated  that  the  cavalry  had  lost  some  of  their  equipments.  I 
liave,  &c.  (Signed)  Wellington.

I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you,  that  since  I  addressed  you  I  have  beem 
In  Estremadnra,  from  whence  I  am  now  on  my  return  to  the  troops  at^ 
tioned  between  the  Agueda  and  the  Cna— I  have  the  honour  to  inclose  tli# 
report  of  Marshal  Sir  William  Byesford  on  the  surprise  of  a  squadron,  tbe 
lath  light  dragroons,  on  the  night  of  the  6th  instant,  together  with  a  return 
of  the  loss  upon  that  occasion.— Sir  William  Bcresford  employed  the  4tli| 
division,  under  the  command  of  the  hunonrable  Major-general  Cole,  In  the 
attack  on  Oliven^a,  which  place  surrendered  at  discretion  on  the  isth  loaf. 
I  have  the  honour  to  inclose  the  report  of  the  hononrable  Major-general 
Cole  to  Sir  William  Beresford,  and  returns  of  ordnance,  arms,  &c.  and  pft- 
Boners,  taken  in  the  place.  As  Sir  William  Beresford  deemed  it  desirable  to 
•blige  the  enemy  to  retire  from  the  province  of  Estremadnra  entirely,  belbve 
lieshonldconmence  his  operations  against  Badi^os,  he  moved  forward  vMi

tbitf  view,  wbile  Major-f^eoentl  the  hoQoarable  G.  L.  Cole  was  nmyd  Hfr 
the  attack  upon  Oliycn^a,  as  well  as  to  five  sapport  and  protection  to  Ge- 
neral Ballasteros^s  division  of  Spanish  droops,  wbit-li  bad  been  ubiifed  to 
retire  from  Freyenal  succressiTely  upon  Zeres  de  los  Cabal  Icros  and  Salva- 
tierra  on  tbe  I3tb  and  I4tli  instant,  by  a  division  of  Frencb  troops,  nndcr 
tbe  command  of  General  Maransin.  The  marshal  marched  on  the' 15th  to 
Santa  Martha,  and  on  the  l6th  to  Los  Santos,  where  the  British  and  Porta* 
f^uese  caiulry  fell  upon  a  body  of  the  enemy *8  cavalry ,  and  took  l6o  prisoa- 
ers,  and  killed  and  wounded  a  great  many.  The  cavalry  conducted  them- 
selves with  tbe  utmost  steadiness  and  good  order.  The  enemy  baring  retired 
to  Guadancanal,  and  the  corps  under  General  MaraD»in  having  retired 
ibrongb  the  Sierra,  the  troops  were  put  in  motion  to  return  to  the  north- 
ward, and  to  take  their  stations  for  tbe  operations  of  the  siege  of  Badi^oa, 
and  the  marshal  met  me  at  Elvas  on  the  9l8t.  We  reronnoitered  Badi^ot 
on  the  sad;  escorted  by  the  two  light  battalions  of  tbe  king^s  German  legion, 
and  two  squadrons  of  Portuguese  cavalry.  Tbey  brought  three  battalioBS 
out  of  tbe  town,  which  skirmished  with  our  troops  j  but  I  have  not  yet 
received  tbe  returns  of  our  loss  upon  this  occasion.  As  the  preparationa 
for  tlie  siege  are  nearly  completed,  the  place  would  by  this  time  have  been 
regularly  invested,  only  that  on  the  night  of  the  23d  tbe  floods  in  tbe  Gq^ 
diana  carried  away  the  bridge  which  Sir  William  Beresford  hiid,  with  great 
difficulty,  constructed  under  Juramenha  ;  and  the  river  was  no  longer  ford- 
able  anywhere.  Under  these  circumstances,  I  yesterday  desired  him  to 
delay  the  operations  of  the  siege  till  be  should  have  been  able  to  re-establish 
his  bridge,  or  until  the  Guadiana  should  again  become  fordable  \  still  keep" 
tag  Badijos  blockaded  as  closely  as  might  be  in  bis  power. 

OlivenfOy  April  16/A,  1811. 
Sir,— My  letter  of  yesterday,  by  my  aide-de-camp.  Captain  Roverca,  will 
have  infonned  your  excellency  of  the  surrender  of  this  place,  the  particniara 
of  which  I  had  deferred  stating,  to  prevent  any  delay  in  your  receiving  thia 
information.  I  have  now  the  honour  to  report,  that  on  tbe  night  of  tho 
Iflth  instant  (tbe  morning  of  which  your  excellency  left  the  camp),  we  took 
possession  of  an  inclosed  lunette  which  the  enemy  had  left  unoccupied  in 
firont  of  the  San  Francisco  gate,  and  distant  from  the  curtain  about  two 
hundred  and  fifty  yards.  As  the  only  entrance  into  the  work  was  through  a 
gate  in  rear  of  it,  much  exposed  to  a  fire  of  musketry  from  the  place,  w« 
were  under  tbe  necessity  of  making  another  passag**  for  the  artillery  at  the 
outward  angle,  which  was  executed,  and  a  brVacliiiig  battery  of  four  guns 
coaspleted  on  tbe  evening  of  tbe  i»th  :  and  I  hud  hopes,  as  I  stated  in  my 
letter  to  your  excellency  of  that  day,  that  we  should  have  been  able  to  have 
got  the  guns  into  it  in  tbe  course  of  the  night,  but  in  which  I  wa?  disap- 

Kinted ;  for,  notwithstanding  e%*ery  exertion  was  made  on  the  part  of  Major 
xoa,  of  the  Portuga«se  artillery,  it  was  found  impossible  to  ctrcct  it,  from 
the  badness  of  the  road  and  the  circuit  the>'  were  obliged  to  take  to  avoid  the 
'fire  of  the  place.  We  were  therefore  under  the  necessity  of  deferring  it 
notil  the  following  night,  as  the  lumtte  was  tuo  much  exposed  to  the  ftre 
of  tbe  place  to  attempt  it  during  the  day.  Haviu'X  succeeded  in  getting  th« 
cuns  into  the  battery  during  the  night,  and  got  every  thiug  ready  before 
4ny-break  on  the  I5tb,  and  also  established  two  flanking  batteries  of  field 
pieces,  I  sent  a  summons  to  the  governor,'  a  copy  of  which  I  have  the  bos* 
OUT  to  inclose  with  his  answer,  h  hicb  being  a  refusal  to  accept  the  terms  I 
offered,  our  fire  immediately  commenced,  and  was  returned  with  some  spirit 
4roai  the  town.  At  eleven  o'clock  a  white  flag  was  hoisted  by  the  totmjf 
nad  an  officer  came  out  with  a  letter  from  tbe  governor,  a  cvpy  of  which  1 
bare  the  honour  to  inclose  with  my.  answer  and  the  governor's  reply,  to 
which  I  sent  none,  ^d  recompieneed  our  fire.  After  a  fow  rounds  a  whito 
Bag  was  again  hoisted,  and  they  surrendered  at  discretion,  and  the  Francia-t 
4^  gate  was  taken  'possession  of  by  tbe  grenadier  company  of  t\ie  iltli 
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Pofiu|^efle  rcf^iment.  The  choice  of  the  titaatioii  of  the  hatteries,  wmA  the 
expedition  with  which  they  were  covi|ileted  do  gremt  credit  to  Ca^aitf 
Sqaire*t  (chirf  engineer)  judgment  and  actirity ;  and  I  am  free  to  aaj,  that 
it  hail  been  principally  to  his  exertions,  and  thoae  of  M^ior  Dixon,  that  1 
am  indebted  for  the  speedy  surrender  of  the  place ;  and  I  feel  great  satisfoc* 
tion  in  saying,  that  the  conduct  of  the  Portnguese  artillery  employed  in  thtt 
breaching  battery  was  highly  creditable.  To  the  fire  kept  up  by  the  Bhtisli 
light  companies,  and  the  rifle  companies  of  the  6oth  and  Bmnswicl^rcgi-. 
ment,  under  Majors  Pearson  and  Birmingham,  and  the  flank  compaaies  of 
Colonel  Hanrey*s  Portuguese  brigade,  I  principally  attribute  the  triflinf: 
loss  we  sustained.  I  have  the  honour  to  inclose  the  return  of  the  casual- 
ties,  as  also  of  the  ordnance  found  in  the  place,  and  of  the  number  of  pri- 
soners taken.

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MILITARY  BIOGRAPHY. 

LIFE  OF  SIR  SAMUEL  AUCHMUTY. 
Sir  Samuel  Auchmutv  is  the  cldesft  son  of  the  late  Reverend 

_  ■ 

ISainuel  Auchmutj,  a  respectable  c1crg}'inan  of  New  York  in 
America,  \«'here  Sir  Samuel  was  bom,  onflii^id  of  Juoe  1758, 
He  is  descended  from  the  family  of  Auchmbtym'Scotland.  The 
Kevd*  Dr.  Auchmuty  had  tv^-o  sons,  the  eldest  ot  whom  is  the 
subject  of  these  memoirs,  and  the  younger  a  merebant  in  Nortli 
America*  The  doctor  had  also  three  daughters  ;  the  eldest  mar- 
ried the  late  much  respected  Major-general  Frederick  Maliaster, 
of  the''  royal  engineers  4  the  second  married  Mr.  Burton,  u  gentle- 
tnan  of  independent  fortune;  and  the  third  to  Mr.  Fylden,  a 
respectable  farmer  in  Kent, 

At  the  commencement  of  the  American  war,  *  by  which  Dr. 
Auchmaty  lost  his  ecclesiastical  post.  Sir  Samuel  Aurlimuty  was 
a  student  at  the  college  of  New  York,  in  which  he  obtained  the 
degree  of  bachelor  of  Arts.  Sir  Samuel  was  destined  by  bis 
ikther  for  the  church,  but  his  own  inclinations  led  him  to  the  pro^ 
fcsaon  of  armA* 

In  the  year  177<5»  lie  joined  the  royal  army  tinder  F^ir 
William  Howe*  and  obtained  an  ensigncy  in  the  4oth  regiment^ 
in  whi<ih  he  saw  much  active  service,  having  been  present  at  most 
of  the  actions  in  that  and  the  subsequent  campaign. 

On  the  return  of  his  majesty's  troops  from  North  America,  Sir 
Samuel  Auchmuty  exchanged  into  the  52d  regiment,  and  accom- 
{lAnied  that  corp»  to  India,  ^here  he  served  during  the  Mysorie 
waf  and  against  the  Rbhillas.  Here,  from  his  professional  skillf 
his  spirit  and  activity,  he  soon  obtained  the  situation  of  adjutant, 
in  which  he  attracted  the  notice  and  patronage  of  the  late  Mwquie 
Cornwall  is  ;  a  part  of  whose  character  it  was  to  seek  out  and  en» 
courage  real  merit,  and  thus  serre  hi»  <,ountry  by  giving  It  a  set 
of  men  as  worthy  as  himselfi

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Lord  Cornwallis  soon  discovered  in  Mr.  Auchmutjr  qualifica- 
tions adequate  to  the  diBcharge  of  a  very  important  post.  He  con-» 
sequeutly  appointed  him  deputy  judge  advocate  general  of  Madras, 
prior  to  the  well  known  trial  of  Sir  John  Burgoyne.  This  office 
he  filled  with  much  reputation  for  several  years,  with  a  liberal 
salary  of  3,000/.  per  annum  ;  when,  being  desirous  of  pronxyting 
his  military  prospects,  the  marquis  sent  him  to  Bombay  as  brigade- 
major  to  the  king*8  troops.  Me  there  joined  the  staff  of  General 
Meadows,  on  the  removal  of  whom  to  Madras,  Colonel  Abercrom- 
bie  succeeded  to .  tfie  government  of  Bombay,  aAd  selected  Sir 
Samuel  Auchqiirtj  ai  his  confidential  staff  officer.  In  this  situa- 
tion he  served  until  his  return  to  England  lu  1797-  Sir  Samuel 
Aucbmuty  wju  many  years  adjutant-general  in  India,  and  military 
secretary  to  the  commander  ici  chief.  Hispuuctuality,  the  suavity 
of  his  manners,  his  attention  to  every  application,  and  knowledge 
of  individual  claims,  while  in  these  stations,  reflected  the  highest 
honour  on  hin^self,  and  gained  him  universal  esteem. 

In  the  year  1799  Colonel  Aucbmuty  lefl  England  for  the  Red 
Sea,  on  board  his  majesty*s  ship  Romney,  Captain  Sir  Home 
Popham,  and  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  assumed  the  command 
of  a  brigade,  which  he  took  on  with  htm  to  Suez.  Having  joined 
the  Indian  army  under  his  friend  Sir  David  Baird,  he  crossed  the 
desert  with  it  into  Egypt,  where  he  became  adjutant-general. 

In  1802  he  returned  to  England,  and  at  the  commencement  of 
the  present  war  was  appointed  to  the  command  of  the  island  of 
Thanet. 

.    The  next  service  of  Sir  Samuel  Auchmuty  was  of  a  more  bril* 
"    liant  and  more  important  nature,  though  the  results  did  not  corre- 
spond with  the  commencement.     In  the  month  of  October  IfiO^, 
he  sailed  from  England  witli  an  expedition  destined  to  reinforce 
General  Beresford  in  Buenos  Ayres.     The  expedition  left  £i|g;* 
\laud  witii  the  best  hopes;  and  the  general  good  wishes  of  the  coun* 
try»  and  particularly  of  the  trading  part  of  it,  acconipanied  it. 
luosder  to  explain  the  state  of  things  which  awaited  Sir  Saiqu^ 
.on  his  arrival,  it  is  necessary  to  take  a  cursory  retrospect  of  the 
^igin  of  this  unfortunate  but  memorable  expedition  to  the  Pl^te. 
About  the  end  of  April  1806,  svu  armament  under  tlji^  (;omn^9Ui^ 
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of  Sir  Home  Popham,  and  a  land  force  under  Major-general  Beres- 
fdrd,  sailed  from  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  for  St.  Helena,  where 
they  received  a  further  detachment  of  troops,  and  thence  proceed- 
ed immediately  for  the  river  Plate.  On  the  18th  of  June  1806 
the  armament  entered  the  river,  and  on  the  afternoon  df  the  25tli 
of  the  same  month  anchored  off  Point  Quilmes,  about  twelve  miles 
from  Buenos  Ayres.  The  forces  were  landed  the  same  evening 
without  opposition*  They  consisted  of  the  detachment  of  this 
ifiajesty*B  troops  from  the  Cape,  and  that  from  St.  Helena,  with  a 
detachment  of  marines,  and  three  compani^  of  Royal  Blues,  in 
all  sixteen  hundred  and  thirty-f\ye  men.  On  tM  following  day, 
the  26th,  General  Beresford  marched  for  the  town.  The  enemy, 
being  advantageously  posted  on  some  heights  whidi  crossed  thi* 
road  in  front,  opened  some  field  pieces  on  us  with  some  spirit,  but 
the  courage  and  rapidity  of  our  advance  compelled  them  to  retreat, 
and  leave  their  guns  behind  them.  Tlie  71st  regiment,  reaching 
the  bottom  of  the  heights  in  a  good  line,  immediately  ascended 
them,  upon  which  the  Spaniards  fled  with  increased  precipitation, 
leaving  behind  them  four  field  pieces  and  a  tumbrel. 

Between  General  Beresford  and  the  town  was  a  little  river, 
which  immediately  'crossed  the  road.  The  general  hastened  for- 
wards, that  the  enemy  might  not  liave  tin^e  to  destroy  the  bridge^ 
Upon  coming  within  sight  of  it,  however,  he  found  it  in  flames. 
He  in  consequence  halted  his  troops  for  the  night  near  its  bank, 
basing  then  three  miles  from  Buenos  Ayres. 

On  the  following  morning,  the  27th,  it  was  found  that  the  ene- 
xtky  had  taken  a  position  of  some  strength  on  the  further  side,  and 
seemed  determined  to  oppose  the  passage.  The  river  was  thirty 
yai^s  wide.  On  the  side  of  our  army  the  bank  was  totally  with- 
o\ll  6)ver,  whilst  the  enemy  were  drawn  up  behind  hedges  and 
bftUiBe^.  The  general,  however,  had  no  alternative  but  to  force 
the  passage.  He  accordingly  brought  forwards  his  field  pieces, 
a  light  company,  and  the  grenadiers  of  the  brave  71st.  The  ene- 
lAy  opened  their  fire  as  the  guns  approached,  but  almost  immedi- 
ately ceased  when  the  British  fire  commenced.  Boats  and  rafts 
Were  instantly  got  together,  and  the  river  pasM  without  further 
^petition. 
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The  huinaiilty  of  the  general  uow  induced  him  to  send  a  sum^ 
moiHi  to  the  governor,  which,  after  a  short  delay,  was  accepted* 
and  the  city  of  Buenos  Ay  res  thus  delivered  into  the  British  pos- 
session.- 

Intelligence  of  this  conquest  was  received  in  England  with  the 
exultation  due  to  its  importance.  An  order  in  council  was  imme- 
diately issued  by  his  majesty  for  opening  a  trade  with  the  new 
colony,  and  that  the  conquering  army  might  duly  follow  up  its 
success.  Sir  Samuel  Auchmuty,  as  has  been  tjibove  said,  was  im« 
~  mediately  dispatched  with  reinforcements. 

A  most  vinhappy  reverse,  however,  occurred  whilst  this  expedi- 
tion was  on  its  voyage.    General  Beresford  had  scarcely  concluded 
tfie  civil  and  military  regulations,  rendered  necessary  by  his  cap« 
ture,  when  symptoms  of  general  dissatisfaction  began  to  exhibit 
themselves.     This  turbulence  was  unliappily  encouraged  by  the 
comparison  of  the  small  numbers  of  the  conquerors  witli  the  mul- 
titude of  a  populous  city.   The  people  began  to  see  tlieir  strength. 
A  member  of  the  town  council,  of  the  name  of  Pueridon,  pre- 
pared the  people  for  a  general  insurrection  within   the  tovrn. 
Genend  Liniers,  a  very  able  Frenchman  in  the  Spanish  service, 
was  still  more  assiduous  from  without.     By  their  united  efforts, 
on  the  4th  of  August,   1806,  a<  very  considerable  Spanish  anny 
was  collected  at  Colonia,  and  availing  themselves  of  the  thickness 
of  the  weather  and  of  a  heavy  gale,  they  crossed  the  same  day  an* 
observed  to  the  southern  shore,  on  which  Buenos  Ay  res  is  situated. 
During  the  six  succeeding  days,  from  the  4th  to  the  lOtb,  the 
nun  fell  in  torrents,  and  thus  rendered  the  roads  impracticable^ 
except  for    cavalry.      This    unlucky    circumstance  effectutl^ 
baffled  the  determination  of  General  Beresford  to  attack  the  eiie» 
my  at  a  distance  from  tiie  town  within  which  it  confined  him* 
The  enemy,  on  the  other  hand,  posseifsing  an  inexhaustible  supply 
of  horses,  sustained  little  inconvenience  from  the  state  of  the  roads; 
tliey  were  conse((uently^  enabled  to  approach  the  town  in  Tarioui 
.^  directions  without  giving  the  British  troops  any  opportunity  of 
attacking  them.     On  the  iOth,  not  only  had  the  Spanish  army, 
4ivi<l<i<l  into  several  columns^  occupied  the 'different  avenues  o( 
tlie  town,  but  the  inhabitants^^^had  armed  thi^mselvcs,  and  takei^ 
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post  on  the  tops  of  the  bouses  and  churches  with  the  design  of 
carrying  on  a  war  of  ambush.  In  the  evening,  Liniers  sent  a  smn- 
moBs  to  General  Beresford,  with  which  the  latter  refused  to  com* 
ply.  Perceiving  the  impossibility  of  maintaining  themselves  in 
the  town,  and  the  manifest  disposition  of  the  enemy  to  avoid  «a 
engagement,  the  British  commanders  determined  that  night  to 
embark  the  wounded  and  cross  the  Riochuelo,  for  the  purpose  of 
moving  towards  Eusenada;  a  plan  which  was,  however,  frustnited 
by  the  weather,  which  became  very  violent  during  the  ziighU 
The  numbers  of  the  enemy  in  the  liouses  and  qhurcbes  near  the 
castle  kept  continually  increasing,  wliile  others  advanced  by  all 
the  streets  not'  under  the  influence  of  its  fire.  Such  was  the  situa- 
tion of  things  at  day-break  on  the  12th,  when  a  smart  fire  com* 
menced  from  the  Spanish  advanced  posts  ;  but  it  was  soob  return* 
ed  with  great  effect  by  the  artillery  planted  towards  the  principal 
streets  leading  to  the  great  square.  For  a  short  time  the  enemy^ 
emboldened  by  their  numbers,  shewed  a  greater  degree  offirmBesi 
than  On  any  former  occasion,  and  pushed  forward  with  three  pieces 
of  artillery ;  but  being  charged  by  Lieutenant-coloAel  Pack  the^ 
were  soou  taken.  During  this  interval  reinforcements  crowded  the 
lops  of  the  liottsesT commanding  the  great  square  from  the  back 
streets,  and  the  British  troops  were  greatly  annoyed  by  people  who 
yfere  out  of  their  reach.  The  castle  was  likewise  commanded  hj 
the  enemy  in  tli^  same  way,  with  the  additional  advantage  of  a 
gun  on  the  top  of  the  cathedral.  General  Beresford,  disappointed 
in  his  last  efforts  to  bring  on  a  general  engagement  in  the  great 
^uare,  had  the  further  mortification  of  seeing  the  ranks  of  his 
gallant  little  army  fast  thinned  by  shots  from  invisible  haads. 
The  only  means  of  saving  the  useless  effusion  of  blood  was  a  fla^ 
of  truce,  which  was  lioisled  at  the  castle  about  one  o'clock.  The 
jreat  sqi\are  was  instantly  thronged  with  near  ten  thousand  meo* 
who  pressed  forward  in  the  most  outrageous  manner  to  force  their 
iray  into  the  fort,  and  even  fired  at  the  British  troops  on  the 
yRunparts. '  Tbfe  latter  were,  with  extreme  difficulty,  restrained 
^m  re\'enging  theu*  insult ;  and  the  general  roundly  declared  to 
the  Spanish  officers,  that  unless  their  men.  retired  in  one  minute, 
1^  must,  as  the  only  meeiis  ^f  safety,  haul  dowu  tbe  ffpg  of  truce. 
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and  recominence  hostilities.  This  firmness  produced  the  detired 
effect.  He  then  sent  his  conditions  to  the  Spanish  general,  bj 
^hom  they  were  immediately  acceded  to ;  the  British  thus  he- 
coming  prisoners  of  warii 

After  this  unhappy  surrender.  Sir  Home  Popham  proceeded 
tf  ith  all  the  vessels  which  escaped  towards  Ensenada  to  embark  the 
detachment  of  marines  left  there ;  after  which  he  stood  out  to  the 
mouth  of  the  river,  and  there  remained  cruising  in  expectation  of 
reinforcements.  On  the  l«2th  of  October  he  was  joined  by  Colonel 
Backhouse,  with  the  first  battalion  of  the  47th,  from  the  Cape. 
They  now  resolved  to  seize  the  town  of  Maldonado,  which  they 
tfccomplihed  on  the  dOth  of  the  same  month  (October) ;  upon 
ifhich  they  suspended  all  further  operations  till  the  arrival  of  fur^ 
ther  reinforcements. 

Such  was  the  situation  of  affairs,  on  the  25th  of  January  1 807, 
upon  which  day  Sir  Samuel  Auchmuty  reached  Maldonado,  and 
thus  increased  the  number  of  troops  to  about  five  thousand. 

Immediately  on  the  arrival  of  this  force  it  was  determined  t6 
invest  Monte  Video.  A  landing  was  accordingly  effected  on  the 
18th  near  Carrcta  Point,  about  nine  miles  eastward  of  the  town« 
The  enemy  had  assembled  in  considerable  numbers  on  the 
heights,  atid  with  several  pieces  of  cannon  seemed  determined  to 
oppose  the  progress  of  the  troops.  They  did  not,  however,  ad« 
vance  to  oppose  the  debarkation,  but  suffered  General  Auchmuty 
to  take  a  strong  position  about  a  mile  from  the  shore.  A  distant 
,  cannonade,  however,  was  kept  up  by  the  enemy,  and  occasional 
skirmishes  took  place  at  the  out-posts. 

On  the  morning  of  the  19th  the  army  began  to  move  towardi 
Monte  Video.  It  was  divided  into  ti^-o  columns,  the  right  under 
the  direction  of  Brigadier-general  Lumle}',  the  left  under  Colonel 
Browne,  and  the  reserve  being  commanded  by  Lieutenant-colonel 
Backhouse.  The  right  was  earl}^  opposed.  About  four  thousand* 
of  the  enemy's  horse  occupied  two  heights  to  the  front  and  right 
of  General  Lumley.  As  the  troops  advanced,  a  heavy  fire  t/f 
jround  and  grape  shot  was  opened  upon  them ;  General  Aifcft- 
muty^s  horse  was  killed  under  him,  and  twenty 4ive  men  were 
killed  and  wounded.    A  spirited  charge;  htfwev^,  being  tb»A4  m* 
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front  by  the  light  battalioo  under  Lieutenant^colonel  Browniigg^ 
the  corps  opposed  to  him  was  dispersed  with  the  loss  of  a  giui* 
The  enemy  on  the  flank  retreated  without  waiting  for  a  similar 
movement.  They  continued  retiring,  and  piermitted  the  Biitiah 
troops,  without  any  further  opposition,  except  a  distaut  caauou- 
ade,  to  take  a  position  about  two  miles  from  the  citadel. 

The  next  morning,  the  20th  of  January,  the  enemy  sallied  froqi 
the  town,  and  attacked  the  English  with  th«ir  whole  force,  about 
six  thousand  men  and  a  number  of  guns.  They  advanced  in  two 
columns ;  the  right  consisting  of  cavalry  to  turn  the  left  flank, 
while  the  other  of  infantry  attacked  the  left  of  the  line.  This 
column  pushed  in  the  advanced  posts,  and  pressed  so  hard  qa  th0 

«  * 

out-picquetoffour  hundred  men,  that  Colonel  Browne,  who  coov- 
manded  on  the  left,  ordered  three  companies  of  the  40th  regiment, 
under  Major  Campbell,  to  their  support.  These  compiBtnies  fell 
in  with  the  head  of  the  column,  and  charged  it  with  great  bravery. 
The  charge  w^s  as  gallantly  received,  and  great  numbers  fell  c^ 
both  »des. 

The  consequences  of  this  victory  were,  that  Sir  Samudl  Auck- 
muty  was  enabled  to  sit  quietly  down  before  the  town ;  the 
strength  of  which  was  found  to  be  such  as  to  requii«  a  regular 
assault,  if  not  a  siege.  The  due  preparations  having  been  qiade 
by  the  S5th,  batteries  of  four  twenty^-fou^  pounders  and  two  mor- 
tars .w^re  opened  on  that,  day,  and  all  Uie  frigates  apd  small^ 
vessels  stood  in  as  close  as  they  could  with  sui^ty,  and  canqoundsil 
thp  town*  On  the  28tb,  finding  that  the  garrison  wa^  not  inlicQi- 
dated  into  a  surrender,  the  general  constructed  a  battery  ctf  wpc 
twenty-four  pounders,  within  n  thousand  yards  of  tlie  sQUth-«Mt 
bajition  of  the  citad^,  wbich,  he  was  informed,  was  in  so  weak  ft 
stat^  thiat  it  might  easily  be  breached.  The  parapet  was  soon  in 
xttins,  but  the  wall  received  very  little  injury,  and  General  Attcb- 
inuty  wa3,APP^  convinced,  that  his  me^ms  were  unequal  to  a  reguji^ 
siege.  Th^  only  prospect  ^f  success  th^t  prese^t^  itsdtf  was,  tp 
<fcect  a  battery  as  near  «s  possitj^  to  a  w^l  by  tiie  soiith  gate  that 
jfifiA^he  w.ork3  to  the  fi^  and  endeavour  to  breach  it.  This  was 
e£^ec;ted  by  a  ^lix-gun  }MX»sf  withiii  sis  li wdred  yards,  and  though 
it  pry  e3y>oso4  toa-,T^  unperiar  fixis  Snm  the  Spaniar4s9  vhicti 
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bad  been  incessant  during  the  whole  of  the  siege^  a  breach  was 
reported  practicable  on  the  2nd  of  February. 

Many  reasons  induced  the  British  commander  not  to  delay  tlie 
Msault,  though  he  was  aware  tirat  the  troops  would  be  exposed  to 
a  very  heavy  tire  in  approaching  and  mounting  the  breach.  Fie 
had  received  information  that  Liniers  was  approaching  with  a  for^ 
midaUe  force  of  eight  thousand  men  for  tbe  purpose  of  compelling 
bim  to  raise  the  si^e  ;  the  army  was  in  ^reat  want  of  entrenching 
tools»  and  the  stock  of  powder  both  on  board  and  on  shore  wa$ 
diminished  to  an  alarming  degree.  Ui*ged  by  these  considerations. 
General  AuChmuty,  on  the  evening  of  the  2d,  summoned  the  field 
t>fficers  of  the  corps  to  be  employed  in  the  assault  to  meet  him  to 
feceive  tfieir  instructions.  He  directed  the  grenadietrs  of  the  army 
to.be  embodied  for  the  purpose  of  storming,  and  placed  them 
under  the  commnnd  of  Major  Campbell  of  the  40th,  and  Major 
Tucker  of  the  7^  regiment.  The  advance  or  forlorn  was  gi\'eu  t# 
Ihe  conduct  of  Lieutenant  Everard  of  the  2d,  who  had  *expreaised 
grtat  anxiety  to  obtain  this  very  dangerous  but  distinguished  po0t 
^f  honour.  The  rest  of  the  troops  destined  for  the  assault  consisted 
of  the  rifle  corps  under  Majpr  Gardin^T,  the  light  infantry  uuder 
laeutennnt-colonel  Brownrigg  and  IVIajoc  Trotter,  and  the  38tfi 
regiment  under  Lieutenant-colonel  Vassall  and  Major  Nugenti 
They  were  supported  by  the  40tli  rt»giment  under  Major  Dalrym^ 
•pie,  and  tlie  87th  under  Lieutenant-colonel  Butler  and  MafiAr 
Miller.  The  whole  were  placed  under  the  command  of  Colood 
Browne.  The  remainder  of  the  British  force,  composed  of'tfab 
lyth  light  dragoons,  detachments  of  the  20th  and  24  st  light  drv* 
goons,  the  47th  re^ment,  a  company  of  the  71st,  and  a  cofps  dT 
aeren  hundred  marines  and  seamen,  were  encamped  under  Briga^ 
dier-general  Lumley  to  protect  the  rear.  Orders  were  issued  fbr 
the  attack  an  hour  before  day-break  the  ensuing  morning,  and  a 
•summons  was  sent  to  the  goremor  in  the  evening  to  smrender  flit 
town.    To  this  message,  however,  no  answer  was  receited. 

At  two  o'clock  iu  the  mominr  of  the  3d  of  February,  the  gcsierSi 
pMntCfl  to  the  breach,  distant  about  sixteen  hundred  yards,  and  In 
solemn  silence  the  troops  advanced  to  the  assault  They  approxjlU 
ed  near  to  the  breach  before  "they  were  disl^otert;d»'  when  «  deMlo 
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ttve  fire  from  every  gun  that  toilld  hHx  upon  it,  and  frdnl  tU 
musketr  J  of  the  garrison  opened  upon  them*     Heary  as  it  wtikf 
the  loss  of  the  assailants  would  have  been  <^6mparatirely  trifling  if 
the  breach  had  remained  open,  but  during  the  night,  Imd  under 
the  fire  of  the  British,  the  besi<^ged  had  barncaded  it  with  iiiifel, 
80  as  to  render  it  nearly  impracticable^     The  night  viras  ^xtremdj 
dark  ;  the  head  of  the  column  missed  the  breach,  and  when  it  was 
approached,  it  was  so  shut  up  as  to  be  mistaken  fbr  the  entreuchbii 
wall.     In  this  situation  the  troops  remained  under  a  heavy  fire  for 
a  quarter  of  an  hour,  when  the  breach  was  discerned  by  Captain 
"Renny  of  the  40th  light  infantrj',  who  pointed  it  out,  and  glori« 
ously  fell  as  he  mounted  \L    The  gallant  troops   immediately 
rushed  to  it ;  no  difiiCulties  could  i^strain  their  iriipetuosity,  ilh'd 
they  quickly  forced  their  way  into  the  town.    Cannon  were  plkcea 
at  the  head  of  the  principal  streets,  and  with  the  musketry,  ditf^ 
charged  from  the  windows  and  tops  of  houses^  made  great  haTo<!t 
atidbng  the  assailants.     Ijieutenant-colonels  Brownrigg  and  ViBLssatl 
fell  mortally  wounded^   Undismayed  by  this  slaughter,  the  trodp^ 
advah'ced  in  all  directions,  clearing  the  streets  and  batteriies  v^it^ 
their  bayonets,  and  overturning  the  cyinon^     The  40th  regimi^til 
with  Colonel  Browne  followed*   They  alsb  missed  the  breach,  anil 
twice  passed  through  the  fire  of  the  batteries,  with  the  lo^s  of  thellr 
brave  commander.  Major  Dalrymple,  before  they  found  it.     The 
97th  regiment  was  posted  near  the  north  gate,  which  the  troops 
Who  entered  at  the  breach  were  t6  have  opened  fbr  it ;  but  siic^ 
was  the  ardour  of  the  men  that  they  would  not  wiit,  but  €calin^ 
the  walls,  entered  the  town,  as  the  troops  within  were  approaching 
tb  admit  thetn.  By  day-light  the  English  were  in  po^ession  o/everjr 
(bing  except  the  citadel,  which  made  a  shew  of  resistani^)  but 
sboa  surrendered  at  discretion* 

The  total  Loss  of  the  conquerors,  in  this  achieVettient^  so  glorio^ 
tothef  British  amiy,  fell  very  little  short  of  six  hundred  tten.  Ih 
t&e  breach  alone  3S6  were  killed  and  wounded,  and  clt^<iu^  these 
"v^eremahy  excellent  officers'.  ^Ai  th^  storming  of  the  plaee,  eight 
btiffthned  of  the  Spani&rds  were  killed,  and  fi^  hundred  woUnditid* 
Tte  governor,  Don  Pasquil  Ruis  Huidobto>  tritd  upi^iirds  of  if#i 
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thousand  oflicers  and  men»  were  made  prisoners,  and  about  fifkeea 
hundred  escaped  in  boats  or  secreted  themselves  in  the  town. 

Sir  Samuel  Auchmuty,  having  thus  possessed  himself  of  th« 
strong  hold  of  Monte  Video,  employed  himself  in  making  prepi^ 
rations  for  further  operations  against  the  arrival  of  the  further  rein- 
forcements expected  from  England*  These  reinforcements  at 
length  arrived.  On  the  10th  of  May,  the  Tbesbe  frigate  arrived 
witk  a  new  commander  in  chief,  of  whom^  for  very  obvious  reasons* 
we  shall  hereafteiy  speak  by  no  other  name  than  the  designatioa  af 
Lis  rank.  Lieutenant-general. 

On  tlie  14th  of  the  following  month  (June),  a  further  reiuforce- 
ment  arrived  under  Brigadier-general  Craufufd,  and  tbu«  raised 
the  army  in  an  eflfectivc  condition  for  an  immediate  movement  and 
operation  upon  Buenos  Ay  res. 

The  troops  bein^  aceordingjy  immediately  embarked^  tbej 
proceeded  up  the  river,  and  on  the  27th  of  June  1807  came  to 
anchor  near  Ensenada,  below  Buenos  Ayres,  and  distant  about 
thirty-two  miles  from  that  city.  The  landing  commenced  at  day* 
'  light  on  the  28th  without  opposition,  or  even  the  appearance  of 
an  enemy.  The  whole  army  was  landed  by  the  evening,  and  tocd( 
up  a  position  for  the  nightftn  a  ridge  of  heights  in  tiic  neighbour* 
liood  of  Ensenada. 

On  the  following  morning,  the  29th,  General  Gov[er,  who  led 
the  advance  of  the  army,  moved  about  five  miles  forwards ;  the 
wain  army,  under  the  Lieutenant-general  the  commander  in  chiaf,

remaining  In  its  position  on  the  heights. 

Ou  the  following  morning,  the  30th,  General  Gower  continued 
his  march  towards  the  village  of  Reduction,  having  under  liis 
Ardors  four  companies  of  the  98th  regiment,  the  light  battalion- 
under  Brigadier-general  Cmufurd,  the  36th  and  88th  regiments 
.under  Brigadier-general  Luniley,  four  six  and  two  three  pounders, 
.«uid  some  mounted  cavalry.  The  Lieutenant-general  ordered  the 
dismounted  part  of  the  17th  light  dragoons  and  the  40(h  regiment 
.te  remain  on  the  heights  under  Colonel  Mahon,  to  escort  the 
artillery  when  it  should  come  up.  He  then  moved  forward  with 
the  main  body  about  five  miles,  and  then  took  his  position  at  tbm 
farm  bouses  about  two  miks  distant  from  each  other*   .The,fid« 
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Tanced  gaard,  under  General  Gower,  having  proceeded  about 
nine  miles,  and  therefore  being  four  miles  a  head,  took  up  a  posi- 
tion for  the  night,  aboat  seven  or  eight  miles  from  the  river  Rio- 
ehuelo,  which  crossed  his  line  of  march,  and  from  which  he  was 
f^parated  by  very  flat  and  marshy  grounds.  The  artillery  this  day 
reached  the  heights,  but  the  seamen  and  horses  were  too  much 
fatigued  to  bring  it  forward. 

On  the  1st  of  July  the  main  body  broke  up  before  sun-rise, 
«nd  joined  General  Gower  before  the  commencement  of  his  march, 
about* eleven  o'clock.  The  army  now  continued  its  march  for  the 
tillage  of  Reduction,  a  town  about  seven  miles  from  Buenos  Ayres, 
and  two  from  the  Plate.  They  reached  this  position  in  the  even- 
ing, upon  which  the  Lieutenant-general  took  his  post  for  the  night 
close  to  the  town,  whilst  Major-general  Gower,  with  the  advance, 
imshed  on  two  miles  forwards.  The  city  of  Buenos  Ayres  was 
how  visible  from  both  positions,  and  tended  much  to  cheer  the 
spirits  of  the  men.  The  fires  of  the  Spaniards  under  the  town,  as 
seen  through^ the  darkness  of  the  night,  added  to  the  conflagration 
of  some  ships  burned  in  the  river,  to  prevent  their  falling  into  the 
hands  of  the  English^  produced  a  grand  eflect.  The  enemy  bad 
withdrawn,  therefore,  to  the  further  Wftk  of  the  Riochuelo,  which 
circled  round,  so  as  to  flow  both  in  front  of  the  English  army, 
and  to  extend  behind  the  town. 

At  sun-rise  on  the  following  morning,  July  the  2nd,  the  ad- 
vanced guard,  under  Grcneral  Gower,  got  under  arms,  and  moved 
for  the  Chico  pass,  about  five  miles  distant  on  the  Riochuelo  river. 
Upon  reaching  the  pass,  they  found  no  enemy  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  river.  The  ford  was  instantly  passed  ;  the  ammuni- 
tion-waggon belonging  to  the  three^pounders  being  carried  over 
on  men's  shoulders.  Having  thus  surmounted  what  was  expected 
to  prove  the  most  formidable  obstruction  to  their  march,  the  bri- 
gades of  Generals  Lumley  and  Craufurd  advanced  towards  the 
ridge,  at  the  northern  extremity  of  which  Buenos  Ayres  is  situ- 
ated. On  gaining  it,  the  eyes  of  the  troops  wei€  anxiously  directed 
AVer  the  extensive  plains  they  had  passed,  in  expectation  of  seeing 
themaelv-ea  followed  by  the  main  body  of  the  army  under  the' 
lieutaaapt-genera] ;  but  to  their  umtificatioii  they  discovered  no 
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«pp€^rance  of  troops  in  their  rear.  Tliey  sooa  gaiued  the  foot  of 
the  rising  ground,  and  thence  hastened  on  to  the  Coral  de  Mise« 
rere,  where  ^  halt  was  called  to  wuit  for  the  field  pi^cesy  which  were 
Ijt  some  distance  in  the  rear.  Not  a'  Spaniard  was  in  view  ;  but 
their  neighbourhood  was  soon  announced  by  a  sudden  dischai^ 
of 'grape  and  round  shot  frona  guns  placed  in  several  parts  of  the 
open  ground.  The  men  were  for  a  moment  staggered  at  this  un« 
expected  attack,  but,  instantly  recovering  themselves,  not  a  mo« 
ment  was  lost  in  obeying  General  Craufurd^s  orders  to  charge  the 
eqemy.  With  three  cheers  they  advanced  smartly  in  tliefonn  of 
%  crescent,  nearly  surrounding  the  enemy's  guns,  whichr  were  soon 
l^l^pdoned  by  the  Spaniards,  who,  dismayed  at  this  moYement, 
9od  in  every  direction.  Those  lining  the  hedges  dispersed  with 
the  others^  on  seeing  their  artillery,  consisting  of  ten  brass  field* 
pieces  and  a  howitzer,  in  the  possession  of  their  assailants.^-* 
Generfil  Craufurd  continued  the  pursuit  till  he  reached  the  }icada 
of  some  of  the  streets  of  Buenos  Ayres,  where  he  formed  in  expeo* 
t^tion  of  General  Gower,  who  was  behind  with  General  ItiuBley't 
Vri|^e.  The  loss  of  the  conquerors  in  this  affair  was  but  trifliogi 
9)S  the  eneiny*s  artillery  was  directe4  over  their  he«ds^ 

^he  light  brigade  had  l|Pred  on  so  briskly  i^r  attaining  the 
ridge,  as  to  leave  the  other  at  a  considerable  distance.  General 
Gower  was  therefore  at  a  loss  to  fbIlow»  apd  made  repeated  inquit 
ries  after  the  light  brigade,  whose  positioii  was,  at  last,  pointed  out 
by  an  officer  of  the  rifle  corps,  as  well  as  by  the  sound  of  the  aui« 
Don  and  ipusketry  with  which  it  had  been  engaged.  Cilei!^n4 
Craufurd  was  employed  in  forqiing  his  men,  who,  from  the  imtvre 
pf  the  ground  and  the  suddep(uefS'  pf  the  action,  were  in  sowo 
disorder,  when  he  receiyed  an  order  from  General  Gow^r  to  Ml 
back  to  the  Coral  or  slaughteringrplace^  ^bere  he  General  Gowior 
then  was.  It  was^  apw  dusk;  t)ie  bri^;adeft  of  Generab  Lwnalcgf 
i^d  Craufprd  arere  fpnptd  in  two  lines,  ^^^  were  eirfieding  tba 
^rd^r  to  ^vance  into  tb^  towiit  particularly  as  soine  coyipani^ 
{lad  been  detache Jiaq  the  QankS)  with  an  apparent  mw  of  covei* 
ing  such  a  mov^ment^  General  Craufurd,  con^dent  ef  its  suceetife 
deaired  the  officer  who  brought  him  directions  to  lall  back,  4ia

iM^me  little  akirmishing» 

..  On  the  following  day,  July  4th«  the  troops  remiMU^  in  the  sa^i^ 
position,  and  th^  4ame  kind  of  desultory  jBghting  took  place.  The 
t^roopa  engaged  h^d  miEiuy  officers  i||[||^iiien  wounded,  apd  sevjeral 
wereieft  cl^  on  the  field- 

Before  ,we  prof^eed  to  the  details  of  the  attack  on  Buenos  Ayreii^ 
^  may  not  be  amiss  to  introduce  a  brief  notice  respecting  the  situ* 
fttiQn  of  the  pvii)cipiil  points  against  which  the  assault  was  directed, 
US  lie^  es  of  the  preparatioos  that  were  made  for  the  defence  of 
tbf^  city. 

The  streets  of  Buenoi  lAyres  are  rectangular,  forming  lots  about 
Me  hundred  paces  square.  It  is  situated  on  the  Rio  de  la  Plata, 
from  wbiph  it  is  separated  by  a  low  unoccupied  space,  about  one 
bmidred  yerds.  lu  the  centre  of  the  town,  on  the  face  next  the 
lirer,  ia  the  castle,  a  square  work,  about  one  hundred  paces  on  the 
exterior  polygon,  and  flanked  with  small  bastions  This  fortress 
fontains  the  reaidence  pf  the  gpvemor  and  flpier  spaeioua  build- 
IDgB.  The  grent  square  separates  the/ castle  ihsm  the  town,  and 
ia  about  two  handled  .paces  in  le&gth  asd  pna  Imudred  in  breadth* 
rTb^  smith  fii«e  wntisiai  thA«»tlifdnk  mJft^  ^diiice^  with  •  Mtf 
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dome  aud  parapet.  All  the  houses  in  this  Deighbourhood  are 
lofty,  and  surrounded  with  parapets  abore  four  feet  in  height ; 
which  crreumslances  give  those  in  pobsession  of  the  faces  of  thi« 
flquare  a'  complete  command  over  the  castle.  At  the  north-west 
tngle  of  the  town,  aiid  close  to.  the  river,  is  another  extensive 
'Opening,  called  La  Pianea  de  los  Toros,  in  which  stands  El  Retiro, 
ft  spacious  building  erected  for  the  exhibition  of  bull  fights. 
Between  this  ^ifice  and  the  river  are  situated  other  large  build- 
ings of  brick,  which  are  used  for  the  purposes  of  an  arsenal.  £1 
Rc^ro  is-  about  one  thousand  yards  from  the  castle.  Elastward  of 
the  great  square  is  another  open  space,  in  which  are  barracks,  and 
nearly  opposite  to  these  \s  the  convent  and  church  of  St.  Domin* 
gi0,  the  principal  religious  edifice  in  Buenos  Ayres  next  to  the 
cathedral.  At  the  eastern  extremity  of  the  town  is  situated  an 
extensive  structure,  originally  destined  for  a  royal  hospital,  and 
cidled  Residentia.  The  city  is  about  two  miles  long  and  one 
broad ;  the  grmmd  rising  gradually  from  the  river  to  its  southern 
boundary  ;  so  that  the  possession  of  this  ridge  and  of  El  Retina 
glives  the  command  of  the  whole  city.  «r 

To  protect  the  city,  thus  strong  by  itself,  ordnance  was  placed 
in  the  best  manner  fSr  d j||^ing  the  streets  leading  from  the 
ground  occupied  by  the  assailants.  Trenches  were  cut  in  the 
principal  streets  near  the  great  square,  and  cannon  placed  to  flank 
them.  Other  pieces  were  mounted  on  the  citadel  to  cover  the 
approach  by  the  river.  The  number  of  soldiers,  populace,  and 
•kves,  thus  employed  in  defending  the  interior  of  the  city^  were 
computed  at  about  nine  thousand  regulars,  militia  and  volunteers, 
in  some  state  of  discipline,  and  six  thousand  in  irregular  compa- 
nies. Of  these,  five  thousand  of  the  best  marksmen  occupied  the 
liouscs  in  which  they  were  barricadetl,  and  amply  supplied  with 
provisions  and  ammunition;  two  thousand  occupied  El  Retiro  and 
the  vicinity,  while  the  otliers  were  distributed  in  the  castle  to  be 
employed  as  occasion  should  require. 

It  was  in  the  faofrof  such  preparation,  that  four  thousand  five 
buiidred  British  soldiers  were  ordered  to  enter  the  town  by  force 
ofaarms  on  the  morning  of  the  5th  of  July.  About  four  o*c!ook 
the  treopa  were  under  enm,  aiid?in  difiereat  columni  were  ibrmeA 
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at  the  heads  of  the  streets,  throvgh  whicll  they  were  to  penetrate 
iutQ  the  town.  Their  disposition  was  as  follows  >— the  45th  'vbh. 
fantry,  under  Lieutenant^olonel  Guard ;  the  cai^btneers,  under 
Lieutefiant*€oIonel  Kington ;  the  light  brigade,  in  two  wings» 
Under  Brigadier^general  Craufurd  and  Lieutenant-colonel  Pack  ; 
tlie  88th  regiment,  in  two  wings,  under  Lieutenant-colonel  Dutf 
and  Major  Vandeleur ;  the  d6th  reg^ment^  in  two  wings,  under 
Lieutenant-colonel. Bynie  and  Captain  CroB8;.the  5th  regimcmt^.. 
in  two  wic^,  under  Lieutenant-colonel  Davie  and  the  honourable 
Major  King ;  the  87tli  regiment,  in  two  wings,  under  Sir  Samud 
Auchmuty  and  Major  Miller;-  and  the  d8th  regiment,  under 
Lieutenant-colonel  Nugent. 

Tlie  45th  infantry  were  directed  against  the  Residentia,  where 
they  were  to  maintain  tliemseives.  General  Craufurd  was  to  pene- 
trate to  the  church  of  Stw  Domingo,  and  to  take  possession. of  that 
•difice,  as  also  of  the  neighbouring  houses,  in  conjunction  with 
Lieutenant-colonel  Pack,  who  led  the  left  wing  of  the  light  brw 
gade,  which  took  its^  two  three-pounders  along  with  it  into  the- 
tt^n*  The  87th  were  ordered  to  move  down  the  two  streets  to 
the  right  of  £1  Retiro,  and  the  38th  in  single  column  were  to  attack 
that  building,  after  turning  the  le^^Mf  the  town.  The  other  co* 
lumns  were  to  penetrate  to  the  river,  but  they  were  provided  witli 
no  instructions  beyond  that  point.  None  of  them  were  made  ac«r 
^uainted  with  the  means  of  communicating  with  the  otliers,  or  to« 
what  point  to  retreat  in  case  they  experienced  too  powerf^il  a  resist* 
ance.  In  a  word,  the  officers  were  as  unprovided  with  the  necas* 
sary  instructions  for  conducting  their  divisions  as  they  were  igno* 
rant  of  the  plans  of  their  chieil  The  columns  had  been  ordered 
ijo  take  with  them  some  of  their  trenching  tools,  but  these  were 
little  qualified  to  overcome  the  obstacle  which  they  had  to  en* 
^unter^ 

The  men  were  all  aitsious  to  move  forward,  while  darknete 
should  contribute  to  conceal  their  approach;  but  the  sun  was  rimng' 
before  some  field^pieces  in  the  centre  gave  tlH^ignal  to  a(dvftnce ; 
vpon  which  the.  columns  were  immediately  put  in  motion.  The 
(ieotenant-generdl  and  Genial  Gower  leo^ained  with  the  centre 
•(T  the  arxny  at  the  Corel  de  JMisen^ 
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*fo  carhtAetitt  with  the  operaiiou^  on  the  li^ht,  the  45th  infantry,  andei' 
li^tenant^colonel  Crus^,  mored  forward  st  the  appointed  «ifaal  in  two 
cvlomns^  each  to^'iwtittg  of  four  companies.    The  colonel  comnianded  tht 
ri^t  wing  himself,  and  the  left  was  aader  the  direction  of  Miyor  NMholli. 
Havinf^  proceeded  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile,  thecolnmos  met,  in  conse^' 
qiience  vf  the  junction  of  the  two  roada  which  they  had  taken,  and  Colonel 
Guard,  in  conformity  with  his  orders,  wa^  obliged  to  make  a  considerable 
detour  to  the  right  *,  so  that  he  did  not  reach  the  Residentia,  which  post  he 
wvs  directed  to  occupy,  tiTl  a  few  mimiteii  aflef  the  left  wing,  which  he  founds 
^$ti|fed  in  breaking  open  the  do#i^  of  that  bnildlDf.    Having  obtained  pos- 
ItMion,  with  but  little  loss,  of  that  cxtensire  edifice,  it  was  soon  crowned 
with  the  colours  of  the  regiment.     Pcrceiring  three  houses  in  the  Ticinity 
Which  it  seemed  advisable  to  possess,  Colonel  Grant  moved  forward  with  hit 
wing,  and  selecting  throe  of  tbcm,  left  a  company  in  each  and  returned  with 
th^  grenadiers  to  the  Residentia.     Hearing  a  considerable  firing  on  the  left,^^ 
the  colonel  directed  M^jor  Nicliolls  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for 
iftaintaiuing  himself  in  the  Rc^dcntia)  and  marchecfat  the  head  of  bitf  grena- 
diers, with  the  intention  of  reconnoiteriog  the  situation  of  Brigadier-gcQCval 
Craufard*i  brigade,  and  returning  immediafcly  to  his  post.     In  hia  progress 
lie  was  metby  an  oiBcer  with  orders  from  General  Craufurd  to  charge  down 
the  street  with  the  grenadiers  supported  by  the  picfjnet.    This  was  accoide 
iugly  done,  and  for  some  tiibe  Colonel  Guard  experienced  bo  opposition 
except  from  a  heavy  piece  of  ordnance  placed  at  the  upper  end  of  the  street. 
As  be  advanced,  however,  towarvthc  cer.tre  of  the  town,  he  fonud  (he  tops 
of  the  houses  crowded  with  the  enemy,  who  opened  a  smart  fire  uf  musketry 
upon*  him  as  he  passed.     Hating  gone  about  half  a  mile,  the  increased  fii^ 
rendered  it  extremely  difiicuU  to  proceed.     Colonel  Guard,  therefore,  drew 
ofi*  his  men  into  a  street  on  the  right,  and  seeiug  Colonel  Pack  approachiny- 
with  a  corps,  of  the  light  battalion  to  vards  the  church  of  St.  Domingo,  he 
crossed  the  street  to  consult  that  ofl]C<T  on  the  practicability  of  advancing 
further  towards  the  square.    The  latter  informed  him  it  would  be  impossible 
fSi  TtAch  that  point  without  sacrificing  the  greater  part  of  his  (le^actimMf, 
Oft  wliieh  he  returned  to  his  men,  and  found  General  Craufurd  with  scverol 
oonpniies  of  light  infantry  and  riflemen,  together  with  a  field-piece,  in  tlie' 
same  street.     Under  his  orders  Colonel  Guard  remained,  and  cou8e<|iiMitly 
shared  the  fate  of  his  detachment. 

After  Colonel  Guard**  departure  from  the  Residentia,  the  Spaniards  mde 
ircpeated  attempts  to  recover  that  po&t,  but  Major  Nicholls  had  so  well  dis- 
posed of  part  of  h\H  Jkn  on  the  tops  of  the  buildings,  and  sollied  ovt  fo 
oppdrturiely  with  otb<!rs,  that  he  constantly  repulsed  the*,  aitd  tML  fH^ 
plee^  of'  cannon.  Tbci  British*  eoloersf  rOMaSn^d  flying'  oo  the  ReslMMi^ 
until  it  was  evacuated  by  the  45tb  i»?coM0qiirB<ia.of  the  nlgoliillia^  * 
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The  6th  draf^oon  gaards^  iknder  Lieui.-€olotie1  Kington,  adTanced  with  the 
Other  columns  ^  tint  th«  enemy  soon  opened  their  fire  npon  themy  and  tht 
iTurther  it  proceeded  the  more  heary  and  deitrnctiye  it  became.  Colonel 
kington  haying  receired  a  scTcre  wound  in  the  leg,  an^  Captain  Burrell 
being  killed^  their  men  were  obliged  to  retire,  leaving  their  commander  ia  tha 
bands  of  the  enemy.  Captain  Darenporl,  an  whom  the  command  had  da- 
Volred,  now  took  possession  of  a  house  in  a  very  commanding  situation,  and 
ihere  maintained  himself  for  two  days,  till  he  received  orders  to  evacuate  and 
rejoin  the  army  out  of  the  town. 

The  right  wing  of  the  light  brigade,  consisting  of  four  companies  of  the 
light  battalion  and  four  of  the  95th,  making  about  five  hundred  and  forty 
rank  and  file,  under  Brigadier-general  Craufurd,  moved  down  the  street  on 
the  right  of  the  church  of  St.  Domingo.     General  Craufurd  was  directed  to 

.  penetrate  to  the  river,  and  there  to  occupy  any  of  the  high  buildings  as  near 
as  possible  to  the  market-place.  The  column  received  the  fire  of  several  guns 
on  its  left  flank,  but  not  suflicient  opposition  to  arrest  its  progress  to  the 
banks  of  the  river.  Here,  on  turning  its  left,  it  entered  an  open  space,  in 
which  it  became  dreadfully  exposed  to  the  fire  of  musketry  from  the  neigb^ 
boaring  houses.  The  advanced  party  lost  above  half  of  its  number,  and 
)unong  the  wounded  was  the  officer  by  whom  it  was  commanded.  The  ene* 
my^s  fire  increased,  and  a  retrograde  movement  was  deemed  advisable;  but 
the  wounded  were  first  collected  under  the  shelter  of  a  wall,  whence  they 
were  afterwards  removed  into  the  church  of  St. Domingo,  which  now  became 

.  the  object  of  attack.  It  was  above  half  an  hour  before  an  entrance  could  be 
forced.  This  was  at  length  effected  by  disciiarging  a  field  piece  against  the 
doors.  The  colours  of  the  71st  regiment,  which  were  found  decorating  the 
interior  of  the  edifice,  were  instantly  taken  down,  and  the  rifle  corps  with 
others  of  the  column,  having  forced  their  way  to  the  parapet,  di^ptaycd  them 

.there.  The  Spaniards,  who  were  on  the  top  of  the  building,  retired  to  the 
•innmitof  the  dome,  drawling  after  them  the  only  ladder  by  which  they  could 
be  followed.  It  was  just  before  this  that  Colonel  Craufurd  was  joined  by 
Juteateiiant-colonel  Guard  with  the  grenadier  oomp^ny  of  the  45th  regiment. 
The  convent  and  church  of  St.  Domingo  were  situated  very  near  to  the  main 
fotition  of  the  enemy,  who,  aware  of  the  importance  of  the  post,  advanced 

•  aereral  strong  corps  against  it.  About  twelve  o^clock  a  Spanish  officer  with 
s  flag  of  truce  approached  the  convent.  The  British  General  erroneously 
imagined  that  Linieis  was  disposed  to  capitulate,  but  he  was  soon  mide- 
ccired  on  finding  that  the  Spaniard  was  the  bearf  r  oMl  smanont  to  tontii- 
der,  and  wat  alto  charged  to  inform  him  of  the  failnrn  of  the  attack  io  Qthar 
ffoartert.  This  fuamont  General  Craufurd  perempmily  rejected,  and  "dt* 
termined  to  take  the  ficat  occasion  of  extricating  hims^f  from  a  sitnation 
vbcre  he  bad  reason  to  think  it  not  adritable  to  remain.    He  conceived  that 
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the  best  opportooitj  would  be,  when  the  enemy  thovrtd  approach  in  coasr- 
derable  number*  in  the  streets,  as  his  men,  when  mixed  with  them,  would 
probably  be  less  exposed  to  the  destruetiye  fire  from  the  surrounding  houses, 
which  were  constantly  receiTioff  fresh  supplies  of  men  and  ammunition. 
A  numerous  column  soon  advanced  09  the  west  side  of  the  convent,  appa. 
rently  with  the  intention  of  taking  a  three-pounder  which  was  in  the  street, 
and  which,  from  the  narrowness  of  the  entrance,  could  not  be  brought  in. 
General  Craufurd  immediately  ordered  all  the  men  of  the  rifle  corps  to  come 
down  from  the  different  situations  in  which  they  were  piaced  on  the  upper 
parts  of  the  building,  and  prepared  to  evacuate  the  post.    Meanwhile,  the 
Spaniards  being  on  the  point  of  seizing  the  gun,  were  attacked  with  the 
greatest  intrepidity  by  Colonel  Guard  at  the  head  of  his  grenadiers,  tod  Major 
Trotter  with  a  small  party  of  light  iufantry.    The  enemy  in  the  street  gave 
way,  but  the  fire  from  the  houses  contiguous  to  the  convent  was  so  destruc- 
tive, that  in  two  or  three  minutes  about  forty  men  of  the  45th  who  led  the 
attack  were  killed  or  wounded.    Among  the  former  was  Bf  ajor  Trotter,  » 
brave  and  accomplished  soldier.     He  was  pierced  with  several  balls,  and  bin 
loss  damped  the  spirits  of  the  party  in  no  slight  degree.    Seeing  that  it  was 
impossible  to  effect  his  retreat,  General  Craufurd  ordered  the  remainder  of 
the  detachment  to  return  to  the  convent,  which  he  continued  to  defend  till 
near  lour  o^clock.    The  firing  had  by  this  time  ceased  all  round,  and  the 
general,  having  waited  ei|^t  hours  without  receiving  either  succour  or 
orders,  concluded  of  course  that  the  attack  had  generally  failed.     He  there- 
fore called  together  the  field  officers  of  bis  wing,  and  after  mat«ue  delibesa- 
tion,  they  concurred  in  the  expediency  of  a  surrender. 

Lieutenant-colonel   Pack  moved  forward  with  the  left  wing  of  the  light 
brigade,  amounting  to  six  hundred  rank  and  file.     He  directed  Lieutenant- 
colonel  Cadogan  to  lead  the  rear  half  up,  and  to  advance  in  a  parallel  street 
with  himself.    Scarcely  had  he  approached  the  Franciscan  church,  when  he 
lost,  by  the  fire  of  an  invisible  and  completely  unassailable  enemy^  altaost 
the  whole  of  the  men  composing  the  first  division,  near  half  of  the  next  com- 
pany, and  a  proportionate  number  of  the  others.     Finding  it  impossible  ty 
penetrate  to  the  great  square  and  castle,  the  intended  object  of  attack,  or  to- 
gain  an  advantageous  position  in  the  neighbourhood,  Colonel  Pack  thought 
it  right  to  desist,  and  inquire  the  success  of  Colonel  Cadogan^s  division.   Ht 
learned  that  the  latter  had  been  equally  unfortunate,  and'had  even  lost  the  * 
gun  by  which  it  had  been  accompanied,  evet7  man  and  hone  at  it  hnving 
been  killed  or  wounded.    Colonel  Pack  now  went  to  reconnoits  the  bulKKsgt: 
fimaing  the  bottom  of  the  square,  in  which  the  Jesuitjs*  eolk^  is  situated^ 
iMit  though  well  acq«ainted  with  them,  could  find  no  entrance.    On  retuia^ 
ii^  to  Colonel  Cadogan,  be  intimated  his  intention  of  proceeding  to  the  Seit^ 
dflttfa,  but  the  laUer  deprecated  the  idea  of  giving  np  the  ground  which  thc|L 
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bad  gained  with  so  mach  lott.  Some  of  the  men  had  by  this  tine  taken  posset 
•km  of  some  buildiiifs  to  the  1^  of  St.  Dominfco ;  and  Gen.  Craolkrd*s  colBflUi 
^peariajc  at  the  head  of  a  aarrow  street  leadiaf  to  the  back  of  that  ooaTta^ 
Colonel  Pack  irent  to  consult  with  him  ahovt  farther  operations ;  bnt  tha 
enemy  hsTinf  cat  off  the  commanication  between  the  two  wings,  he  fonndil 
impossible  to  rejoin  his  division,  and  was  obliged  to  share  the  late  of  General 
Cranftird.  After  the  departure  of  Colonel  Pack,  Colonel  Cadogan,  who  re- 
mained in  command  of  the  left  wing,  continued  lo  defcnd  the  post  of  which 
be  had  taken  possession  for  three  hoars>  wHh  the  loss  of  more  than  a  baa- 
^red  killed  and  wounded.  An  officer  from  tha  enemy  thep  appeared  with  a 
flag  of  tmce.  The  firing  from  the  tap  of  Colonel  Cadogan's  poet  was  can. 
aequently  ordered  to  cease,  and  the  Spaniards,  availing  tbensaelrea  of  thin 
circmnstance,  poured  upon  it  in  such  OTcrwhelming  numbers  as  to  render  any 
further  assistance  unarailing.  He  accordingly  surrenderad  with  the  concufu 
reoce  of  the  rest  of  the  officers. 

Tlie  right  wing  of  the  28th  was  commanded  by  Lieutenant-colonel  Duff, 
who  was  ordered  by  Brigadier-general  Lumley  to  proceed  as  Ihr  as  he  could 
without  too  great  a  sacrifice,  and  to  endeavour  to  take  posseasion  of  a  ahuffcb 
OH  his  right.  Colonel  Duff  accordiiigly  divided  his  battalion  into  two  wings, 
4ach  .consisting  of  about  995  rank  and  file.  The  left  advanced  under  tba 
direction  of  Major  Vandeleur,  and  the  right  was  led  by  Colonel  Duff  towarda 
the  church  above  mentioned.  He  meet  with  no  opposition  till  hewaa  withia 
fifty  yards  of  the  building,  when  tha  enemy  commenced  a  most  tvemendooa 
fire  of  musketry  from  the  opposite  houses.  The  column  pushed  on,  and 
gained  the  church  j  in  the  front  of  it  was  the  court,  the  gate  of  which  being 
#pen,  the  troops  entered  ;  but  the  doors  of  the  church  resisted  every  effort 
to  break  them.  He  was  therefore  compelled  to  seek  shelter  by  fi>rcing  opca 
and  entering  three  houses  that  bail  not  been  occupied  by  the  enemy,  bnt 
which  were  cfimmaoded  by  them  from  those  a^oining.  On  the  topa  of  these 
bouses  he  formed  his  men,  but  they  were  assailed  by  showers  of  musket  balls 
Irom  a  numerous  enemy,  who  kept  continiiaUy  increasing.  The  men,  falKng 
list,  seeing  no  hope  of  receiving  support,  and  being  surrounded  on  all  sidas 
by  three  or  four  hundred  armed  men,  Colonel  Duff,  about  noon,  thought  it 
fffudent  to  surrender. 

The  left  wing  of  this  regbnen^  as  we  have  seen,  was  led  on  by^  Major 
Vandeleur.  It  proceeded  rapidly  through  the  town  to  reach  the  rivsTi  Aia 
be  passed  alt  the  cross  streets,  he  was  saluted  by  a  nso^  destructtva  fire  upon 
bis  flaaksMM|d  was  likewise  fired  at  in  every  ^Ufrter  firom  the  lopn  of  the 
houses.  In  going  down  the  last  street,  tftey  met  with  an  otetftda  wbieh  It 
reqi^red  their  utmost  exertions  to  sufmottnt.  This  wes  a  bices^worl^enBA* 
|K»sad  of  bullocks*  hides  made  into  sackv,  and  filled  with  tbe  earth  frosa'a 
in  front  of  it^  about  Bi&  feet  dctir  iuul'  twelw  wide.    A*  the  tnio^s 
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^ioed  this  entrenchment  in  the  reverse,  they  soon  seramMed  over  and  8praii|r 
iAto  th^  ditch,  out  of  which  they  were  obliged  to  assist  each  other.  WMIr 
thus  situated,  a  tremendous  fire  was  kept  up  finom  the  houses  on  both  aides, 
and  numhcTs  fell  at  this  spot.  The  joy  of  the  troops  on  gaining  the  point  to 
which  they  h^d  been  ordered  was  great ;  but  their  disappointment  nay  be 
•conceived  when  they  found  that  the  street  had  no  outlet  at  this  end,  but  tcr. 
minated  in  a  descent  to  a  wall,  and  a  small  slope  leading  down  to  the  flat  of 
the  river,  and  enfiladed  by  the  castle,  which  now  oi^cned  upon  them  at  the 
distance  of  two  hundred  yards.  To  retreat  was  impracticable,  and  all  hopea 
of  aopport  vanished,,  aithe  sound  of  firing  receded  instead  of  approached. 
Ui  this  state  the  troops,  having  forced  open  a  house  as  a  temporary  lodgemettt, 
iMmained  for  two  hours.  Half  the  division  lay  either  dead  or  wonoded,  and  a 
•hell  or  a  few  grenades  would  have  decided  the  fate  of  the  remainder.  These 
Mi^r  Vandeleur  did  not  think  himself  authorised  to  sacrifice  to  nopurpOM. 
A  white  handkerchief  was  hoisted  as  a  flag  of  trnce^  and  the  Soanimrdt  fa> 
.  eeived  this  column  as  prisoners  of  war. 

The  right  wing  of  the  96th,  consisting  of  fix  compani^,  M  by  Lieates. 
ftnt-colonel  Bume,  under  the  directions  of  Brigadier-gtneral  Loinleyy  »0f^ 
down  the  streets  of  St.  Nicholas,  and  penetrated  to  the  last  cross  street  cos* 
tifuous  to  the  river.    Some  houses  were  here  forced  up,  and  upon  one  ofthcit 
General  Luraley  directed  the  colours  of  the  36th  regiment  to  be  planted,  arm 
■ignal  and  encouragement  to  the  other  columns  of  the  brigade.    A  BM>it  de» 
itructive  fire  of  field  pieces  was  directed  against  them  with  great  precisios 
•nd  efiect.    A  constant  and  heavy  fire  of  musketry  was  likewise  poured  upott 
the  column  in  every  direction  from  assailants  who  were  completely  conccalei 
by  the  parapets  of  the  houses.    To  add  to  this,  some  guns  from  the  beadi 
were  likewise  considerably  advanced,  and  were  covered  by  about  three  hmU 
drcd  Spaniards.   These,  however,  were  most  gallantly  charged  by  Lieutenant- 
colonel  Bumc,  at  the  head  of  a  detachment  of  about  fifty  men ;  and,  notwitlu 
•tanding  their  great  superiority  in  numbers,  drove  them  under  the  walls  Of 
the  castle,  and  spiked  their  guns.    He  then  sought  shelter  under  a  km  hottse 
nnd  garden  hedge  from  the  heavy  fire  which  was  opened  npon  him  fwta  th4 
lort.    About  this  time  the  general  received  information,  that  Sir  Saainci 
Aucbmutywas  in  possession  of  the  Planzade  los  Torros,  and  that  he  reeoai- 
mended  to  General  Lumley  to  retire  along  the  beach,  and  to  join  him  on  the 
heif^ts  of  Retiro.    Having  been  engaged  above  six  hours  in  a  most  uneqnal 
contest,  and  having  expended  all  his  ammunition,  and  sensible  that  before 
long  he  must  be  completely  surrounded  and  overpoi^cred  bjgMmbers,  fli^ 
*  general  obeyed  the  iuTitation.    He  retired  along  the  beach,  snuexposed  to  n 
Imiry  fire  from  the  castle,,  and. with  some  additional  loss  joined  Silr  Saaknd^i 
division,  iirith  Uie  remains  of  Hie  sth  and  86th  regiments,  in  the  Planxade  km 
.Jeros,  whether. he  was  followed  by  Celoi^l  Burnc^vith  his  littk  dcUchnenC 
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AlMmt  4IOOII  t\kt  Mug  bad  OMrly  ceatcii  ia  mil  quartert.  Tbe  Britiill 
Iroopt  remained  in  possestioa  of  the  two  p9^\»  sgaiiut  whick  iMr  cffol^. 
fbould  bare  been  alone  directed  at  this  period,  (hat  is^  the  Retira  and  Rcaiit 
dentia,  which  were  both  gained  with  a  trifling  loif  compared  with  that  aua^ 
tained  in  other  respects.  About  yerenty  officer*  and  one  thousand  mefe  wei« 
killed  or  badly  wounded ;  and  one  hundred  and  twenty  officers  and  fifteef^ 
(lundred  rank  and  file  were  taken  prisoner. 

On  the  morning  of  the  6th  o£  July,  General  Liniera  proposed  the  avaoaatUNi 
of  Monte  Video  and  t)ie  whole  of  the  Plate;  ap4  on  the  morning  of  the  7th9 
(^hat  we  may  dispatch  this  pari  of  our  narratire  'm  ay  few  words  a«  possible) 
the  Lieutenant-general  signed  a  treaty  to  this  effect;)  in  coiY8CC|uencc  of  whick 
the  troops  were  suffered  to  re^mbark,  the  prisoners  having  been  estcbaaged. 
On  the  loth  of  July,  Brigadier-genprals  Aucfamuty  and  Oraufurd  were  sent  t« 
Eagland  with  dispatches,  and  were  tOQO  followed  by  the  whole  expedition. 

Sir  Samuel  Anchmuty^s  character,  lika  that  of  Brigadier-general  rranfwd, 
auffered  nothing  by  the  ill  succeas  of  this  unfortunate  affair ;  on  the  othaa 
band,  the  whole  army  agreed,  that  if  either  of  them  commandad  ia  chief,  the 
results  would  haye  been  more  honourable  to  the  British  arms. 

Sir  Samuel  Auchmuty  if  now  commander  in  chief  \n  Madras  ^  and  no  oft« 
^cr  possetses  a  higher  reputation  and  more  deserves  it.

LORD  WELLINGTON^ 
Oar  last  Military  Chronicle  (from  the  niunber  which  wc 
'print)  had  been  at  press  two  or  three  days,  when  the  official  inteUi« 
gence  arrived  of  the  two  battles  in  Portuga],-«->the  battle  of  Fuente* 
de  Honor,  and  that  of  Albuera.  I  had  intended  to  hare  entered  at 
some  length  upon  two  affain  which  have  so  brilliantly  confirmed 
and  augniented  our  military  reputation ;  but  from  the  leng^  t« 
which  the  biography  of  Sir  Samuel  Auchmuty  has  extended,  I  find 
that  I  must  defer  this  purpose  to  a  future  Number ;  and  in  the 
mean  time  I  shall  eipploy  the  interval  in  collecting  all  the  possible 
information.  For  the  present,  therefore,  wt  must  confine  our* 
selves  to  a  few  cursory  renuurks  upon  a  very  main  and  distinctive 
^irciims^^e  in  the  two  battles* 

It  waMraiain  feature  in  both  of  >theie  battles,  that  the  French 
generals  returned  to  that  systemi  and  peculiar  muDuer  of  epeiaticai, 
which  was  so  frequently  and  so  successfully  acted  upon  by  Bisro* 
paparte  in  the  Auitriau  campaignt.    At  this  phm  of  operation^ 
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voder- the  name  of  the  French  military  s^rstem,  has  been  to  much 
Mked  about,  and  «o  little  understood,  and  as  moreover  it  is  now 
tgam  introduced  into  practice,  it  may  not  be  altogether  useless  to 
#xpla^  it  in  some  detaiL 

'     This  system,  then,  first  introduced  by  Buonaparte,  and  uow 
adopted  by  Massena  and  Soult,  has  three  main  points  : 

1,  That  the  French  army  shall  be  drawn  up  as  nearly  as  pout* 
ble  in  three  divisions,*— a  centre,  and  two  wings, 

9f  That  the  centre,  or  one  of  the  wings,  sometimes  the  one  and 
•ometiQies  the  ,*other,  should  be  composed  of  select  men,  of  the 
flower  of  the  army ;  that  it  should  moreover  be  double  the  actual 
strength  of  either  of  the  two  other  divisions,  and  that  thus,  in  mast 
t&d  weight,  it  should  be  superior  to  any  of  the  diviaioiia  of  die 
enemy. 

3.  The  centre  being  thus  composed,  the  wings  are  necessarily 
proportionately  weak.  The  third  point  of  tlie  system,  therefore, 
is  to  remedy  this  weakness.  In  order  to  accomplish  this  purpo^, 
Ijiey  are  stationed,  if  possible,  on  ground  of  great  advantage,  in  a 
tpwn,  a  village,  or  a  wood,  behind  dead  walls,  ditches,  or  on  ground 
to  soft,  so  uneven,  so  naturally  or  artificially  rough,  as  to  give 
them  that  relative  strength  which  does  not  absolutely  belong  to 
Imn.  Their  part,  moreover,  in  the  general  drama,  it  strictly  de« 
iensive*  If  the  centre  tucceed,  they  have  nothing  to  fear  in 
advancing.  If  the  centre  fail,  and  be  compelled  to  retreat,  the 
winga  were  still  secured  from  the  cavalry  of  the  enemy  by  thi 
nature  of  the  ground.  All  that  is  expected  of  them  it  to  keep 
their  po6itions,-«a  service  certainly  less  difficult,  and  requiring  a 
lest  force,  than  active  figh^ng.  * 

Let  Qt  now  tee  the  eflect  of  tiiis  order  of  battle,  when  in  action, 
aait  was  exemplified  in  the  Austrian  and  Russian  campaigns. 

The  army  being  thus  disposed,  the  battle  was  invariably  ceai* 
meticed  by  the  French  centre,  composed  at  above  stated,  attack- 
ing one  of  the  wings  or  centre  of  the  Austriant;  and  ijtt  French 
centre,  having  the  adwatage  of  numbers,  matt,  Und  w^gbt,  tel- 
dMi  fiuled  to  break  through  it  like  a  wedge. 

In  the  mean  time,  the  Austrian  wings,  seeing  the  weeknen  of 
the  FreQch  wivgt^  attacked  them  with  equal  spirit;  but  the  FxcucA 
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wings,  true  to  their  instractioos,  and  in  eonfident  cspectatiMi  ef 
the  Ikvourahle  result  of  their  centre,  received  the  attack  with  tba 
most  undaunted  courage^  and  seldom  failed  to  repel  it.  However 
successful  t}iej  might  be,  they  were  careful  to  keep  only  to  tbcir 
defeuce,  and  their  situation  was,  in  general,  so  well  chosen,  tiMtt 
they  were  at  least  enabled  to  maintain  their  ground*  All  that  tlicy 
had  to  do  was  to  keep  on  their  defence  till  the. battle  was  decided 
in  the  centre.  • 

In  the  mean  time,  the  French  centre,  having  penetrated  and 
broken  the  Austrian  division  opposed,  returned  t6  the  assistance  of 
their  wings.  The  wings  of  the  enemy  were  thus  intereepted  be« 
tween  the  French  centre  in  their  rear,  and  the  French  wings,  which 
they  had  been  attacking  in  front.  In  this  state  of  things  the  nc« 
tory  was  necessarily  decided.  ^ 

On  the  other  hand,  if  the  French  wings  were  bvoken,  their 
instructions  were  to  retreat  if  possible  so  as  to  fall  in  with'  tlieir 
centre,— or,  if  this  were  not  possible,  to  divide  themselves  inta 
bands  and  platoons  of  men,^-to  retreat  from  one  post  to  anotUer^ 
and  in  one  form  or  other  to  keep  up  the  battle  till  the  centre  could 
come  to  their  relief.  At  worst,  they  were  to  consider  themselvea 
as  a  forlorn  corps,  and  that  their  sacrifice  in  part  was  jiecessary  to 
the  victory.  As  many  of  you  as  can,  effect  your  escape  if  neces^ 
sary,  but  remember  the  honour  of  France,  and  keep  the  winy 
opposed  to  you  employed.  We  do  not  ask  you  to  beat  a  superior 
force,  but  to  keep  it  employed, — to  give  it  warm  work.  At  least 
let  not  an. equal  force  beat  you  with  your  evident  advantage  6f 
ground,  and  the  stiU  greater  advantage,  that  you  are  only  on  the. 
defensive. 

Such  is  the  celebrated  French  system,  which  has  certainly  had.  a 
most  surprising  success  for  a  long  series  of  years,  and.  which  iso^w 
resumed.  v     s 

It  will  be  seen  from  a  cursory  view  of  what  has  beenaaid,  tilM 
the  success  of  the  French .  depended  upon  two  points, — Ist,  The 
vast  augmHitation  of  their  centre,  at  the  expense  of  their  wings ;. 
and,  2dly,  the  supplying  the  coxueque^^  defieieucy  of  tiieir  wiuga 
by  the  two  means  of  a  strong  natural  position,  aod  puttiag  them 
upon  the  defensive  Qtdf.    By  thit  sgrftotfi^  the  Fxtvidx  effaettallf , 
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J&  it  were,  doubled  the  amount  of  their  armvy  or  drafted  all  Us 
frffenmve  strength  idto  one  point,  whilst  the  AustKnus  had  distri« 
bnted  their's  into  three  or  more*  Even  supposing  the  two  armies 
were  equal,  the  French  were  still  necessarily  superior.  A  very 
inconsiderable  part  of.  the  French  army  kept  two-thirds  of  the 
«wmy  in  check ;  consequently  the  third  part  of  the  enemy's  anooy 
was  opposed  almost  to  the  whdle  force  of  their  enemy< 
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HISTORY  OF  THE  BRITISH  ARMY. 

THE  FOUaTII,    OR  KING^S  OWN  REGIMENT  OF  INFAI^TRY. 

Tlie  Poortb  Re^mcnt  of  Foot  was  raised  in  Devonshire,  in  the  year  l680« 
Uy  Tbomas  £arl  of  Plymouth.  It  has  since  been  commanded  by  several 
offijcera  high  in  ei-timation,  and  distingaished  for  their  several  military 
talents.  The  earl  did  not  hold  it  long,  and  was  succeeded  in  the  command 
by  Percy  Kirke,  on  the  27th  of^November,  1730  :  the  succession  of  colonels 
htin  been  as  follows  :  Charles  Trclauny,  25tb  April,  ]682;  Sir  Charles  Orbyi 
Xlth  December,  li698 ;  Charles  Trelauncy,  aist  December,  l6s8;  Henry 
Trclauny,  1st  January,  1G92 ;  William  Seymour,  12th  February,  1709; 
Krnry  Berkely»  2Sth  December,  1717 »  Charles  Lord  Cadogan,  21st  April, 
1719-,  William  Barrel,  8th  Angnst,  1734  ;  Robert  Rich,  22d  August,  1749; 
Alexunder  Duroure,  I9th  May,  1756 j  Henry  Robert  Brudenell,  isth  January, 
17G5.J  Studholme  Hodgson,  7th  November,  IjftS  ;  John  Burgoynr,  7th  Jane, 
2782  •,  George  Morrison,  sth  August,  1799. 

Soon  after  the  regiment  was  completed,  it  was  sent  to  reinforce  the  garri- 
son of  Tangier,  which  place  was  ceded  to  Charles  the  second  on  bis'marriage 
vtth  Catharine  the  infanta  of  Spain ;  bat,  weary  of  the  expense  of  defend- 
ing it  against  the  frequently  attacks  of  the  Moors,  be  directed  Che  works  to 
^  blown  up  and  destroyed,  and  in  iGd4  the  troops  returned  to  England. 
This  regiment  was  the  first  that  joined  king  William  oil  his  landing  at  Tor- 
bay  to  aid  the  revolution, — an  epoeha  which  may  with  justice  be  termed  the 
birth  of  British  liberty.  King  William,  on  this  occasion,  was  pleased  ta 
honour  the  regiment  with  the  title  of  **  the  KingU  own  regiment^**  and  di- 
rrcted  it  to  be  borne  in  their  celonra,  the  lion  of  England,  which  still  coo- 
tiones  the  badge  of  the  regiment,  and  ia  worn  on  the  breast-plate,  bnttoMi 

• 

twp^  and  pouch.  In  the  centre  of  the  colours  is  the  king*s  cypher,  on  a  ced 
(round,  within  the  garter,  and  a  crown  over  it.  In  three  corners  of  the 
fccond  or  regimental  colour  (which  is  blue)  the  lion  of  Eof land,  on  tbe 
fourth  upper  corner  jLhe  number  IV  in  gold  Roman  cbaractera.    On  the 

'  grenadiers^  caps  are  the  king^i  cross,  cypher,  and  crown. 

In  1698,  by  roit  of  parliament|  three  regiments  were  put  on  the  cstablitb- 

-  ^Bt  tf  the  nary*  "ra.  Seymour,  Mgrdaunt,  and  Colt's,  and  in*  1704,  the 
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TOurlh  or  Seymour^s  embarked  as  marines  on  boakrd  tke  fleet  commanded  bj 
f^ir  George  ftooke,  and  proceeded  lo  attack  Gibraltar^  which  they  took.  In 
thifi  affair,  amoog  othei^  that  were  killed,  was  Lieutenant  Thome,  a  brave 
and  distinguished  officer.  A  garrison  was  left  at  Gibraltar,  under  the  com- 
tnand  of  the  iPrince  ot  Hesse  Darmstadt,  Seymour^s  marines  forming  a  part. 
The  Spaniards  made  frequent  attempts  to  repossess  themselves  of  the 
fortress  during  that  year  •,  in  one  of  which  four  or  five  hundred  of  the  enemy 
gained  the  summit  of  the  rock  that  covers  the  back  of  the  town,  but  were 
driven  precipitately  down  on 'the  following  morning.  Neither  a  tedioue 
siege,  carried  on  by  the  united  forces  of  France  and  Castile,  nor  negotiation 
availing,  the  Spaniards  ceded  it  to  the  English  by  the  peace  of  Utrecht.  Im 
the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  queen  Anne,  six  regiments  of  marines  were 
raised,  in  consequence  of  which  the  three  regiments  returned  to  the  line. 

In  1705,  the  Prince  of  Hesse  Darmstadt  embarked  at  Gibraltar,  with  the 
English  guards,  two  other  regiments,  and  the  4th,  to  reinforce  the  Earl  of 
t'eterborough,  who  'had  arrived  with  the  confederate  fleet  of  English  and 
Dutch. 

llie  regiments  acted  at  the  different  landings  at  Altea,  &c.  kc.  and  formed 
a  part  of  the  chosen  corps,  so  gallantly  led  on  by  the  Prince  of  Hesse  Darm- 
Vtadt,  who  fell  in  the  action  before  fort  Montjuic,  Barcelona.  The  Earl  of 
^Peterborough  immediately  took  the  command,  and  carried  the  fort  by  stonui 
which  soon  obliged  the  garrison  of  Barcelona  to  surrender. 

This  regiment  aofain  embarked  in  the  fleets  of  Sir  John  Leak  and  Sir 
George  l^yng,  and  was  employed  with  other  troops  in  the  redaction  of  Car* 
thagcna,  Alicant,  Majorca,  Ivica,  kc.  In  1707,  it  proceeded  with  the  expe* 
dition  under  thecominand  of  Lvrd  Galway  to  attack  Almanza  ^  and  although 
unsuccessful  in  the  attempt,  the  British  troops  engaged  in.  that  service  inva- 
Viably  preserved  their  high  fame  and  honour  by  a  iitrict  adherence  to  their 
dutff  but  being  shamefully  deserted  by  the  Portuguese,  who  reCfeatcd  as  far 
^s  Alcira,  were  obliged  to  surrender  prisoners  of  war;  an  exchange  t^iog 
place  soon  after,  ti*ey  returned  to  England.  The  4th  regiment  was  then  en-* 
ployed  on  the  continent,  in  the  Duke  of  Marlborough's  campaigns,  and  on 
Its  return  was  veiy  active  during  the  troubles  in  Scotland. 

It  1743,  it  was  sent  to  the  low  countries,  and  served  in  the  different  cam* 
paigns  in  Flanders,  until  the  year  1745,  when  they  were  ordered  to  retarn  to 
^England^  and  proceeded  with  the  army  under  the  coranund  of  Martha! 
Wade  to  Scotland.  On  the  17th  of  Jannary,  1746,  this  regitnent  strongly 
posted  themselves  in  the  action  at  Falkirk,  covered  the  retreat  of  the  army, 
and  cheeked  the  rebels  ;  the  grenadier-  compaoy,  postcsifaig  themeeliret  of 
one  of  the  enemy's  cannon,  drew  it  off  the  field.  OMde  l6th  of  April,  1746, 
«t  CuUoden,  the  king's  owq  'regiment  (Berrert)  particularly  distinguished 
itself;  the  rebels  advancing  upon  it  ia  ttroag  cokuBoi^  from  the  right,  left, 
vol.  XL  Ktf.  9.  StQ 
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Vkd  centre,  and  attacked  tliem  most  farioosly  ;  bnt  accordHig^  to  tbe  initnic- 
tlont  they  had  teceired,  each  man  directed  his  hayonet  to  bis  rifht  hand 
man,  instead  of  pushing  to  the  man  directly  opposite.  The  rebels  so  obsti- 
nately rushed  o*  their  deathtr,  thaT  there  war  scarcely  a  soldier  or  officer  of 
Barrefs  who  did  not  kill  one  or  two  men  with  their  bliyonets  and  pontons. 
The  enemy  were  intimidated  at  this  scene  of  destmction^  bnt  their  com- 
manders continued  to  force  them  down,  mitfl  BarreVs  regiment,  by  makinf 
mh  openinf^,  and  then  closinji^  fheir  lines,  some  battalions  of  the  rebels  were 
miserably  put  to  death,  bet#'^n  the  front  and  second' fines  of  the  royal  army. 
The  seal  of  theregimenf,  after  t!his  action',  bad  the  word  Cultoden  engraved 
^nder  the  1km  of  England,  bnt  which  has  of  late  been  discontinued.  In  this 
iction  the  ncntenant-colonel.  Rich,  was  sererely  wounded; 

In  1753,  it  embarked  for  the  islnid'  of  Minorca',  and  bore  its  part  in  tL» 
ftiemorable  defence  of  Ibrt  St.  Philips,  which  will  ever  be  recorded  in  tha 
page  of  history,  as  a  perpetual  monument  of  British  bravery,  its  reward,  and 
the  national  sense  of  the  smallest  negligence  in  mortial  affairs.  "The  garri- 
son,not  being  reinforced,  were,  after  an  obstinate  def^cnce,  obliged  to  capitu- 
late, though  on  honourable  terms,  aitd<  returned  to  England. 

In  17S8,  the  regimenf  being  looo  strong,  embarked  for  the  West  Indies^ 
under  Lieutenant-colonel' Crnmp,  who  succeeded  €olonel  Thorne ;  the  latter 
being  oblifetf  to  quit  the  scrrice  from  a  decay  of  sight,  and  died  quite  blind 
at  the  a^e  of  eighty- four.  This  regiment  was  at  the  attack  of  Martinlqotr 
and  Gnadaloupe,  particularly  in  the  latter,  when  the  Iking^s  own  regiment^ 
ftnd  the  highlandcr^,  advanced  against  a  most  terrible  fire,  which  they  re- 
turned  by  platoon  firing  with  the  utmovt  regularity,  while  the  enemy,  lnti«- 
midated  by  their  cool  and  determined  behaviour,  began  to  abandon  their  irs^ 
eiitrenchmebts  on  the  teff.  The  hlfhlanders  drawing  their  broad  swords, 
and  the  grenadiers  of  the  Iting^s  own  regiment  doing  the  same,  supported  hy 
the  rest  of  the  regiment  with  their  bayonets,  threw  themselves  in  with  i^rcat 
fbpetuosity,  fbllowed  the  enemy  into  the  redbubt,  who,  however,  still  kept 
their  grontfd  in  their  entrenchmenta  on  the  right,- from  wKence  the  assailnti^ 
were  annoyed  by  artillery  and  musketry.  An  occasional  bridge  having  Imen 
constructed  in  half  an  hour,  the  British  troops  crossed  the  river  in  order  tor 
attack  thfc  post,  which  the  enemy  immediately  abandoned  with  prcciptfatioOy. 
and  in  the  othiost  confusion ;  and  soon  after  the  island  capitulated.  (Zeaer^l- 
Harrington  garrisoned  the  principal  towns  of  the  island  from  three  regiments^ 
and  left  the  command  to^  Brigadier  Crump.  In  1761,  the  king^s  own  regi- 
ment was  employed  at  the  reduction  of  Dominique.  In  176ft,  it  wapi  at  tfi# 
taking  of  Martfniqve,  Gtenada,'&t.  Vincents,  and  Tottego,  and  a  detachmcal 
ff  it  was  at  the  taking  olTthe  Havannah. 

In  1764,  the  regiment  fctumedto  England,  im^ remained  inGrcnt  Britafo 
till  the  year  1774,  when  tliey  ombarkcd  f>r  Boston,  and  were  employed  aiC 
Leaington.    The  grenadiers  under  OsAtain  Weft,  and  the  Kght  UkhMttf 
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uiifier  CapUin  Balfov^  were  prescAt  at  tbt  action  of  Breed's  kiU»  vhere 

they  suffered  miicli^  all  the  aflSicers  and  men  of  the  g^enadiersy  except  one, 

^iaf  either  killed  or  woaaded ;  Captain  Balfour  was  also  wounded^  and  the 

l^eater  part  of  his  company  killed.  This  refiment  was  in  the  sereral  actions 

of  Lon^  Island,  New  York,  White  Plains,  Danbnry,  frandywine,  Gernaa 

Town,  and  the  retreat  from  Philadelphia  to  New  York,  under  General  Clinton. 

At  the  affair  of  Brandywine,  Lieatenant-colonal-'^lfilyie  received  ordacs  firoo 

^General  Grant,  that  when  the  4th  or  king's  own  arriTed  at  the  creek,  the 

regiment  was  to  cross  it,  and  attack  th^  rcdonht  on  the  other  aide.    Lieut.- 

colonel  O^Wy  instantly  led  the  regiment  through  the  creek  to  the  attack, 

and  soon  gained  possession  of  the  redoabt,  in  which  were  two  howitaers,  and 

three  six-penuders,  which  played  with  round  and  canister  shot  dudug  their 

{>a88age  through  the  creek  ;  in  this  action  the  honourable  Captain  Rawdon 

iost  bis  leg.    At  Gcrmao  Towo,  the  regiment  had  been  reduced  by  detacl^ 

^ments,  picquets,  &c..to  ]6o  men,  and  is  officers  ;  and  being  ordered  to  take 

up  the  ground  which  the  first  light  infantry  had  marched  from,  the  reg^ 

iii|cnt  advanced  in  time  to  check  the  advance  of  Green's  column  of  300D 

men,  which  thb  handful  of  men  did  most  effectually,  but  sustained  a  loea 

of  sixty-eii(ht  men,  and  nine  officers,  killed  and  wounded.    For  thb  service. 

General  Sir  William  (now  Lord)  Howe  particularly  noticed  the  regiment  in 

his  official  dispatches.   H&e  regiment  here  lost  two  gallant  officers,  Captains 

Evelyu  and  the  honourable  Charles  Cochrane.    Soon  after  this,  it  embarked 

with  the  expedition  agunstSt  Lvcia,  where  it  arrived  curly  in  the  year  1779. 

7he  battalion  companies  were  posted  with  the  main  army,  under  GencnU 

Crrant  on  Mome  Fortune  j  the  grenadiers,  under  Captain  West,  with  Lieu* 

tenants  Hamilton  and  Middlcton,  were  posted  on  the  right  of  the  line ;  and 

the  light  company,  under  Captain  Peregrine  Francis  Thome,  with  Lieut. 

Vullock,  were  posted  on  the  left  of  the  chosen  troops,  in  number  about  1800 

juen;  the  it^hole  under  the  command  of  General^  Meadows.    Colonel  Harria 

fCommanded  the  grenadiers,  and  Sir  James  Murray  (then  migor  of  the  king*s 

own  regiment)  commanded  the  light  infantry.    The  French  attacked  the 

important  post  of  the  Vigie,  with  4000  chosen  troops,  supported  by  8000 

jpor«)  and  were  obliged  to  retire  with  the  los«  of  isoo  killed  and  wounded. 

In  the  year  17 80,  the  regiment  returned  to  Eugjjftnd,  and  soon  afterwards 
jembarked  for  Ireland,  where  it  remained  till  1787»  and  was  then  sent  ^ 
Halifax  and  Newfoundland. 

At  the  conunencement  of  the  first  revolutionary  war,  it  was  sent  with  the 
45th  regiment  on  an  expedition  against  St.  Pierre  laA  Miquelon,  wliich  were 
taken  without  opposition,  and  Major  Peregrine  Francitf  Thome  was  left  witli 
:the  command  of  those  islands  ;  the  troops  retumii^  to  Qadiec.  When  tlie 
regiment  was  returning  to  England,  it  w^  captured*  by  the  French  in  its 
p^Misage,  and  was  afterwards  exchanged ;  b^t  having  in  this  affair  lost  its 
cokmrs,  hii  royal  highaess  the  Prince  of  Wales  pt«8ciited  than  with  a  nvw 
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*tand  on  ihe  3d  of  September,  1799,  at  the  camp  on  BarhumDowiw,  Krhrre 
they  then  were  waitiupf  (o  embark  on  the  expedition  destined  to  the  recorery 
of  the  United  Provinces.  Such,  indeed,  is  the  estimation  in  which  th'is  rfft- 
ment  is  held,  that  the  volunteers  from  the  militia  were  hastened  in  crowds 
lo  join  it,  and  many  were  of  necessity  attached  to  other  corps,  althcmgh  the 
4th  re|i;tmrnt  has  been  enlarged  to  three  battalions,  forming  a  corps  of 
fsoo  effective  men. 

The  regiment  during  the  present  war  has  served  in  Walcheren,  and  a  part 
0f  it  is  now  serving  in  Spain  and  Portugal. 

The  nnifonn  of  the  regiment  at  the  beginning  of  last  century  was  faced 
with  bine  velvet  and  large  velvet  cuffs  richly  embroidered  with  gold  *,  but  waa, 
^changed  by  General  Duronre,  in  the  year  1758,  to  silver  lace  and  bottons, 
tllver  shoulder  knots  with  tegs,  blue  waistcoat  trimmed  with  lace,  -and  red 
Weechea.  "When  General  Hodgson  succeeded  to  the  command  of  the  regt- 
Vient  itt  present  uniform  was  established,  viz.  plain  blue  fkcings,  tfiWet 
Irottons  and  epaulette,  white  waistcoat  and  breeches  ;  on  the  epaulette^  but- 
tons, and  breast-plate,  are  the  crown  and  garter,  round  the  Tatter  **  the 
ldng*s  own  infantry,**  in  the  centre  is  the  lion  of  England,  and  under  it  the 
Aumber  IT  in  small  Roman  figures. 


ARMY  PROMOTION. 
Sir,— Having  observed  in  the  Gazette  of  the  4th  of  June  a  very  numerous 
brevet  promotion,  and  perceiving  no  veteran  officers,  I  beg  leave  to  offer 
a  few  observations  to  you  on  the  subject. — It  is  well  known,  that  at  the  first 
forming  of  the  veteran  battalions,  it  was  intended  that  the  officers^  rank 
ahould  cease  on  being  appointed  to  them  y  it  was  also  understood,  that  they 
«  ere  not  to  be  sent  out  of  Great  Britain,  but  to  be  stationed  in  comfortable 
quarters ; — ^now,  Mr.  Editor,  as  one  part  of  the  original  plan  upon  which  they 
m'cre  formed  has  been  once  broken  through,  why  not  in  justice  do  so  again, 
and  give  the  officers  of  the  battalions  who  are  serving,  or  may  serve,  abroad 
the  brevet  rauk,  when  it  comes  to  their  turn  for  promotion  ?  Let  them, 
according  to  the  original  plan,  have  no  claims  whatever  to  regimental  pro* 
motion;  but  surely  the  old  officer,  the  wounded  officer,  or  the  officer  whote 
constitution  has  been  destroyed  in  the  service  of  his  king  and  country,  and 
who  is  still  making  every  effort  to  do  the  duty  required  of  him  in  a  fbrei|p 
climate  with  cheerfulness,  is  much  better  entitled  to  it,  than  the  officer  of  a 
battalion  who  cannpt  be  sent  abroad,  and  who  has  the  farther  indulgence  of 
being  allowed  to  go  on  the  staff.  It  may  be  said  in  reply,  that  the  veteran 
officer,  in  case  of  a  redaction,  would  be  entitled  to  half  pay, —  true  ;  but 
that  period  may  be  far  distant  ^  and  as  the  veterans  will  receive  full  pay  on 
reduction,  the  same  as  when  embodied,  it  is  more  than  probable,  that  they 
jnay  he  kept  in  battalions,  and  sent  to  some  honke  quarters,  there  to  rrmaia, 
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JOURNAL  OF  A  ROUTE  FROM  CORDOBA  TO  GRAKADA,   • 

Having  stajred  at  Cordoba  till  the  96th  of  February  1809,  we 
leilt  it  on  that  day  for  Granada.  From  Cordoba  to  Grenada  l)it 
distance  is  eighty-four  English  miles.  The  route  is  as  follows  t 
From  Cordoba  to  El  Cortijo  twelve  miles,— thence  to  Castro  twelve, 
^—thence  ta  Baeu«  twelve, — thence  to  Alcaudcfte  twelve, — ^thence 
to  Alcala  twelve,— thence  to  Puerto  Lopez  twelvei'-i^hence  t% 
Pinos  de  la  Puerite  ten, — thence  to  Granada  twelve  i—tolal  fron* 
Cordoba  to  Granada  ninety-four  miles. 

We  left  Cordoba,  as  I  before  observed,  about  noon,  on  the  SGtIv 
intending  to  reach '  Ba^na,  a  distance  of  thir^-six  miles,  «t  m 
early  hour  in  the  evening.  Instead  of  crossing  thaGoadalqaiver 
by  the  bridge,  we  went  above  the  town;  where  the  banks  \reie 
pleasantly  adorned  with  trees,  and  passed  over  in  a  large  boat* 
From  the  opposite  bank  the  road  begins  immediately  to  ascend, 
and  for  nearly  two  leagues  leads  over  a  country  of  open  dbwm, 
tprinklad  with  fields  of  com.  lu  looking  back,  Cordoba  appcam 
far  more  interesting  than  when  reviewed  from  any  other  point  froa 
which  I  had  yet  seen  it ;  it  appears  closer,  and  more  compact; 
its  cfaufdies,  houses,  walls  and  towers,  are  more  happily  blended* 
and  (Vom  these  heights  we  look  down  upon  it,  as  4f  seated  in  the 
bottom  of  a  valley,  screened  by  mountains,  and  by  the  aide  of  m 
noble  stream.  After  losing  sight  of  Cordoba,  I  was  struck  widi 
the  appearance  of  the  s\Krounding  country ,^  which  presented  rich 
fields  of  green  corn,  scattered  here  and  there,  without  the  vestige 
of  a  human  habitation  near  them,  or  indeed  in  sight,  in  any  direo* 
tion ;  one  might  almost  have  been  tempted  to  regard  them  as  tlM 
fpontaneous  productions  of  the  ground.  « 

At  the  distance  of  twelve  miles  from  Cordoba,,  we  reached  our 
iirst  post,  £1  Cortijo  del  GeAavese,  or  the  Genoese  Farm,  a  single 
miserable  hut,  somewhat  removed  from  the  road,  with  stables, 
out  of  which .  we  were  provided  with  very  ittdiiTerent  horses,  with 
which  we  moved  forwards^  About  fcMur  miles  further,  we  erossed 
the  Badajocillo,  which  was  now  become  a  consideFable  stream,  and 
from  its  meandering,  we  had  to  pass  three  thnes  in  the  space  of 
3boi;t  five  milsf.    It  lows  here  through  a  fertile  and  extensive 
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lUt,  bounded  by  low  hilb,  atid  in  a  tolersUe  good  stete  of  culdva» 
tioD. 

At  the  head  of  the  flat,  and  twel^  mikt  firou  Cortijo,  standa  the 

town  of  Castro,  of  which  we  had  a  fine  view.    This  town  is  seated 

on  a  small  rocky  height,  which  appears  to  block  «p  the  rallej,  and 

break  the  bed  of  the  Badajocillo,  which  flowa  round  its  basis* 

The  population  of  Castro  is  reckoned  at  about  four  thousand 

#ouls ;  the  country  around  it  id  very  uueven  and  pictuvtaqua. 

•    Having  got  clear  of  the  town,  we  soon  entered  on  a  fine  plaia» 

.  ^milar  to  that  on  the  other  si^e  of  Castro,  having  the  Bada|ocilio 

•n  oar  left,  and  gently  rising  hilts  on  the  right,  whidi  at  a  dislanct 

'S^[>pearathe  lofty  mountains  of  the  chain  which  divides  Andaluna 

from  Granada*    By  degrees  we  left  the  plain^and  began  toaseend 

tiie  hilla,  itiaoDgst  which  Baena,  twelve  miles  from  Castro,  it  sito* 

ilted.    The  appreach  to  this  town  is  higUy  pleasing ;  the  hSis 

found  it  beiAg  covered  with  plantations  of  olive  trees,  while  die 

•ppoiite  aides  are  full  of  vineyarda,  which  yield  a  wine  in  great 

ssputei  evco  as  faf  aa  Cordoba^    The  town  itsdf  stands  upon  the 

sMe,  and  towards  tiie  summit  of  a  steep  hill,  and  appears  to  ba^ 

been  fbnnerly  a  place  of  much  importance.    The  great  squarCt  or 

jnarket-place,  is  larger  'and  more  elegant  than  any  in  Cordoba,  or 

eirien  in  Seville ;  and  the  present  population  may  be  calculated  at 

aeven  or  eight  thooaand*    I  slept  here  for  the  night ;  and  my  aup* 

per  was  bread,  eggs,  oil,  gUrlic,  and  sailed ;  my  bed  a  truss  aff 

atraw  in  the  comer  of  a  large  hay-loft,  and  my  only  covering  a 

great  caat. 

We  left  Baena  next  morning  about  aunrrise,  when  the  labourers 
were  r^saiting,  in  M,  dtrectiona,  to  the  neighbouring  fields,  armed 
with  long  ^oes,  and  driving  before  them  the  tardy  oxen,  dmgging 
Ifaeir  misemble  ploughs.  Having  proceeded  about  a  mile,  I  gouM 
lerm  a  nwre  distinct  idea  of  the  romantic  situation  of  Batna,  than 
in  ^Hewing  it  on  the  road  from  Caatro*  The  steep  and  lofity  rnonn* 
Imns  behind  it  foim  in  many  parts  immense  walls  of  gmnite,  and 
peaks  inaceessiUe  oti  their  eastern  sides,, while,  up  to  the  very 
.basis  of  these  precipices,  were  vineyards,  dumpa  of  olive-trees^ 
and -cultivated  patches.  To  the  left  of  the  road  appeared,  white 
at  a  grc&t  distance,  a  high  conical  mDuntain,  which  I  baddiscoveiw 
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•d  before  fWtcViing  CMtro,  tsd  whiefa  I  now  obtenrcd  to  rise  I>e« 
hind  Alcaudete,  our  next  pott,  distant  three  leagnes.  In  about 
an  hour  we  arrived  on  the  borders  of  a  small  lake  called  Lagema 
del  Conde,  encircled  by  green  hills,  and  beyond  them  by  ridges  of 
mountains.  I  observed,  with  some  astonishment,  that,  notwith^ 
standing  the  scarcity  of  water  in  this  country,  and  that  such  a 
sheet  of  water  particularly  is  an  absolute  novelty  to  nine-tenths  of 
its  inhabitants,  there  was  not  a  single  house  to  be  seen  on  the 
margin  of  this  lake.  The  only  advantage  derived  from  it  seemed 
to  be,  it)r  watering  great  herds  of  cattle,  -which  pastui«d  on  the 
surrounding  hills.  The  broken  nature  of  the  country,  however^ 
tendered  this  morning's  ride  very  interesting.  Alcaudete  appeared 
Ugh  among  the  mountains,  soon  after  leaving  Baena,  and  it  seemed 
almost  incredible,  that  a  long  succession  of  hills  and  plains,  laketj^ 
woods  and  torrents,  should  lie  in  the  intervening  space;  About 
half-way  we  crossed  the  river  Gaso,  after  long  seeking  a  spot 
where  we  might  do  it  with  safety,  the  bridge  having  been  carried 
Mway  by  the  winter  torrents,  and  the  banks  being  still  strewed 
with  its  ruins.  The  wideness  of  the  bed,  and  large  clumps  of 
lofty  trees,  withering  at  the  difitance  of  fifty  yards  from  the  pre« 
•ent  current,  marked  the  boundaries  of  its  late  wintry  course. 

The  road  now  became  a  pass  scarcely  perceptible  by  a  Spanish 
guide,  as  we  rode  among  the  mountains  and  approached  Alcatl;* 
dete ;  it  was  delightfully  shaded  on  both  sides  with  olive  trees), 
which  at  length  extended  into  large  plantations.  Upon  reaching 
Alcaudete  we  found  it  a  pretty  town ;  the  castle  is  seated  on  tha 
top  of  a  hill,  and  is  a  square  tower,  surrounded  by  a  double  row 
of  walls,  still  entire.  Toe  principal  street,  which  goes  round  th^ 
Mil  in  a  spiral  form,  composes  the  greater  part  of  the  town,  which 
appears  clean,  and  tolerably  well  built. 

After  leaving  Alcaudete,  the  road,  continued  through  thick 
plantations  of  olives,  for  upwards  of  two  miles,  when  we  deieeuded 
aito  a  wild  vslley,  at  the  fcot  ^  immense  mountains.  Asceadin^ 
froin  the  bottom  of  the  valley,  we  retched  ihe  tawn  of  AlCalil'  ta 
Real^  which  is  seated  partly  on  the  dide  of  a  hill,  and  partly  in  a 
bottom,  surrounded  hf  very#leep  and  romantic  ridges.  Here  I 
cemaiaed  for  the  nighu 
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.    On  the  following  morning,  we  proceeded  on  oiir  route*    The 
load,  for  some  distance,  is  stony,  until  by  degrees  we  arrit^ 
inr  a  winding  valley.     This  kind  of  road  contiuuett  for  about  two 
leagues,  whcu  having  toiled  up  a  high  hill,  a  view  of  wonderful 
m^esty  broke  upon  us.     Beneath  was  a  precipice  bordered  with 
deep  ravinei?,  where,  in  dark  nights,  or  in  winter,  men  and  horses 
are  ofteu  lost :  before  us,  on  tlie  right,  the  hills  formed  great  and 
regular  masses,  having  their  sides  shaded  witli  forests  of  oak  and 
cork  trees ;  while  to  the  lefl  the  rugged  mountains  appeared  to 
Imve  been  severed  by  some  great  convulsion  of  nature,  forming 
the  pass  of  Metanza,,  and  aflbrding  an  outlet  to  the  river  of  that 
name,  which  appeared  in  the  bottom.    The  road  was  so  steep,  ai^i 
CO  slippery*  with  tlie  rains,  that  we  were  obliged  to  alight  from  jouf 
horses.     Instead  of  going,  as  I  had  expected,  tlirough  the  pass  of 
JlSetaaza^  we  turned  to  the  right,  and  went  close  under  the  bills,  ob 
the  highest  summit  of  one  of  .which  stood  a  cross, .  apparently  of 
wood,  but  which,  from  being  visible  at  so  great  a  distance,  must 
'have  been  of  extraordinary  bulk.  Our  descent  was  now  almost  conti* 
•mia],  until  we  reached  Puerto  Lopez,  a  collection  of  four  or  five  to» 
lerable  houses,  on  a  rising  ground  to  the  left  of  the  road,  and  three 
leagues  distant  from  Alcala.    From  Puerto  Lopez  to  Pinos  de  la 
jPuente  the  distance  is  two  leagues  and  a  half,  although  mar)ced 

• 

Ml  the  Spanish  books  of  roads  at  ouly  two  leagues.  Pinos  de  la 
Paente  is  a  village  of  considerable  extent,  and  seated  nearly  on 
tiie  sanie  spot  as  the  llurco  of  the  Ancients,  at  the  foot  of  a  small 
ridge,  and  a  littlt  elevated  above  the  level  of  the  neighbouring 
plains;  a  fine  stream  runs. past  it,  and  soon  after  falls  into  the 
Genii.  From  thence,  to  Granada  the  road  is  excellent,  and  upon 
a  continued  level.  Granada,  from  this,ride,  by  no  means  pvesenti 
an  appearance  proportional  to  tlie  idea  which  we  might  be  led  to 
.form  of  its  extent,  great  part  of  it  being  concealed  by  tha^ir- 
Kgulaiities  of  the  ground  on  which  it  stands.  As  we  approach,  the 
foad^  for  upwards  of  two  miles,  ii  bofd^ed  with  trees,  thyon^ 
#t^ch  we  passad  to  Gt%smiim^

PART   FtRST. 
COMPOSITIOV,  ECONOMT9  AND  TACTICAL  FORMATION  OF  ARMIES. 

This  Composition^  %r.  qf  Armies  is  the  jirst  part  of  a  complete  body  qf  th% 
ART  OF  WAR,  through  which  we  propose  to  gOy  distributing  it  into  four  part* 
m  divisions  J  i,  e,  the  Composituiny  ^c.  q/*  Armies^  Forti^tcatioUy  Prttctieal  En» 
gineeringy  and  Strategy,  The  Composition^  ^c.  ^  Annies  will  eomprehenslf 
first y  the  distribution^  commissariat y  and  finance 'y  and  secondly y  the  elementary 
mnd  field  tactics  qf  arm^fs.  Fortification  will  include  field  and,permanent  for^ 
tification.  Engineering  will  comprehend  castrametatiouy  military  survey  and 
planningy  and  artillery.  Strategy  will  comprehend  two  parts  ^  first,  partieu* 
tar  strategy y  which  respects  the  duties  of  all  officers  commanding  brigadeSy  re» 
^imentSy  battaiionsy  detackmentSy  or  on  the  staffs  and  under  this  head  will  ho 
gioen  a  eotstpletf  Manmel  for  focA  ^gicer ;  secondly y  general  strategy y  which 
tontains  the  general  prudemea  qfwawy  and  more  particularly  belongs  to  gtkeraU 
Ml  chirfy  or  qf  corps  or  divisioni, 

ComnusMriat  mtd  subsistence  qf  armies. 
1.  The  supply  of  the  subeiBtence  of  armies  belongs  to  the  com* 
missatiat,  and  it  is  almost  UDnecessaiy  to  say^  that  uo  part  of  the 
~  service  b  more  arduous  and  requires  more 'attention  and  ability. 
We  have  heard  much  of  annies  feeding  themselves,  and  living 
upon  the  supplies  which  they  may  casually  raise  in  the  countrtes 
which  are  the  scene  of  their  operations.  This  supply,  however, 
must  not  be  trusted  to.  There  is  a  wide  difference  in  this  respect 
between  the  old  states  of  Germany  and  every  other  possible  scene 
of  war*  In  Germany,  there  is  a  town  or  city  every  league  or  two, 
and  the  magistrates  will  cheerfully  purcliase  the  safety  of  these 
towns  -by  raising  any  imposed  contributions.  An  anny ,  therefore, 
in  the  Netherlands,  have  seldom  found  much  difficulty  in  pro- 
curing most  liberal  supplies,  and  more  particularly,  when  from 
any  unhappy  circumstances  the  inhabitants  have  favoured  the 
enemy..  Such  was  the  condition  of  the  Fcench  in  the  first  revo* 
lutionary  war.  This  state  of  things  has  now  passed  away,  and 
France  has  been  compelled  to  carfy  on  war  in  the  antient  manner, 
bare  her  magi^n^  ukI  an  assiduous  and  able  commissariat. 
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The  campaign  ki  Portagal,  upoii4ier  part,  has  suffered  from  some 
negligence  of  this  kind.  Massena  trusted  too  much  to  succeti, 
and  to  supplies  to  be  raised  upon  Spain  and  Portugal.  Lord 
Wellington  defeated  this  expectation  bj  the  destructioii  of  the 
open  country^  and  by  bringing  as  much  as  possible  of  the  Porto* 
gueie  stores  within  his  own  lines.  This  was  one  of  the  circuB^ 
stances  which  compelled  Massena*s  retreat  from  Santarem,  aod 
has  produced  the  fall  of  Almeida.  The  last  Russian  campaign 
fidled  from  the  same  reason. 

9.  The  duties  of  the  commissariat  are  perArmed  by  the  com* 
missary*geueral  and  hb  deputies  and  assistants.  The  commissary* 
general  should  be  one  who  has  the  habits  and  knowledge  of  bu* 
tiness ;  above  all  things,  he  should  hare  order,  dispatch,  and  sa» 
gacity ;  to  say  all  in  a  word,  he  should  be  a  man  of  known  ability, 
aad  of  that  particular  kind  of  ability  which  the  nature  of  the  ser» 
vice  requires.  A  merchant  pr  mere  trader  is  not  competent  to  tiie 
task.  The  duties  of  commissary-general  are  not  in  any  unifoim 
routine*  They  require,  therefore,  thought  and  meditation,  acooid* 
ing  to  the  particular  drcumstances  of  the  case.  A  mere  merchant, 
or  ordinary  man  of  business,  however  extensive  may  be  that  bnsi- 
ness,  is  here  totally  lost.  He  can  do  nothing,  except  where  every 
thing  is  regular  before  him.  He  has  habits  of  business,  indeed, 
and  dispatch  and  order  in  doing  it,  but  he  wanb  the  habit  of  seek* 
hkg  and  finding  expedients ;  he  wants  the  habit  of  thinking,  of 
judging,  of  distributing, — he  wants  general  ability  and  knowledge, 
A  merchant,  therefore,  is  not  a  suitable  commissary-generaL  The 
question,  therefore,  is,  who  is,  and  how  should  the  choice'be  made  i 
I  would  answer  by  quoting  the  substance  of  a  pastege  I  have 
lately  read  in  an  excellent  publication  of  Geuerftl  Sarnurin's,  the 
Confessions  of  Buonaparte.  General  Sarrazin,  speaking  of  Buo^ 
naparte,  and  by  no  means  intending^to  pmise  him,  obeerveB,  that 
the  main  characteristic  of  Buonaparte  is  his  sagacious  observation 
And  penetration  into  the  characters  of  those  about  him.  ^  Buo» 
naparte,**  says  the  Genera],  <<  has  effected  nodiing  by  his  6Wn  tfer 
lents  or  merits.  He  bas  a  surprising  penetrattonintb  the  dbaiac& 
tera  of  others ;  he  makes  it  his  busiaett  to  study  them ;  lit  Aua 
learns  their  particular  ability,  and  employs  tbem  in  thof^  fiA  of 
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h»  «emoe  for  which  he  pees  tbeio  to  be  fitted.  He  U  thuf  em* 
QfQtly. well  aerv^y  and  to  tUshfi owes  hit  success*" 
:  .3.  The  duties  of  the  conunissariat  are  discharged  in  the  field  by 
deputy  audi  assistant  commiasaries  or  commissaries  appointed  to 
that  partipuliu{>i|ervioe.  These  commissaries  have  the  same  duties, 
only  more  in  detail^  with  the  commissary-general,  and  therefore 
el^uld  have  the  same  general  characterir— ptomptitnde  and  dex- 
terity in  finding  expedients,  a  talent  for  bunness,  that  is  to  say, 
order  and  dispatch,  and  above  all  an  invincible  honour  and  inte« 
grity.  It  may  seem  a  truism  to  recommend  integri^,  but  liow 
many  instances  are  before  our  eyes,  in  which  the  groaaest  and  most 
fatal  fmuds  have  been  committed  by  these  men.  Upon  the  cboicoi 
qf  these  commissaries,  I  will  beg  leave  to  apply  an4umte  observa* 
tion,  which  I  heard  made  the  other  evening  in  company  upon  a 
totally  difierent  subject.  The  topic  was  the  choice  of  executon*- 
A  gentleman  observed,  that  if  he  had  to  choose  au  executor  ftr  hie 
will,  he  should  not  know  whether  to  prefer  a  man  of  business  or  • 
gentleman.  Prefer  the  gentleman  by  all  means,  replied  another ; 
if  you  take  the  tradesman,  you  have  only  one  hold,  that  on  hia- 
honesty ;  but  if  you  take^the  gentleman,  you  have  two,  on  hie 
honesty  and  on  his  honour.  I  would  apply  this  as  a  maxim  to  all 
subordinate  commissaries ;  and  upon  this  principle,  supposing  my* 
self  to  be  employed  in  command,  and  to  have  the  choice  qf  my 
oommissaries,  I  would  invariably  select  some  of  my  own  officersy 
and  invariably  employ  in  this  deportment  no  oim  the*  I  wish  to . 
ayoid  speaking  or  even  thinking  illiberally  of  men  of  trade  and 
business,  but  certainly  the  veiy  habits  of  the  army,  the  way  of 
thinking,  and  acting  in  the  daily  society  of  officersy— in  a  word, 
the  very  air  and  element  ia  which  an  officer  lives,  are  all  such  as 
to  infuse  into  him  >  greater  deficacy,  and  a  more  acute  sense  of 
honour,  and  consequently  a  more  lively  horror  of  any  thing  con« 
nected  with  pecuniary  fmud.  In  such  officers,  therefore^  I  shoidd 
assure  myself  of  finding  integrity.  I  should  find,  moreover,  that 
zeal  and  sympathy  with  the  wants  of  their  fellow  soldiers  and  the 
goo4  of  the  service,  which  (I  speak  tere  what  is  too  well  known) 
are  not  always  found  when  the  comm'iasariat  ii  executed  by  men 
not  Qttlitaiy.     Jls  to  the  .requisite  ability,,  it  is  m^e  frequently- 
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foond,  and  indeed  more  natural  to  be  expected,  in  regimental 
officers  who  have  serred  a  campaign,  than  in  tiie  men  nsoally 
appointed.  Shew  me  a  regiment,  in  which  I  coald  not  point  ofnt 
at  least  two  lieutenants  or  captains,  who  are  perfectly  adequate  t* 
this  service.  They  have  an  activity,  a  promptitude,  a  habit  af 
obaervation  and  judgment  as  to  expedients,  a  knowledge  of  what 
is  wanted,  and  what  will  answer  the  purpose  as  a  substitute  wheiv 
the  thing  itself  is  not  to  be  had,  which  are  \vo/t  to  be  expected  of 
civilians,  and  which  are  of  infinitely  more  value  than  any  readinew 
of  accounts. 

4.  There  arc  chiefly  three  points'  to  which  these  deputy  com* 
missaries  have  to  attend ;  the  one  is,  that  the  articles  ddtvered 
should  not  be  of  inferior  quality  ;  the  second  is,  that  they  sbotild 
all  be  of  the  same  quality,  it  being  a  very  frequent  fraud,  anS 
particularly  in  foreign  purchases,  to  deceive  the  eye  by  delhraring 
the  store,  &c.  in  grosa  and  in  large  parcels,  in  which  whatever  it 
uppermost  is  good,  whilst  the  remainder  does  not  correspoud  with 
it ;  the  third  point  is,  to  know  the  market  price,  and  the  ordinary 
measures.  It  is  of  infinite  use  (I  address  myself  to  officers  employ* 
%A  as  commissaries)  t</ remember  these  points  as  subjects  of  coik 
atant  attention. 

5.  An  officer  so  employed  should  likewise  distinguish  himself 
by  the  gentlemanly  facility  with  which  he  gives  orders  for  pay<« 
ment  for  the  articles  delivered.  No  one  should  have  any  difficulty 
in  procuring  'his  payment.  Notliing  is  more  injurious  to  the  seiw 
Tice  than  to  convert  justice  iiito  a  favour.  Have  no  excuses,  no 
delay ;  the  best  arts  of  business  are  simplicity,  kindness,  and 
ready  payment.     Every  thing  else  is  mere  quackery. 

(>.  Above  every  thing  adopt  it  as  an  invariable  maxitn,  'Sever  H 
receive  pretenti  from  those  with  whom  yom  deal.  It  is  totally  im* 
possible  that  you  can  receive  them  without  injuring  your  hoiMMT 
and  your  general  estimation.  Those  who  know  that  yon  hare 
received  them  will  infer  something  to  your  disadvantage,  maA 
those  who  give  them  always  expect  that  consideration  in  retnniy 
which  you  cannot  in  honour  give  them.  These  presents,  nope^ 
over,  are  temptations  which  will  sway  you  insenmbly  to  yomselft 
You  wonkl  doubtless  indignantly  repel  any  one  who  ibouM  \^ 
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direct  leniis  attempt  to  bribe  yoa.  But  if  yon  receive  the  same 
as  a  present,  how  is  it  possible  that  yoa  can  abstain  from  giving 
a  return  in  your  future  dealings  ?  The  worst  eficct  of  these  pre* 
aents,  however,  is,  that  they  expose  you  to  suspicion ;  and  the  best 
eflfect  of  reusing  them  is,  that  the  refusfil  raises  your  character  vetgr 
highly,  and  gives  you  a  sense  of  dignity  and  self-estimation,  which 
are  the  eleaients  of  a  great  character.  Always  seek  this.  Endea* 
voiir  to  be  great,  and  deserve  to  be  so,  and  with  the  blessing  of 
€rod  you  will  be  so.  Take  it  as  a  firm  truth,  that  there  is  a  Pro- 
vidence, which  sees  and  rewards  virtue  in  every  station,  and  allots 
the  conditions  of  life  to  those  who  are  suited  to  them. 

7.  I  could  wish  to  extend  the  above  observation  to  all  barrack- 
masters,  lee.  and  generally  to  every  one  employed  in  mflitfl^  sup« 
ply  or  trusts.  I  always  see  with  pain  the  established  practice  of 
presents  to  men  so  employed.  The  East  India  company  have  a 
HSost  excellent  bye^law,  which  prohibits  all  their  servants  from 
T«ceiviug  presents.  I  really  wish  that  there  was  a  clause  to  the 
same  effect  in  the  mutiny  act* 

8.  It  is  totally  unnecessary  to  mention  the  necessity  of  accurate 
and  clear  accounts.  A  knowledge  of  business  is  not  necessary  foir 
this  purpose.  Apply  your  common  sense  to  the  circumstances  of 
your  dealings,  and  it  will  suggest  a  system  and  plan  which  are 
suited  to  them.  There  is  no  occasion  for  the  technicality  of  the 
ledger.  Keep  your  receipts  as  vouchers,  and  have  something  to 
show  for  all  that  you  expend.  This  is  all  that  I  have  been  ia  the 
habit  dP  doing,  and  I  have  always  found  it  sufficient. 

'9*  It  is  another  general  duty  of  a  commissary  t6  examine  and 
personally  acquaint  himself  with  the  state  of  all  magazines,  depots, 
or  store  warehouses.  It  is  incredible,  how  much  is  lost  by  bad 
floors,  walls,  and  roofii ;  the  whole  store  being  sometimes  rotted 
by  these  unnoticed  causes.  The  condition  of  the  roof  cannot  be 
ascertained  without  ascending  to  it.  Always  do  this  yourself; 
trust  to  no  one.  It  is  a  part  of  duty  so  important,  and  the  ne- 
glect of  which  is  so  mischievous,  that  you  cannot  stand  self- 
acquitted,  if  you  act  by  deputy.  In  plain  words^  whatever  your 
service  be,  do  it  well. 

!••  From  the  multiplipity  of  frauds  in  the  eodimissariat  (when 
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tzercited  by  men  not  military),  there  has  arisen  a  eust«iii  in  some 
aervicesy  and  more  particularly  in  the  French,  of  controulUng  tba 
conduct  of  commiManes  by  personi  employed  secretly  to  watcb 
and  report  their  proceedings.  The  objection,  however,  here  occurs; 
quis  custodiet  ipsos  custodes.  The  fact,  however,  is»  that  this 
intriguing  machinery  is  not  suited  to  the  character  or  practice  o£ 
our  government,  and  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  find  men  of  any 
honour  to  undertake  ,1m  employment  under  this  secret  controul. 
.  1).  Adopt  it  as  an  invariable  rule,  that  when  once  you  detect 
any  one  in  any  attempt  at  imposition,  have  done  with  him  for  ever. 
It  18  a  very  absurd  and  mischievous  lenity  to  overlook  acts  of  tbia 
kind  on  the  consideration  that  they  are  first  faults.  You  therein 
confound  two  very  different  things ;  they  are  not  first  faults,  but 
first  detections.  TKey  proceed  from  a  depraved  and  corrupted 
principle,  and  the  same  principle  will  continue  to  produce  tba 
same  effect.  Your  lenity  will  only  render  them  more  mischievous, 
because  it  will  render  them  more  cunning. 

12.  Be  particularly  careful,  that  you  admit  no  adventurers  nov: 
foreigners  of  any  kind  into  the  inferior  branches  of  the  commisia- 
riat.  Disguised  spies  often  obtain  employment  in  this  senrice, 
and  in  no  part  of  the  service  are  they  more  dangerous. 

IS.  Never  pay  for  any  stores,  provision,  nor  ammunition,  until 
they  am  actually  delivered.  Never  be  in  advance  with  them,  bat 
always  on  delivery  or  immediately  afterwards. 

14.  Keep  a  very  strict  eye  over  your  own  men^  and  never  so  far 
pardon  dishonesty,  at  to  trust  the  person  again.  If  circumstances 
may  render  it  prudent  to  overlook  it  (as  in  Spanish  and  Portuguese 
servants,  whilst  in  Spain  and  Portugal),  get  rid  of  them  .viiMkr 
iome  other  pretext,  and  if  possible  get  them  to  a  distance,  that 
they  may  not  interfere  with  others  by  whom  you  replace  tbem« 
It  will  always  be  of  great  advantage  to  you  to  recall  to  your  miiid» 
both  on  this  and  other  occasions,  any  observations  you  may  bare 
made  upon  characters,  and  to  act  according  to  the  cooclasiona 
which  such  observations  will  lead.  This  is  what  I  understand  bj : 
knowledge  of  human  nature- 

15.  The  most  effectual  mode  of  procuring  these  articles  for  aa 
army  or  corps  at  the  lowest  price  i|  undoubtedly  by  contract,  in 
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which  case  there  is  chiefly  one  point  to  be  attended  to, — that  the 
whole  of  the  articles  answers  to  the  sample ;  it  is  your  duty  (sup* 
posing  you  to  be  an  officer  employed  as  commissary)  to  examine 
tiiem  well,  and  most  decidedly  to  reject  what  fells  short  of  the 
quality  agreed  for.  Indulgence  to  that  pestilent  crew,  who  usu* 
ally  undertake  the  supply,  is  a  treachery,  or  at  least,  a  most  culp«» 
ble  indifference  to  the  comforts  and  good  of  your  own  fellow  iol* 
diers.  No  one  who  has  been  in  the  field  can  think  upon  this  set  of 
men  with  patience. 

16.  The  places  where  magazines  are  to  be  established  are  regu* 
lated  by  the  line  of  operations,  and  by  the  nature  of  the  war,  whe- 
ther inert  and  defensive,  or  advancing  and  offensive.  They  art 
necessarily  put  in  places  which  are  most  secure  from  the  reach  of 
the  enemy.  In  an  ofiensive  war,  they  are  usually  on  the  flank  and 
rear,  so  as  to  be  covered  by  the  advancing  army.  In  defensive  war^ 
they  are  put  in  such  fortified  towns,  with  which  tlie  main  defen- 
sive army  may  have  a  communication.  In  both  kinds  of  war,  the/ 
are  safest  in  the  rear. 

17.  Besides  these  fixed  magazines,  an  army  is  necessarily  foU 
lowed  by  magazines  which  move  along  with  it, — that  is  to  say,  by 
waggons  loaded  with  every  necessary,  and  which  move  in  the 
fear. 

19.  It  is  usual  for  every  soldier  to  carry  three  days'  provision, 
pnd  for  the  waggons  in  the  rear  to  have  seven  days*  provision,  so 
that  the  army  shall  always  have  with  itself  a  supply  of-  ten  days. 
The  general  calculation  is,  that  one  waj^gon  with  four  horses  will 
carry  provisions  for  three  hundred  men  for  seven  days. 

19*  Waggons,  tlierefore,  with  four  horses,  are  usually  employed. 
Each  waggon  has  one  driver ;  every  six  drivers  has  a  corporal ; 
and  every  thirty  drivers  one  commissioned  and  one  non-commis- 
iioffed  officer.  Oflicers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and  corporals, 
are  allowed  horses.  This  train  is  called  the  victualling  train,  and 
is  put  under  the  care  of  some  experienced  officer.  It  is  always 
attended  by  an  escort,  the  strength  of  which  necetaarily  varies 
accor^ng  to  the  peril  or  security  of  the  road.  Pield  oVens  and 
bakers  sometimes  form  part  of  this  rain* 
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Lecture  eighth. — €tfihe  mmieriais  of  field  work$. 

I.  la  our  former  lectures  we  have  tvrated  of  tlie  method  of 
traciug,  that  is  to  say,  of  marking  out  the  usual  field  worka  <m 
the  ground.  It  now  remains  that  we  should  trvat  of  the  method 
of  constructing  or  building  up  these  works,  that  is  to  say,  the 
manuer  of  setting  the  men  to  work,  &c«  and  of  the  maimer  of 
making  the  necessary  materials. 

S.  It  is  first  in  order,  however,  to  begin  with  the  manner  of 
making  the  materials  required  by  the  workmen.  This,  there- 
fore, is  the  subject  of  the  present  lecture. 

3.  The  materials  re(|uired  for  field  works  are  the  followiiig : 
fascines,  firaises,  palisades,  stakes,  chevaux  de  friscs,  and  gabions* 

4.  Fascines  are  faggots  ten  feet  long,  and  one  foot  in  diameter; 
tlieir  use  is  to  line,  that  is  to  say,  to  strengthen  the  interior  of  the 
parapet.  They  are  made  in  the  following  manner :  stick  six  poles 
into  tlie  ground,  two  and  two,  and  each  pair  two  feet  asunder,  so 
at  to  form  crosses  three  feet  high  (see  figure  2  in  the  plate),  and 
^Mten  them  in  the  middle  with  twigs  of  willow  or  birch.  The 
bmnches  are  then  laid  on  fliese  crosses,  and  bound  round  from 
end  to  end  with  withes  (see  fig.  2).  In  order  to  ascertain  the  di- 
mension of  tlie  fascines,  which,  as  abovesaid,  is  ten  feet,  two  poles, 
d  and  d  (see  figure  2  in  the  plate) ,  are  stuck  in  tiie  ground  at  each 
end  of  the  trestle.  This  furnishes  the  workmen  with  the  exact 
length  of  the  fascine.  And  that  the  fascines  may  be  all  of  a  pro- 
per diameter,  t.  e.  12  inches,  there  is  used  a  chain  or  cord  of  that 
length,  having  two  round  sticks  or  handles  at  its  extremitiei, 
about  two  feet  long  and  an  inch  in  diameter.  This  chain  or  cord 
(see  fig.  e)  is  called  the  choke.  By  means  of  these  two  sticks,  as 
handles,  two  men  are  enabled  to  bind  the  twigs  fast,  and  to  reduca 
the  fascine  to  its  proper  diameter,  which  previously  is  two  inches 
above  it  at  least.  The  twigs  of  willow  or  birch,  which  are  used  to 
^  tha  fascine,  must  be  tough  and  pliable.  All  the  knots  which 
fasten  the  bands,  must  be  tiad  on  the  same  side  of  the  fascines. 
The  twigs  should  be  laid  over  a  fire  till  the  sap  be  dried,  and  then. 
twisted  about  till  they  become  perfectly  pliant.  Six  men  arc 
employed  in  making  a  fascine:  two  cui  the  boughs^  two  gather 
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tlwiii  together,  aiid  the  other  two  bind  theoiA  They  can  make . 
■bout  ten  in  an  hoan  The  use  of  the  fascines  has  been  above 
mentioned*  They  are  laid  in  the  direction  of  the  lines  which 
form  the  iMrapetf  that  is  to  say,  lengthways  along  the  line,  and 
are  then  fastened  to  the  ground,  and  to  one  another,  by  means  of 
stakes  three  or  four  feet  long,  au  inch  and  a  half  in  diameter,  and 
rounded  at  one  end.  They  form  the  facing  or  liuing  which  sup- 
ports the  parapet,  which  otherwise  would  tumble  town  on  account 
of  its  weight.  M'^hen  wood,  however,  cannot  be  had  for  the  fa- 
scines, sods  ara  usedj  and  are  cut  about  a  (botr  isquare  and  A>ur 
inches  thick. 

S.  F raises  are  large  stakes  or  palisades,  placed  nearly  in  an 
horizontal  direction  (that  is,  their  pointed  ends  inclined  towards 
the  bottom  of  the  ditch)  in  the  parapet.  In  more  simple  words, 
they  are  stakes  which  jut  out^from  the  foot  of  the  parapet  over  the 
berm  and  a  part  of  the  ditch,  so  as  to  impede  the  aseent  from  the 
ditch  to  the  parapet.  (See  fig.  7th.)  They  are  made  eight  feet 
long,  five  inches  broad,  and  sharp  at  one  end.  They  are  fiistened 
to  beams  or  thick  spars  laid  lengthways  in  the  parapet ;  these 
spars  are  12  feet  long,  and  six  square  inches  thicks  The  fraiset 
are  very  strongly  nailed  to  them  by  ^ails  s;even  inches  longk  Two 
workmen  will  make  twelve  fraises  in  an  houn 

(>.  The  palisades  are  one  or  several  lines  of  square  stakes,  pointed 
at  the  top,  and  driven  two  or  three  feet  deep  into  the  ground ;  tliey 
ttre  joined  together  near  the  top  with  laths,  which  are  fastened  to 
them  with  rivetted  nails.  (See  fig.  iiihk)  The  palisades  which  are 
VLned  to  fortify  the  ditch  are  nine  or  ten  feet  long,  six  inches  broad, 
and  pointed  at  one  end«  (See  fig.  3th.)  But  if  a  sufficient  number 
cannot  be  had,  with  these  dimensions,  smaller  ones  may  be  used> 
but  then  they  must  be  properly  intermixed  with  thcr  larger. 

7.  The  stakes  that  are  placed  in  the  trous  de  loups  must  be  six 
Jieet  long,  about  four  or  five  inches  thick,  and  sharp  at  one  end. 
.  8.  Chevauk  de  frise  (see  fig.  8th)  are  composed  of  square  beamsf 
thradgb  which  spikes  4  inches  thick  are  driven  so  as  to  cross  each 
other,  and  to  extend  as  much  on  one  side  as  on  the  other,  in  such  a 
manner'as  while  3  rows  of  the  spikes  touch  the  ground,  the  otl/er 
St  are  upwards.  The  beams  in  which  the  spikes  are  inserted  are  12 
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ieet  long  and  six  square  inches  thick.  The  spikes  qr  stakes^ 
which  are  inserted  oroeaways  through  these  beams,  are  seten  fiiel 
longy  four  inches  thick,  and  placed  six  iochea  asunder.  Cbereiui 
de  frise  are  used  to  shut  up  the  entnuice  of  redoubts,  gatei«aft» 
and  other  pas<8ages ;  they  are  sometimes  placed  along  the  border 
of  the  ditch,  or  in  the  bottom  of  lU  (See  fig.  8th  in  the  plate.) 
.  9*  Gabions,  or  eartlnbaskets  (see  fig.  3,  6  and  c)  are  made  of 
diftrent  dimensions.  Those  used  in  field  works  are  usually  four 
Cset  high,  and  two  or  three  feet  in  diameter.  In  order  to  make 
them,  you  proceed  as  follows :  tie '  a  cord  of  eighteen  inchea  to 
two  pickets  or  pointed  sticks ;  stick  one  of  these  ia  the  groondy 
and  with  the  other  describe  a  circle  according  to  the  extent  of  the 
eoid.  In  the  line  of  the  circumference  of  thJA  circle  stick  eigbC 
or  nine  staves,  about  four  feet  four  inches  each  in  height^  ao  aa  t9 
be  three  or  four  inches  higher  tlian  tiie  gabion  is  to  be  made. 
'Bind  these  stakes  at  top  and  bottom  with  a  strong  wtealb  of  wiU 
knr  twigs,  and  then  proceed  to  strongly  interweave  the  twigt  finons 
top  to  bottom,  observing  to  drive  them  down  from  time  to  tioM 
with  a  wooden  mallet.  When  the  gabion  is  nearly  §nishad»  tb^ 
upper  wreath  becomes  useless,  aiid  >ou  may  remove  it.  When 
they  are  finished,  they  ate  filled  with  earth,  placed  tiear  each 
other,  and  form  embrasures  for  the  guns. 

10.  It  is  useful  to  be  able  to  calculate  the  quantity  of  any  of 
the  several  materials  which  you  may  want  for  any  leqnired  work* 
The  following  rules  will  enable  you  to  do  this :— > 
..  11.  With  respect  to  fascines,  it  is  to  be  observed,  that,  lat»  eiz 
fascines  are  required  to  line  five  paces  of  the  inside  of  the  pa^ 
rapet;  2d,  four  ditto  to  line  twe  paces  of  the  outside;  8d,  tw* 
ditto  to  fascine  five  paces  of  the  banquette ;  4th,  six  ditto  to 
each  embrasure. 

13.  The  preceding  rules  will  make  it  very  easy  to  find  out tbe 
number  of  fascines  required.  Let  us  suppose,  for  exai)iple»«^ 
redoubt  is  to  be  constructed  to  contain  two  hundved  and  forty 
men,  or  one  hundred  and  twenty  file^  we  shall  proceed  in  ihm 
following  manner  :  Ist,  six  fascines  being  allowed  to  line  five  pacaa 
of  die  inside  of  tne  parapet,  we  will  find  tliat  to  line  one  hundred 
and  twenty  paces  it  will  require  one  hundred  and  forty-four  ia« 
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•cinet ;  3d,  to  line  the  outside,  although  ninety'-six  ouly  are  re- 
quired, the  tame  quautity  as  above  is  allowed,  one  huqdred  iaad 
forty*four ;  Sd,  we  reckon  to  fascine  the  banquette,  the  fourth  of 
what  are  allowed  for  ^e  inside  of  tlie  parapet,  thirty-six ;  4th,  in 
rMonra  to  supply  those  that  break,  30 ;  total,  three  hundred  and 
fifty-four  fosciDca.  £ach  (asciue  requires  fi?e  pickets.  Total,  one 
thousand  ssveu  hundr^  and  seventy  pickets., 

11.  To  find  out  the  number  of  palisades  that  am  wanted^  pro* 
Cted  as  follows :«— Asthey  are  made  six  inches  broad,  and  fdanted 
tkree  inches  asunder,  they  cousequently  take  up  nine  indMa^ 
The  circumference  of  the  work,  measuring  along  the  raidcBo  of 
thf  ditch,  being  found  in  paces,  allow  eight  palisades  to  averp 
Aiee  piMCs,  which»  at  the  rate  of  two  feet  to  a  pace,  is  six  foet 
taken  up  by  the  said  eight  palisades.  The  circumference  of  thn 
wwk  being  one  hundred  and  fifty  paces,  four  hundred  p^titfidfff 
will  be  required,  ei^  being  allowed  to  every  three  paces. 

14.  The  proper  quantity  of  firaises  may  be  calculated  on  the 
same  principle.  Sach  fraise  being  five  inches,  and  th»  intenral 
between  them  three,  three  ftaises  must  be  allowed  to  one  paoe^ 
which  iatwettyiifour  inches ;  they  are  to  be  placed  in  such  a  mans 
tter  as  to  hang  over  the  hem  and  to  reach  beyond  it«  After  hav^ 
iag  first  ascertained^  in  paces,  the  outnde  circumference  of  tb« 
parapet,  the  calculation  then  is  made.  Let  us  suppose  it,  for  in* 
stance,  to  be  one  hundnd  and  sixty-five  paces ;  three  fraises  being 
allowed  to  each  pace,  four  hundred  and  ninety-five  fraises  will  b0 
inquired.  You  must  also  provide  a  similar  number'of  nails  seven 
inches  long*  The  beams  to  which  the  fraises  are  fixed  ate  twehn 
httk long ;  one  beam  therefore  isallowed  to  eighteen  Ihdses;  oi^ 
t^  be  shorter,  a  beam  to  every  six  paces. 

15.  You  will  soon  be  able  to  find  the  proper  quantity  oi  mate' 
fiab  reqniMd  fertbe  eonstruction  of  a  work,  and  with  thegreniest 
fiMilityy  if  you  do  but  aecustom  yourself  to  take  paces  abont  tird 
feet  wMa^  and  this  a  very  little  piactiee  will  render  habitnalf  It 
will  even  save  mneh  time  and  trouble,  which  otherwise  the  mee- 
■nitmcnts  alone,  besides  tedious  long  calculations,  would  require. 
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Lecture  third  amiinued.^^On  the  passage  ofrhere. 

90.  Bat  if  the  flsoks  of  thote  ptrapeti'  ihould  be  laid  nettr'tii^ 
bridges,  the  iDfimtry  behind  -them  most  not  be  permitted  to  fir#, 
lett  they  should  hit  the  men  who  are  inarching  orer,  or  «t  wori 
on  the  o|»posite  bank.  And  indeed,  if  it  should  even  be  probable 
that  the  shot  would  pans  orer  them,  that  part  of  our  fire  ought 
to  be  equally  reserved,  lest  an  idea  of  extreme  dangeir  should 
strike  a  damp  into  the  perseverance  and  courage  of  the  tfodps 
below. 

SI.  Whenever  a  river  is  too  broad  for  mtlsket  shot,  gtfeat  use 
must  be  made  of  our  heavy  artillery  ahd  howitzers,  because  they 
irill  be  particularly  excellent  in  clearing  the  opposite  bimk,  and  w^ 
creating  havoc  and  disorder  among  the  enemy's  cavalry. 

dt.  The  rules  which  have  been  here  laid  down  are  to  be  Equally 
attended  to  when  an  army  passes  a  river  without  a  bridge,  and  the 
undertaking  is  then  much  more  difficult  and  dangerous.  If  boats 
or  floats  are  made  use  of,  the  first  men  who  have  made  good  dieir 
landing  are  in  some  measure  cut  off,  and  perhaps  totally  lost,  if 
any  accident  should  retard  the  passage  of  the  rest.  But  this  is 
not  to  be  considered  as  the  only  inconvenience ;  for,  if  the  soldiers 
are  unable  to  govern  them,  watermen  must  be  taken  for  the  pur* 
pose ;  and  it  is  highly  probable  they  will  either  return  or  throw 
themselves  into  the  water  as  soon  as  the  enemy  begins  to  fire  at 
tbem«  I  have  pointed  out  these  difficulties,  because  they  will  be 
generally  met  with.  But  if  floati  are  well  made,  andgovvmed 
by  soldiers,  they  will  be  of  great  service,  particulariy  when  modi 
expedition  is  required. 

33.  Charles  the  Twelfth,  who  was  very  well  acquainted  widi 
ihe  methods  V>f  passing  rivers,  generally  made  use  of  floati  for  tiiat 
purpose,  which  ware  composed  of  thick  pieces  of  timber,  bound 
across  each  otlier,  and  large  enough  to  carry  some  hundred  meut 
frith  one  or  two  pieces  of  cannon,  who  could  also  fight  during  thd^ 
passage.  Those  with  which  he  carried  his  army  over  the  Sound 
to  Frederick's  Hall,  in  the  year  1713,  were  very  compleat    TVy 
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CMMisted  of  befluon  laid  four  times  acroM  each  other,  and  tur* 
rounded  bj  stroog  rails,  and  every  float  contained  five  hundred 
soldiers,  with  two  eight-pounders.  His  passage  over  the  Dwina, 
upon  the  9th  of  July  170I9  was  also  fcmarkable.  It  was  made  by 
means  of  floats  and  boats,  4n  sight  of  the  Saxons  and  Russians, 
who  occupied  the  opposite  shore.  The  leading  inAuitiy  defended 
'themselves  with  chevauz  de  frise,  till  five  regiments  and  seventeen 
squadrons  had  efiaeted  a  landing,  when  they  attacked  and  repulsed 
the  enemy. 

^4.  No  undertaking  is  so  -  dangerous,  or  of  such  importaaoe,  as 
a  retreai  across  a  river,  because  it- is  generally  made  on  account  of 
the  loss' of  a  battle,  or  of  the  superior  strength  of  the  enemy ;  and* 
in  cither  of  those  cases,  there  will  be  as  much  difficulty  in  counter- 
acting his  advantages,  as  in  obviating  the  ill  effects  of  timidity  qd 
«ur  side.  Particular  care  must  be  taken  that  an  attack  is  not  made 
upon  us  during  oor  retreat ;  that  the  bridges  are  not  destroyed 
when  a  part  of  the  army  has  crossed  the  river ;  and  that  the  enemy^s 
fiavalry  shall  not  be  sent  over,  lest  they  should  charge  our  tro^^is, 
and  drive  them  back,  before  they  can  have  had  time  to  Ibrm  them- 
selves ;  for  that  most  either  throw  us  into  the  greatest  confusion, 
•r  occasion  ^mr  total  destruction. 

Si.  Whenever  we  can  get  the  start  of  the  enemy,  either  .by 
tneans  of  a  false  or  secret  march,  aud  pass  the  river  without  his 
knowledge,  the  greatest  advantage  will  be  gained,  either  in  an  ad- 
vance or  in  a  retreat.  With  a  vigilant  adversary,  however,  this 
will  never  be  very  probable,  particularly  in  the  latter  instance ; 
but,  if  we  should  happen  to  succeed  in  the  attempt,  we  must  be 
constantly  prepared  £sr  an  attack,  lest  he  should  make  a  forced 
inarch  and  come  up  with  us. 

•  36.  When  a  retreat  is  to  be  made  without  the  help  of  retrenck- 
ments,  the  army  must  advance  as  near  as  possible  to  the  river, 
and  choose  ground  that  will  be  thoroughly  convenient  for  the 
passage,  and,  in  case  of  an  attack,  equally  proper  for  a  field  of 
i^ttle ;  remembering  at  the  same  time  that  it  ought  not  on  any 
account  to  be  higher,  but,  if  possible,  lower,  than  that  which  is 
opposite  to  it.  Here  the  tioops  must  post  themselves  in  order  of 
battle,  and  the  o^nnon  wUl  be  pl«ced  to  the  best  advantage. 
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S7.  The  infantry  regiments  of  the  reitrtfo  will  mardi  fint'vrt* 

the  bridges  (for  in  such  a  case  there  must  always  be  laom  thus 

ofte],  and  they  will  be  followed  by  those  of  the  secomd  line,  with 

•  eootiderable  part  of  the  heavy  cannon  and  all  the  howitxtn* 

When  the  passage  of  these  regiments  is  completed,  they  nvafr 

feat  themselvei  opposite  the  ianks  of  the j(r«#  line,  and  the  ar« 

liUery  mtist  gain  such  a  sitnation  as  will  enable  it  to  coiver  dw»» 

aadalthe  same  time  to  rake  the  ground  in  front.    ThiaiaanaA« 

ter  of  great  importance,  and  an  advantage  which  cannot  be  gained^ 

•leept  by  making  choice  of  a  large  bend  in  the  river.    The  in^ 

fcntry  regiments  of  the jirj/  line  mnaft  then  begin  to  retreat  iroia 

batb  wings^  while  those  in  the  centre  and  tfaa  cavalry  keep  diiW4 

ing  themselves  by  degrees  towards  the  bridges,  that  tbeir  flaaka 

mmif  be  constantly  appuyed  to  the  river.    The  fire  from  the  op4 

yoeite  side  mast  also  become  heavier  as  the  front  diminishest 

otherwise  the  enemy  may  fall  upon  the  last  regiments  and  driva 

them^iAto  tha  water.     At  the  conclusion  of  the  retreat,  the  few 

remaimng  battaltooa  must  form  themselves  into  cohmms,  aad 

eontinue  tfieir  fire  tiU  they  are  upon  the  bridges,  when  they  will 

either  cut  away  two  or  three  of  the  laM  pontoons  or  set  them  oa 

fire.    Thes^  battalions  are  usually  chosen  oo  account  of  dieiv 

known  courage  and  good  conduct. 

98.  The  cavalry,  or,  at  all  events,  some  regiments  of  dragaans^ 
must  remain  near  the  last  battalions  till  they  are  upon  the  bridgca, 
and  then  swim  over  the  river. 

39*  Such  an  undertaking  cannot  but  be  attended  with  mueli 
difficulty  and  the  loss  of  many  lives,  particularly  when  it  it  eao» 
cuted  in  the  day  time;  and,  perhaps,  the  last  regiments  must  be 
altogether  Mcrificed.  Therefore,  whenever  it  is  possible,  if^ 
trenchmeots  and  tetes  de  pont  ought  to  be  thrown  by  for  the  se* 
cnrity  of  the  army ;  and,  if  the  enony  be  near  us,  half  at  two* 
thirds  of  the  infantry  should  remain  under  arms,  while  the  rest  am 
at  work. 

40.  These  retrenchments  may  either  be  inclosed^  or  they  mmf 
consist  merely  of  detached  works  <Mr  redoubts.  In  this  case  iho 
army  must  throw  up  as  many  fleches  al#ng  its  front  ais  the  nature 
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nf  the  QouQtrj  or  the  positioo  of  tlie  eiiowy  may  nqwe,  wiod  ti>ea 

^gia  ih«m  togethw  with  paiapetft. 

41.  Wheaever  tbera  is  a  wood  near  the  rirtr^  oneiriiif  of  Um 
tnuy  tboald  be  posted  ia  it,  and  defended  by  tingle  ^nrdouUe-abik 
batiff  because  the  fonnation  of  thenf  is  less  troublesome  than  liMft 
of  works,  and  tbey  give  the  troops  at  the  ^sme  time  a  faflroiimbte 
oppgrtiwty  of  retiring  from  one  to  the  other»  tod  of  cwnaing  tbo 
over  without  bebg  either  discovered  or  pursued  by  the  enemy* 

42,  When  the  retrenchments  are  ciwapleted  an  front  of  the  amqr^ 
the  bridges  must  be  formeil^  and  each  of  them  defended  by  a  aaa^ 
venient  tete  de  pont  with  two  sorties* 

43*  The  baggage  must  be  sent  first,  apd  if  the  opposite  side  id 
^  river  should  not  be  in  our  possession,  it  must  be  attended  by  a 
strong  escort  of  infantry  and  cavalry,  to  secure  it  irem  the  attadu 
of  any  of  the  enemy's  cavaliy  that  may  have  been  sent  thiougb  tbo 
river  for  that  purpose. 

44.  As  soon  as  >e  have  pent  over  all  those  things,  whidi  aro 
tUher  like)y  to  be  useless  or  troublesome  in  case  of  an  attack^  a 
considerable  part  of  the  cannon  and  faowitcers  must  feUow»  and 
tal^e  past  according  to  the  rules  laid  down  in  the  d7th  paragraph» 
■  4JL  When  this  is  done,  one  part  of  the  second  line  or  reserve 
must  defend  the  tetes  de  pont,  while  the  other  marches  through 
them  over  the  bridges  and  posts  itself  along  the  banks  and  br« 
tween  the  batteries,  lor  the  support  of  the  first  line.  The  fiial 
line  must  then  face  about,  and  keep  up  a  constant  retrsatiai^ 
fire,,  provided  the  enemy  should  follow;  and  when  it  arrives  ivear 
tike  works,  the  different  battalions  mu^  break  oS^  to  allow 
the  troops  within  to  act  witti  vigouri  and  afterwards  post  them^* 
selves  between  them  in  as  many  small  lines  as  tlie  nature  of  the 
ground  may  requin^  These  lines  will  also  begin  their  retreat 
fcom  the  rear,  Ihroagh  tka  tetes  de  pont  mid  over  the  bridges, 
and  as  soon  as  they  have  gained  the  opposite  bank  they  will  take 
the  meet  advantageous  positions.  When  all  these  troops  have 
passed  the  riv^r,  the  battalions  ef  4he  second  line  or  reserve, 
which  have  been  in  possession  of  'the  teles  de  pont,  will  retreat 
over^  bridges,  leaving  only  a  few  man  with  some  pieces  of 
oennen,  who  must  aecesHirily  Mt  into  tfaf  hands  ef  tiie  enemy* 
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46.  The  bridgpe  itself  may  be  wheeled  to  the  8h<»re ;  but  «i  it 
has  been  found  by  experience  that  this  is  abt  tl>  be  donewithoat 
tench  difficulty,  bt,  indecid,  Feldom  with  sutcess^  it  will  to  ge^ 
neral  be  more  adriseable  to  cut  them  away  or  d^trdy  thesfj 
While  the  bridge  is  moving  away,  the  soldiers  whb  remain  be* 
hind  must  fill  the  etftrtmccfs  into  the  tetes  de  pont  with  wood  or 
Piscines  steeped  with  pitch ;  and  when  they  hlive  set  them  on  fire 
they  must  take  refuge  in  the  boats  or  pontoons,  and  endearour  to 
gain  the  opposite  shore  in  the  best  manner  they  are  able.  Some- 
times ropes  are  fixed  to  them  for  that  purpose^  and  in  that  case  t. 
few  men  can  easily  draw  them  acros  the  rirer* 

47*  As  inclosed  lines  are  not  tb  be  formed  without  mncb  labbur 
cnJMifBculty,  and  are,  after  all,  easily  penetrated,  I  should  rathef 
giire  the  preference  to  detached  works*  I  womld  aluo  add  a  cirde 
of  redoubts  in  the  rear  of  the  army  where  the  passage  is  intended 
to  be  made,  and  each  bridge  should  be  covered  by  a  snciall  tete 
de  pont  with  two  convenient  entrances*  ^ 

48.  If  detached  works  are  made  use  of  to  coVer  bur  passage  of 
a  river,  they  must  be  Well  occupied,  and  the  remaining  battalions 
posted  in  one  or  more  lines  id  the  intervals  between  the  first  chain 
of  redoubts.  When  the  retreat  is  begun,  the  rear  lines  march  first 
through  the  tetes  de  pont,  and  over  the  bridges,  and,  as  soon  as 
they  are  formed,  the  battalions  of  the  first  line  follow  them.  Tbe 
works  which  compose  the  first  chain  are  tlien  abandoned  from 
both  ends  towards  the  centre,  that  the  batteries  on  the  opposite 
tide  of  the  river  may  keep  off  the  enemy,  in  case  he  should  at' 
tempt  to  break  in  upon  either  of  the  flanks,  or  to  attack  those  in 
the  rear.    The  second  chain  is  also  quitted  in  the  same  manner.

Oti  magazines^  considered  as  the  basis  of  miiiiary  operatims'im 

modem  warfare. 
The  modem  system  of  war  originates,  in  a  great  measure,  irom 
the  comjlotiltion  or  organization  of  our  armies,  •  and  from ''the  great 
variety  of  wants  arising  from  that  organization.      Numberless 
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honei  are  required  for  the  couveyance  of  ammunilion»  that  it, 
powder  and  balli.  Each  com{>any  has  au  ammunitioo-cart  or 
waggon,  drawn  by  two,  three,  or  four  hones ;  the  lightest  field 
piece  requires  at  least  two  horses,  and  twelfe  pounders  and  other 
pieces  of  heavy  ordnance  from  six  to  twelve  horses.  Further,  to 
each  piece  of  ordnance  is  attached  a  caisson  or  ammunition-cart, 
and  the  cumhersomeness  originating  from  thence  is  still  more  in- 
creased by  the  injudicious  management  of  the  provisions  of  mo- 
dern amies*  In  our  opinion,  it  is  evident,  for  instance,  that  bread 
should  be  universally  replaced  by  biscuit,  in  which  case  the  sol- 
diers would  be  able  to  carry  with  them  provisions  for  a  longer 
time  ;  there  would  be  no  occasion  for  field  ovens,  and  the  whole 
train  of  bakers,  &c.  which  continually  follow  the  army ;  tlie  flour 
transports  from  the  magazine  to  the  field  ovens  would  cease ;  and, 
lastly,  a  waggon  with  biscuit  would  carry  providioas  for  a  longer 
time  than  another  laden  with  bread  or  flour. 

The  baggage  of  our  modern  armies  is  immense,  and  so  is  the 
number  of  horses  necessary  for  its  removal  from  one  place  to  an- 
other. Every  commissioned  officer,  even  of  the  lowest  rank,  car- 
ries with  him  his  bed,  beddings.  Sec,  Every  officer  of  rank  had 
kis  saddle-horses,  as  well  as  an  officer  of  horse.  All  this  renders  a 
modern  army  an  unwieldy  ridiculous  Biass,  with  which  it  is  never- 
theless intended  to  perform  great  enterprises. 

The  cavalry,  which  in  modem  timet  has  been  so  considerably 
augmented,  -perhaps  not  without  reason,  greatly  increases  the 
number  of  horses,  and  all  thete  numerous  animals,  whicii  in  our 
climate  cannot  be  replaced  by  others  equally  useful  and  less  ex- 
pensive, require  large  quantities  of  bay,  straw,  and  oats,  for  their 
iood,  and  these  articles  deaiand  much  room,  and  are  liable  to  be 
spoiled  by  dampness  and  moisture.  They  must,  therefore,  be 
stored  up  in  Urge  buildings  fit  to  shield  them  from  wetness,  and 
so  must  flour,  ammunition,  in  short,  nearly  every  article  of  con- 

umption  which  an  army  stands  in  need  of.     It  will  hardly  be  ne- 
cessary to  mention,  that  the  numerous  draught  and  bat  horses 
require  a  considerable  number  of  wai^i^oners,  bat-men,  and  attend- 
ants, and  tliat,  of  consequence,  tlie  increased  consumption  of  prc- 
vot.  XI.  Nt  9-  K 
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vender  is  attended  with  a  proportionate  increaAe  of  the  coniump- 
tion  of  pro\'i»nn8. 

In  the  warfare  of  small  states,  their  armies  might  no  douht  do 
well  without  a  ma«;azine  ;  but  as  the  European  powers  now  take 
the  field  with  two,  nay  three  hundred  thousand  men,  it  is  evideut 
that  armies  so  numerous  and  so  ort^anized  cannot  for  any  length 
of  time  be  subsisted  by  mere  foraging  in  an  enemy^s  country, 
but  that,  on  the  contrary,  it  is  indispensably  necessar}-  to  resort  to 
magazines,  well  stored  with  ammunition,  provisions,  provender, Ice. 

We  make  no  doubt  but  that  the  wants  of  armies  might  be  con* 
Viderably  reduced,  for  instance,  by  substituting  biscuit  in  the 
stead  of  bread,  by  inducing  subaltern  officers  to  take  the  field 
with  less  baggage,  by  allowing  fewer  officers*  servants,  and  by 
reducing  the  retinue  and  equipage  of  generals  and  field  oiBcen  to 
a  smaller  compass.  All  this,  we  conceive,  might  be  done;  it 
would  render  our  modern  armies  less  unwieldy  and  expensive  than 
they  are  at  present,  but  not  altogether  independent  of  large 
magazines,  which  would  nevertheless  be  required  for  the  susten- 
ance both  of  men  and  horses.  In  order  to  produce  any  change  oa 
this  head,  it  would  be  necessar}'  considerably  to  decrease  the 
strength  of  our  armies  and  the  number  of  horse,  to  discontinue 
almost  entirely  the  use  of  artillery,  to  arm  the  infantry  with  pikes 
instead  of  muskets,  to  substitute  the  system  of  thrusting  and  cut* 
ting  instead  of  the  modem  system  of  firing ;  in  short,  to  resume 
the  whole  military  system  of  the  anticnts. 

.  Now,  such  a  reform  would  be  au  operation,  not  only  requiring  a 
great  deal  of  precaution,  but  altogether  imprat'ticable,  from  the 
general  opinion  running  strong  against  it.  Fur  supposing,  for  a 
moment,  it  were  possible  to  dispense  with  the  greatest  part  of  our 
modern  artillery,  and  to  defeat  with  a  weaker  army,  armed  after 
the  manner  of  the  antients,  a  stronger  body  of  troops,  organised 
according  to  our  present  system,  which  remains  at  best  very  doubt- 
ful, the  idea  that  our  system  of  firing  is  superior  to  any  other  is  iO 
deeply  rooted  in  the  minds  of  men,  that  the  general  prejudice  in 
favour  of  our  modern  artillery  and  small  fire-arms  would  alone  be 
sufficient  to  discourage  troops  armed  after  the  manner  of  the  an- 
tients, and  to  make  them  give  way  before  a  modern  army.

$acb  aa  experiment  is  upon  the  whole  of  a  very  delicate  com* 
plezioo.  The  results,  in  case  of  its  failio]^  of  success,  are  too  dan* 
l^eroiu  not  to  dissuade  us  from  making  the  attempt,  and  for  this 
reason  no  person  would  chuse  to  be  the  first  who  ventured  upon 
the  perilous  undertaking. 

We  mi^,  therefore,  take  it  for  granted,  that  large  magazines 
are  ipdispensably  pecessary,  and  consequently  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance for  our  modern  armies.  This  being  so,  they  must  be 
formed  in  places  sufficiently  strong  to  sliield  them  from  a  ^coup  da 
9U(ia,  and  the  principal  magazine  should  be  established  in  a  for* 
tress  9eated  on  or  near  the  frontiers. 

It  is  this  fortress,  containing  the  principal  magazine,  which  de« 
tiermipes  and  modifies  the  movemet^taiof  an  army,  because  it  iii  th^ 
point  f^im  whence  the  latter  draws  its  supplies,  and  which  must 
not,  therefore,  be  left  defenceless. 

All  armies  engi^ed  in  warlike  operatioos  being  compelled  to 
draw  their  subsistence  from  their  principal  magazines,  it  is  clear 
that  these  magazines  form  the  basis  of  all  military  operations,  be* 
cause  no  arquy  can  subsist  without  them,  and  that,  for  this  very 
reason,  they  must  be  protected  from  the  enemy. 

■  The  way  or  road,  by  which  the  army  receives  its  subsistence 
tmqgk  the  principal  magi|zine,  is  the  ^ne  lifoperaiion ;  for,  as  this 
fray  pr  road  requires  as  much  protection  against  the  attacks  of  the 
enenay  as  the  magazine  itself,  it  is  clear  that  it  must,  in  a  great 
measure,  determme  the  line  of  march  of  the  different  colymns, 
and  the  position  of  the  army. 

To  what  distancci  irqm  t)ie  principal  magazine  an  army  may 
sefely  rngve  on  this  line  of  pp^ration,  has  been  first  reduced  to 
certain  principles,  by  Bfiy^rfgenenil  Tempelhofi*,  by  an  exact  cal- 
cnfation  of  the  wants  of  an  army*  t«id  the  tjune  in  which  they  may 
|ie  supplied  at  a  given  distance.  As  we  cannot  here  enlarge  on 
this  sul^ect,  we  must  refer  our  readers  to  the  masterly  account  of 
t)ie  prin(;ipal  events  of  the  seven  ye^n*  war,  published  by  that  ce* 
lebrated  military  wri^r.  )t  is  our  purpose  to  reprint  this  work 
verbatim  in  our  Chronicle,  it  being  veiy  scarce,  Tery  dear,  and  yet 
what  ev^ry  officer  8houl4  possess. 

If  an  anny  be  compelled  by  the  eaf^y  to  ivtwgmde  to  some 
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distaurc  from  a  fortress  containing  the  principal  niagaiioe,  the 
line  of  operation,  which  proceeds  from  that  fortresb,  is  genemllv  at 
an  end.  For,  although  the  enemy  should  neither  mask  nor  be- 
siege  the  place,  yet  erery  conveyance  from  thence  would  be  ex- 
posed to  the  most  imminent  dunger,  and,  of  conscqnencey  the 
commanding  general  will  naturally  prefer  drawing  the  subiistasce 
of  the  army  from  the  interior  of  the  country.  He  will  do  so  the 
rfttore  for  this  additional  reason,  that  no  fortress  threatened  by  the 
fiiemy  should  be  drained  of  provisions. 

'  If  an  army  move  sideii^'nys  to  some  distance  from  the  fbttresi 
which  contains  the  principal  magazine,  and  approach  another^ 
situated  in  the  prolongation  of  the  basis  of  operation,  the  baait 
naturally  coincides  with  the  line  of  operation,  and  the  army  ^nM% 
its  snbsistetice  from  the  nearest  fortress,  the  communicatioQ  with 
which  cannot  be  so  easily  intercepted  by  the  enemy,  as  with  that 
which  lies  more  remote. 

Lines  of  operation  which  penetrate  into  the  eueny*s  comitiyt 
and  consequently  are  offensive,  are  such  in  the  strictest  sense  of 
the  term.  The  enemy's  country,  and  in  that  country  the  prindpal 
place  from  whence  his  army  chiefly  drUws  its  provisions^  and  where 
the  largest  stores  of  the  elements  of  warlike  power  are  collectedg 
form,  in  modem  warfare,  thcr  main  object  of  military  operatioBs. 
Prom  the  nature  of  the  modem  organization  or  composition  of 
armies,  magazines  form,-  therefore,  in  onr  times,  not  only  the  baiis» 
but  also  tlie  object  of  thei^  movements* 

Not  so  in  antient  times.  The  Roman  soldiers  carried  with  them 
provisions  for  a  fortnight ;  they  also  carried  their  tents  and  bng* 
gage.  The  legions  hiUl  bat  ft w  officers,  who,  in  point  of  equip* 
ment,  with  the  exception  of  tribunes  or  colonels,  differed  bat  Very 
little  from  the  privates.  The  Roman  armies,  comparrd  with  €«!% 
were  very  weak,  and  never  exceeded  40,  or,  at  the  highest,  (S0,000 
men  ;  the  number  of  cavalry  was  comparatively  small.  Although 
their  machines  of  war  may  be  considered  as  a  sort  of  artillery,  yet 
they  consisted  of  light  materiab,  of  wood,  and  a  small  portion  of 
iron,  and  it  remuus  yet  to  be  known,  whether  or  not  they  car* 
ried  them  constantly  with  them  on  their  marches.  Tacitus-man^ 
tions  ft  machine  which  boMK  down  .whole  ODhorts,  in  the  action  Of 
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Bedriac ;  bat,  from  the  maaner  in  which  he  speaki  of  thii 
Ohme,  he  secmt  to  eoniider  it  as  au  extraordinary  thing.  Jqmv 
phos  also  inentiDOB  machines,  in  his  description  of  the  order  of 
march  of  ^e  Roman  army,  intended  for  the  siege  of  Jerusdcm ; 
but  tlien'this  army  was  destined  for  a  siege.  The  circumstance 
that  these  machines  could  be  easily  constructed  by  the  troops 
seems  to  bear  ns  out  in  the  opinion,  that  they  were  not  carried 
about  with  the  armies ;  at  all  events  they  required  but  few  horses, 
and  the  ammunition,  which  consisted  in  stones,  could  be  found 
every  where. 

A  little  thought  will  be  sufiicient  to  perceive,  how  few  and  in- 
coiisiderable  were  the  wants  of  such  an  army  compared  with  ours. 
The  Roman  troops  easily  found  their  subsistence  in  every  countiy 
where  they  fought ;  their  camps  were  their  magazines,  their  lines 
of  march  were  their  lines  of  operation,  and  their  armies  were  com* 
paratively  stronger,  in  proportion  to  their  greater  independence 
from  extemul  circumstances.  Their  camps,  which  had  the  form 
of  a  regular  square,  and  would  at  present  be  called  large  redoubts, 
were  fortified,  probably  for  this  reason,  that  they  contained  their 
provision  and  stores.  The  late  Lieotenant-coiouel  MauvUlon, 
speaking  of  these  Roman  camps,  asserts,  that  their  rectangular 
form  cannot  be  made  use  of  at  present,  on  account  of  the  artillery 
fire.  To  this  assertion  I  readily  subscribe;  but  t  Roman  camp, 
modified  according  to  the  modem  principles  of  the  art  of  war, 
would,  in  our  opinion,  be  fiur  preferable  to  the  Grecian  form  of 
encamping,  whieh  has  been  adopted  by  the  modems.  Such  a 
camp  affords  the  advantage,  that  it  neqds  no  points  of  appui:  for, 
properly  speaking,  it  has  no  flanks,  and  presents  to  the  enemy,  on 
every  side,  a  front  of  an  equal  extent.  Let  it  not  be  said  that  the 
anries  are  weak,  for  it  is  an  easy  task  to  render  them  altogether  * 
unassailable,  and  the  enemy,  should  he  attack  the  angles,  may  be 
more  severely  galled  by  oblique  firipg,  than  if  he  attacked  a  side 
^faoe. 

The  preeks,  although  they  diflersd  fiom  the  Romans  in  their 
mode  of  encamping,  their  .camps  forming  an  oblong  square,  whose 
smallest  fiice  or  flanks  were  supported  by  an  e^unence,  or  other 
iptnral  object,  yet  they  needed  large  aagaiines  as  little  as  the 
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Romans.  Their  small  corps;  a  very  inconaiderablo  part  of  wUeli 
coasbted  of  horse » could  be  easily  subsisted  by  foraging  and  plnn* 
der*  The  wars  of  these  small  Fepublics,  which,  if  they  had  agreed* 
and  joined  hand  and  heart  in  their  common  defence,  might  have 
escaped  the  Roman  yoke»  and  acted  a  far  more  glorious  part  than 
they  did»  were  mere  piratical  iucunaons,  which  kept  the  troops 
Iwt  a  short  time  in  the  field.  The  Greeks  no  sooner  engaged  in  a 
war  against  the  Romans  than  they  were  undone.  Their  phalanx, 
which  Frederick  the  Great  attempted  to  re-produce,  modified 
according  to  the  principles  of  modem  fire  tactics,  was  immediately 
annihilated  by  the  legion.  I  would  not,  however,  be  understood 
by  this  remark  to  call  in  question  the  tactical  knowledge  of  the 
Greeks ;  they  were  tacticians  in  a  high  degree  of  perfection ;  but 
for  this  very  reason  we  are  at  a  loss  to  account  for  their  not  having 
adopted  a  better  order  of  formation,  and  arms  better  suited  to 
withstand  the  attacks  of  the  Ronuns ;  nor  do  we  conceive  why  the 
lefonna  proposed  by  Epaminondas  were  suffered  to  die  with  him. 
The  Romans  and  Greeks,  therefore,  stood  ubt  in  need  of  ma* 
gazines  formed  without  their  cam^ps,  nor  of  lines  and  bases  of  ope* 
latioDS ;  but  the  Medes,  Persians,  &c.  probably  needed  them,  <ui 
account  of  their  vast  armies,  numerous  horse,  and  immense  hag* 
gage ;  yet,  from  their  not  being  obliged  to  carry  about  with  theaa 
either  powder,  balls,  or  heavy  ordnance,  all  their  operations  could 
be  more  rapidly  executed,  and  were  less  clogged  by  magaaiues^ 
lines,  and  bases  of  operations,  than  the  movements  of  modem  ar- 
mies. It  is  this  which  constitutes  the  moat  esseiijtiaL  difference  be- 
tween the  antient  and  modem  art  ofwar.

Almost  every  lacquey  sports' 
his  fringe  epaulette  and  cockade,  unless  those  indeed  who  wear 
bullion,  which  ought  to  be  alone  the  badge  of^in  honourable  pro- 
fession.    Surely,  therefore,  however  necessary  it  may  be  to  estab- 
lish a  palpable  difference  between  a  captain  and  a  subaltenn  H  is 
equally  requisite  to  distinguish  an  officer  of  the  British  army  from ' 
a  footman.    I  am  conscious,  that  his  royal  highness  the  cdmman* 
der  in  chief,  the  patron  and  benefactor  ^of  tlie  army,  will  soon  re-' 
medy  this  evil,  and  that  it  only  requires  to  be  mentioned  to  be 
abolished.     The  profession  of  arms,  at  all  times  most  hoopurable,  - 
is  noir  the  most  necessary;  do  not,  therefore,  make  us  lessen  our 
opinion  of  ourselves,  \yy  rendering  us  ridiculous  in  the  eyes  of 
H^thers,  and  adopting  these  useless  and  objectionable  innovations. 
The  tnilitia  is  unquestionably  the  most  lucrative  part  of  the  ser-  ' 
vice.     Nothing,  therefore,  but  the  honour  of  the^  profession  cau 
induce  us  to  prefer  the  hardships  and  dangers  of  rei^  war&re  ^  V^^ 
it  is  this  honour  and  f  eal  for  the  service  that  has  raised  the  army  to .

•ind  erery  pwrt  thereof.  The  court  feel  it  their  duty  to  remark,  that  both  \A 
peeCerring  and  prosecuting  the  abore  charges,  Paymaster  Parkins  appears  to 
have  been  actuated  aolely  by  private  pique,  and  by  no  means  from  seal  Ibr 
the  aerrlce.  I  am  to  acquaint  you,  that  the  PHnce  Regent,  in  the  naaie  and 
on  behalf  of  his  Mijesty,  ia  pleaaed  to  approve  and  confirm  the  finding  and 
teatence  of  the  court,  whidi  haa  so  fiilly  and  honourably  acquitted  Iieut.« 
colonel  Wyatt  of  the  charges  preferred  against  him.  I  am  at  the  aame  tiase 
to  acquaint  you,  that  under  all  the  circumstances  attending  the  prosecmtioai

We  conceive  that  the  foregoing  document  leaves  no  room  for 
cominent  on  the  conduct  of  the  prosecutor.  The  truly  judiciooa 
remarks  of  the  very  respectable  court  martial,  of  which  that  excel* 
lent  and  experienced  officer  Brigadier-General  Hutton  was  preti^ 
dent,  have  been  duly  appreciated  by  merited  eulogiums  from  the 
highiest  authority,  and  must  be  especially  gratifying  tn  thn  friends 
of  Lieutenant-colonel  Wyatt,  more  particularly  to  the  illustrions 
personage' who  selecSed  him  aa  the  fittest  pesaon  to  comttmad  the 
2d  battalion  of  the  SSd  regiment.  Colonei  Wyatfs  feelings,  dttv» 
ing  the  cruel  susp^n^e  of  seven  months,  from  the  time  the  charges 
wete  preferred  to  the  day  on  which  his  most  honourable  acquittal 
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was  sif^nified  to  1)iin»  can  only  be  justly  imagined  by  olBcert  of 
similar  rank  and  standing  in  the  Britie^  Anny,  who  happily  possess 
€b^  affections  and  confidence  of  the  officers  and  men  under  their 
command.    Colonel  Wyatt  never  served  but  in  two  regiments,  vi/« 
fifteen  years  in  the  39th  regiment,  and  three  in  the  23d.    He  had 
the  houour  of  serving  under  the  immediate  command  of  his  royal 
highness  the  Duke  of  York  on  the  fontinent ;  under  that  of  Sir 
John  Moore  in  Spain,  and  with  his  battalion  at  Walcheren.  Whilst 
with  the  29th,  he  served  two  years  in  the  Mediterranean  on  boar4 
men  of  war,  part  of  the  battalion  then  acting  as  marine  corps. 
Throughout  the  whole  of  his  military  career  his  conduct  has  re- 
flected honour  on  the  character  of  a  British  soldier ;  inteHigent, 
active,  indefatigable,  and  undaunted  on  all  occasions,  his  service 
has  proved  his  talents  and  ability,  and  justified  the  high  estinlatioa 
in  which  he  has  been  held  by  his  several  commanding  officers,  and 
numerous  respectable  military  friends.    His  humanity  and  libe« 
rality  were  most  conspicuously  manifested  at  Waldieren,  ih  bis 
paternal  solicitude  for  the  preservation  of  the  rick  and  wounded; 
his  fellow  soldiers  sif  every  rank  have  witnessed  him  watching  by 
their  sides,  contributing  his  personal  attentions  t6  their  iiecomnCN 
deitfon,  and  the  contents  of  his  purse  to  their  relief.    9ach  tndts 
have  endeared  him  to,  and  identified  him  with,  every  honest  and 
honourable  heart  in  his  regiment ;  and  his  virtues  and  accom- 
plishments have  endeared  him  to  a  rank  in  private  life  equally 
enviable.    He  is  descended  from  an  antient  and  respectable  family 
in  the  south  of  England.    He  married  some  years  since  Miss 
Smith,  the  daughter  of  a  most  respectable  clergyman  in  Woroes^ 
tetokire.

QEVEKAL  MASSINA^ 

Sib, — In  your  sketch  of  Grenend  Massena^s  life,  I  mn  sorry  to 
find  some  mistakes,  one  of  which  is  of  some  consequence. 

In  No.  3,  page  183,  it  is  stated,  **  The  archduke,  nM>t  aware  of 
ibe  stcength  of  this  «po8t,  lost  a  gitiit  number  of  his  itiantry  in  the 
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attack,  and  Massena  did  not  abandon  it  till  it  was  well  purcliased 
hy  the  blood  of  the  enemy/'    Thii  is  quite  wrong.     The  arch- 
duke was  fully  sensible  of  the  great  importance  of  the  Zuichberg, 
and  his  only  means  of  compelling  the  French  army  to  fall  back 
was  by  forcing  it.     The  attack  lasted  the  whole  of  the  day,  and 
the  archduke  could  not  succeed,  it  is  true  ;  but  if  Massena*s  posi- 
tion was  strong  enough  to  repel  our  attadk,  he  certainly  was  highly 
culpable  in  not  awaiting  a  fresh  one.     The  fact,  however,  was, 
that  Massena  had,  with  a  strange  inadvertence,  forgot  to  throw  any 
bridges  over  the  river  Limmat^  which  ran  in  the  rear  of  his  posi- 
tion, and  over  which  river  there  was  only  one  bridge,   (that  of 
Zuiph.)     If  the  Zuichburg  had  been  forced,  the  whole  French 
army  must  have  been  destroyed  or  taken  ;  and  the  boldness  of  the 
Ai:istrian  troepsy  in  passing  the  night  at  the  foot  of  the  French  en- 
trcnchmeuts,  convinced  Massena  that  'his  army  could  not  with 
Mife^  await  a  second  attack.    He  therefore  retreated  during  the 
nighty  leaving  acansiderable  part  of  his  artiller}*^  behind  him.— - 
Maasena's  conduct  during  the  remainder  of  this  campugn  was 
auchy  jdwt  if  Robespierre  had  been  alive,  he  undoubtedly  wonld 
have  lost  his  head.    Massena  twice  had  an  opportunity  of  attack- 
ing the  Austrians  with  ereat  advantage,  and  both  times  did  he 
suffer  t|i^  , opportunity  to  pass  by  till  it  was  too  late  for  him  to 
pursue  his  successes ;  and  the  last  time  the  directory  had  taken ' 
the  resolution  of  depriving  Massena  of  his  command,  leaving  it  in 
hb  power  to  avoid  this  disgrace  by  making  a  general  attack.     He 
•did  so ;  and  what  time  does  he  chuse  \    The  dme  when  Marshal 
Sttwarrow^  in  spite  of  delays  ever  to  be  regpretted,  was  not  pnly  on. 
his  march  against  him,  but  even  within  a  short  distance  of  his  rear. 
What  opinion  is  to  be  formed  of  a  general,  who,  having  had  it  in 
his  power  during  two  months  to  attack  Ills  enemy  with  great  advan- 
tage, delays  it  till  such  time  as  it  becomes  absolutely  perilous  ? 
Massena  would  not  have  succeeded  in  his  last  attack  if  either 
General  Hotze  had  lived,  or  any  other  than  Korsakow  and  Pet- 
rasch  had  had  the  command.  •  It  may  probably  be  said,  tliat  if 
Massena  conducted  bim^lf  so  indiiferently  in  the  campaign  of 
^99f  why  was  he  not  dis|gnit:Afd  as  some  other  French  geaehds 
were?    The  reason  was,  Massena  was  the  only  French  geaeraj. 
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who  at  n\\  maiatamed  his  ground  in  that  campaign.  Tlittlhvc- 
tory  shut  their  eyes  upon  what  he  ought  to  h^ve  done,  in  consider- 
tion  of  what  he  had  done ;  and  indeed  the  French  government 
was  not  so  firmly  established  as  to  dare  to  present  to  the  people 
such  a  spectackL  as  a  victorious  general  dbgraced.  H«  K» 


MILITARY    EDUCATION.  : 

Sir, — 21ealons  for  the  prosperity  of  any  work  which  is  intended 
to  exalt  the  character  of  the  British  soldier,  by  blending  improve- 
ment with  the  record  of  his  actions,  I  am  induced  to  add  mv  mor- 
ceau  to  your  excellent  monthly' publication*  Although  experience 
has  not  yet  unfolded  its  riches  to  me,  wly>  am  a  young  soldier,  yet 
a  remark  drawn  frosft  what  I  have  already  seen  and  observed,  lam 
inclined  to  think,  would-be  conducive  not  only  to  the  military  but 
to  tha  public  good.  The  time  generally  wasted  by  the  sick  when  in 
hospital  might  be  profitably  and  usefully  employed,  if  a  number  of 
small  books,  teaching  the  duties  of  the  christian,  patriot,  and  sol- 
dier, were  put  into  the  hands  of  the  invalid.  The  expense  would 
be  trifling,  and  the -benefit  arising  from  it  might  be  incalculable. 
It  would  not  only  teach  the  men  their  duty,  but  it  would  aid  the 
physician,  by  drawing  their  attention  from  their  maladtea  to  reflect 
tion  and  improvement;  and  sickness  generally  prepares  the  mrnd  to 
receive  instruction,  as  the  impressions  made  in  illness  are  the  most 
durable.  A  late  pious  officer  put  this  plan  in  practice  by  estab- 
iishing  an  hospital  collection  of  books,  such  as  the  lives  of  Bayard, 
and  Rochester,  and  Turenne,  and  did  considerable  good.  It 
brought  n^ny  who  were  notorious  for  unsteadiness  to  a  serious  way 
of  thinking.  Every  officer  must  know,  that  the  better  prineiplet 
a  man  possesses,  the  more  cheerfully  is  he  mcliued  to  do  his  daty^ 
and  the  better  able  to  sustain  the  hardships  of  war.  It  al^  refines 
bravery,  giving  it  a  solidity  and  energy,  founded  on  the  principles 
of  piety,  which  are  alone  the  true  characteristics  of  real  courage.

INTERCHANGE  OF  THE  MILItlA. 

SiRs«-— The  bill  for  the  interchauge  of  the  militiat  of  this  ooontry 
and  Ireland  haviug  cauwd  moch  ditcussion,  I  beg  to  vtibmit  a 
few  opinioDft  to  your  cou0idenUioti.^-Tbc  more  finnly  the  ubiod  it 
oemeated,  tlie  more  secure  the  Britith  empire  must  be  from  iAfa^ 
•ion ;  and  cmn  anj  meat ure  be  more  naturally  expected  to  efiect 
this  object  thim  that  which  leads  to  and  establishes  a  coanectioa 
fuaongst  all  classes*  whereby  tlie  interests  of  the  two  kingdoms  wiB 
be  united.  There  may  be  spme  inconsistences  in  adopting  this 
step,  and  many  may  not  find  it  agreeable  to  their  feelings  to  quit 
their  country;  but  can  Englishmen  put  their  prifate  feeiiofpi  in 
competition  with  the  benefits  which  the  country  may  derite  tbem* 
from*  The  Roman  catliolic  soldier  will  be  allowed  the  same 
liberty  in  regard  to  attending  places  of  worship  as  is  guarantaed 
to  him  in  Ireland,  and  the  same  benefits. in  erery  respect  must 
attend  him.  Some  people  may  abuse  the  union  *  .and  be  areiae  la 
liiis  step,  because  it  may  benefit  it ;  and  othera  may  talk  of  tb^ 
miseries  of  Ireland,  and  the  prejudicial  effects  of  the  measure; 
but  however  much  it  may  apply  in  the  instance  of  absei^teea,  them 
certainly  has  been,  a  very  rapid  improvement,  and  as  long  as  tiie 
enemy  can  be  kept  from  her  shores  that  improvement  will  advance^ 
and  Ireland  will  become  happy  in  herself,  and  beneficial  to  the 
empire ;  thought  it  may  still  be  many  years  before  she  will  oeasa 
ta  be  a  precarious  tenure  to  Great  Britain.  I  am  happy  to  ok 
s^rve  the  noble  spirit  which  some  distinguished  characters  have 
already  exhibited  in  stepping  forward  and  offering  their  services ; 
and  I  doubt  not  but  that  when  it  shall  be  well  understood  it  wiB 
meW  with  the  encouragement  of  the  landed  and  mercantile  irite- 
rcatof  the  country,  J.  P..

bdnrhood  of  Espcjm,  Carpio,  and  Gallegoa.    Thev  continued  their  march 
im  the  8d  in  ^e  morning  towards  the  Dnas  Casms,  In  three  columns,  two  of 
them,  consisting  of  the  Sd  and  8th  corpt,  to  the  neighl>ouThood  of  Almeida 
mid  Fort  Conception,  mnd  the  3d,  coniistbig  of  the  whole  of  the  caralry  and 
the  ^h,  mnd  that  part  of  the  9th  corps  which  hmd  not  miready  lieen'drmfled 
into  the  other  three.

Brigmdier.gene> 
rml  Pmck*s  brigade,  with  tiie  qneen*8  regiment  from  the  6th  division,  kept 
the  blockade  of  Almdda,  nnd  I  bnd  prevailed  upon  I>on  Julian  Sanches  to 
ocenpT  Nave  d*Avcr  with  hit  corps  of  Spaniih  cavalry  and  infhutry.    The 
light  division  were  moviMl  in  the  evening  to  join  General  Campbell,  npon 
flndlng  that  the  enemy  were  in  strength  in  that  quarter ;  and  tbey  were 
brought  back  again  to  Fnentca  de  Honor  on  the  murning  of  the  sth,  when 
it  wtfs  found  that  the  8(b  corps  had  joined  the  6th  on  the  enemy's  left.

The  former,  at  the  head  of  tHeyitt  re^mentp 
rhar<<[od  the  enemy,  and  drove  thrm  from  the  part  of  the  village  of  wbidi 
thfy  had  obtained  a  m*imcutary  possession.    Nearly  at  this  time  Lieotenant* 
colonel  Williams  was  unfortonately  wounded,  bnt  I  hope  not  danipmniiiyy 
and  the  command  devolved  vpon   Lieutenant-colonel  Cameron  of  tbe  79th 
regriment.    The  contest  continuiM  till  ni^t,  whea  our  troops  remaiiiMl  yi 
possession  of  tbe  whole.     I  then  withdrew  thcli^ht  infantry  battalions  anid 
the  s.)d  rcfciment,  leavinj;  the'7lst  and  79th  regiments  only  in  the  Tillage, 
and  the  *sd  battalion 34th  regiment  to  support  them.    On  the  4th  tbe  tnti^j 
recunnoitered  the  positions  which  we  had  occupied  on  tbe  Dnas  Ctsaa  river, 
and  during  that  night  they  movt-d  General  Jonot's  corps  from  Alameda  W 
the  left  of  the  position  occnpicd  by  the  6th  corps,  opposite  to  Fsentci  di 
Honor.     From  the  course  of  the  reconnoissance  of  the  4th,  I  biad  imagiB^ 
that  the  enemy  would  endeavour  to  obtain  possession  of  Fncntea  de  Hoaar* 
aud  of  tLe  ground  occupied  by  the  troop,s  behind  that  village,  by  crossiBg 
tbe  Doas  Casas  at  Poya  Velho,  and  in  the  evening  I  moved  the  7tli-  di^ 
■ion,  under  Majur-g^ueral  Houstoun,  to  the  right,  in  order,  if  possible,  to 
protect  that  passage.    On  the  niomiug  of  the  5th,  tbe  8th  corfMi  apncmd 
in  two  columns,  with  all  the  cavalry,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  TaUev  of 
the  Dnas  Cases  to  Poya  Velho  *,  aud  as  tbe  6tli  and  9th  corps  »Uo  nade.a 
movement  to  their  left,  tbe  light  division,  whhrb  had  beea  broaght  beck 
from  tbe  ueighbourhood  of  Alameda,  was  sent  with  the  cavalry  under  Sir 
Staplcton  Cotton  to  support  Major-general  Uoustonn,  while  the  1st  and  3d 
divisions  made  a  movement  to  their  right  along  the  ridge  between  tbeToinn 
and  Duas  Casas  rivers,  curresp«hditt|(  to  that  of  tbe  6th  aud  Qtb  corps  00 
the  right  of  the  Duos  Casat.     The  8th  corps  attacked  Major-geseral  Hoes* 
touu'ft  advanced  guard,  consisting  of  the  8Sth  regiment  under  Bliger  M'i»- 
tusli,  aud  the  'jd  Portuguese  ca^adores  uuder  Lieutenant'^roloiiel  Nixon, 
and  obliged  them  to  retire  ;  and  they  retired  in  good  order,  althoogh  wid> 
some  loss.  The  8th  corps  being  thus  established  in  Poya  Velho,  tbe  encay'J 
cavalry  turned  the  ri^Ut  of  the  7 ih  division  between  Poya  N'elbo  and  Mare 
d'Avcr,  frum  ithlch  last  place  Don  Julian  Sanchez  had  been  obliged  to  le- 
tire,  and  tlic  cavalry  charged.     The  charge  of  the  advanced  guard  of  tlie . 
enemy's  cavah'y  was  met  by  two  or  three  squadrons  uf  the  different  vMi- 
mcnts  uf  III  itisb  drnguous,  uiid  the  enemy  were  driven  back,  and  CobMScl  Lk 
Motte  of  tbe  lath  chasseurs,  and  some  prisoners,  taken.    The  bub  Imly 
were  checked  and  obliged  to  retire  by  the  fire  of  Af^jor-geneial  Uoattoui*a 
division ;  aud  I   particularly  observed  the  chasseurs  Britauniqaes,  nader 
l^eutenant-i'ulonel  Eustace,  ns  behaving  in  the  most  steady  manoery  9uA 
Iklajor- general  Houstoun  pncntiuns  iu  h)?li  terms  the  coadnct  of  a  detach- 
nent  of  the  Duke  of  Brunswick's  Ujht  infantry.    Notwithstandiog  tkat  Ikit 
charge  was  repulsed,  I  determined  to  concentrate  our  force  towards  the  Ic^ 
and  to  move  the  7th  and  light  divisions,  and  tbe  cavalry  from  Poya  Vglho 
towards  Fuentos  dc  Ilonur,  and  the  other  two  divisions.     I  had  occapicd 
Poya  Velho  and  that  neighbourhood,  in  hopes  tiiat  I   should  be  aUa  tp 
maintain  the  communication  acrok<«  ths  Coa  by  Sabugal,  aa  well  as -provide 
fur  the  blockade,  which  objects,  it  wum  now  obvions,  were  iacompatible 
with  each  other,  and  1  thercfure  abandoned  that  which  was  the  lesat  ,iiB-. 
portant,  and  placed  the  light  divisiu^  iu  reserve,  iu  the  rear  of  the  left  of 
tbe  ist  diviifion,' and  the  7th  diriBiou  uu  sciAe  commanding  ground  beyOttd 
the  Tiirun,  wlich  protected  the  right  tiank  and  crar  of  t-ie  first  dlviaioa^  Md 
covcjced  our  ctumuiiicatiou  wl^h  ihc  Coa,  aud  prevrutcd  that  of.  tkt  6aea/ 
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wjth.  Almeultta  l>y  tbe  roads  beCwftn  the  Turon  juid  tliat  rU-tT.  The  move- 
ment o^  the  troups  upon  this  occasion  was  well  condncted,  although  under 
f  ^  critical  eircnmstances,  by  Major-geoeral  Hunstoun,  Bricadier-fceBrral 
Cranfurd,  and  Lieatenant-ieeneral  Sir  Stapleton  Cotton.  The  7tb  division 
YM  covered  in  its  pasfa^e  of  the  Tnran  by  the  lif ht-dirision  nnder  Brigm- 
dier-genof^l  Craufard,  and  this  last,  in  its  march  to  join  the  mt  division, 
if  the  British  cavalry.  Our  position  thus  extcndedaon  the  hic^h  ipronnd 
from  the  Xiiron  to  the  Duas  Casas.  The  7th  division,  on  the  left  of  the 
Taron,  (iovered  the  rear  of  the  right ;  the  first  division,  in  two  lines,  were 
OB 'the  right;.  Colonel  Ashworth's  brigade,  in  two  lines,  in 


the  centre  ;  and 
the  3d, division,  in  two  lines,  op  the  left.    The  light  division  and  British  ra- 

Sby  in  reserve ;  and  the  village  of  Fucntcs  de  Honor  in  front  of  the  left. 
»a  JuliaoTi  in&ntry  joined  the  7th  division  In  Freneila  ;  and  I  sent  him 
vith  hii  cavalry  to  endeavour  to  interrupt  the  enemy's  communication  with 
Ciudad  RodrigQ.  The  enemy^s  efforts  on  the  right  part  of  our  position, 
after  it  was  occupied  as  I  have  above  described,  were  confined  to  a  cannon- 
ade, and  to  tome  charges  with  their  cavalry  upon  the  advanced  posts.  The 
pirqnets  of  the  first  4i vision,  under  Licutcnant-culonel  Hill,  of  the  3d  re- 
giment of  guards,  repulsed  one  of  these ;  but  as  they  were  fhlling  bnck,  they 
^d.oot  see  the  direction  of  another  in  snfiicieut  time  to  form  to  oppose  it, 
and  Lieutenant-colonel  was  taken  prisoner,  and  m^ny  men  were  wounded 
nnd  some  taken,  before  a  dctarhraent  of  the  British  cavalry  could  mitve  up 
to  their  support.  The  9d  battalion,  43d  regiment,  nnder  Lord  Blantyre, 
tA§o  cepulscd  a  charge  of  the  cavalry  directed  against  them.  They  likewise 
Itttcmpted  to  push  a  body  of  light  infantry  down  the  ravine  of  the  Turon  to 
the  right  of  the  first  division,  which  were  repulsed  by  the  light  infantry  of 
Ihc  guards,  nnder  Lieutenailt-coloneKyulse,  aided  by  five  companies  ol'thc 
pSth,  upder  Captain  O'Hara..  Migor^eneral  Nightingall  was  wounded  in 
the  coqrse  of  the  cannonade,  but  I  hope  not  severely.  The  en«my*s  prin- 
cipal effort  was  througbout  this  day  again  directed  against  Fucntes  de 
Ijfonor;  and .  notwithstanding  that  the  whole  of  t^e6th  corps  was  at  differ- 
ent periods  ^f  the  day  employed  to  uttack  this  village,  they  cnnid  never 
gain  more  than  a  temporary  possession  of  it.  It  was  defended  by  the  24th, 
7ist9  vid  79tb  regiments,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  (!amorun;  and 
thc«e  JEroops  were  supported  by  the  li^ht  infantry  buttalions  in  the  nd  divi- 
•ioUy. commanded  by  A^or  Woodgate  j  the  light  infantry  battaliouH  in  the 
lit  division^  commanded  by  Major  Dick,  Msjur  Mardonald,  and  M^jor 
Ally }  the  6th  Portuguese  cafadores,  commanded  by  Migor  Pinto ;  by  the 
light  companiea  in  Colonel  Cham  pic  monde^s  Portuguese  brigade  under  Colo- 
nel Sniton ;  and  those  in  Colonel  Ashworth's  Portuguese  bri^^ade  under 
Lientenaot-coloiiel  Pynn  -,  and  by  the  picquets  of  the  3d  division,  under 
the  command  of  the  honourable  Lieutenant-colonel  Trench.  Lieutenant, 
colouel  jCameron-waa  severely  wounded  in  the  afternoon,  and  the  eonunaud 
•in  thp  ▼iilege  devolved  upon  the  huuourable  Lieutenant-colonel  Cadogan. 
The  tjpppps  in  Fuenles  de  Honor  were  besides  supported,  when  pressed  by 
ike  enemy*  by  the  74th  regiment  nnder  Major  Russel  Manners,  and  the  88th 
;MgiiWut  upder  Ucutenant-coloncI  Wallace,  belonging  to  Colonel  Mackin- 
jK>n*i  brigade *,  an^on.oqe.  of. these  occasions  the  88th,  with  the  71st  and 
Tg^h,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Mackinnou,  charged  the  enemy,  and 
«hrure  them  through  the  villatcie)  and  Colonel  Mackiniion  has  reported  par- 
jtilBuUrly  the.condnct  of  Lientenaut-colonel  Wallace,  Brigade-major  Wilde, 
e^id.Ueutenaotand  Adjutant  Stewart  of  the  88th  rei^iment.  The  coutiit 
■Again  lasted  in  this  quarter  till  night,  when  our  tro<»ps  still  held  their  pofrt ; 
•nd.from  that  time  the  enemy  have  nmde  no  fresh  attempt  on  any  part  of 
our'p<Jsition.  The  encfmy  manifested  an  intention  to  attack  Major-general 
Sir  William  Erskine's  post,  at  Aldeadel  Bispo,on  the  samemoruin;;,  with  a

Dispatches  were  this  morning  receired  at  the  office  of  the  Marquis  Wei- 
Icsley  from  Mr.  Stuart,  his  m^jcsty^s  minister  at  Lisbon,  dated  the  I8th 
instant,  by  which  it  appears,  that  on  the  10th,  at  midnight,  the  garrison  of 
Almeida  blew  up  the  works  of  that  fortress,  and  effected  a  retreat  to  Barba 
del  Puerco,  with  considerable  loss.  Marshal  Soult  broke  up  from  Gaillena, 
on  the  9th  of  May,  at  the  head  of  15,00U  men,  and  his  head-quarters  were 
at  Zafira  on  the  I3th,  where  he  eflTected  a  junction  with  the  dirision  of  Ge- 
neral Latour  Maubourg,  which  increased  his  numbers  to  near  88,000  men. 
General  Ballesteros  immediately  lell  back  and  united  his  corps  with  that  of 
General  Blake  1  their  combined  strength  moved  from  Xeres  to  Barcarotta. 
Oo  the  13th,  Marshal  Beresford  and  General  Castanos  concentrated  their 
fbreea  in  Valrerdc,  whm  it  would  appear  they  have  been  since  joined  by 
Oeneral  Blake»  On  the  16th,  Marshal  Soult  attacked  the  combined  army 
at  Albuera,  aira,  nfter  an  obstinata  action,  was  repulsed  with  great  loss ; 
abandoning  his  wounded,  and  retiring  to  a  position  in  sight  of  the  British . 
adranced  posts.  The  loss  on  the  part  of  the  allies  is  not  specified,'  but  un- 
derstood to  be  very  serere.  Msjor-general  Houghton  killed ;  Msyor-gene- 
rals  Cole  and  W.  Stewart,  slightly  wounded ;  IJeutenant-colonels  Sir  )V.

J^ispaii^s^  qf  wkick  tke  JSMmcing  are  extracts^  Aaee  hten  tkis  day  rtceited  by 
tke  Sari  qf  Liverpool^  addressed  to  kis  lordskipf  &y  Licutenant'General  Vis- 
jtount  WelUngton.  dated  Eivat^  Q2d  Afcy,  1811. 

On  the  night  of  the  I5th  instant  I  receired  flrom  Marshal  Sir  William 
9cf«sford  letters  of  the  I8th  and  13th  instant,  which  reported  Marshal  Soult 
bad  broken  up  firom  Seville  about  the  lOtb,  and  had  advanced  towards  Estre- 
madva ;  notwithstanding  the  reports  which  had  been  previously  received 
thai  be'was  buialy  occupied  in  strengthening  Seville,  and  the  approaches  to 
that  city,  by  works,  and  that  all  his  measures  indicated  an  intention  to  remain 
on  the  defensive  in  Andalusia.— I  therefore  set  out  on  the  following  morning 
from  Villa  Formosa ;  and  having  received  further  information  of  the  I4thy 
lirom  Sir  William  Beresfoid,  of  the  enemy*s  movements,  I  hastened  my  pro- 
grass,  and  arrived  here  on  the  19th,  and  found  that  Sir  William  Bercsibrd 
Ead  raised  the  siege  of  Badijos  without  the  loss  of  ordnance  or  stores  of  any 
dcacription,  and  collected  the  troops  under  his  command,  and  had  fbnned  a 
junction  with  Generals  Castanos  and  Blnke  at  Albotra.  in  the  course  of  the 
15th  instant.  He  was  attacked  there  on  the  l6th  by  the  French  anny, 
u^ler  the  command  of  Marshal  SouU,  and  after  a  most  severe  engagement, 
Tdl^  II.

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in  which  all  the  troops  comlactcd  themselves  iu  the  most  iipallant  namcr.  Sir 
William  Beresford  gained  the  victory.  The  enemy  retired  in  the  nigbt  of  tiK 
17th,  leaving  bet ireen  (juo  and  ] 000  wounded  on  the  proand.  Sir  William 
Herehford  seiit  the  allied  cavalry  after  them :  and  un  the  Ipth,  in  the  momisf, 
reinvested  Badajos.  1  inclose*  reports  of  Sir  Willii&m  Doreslbrdj  of  the  iMi 
and  ]  8th  instant,  on  the  operations  ofthesiefcto  the  moment  of  niain^  it, 
and  on  the  battle  at  Alhuera  ;  and  1  bcf  to  draw  yonr  lordfhip*a  attenikm 
to  the  ability,  the  flrmness,  nnd  the  gallantry,  maniftsted  by  Marshal  lir 
William  Beresford  throughout  the  transactions  on  which  ho  has  written.  I 
will  add  nothing  to  what  he  has  said  of  the  coudnct  of  all  the  offieeri  aad 
troops,  excepting  to  express  my  admiratiun  of  it,  and  my  cordial  concur- 
rence  in  the  favourable  reports  by  Sir  William  Beresford  of  the  good  condoci 
of  all.  All  has  remained  quiet  in  Castile  since  I  quitted  that  part  ef  the 
country.  The  battalions  of  the  9th  corps,  belonging  to  regiment  s  serviBg 
in  the  corps  d^armlo,  iu  Andalusia,  had  marched  from  Salamanca  on  or 
abont  the  I'ith,  and  went  towards  A viU,  and  were  to  come  by  Madrid.— -I 
fcnd  this  dispatch  by  Mijor  (Lientenant-colonel)  Arbnthnot,  the  secretary 
•f  Marshal  Sir  Willfam  Beresford,  who  was  present  in  the  battle  •€  Albwen ; 
and  can  give  your  lordship  any  firther.  information  you  cu  iTi|iiin  }  wmi  1 
beg  leave  to  recommend  him  to  your  lordship. 

Extract  qf  a  Ittter  from  Marshal  Befetford  to  Lord  WMingtom^  dated  dU 

butroy  Maif  16,  1811. 

In  conformity  to  yonr  lordship's  instmctions,  given  t»  me  am  tbc  t4lil 
ultimo,  in  consequence  of  the  then  state  of  the  weather,  and  our  menM  ef 
communication  across  the  Gondiana  having  been  destroyed  by  Ibe  Mddta 
flooding  of  that  river,  and  leaving  my  cavalry  in  Zafra,  Los  Buiton,  ami 
Villa  Franca;  I  placed  the  inlkntry  with  its  head  atAtmendrnltao,  Aracchali 
mnd  Villa  Alva,  where  were  the  divisions  of  M^jor.general  the  lumsw- 
able  William  Stewart,  and  Major-general  Hamiltu*,  the  hMovrable  HW 
jor-gtneral  Cole's  division,  with  Bricadier-gem;ral  MaMen'l  MgnJe  of 
cavalry,  in  Meiida  \  the  infantry  brigade  of  it  eomiiWBdcd  by  Brmdier- 
•genrral  Kemmis,  and  that  which  was  intended  for  the  attack  of  Irot  St. 
Christoval,  at  Montejo,  and  the  light  brigade  German  legion  under  M^jor- 
general  Baron  Alten,  at  Talavera  Real,  leaving  the  light  battalion  L.  L. 
legion  in  01iTen9a,  during  the  pmod  of  waiting  the  foil  of  tiw  ^vmfeer  of 
Guadiana,  and  the  re-establishment  of  onr  bridge  \  it  being  of  coniiderable 
importance  to  push  the  enemy  from  us  as  far  as  possible  during  the  siege. 
as  hn  had,  on  our  (ihliginp:  bira  to  retire  from  Llercna  to  Guadalcanal,  held 
the  latter  place.  I  directfd  a  small  column  of  3O00  men,  composei  of  Ibn 
lit  brigade  3d  division,  under  the  command  of  Lientenant-colonel  CoBMfne» 
with  two  squadrons  of  cavalry  and  two  Spanish  4-ponnders,  to  procoed  from 
Almendralejoby  Ribera  and  Maqnilla  to  Aznaga,  tu  threaten  bin  rigM,  send- 
ing at  the  same  time  four  squadrons  of  cavalry  from  Brigadicr-gonernI  Long 
at  Villa  Franca  to  Llefena,  to  support  the-Connt  de  Penne  VtHaanv,  ' 
was  then  with  the  Spanish  cavalry  of  General- Castanoa*s  coitw,  to  1 

him  fear  an  attack  in  front ;  and  General  Ballasteros  *went  ftom  Mi., 

tcrio  to  Montemolin  to  threaten  his  left.  These  manoenvres  hnd  the  te- 
■inrd  effeot.  As  soon  as  the  enemy  saw  the  advance  of  Lientennnt-«olilM 
Colborne,  near  Azuaga,  where  he  had  500  infontry  nnd  300  cnvnlryi^  ko 
abandoned  precipitately  the  place,  and  retired  to  Gandalcanal,  which  plMn 
the  General  Latour  Maubonrg,  with  the  5th  corps,  quitted  in  two  kovn 
after  the  arrival  of  this  detachment,  and  at  eleien  o'clock  at  night  rftii«4 
near  to  Constantino.  Licutenant-colonel  Colborne  performed  this  serrice  in 
a  most  jodicious  and  handsome  manner.  The  weather  having  been  wlbma 
time  tine,  and  the  waters  of  the  Guadiana  having  subsided,  and  onr  pra^ 
rations  havmg  by  Lieutenant-colonel  Fletcher's  activity  been  nearly  enm- 
plctcd  for  the  siege  of  Badajos,  on  the  td  of  May  I  scut  tbicc  kfignin  of 
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ianintry,  a  brigade  of  lir-fKraiidefi,   and  tro  flqaadroMof  caralry, under 
Ihe  oraert  of  Migor-g^neral  th^'lionoorable  William  Stewart,   tolnTCtt, 
teore  closely  Badigot,  on  the  sooth  of.  the  river,  which   he  performed  with  ' 
his  ttsnal  zeal  and  attention  on  the  4th.    On  the  6th  instant,  I  directed  the 
'  inarch  of  the  rcmainin|^  divisions  on  Bad^os,  one  by  Albuera,  the  other  by 
Talavera,  leaving  the  cavalry  as  before-placed.    On  the  7th,  I  came  betbrc 
Badijos  with  these  divisions.     General  Castanos   famished,  8lsb>  to   co- 
operate in  the  siejre,  200O  men,  under  the  command  of  Brif^ier  Don  Car# 
I0B  d^Espaifne.    On  the  8th,  I  directed  the  brigade    of  Brigadier-general 
Kemmis,  which  had  been  previously  placed  on  the  Chebora,  to  proceed  to  * 
the  torre  pf  St.  Ingracia^  ^oeut  two  miles  from  Badajos,  on  the  Campo  Mai' 
fft  road,  dnd  to  be  joined  there  by  the  17th  Portugnese  regiRNnt,Jtwo  squa- 
drons of  cavalry,  and  fbnr  six-bonders  from  Elvas  \  the   force  to  meet  at 
three  o*clock  in  the  morning,  and  the  whole  to  be  placed  under  the  orders 
of  the  honourable  M^jor-general  William  Lnmley,  to  invest  the  north  side, 
and  to  attack  fort  St.  Christoval.    By  some  accident   to  the  bearer  of  the 
orders  to  Brigadier-general  Kemmis,  the  officer  did  not  arrive  at  tiis  post 
till  nine  oVlock ;  the  honourable  Major-general  Lumlev,  ou  the  approach 
of  the  light  companies  of  the  brigade,  advancing  towards  the  town  with  the 
force  he  brought  from  Elvas,  the  garrison  made  a  sortie  upon  it,  but  was 
immediately  drove  back,  and  the  grenadiers  of  the  17  th  regiment  particu- 
larly distinguished  themselves  by  charging  the  enemy,  headed  by  Colonel 
Turner;  the  detachment  snfferfcd  the  loss  as  per  return,  No.  1.    On  the 
eth,  Lieutenant-colonel  Fletcher,  to  protect   the  farther  approaches,  cun- 
ttmcted  batteries  against  the  PardoHsriras  and  Piqucrino,  ou  the  heights 
commanding  them,  though  at  a  considerable  distance;  and  Captain  Squire, 
whom  the  lieutenant -colonel  had  sent  to  supcriutrnd  the  works  intended  to 
he  erected  ^^nst  St.  Christoval,  b^an  his   operations  on  the  8th.    The 
breaking  tfround   on  that  side  immediately   caused  great  jealousy  to  the 
•aeasy,  and  he  opposed  it  by  a  most  heavy  fire  of  shot  and  shell;   and  on 
the  morning  of  tlie  lOth,  he  made  a  sortie  against  the  battery  constructing, 
with  about  laoo  men,  l>eing  within  500  yards  of  the  place.  He  soon  reached 
the  battery^  and  it  having,   of  the  covering  party   allotted  to  it,  only  one 
light  infantry  company  in  it,  the  enemy  got  possession  of  it,  but  had  it  not 
for  two  mwntes,  as  thic  whole  of  the  covering  party  that  was  close  to  the 
battery  on  the  slope  of  the  bill  immediately  sctaed  their  arms,  aud  drove 
Am  enemy  bock  with  considerable  loss  to  him ;  but  I  regret  to  say  ours  on 
this  occasion  must  have  been  considerably  greater,  from  our  troops  having 
oxposed  themselves  to  the  shot  and  shell  of  the  town  and  f<irt  of  St,  Chris- 
tovaly  and  the  musquetry  from  the  latter.     I  annex  the  rcUirn  of  our  loss  on 
this  day,  and  io   it  I  have  to  lament  being  deprived  of  the  services  of  Co« 
looel  Tnmcr^  who,  in  the  very  short  time  he  had  been  in  the  Portuguese 
service,  bad  givtn  mt  the  greatest  satisfaction,  and  in  these  two  days,  the 
most  conspicuous  proofs,  of  his  gallantry.  I  annex  the  returns  of  our  farther 
loss  of  men  on  tha  respective  days  that  oar  operations  against  Badajos  ron- 
tlmed,  a^d  the  honourable  Migor«general  Lumley's  reports  on  the  cir- 
Cttmstancts  and  consequences  of  the  enemy^s  sorties.    On  the    }<2tli,   1  le- 
etived  information  fromGcnaral  Blake,  that  Marshal  Soult  had  left  Seville 
4ltL  the  loth,  and  with  the  avowed  intention  of  coming  to  BadajoM;  his  force 
stated  to  t»e  15,000  men  *,  and  General  Latour  Maulbourg  had  already  agaia 
Moved  upon  and  occupied  Guadalcanal  and  Llerena,  from  which  places  the 
-Count  de  Penne  VMlamur  had  been  obliged  tu  retire.    As   General  Blake 
had  come  down  to  Frcjenal,  and  General  Ballasteros  from  Moaasterio  had 
pashed  his  adrances  within  a  league  of  Seville,  I  conld  not  jndge  if  this 
advaace  of  Marshal  Soolt  was  merely  to  oblige  these  generals  to  rrlira,  jtnd 
laave  him  undistarbed  io  Scvilte,  or  realty,  as   it  w«s  ifiven  out  to  be, 
agaiaat  me,  and  with  the  object  of  raising  the  siege  of  Badajos,  and  there- 
fvM  coDtiaitfed  my  operations  against  the  place,  until  tha  fisrther  advanea  pf 
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nccMiary  to  ui,  and  in  furniahiBf  and  forwardlo^.

The  corpe  of  General  Blnke,  thonfh 
aakiaff  a  forced  march  to  effect  if,  only  joined  in  the  nif  ht,  and  coold  aot 
ht  placed  in  iti  poai^n  till  the  uMMrninf  of  the  iGthinitant^whrn  Gcncnl 
Cok*f  diTiiiun,  with  tiie  Spanifh  hri^aide,  nnder  Don  Carlos  d^Capafse, 
alao  joined,  and  a  little  befbre  the  connnenceaient  of  the  action.  Onr  ca- 
Talry  had  been  forced,  on  the  uominK  of  the  istb  instant,  to  retire  from 
Santa  Martha,  and  joined  here.  In  the  afternoon  of  that  dajy  the  enemy 
appeared  in  front  of  ns.  The  next  moroinif  onr  disposition  for  recrivinf 
the  enemy  was  made,  being  formed  in  two  lines,  nearly  parallel  to  the  rirer 
Albuera,  on  the  ridce  of  tiie  gradual  ascent  rising  from  the  rirer,  and  co- 
vering the  roads  to  Bad^os  and  Valverde,  thongh  yonr  lordship  is  aware^ 
that  the  whole  free  of  this  country  is  every  where  passable  for  all  arms. 
General  Blake^s  corps  was  on  the  right,  in  two  lines  \  its  left  on  the  Val- 

.  Terde  road,  joined  the  right  of  Msjor-general  the  honourable  William  8tew« 
art^s  division,  the  left  of  which  reached  the  Badajos  road ;  where  com- 
menced  the  right  of  Major-general  Hamilton*s  division,  which  closed  the 
left  of  the  line.  General  Cole*a  dirision,  with  one  brigade  of  General  Ha- 
milton^, formed  the  second  line  of  the  British  and  Portuguese  army.  The 
«nemy,  on  the  morning  of  the  l6th,  did  not  long  delay  his  attack ;  at  eight 
•*clock  he  was  observMl  to  be  in  moTcment,  and  his  cavalry  was  seen  paas- 
iag  the  rivulet  of  Albuera,  and  considerably  above  our  right;   and  shortly 

t%fter  he  marched  out  of  the  wood  opposite  to  us  a  strong  force  of  cavalry^ 
and  two  heavy  columns  of  infantry,  pointing  them  to  our  front,  as  if  to 
attack  the  village  and  bridge  of  Albuera.  During  this  time,  under  cover  of 
his  vastly  superior  cavalry,  he  was  filing  the  principal  b(»dy  of  bis  infantry 
«ver  the  river  beyond  our  right,  and  it  was  not  long  befure  bis  intention  ap» 
peared  to  be  to  turn  us  by  that  flank,  and  cut  us  off  from  Valverde.  M^jor- 
gcntral  Colc*s  division  was  tliereforc  ordered  to  form  an  oblique  line  to  the 
rear  of  our  right,  with  his  own  right  thrown  back  (  and  the  intention  of  the 

.  c«temy  to  attack  our  right  becoming  evident,  I  requested  General  Blake  to 
form  part  of  his  first  line,  and  all  his  lecond,  to  that  front  ^  which  was  done. 
The  enemy  commeneed  his  attack  at  nine  o'clock,  not  ceasing  at  the  same 
time  to  menace  our  left  ;  and  after  a  strong  and  gallant  resistance  of  the 
Spanish  troops,  he  gained  the  heights  upon  whicif  they  had  been  formed  ; 
mcanwhila  the  division  of  the  honourable  Mi^-general  William  Stewart 
Jmd  been  brought  up  to  support  them ;  and  that  of  Major-general  Ha- 
milton brought  to  the  left  of  the  Spanish  line,  and  formed  in  contiguous  close 
colamns  of  battalions,  to  be  moveable  in  any  direction.  The  rurtugoeso 
brigade  of  cavalry,  under  Brigadier-general  Otway,  remained  at  some  dis- 
tance OB  tha  left  of  this,  to  check  any  attempt  of  the  enemy  below  the  vil- 
Ingu.  As  the  heights  the  enemy  had  gained  raked  and  entirely  commanded 
our  whole  position,  it  becaoM  ntcessary  to  make  every  effort  to  retake  and 

.  maintain  them :  and  a  noble  one  was  made  by  the  division  of  General 

*  Stewart,  headed  by  that  gallant  officer.  Nearly  at  the  beginning  of  the 
caemy*s  attack,  a  heavy  storm  of  rain  came  on,  which,  with  the  smoke, 
from  the  firing,  rendered  it  impossible  to  discern  ^y  thing  distinctly^— 
This,  with  the  nfttnre  of  the  ground,  had  been  extremely  favonrable  to  the 
enemy  In  fimning  his  columns,  and  in  his  subsequent  attack.  The  right 
brigade  of  General  Stewart's  division,  under  Lieutenant-colonel  Colbome, 
first  came  into  action,  »nd  behaved  in  the  most  gallant  manner;  and  find* 
•ng  that  the  enemy's  column  oould  not  be  shaken  by  fire,  proceeded  to  %U 
lack  it  with  the  bajontt ;  and'  white  ia  the  act  of  chaining,  m  body  of 
Polish  lancers  (cavalry)  which  the  thickness  of  the  atmosphera  and  the 
nature  of  the  ground  had  concealed,  (and  which  wal,  beside*,  mistaken  ^ 
those  of  the  brigade,  when  discovered,  tot  Spanish  cavalry,  and  therefore 
not  fired  upon),  turned  it  ^  and  being  thus  attacked  unenpectedly  in  the 
rear,  wae  unfottuiM^hr  mktn,  and  suffered  ifflneniely.    The  3lst  ref^ 
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virnt»  Mii|[  the  left  one  of  the  brisfade,  tlonc  esoiped  tbif  chargr,  sad 
vadcr  the  camoiand  of  Major  PE^tninire,  kept  itB  j^nod  «ntll  the  Arrival 
of  the  ad  bri|^e  vnder  Msjor-^nerml  Hoo^hton.  The  cundnct  of  tliit 
brifude  was  nott  cootpicuonaly  f^llaat;  and  that  of  the  3d  brigade,  uader 
the  rommaiid  of  the  hoaoaruble  Lievtensnl-rolnnel  AbercromUe,  was  aot 
.leM  nn:  Major-general  Hoaphton,  cheerin|C  on  hia  brigade,  fell,  pierced  by 
wonndn.  Thoagh  the  enemy *a  principal  attack  waa  on  (hb  p(»iot  of  the 
rigiit,  he  alto  made  a  rontinnal  attempt  apon  that  part  of  ovr  origioal 
ft-ont  at  the  riltage  and  bridge,  which  waA  di'fende«l  in  the  most  gaHant 
manner  by  Mijor-;^neral  Baron  AUen  and  the  light  infantry  brigade  of  tbe 
German  legion,  whose  condnct  was  in  every  point  of  view  conipicmw^y 
gtiod.  Thii  point  now  formed  onr  left,  and  Major-general  Hamilton^  dWi- 
vion  had  been  bnioght  up  there  ;  and  he  was  left  to  direct  the  defence  of 
that  point,  whilst  the  cnemy^s  attack  continued  on  onr  right,  a  coasldcraUa 
proportion  of  the  Spaniih  troops  supporting  tbe  defence  of  this  place.  The 
enemy's  cavalry,  on  his  infantry  attempting  tu  force  onr  right,  had  cndcn- 
vnnrrd  to  turn  it  •,  but  by  the  able  maniv overs  of  Major-general  the  hoa. 
IVilliam  Kumley,  commanding  the  allied  cavalry,  though  vastly  Inferior  to 
that  of  the  enemy  in  nnmlier,  his  endeavours  were  fiiile d.  Major-geaetal 
Cole,  M^lng  the  attack  of  the  enemv,  very  juijtciunsly  bringing  op  his  left 
a  litrif,  marched  in  line  to  attack  the  enemy *m  left,  and  arrived  most  oppor- 
I nnely  to  contribute,  with  the  chargvs  of  the  brigadcH  of  General  8te«ar1> 
diTiifioa,  to  force  the  enemy  to  afwndon  his  siluatioa,  and  retire  pveripi- 
fately,  and  to  take  rcfuire  nn^r  his  reserve ;  here  the  fuzileer  brigade  p^ 
txcnlarly  distingnished  itself.  He  was  {mrsued  by  the  allies  to  a  coosider. 
able  distance,  and  as  far  as  I  thought  it  prudent,  with  his  immense  anrpe- 
rinrity  of  cavalry  \  and  I  contented  myself  with  seeing  him  driven  across 
the  Albncra.  1  have  every  reason  to  speak  favourably  of  the  anaacr  in 
which  uur  artillery  was  served,  and  fought ;  and  Major  Harman  conMai^ 
lug  the  British,  and  Major  I>ickson  commniiding  the  Portngaese,  aad  Ike 
ofRcers  and  men,  arc  entitli^d  to  my  thanks.  The  four  guns  of  the  Iwrse  ar- 
tillrry,  commanded  by  Captain  Lefebvre,  did  freat  execution!  on  the  cue* 
my*K  cavalry  ^' and  one  brieade  of  Spanish  artillery  (the  only  one  in  the 
fiel<r  wiftH  equally  «:a11nntly  and  veil  scrvnl.  We  lost,  in  the  misAirfime 
which  occurred  to  the  brigade  commanded  by  Lieutenant-colonel  CullKimo 
(whom  General  Stewart  n^ports  to  have  acted,  and  was  thru  acfhig  in  avMMl 
nolile  maimer,  leading  on  the  brigade  in  admirable  order)  one  howiticr, 
which  the  enemy,  b<:fore  the  arrival  of  the  gallant  General  Honghton^s  bn- 
gadr,  had  time  to  czrry  off,  with  two  or  three  hundn  d  prisoners  of  that 
Inrigadr.  After  he  had  been  beaten  from  this  his  principal  attack,  he  sClIt 
•onlinned  that  near  the  village,  on  which  he  never  could  make  any  impMS- 
sion,  or  cross  the  rivulet,  though  I  had  been  obliged  to  bring  a  very  great 
proportion  of  the  troops  fnmi  it,  to  support  the  principal  point  of  attack; 
but  the  enemy  seeing  nis  main  attack  defeated,  rt^axed  in  his  attempt  ttcrt 
also.  The  Portuguese  divihion  of  Major-gen.  Hamilton,  in  every  instance. 
evinced  the  almost  steadiness  and  courage,  and  mancrnvred  eqaalHwrn 
with  the  British.  Brigadier-gen.  Harvey*s  Portuguese  brigade,  bi  longing  to 
Gen.  Cole*s  dirision,had  an  opportunity  of  distinguishing  itself  when  inaic^ 
ing  in  line  across  the  plain,  by  repulsing  with  the  utmost  steadiness  m  tkmrgt 
of  the  enemy  *8  cavalry.  It  is  impossible  to  enumerate  every  instance  of  disci- 
pline and  valour  shewn  on  this  severely  contested  day:  but  never  were  tronps 
that  more  valiantly  or  more  gloriously  maintained  the  honour  of  thrir  rtr 
speetivc  coulitrirs.l  have  not  been  able  to  pAlicvlarise  the  Spanish  dWisloaiy 
brigades,  or  regime ntK,  that  were  particularly  engaged,  because  I  am  not  M- 

S^naintcd  with  their  dcmtminations  or  names ;  but  1  have  great  pleaanre  Si^ 
aying,  that  their  behavionr  was  most  gallant  and  honourable ;  and  tbongk 
fiyim  the  superior  number  and  weight  of  the  memy*B  force,  that  part  of 
than  that  were  in  the  position  attacked  were  obliged^  cede  the  gronn^,  it 
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wn  afl«*r  a  gallant  mUta»^  and  they  coutinvcU  io  gpod  order  to  lappoi^ 
their  allies  ;  and,  I  doabt  not,  hie  excellency.  General  Blake  will  do  ample 
ittftice  on  thie  head,  hy  making  honourable  mention  of  the  deverviug.  The 
battle  commenced  at  nine  o^clock,  and  continued  wiH^vt  interruption  till 
two  in  the  afternoon,  when  the  enemy,  having  beeb-  driven  over  the  AU 
Imera,  for  the  remainder  of  the  <lay  there  waa  hat  cannonading  and  skirmivh- 
ing.  It  it  impoetihle  by  any  description  to  do  jastice  to  the  distinguished 
gallantry  of  the  tn>ops,  but  every  individual  most  nobly  did  his  duty,  and 
«#hich  will  be  well  proved  by  the  great  loss  wc  have  suffered/  though  re- 
pulsing  the  enemy ;  and  it  was  obierved  that  onr  dead,  particularly  the 
S7th  regiment,  were  lying  as  they  had  fought,  in  ranks,  and  every  wound 
was  in  the  front.  Tlie  honourable  M^jor-gcneral  William  Stewart  most 
paiticnlarly  distinguished  himielf,  and  conduced  much  te  the  honour  of  the 
day :  he  received  two  contusions,  but  would  not  quit  the  field.  Hajor- 
CMienil  the  boaoorable  G.  L.  Cole  is  also  entitled  to  every  praise ;  and  I 
Save  to  regret  being  deprived  for  some  time  of  his  services,  by  the  wound  he 
Ins  received.  The  honourable  Lieutraant-colonel  Abercrombie,  comaiandU 
ing  the  ^  brigade  9d  divisiea,  and  MajcMr  TEBtrange,  ai^t  regiuieiit«  dc- 
eerve  to  be  particularly  mentioned;  and  nothing  could  exceed  the  conduct 
and  gaUaati7  ^^  Colonel  Inglis,  at  the  head  of  his  regupent.  To  the  hea. 
M^jer-general  William  Lumley,  for  the  very  able  mamicr  is  which  he  op* 
posed  die  auaerons  cavalry  of  the  enemy,  and  foiled  kUa  in  his  ofajoct,  1 
jp  particularly  indebted.  To  Majoi^general  Homilton  who  commanded  oa 
V*  lefty  dnring  the  severe  attack  upon  our  right,  I  am  also  much  Indebted: 
and  the  Portuguese  brigade  of  Brigadier-generals  Fonseca  and  Archibald 
Campbell  deserve  to  be  wcatioacd.  To  Mtjor>general  Alten,  and  to  the 
esceUent  brigade  nader  his  orders,  I  have  much  praiae  to  give;  and  it  ia 
with  great  pleasure  I  assure  your  lordship,  that  the  good  and  gallant  con* 
doct  of  every  corpa,  and  of  every  person,  was  in  proportion  to  the  opporw 
^naity  that  oflfered  for  distinguishing  thcmselv^.  I  know  not  an  mi^ 
Vidual  who  has  not  dene  his  duty.  I  have,  I  fear,  to  regret  the  loea 
to  the  service  of  Coloucl  Collins,  commanding  a  Portugueie  brigade,  hie 
leg  having  been  carried  off  by  a  ranaen  shot.  He  is  an  oficcr  of  great 
merit ;  and  I  deeply  lament  the  death  of  Msjor-general  Houghton,  and  of 
those  two  promising  oiRcers,  Licutenant<colonel  Sir  William  Myers  and 
lieut.-eol.  Duckworth.  It  is  most  pleasing  to  me  to  inform  your  lordship, 
pot  only  of  the  8t<eady  sad  gallant  conduct  of  our  allies,  the  Spanish  troops, 
«nder  his  excellency  Gen.  Blake,  hut  ahie  to  assure  yon,  th«t  the  BMist  perfoct 
harmony  has  aahsisted  between  us  *,  and  that  General  Blake  not  only  con- 
iormed  in  all  things  to  the  general  line  proposed  by  yoar  lordship,  but  in 
|he  ditails,  and  in  whatsver  I  auggcsted  to  'his  excellency,  I  received  the 
most.  Immediate  and  c«irdial  assent  and  ciwoperation ;  and  nothing  waa 
onritted,  on  his  part,  to  ensure  the  success  of  onr  united  efforts  j  and  dur- 
hig  the  battle  he  most  essentially,  by  his  expei'ience,  knowledge,  and  seal, 
cMtriboted  to  its  fortunate  result.  His  excellency  the  Captain-general 
Castanos,  who  had  united  the  few  troops  he  had  in  a  state  to  be  brought 
{i^o  the  field  to  those  of  General  Blake,  and  placed  them  under  his  orders, 
-fli^Sted  personally  in  the  field  j  and  not  only  on  this,  but  on  all  occasions, 
1  an  much  indebted  to  General  Castanos,  who  is  ever  beforehand  in  giving 
irl^atever  can  be  beneficial  Xn  the  success  of  the  common  caose.  Though  I 
unfortunately  cannot  point  out  the  ccirps  or  many  of  the  individuals  of  the 
Spaniah  tro€qM,.that  difttingniehed  tbcmselvea,  yet  I  will  not  omit  to  men.

were  not  exaggerated,  and  yon  will  see  by  General  Gayan^s  letter  to  Mar- 
ahal  Souk,  that  in  killed  and  wounded  It  cannot  be  less  than  8oooflien;-~ 
left  dead  on  the  field  and  taken,  we  h^ve  the  knowledge  of  near  3000. 
GenemI  Gaxan  states  that  be  baa  more  than  4000  wounded  with  him  ;  980 
were  at  Almandralejo,  by  the  same  letters.  Gazan  sajrt,  many  have  died  on 
the  road,  and  which  we  know  most  have  been  the  case,  as  it  is  in  the  few  fint 
days  that  the  bad  cases  die  in  numbers,  and  a  precipitate  retreat  and  want  of 
convenient  carriage  must  increase .  tbe  nMrtality.  Thus  we  can  scarcely 
from  these  di^ta  at  less  thas  ^000  men.

As  I  imagine  that  it  Can 
only  be  the  ^th  corps  jprhich  is  at  Almares,  I  write  from  hence  to  the  Count 
4*£rlon,.  in  order  to.  induce  bim  to  hasten  his  march  and  to  join  yon. 
However,  as  it  is  also  possible  that  they  may  be  troops  belcmging  to  the 
army  of  the  centre,  commanded  by  General  D^Argmagnac,  1  write  to  him 
likewise,  in  order  thai  he  may  move  towards  you.  I  send  an  answer  to 
Captun  Lc  Ne^rmand,  to  intimate  to  him  that  he  should  correspond  with 
your  excellency,  H^or  D'Auhersac  having  rejoined  the  army ;  I  have  or- 
dered him  to  collect  a  large  convoy  of  provisions,  and  to  accompany,  it  to 
you,  that  it  may  the  more  securely  reach  yon.

My  LoB.D,>-Since  I  addressed  you  on  the  92d  instant,  I  have  received 
reports  that  Marshal  Soult  had  retired  to  Llenera;  and  the  3d  and  7tb 
divisions  hayinf  arrived  at  Canipo  Mayor,  1  have  given  directions  that 
Baduos  may  be  closely  invested  on  the  right  of  the  Guadiana  to-morrow, 
and  1  pro|>ote  forthwith  to  recommence  the  operations  of  the  siege.  I 
learn  from  Castile,  that  Marshal  Massena,  Generals  Junot,  Loisne,  and 
utbera,  had  set  out  for  France^  and  that  three  corps  d^armce,  the  2d,  dtb, 
and  stby  had  been  formed  into  sit  divisions,  still  called  the  army  of  Por* 
tagal,  having  for  its  commander  in  chief  Marshal  Marmont,  and  General 
Regnier  as  second  in  command.  Marshal  Sir  William  Beresfurd  reports  ^ 
that  the  greatest  number  of  the  officers  and  men  returned  missing,  in  the 
action  of  the  l6th  instant,  have  rejoined  their  regiqients .

DOWNDTG-STKCET,  JUNE  IS,  1811. 

A  dispaiehf  qfvhich  the  folUnring  is  an  extract,  has  been  this  day  rtreived  at 
Jjird  JJverpooVs  office,  addressed  to  his  lordship  by  Lord  Wellington,  date4 
Qfdnta  de  Gramicho^30th  May,  1811. 

We  invested  Badajos  on  the  ssth  instant,  on  the  right  of  the  Guadiana; 
and  the  ordnance  and  stores  for  the  siege  having  been  brought  forward,  we 
broke  ground  last  night.  The  enemy  have  retired  their  main  body  npon 
Ucrena,  and  hold  the  advanced  posts  of  their  cavalry  at  Usagre.  I  inclote 
the  copy  of  the  report  of  mijor-general  the  honourable  William  Lnmley,  of 
a  very  gallant  affair  of  the  cavalry  near  that  place,  on  the  95th.  The  Ma- 
jor-general  has  reported  that  he  received  very  great  assistance,  upon  this 
occaaion,  from  Major  Holmes,  of  the  3d  draproon  guards,  who  was  acting  in 
the  department  of  the  adjutant-general,  and  from  Lieutenant  Heathcote,  of 
the  royal  dragooos,wbo  was  acting  in  the  department  of  the  quarter- maateiw 
general,  as  well  as  Irom  tlM  officers  mentioned  in  hp  report. 

Camp  near  Vtagre,  two  a.  m.  May  96th,  1811. 

Sll^'^-As  will  have  been  stated  to  you  yesterday  verbally  by  the  officer  I 
sent  for  that  purpose,  J  have  the  honour  to  acquaint  yon,  that  having,  as  1 
before  reported,  driven  the  cnemy^s  rear  guard  from  Usagre,  I  occupied  that 
post  on  the  night  of  the  24th,  by  placing  the  Spanish  troops  in  front  of  the 
town,  with  their  tiradorrs  well  in  advance  towards  the  enemy,  and  the  For-  ' 
tugne*  and  British  cavalry ,with  the  four  six-pounders,  in  rear  of  the  place; 
a  small  brook,  hollow  and  deep  ravine,  and  narrow  defile,  being  qn  this  side 
of  tlie  town.  About  six  o^clock  yesterday  morning  it  was  reported  to  me 
that  the  enemy^s  cavalry  were  advancing  in  force,  and  that  there  was  na. 
son  to  believe  they  were  accompanied  by  artillery  and  infantry ;  conceiving 
reports  might  exaggerate  the  fact,  and  not  wishing  to  yield  the  post  to  in.  • 
lerior  nnmbers,  the  latb  light  dragoons   and  Colonel  Otw^y's  Portugnoc  . 
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Inrigade  of  cat  miry  were  ordered  to  crois  the  ravine  to  the  left  of  the  tow«, 
throufph  the  narrow  fords  and  paiset  which  had  heen  preriousljr  rcoiMi- 
nnitered,  and  BrifpMlier-general  3f  adden^t  bri^de  of  Portngocte  cavalry  in 
like  manner  to  the  right,  with  ordert  to  retire  by  the  same  passes,  if  neecs- 
aary.  The  heavy  brigade  of  British,  with  the  guns,  being  still  in  reserve 
behind  the  town.  Upon  the  nearer  approach  ot  the  enemy,  it  was  evident 
they  were  advancing  with  the  whole  of  their  cavalry,  and  five  or  six  heavy 
f;ans  (eigbt-pounders.)  This  being  ascertained,  and  upon*  opening  tbdr 
first  gon  the  line  was  ordered  to  retire,  which  they  did  slowly,  in  excellent 
order,  and  without  lens ;  the  Spanish  troops  filing  on  the  main  road 
throngh  the  town,  which  had  been  left  open  for  them.  A  smart  cannonade 
now  commenced  from  the  opposite  heights,  the  superiority  of  numbers  and 
weight  of  metal  decidedly  in  favour  of  the  enemy  ^  but  the  superior  skill 
and  well  directed  aim  of  Captain  Lefevre  and  his  corps,  with  only  four 
six-pounders,  was  most  pre-eminently  conspicuous.  The  enemy  now  com* 
mitted  a  n^ost  daring  attempt,  ojr  rather  an  error,  for  which  they  were  se- 
verely punished.  In  spite  of  two  of  our  guns,  which  bore  directly  for  a  few 
paces  on  the  road,  three  of  their  chosen  regiments,  4th,  <aoth,  and  9Gth, 
dashed  through  the  town,  and  fcu'm^d  rapidly  on  the  flank  of  the  ad  dragdom 
guards,  which  corps,  concealed  by  a  small  hill,  I  verily  believe  they  did  not 
see,  and  in  front  of  the  4tb  dragoon ;  themselves  presenting  two  fronts.  A 
charge  of  the  3d  dragoon  guards  was  at  this  moment  ordered  on  the  right, 
and  a  simultaneous  movement  of  the  4th  dragoons,  directed  most  judiciously 
by  Brigadier-igeneral  Lon*:,  at  the  same  moment  on  the  left,  where  I  had  re- 
quested him  to  remain,  decided  the  point.  The  enemy  wavered  before  our 
cavalry  reached  them;  but  almost  in  the  same  instant  they  were  over* 
turned  and  apparently  annihilated.  The  affair  took  place  s«»  n(>ar  the  brook 
and  bridge,  which  immediately  leads  into  the  town,  and  which  I  had  for- 
bid the  cavalry  to  enter,  that  it  was  impossible  for  them  to  pursue  \  it  is 
difficult  therefore  to  decide  upon  the  enemy^s  Ioks  \  man\'  severely  wounded 
escaped  through  the  town,  others  threw  themselves  oft  their  horses,  and 
escaped  over  the  brook  and  through  the  gardens  ;  but  besidrs  78  prisonerSi 
S9  lay  dead  on  the  spot ;  many  were  also  observed  lying  dead  on  the  bridga 
and  in  the  first  street  ;  and  a  perf^on  reports,  that  from  thirty  to  fifty  were 
sent  off  wounded  to  their  rear  on  horses  and  cars.  1  must  not  omit  to  statt 
that  a  portion  of  the  Count  de  Penne  Villamur^s  Spanish  cavalry  gallantly 
supported  the  charge  on  the  left  of  the  3d  dragotm  guards,  as  1  ain  informed 
jBrigadier-general  Madden^s  brigadie  did  on  the  ri^t  \  but  the  dust  canted 
by  the  charge  was  so  great,  1  was  pyself  unable  to  observe  on  that  flank. 
I  am  positively  assured,  from  the  report  of  the  prisoners,  that  the  enemy 
had  thirteen  regiments  of  cavali*y  in  the  field,  which,  though  not  exceeding 
from  two  hundred  to  three  hundred  men  each,  gave  them  so  great  a  sape- 
riority  over  the  force  under  ray  orders,  composed  of  three  nations,  many  of 
them  as  yet  but  little  known  to  each  other  in  cavalry  movements,  that  i 
feel  fully  justified  in  not  placing  a  deep  ravine  and  defile  in  my  rtar,  and 
attempting  to  defend  the  town,  which  is  only  defensible  by  infantry,  from 
as  attack  on  the  other  side.  I  have  the  peculiar  satisfaction  to  add,  tluil 
the  advantage  gained  has  been  almost  bloodless  on  our  part,  although  oc*- 
casionally  for  a  few  seconds,  of  necessity  exposed  to  the  range  of  artillery 
and  a  charge  made  against  a  corps  elite  of  the  enemy,  who,  on  thit  other 
hand,  visibly  suffered  firom  our  artillery,  in  addition  jlo  those  lost  in  thf 
charge.  I  feel  myself  under  the  highest  obligation  to  Bri|^dlcr-(mioral 
X'Ong,  for  his  zealous,  well  timed,  and  active  exertions  during  the  day,  as 
well  as  for  his  assistance  at  all  tiincf.  To  Brigadier-general  Loy,  cott' 
manding  the  Spanish  cavalry  (the  Count  de  Petine  Villamur  being  sick  at 
Villa  Franca,)  and  to  Brigadier-general  Madden,  commanding  the  Portu- 
guese division,  I  am  highly  indited  for  their  readiness  in  obeying,  and 
promptitude  in  executing  my  orders  \  to  ths  honourable  Colonel  De  Orey^ 
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ComiiaBdinf  the  British  brijuade  of  heary  ravalry,  and  to  Coloael  Ou 
Vfty»  commandia^  the  Portupiese  brigade,  both  tinder  the  ordcn  of 
ftrif^dier-geaeral  Long:;  to  Colouel  Lord  Edward  SoinefKt,  command- 
in;  the  4th  dragoons;  to  Colonel  Head,  comtnanding  the  13th  light  dm* 
gOOBt  'y  Up  Major  Weston,  romroanding  the  3d  dragoon  guards  (Sir  G.  Cal- 
cr^fl  being  sick  at  Villa  Tranca)  ;  and  to  Captain  Ixrfevre  of  the  royal  horM 
trtlllery,  my  very  be^t  thanks  are  due,  as  well  as  to  every  officer  and  soU 
dicr,  for  the  promptitude  and  stradiness  with  which  every,  even  retrograde, 
movement  was  perfonnnl  iu  the  face  of  a  !in|K'rior  enemy.     The  advantage 

Siacd  will  not  only  in  some  degree   lessen  (he  enemy ""s  snperior  cavalry, 
t  will,  I  trust,  still  further  tend  to  render  him  fearful  aiid  timid  in  all  his 
movemeilts.   .

LIFE  OF  LORD  PAGET. 

TftE  English  nobility,  and,  under  the  old  rcjjime,  the  French  nobilitv, 
have  always  stood  emiuently  forward  in  military  service.  In  Fraure,  indeeAy 
oirhere  titles  and  even  property  were  nothing,  and  court  favour  every  tliin^^ 
the  military  service  was  the  only  possible  means  of  distinction,  and  the  court 
and  people  had  a  concurrent  interest  in  keeping  up  a  spirit  of  chivalry,  and 
m  contempt  of  trade  among:st  the  nobles.  In  England,  a  spirit  of  liberty,  and 
of  the  coaraji^  always  connected  with  it,  have  always  supplied  tlir  place  of  the 
fiersonal  favour  of  a  despotic  sovereign  and  of  a  vain  court.  The  profession 
of  arms,  therefore,  has  always  held  its  due  place  amongst  us.  Nor  is  this 
national  estimatioiiof  the  service  the  least  of  those  circumstances  which  has 
rendered  onr  army  what  it  ia.  Look  at  the  armies  of  Spain  and  Portugal : 
the  court  and  government,  under  a  vitioas  administration,  suffered  their  ai^ 
anies  to  fall  ti|to  contempt,  and,  by  a  sure  and  necessary  result,  what  was  con- 
temned became  contemptible.  They  fell  to  the  rate  and  valne  at  which  they 
were  regarded.  Thej  tecame  an  army  of  livery  servants,  and  with  the  mo- 
rals, virtue,  and  teBie  of  honour,  which  suited  such  a  condition.  Of  so  much 
Consequence  is  the  national  estimation  of  the  soldiery  and  the  service.  I  do 
Bot  say  this  to  flatter  the  nobility ;  wlieu  I  say  nobility,  I  intend  only  th« 
'wealthier  part  of  our  gentry,  in  a  word  all  those,  who,  bavin?  a  plentiful  and 
independent  fortune,  have  no  other  inducement  to  enter  into  the  army  but  the 
liouour  and  estimation  of  the  service. 

Lord  Paget,  the  eldest  son  of  the  earl  of  UNbridcfe,  was  very  early  destined 
to  the  army.  He  received  his  education  at  Westminster  school.  Lord  Paget 
la  still  remembered  at  Westminster  with  pride,  and,  we  may  venture  to  say, 
ia  yearly  recorded  in  some  of  the  periodical  verse  exercises.  If  public  educa- 
tion wanted  any  further  recommeu<lati()n,  it  would  not  be  the  least  to  our 
mind,  that  the  force  of  example,  which  U  always  ticting  iu  a  public  school,  is 
mot  confined,  with  respect  to  its  objects,  to  the  limits  of  the  school.  Lord 
Paget,  at  the  head  of  his  cavalry  iu  Portugal,  is  still  considered  at  WestmiO- 
xninster  as  a  Westminster,  and  those  who  there  hear  of  his  deeds  kindle  t« 
emulate  the  glory  of  their  schoolfellow.  And  here  let  me  give  a  public  te** 
:fimonv  of  the  worth  of  one  of  the  most  venerable  men  of  his  day.  It  was  a 
public  and  national  loss  when  Dr.  Vincent  resigned  his  place  ef  head  mattet 
to  Westminster.  There  does  not  live  the  man,  who  so  fully  understood^  not 
Iperely  the  talent,  but  the  nature,  of  boys,  and  who  so  completely  posssteed 
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kimielf  of  their  minds,  and  framed  them  to  his  will.  To  the  accurscy  ofthm 
Bost  profound  learning  he  united  the  moat  warm  and  generous  natnrey  kind- 
ling, and  flaming  in  an  instant,  when  coming  in  contact  with  any  thing  thut 
was  great  and  good.  His  portly  figure,  his  sonorous  Toice,  whilst  pacing  the 
school  in  the  front  of  the  sitth  form,  and  thunder&ilg  forth  JEschylns  or 
I>emosthenes ;  the  genius  and  force  with  which  he  marked  and  amplified  any 
thing  that  deserred  it,  and  more  particularly  any  example  of  heroiam  or 
other  exemplary  virtue ;  the  sympathy  and  full  heart  and  eye  with  which  ho 
mrowed  OTer  the  heroes  of  Marathon  and  Platsea,— 4  say,  when  I  remembor 
this,  I  do  most  seriously  lament  that  my  children  cannot  huTc  the 
instructor  as  myself. 

Upon  leairing  Westminster  Lord  Paget  went  to  Christ  church,  Oxfor4» 
was  there  under  the  care  of  Dr.  Cjrril  Jackson,  a  man  of  whom  I  shall  tay 
nothing,  but  that  he  was  worthy  to  finish  what  Vincent  had  began.  LeuTing 
Christ  church,  he  entered  the  army,  and,  we  believe,  immediately  wentvOTer 
to  the  continent. 

Our  limits  will  not  permit  us  to  give  a  detailed  narrative  of  his  profveaa  •# 
a  subaltern.  His  nulitary  character  will  be  best  understood  by  giving  n  con- 
nected view  of  a  military  affair,  in  which  he  bore  a  distinguished  part,*- the 
retreat  from  Sahagun  in  1808,-— a  retreat  which  sealed  the  virtue  and  patri- 
otism of  sir  John  Moore  by  the  death  of  a  soldier,  and  in  the  glory  of  wklckv 
his  fellow  soldiers,  and  none  more  than  Lord  Paget,  may  claim  an  e^foal 
ahare.  Adversity,  say  the  Stoics,  tries  the  man)  and  retreat  is  the  adversity 
of  war,  and  the  conduct  of  it,  and  self-support  and  self-posscsaion  during  \X9 
trials,  may  be  well  said  to  prove  both  the  man  and  the  soldier. 

Sir  John  Moore,  having  made  bis  march  from  Lisbon  in  four  divisions, 
assembled  his  army  in  Salamanca,  November  83d,  1808.  He  had  reached 
Salamanca,  however,  only  to  find  that  there  was  no  other  reasonable  method 
of  proceeding,  but  to  remeasure  bis  march,  and  to  retreat  instantly  upon  Lis- 
bon. Sir  John,  according  to  a  Utter  of  instructions  from  Lord  Castlereagh, 
was  sent  to  act  as  auxiliary  to  the  Spanish  armies,  and  to  support  the  patriots. 
Now  let  us  see  what  was  the  conditiou  of  these  armies  and  patriots.  Sir  John 
himself  reached  Salamanca  on  the  I3th.  Ou  the  same  day,  the  13th,  he  re- 
ceived Intelligence  of  the  defeat  of  the  Count  de  Belvidere,  and  the  taking  of 
Burgos.  On  the  isth,  he  received  an  express  with  an  account  of  the  taking 
of  ValladoUd,  a  town  only  sixty  miles  north  ofihim.  On  the  l6th,  he  received 
intelligence  of  the  defeat  of  BUke.  On  the  27th,  he  was  informed  of  the  an- 
nihilated of  Castanos.  And  00  the  aath,  he  deemed  it  necessary  to  write  to 
.  jgeneral  Baird,  who  was  advancing  from  Corunna,  and  to  general  Hope,  who 
'  was  marching  up  to  him  by  a  circuitous  route,  in  the  neighbouibood  of 
Madrid,  that  he  found  it  necessary  to  order  an  immediate  retreat,  and  tKat 
they  would  take  their  measures  accordingly  ;  that  Baird  would  fiall  \jiMfk.  upon 
Corunna,  and  Hope  hasten  up  to  him  at  Salamanca. 
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Sir  John  now  only  delayed  at  Salamanca  till  general  Hope  should  come  npi 
Here  a  new  face  of  thfof*  apparently  started  np.  The  populace  at  Madrid 
|rat  on  an  air  of  resolution  and  self-devotion  which  excited  some  pew  hopes  of 
the  cause.  Mr.  Frere  aod  the  junta  likewise  concurred  in  a^  remonatrance 
a^^inst  Siir  John*s  proposed  retreat.  Sir  John,  therefore,  though  fully  per- 
suaded that  nothing  could  be  done,  deemed  that,  under  these  circnmataiicesy 
something  must  be  attempted.  He  accordingly  looked  around  him,  and  only 
one  possible  sennce  presented  itself.  Marshal  Soult  was  at  Saldanha,  in 
the  oetghboorhood  of  Leon.  By  a  march,  therelbre,  in  this  direction,  he 
inight  possibly  succeed  in  cutting  him  off,  or  at  any  rate  would  create  a 
diversion  in  favour  of  the  Spaniards  in  the  south,  by  drawing  the  enemy  from 
Madrid  to  the  aid  of  Soult.  He  resolved,  therefore,  npon  this  attempt;  and 
«n  the  13th  of  December^  coibmenced  hismarch  on  Saldaoha  with  this  pur- 
pose. On  the  14th,  his^  head  quarters  were  at  Alei^os.  On  the  i6th,  he 
reached  Toro,  only  eighty  miles  from  Saldanha.  On  the  17th,  he  remained 
at  Toro.  On  the  I8th,  he  moved  to  Castro  Novo.  On  the  19th,  he  continued 
his  march  on  Villa  Banda  and  Vandaras.  Ou  the  90th,  he  reached  Majorga^ 
where  he  was  joined  by  sir  David  Baird.  The  whole  army  was  now  united 
under  the  commander  in  chief,  and  consisted  of  23,000  infantry,  and  9,300 
cavalry.  Lord  Paget  had  here  a  brave  affair  with  a  detachment  of  the  enemy. 
The  bead-quarters  of  the  army,  as  has  been  above  said,  were  at  Majorgi^ 
^nt  the  cavalry  9nd  horse  artillery  were  advanced  to  Monastero  Melg^ 
Albaxa,  within  twelve  miles  of  Ssihagun.  Lord  Paget  obtained  information 
that  s  pvty  of  the  enemy*s  cavalry,  in  number  about  700,  were  posted  at 
Sahaguo,  and  resolved  to  make*  an  attempt  to  cut  them  off. 

The  weather,  according  to  the  season  of  the  year,  was  desperately  cold^ 
«nd  the  i^round  covered  with  deep  snow.  Lord  Paget,  however,  deemed  this 
circumstance  as  only  advantageous  to  his  enterprise.  His  lordship  begai^ 
his  march  at  two  o*clock  in  the  morning,  and  sent  general  Slade  with  ^e 
)0tbhv8*iurs  along  the  Coa  to  enter  the  town,  whilst  himself  proceeded  to- 
wards it  in  another  direction*  with  the  lOtli  dragoons  and  horse  artillery. 

His  lordship  approached  the  town  at  dawn  and  surprised  a  picqnet,  but 
two  or  three  men  escaped,  and  gave  the  alarm.  He  immediately  pushed  for- 
ward, and  discovered  the  enemy  formed  up  not  far  from  the  town.  The  two 
corps  manoeuvred  for  some  time,  each  endeavouring  to  gain  the  flank  of  its 
opponent.  At  first,  the  ground  was  unfrvourable  to  Lord  Paget,  and  psirtlr 
•ularly  from  the  situation  of  a  hollow.  His  lordship,  however,  by  hia  supe- 
rior dexterity,  surmounted  this  difficulty,  passed  the  hollow,  completely  ost- 
manoeuvred  the  enemy,  and  charged  them  at  a  fisvourable  moment;  t|ML 
French  having  wheeled  into  line,  and  then  mosjt  absurdly  halted  to  receive 
the  shock.  The  British  charge  overthrew  them  in  a  moment,  aod  dispersed 
them  in  every  direction.  Many  of  the  French  were  kiUed,  and  the  prisoners 
amounted  to  15>  includiog  two  UeutenaDt-coloiiels.  T|ie  Ion  of  the  British  wae 
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tnfiiiig*  Tlic  istli  rcpfiin^M'.r  of  l.uynars,  about  400  strong,  encountered  ia 
tJiis  action  negr  /on  Fit  nrh,  iinvl  surpassed  thcin  both  in  skill  and  intrtrpidity. 
On  the  followincf  day,  Dcrrmher  2 1st,  the  anny  moved  to  Saha^^un,  twelve 
miles  from  Saldaiiha,  \hv.  olijn  t  of  attack.  On  tbc  22d,  the  army  halted 
here,  as  wrll  to  rtrovrr  fn.m  it**  fHtijjues  as  t<>  make  tbc  preparation!  for 
attack.  Tlie  furre  of  S»>ult  was  ISOOO,  pofittd  bchiud  and  along  the  rirer 
Carrion.  Roinun-rs  army  wuh  at  some  distuncc  on  its  further  Bank.  Sir 
John,  on  th«*  23d,  tluicfore,  wrote  to  Roniana  to  prepare  for  the  nnited 
attack.  "  If  your  excellency  would  march  from  Mun^iiUa  either  direct  on 
Saldanha,  or  pass  the  river  a  little  above  it,  it  Mould  distract  the  attention  of 
the  enemy,  and  considerably  uid  my  attack.  I  move  by  the  dawn  to-moiro^ 
momiog.     You  of  course  will  move  by  the  same  time." 

<<  Such/'  as  we  have  had  occasion  to  relate  in  another  place,  <<  was  the  state 
of  thin^  with  sir  John  on  the  morning  of  the  2r>d  of  December  18«>8, — the 
hearts  of  the  army  and  of  its  brave  commander  beatins^  high  in  expectation 
of  a  brilliant  operation  on  the  following  morning.     Disappointment,  how- 
crer  almost  followed  instantly  npon  their  hopes.     The  disposition  fur  the 
attack  was  scarcely  ;iven  out,  before  messenger  followed  messenger  wkh  in* 
ielligence  of  the  advance  of  the  French  on  the  rear  and  Banks  of  the  British 
army,    li  was  learned  from  one,  that  Soult  had  been  very  strongly  reinforced. 
Information  was  rcceiired  in  the  next  moment  by  another,  that  the  Frencli 
corps,  which  was  marching  up  to  the  south,  had  been  halted  at  Salamaftca, 
and|  to  snm  up  all,  a  letter  was  received  express  from  Romana,  that  Buona- 
parte was  advancing  in  person  with  a  great  superiority  of  force  from  Madrid.** 
This  latter  intelligence  necessarily  determined  Sir  John.     The  march  for 
Carrion  was  countcrordercd,  and  immediate  preparations  made  for  retreat. 
This  accordingly  commenced  on  the  following  day,  December  94tb|  I8O89 
and  on  the  25th  the  whole  army  were  in  full  retreat  upon  Astorg^. 

This  retreat,  however,  was  not  commenced  and  entered  upon  in  the  baste 
and  confusion  which  has  liecn- stated.  The  line  of  its  direction  was  skilfully 
and  deliberately  arranged.  Tbe  river  Eslar  vias  in  front  of  the  army  on  its 
proposed' road,  and  tliv^yhad  to  begin  by  passing  it.  The  first  object,  there- 
fore,  was,  to  pass  it  without  interruption.  There  are  three  routes  acroaa  it  9 
the  first  is  by  Mausilla,  where  there  is  a  good  bridge ;  the  second  is  by  Valen- 
tia,  where  there  was  only  a  ferry*^  and  the  third  is  by  Castro  Gonsalo,  where 
there  is  also  a  bridge  •  this  last  road  leads  to  Bcnevepte.  It  was  imposaible 
to  go  by  Mansilla,  as  the  marquis  of  Rooiana^s  troops  were  there,  and  the 
country  was  ntmpletely  exhausted  by  them.  There  were  great  objections  to 
ihe  whole  army  attempting  the  passage  by  the  ferry  at  Valentia,  tht  river 
being  rapidly  increasing,  the  ford  deep,  the  boats  few,  and  the  country  alon^^ 
thai  route  not  aff'ording  a  sufficient  supply  of  food.  Ti  was  still,  howerery 
necessary  to  secure  Valentia,  in  order  to  stop  the  enemy.  To  adapt  the 
jncatnre  taken  to  both  states  of  things,  therefore,  sir  D.  Baird  was  directed 
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to  take  the  route  by  Valentim,  whilst  the  rest  of  the  mrmy  proceeded  fay.Gutra 

Gonsalo ;  thus  moreover  coveringf  the  iiia^^ines  at  Benerente  and 

The  army,  therefore,  proceeded  by  this  route,  and  on  the  26th  of 

•ir  David  Baird  reached  the  rirer  £slar,  passed  it  without  difficulty,  and  took 

post  at  Valentia. 

On  the  same  day,  the  s6th,  the  other  divisions  of  infantry,  under 
Eraser  and  Hope,  reached  Castro  Gonsalo-  Sir  John  Moore  followed 
the  reserve,  and  lord  Paf^et  closed  up  with  the  cavalry.  Buonaparte^s 
was  now  immediately  in  the  rear,  and  lord  Pa^t  fell  in  with  a  detachment  of 
them  (the  same  day)  at  Majorca.  His  lordship  immediately  ordered  coloBel 
Leigh,  with  two  squadrons  of  the  loth  hussars,  to  attack  thb  corps,  wkich 
had  halted  on  the  summit  of  a  steep  hill.  Colonel  Leigh  rode  briskly  tap  ^le 
bill,  but  on  approaching  the  top,  where  the  ground  was  rugged,  reiued  in  to 
refresh  his  horses,  though  exposed  to  a  severe  fire  from  the  enemy.  Haviaf 
recovered  their  breath,  he  charged  them  in  most  distinguished  style,  over- 
threw them  in  every  part,  and  took  about  a  hundred  prisoners. 

The  cavalry,  the  horse  artillery,  and  a  light  corps,  remained  on  the  night 
of  the  96th  at  Castro  Gonsalo,  and  the  divisions  under  generals  Hope  and 
Fraser  marched  to  Benevente.  On  the  27th,  the  rear-guard  followed  the  wmmit 
route.  A  general  order  was  here  (at  Benevente)  issued,  reproving  the  grow- 
ing indiscipline  of  the  army  on  its  march. 

On  the  march  from  Castro  Gonsalo  to  Benevente,  a  messenger  came  wp  to 
sir  John  with  the  intelligence,  that  th«  French  were  hastening  np  in  aU 
quarters.  He  had  passed  Buonaparte  and  his  army,  who  were  making  foicod 
marches  to  overtake  the  British. 

a 

There  are  two-jroads  to  Vigo,  the  one  by  Orense,  the  other  by  Attorga. 

The  one  by  Orense  is  the  shortest,  but  is  not  practicable  for  artillery,  nor  tmt 

any  species  of  waggon.     The  British  army  took  the  road  by  Astor§o,'aMl 

generals  Hope  and  Fraser  proceeded  on  the  S8th  on  this  road  to  La  Baniaaa. 

Orders  were  at  the  same  time  sent  to  sir  D.  Baird,  who  was  still  reposing  liia 

army  at  Valentia,  to  march  to  the  same  point. 

On  the  29th,  at  day  break,  sir  John  followed  the  divisions  of  generals  Fraser 
and  Hope  with  the  reserve,  lord  Paget  being  ordered  as  before  to  bring  up 
the  rear  with  the  cavalry.  Biit  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning,  before  hyi 
lordship  had  moved,  some  of  the  enemy^s  cavalry  were  observed  trying  a  ^brd 
near  the  bridge  which  had  been  blown  up,  and  presently  between  five  and 
six  hundred  of  the  imperial  guards  of  Buonaparte  plunged  into  the  river  and 
crossed  over.  They  were  immediately  opposed  by  the  British  picquets  under 
colonel  Otway,  and  being  reinforced  by  a  small  party  of  the  3a  dragoons^ 
the  colonel  charged  them  with  so  much  fury  that  the  front  squadron  broke 
through,  and  was  for  a  short  time  surround^  by  the  enemy's  rear  squadron 
wheeling  up.  They  extricated  themselves  by  charging  back  again  through 
the  .epemy.  Lord  Paget  now  galloped  up  with  a  small  part  of  the  rear  goanl, 
and  found  brigadier-general  Stuart,  at  the  head  of  the  picquets,  very  sharply 
engaged,  the  squadrons  ou  both  sides  sometimes  intermixing.  His  lordship 
was  desirous  of  drawing  the  enemy  farther  from  the  ford,  till  the  10th  hussart, 
who  were  farming  at  some  distance,  were  ready.    This  regiment  soon  arrived. 
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thf  y  could  elow,  howwer,  the  V\

On  tbeSItt  December,  «ir  Jubn  Mouie,  with  lord  Pa^t  and  Ihe  reacirw, 
novcd  un  fur  Cacabelok  and  Bcmimbre,  the  advanced  guard  and  maia  body 
baiiue  preceddl  (hem.  Sir  John  aitd  the  rraerre  mrhcd  Cacabeloa  in  Ibc 
cveoing,  and  the  cavalry  followed,  and  reached  it  al  pjidoight.  The  reaerre 
thcD  a^alu  proMcJed,  and  arrived  lh«  next  niorninE-,  January  ItL  at  Bcin- 
inbrr,  precisely  as  Ihe  preceding  divisions  were  marcliing  ofTto  Titia  Franca. 
Tlie  French,  ander  Sonll  and  Baanafiarte,  were  aow  «a  ct««  up  Ihat  ihcir 
palrolea  during  the  nifhl  fell  ia  with  our  cavalry  picqueti.  Our  picqucla 
did  Iheir  duly  with  equal  coorage  and  vii^lance,  reliring  slowly  ss  tbe  ennny 
advanced,  and  perfunninf  the  double  duty  of  a  guard  and  a  taeoBDoitennf 


The  French  force,  nnder  Saull  and  Bnouaparte,  juioed  al  Asloi^.  ll 
anaunted  to  70,000  men  ;  and  ulttu  corps  were  hourly  expected  up.  Tba 
T'CDch  emperor  bere  reviewed  this  immense  force,  and  detaching  Ihrea  laar- 
sbala  with  »  many  divisions  la  continae  the  pursuit  of  air  John,  he  binraetf 
balled  al  Atlorga  to  await  ibe  event. 

On  the  'Jd  JaDuary,  1809,  the  reserve  and  cavalry  moved  from  BcmiaVre 
lor  Tills  Franci.  A<  Ibe  lowu  (Beminibre)  was  fntl  ofalragglera  of  the  pa*. 
ceding  divlaiona,  tbe  general  left  colonct  Roe*  brbind,  wiib  tbe  sntb  regi- 
BCDl  and  a  anall  detachment -ef  cavalry,  lo  warn  Ihem  and  drive  Ibem  owt 
nf  Ibe  hou.g..  They  amounted  lo  nearly  a  thousand  in  number.  NeiAs 
thrcfiB,  nor  ilic  sight  of  Ihe  advanrini;  enemy,  couW  induce  tbe  greater  nam- 
V(  of  these  infnlnated  wrrfihcs  to  move  forward.  The  reBr-g^Dard  waa  at 
Vipftb  coHipctled  lu  march  and  lo  Irrve  them  10  their  fate.  The  eaemy  bow 
Mured  into  Ihe  town,  nndai  the  muit  alupid  now  saw  their  danj;''!,  Ibe  roaal 
wiii&llrdwilh  Ibese  unfortunate  pro|ilc,  men,  women,  and  children  Tb« 
Fmich  drapHin*.  galloping  Ihrougb  Ihe  long  line  of  Ihem,  slashed  Ihtm 
vilh  Iheii  Buoi'di  nerciluily  to  their  right  and  left,  and  *q  inientibla  <r«i« 
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the  greater  part  of  them  tbrough  liquor,  that  they  neither  made  reiltfattec 
mar  i^t  oal  of  the  way.  The  reserve  halted  at  Cacabelot,  hilt  the  cAftlbrf 
mdTanced  to  Villa  Franca.  It  was  here  found  that  some  tnen  of  the  preced- 
kkg  divisions  had  plundered  the  magaxines,  and  one  man  beinj^  detected  wttf 
executed  as  an  example.  And,  at  the  same  time,  to  impress  Upon  tht  tot* 
diert  the  consequences  of  their  indiscipline  and  leaving  their  corps,  soMe  td 
the  mangled  stragglers  were  led  and  shewn  through  the  ranks. 

On  the  3d  of  January,  before  the  reserve  moved  forwards  from  CacabefM, 
a  body  of  French  cavalry  crossed  a  river  in  their  front,  and  made  a  charge «« 
the  road  and  hill  on  the  95th,  who  had  advantageously  posted  themtikfm 
amongst  some  vineyards  to  receive  them.  The  enemy  were  repelled,  and 
another  body  of  them,  ou  the  other  side  of  the  river,  dispersed  by  the  artillery 
of  the  reserve.  Sir  John,  with  the  cavalry  and  reserve^  reached  Villa  Francft 
in  the  evening,  and  as  the  enemy  were  now  so  close,  sir  John  made  a  farther 
iii{^t*8  march  to  Herekes,  which  he  reached  by  midnight. 

On  the  morning  of  the  4th,  the  reserve  and  cavalry  proceeded  forwards 
for  Nagales.  Accounts  were  received  by  the  general  on  the  way  respect i*^ 
Vigo  and  Corunna.'  These  reports  determined  sir  John  to  direct  his  retreat 
upon  the  latter,  and  expresses  were  accordingly  sent  off  to  sir  Samuel  H o64 
that  he  would  send  round  the  transports  to  that  place.  Some  waggons,  wttll 
arms,  ammunition,  shoes,  and  stockings,  sent  from  Bngland  for  RooMina^s 
army,  were  here  met  on  their  way,  and  were  turned,  that  they  might  uot  fall 
into  the  enemy^s  hands.    The  repervl^  reached  Nogales  in  the  afternoon. 

On  the  morning  of  the  5th  of  January  the  reserve  left  Nogales  fur  LafO| 
the  enemy  entering  the  town  soon  after  the  rear  quitted  it.  The  rifle  corpL 
which  always  marched  with  the  reserve,  covered  the  rear,  and  was  engage* 
with  the  enemy  almost  without  intermission.  Some  carts,  with  dollars  totfte 
amount  of  30,000  pounds,  imp  ded  the  march.  The  general  ordered  them  (• 
be  rolled  down  a  preciplte  on  the  side  of  the  road,  and  in  five  minutes  after- 
wards the  advanced  guard  of  the  French  passed  the  place. 

The  line  of  retreat  led  over  a  hilf  in  front  of  the  town  and  bridge  of  Coa- 
itantino.  Sir  John  was  justly  apprehensive  that  the  column  might  be  greatly 
pressed  in  its  descent  by  the  advancing  cavalry  of  the  enemy.  In  order  to* 
cover  them,  therefore,  he  halted  the  rifle  5:orps  of  the  horse  artillery  In  m 
position  on  the  top  of  the  hill  which  commanded  the  whole  ascent.  Tb* 
enemy,  with  a  prudent  respect  to  this  position,  halted  their  own  column  be- 
hind another  hill,  and  suffered  our  reserve,  and  afterwards  the  rifle  Corps  mad 
artillery,  to  descend  the  Steep, unmolested.  Our  men,  however,  were  mi 
sooner  out  of  sight,  than  the  enemy  poured  down  the  hill  to\he  attack  of  ttsi 
liridge  and  banks,  Inrd  Paget  and  sir  John  Moore  took  an  immediate  poeitioA 
to  defend  it»  sir  John  on  the  top  of  a  bill  near  the  river,  and  lord  raget  te 
front  of  the  bridge.  The  enemy  made  repeated  attacks,  but  his  lordthi^ 
Biaiutaiued  the  bridge  till  night.  ^  He  was  then  ordered  to  move  forwards  for 
Lugo,  while  the  remainder  of  the  reserve  kept  under  arms  to  protect  hhsiL 
and  sliortly  afterwards  followed  him  on  the  road  to  Logo. 

On  the  following  day,  Jan.  6th,  the  army  bein^  at  Lugo,  a  general  order  wnm 
issued.  The  general  herein  lamented  the  increased  state  of  imiiscipline,  fo^ 
itction  was  hourly  expected.  The  army  would  uot  have  a  fair  chance  of  tec- 
cess  unless  the  oiiicers  exerted  tliemselvcs  to  restore  the  iM-st  order  thevieWes. 

The  enemy  appeared  about  noon  of  this  day,  but  nothing  occurred  of  anv 
moment ;  sir  John  broke  a  position,  and  anxiously  hoped  that  they  wimli 
give  him  battle. 

On  the  following  morning,  Jan.  7,  the  enemy  made  a  reconnoitering  iKaA 
•n  the  British  right  and  l^fl.  On  the  right  th  y  were  opposed  and fepcfle^ 
by  the  guards.  On  the  left  the  attack  was  received  by  general  Leith*s  brica0% 
consistiug  of  the  5 ist,  59th,  and  76th  regiments.  The  5 ist  rushed  forwards! 
with  charged  bayonets,  and  drove  the  enemy's  column  down  a  hill  in  their 
r*ar  in  most  gallant  style.  The  genend  concluded  from  this  affair  that  tbt 
enemy  intended  to  give  him  battle  ou  the  following  morning.    He  accordlagl|r 
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tnued  a  ^eneraV  order,  in  which  he  congratulated  his  troops  that  the  eneniy 
would  be  broB|pht  to  actios.  Do  not  throw  away  your  fire  at  the  enemy *t 
d(irmisher*s  merely  bepause  they  fire  at  you.  Reserve  your  fire  till  yoa  oail 
give  it  effect. 

On  the  foHowinjf  morning^,  Jan.  8th,  the  army  was  in  order  of  battle  and  of- 
fered it  to  the  enemy.  Three  divisions  of  the  French  army  were  now  in  front 
of  the  Eng^lish ;  their  force,  therefore,  was  greatly  superior,  but  the  general 
<ieemed  it  more  advantageous  to  iiR;ht  them  there  than  in  the  act  of  embark- 
ing. The  French,  however,  perhaps  for  the  contrary  reason,  remained  in  their 
position ;  the  frequent  encounters  %nth  lord  Paget^s  cavalry  and  the  rear  gnard. 
Lad  givqn  them  a  foretaste  of  what  they  had  to  expect.  « 

As  marshal  Soult  declined  the  offered  battle,  no  alternative  was  left  bnt  to 
continue  the  retreat.  It  was  out  of  all  question  to  attack,  being  upon  our 
post.  He  was  posted  upon  formidable  heights ;  he  could  be  compelled  to 
engage  only  as  suited  his  own  purpose ;  he  might  retire  when  he  pleased.  If 
the  attack  had  failed,  the  English  army  was  undone.  If  it  succeeded,  it  would 
only  have  given  time  during  the  duration  of  the  battle,  for  the  other  French 
corps  to  come  up,  and  effectually  to  have  cut  off  the  possibility  of  further 
letreat.  The  general,  therefore,  gave  orders  to  continue  the  retreat.  The 
different  brigades  accordingly  quitted  the  position  at  ten  o^clock  at  night. 

On  the  9th,  the  army  moved  to  Palmera  through  torrents  of  rain  and  the 
imoft  distressing  road.  They  halted  only  a  short  time,  and  thence  proceeded 
to  Betauzos,  which  they  gained  at  a  lateihour  in  the  night. 

Marshal  Soult  had  not  discovered  the  retreat  from  the  position  at  Lugo  till 
late  in  the  morning  of  the  9th.  He  then  put  his  cavalry  in  motion,  and  in 
the  evening  they  came  up  with  the  rear  as  it  was  moving  from  Palmera  for 
Betanzos.  Lord  Paget  took  up  a  position  with  the  reserve  and  elTectually 
checked  them  on  the  Betanzos  road. 

The  army  had  suffered  so  much  from  its  fatigue^,  bad  roads,  and  an  in- 
clement sky,  that  the  general  suffered  it  to  repose  at  Betanzos  on  the  loth. 
The  geiferal  issued  a  general  order  to  repress  the  irregularities  of  the  march. 
The  general  officers  were  ordered  to  see  their  divisions  and  brigades  properly 
formed  *,  to  draw  them  in  line  previously  to  the  march,  and  thence  wheel  them 
by  sections  into  the  column  of  march,  and  during  their  progress  to  preserve 
the  same  order. 

On  till' following  morning,  January  lith,  the  army  marched  from  Betan- 
zos for  Coi-unna,  their  last  day*s  journey.  Upon  leaving  Betanzos  the 
hridge  was  destroyed.  The  enemy,  in  attempting  to  prevent  it,  were  bravely 
repelled  by  the  23th  regiment.  Tlie  general  went  before  to  Corunna  to  view 
the  positions  and  mark  out  the  ground.  Upon  the  arrival  of  the  army  the 
|[uards  and  general  Frascr^s  brigade  were  quartered  in  the  city ;  general 
Hope^s  division  in  the  suburbs  •,  aud  lord  Paget,  with  the  reserve  at  £1  Buigo, 
near  the  bridges  of  the  Maro,  and  in  the  villages  on  the  St.  Jago  road. 

Thus,  with  a  most  admirable  degree  of  military  skill  and  patience,  on  the 
(kartof  the  lamented  sir  John  Moore,  and  with  a  spirit,  a  heroism,  and  an 
alertiitsB,  on  the  part  of  lord  Paget,  the  British  army  was  at  length  brought 
to  Corunna,  having  thus  made  a  retreat  through  nearly  three  hundred  milea 
of  the  most  difficult  country  in  Europe,  and  in  a  succession  of  mountaiiiay 
ditches,  nud  rivers,  in  daily  and  almost  hourly  contact  with  the  enemy ;  this 
enemy,  moreover,  composing  an  army  of  nearly  70,000  French,  whilst  that 
pf  the  British  fell  short  of  30,000.  In  all  this  long  interval  of  war,  and 
against  this  vast  superiority  of  the  enemy's  force,  the  English  had  Invart- 
ahly,the  advantage  iu  every  encounter  j  the  rear  guard  and  covering  cavalry 
^ei^e  never  broken,  and  the  main  army,  secure  behind  this  invincible  screen, 
|Mroceef&d  almost  unastiuiled  towards  their  ultimate  destination.  As  long  as 
ftlntiify  skill  is  understood  and  valued,  so  long  will  the  military  nmm^rot 
lord  Paget  be  united  with  that  of  Moore,  and  both  be  recorded  together  as 
llsfiog  conducted  and  successfully  concluded  the  must  masterly  retreat  oi| 
ii^erii  record.

LORD  WELLINGTON.

In  one  of  our  preceding  numbers  we  distributed  the  operations  of 
the  present  campaign  into  four  periods^-^lst, the  defensive  position 
of  Lord  Wellington  on  the  eastern  frontier  of  Portugal, — 2d,  his 
retreat  from  that  position  upon  the  advance  of  Massena, — 3d,  his 
defensive  entrenchments  at  Torres  Vedras, — and  4th,  his  pursuit 
of  Massena  upon  his  retreat  from  Santarem.  The  latter  period 
comprehends  the  battle  of  Fuentes  de  Honor,  and  the  consequent 
fall  of  Almeida  and  conclusion  of  operations  upon  the  northern 
line  of  the  Tagus. 

Of  the  two  former  of  these  periods  we  have  already  given  a  de* 
tailed  review.  Our  present  subject  is  the  position  of  Torres  Vedra^ 
its  military  strength,  and  the  character  and  distribution  of  the 
works.  The  event,  indeed,  is  the  simplest  and  most  satisfactory 
proof  of  its  excellence ;  but  it  is  a  matter  of  justice  to  Lord  Well- 
ington to  show  that  tbis  event  was  not  the  mere  result  of  chance, 
but  what  he  had  foreseen,  anticipated,  and  prepared.  The  best 
strength  of  Torres  Vedras  was  the  skill  with  which  the  ground 
was  taken  up  and  fortified.  Torres  Vedras  was  in  the  same  place» 
when  General  Junot,  in  1808,  was  in  Lisbon  with  18,000  men, 
and  Lord  Wellington,  on  his  way  to  Vimeira,  was  in  Mondego* 
bay  with  only  20,000,— Why,  therefore,  did  not  Junot  equally 
avail  himself  of  this  impregnable  cordon  ?  For.a  very  simple  rea- 
son,-- because  Junot,  although  having  it  immediately  under  his 
eyes,  being  within  the  reach  of  his  daily  ride  from  Lisbon,  did  not 
understand  its  advantages,  nor  foresee  its  possible  capability.  Th^ 
truth  is,  that  it  is  with  military  positions  as  the  philosophers  say  it 
is  with  happiness ;  and  the  Stoic  precept,  in  te  quod  petis,  may  be 
justly  applied  to  every  able  general.  It  is  more  in  the  commander 
than  in  the  ground.  Torres  Vedras,  perhaps,  would  have  been' 
less  insurmountable,  had  Lord  Wellington  been  in  the  fronts  aiid 
Massena  within  the  lines. 
'l^lfft  us  now,  however,  make  m  cursory  reconnoisaiice  of  ah  eii« 
trenciiment,  which  is  without  parallel  since  the  days  of  FrederiAli" 
and  which  would  not  sink  in  comparison  with  the  celebrated  lin'el" 
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xt  Schweidnitz,  la  which  that  illustrious  general  entrenched  hini* 
self  io  front  of  general  Loudon,  and^  by  the  mere  excellence  oThi^ 
potiitions,  led  off  his  most  inferior  army  in  front  of  the  conibmed 
Austrians  and  Russians  ;  and  those  armies,  moreover,  commanded 
by  the  ablest  general  in  Europe. 

Tliere  are  chiefly  two  considerations  with  respect  to  the  cha- 
racter of  this  position,— in  the  first  place,  the  nature  of  the  ground; 
and  secondly,  the  distribution  of  the  works  for  its  defence. 

With  respect  to  the  ground,  and  the  foresight  with  which  it  was 
taken  up,  I  conceive  it  an  act  of  justice  to  mention  what  I  myself 
heard  from  his  lordship.  In  the  month  of  January  or  February  of 
the  year  1809>  I  was  present  at  a  cursory  conversation,  it  was  not  9l 
debate,  acro«it  the  table  of  the  House,  in  which  he  declared  hi» 
decided  opinion^  that  Portugal  could  be  defended,  but  no(  on  the 
frontierm  The  defence,  said  he,  must  be  on  the  strong  ground 
about  Lisbon,  which  was  not  out  of  my  mind  in  the  Cintra  coq-» 
YentioQ  business.  I  do  not  profess  to  give  the  exact-words, 'but 
this  was  tht  substance,  and  it  has  since  frequently  recurred  to  me 
with  much  admiration. 

Of  the  ground  of  this  position  at  Torres  Vednts  the  following  is 
a  brief  character. 

Portugal,  taking  it  lengthways  from  north  to  south,  as  may  be 

seen  on  reference  to  the  maps,  is  crossed,  from  the  sea  on  the  west 

to  the  Spanish  frontier  on  the  east,  by  four  principal  river8,-*-the 

Douro,  the  Mondego,  the  Tagus,  and  the  Guadiana.  Of  the  rivens 

which  rise  in  the  mountains  on  the  eastern  frontier,  and,  descending 

thence,  intersect  the  province  of  Beira,the  pnncipM  is  theMondego* 

This  river  rises  near  Guarda,  and  thence  flows  by  a  north-westerly 

course  into  the  sea  past  Cpimbra.     The  valley  of  this  river,  both 

on  the  north  and  south  banks,  rises  very  rapidly  from  its  level  into 

ridges  of  mountains,  between  which,  therefore,  as  a  kind  of  broad 

ravine,  the  river  flown.    This  moiiutainous  ridge  on  the  north  bank 

continues  parallel 'to  the  course  of  the  Mondego  to  nearly  within 

the  neighbourhood  of  Coimbra,  but  there  turns  with  a  semicircu* 

lar  convex  betid,  and  thence  proceeds  down  the  province  of  Estr^ 

madura  towards  Lisbon,  and  thus  parallel  to  the  Tagus  on  the  Sat^ 

juid  to  the  sea  on  the  left.    This  chain,  throughout  the  greater 

fart  of  its  line,  prtserves  the  shape  of  a  ridge,  or  what  in.Kent  and 
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Surrey  is  valgarly  called  a  backbone;  but  in  the  vicinity  of  Torres 
Vedras  flattens  or  spreads  out  into  a  broader  tongue  of  rougb  and 
mountainous  surface,  and  in  which  the  heights  so  nearly  adjoin, 
that  all  the  roads  to  Lisbon  are  merely  passes  and  clefts  #f  the  hills. 
Amongst  this  ground  is  the  position  of  Torres  Vedras. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  enter  into  any  detail  with  respect  to  the 
natural  strength  of  such  ground*  The  chain  of  heights  extended 
from  the  sea  to  the  Tagus,  and  thus  constituted  the  base  of  a  tri- 
angle, of  which  Lisbon  was  the  vartex,  and  the  lines  of  the  sea 
and  the  Tagus  the  two  legs.  The  base,  therefore,  very  secartly 
covered  4ill  the  area  in  the  rear. 

The  natural  strength  of  this  position,  liowever,  would  hare 
wailed  but  little,  had  not  the  talent  and  science  of  the  engineer, 
under  the  dissecting  eye  of  tlie  general,  improved  and  enforced 
what  Nature  had  supplied.  The  united  abilities  ci  lieutenant- 
colonel  Fletcher  and  captain  Chapman  thus  rendered  impregna* 
ble  what  otherwise  would  have  been  only  difficult.  By  a  chain  of 
works,  mutually  supporting  each  other,  covering  every  possible 
pass  and  defile,  and  flanking  each  other,  they  succeeded  in  raising 
an  entrenchment,  which  will  be  remembered  after  the  mere  events 
of  the  day  shall  have  passed  away,  and  be  worthily  celebrated  by 
the  future  historian  of  the  war*  It  has  been  a  frequent  remark  of 
military  men,  that  the  art  of  defence  has  not  kopt  pace  with  that 
of  attack  ;  the  system  of  attack,  according  to  them,  being  so  cer- 
tain and  so  reducible  to  uniform  principles,  that  the  relative 
strength  of  the  assailant  and  defending  force  being  g^ven,  a  certain 
calculation  may  be  made  how  long  the  place  can  possible  hold 
«ut.  The  siege  of  Gibraltar,  and  the  lines  at  Torres  Vedras,  are 
perluips  the  only  two  instances  on  modem  record  of  impregnable 
positions  and  sufficient  defence. 

It  becomes  a  point  of  interest,  therefore,  to  examine  that  distri- 
bution of  the  works  by  which  this  result  has  been  obtained. 
Here,  however,  we  labour  under  a  difficulty  which  compelts  at! to 
be  less  explanatory  than  we  could  wish.  The  usual  official  drafts 
of  tlie  quarter  master  general's  office  are  before  us,  but  we  cannot, 
for  very  obvious  reasons,  enter  uron  them  in  toa  much  detail* 
The  readers  of  the  Chronicle  will,  perhaps,  feel  some  surprise^  whett 
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they  are  infor[ne4  that  the  ^Military  Chronicle  is  regularly  sent  .ta 
France;  in  what  manner  I  know  not,  but  the  fact  is  indubitable, 
a  certain  number  being  ordered  to  Folkstone  in  Kent  for  that  aiC* 
knowledged  purpose.  I  mention  this  circumstance  to  account  for  a 
reser?e  which  might  otherwise  appear  unnecessarily  fastidious. 

The  entrenchments  were  in  two  lines,  and  a  reserve  of  epanle* 
ments,  breast-works,  and  batteries  in  the  rear.  Both  of  the  liiief 
extended  from  the  sea  to  the  river  across  a  country  of  nearly  thirty 
miles.  The  passes  were  defended  by  redoubts  open  in  the  rear* 
The  first  line  comprehended  32  works,  about  100  pieces  of  cannou, 
and  10,000  infantry.  The  second  line  was  defended  by  65  works, 
15,000  infantry,  and  nearly  f  00  cannon.  The  following  ofiBcial 
detail  of  the  distribution  of  the  single  works  will  speak  at  onoa 
both  fuljy  and  intelligibly.

GENERAL  ORDER  FOR  THE  ARMY. 

Horse  Ouards,  July  90<A,  1811. 

His  royal  highness  the  Prince  Regent,  in  the  name  and  on  the  behalf  of  hit 
majesty,  has  been  pleased  to  direct  that  soldiers  shall  not  be  discharged  from 
the  army  except  in  consequence,  ist,  of  having  fulfilled  the  term  of  their  ea« 
gagement ;  3d,  of  having  become  unfit  for  service ;  or  3d,  of  having,  by  per- 
mission, provided  substitutes. 

In  cases  of  the  last  mentioned  description,  the  following  regulations  hirre 
been  established,  which  it  is  his  royal  highness  the  commander  in  chiers  com* 
mand  should  be  strictly  adhered  to  in  future. 

1.  Commanding  officers  of  corps,  by  whom  only  application  must  be  made* 
throughout  the  adjutant  general  for  the  discharge  of  soldiers,  are  to  be  par-- 
ticularly  diligent  and  circumspect  in  the  first  place,  in  ascertaining  the 
grounds  on  which  such  applications  are  founded,  and  are  to  detail  the  same 
for  the  commander  in  chief  ^s  consideration,  who  will  thereby  be  enabled  to 
decide  whether,  and  on  what  terms,  the  indulgence  is  to  be  granted.  These 
reports  are  invariably  to  include  a  statement  of  the  man*8  age  and  services, 
and  the  character  he  has  maintained  in  the  regiment,  in  addition  to  the  other 
circumstances  on  which  he  may  rest  his  claim  to  indulgence. 

9.  Commanding  officers  are  in  no  instance  to  sanction  or  encourage  any 
steps  being  taken  to  procure  substitutes,  until  the  commander  in  chief^e 
pleasure  shall  have  been  regularly  notified. 

3.  The  substitutes  are  in  every  case  to  be  provided  solely  by  the  friend*,  of 
the  party  applying  for  his  discb^rge^  and  no  interference  whatever  on  the 
part  of  the  regiment,  either  by  means  of  the  recruiting  parties  or  otherwise, 
is  to  be  permitted*  If  any  such  agency  be  discovered  to  have  taken  place, 
the  parties  concerned  will  be  punished,  and  the  commander  in  chief  *b  sane* 
tion  for  the  discharge  will  be  withdrawn. 

4.  No  soldier  is  to  receive  a  furlough  on  the  plea  of  assisting  to  provide 
substitutes  for  himself,  or  on  mny  other  account  connected  vith  his  diediarge. 
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•or  is  be  to  quit  the  quarters  of  bis  regiment  until  bis  substitutes  bave  been 
Unally  accepted.  Tbe  substitutes  must  be  provided  witb  as  little  delay  as 
possible,  and  if  tbey  shall  not  bare  joined  the  regiment  within  aix  montba 
After  the  date  of  the  commaBder  in  chief  *s  authority,  it  is  to  be  cooaidered 
It  cancelled,  which  must  also  invariably  be  the  case,  if  the  4;orp8  in  the  mean 
time  should  be  ordered  on  service. 

5.  Substitutes  are  not  to  be  received  above  S5  years  of  age,  or  under  tlie 
tegulated  standard,  nor  is  any  man  to  be  deemed  eligible  who  has  been  previ. 
Outly  in  the  service.  They  are  to  be  brought  to  the  bead  quarters  of  the  r«gi« 
inent  entirely  at  the  expense  of  the  soldier  or  his  friends,  and  to  renuun  tbere 
Me  month  before  they  are  finally  accepted  as  substitutes.  They  will,  however, 
be  subsisted  from  the  dates  of  their  attestations,  which  are  always  to  lake 
place  at  headquarters.  Every  soldier,  previous  to  his  discharge,  is  to  lodge 
in  tbe  hands  of  his  commanding  officer  a  certificate  from  bis  substitutes,  that 
they  have  no  unsettled  claim  on  bim  or  the  regiment  j  and  the  commanding 
oficeris  to  satisfy  himself  that  the  substitutes  are  either  fully  equipt  with 
necessaries,  or  that  a  proportion  of  their  bounty  adequate  to  that  purpose  is 
deposited  with  the  captain  or  oflicer  conunanding  the  troop  or  company  to 
which  he  may  be  attached. 

6.  Commanding  officers  are  required  to  be  very  strict  in  enforcing  the  due 
csecution  of  these  instructions,  and  to  be  particularly  careful  in  causing  them 
€o  be  fully  and  minutely  explained  to  the  men  under  their  orders,  so  that 
there  may  be  no  plea  for  deviations  or  irregularities  in  consequence  of  igne  • 
ranee  or  misconception,  and  that  each  individual  applying  for  his  discbarge  may 
fully  comprehend  the  risk  and  responsibility  be  thereby  takes  upon  himself. 

7.  To  prevent  an  unnecessary  multiplicity  of  correspondence,  applicatione 
ef  tbb  nature  from  coynioanding  officers  are  to  be  confined  to  stated  periods^ 
-And  are  to  be  made  only  00  the  j^st  day  of  each  month, 

8.  The  names  of  such  men  as  are  discharged  under  the  conditions  of  this 
order,  and  the  names  of  the  substitutes  provided  by  them,  are  to  be  inserted  ia 
the  proper  column,  on  the  back  of  the  monthly  return,  together  witb  the  data 
0f  the  commander  in  chief  *s  sanctionr  Qy  command  of  his  royal  highness 
^  commander  in  chief,  HAitRT  Calvert,.  Adj.  Qea.

Sir, — 1  think  the  remarks  of  T.  J.  on  military  education  are 
yery  just,  and  bis  idea  of  commanding  officers  asking  questions  of 
joung  officers  in  a  mild  familiar  way  is  very  plausible  and  very 
possible;  but  tbe  misfortune  is,  that  there  are  few  commanding^ 
officers  who  will  do  so ;  and  provided  there  were,  I  am  sorry  to 
•ay  that  the  generality  of  young  officers  do  not  seem  inclined  to 
aileiid  to  friendly  admonitions  of  that  kind*    On  entering  th^ 
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army,  the  idea  of  military  discipline  is  impressed  upon  tfieir  minda 
in  such  a  manuer  as  frequently  to  destroy  the  natural  inclination 
for  improviiig  themselves.  But  allowing  that  to  be  tl^e  case^ 
tome  sort  of  compulsion  should  be  used.  The  commanding  officer 
should  make  it  a  standing  order  for  all  young  officers  on  joining 
their  regiments  to  attend  the  major,  who  is  supposed  to  be  perfect 
master  of  field  duty,  two  or  three  times  a  week  after  morning 
parade,  and  to  be  by  him  questioned  respecting  their  knowledge 
of  field  duty  ;  and  after  two  years*  service,  the  subaltern  officera 
alternately  might  relieve  the  adjutant  at  the  drill,  who,  it  is  well 
known,  is  more  confined  than  any  other  officer,  and  is  the  wont 
paid  in  the  army.  The  commanding  officer  would  certainly  pre« 
vent  all  unqualified  subalterns  from  acting  as  adjutant  until  they 
were  fully  capable.  H.  H« 

PURCHASB  OF  DOLLAHS  AT  PORTSMOUTH. 

Sir,—* I  am  persuaded  that  you  will  not  object  to  the  postage  of 
a  letter  conveying  any  information  that  may  he  useful  to  the  gene- 
rality of  your  readers.     The  circumstance  I  wish  to  commuuicate 
is  this.     At  Portsmouth  and  the  Isle  of  Wight,  when  officers  arc 
about  to  embark  for  Portugal,  they  usually  contrive  to  lay  in  as 
many  Spanish  dollam  as  their  finances  will  permit ;  these  are  puF« 
chased  at  5s.  6d.  British,  though  they  pass  here  but  for  5s. ;  and 
at  Portsmouth,  the  Jews,  who  are  the  great  money  brokers,  are 
more  particularly  active  in  recommending  the  purchase  of  doub« 
1  oons  and  half  doubloons,  wkich,  being  gold,  are  much  more  easily 
carried.    This  seems  very  plausible,  and  they  are  consequently 
more  frequently  taken  than  dollars.  There  are  many  of  my  friends 
in  this  predicament ;  they  have  purchased  doubloons  at  16  Spa^ 
nish  dollars,  purchased  at  58^  6d.  each,  and  half  doubloons  at  8 
Spanish  dollars,  and  on  their  arrival  here  have  found  themselvea 
most  grossly  deceived  ;  the  edges  of  all  of  them  having  been  filed« 
0T  sweated  down  as  they  technically  express  it,  until  they  are  worth 
little  more  than  half  the  current  value;  they  are,  therefore,  alto* 
gether  impassable,  and  only  saleable  as  old  gold.     The  goldsmiths 
convince  you  of  this  by  cutting  them  before  you.     I  was  with  an 
officer  yesterday,  at  the  Casas  Cam  bio,  or  house  of  exchange 
jn  Lisbon,  and  it  was  not  without  great  difficulty  that  we  sold  some 
of  the  Portsmouth  half  doubloons^  purchased  at  £i  4s.  each,  fof 
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£\  78.  6d.  Villaiuies  of  this  kind  call  loudly  for  exposure.  Had 
I  the  name  of  the  person  from  whom  these  half  doubloons  were  pur^ 
thasedy  I  should  not  hesitate  to  mention  it,  and  add  my  owu  nam^ 
instead  of  my  initials.  It  will  be  sufficiently  obvious  to  yoii»  ho4 
advantageous  this  communication  may  be  to  those  of  your  reader! 
who  arc  embarking  for  Portugal.  Advise  them  not  to  risk  iU 
f>urchase  of  doubloons.  English  guineas  or  half  guineas  are  pis^ 
able  here  for  their  full  ralue,  but  no  other  English  coiu  that  I  am 
aware  of. — lAshan^  July  Ist^  1811.  J.  A.

OFFICEE8*   BENEFIT   FUND. 

Sir,— -The  humane  scheme  in  a  former  number  for  an  olEcera* 
benefit  fund>  suggested  by  captain  Roberts,  of  the  51st  foot,  must 
be  universally  approved.  In  furtherance  of  it,  I  beg  to  submit  to 
your  readers  the  plan  of  a  rate  of  subscription  proportioned  to  the 
pay  of  officers  in  both  cavalry  and  infantry  regiments*  The  rate  ia 
rather  higher  than  that  proposed  by  captain  Roberts  ;  but  when  it 
it  considered  that  a  captain  of  the  line  who  subscribes  to  this  fund 
twenty-five  years  will  not  have  paid  more  than  J^QB,  I  cannot  aee 
any  objections  that  can  be  met  with  :  a  less  rate  would  be  incom* 
petent  to-the  purpose  ;  for  if  we  reflect  how  numerous  must  be  the 
officers,  whose  necessities  will  induce  them  to  pay  the  thirty-nine 
years'  subscription,  in  order  to  receive  an  annual  benefit  from  the 
fund,  it  must  occur  to  us  that  the  interest  of  the  fund  will  be  far 
from  adequate  to  the  demands  upon  it,  even  after  the  subscriptiona 
remain  funded  and  accumulating  for  ten  years. 

At  present,  the  situation  of  an  officer,  who,  from  ill  health  cud 
inability  to  sustain  the  fatigues  of  his  profession,  finds  himself 
compelled  to  retire  from  the  army  without  perhaps  a  sufficiency  te 
obtain  the  necessaries  of  life,  ia  truly  miserable.  He  has  no  re- 
source to  look  forward  to,  except  charity,  which,  to  a  man  of  fine 
feelings,  and  accustomed  through  life  to  the  society  of  gentlemen^ 
is  a  painful  resource  indeed.  I  do  not  think  that  there  can  exist  a 
irtore  melancholy  object  than  an  old  officer  compelled  to  depend 
upon  others  for  comforts  with  which  his  country  has  fiuled  to  sup* 
^y  him,  perhaps  from  his  never  having  had  au  opportunity  of 
distinguishing  himself.  P— '

MARSHAL  NEY. 

FROM   THE    FRENCH    OF    OEKERAL   SARRAZIIT. 

General  Net  is  a  manilial  of  the  Freuch  empire,  and  duke  of 
£lchingen.  He  wu8  employed  in'  Portugal,  aud  distinguished 
liimself  in  the  command  of  the  6th  corps  during  the  retreat  from 
Santarem.  Ney  is  AtL  years  of  age;  his  height  is  5  feet  5  inches 
(French  measure) ;  he  is  well  made;  he  is  a  very  good  horsemen; 
he  is  remarkable  for  his  strength  aud  dexterity  in  all  bodily  exer» 
cises;  his  features,  though  regular,  are  deformed  by  extremely 
red  eyebrows  and  liair;  his  vivacity  and  courage  ate  depicte4  in  . 
his  countenance;  his  deportment  is  that  of  a  soldier;  lie  is  mi^ 
litary  in  his  person,  but  cold  in  his  manners* 

Marshal  Ney  enlisted  as  a  soldier  in  the  4th  regiment  of  hussars^ 
then  colonel-general.  Born  at  Saarlouis,  in  German  Lorraine,  he 
gave  the  preference  to  the  light  cavalry,  where  the  German  lan>» 
guage  alone  was  used  in  giving  the  word  of  command,  The4nar-i 
row  circumstances  of  his  parents  had  prevented  them  from  giving 
him  a  military  education;  he  formed  himself  in  his  regiment;  he 
was  successively  brigadier  and  quarter-master;  he  was  adjutant 
sub-officer  in  1792,  lieutenant  in  1793,  and  captain  in  1794.  He 
often  resorted  to  the  head-quarters  of  General  Kleber,  who  wa« 
much  pleased  with  his  deportment,  his  decided  manner,  and  his 
great  activity.  He  appointed  him  adjutant  general  in  chief  of 
squadron,  aud  employedbim  near  his  pers«>n  in  April  1794.  He 
«ent  him  on  various  commissions  as  a  partisaii,  in  whicii  Ney  ac« 
quitted  himself  with  success. 

In  1796,  Ney  was  employed  in  the  division  of  General  Colaud, 
with  the  army  of  the  Sambre  and  Meuse.  Ue  )iad  to  support  se- 
veral affairs  of  advanced  posts,  in  which  he  displayed  iiiuch  cou» 
rage.  Some  bold  enterprises  in  the  hussar  seivice  having  sue* 
c^ded,  he  trusted  too  much  to  iiis  good  fortune,  and  neglected 
that  prudence  wliich  insures  her  favours,  in  taking  security  against 
her  caprice. 

The  army  was  retreating.     Ney  was  traversing  the  plain  near,, 
Amberg,  when  General  Meeri'eldt,  at .  the  head  of  3,000  cavalry, 
overthrew  tlie  rear-guard,  and  made  a  shew  of  charging  the  infan« 
try  of  Ney.    The  latter  ordered,  a  halt,  formed  a  square,  and 
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appeared  determined  to  wiake  the  Austrian  cavalry  retreat.^ 
General  MeeWeldt  sarrouncled  the  troops  of  Ney  by  a  swarm  of 
sharpshooters  drawn  from  his  light  troops.  He  made  several 
charges  for  the  purpose  of  inducing  the  French  to  waste  liidr 
cartridges.  When-  he  perceived  their  fire  to  slacken,  he  charged 
'  with  his  heavy  es^falry;  the  square  was  broken;  in  the  wanntli  oF 
the  contest  they  were  all  cut  to  pieces  by  the  sabre,  or  beat  down 
by  the  horses.  Colonel  Deshays,  who  commanded  under  Ney 
these,  three  battalions  of  infiintry,  received  twenty-rtiree  woufids, 
of  f^ich  he  died  some  days  after.  He  was  an  officer  of  the  great- 
est merit.  It  was  never  understood  in  what  manner  Ney  found 
Tnean8  to  escape  from  this  skirmish.  He  succeeded  in  rejoining  & 
battalion  of  light  infantry  that  was  half  a  league  from  the  field  of 
battle,  at  the  head  of  a  defile. 

This  lesson,  however,  did  not  render  him  mofe  circumspecrf. 
In  1797,  anxious  to  testify  his  gratitude  to  the  directory  for  hav- 
ing been  appointed  general  of  brigade,  he  still  continued  to  run 
hirmself  into  danger  as  well  as  his  troops.  In  one  of  these  incon* 
siderate  attacks  he  fell  into  an  ambuscade,  was  repulsed,  and  com* 
pelled  to  fly  at  iiill  gallop :  his  horse  having  foundered  in  a  ditch, 
he  was  made  prisoner.  General  Hoche,  who  then  commanded 
the  army  of  the  Sambre  and  M euse,  and  who  was  an  admirer  of 
the  characteristic  impetuosity  of  Ney,  made  application  and  soon 
obtained  his  exchange.  He  was  appointed  general  of  division  ; 
but  deserved  rather  to  be  replaced  at  tlie  head  of  a  corps  of  par- 
tisans as  colonel  of  hussars. 

« 

After  having  fought  under  Massena  in  Switrerlaad,  Ney  wa» 
detached  to  the  Lower  Rhine  with  General  Lecotirbe.  Tu  a  strcrtlg 
reconnoitre,  where  he  exposed  himself  to 'danger  according  to  ctia* 
*tom,  he  lost  a  battalion  of  the  8th  demi-brigade  of  the  line.  The 
colonel  of  that  regiment,  and  the  general,  were  indebted  for  aafietjr 
only  to  the  fleetness  of  their  horses. 

In  180G  he  was  employed  in  the  left  of  the  army  of  the  Rhine. 
Ho  commanded  the  4th  division,  which  occupied  Wonm  and 
Frankenthal.  He  was  accompanied  by  a  young  lady  who  wat 
considered  as  his  wife.  She  enjoyed  that  title  for  three  ycwi* 
Her  birth,  her  fortune,  and  her  good  education,  were  much  ab6v« 
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the  hopei  of  Ney.  Buonaparte,  however,  proposed  to  him  a 
favourite  from  his  own  leraglio:  ambition  made  him  for^  the 
laws  of  honour. 

At  Moeskirk  and  Hohenlinden,  Ney  executed  bravely  the  orders 
of  General  Moreau.  After  the  peace  of  Luneville  he  was  ap- 
pointed inspector-general  of  cavalry.  The  appointment  was  not 
to  his  taste.  It  was  necessary  to  observe,  reduce  to  regularity, 
and,  as  it  were,  reorganise  corps,  which  had  been  fighting  for  ten 
years.  He  was,  therefore,  soon  after  appointed  minister  plenipoten^ 
tiary  to  Switzerland;  but  care  was  taken  to  give  him  a  secretary 
acquainted  widi  diplomacy.  Ney  had  only  solicited  that  ap- 
pointment from  the  consideration  of  the  salary  attached  tojt,  and 
the  presents  authorised  by  custom. 

Upon  the  formation  of  camps  on  the  coasts  of  the  channel,  Ney 
was  entrusted  with  the  command  of  that  at  Montreuil;  a  division 
«f  which  was  at  Etaples.  He  assiduously  applied  himself  to  com- 
plete his  own  educati<Hi;  he  acquainted  himself  with  all  the  detuls 
relative  to  the  infantry.  He  frequently  made  his  troops  manoeuvre 
.for  whole  da3rs  together.  The  officers  were  not,  however,  his 
dupes;  nor  did  they  tamely  Submit  to  such  rigour  of  exercise^; 
they  loudly  said,  *'  We  are  going  to  give  die  marshal  a  rehearsal 
«f  the  lesson  he  received  in  private  with  his  wooden  men.  He, 
doiibtless,  takes  us  for  men  of  tron.'*  Buonaparte  having  re- 
marked that  he  had  double  die  number  of  sick  of  the  other  corps, 
recommended  to  him  to  complete  himself  in  the  manoeuvres  night 
and  day  in  his  closet,  and  **  reasonably  well  with  his  troops.'* 

Ney  has  been  reproached  with  being  rude  to  his  inferiors.  On 
the  parade  one  day,  he  lavished  the  gross  epithet  of  **  blockhead** 
upon  Colonel  Laplane.  After  the  manoeuvres,  all  the  colonels  re- 
paired  to  the  marshal.  Ney,  expecting  them,  had  prepared  a  grami 
dinner,  and  invited  them  to  partake  of  it.  The  officers  considered 
this  invitation  as  an  order  and  obeyed,  except  Colonel  Laplane,  who 
took  leave  to  go  home  to  dine.  Nay  having  asked  the  reason  of 
his  refiisa],  that  officer  replied,  **  I  think  that  a  marshal  of  the 
French  empire  ought  not  to  receive' blockheads  at  his  table.'*  *^  As 
you  please,'*  replied  Ney,  very  much  mortified  at  the  lesson  that 
bad  been  given  him  in  presence  of  all  die  superior  o(Ecers  of  hU 
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corps.     I'he  inarblial,  however,  did  not  protit  by  this  saLotacy  and 
manly  reproof,  but  is  still  rude  aad  unpublished  in  his  maoneBa. 

He  set  out  with  his  troops  to  join  the  grand  army  in  Germany, 
and  in  1805  he  fought  the  battle  ef  Guntaburg.  It  ended  with 
his  gaining  that  position,  after  having  lost  the  choice  of  the  divi- 
siop  Malher.  Among  the  killed  was  Colonel  Gerard  Lacnee,  one 
of  the  late  aides*de-canip  of  Buonaparte,  who  had  dismissed  him 
for  his  marked  attachment  to  General  Moreau  during  his  trial. 
At  the  battle  of  Eldiingen,  of  which  Ney  is  duke,  in  partthus^  the 
French  were  beaten  during  the  whote  of  the  day.  Towards  the 
evening  of  the  14lii  October,  their  ni4sse  obliged  tlie  Austrians  to 
quit  the  tield  of  battle. 

After  the  ca|iitulation  of  Ulm,  Ney  fiiarched  against  the  Tyrol, 
but  met  with  little  ^esibtancr.  He  niu'le  his  entrance  into  In^* 
spruck  on  the  7th  of  November,  1806.  Ney  di<l  not  content 
himself  with  the  trifle  which  the  stutt^s  of  that  province  offered 
him  ;  but  required  a  sum  of  500,000  francs  for  his  own  pockety 
*'  under  pain  of  military  executioiw^  The  money  demanded  waa 
furnished  within  the  time  prescribed.  Buonaparte,  having  ob* 
tained  knowledge  of  it,  caused  the  paymaster  of  tlw  army  to 
draw  a  bill  of  exchange  u[>on  Ney  for  tiie  wliole  of  the  sum  which 
he  had  exacted ;  and  he  was  apprised,  that  he  must  either  pay  it 
at  sight,  or  relinquish  his  corps  and  return  to  France.*  His  choice 
was  soon  determined ;  he  paid  the  draft,  and  was  no  more  guilty  of 
the  folly  of  attempting  $uch  deep  strokes*  After  having  compeIle4 
the  Tyrol  to  submit,  he  proceeded  to  Carinthia, 

The  peace  of  Presburg  having  been  concluded,  Ney  returned 
to  Suabia.  Wlien  Buonaparte  wished  to  attack  Prussia, ,  the  (>th 
corps  marched  to  the  Lower  Maine  in  the  environs  of  Frankfort^ 
froni  which  it  set  out  a  few  days  ai'terwards  for  the  Upper  Mai{ie» 
between  Bamberg  and  Amberg.  This  movement  was  only  a  pres 
caution  to  support  Augereau's  corps,  which,  it  was  suppoued^ 
would  have  been  attacked  in  the  neighbourhood  of  WetxUur» 
where  it  was  cantoned.  At  the  battle  of  Jena,  Ney  fought  ii\  t^e 
right  wing  under  tbe  orders  of  General  Soult. 

Having  been  ordered  to  blockade  Magdeburg,  he  took  1 6,000 
prisoners  on  the  9th  November,  without  a  blow.   He  found  in  that 
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fortress  800  pieces  of  cannbn,  and  immense  magazines.  The  siiiu 
render,  under  these  circnmstances,  will  remain  an  indelible  stain 
on  the  Prussian  character,  for  the  pu»llanimous  ^conduct  of  the 
governor.  Count  de  KleisL 

Ney  was  engaged  at  Deppen  on  the  5th  of  Februarj'  1807. 
He  pursued  General  Lestocq,  who  retreated  in  good  order,  ftis 
arrival  at  the  villaee  of  Shenaditten,  on  the  right  of  the  Rusnan 
army,  alarmed  Beningsen,  who  resolved  to  retreat  behind  the 
Ph^I.  The  battle  of  Deppen,  on  the  6ih  of  June,  was  veiy 
bloody ;  Ney  showed  a  great  deal  of  obstinacy ;  he  owed  his  safety 
solely  to  the  methodical  sluggishness  of  the  Russians.  At  the 
battle  of  Fricdland,  Ney  took  possession  of  the  town,  after  having 
sustained  a  very  severe  loss.  Like  Buonaparte,  provided  he  snc- 
.  ceeds,  he  regards  not  the  sacrifice  of  his  troops,  but  marches  for- 
ward, though  destruction  be  inevitable. 

.  The  peace  of  Tilsit  having  given  Buonaparte  an  opportunity  of 
sending  troops  to  Spain,  General  Ney's  corps  was  appointed  to 
that  service.  His  first  operation  was  by  no  means  fortunate.  The 
nth  bulletin,  of  the  27th  November,  1808,  contains  a  severe  cen- 
sure of  his  dispositions,  even  in  the  ironical  excuse  which  is  made, 
for  him  :  **  The  Duke  of  Elchingeu,  who  was  at  Soria  on  the  23d, 
should  have  been  at  Agreda  on  the  23d ;  not  a  man  would  have 
escaped:  but  his  corpRj  Jinding  itself  too  fatiguedy  remained  at 
Soria  on  the  23d  and  24th.*'  It  is  certain  that  the  delay  of  General 
JVey  favoured  the  retreat  of  General  Castanos,  after  the  battle  of 
Tudela. 

The  conduct  of  Ney  in  Spain  is  not  worth  particular  detail. 
It  is  almost  enough  to  say,  that  he  exercises  the  same  rapacity  and 
indiscretion  as  in  Gennany.  His  vexatibus  and  tyrannical  con- 
duct has  made  him  detested  by  the  inhabitants.  He  was  the  de- 
vastator and  incendiary  of  Galicia  and  the  Asturias,  until  the  Mar- 
quis de  la  Romana,  in  1809,  succeeded  in  expelling  him  fiom 
these  kingdoms.  Ney  was  supported  by  the  same  troops  of  die 
line  as  at  the  battle  of  Friedland,  while  the  Spanish  general  com- 
manded  the  inhabitants  of  a  district  to  whom  he  was  totally  un- 
known. Ney  pillaged  the  rich  church  of  St.  James  of  Compoa- 
'  tella ;  and  caused  a  report  to  be  circulated  that  it  was  for  the  mUim 
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iBxy  ch^t  of  the  aimy ;  but  appropriated  it  to  hiii)self«  The  90U 
dien  munnured*  He  gave  tlietn  to  understand,  that  they  had  a 
tarte^&ncke  for  the  Tillage,  and  that  the  general  might  take  a 
church  for  his  share.  This  reasoning  procured  order,  and  peace 
was  restored  to  the  disaffected. 

Ney  it  only  ao  ordiniiry  general  of  division ;  he  has  no  laate  iar 
military  authors.  We  may  be  assured  that  he  has  never  wad  the 
five  volumes  of  a  ^'  treatise  on  the  great  operations  of  war,"  dedi« 
cated  to  him  by  Colonel  Jomini,  who  was  at  first  employed  on  hia 
ttaff,  and  is  at  present  with  Buonaparte.  We  may  well  de^nse 
the  man  who  was  hypocritical  enough  to  proclaim  as  the  h^n  of 
beneficence  that  very  Ney,  who,  since  he  was  brigadier  to  his  regi» 
meat,  in  1788,  up  to  this  very  moment,  has  known  no  other  bene* 
ficence  than  that  of  caning  the  hussars  of  his  squadron,  of  hi«  com«* 
pany,  or' his  regiment;  who,  during  the  war  of  Germany  and  of 
Spain,  was  only  occupied  in  pillage,  assassination,  and  burning ; 
4m4  this  is  the  man  whose  ridiculous  eulogy  disgraces  the  pen  of  a 
writer,  in  other  respects  not  without  merit^  Jomini  is  prudent 
X  enough  not  to  speak  of  the  talents  of  Ney.  He  is  compelled  to 
hunt  for  virtues  which  never  had  an  existence. 

Ney  baa  not  received  from  nature  that  genius  which  seises  the 
moment  of  attacking  his  enemy,  and  which  arrests  the  instant  of 
his  defeat.  Rash  to  the  la^t  degree,  he  would  throw  himself  into 
a  furnace  to  snatch  a  victory.  -With  an  opponent  of  skill  and  cool« 
ness,  Ney  will  be  always  beaten,  though  with  superior  forcea. 
There  is  great  room  for  astonishment  at  his  conduct  at  Busaco, 
where  be  neglected  to  support  the  attack  of  General  Simoiu 
While  we  agree  that  experience  and  coolness  are  advantages  in  a 
general,  rashuess  and  excess  must  be  defects. 


HISTORY  OF  THE  BRITISH  ARMY. 

THS  THIRD,  OR  NORTHUMBERLAND,  RBGIMBNT  OF  FOOT. 
The  history  of  the  fifth  regiaeat  Imvu ,  perhaps,  one  of  the  kfiflitett 
record!  of  British  valour.  4t  a  period  tike  this,  it  eanaot  he  aniBtere^tiag 
to  give  a  brief  accovat  of  a  rcf  iment,  whose  first  declaratton  as  a  body  waa 
the  msiotenance  and  support  of  that  glorious  reTolution  whieh  erentaally 
placied  the^  boase  of  Hanorer  upon  the  throne  of  Great  Britain.  To  the 
veAecting  iwad  it  wiU  be  matter  of  proud  exultation  to  leanH,  that  the  liata<» 
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Ml  direction  of  ma  Engliah  toldier**  laind  it  to  tapport  the  \xm%  of  bit  tom^ 
try,  to  ttaad  forward  in  the  defence  of  astioBsl  independence,  end  to  reject 
with  mnnly  icom  all  the  orerturet  of  dangerona  ambition.  On  thit  %nnaA 
the  5th  refiment  itood  g^Iorionsly  conspicaoai ,  when,  in  reply  to  (he  cermpt 
propotitioni  of  Jamei  the  lecoad,  it  had  the  tirtne  to  tay,  "  Wt  will  return 
to  our  Dative  country,  but  it  ihall  be  to  serve  a  better  king .^  It  accordinf  ly 
followed  the  fortnnet  and  contributed  to  the  succestet  of  WilKam  the  third. 

RaTing  that  been  a  spirited  part  of  the  means  by  which  William  sncceed' 
ed  in  rescuinf^  thit  country  from  the  bigotry,  pride,  and  ibily,  of  James  the 
tecond,  we  find  the  5th  regiment  stationed  in  England,  wtiilst  their  royal 
master  was  actively  employed  in  Ireland. 

To  enter  minutely  into  all  the  dlfTerent  scenes  of  action  wherein  a  regiment* 
that  has  uniformly  behaved  well,  may  have  given  superior  proofs  of  courage 
and  good  conduct,  would  exceed  our  pessible  limits.  We  shall,  therefore, 
content  ourselves  with  a  cursory  survey  of  these  particular  battles,  to  the 
success  of  which  the  fifth  regiment  of  foot  particularly  contributed. 

When  the  since  impregnable  rock  of  Gibraltar  first  became  an  object  oi 
political  importance  to  this  coontrj,  from  the  command  it  has  of  the  straits, 
the  Britfsh  cabinet  directed  the  boldest  of  its  exertions  against  the  Spaniards, 
in  that  quarter.  The  most  obstinate  resistance  was  made  on  the  part  of  the 
enemy ;  but,  nnable  to  withstand  one  of  the  most  daring  attempts  that  per- 
haps can  be  found  in  history,  the  garrison  was  driven  from  the  different 
points  of  defence,  and  the  place  was  taken  by  assault.  The  fifth  regiment 
aignalized  itself  on  this  memorable  occasion  j  having  previously  gained 
much  credit  and  reputation  when  it  covered  the  retreat  of  the  British  army, 
after  the  unfortunate  battle  of  Almanza.  On  the  latter  occasion,  the  captain 
of  another  corps,  which  had  been , repulsed  by  the  grenadiers  of  F'rance^  find- 
ing bis  efforts  to  rally  his  men  ineffectual,  posted  himself  with  the  grena- 
diers of  the  fifth  regiment,  and  was  killed  fighting  at  their  headf. 

During  the  German  war  this  valuable  corps  continued  to  acquire  fresH 
iaorcis,  and  was  singularly  fortune,  not  only  in  resisting  the  repeated  attacks 
of  a  large  body  of  French,  but  in  actually  forcing  five  battalions  of  their 
^enadiers  to  surrender,  after  having  reduced  the  whole  regiment  d*AquitaiM 
to  lay  down  its  arms.  Throughout  the  whole  of  our  unfortunate  conteat 
with  America,  it  was  the  peculiar  lot  of  the  ^fth  regiment  to  atand  princi- 
pally engaged  j  and  it  was  equally  fortunate  in  meriting  not  only  the  appro- 
bation, but  the  marked  distinction,  of  every  general  officer  under  whose 
command  it  fought.  In  no  instance,  however,  was  it  more  contpicaont  fbr 
fnllantry  than  at  the  battle  of  Bunker*8  hill.  During  that  unfortunate  bat 
well  fought  day,  the  conqueror  of  the  Mysore,  General  Harrit,  was  severely 
wounded  on  the  head,  whilst  he  led  on  the  grenadiers.  On  that  occntioa, 
Lord  ^wdun,  now  Earl  of  Hfoirt^  who  wm  Ikatenaat  of  the  company,  kept 
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up  the  ipirit  of  intrepidity  t\^at  bad  beea  evinced  by  his  disabled  captain^ 
%Bd  retired  with  the  remnant  of  his  brave  fullowers,  after  having  received  two 
•hotsthrott|^  his  cap.  lu  a  letter  written  to  Lord  Derby,  and  snbeeqomtly 
published,  General  Bur^ine  thus  expresses  himself :  *'  With  respect  to  the 
conduct  of  the  ftflh  on  this  memorable  occasion, — the  fifth  re|^ment  has  be- 
havedtl«ebest;«,and  suffered  most.'* 

It  cannat  be  irrelevant  to  our  prevent  purpose  to  Vitbhold  the  attcstioo  of 
the  reader  for  a  few  minutes,  whilst  we  state,  that  the  fifth  regiment  of  f^oi 
has  been  the  nursery  of  General  Harris,  General  Sir  William  Medows,  tke 
present  Earl  of  Moira,  General  Sir  Alured  Clarke,  and  his  ^race  the  Duke  of 
Northumberland,  who  commanded  it  seventeen  years.  When  this  worthy 
nobleman  retired  from  that  honourable  station,  on  account  of  severe  indUt- 
position  and  hereditary  illness,  he  wrote  a  very  affectionate  letter  to  the 
corps,  expressive  of  his  regret  at  leaving  them,  and  presented  them  witk  a 
pair  of  colours.  This  occurred  in  1785.  From  that  period,  until  after  the 
commencement  of  the  present  war,  ,the  fifth  was  destined  to  remain  and 
nearly  to  moulder  away  in  Canada.  Circumstauces,  however,  and  the  growing 
influence  of  the  French  in  the  West  Indies,  soon  rendered  it  necessary  to 
direct  our  attention  towards  our  colotiial  possessions ;  and  we  find,  that  the 
fiftA  regiment  was  not  only  called  into  active  service  in  that  part  of  the  i^lobe, 
but  early  distinguished  itself  by  the  gallantry  of  its  conduct.  It  fell  to  the 
lot  of  this  brave  body  of  men  to  be  the  only  battaliou  that  was  attached  to 
the  flank  companies  under  the  immediate  command  of  Sir  William  Medows  j 
and  it  was  their  fate  not  only  to  be  principally  engaged  with,  bnt  to  repulse 
a  considerable  force,  which  bad  been  landed  at  St.  Lucie,  by  the  French  ad- 
miral Count  d^Estaiug.  Sir  William  Medows  was  severely  wounded  in  the 
right  arm  J  but  having  drawn  up  his  little  phalanx  upon  the  heights  of  St. 
Vigie,  in  front  of  the  regimental  colours,  he  waved  his  sword  in  his  left  hand, 
and  emphatically  exclaimed,  *^  Soldiers,  as  long  as  yon  have  a  bayonet  to 
point  against  the  breast  of  an  enemy  defend  these  colours  !**  This  they  effec- 
tually accomplished,  and  secured  the  island  from  any  further  attack  on  the 
part  of  the  French.  Having  thus  once  more  manifested  its  antient  character 
for  intrepidity  and  discipline,  the  fifth  was  ordered  to  embai'k  for  Euro{>e* 
nQ|,  however,  without  having  suffered  considerably  by  the  ravages  of  the 
yellow  fever. 

It  is  here  necessary  to  remark,  that  when  Sir  William  Medows  was  pro. 
moted  from  the  fifth  regiment  to  be  colonel  of  the  89th,  his  grace  the  Dvke 
of  Northumberland  applied  personally  to  the  king  in  favour  of  General  Har« 
ris,  who  had  only  been  major  for  one  year,  for  the  vacant  lieutenant-colonelcy. 
This  deserving  and  illustrious  oflicer  was  originally  educated  at  Waolwidi 
academy,  and  was  a  cadet  upon  that  establishment.  He  obtained  from  that 
situation  a  lieutenancy  in  the  fifth,  and  rose  progressively  by  his  own  merit* 
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To  rcttii*  to  ouii  nailratitt.  Tlw  f  fth  was  iivlcried  •■  o»e  of  Ike  rt^itBittkf 
ftppolnf^d  to  rfceire  militianen  In  tlM  ejqfeditioii  to  Holland  in  1799.  I* 
fiid  not  aeeonpauy  Ike  ad^rimccd  jftflurt  of  tke  army  ifendfr  General  Sir  Ralpli 
Abercrombie ;  and  consequently  lost  a  florioiis  opportunity  of  addlnf^  lolW 
old  renown.  It  was,  however,  amply  indemnified,  by  being*  placed  nnder  fte 
immediate  command  of  priace  William  of  Gloucester,  and  by  bearing  a  Ttr^ 
coBspicaovM  part  diirinc:'tlie  action  of  the  19th  of  Norember,  when  LitntCB' 
ant-general  Sir  James  Murray  Pnlteney  made  a  saccessfnl  attack  npon  the 
strong  posts  of  the  entrenched  enemy  at  Oud-karspel,  and  of  which  sncb' 
lionourabte  mention  was  made  in  the  Duke  of  York*s  dispatckes.  They 
likewise  bore  a  conspirnouS  part  in  the  battles  that  afterwards  took  place  ;• 
and  tke  flank  companies,  which,  with  similar  detachments  from  other  corpt| 
formed  the  reserve  nnder  Colonel  Macdonald,  wsere  velry  actively  employed. 
The  grenadiers,  on  one  of  these  occasions,  behaved  so  well  that  they  wcra 
distinguished  by  the  particular  thanks  of  the  field  officer  who  comreaodedf 
them.  Nor  <)id  this  valuable  regiment  lose  any  of  its  wonted  vigour  and  resolu- 
tion when  our  pr  spects  cf  success  began  hourly  to  diminish  in  this  nnfortu- 
nate  attempt  to  push  our  first  triumphs  beyond  the  bounds  of  rational  expec- 
tation.  As  late  as  the  12th  uf  October,  the  fifth  regiment  of  foot  was  still  in 
front  of  the  enemy,  and  exhibited  such  proofs  of  <^ourage  and  perseverance, 
^hat  tho"  following  flattering  testimony  of  the  generahgood  conduct  of  both 
battalions  appeared  in  public  orders. 

<<  General  orders. — Prince  William  desires  Colonel  Bligh  and  the  first 
battalion  of  the  fifth  regiment  will  accept  his  thanks  for  the  gallant  mamier 
in  which  they  attacked  the  enemy ^  when  he  was  passing  the  canal  opposite 
to  Weakle,  and  Lieutenant-aolonels  Talbot  and  Lindsey,  of  the  second  bat- 
talion uf  the  fifth,  for  their  exertions  on  the  10th  October,  1799.** 

The  badge  of  the  fi^h  rcgiml^nt  is  St.  George  and  the  Dragon. 

The  motto, — ^Qus  fata  vocant. 

The  facings  are  a  gosling  green* 

Before  we  concUide  this  article,  it  cannot  be  thought  snperflnonv  to  mak# 
R9  observation  relative  to  tha  apparent  contradiction  which  is  manifeate^ 
between  the  actual  sitnation  in  the  line  of  the  fifHi  jregimcnt  with  regard  to 
the  sitth  ]  the  latter,  from  the  date  of  its  establishment,  appearing  to  be  n^ 
f>lder  regiment.  The  same  singular  circumstance  attends  the  fourth  or  king*f 
own  \  which  in  point  of  original  formation  is  junior  to  tke  fihh.  These  seettiA 
ing  contiradiotVotis  are  abtounted  for  in  the  IbUowing  tfnilner.  , 

When  the  r^menta  in  qytestion  were  flrsf  ndsed,  tliey  were  not  piai^tinik^ 
tlw  Britisfi  ettaMiabmcat,  but  sent  i>y  Janet  the  aeooaA  fbrtli#v*TtM  of  tl£ 
States  General.  On  the  abdication  of  that  iaoiiarcli»  tod  thsf  s«bttq««ent 
clfction  of  William  priace  of  Oraoge  by  tke  m^rity  of  the  British  nation, 
t^  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth,  were  nnmbcred  and  takMi  ii^o  the  line,  necor^ 
f  OL.  lU  NO  19.

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§■1^  Co  tke  periods  at  which  ihty  landed  from  Holland.  <  Thns,  for  hittaacp 
the  fourth,  which  had  been  oviginally  raised  qfitr  the  fifth,  arriTcd  in  Esf-^ 
Und  beftre  tliat  corpa,  and  took  pye<!edettct ;  the  sixth,  which  had  been  levied 
before  the  fifth,  returned  to  its  natiTe  country  at  a  later  period  than  either^ 
and  was  conseiiaently  placed  according  to  that  date.  When  the  Scotch  brt- 
gade  was  restored  to  England  by  the  Dutch,  a  claim  was  made  upon  the  same 
ground,  and  the  fifth  regiment  was  stated  as  a  case  in  point.  But  neither  the 
Scotch  nor  the  Irish  brigades  have  hitherto  succeeded  in  their  applications- 
to  be  placed  in  the  line. 

The  fifth  regiment  was  originally  raised  in  1674.  It  has  been  successively 
commanded  by  the  following  colonels-:  James  viscount  Clare,  John  Fenwick^ 
hart.,  Henry  Wisely,  Thomas  Monk,  Thomas  Tolamache,  Edward  Lloy4^ 
ThonMS  Fairing  Thoraaa  Pearce,  John  Cope,  Alexander  Irwine,  K.  B^ 
George  Whttefoord,  Lord  George  Bentinck,  Studholme  Hodgson,  Hugh  car^ 
Percy,  the  honourable  Edward  Stopford^  Alnvcd  Clarke,  K.  B.

ITINERARY    FROM    GRANAITA    TO    MALAGA. 

We  left  Granada  in  the  afternoon  of  the  8th  of  March,  1809V 
iu  couth)  uation  of  our  journey  to  Malaga.  From  Granada  t» 
Mala^  is  66  English  miles.  The  road  is  as  follows ;  From  Gra- 
nada  to  Alhama  ^  miles, — to  Velez  Malaga  i20, — ^to  Malaga  SO  ; 
total  65  miles. 

After  crossino^  the  Genii,  upon  leaving  Granada,  the  road  conti* 
nued  a  very  fertile  and  beautiful  plain,  which  smiled  in  all  the 
freshness  of  an  English  May.     Nothing,  as  I  have  repeatedly  said^ 
iVdii  be  more  picturestjue  and  beautiful  than  the  interior  country  or 
Spain.     A  traveller  of  any  fancy  cannot  help  amusing  himself 
with  the  fairy  dreams  as  he  passes  through  these  lovely  vales  and 
summer  fields.     Perhaps  the  provei^b, — to  build  eastles  in  Spain^ 
owed  its  origin  to  something  of  this  kind.     The  country  is  some-^ 
tUnes  like  a 'park.     How  delightfully,  thought  I,  might  an  Eng. 
libhman  of  small  fortune  cultivate  a  small  estate  in  a  country  like 
thiff.     About  seven  pounds  per  acre  is  the  purchase  of  agricultural 
l^d  at  a  distance  from  cities  and  towns,  and  the  land  wants  no- 
thing but  that  ordinary  skill  which  every  one  possesses  in  England^* 
to  reward  the  husbandman'  thirtyfold. 

About  sunset  we  came  to  a  deep  valley,  into  which  we' descend- 
/  eS,  and  crossed  the  Cazin,  a  clear  and  rapid  stream,  near  a  smalT 
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Ullage  of  the  same  name.  The  steep  ascent  fip  the  opposite  side 
of  the  valley  is  nearly  half  a  league.  The  road  thence  passes 
tbcongh  a  deep  cleft  in  the  rocks  to  the  town  of  Alhama. 

Even  by  the  light  of  the  stars  it  was  easy  to  dtscsrn  the  roman- 
tic situation  of  the  town  as  we  wound  up  the  hi4],  and  the  ensuing 
imoming  enabled  mc  to  survey  it  more  particularly.  It  is  seated 
chiefly  on  a  rocky  height,  elevated  more  than  three  hundred  feet 
above  Jthe  le¥ei4>fa  small  stream  which  flows  in  the  valley  beneath, 
and  i»  hese  called  the  Tajo»  or  river  of  Alhama.  The  view  from 
that  part  «f  the  town  overhanging  the  stream  is  particularly  beau- 
liful.  The  vsck  is  here  nearly  perpendicular,  and  we  see  beneath 
Aur  feet^t  fhaming  jralley,  bordered  on  each  side  by  steep  and 
Eomantic  ^liffa^  the  stunmits  and  hollows  of  which  are  x^oyered 
with  trees.  Ax  ihe  bottom  are  several  mills  ^turned  sound  by  the 
rushing  stream,  and  at  the  disliauce  of  two  miles  lower  down  to 
^  left  jffi  discern  a  jxicky  glen,  through  which  foams  a  mountain 
current,  &nd  falls  into  the  river  Alhama. 

Alliam^  is  a  town,  i^hich,  at  one  period  of  the  Spanish  history, 
s;varmed  with  inbajbi^ints^  it  is  still  a  very  considerable  place,  and 
has  a  Mooriiftb^Qjfistle  in  ruins,  ll  is  really  Astonishing,  how  much 
more  artificially  jond  substantially  tlmt  i>eople  built  their  cities 
whilst  in  Spain  i»  ^hat  they  baye  builded  them  in  Afiica.  In 
Africa  they  lare  .barbarians,  in  Spain  they  had  all  the  arts  .of  li£e^ 
edegance,  and  eyen.  luM^ry .  So  much  is  it  the  power  of  fortune  to 
.^eQTH^  a  j)eopl^ 

On  ,the  f^Jlowing  morning,  March  .9th,  we  leil  Alhama  and  con- 
tinued foni^rards  for  Velez  Malaga,  i^  .distance  of  twenty  miles. 
The  road  is  >vretc)ied,  being .  rough*  [and  having  no  labour  em- 
ployed upon  it.  Tiie  country,  hpwever,  vied  in  beauty  with  any 
spene  we  had  yet  seen.  Oil  the  left  was  a  ridge  of  mountains 
called  the  Sierra  Tereda.  Thfi  rpad  itself  passed  through  a  lovely 
plain  tk^kiy  set  with  oaks.  Twelve  miles  from  Alhama  we; 
reached  the  pass  of  Zafar^ga,  between  high  mountains.  The  road 
Vfos  now  so  rough  as  to  be  scarcely  passable,  but  as  we  descended 
and  approached  the  town  of  Velez  Malaga,  the  country  again  ben. 
cam^  beautiful ;  tfae  road  leading  amidst  gardens  of  orauges  and 
ki^on  treesj  clo|e  upon  the  bank  of  the  small  river  V^tez,    Nearcu^ 
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Ibe  town  are  Unig  aveuue«  of  trees  bordering  the  road,  tbroagli 
vhicl)  we  first  discover  a  white  tower  on  the  sommit  of  the  hill* 
Proceeding  a  little  farther  the  wliole  town  is  discovered,  pleeaaDtix 
tita^ted  on  tine  side  of  a  bill  fronting  the  west. 

Yelez  Mttla^  waa  the  Menoba  of  the  Romans ;  it  ia  «  yepf 
considerable  town,  and  very  romantically  situated.  The  Moon, 
indeed,  have  displayed  great  taste  in  the  site  of  their  towns  micl 
castles.  No  one  can  have  an  adequate  idea  of  what  these  people 
once  were,  until  tliey  have  seen  the  remaina  of  them  in  the  king-^ 
dom  of  Granada.  They  were  formerly  a  warlike,  rich,  and  lnta<« 
riaus  people.  They  dre  now  a  nation  of  gipsies  and  robbers,  bamt 
up  in  the  sands  of  Africa.  They  still  remember  Ghranada  tn  their 
daily  prayers,  and  supplicate  Mahomet  to  restore  them  to  the  gMr* 
den  of  the  world.  They  remind  me  of  that  beautiful  passage  m 
oar  scripturea,  '*  By  the  waters  of  Babylon  they  sat  down  and 
w^,  when  they  remembered  thee,  O  Sion.*'  We  remained  at 
•  Velez  for  the  night. 

On  the  following  morning,  the  10th  of  MarMi  1809,  w«  left 
Veles  Malaga  for  Malaga,  intending  to  raaeh  it  in  goaddme. 
The  country  through  which  the  road  passed  was  highly  cnltivateda 
«iid  admirably  well  watered.  After  so«ie  time  we  passed  o>f<er  the 
iMd  of  the  small  river  Velez,  bordered  on  each  side  by  iofly  whitfr 
poplars.  About  four  miles  forward,  we  came  in  sight  of  the  eea. 
Our  road  led  directly  down  to  if,  and  then  turning  la  the  right 
continued  along  the  shore  nearly  to  Malaga.  The  water  waa 
smooth,  and  instead  of  dark  forests  and  rugged  ridges,  I  beheld 
fishermen  dragging  their  nets,  small  barks  at  anchor,  and  farther 
out  the  distant  white  sails  of  vessels,  which,  although  going  with  ai 
fHfourable  breeze,  scarcely  seemed  to  move  along  the  horijron* 
liere  and  there  on  the  right  were  plantations  of  tfie  sugar  cane. 
By  degrees  we  leit  the  shore,  and  ascended  a  rising  ground,  which 
projected  so  far  into  the  water  as  to  veiider  it  tedious  to  fo  rovnd 
it.  Martello  towem  stood  as  telegraphs  Awn  hei^ght  to  heigliC  siR 
along  the  coast.  As  we  approach  Malaga,  the  first  olijeets  wlli^h 
-are  seen  are  the  ruins  <^  some  old  Moorish  towers  on  a  hill  %h  the 
eofit  of  the  town,  and  the  cathedral  rising  above  all  the  other  brtld« 
%%g#.    The  Mole,  the  shipping  which  it  sl^kets^  th^  new  custom* 
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honse,  and  thr  Alameda  or  public  walk,  adorned  with  ao  «legaal 

foantaia,  and  planted  with  trees*  are  next  seen  in  tacceanaOf 

We  then  entered  the  town,  and  took  up  oar  reildecM:^  at  theliotcl 

of  the  Four  Nations,  where  we  found  «mne  English  gentlenMou 

We  remained  at  Malaga  about  five  days ;  after  which  we  paased 
to  Gibraltar. 

Such  was  our  itinerary  from  England  to  Lisbon,*-4beuce  to 
£lvas,-*thence  to  Seri lie,— thence  to  Granada,-*-theiioe  to  Mal«» 
gai  and  thence  to  Gibraltar,

ECONOMY    09   THE   ARMT* 

Sir, — I  observed  in  the  index  of  your  Military  Chronicle  for 
June  a  letter  from  a  correspondent  on  the  clothing  of  the  army ; 
and  though'  on  reference  to  it  I  found  much  good  argument  and 
reason  displayed,  I  was  somewhat  mortified  that  it  did  not  go  far* 
ther  into  the  subject.

OEITEBAL   ANSTRUTHBB* 

General  Austruther  was  the    eldest  son   of  Sir  Rebeit  Aa» 
atruthf  rv  of  Balcaskitt,   in  Fifeshtre,  Scotland^       After  pasMOg 
through  Westminster  school  with  much  credit,  he  wia  seot  to 
Strasburs^  to  study  the  principles  of  that  profession,  of  which  he 
iiilerwards  became  ao  distinguished  an  ornament.    Whatever  mmf 
be  the  profession,  first  principles  are  an  indispensabh^  requisite  $  inid 
in  his  life  this  ia  amply  deraonstmtive.     Having  acquired  a  pfM^ 
fessioual  knowledge  of  the  military  science,  and  attained  great 
perfection  in  the  French  language,  he  proceeded  to  Boet6n,  witb 
a  view  of  becoming  ^quainted  with  the  tactics  of  the  great  Ffe» 
derick,  and  of  making  himself  master  of  the  manoeuvres  and  Ibdttii* 
aistratiou  of  a  large  armyk     By  his  residence  in  Prussia  he  bad  also 
an  opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  German  lan^ 
guagcs  of  which  he  made  himself  perfect  master^     On  his  return 
to  England,  he  obtained  H  commission  in  the  third  regiment  0I* 
foot  guards,  in  which  he  held  the  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel  at 
•tlie  time  of  his  death.     After  eerving  during  the  whole  of  Hit 
campaign  in  Flanders,  at  the  commencement  of  the  revolutionary 
war,  he  obtained  permission  fVom  the  court  of  Vienna  to  be  attached 
to  the  Austriaa  army  in  Germany,  whether  he  repaired  in  the 
spring  of  179^-     The  dispatches  whieh  he  wrote  in  the  autumn  of 
jthat  year,  giving  an  account  of.  tlie  operations  of  the  Ait:hduke 
Charles,  are  perfect  models  of  military  compositioUk     In  17999  he.  ^ 
was  appointed  deputy  quartermaster  geneml  to  the  expedition 
sent  to  Holland;  and,  in  1801,  he  accompanied  his  gallant  coud»' 
tryman.  Sir  Ralph  Abercrombie,  in  the  expedition  to  Egypt^  ts 
adjtttaut^geneml.     His  exertions,  during  the  whole  of  the  Egjrpo 
tian  campaign,  will  long  be  remembered  by  his  surviving  tompa*' 
tiions  in  arms ;  and  were  mentioned  in  the  dispatchea  of  Sir  Ralph 
Abercrombie  and  Lord  Hutchinson  with  no  comnoff  degree  of 
praise.     On  his  return  to  Britain  he  was  made  deptoty  quarter* 
master  general  to  the  forces ;  soon  afterwards  he  was  appointed 
to  the  important  situation  of  adjutant-^general  in  Ireland ;  and,  on 
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tht  fitting  out  of  the  late  expedition  to  Portugal,  to  comauuid  the- 
iirigade  of  light  troop**   His  brilliant  conduct  at  Vimiera  is  5o  weU  , 
known  as  not  to  require  any  comment ;  but  I  cannot  deny  myself 
the  pleasure  of  recording  the  manly .  answer  given  by  him  to  one 
4if  Lord  Wellington's  (then  Sir  Arthur  Welletley)  aides-de-camp^ 
^ho  was  sent  to  iuforin  him  that  a  corps,  not  nhrch  engaged  at  the 
moment,  should  be  sent  to  his  assistance.     *^  Sir,  I  want  no^assiat^ 
«nce ;  I  am  beating  the  French,  and  am  able  to  beat  them  wher- 
ever I  meet  them."     Who  cannot  but  admire  the  man  for  his  firm- 
•ness,  in  returning  an  answer,  which,  as  long  as  tlie  memory  of 
man  exists^  will  remain,  at  any  rate,  a  small  memento- of  an  officer, 
whose  loss  not  a  few  of  his  gallant  .countrymen  have  deplored. 
In  the  progress  of  the  late  disastrous  and  unfortunate  campaign 
in  Spain,  Miyor*geueral   Anstruther  was  gallantly  conspicuous. 
He  joined  the  British  army  at  Toro.   He  obtained  the  unbounded 
confidence  of  Sir  John  Moore,  the  commander  iu  chief,  who,  wfaeu 
it   became  necessary  to  retreat,  intrusted  tlie  command  of  th« 
reserve  to  General  Anstruther  and  tlie  gallant  Lord  Paget.;  and 
as  strict  discipline  cannot  without  the  greatest  difficulty  be  pre* 
«erved  in  a  retreating  march,  the  duties  of  such  a  situation  n^ay  be 
better  conceived  than  expressed.     The   fatigue   and  anxiety   to 
which  he  was  exposed  were  incessant  and  great  in  the  extreme, 
«nd  could  only  be  borne  up  against  by  zeal  and  activity  such  as 
he  possessed.     He  slept  constantly  in  the  open  air,  and  underwent 
the  privations  of  the  coumion  soldier.     In  short,  as  has  been  said  of 
him  by  an  eye-witness  of  this  most  arduous  scene, — ^'*  He  gave  the 
.whole  army  the  idea  of  a  perfect  military  clxaracter  in  all  its  points^ 
uniting  in  himself  the  whole  theory  and  practice  of  his  profession  ; 
and  joining  to  both  an  unconquerable  zeal  for  the  service,** — 
a  zeal  which  killed  him,  for  he  poaitively  died  of  the  fatigue  which 
he  voluntarily  suffered*    It  was  not  until  the  arrival  of  tlie  British 
jreserve  at  Betanxos  that  the 'danger  in  which  General  Anstruther 
was  placed  by  the  severity  of  his  duties  became  apparent.     Here, 
however,  he  was  so  ill  that  he  was  almost  incapable  of  speech,  but 
in  a  faultering  tone  of  voice  said,  ^'^  1  am  dying ;  send  for  a  sur- 
geon, and  let  me  be  bledJ'     The  next  morning  (January  10th, 
IB^$)   he  felt  somewhat  better^  but  was  still  very  ill.    la  tbif^ 
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deplorable  situatioa  he  was  compelled  to  mount  bis  horse  aud  lide 
six  Spanish  leagaes  (twenty*four  English  miles)  to  CoranMu  The 
following  morning  he  was  speechless  and  insensible,  and,  towards 
the  close  of  the  day,  he  expired.  He  was  buried  in  one  of  the 
bastions  on  the  right  of  the  citadel  gate  of  Corunna  which  over- 
looks the  sea.  His  remains  were  attended  to  the  grave  only  by 
two  officers,  Major  (now  Baron)  Montalembert,  and  Captain  Gor- 
don, his  aide-de-camp,  who  were  all  that  could  be  spared  to  peiw 
form  this  sad  and  melancholy  duty.  Thus  perished  Major-general 
Anstruther,  than  whom  a  more  accomplished  officer,  or  a  more 
splendid  military  genius,  never  existed ;  and  had  it  pleased  Pko- 
▼idence  to  have  spared  him  to  his  country,  he  must  have  risen  to 
tlie  highest  pinnacle  as  well  of  rank  as  reputation  in  his  profetsioB* 
In  his  prrvate  character  he  was  not  less  conspicuously  exodlent  ; 
he  possessed  a  mind  stored  with  the  most  valuable  and  accurate 
information;  the  most  unblemished  honour;  in  a  word,  every  re- 
quisite *to  cause  htm  to  be  respected  and  beloved  by  his  friends, 
and  all  those  -who  had  the  happiness  and  good  fortune  of  being 
known  to  him*  *'  His  life  was  gentle,  and  the  elements  so  mixed 
in  him  that  Nature  might  stand  up  and  say  to  all  the  world. 
This  was  a  man.'* 

LrEUTBKANT-COLONEL   LAKK. 

The  bonourable  George  Augustus  Frederick  Lake,  late  lieu- 
tenant-colonel of  the  49th  (or  Worcestershire)  regiment  of  foot, 
who  lost  his  life  in  the  glorious  and  gallant  action  of  storming  the 
^rong  pass  of  Rolica  in  Portugal,  on  tlie  17th  of  August,  1808, 
was  second  son  to  the  late  Lord  Lake,  well  known  from  -  his  seiw 
vices  in  India.  .  Colonel  Frederick  Lake  had  served  under  iiia 
&ther  in  all  his  hard  fought  campaigns  in  that  country;  and  in 
the  battle  of  Laswaree,  where  he  acted  as  aide-de-camp  to  bit 
father,  was  severely  wounded  by  a  musket-ball.  He  was  killed 
while  engaged  with  his  regiment  in  forcing  one  of  the  passes  in>tiie 
mountain  before^mentioned  ;  all  of  winch  were  difficult  of  aoccts. 
The.  pass  was  most  obstinately  disputed  by  the  French,  and  he 
fell  almost  the  very  moment  when  they  were  forced  to  yield  to 
liiat  destructive  weapon  which  never  fails  in  the  bands  of  Englisbii^ 
nen.    Two  of  the  offioera  who  lost  their  liret  in  this  gallant  aftir^ 
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the  above,  were  Captaun  Keating  Jmnes  Bnbdford,  ef  the 
3il  guard,  deputy  awistaDt  adjutant  geueral«  aud  Captaia  Ueory^ 
4kt  the  reyal  artillery. 

LIEVTENANT-COLONEL  TAYLOR. 

Lieutenant-colonel  Charles  Dougla«  Taylor,  late  of  the  iOth 
dragoons,  who  lost  his  valuable  life  in  the  gallant  action  on  the 
plains  of  Vimiera,  on  the  tlst  of  August,  1808,  was  too  of  Dr. 
Taylor,  of  Reading,  in  Berkshire.  This  gallant  officer,  at  the 
bead  of  a  small  body  of  cavalry,  defeated  and  pursued  a  numeroua 
force  of  the  enemy,  and  drove  them  into  a  wood,  where  they  weie 
reiuioKed,  and  rallied  for  a  short  time,  when  Licutenant^coloael 
Taylor  was  shot  tlirough  the  heart.  The  steady  discipline  of  die 
90th  dragoons,  and  the  gallantry  by  which  they  distinguished 
themselves  in  the  above  gallant  action,  are  the  best  proofs  of  the 
meiit  of  this  excellent  officer.  As  a  man,  his  heart  "  was  full  of 
the  milk  of  human  kindne>s  ;**  as  a  gentleman,  his  manners  were 
elegant;  as  a  christian,  he  was  stedfast  in  faith,  aud  joyful  through 
hope,  whilst  charity,  the  very  bond  of  peace  and  of  all  virtueSi 
Was  his  eminent  qualification.  He  has  left  an  amiable  widow  and 
three  children  to  lament  tlieir  irreparable  loss,  and  dwell  with 
fond  and  lasting  remeipbrance  on  his  virtues. 

The  other  officers  who  were  killed  in  this  action  were  Captain 
Arthur  Gilkin  Coote,  of  the  50th  foot,  Lieut.  George  Brooke,  of 
the  SOth  foot,  and  Lieutenant  Robert  Donkin,  of  the  82d  foot. 

MAJOE  STANHOPE. 

Major  Charles  Stanhope,  late  of  the  50th  regiment  of  foot,  wm 
second  boa  of  Colonel  Stanhope,  by  Louisa,  the  only  daugiiter  of 
Mr.  Henry  Greville.  At  an  early  period  of  life  he  cisbtaccd  ^ 
military  profession,  and  was  soon  distinguisluKl  for  histasidiiitf  ia 
attaining  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  duties  attached  t6  iht  teTe- 
ral  degrees  of  military  rank.  From  the  high  ofnaton  formed  of 
his  courage  and  talents,  he  was,  about  the  years  1^06  or  16^^ 
appointed  by  the  late  Sir  John  Moore  to  be  one  of  hb  aideo^ie^ 
catnpi — a  situation  which  coincided  with  his  warmest  wishes,  foT 
he  was  anxious  to  be  a  witness  of^  and  participate  in,  real  «ImI 
active  fichfice,  that  he  might  have  mn  opfN»rtunity  of  pqN>^iiig  kothte 
worid  tbit  he  was  not  iin[wertby  of  llw  raak  eiHl  4fiiMW 
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ufMMTi  htou    In  this  cftpscity  he  attended  General  Moore  to  Siciljr* 

On  Sir  John't  expedition  to  Spain,  Major  Stanhope  and  hia  friend 

Major  Napier  were  appointed  to  the  command  of  the  50th  reffi* 

metit.     The  galUntry  displayed  by  this  regiment  in  the  battle  of 

Conmna  will  not  aoou  be  forgotten  by  their  brave  companions. 

A  great  number  of  the  men  and  the  major  fell  in  the  action. 

Major  Stanhope,  whilst  following  his  friend  Major  Napier,  at  the 

head  of  a  few  men,  received  a  shot  through  the  heart;  be  fell 

eiDclaiming  *^  O  my  God  V*    Captain  James  Stanhope,\rbo  had 

shared  in  the  dangers  of  the  day  as  aide-de-camp  to  General 

Moeve)  paid  tlie  last  tribute  of  respect  and  sincere  affection  to  the 

remains  of  his  brother.    The  fatal  ballet  had  passed  through 

Major  Statihope's  hearty  and  so  tnstantaneeus  must  have  been  his 

death,  that  a  sense  of  pain  had  not  torn  fix>m  his  countenance  the 

sn^  whiili  the  bravery  of  his  soldiers  and  the  applause  of  hia 

commander  had  excited.     At  any  period,  but  particularly  in  times 

when  we  may  have  to  contend  for  our  liberties  as  a  nation  on  our 

own  shores,  the  death  of  such  a  man  must  be  regarded  as  a  public 

loss:  and  every,  lover  of  his  country  will  deeply  lament  that  so 

many  valuable  lives  should  have  been  sacrificed  to  so  little  pniw 

pose.     To  his  innumerable  connexions  the  loss  of  Major  Stanbepa 

is  iiveparable  ;  his  manners  were  mild,  his  attachments  strong,  hia 

humaniity  great.    The  affliction  of  his  brother,  who  parted  from 

him  at  the  commencement  of  the  action,  and  who  almost  saw  him 

full,  may  be  conceived,  bat  cannot  be  described.     Those  only  can 

form  a  true  notion  of  this  affection  who  were  witnesses  of  their 

growing  years,  and  who  can  affirm,  that  in  their  breasts  were  never 

perceived  those  emotfons  of  envy,  those  risings  of  jealousy,  so  fre» 

^uently  fatsal  to  tiif  happiness  of  the  nearest  relations. 

MiJOR  VAP1ER. 

Major  Napie^  t)f  the  same  regiment,  whose  name  was  returned 
among  the  killed,  afterwards  returned  to  England.  He  receifved 
five  wounds  in  th<e  engagement,  but  his  life  wus  saved  by  a  French 
dirumnrer,  wlio  fn  that  net  re<!eived  a  mark  of  disthiction  alwaj^a 
gRofted  upon  such  occasions  in  the  French  army.  He  was  con- 
veyed to  Marshal  Soult's  quarters,  wliere  ^Teccived  every  humane 
atmtion  whidi  Us  ^tuation  Tequilned,  The  marshal'a  own  aurgeoo 
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jras  ordered  to  attend  him,  and  he  was  desired  to  draw  ujKm  hini' 
for  what  money  he  wanted*    The  marshal  ordered  an  account  of> 
kia  safety  to  be  put  into  the  French  papers,  to  relieve  the  anxiety 
of  hia  friends  in  England.     M'^hen  at  Corunna,  Major  Napier  re« 
ceived  erery  possible  civility  from  the  French  officers,  who  s|M>ke 
in  the  highest  terms  of  the  English  ;  and  it  was  no  slight  gratifica* 
-  tioD  to  hiin  to  hear  them  declare,  that  the  English  were  as  generous 
to  their  prisoners  as  they  were  brave  in  the  field.     When  Marshal 
Ney  took  the  command  at  Corunna,  Major  Napief  continued  to. 
experience  the  same  kindness  as  before,  and  was  treated  rather  aa 
a  brother  than  a  prisoner.    When  the  Hag  of  truce  arrived,  Mar<« 
ahal  Ney  immediately  gave  him  permission  to  return  to  England : 
on  his  parole,  and  in  the  most  handsome  manner  allowed  twelv<e 
wounded  English  soldiers  and  sixty  women  and  children  to  ac?*. 
company  him.    But  what  gave  Major -Napier  the  greatest  pleasure 
was  tlie  manner  in  which  the  French  officers  of  «very  descriptton, 
spoke  of  Sir  John  Moore,  for  whose  military  talents  and  masterly, 
retreat  they  expressed  the  highest  admiration  ;  and  Marshal  Soult 
ordered  an  inscribed  stone  to  be  placed  on  the  spot  where  he 
received  the  mortal  wound,  as  a  tribute  of  respect  to  his  memory. 
The  following  passage,  extracted  from  a  letter  of  an  officer,  ^fter 
the  battle  of  Corunna,  who  wrote  under  the  impression  of  Major 
Napier's  having  met  the  same  death  as  his  friend  Major  Stanhope^ 
I  here  subjoin.     '*  Thus  did  these  noble  friends  meet  their  fate  in 
one  day  ;  thus  do  they  lie  together  on  the  field  of  battle  ;  and  thaa 
for  ever  may  deathless  laurels  share  them." 


Among  the  officers  who  perished  in  the  unfortunate  campaign  ia 
Spain  were  Lieutenant*colonel  Mackenzie  of  the  45th,  Lieutenant 
I>awson  of  the  1st  foot  or  royals.  Ensign  Burden  of  the  4th  regi- 
ment. Lieutenant  Chivin  of  the  27th,  Captain  Digby  of  the  31st, 
Lieutenant  W'iUon  of  the  JSOth,  Lieutenant-colonel  Fane  and 
Major  Macgregor  of  the  59th ;  and  also  Lieutenant  Noble  of  the 
95th  rifle  regiment,  who  was  only  son  of  the  late  Mr.  Noble,  of 
Wakefield,  Yorkshire  ;  he  was  bravely  animating  his  xpen  in  the 
heat  of  the  battle  when  he  received  a  shot  tlirough  the  head,  and 
irisUntly  C9cpired.-*-Lieutena9trcolonel  Napier  of  the  93d  regi. 
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xnent  fell,  mortally  Tfounded.    Thie  genll^oanwat  «oq  ^i  AJto^ 
ander  Napier,  esq.  of  Blackston,  in  Renfrewshire ',  and,  lho«gli 
.#nly  thirty-four  years  of  age,  had  been  in  the  army  ninetetn 
the  great  part  of  which  was  employed  in  active  service  in 
climates,  particularly  in  the  expeditions,  to  Holland  under  tht 
Duke  of  York,  to  Egypt  under  Sir  Ralph  Abercroinbie,  and  !• 
Zealand  under  Lord  Cathcart.— Lieutentint-colonel  Symes,  of  tlie 
7th  regiment  of  foot,  died  during  the  voyage  home;  a  man,  whose 
civil  and  military  virtues  and  accomplishments  were  equally  the 
objects  of  admiration.     He   possessed  the  highest   capacity  for 
science,  with  the  most  shining  talents  for  action,  and  was  not  lesi 
endowed  with  the  amiable  qualities  which  embellish  private  life. 
He  was  twice  ambassador  to  the  court  of  Ava,  and  published  au 
account  of  his  first  embassy,  which  gained  him  distinguished  re-> 
putation  as  a  diplomatic  and  literary  character. — Captain  Duntsaik 
Campbell  of  the  42d  or  royal  highlanders  ;  Captain  Hcyler  of  the 
.l6th  dragoons  ;  Captain  Curthen  of  the  royal  artillery,  andCapt. 
Burrard  of  the  guards,  eldest  son  of  Sir  Harry  Burrard,  and  aide- 
de-camp  to  Sir  John  Moore,  died  also  during  their  passage  home; 
Lieut.  Vaughan  of  the  76th,  Major  Crigan,  son  of  the  Bishop  of 
Soder  and  Man,  and  Major  Archbald  Argyle  Campbell  of  the  4i6p 
were  only  to  reach  Plymouth.  The  last-mentioned  gentleman  was 
cut  olT  at  the  age  of  41 ;  he  was  sou  of  the  late  Duncan  Campbell, 
esq.  of  Killochronam,  lieutenant-colonel  of  the  Breadalbane  fen- 
cibles,  and  was  dibtlnguishcd  by  every  qualification  that  can  ren- 
der an  officer  valuable  to  his  country.     The  officers  of  tl)e  4!3d,  in 
which  he  served  twenty-two  years,  lament  with  unfeigned  concern 
the  loss  of  an  inestimable  friend ;  and  the  soldiers  mourn  with 
deep  regret  the  death  of  a  father,  whose  exemplary  life  became  the 
sacrifice  ^sf  incessant  fatigue  sustained  in  the  arduous  discharge  of 
duty,   and  in  unwearied  exertions  to  alleviate  their  hardships.-— 
To  the  foregoing,  I  have  to  add  Lieut. -colonel  Tucker*  of  the 

*  This  gcotleman  was  a  near  relation  of  my  own,  and  one  whose  memory 
I  shall  teach  my  children  to  cherish  as  a  domestic  example  of  military  apd 
private  virtue.  The  father  of  Lieutenant-colonel  Tucker  (my  mother's  aack) 
bad  ten  children,  all  boys,  and  all  of  them  entered  into  the  public  service  ; 
and  all  of  them  most  di&ting uished  and  estimable  chliracters.  He  was  pre- 
sident of  the  island  of  B<^namdas.    I  shall  say  more  of  them  on  a  futuca

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TdiKglit'dmgooot ;  the  honourable  Major  GaTeodish,  member  of 
IMrlhuntnt  for  Ayleibury^  in  Bucks ;  Captain  Puckeuiald,  eldittt 
flOQ  af  Sir  N.  Dackenfleld  ;  and  the  hononraUe  Lieatcsant  B. 
'Wmlgrafe»  second  son  of  Earl  Walgrave,  all  of  the  aaiBe  regunantf 
%ho^  after  surviving  the  hardships  of  a  disastrous  canpaign,  were 
thtpiwrecked  on  the  coast  of  ConiwalU  and  subsequently  at  Balens, 
near  Lisbon  ;  Edward  Moore^  esq.  of  the  18th  light  dragoons,  and 
brtgade-osajor  to  the  honourable  Charles  Stewart,  brother  of  Lord 
Casttereagh ;  and  at  Lisbon,  in  the  35th  year  of  his  age,  WilUaoi 
Kirby,  eldest  son  of  WiUiam  Kirby,  esq*  of  the  county  of  Water* 
fbfd.  This  young  gentleman  went  out  a  volunteer  to  Portugal 
with  Sir  Arthur  Wellesley*9  expedition  from  Cork,  and  fought  in 
the  battle  of  Vimiera  with  conspicuous  courage  and  steadincse 
wifhout  receiving  a  wound  ;  but,  unfortunately  being  subject  to  a 
disease  in  his  liver,  the  fatigue  he  was  necessarily  eompelled  to 
undergo  put  a  period  to  his  existence  in  the  prime  of  life.-'^aplam 
JBustace  of  the  SOth  dragoons^  sou  of  the  late  Lieuteaant^genend 
Eustace,  and'  brother  of  the  present  gallant  Lieutenantocolonal 
Eustace  of  the  chasseurs  Britannique* 

..  I  cannot  conclude  this  melancholy  catalogue  of  the  disasters  rf 
our  gallant  countrymen  without  noticing  a  circumstance  relatiT^ 
to  the  battle  of  Vimiera  which  escaped  your  observation*  Two 
regiOMots  of  grenadiers,  the  flower  of  the  French  army,  snd  who 
competed  the  guard  of  General  Junot,  duke  of  Abrantes,  wen* 
cut  to  pieces*  After  the  action,  900  of  tliem  were  found  d«ad  ^m 
the  very  spot  on  which  they  had  been  drawn  up.  The  FFenob 
general  Thebault  was  found  dead  on  the  field,  and  GeneMd  Bran** 
net  nearly  shared  tlie  same  fate,  but  was  saved  and  wade  pnsoocr 
by  Car|>oral  Ross  of  the  7ist  highland  regiment;  the  geqcpal 
immediately  offered  him  his  watch  and  money,  as  well  as4is  swordf 
which,  to  hitf  utter  astonishment,  the  captor  refused.  The  eoifioval 
presented  his  prisoner  unplundered  to  Colonel  (now  Brigadief^ 
genera])  Packv  who  made  the  colonel  a  serjeant  upon  tiie  fi«Jd4

The  cpiKluct  pf  ;tlie  piper  to  the  same  regia^ent,  coi^iii  to  thja 
Corporal  RotSy  \a  too  singular  to  be  passed  over^ — As  be  posh^ 
on  in  I^is  ranjks,  figbtiug  bravely ,  his  pipes  beiiig  slung  behind  him 
for  the  present,  he  received  a  severe  wound  in  bU  leg  bj  a  musket«* 
ball.  Finding  himself  disabled^  he  deliberately  sat  down  on  th« 
ground,  and,  unstrapping  his  instrument,  he  called  out  in  his  na* 
live  G^lic,  <*  I  am  dope  for  fighting,  comrades,  but  music  you 
.shall  not  want ;"  and  immediately  struck  up  one  of  those  nuutifl 
strains  which  have  so  often  animated  his  country o^ien  to  victory.

IKtCRCHiVGE  OF  THE  MILITIA* 

Si  a, — I  have  derived  great  satisfaction  from  the  perusal  of  a 
letter  on  the  interchange  of  the  militias  of  the  united  kingdom  in 
yooir  Military  Chronicle  for  June,  signed  J.  P.  The  author's 
sentiments  arc  in  perfect  coincidence  with  my  own.  He  has  de- 
pictured the  benefits  resulting  from  the  union  with  a  judicious 
and  most  masterly  pen.  In  the  present  state  of  Burope^  divided 
Bud  harassed  as  it  is  by  the  efforts  of  the  common  tyrant  of  man- 
kind, every  measure  should  be  adopted  which  can  be  likely  to 
defeat  his  machinations  against  Great  Britain,  by  furnishing  seen- 
rity  and  confidence  throughout  the  kingdom.  The  interchange 
of  the  militias,  in  every  point  of  view,  strikes  me  as  the  .most  cer- 
tain  that  could  be  producod  for  eidectii^  such  salutary,  benefits ; 
and  I  think  that  none,  who  wish  the  ^wo  countries  to.  remain  bound 
together  in  harmony,'aBd  who  comprehend  rightly  the  plan,  will 
be  averse  to  it.  In  regard  to  the  Roman  catholic  soldier,  your 
correspondent  observes,  "  that  the  same  liberty  will  be  allowed 
him  with  respect  to  attending  places  of  divine  worship  as  is  gua- 
ranteed to  him  in  Ireland.*'  The  principal  opposition  in  the 
House  of  Commons  was,  that  this  liberty  ^rould  not  be  guaranteed 
to  him  by  act  of  parliament.  But  where  exists  the  necessity  for 
an  express  act  thereon  ?  .  Has  it  «ver  been  so  allowed  in  Ireland  ?

r^ae  ciHcposltJoD,  ftc.  of  armies,  according  to  the  techuical  use 
W'fe  «*cc3.  refer*  ^nX  ta  the  distribution  of  them  into  :be  dif« 
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ferent  branches  of  service ;    and  secondly,  into  the  subdivision  of 
these  branches.     The  first  usuul  distribution,   as  we  have  previ-* 
/)nsly  said,  is  into  the  staff,  the  artillery,  the  cavalry,  and  the  in- 
iautry.     The  staff  is  subdivided  into  the  general's  staff,  the  quar- 
termaster general's  staff,  the  commissariat  department,  the  recruit- 
ing staff,  tlie  barrack  department,  and  the  hospitals.    The  artillery, 
is  subdivided  into  engineers  and  artillerymen.     The  cavalry  is- 
subdivided  into  heavy  horse  and  light  horse.     The  infantry  is  sub-* 
divided  into  greiwdicrs,  light  infantry,  and  battalion  men.     Tliese 
several  divisions  are  then  considered  with  respect  to  their  composi- 
tion into  companies,   battalions,  regiments,  brigades,  divisions, 
corps,  and  armies.     I  am  thus  minute  in  tlie  detail  of  this  method, 
because  I  hope  to  excite  some  ofHcers  to  give  the  public  a  work 
upon  thi^  subject.     An  officer  could  not  render  a  more  acceptable 
service  to  the  public  and  his  profession,  than  by  giving  them  a 
volume  upon  the  composition,  economy,  and  tactical  formation,  of 
the  French  armies.     1  hope  to  see  this  suggestion  adopted.     To 
return,  however,  to  our  own  subject,  the  recruiting  staff.     Since 
our  last  Chronicle,  .Colonel  Robinson's  excellent  letter  on  the- 
rc'cruitiug  service  has  fallen  into  our  hands ;  the  subject  is  therein 
so  well  and  so  fully  treated,  that  I  conceive  I  cannot  do  better 
than  follow  his  order,  and  condense  his  observations. 

Colonel  Robinson  considers  the  recruiting  service  under  the  fol- 
lowing ten  heads, — ^thc  recruiting  staff,  slop,  clothing,  bringing 
inonej;,  surgical  inspection,  standard  and  age,  substitutes,  general 
f^t'ivice  recruiting,  boy  recruiting,  pauper  children,  and  desertion* 
He  distributes  his  observations  under  these  heads,  and  we  shall. 
now  give  them  as  nearly  as  possible  in  his  own  words.  The  sub- 
pituncc  of  them,  then,  is  as  follows. 

1.  "Recruiting  Sfajf. — ^That  the  jrccniiting  staff  might  be  turned  to  mnch 
greater  public  advantage,  than  that  of  merely  looking  after  the  recruits  of 
withers.  That  from  being  permanent  and  stationary  in  each  district,  they  are 
qualified  to  become  the  best  of  all  recruiters.  That  the  justice  of  this  opi- 
men  was  proved  by  the  success  attending  it  in  the  London  district,  where  a 
much  greater  number  of  recruits  was  raised  fall  for  general  service)  by  nine 
f«taff  Serjeants,  than  by  all  the  recruiting  parties  put  together.  That  the  jea- 
lousy of  colonel^  of  regiments  caused  this  plan  to  be  laid  aside,  as  it  was. 
ftound  to  interfere  too  much  with  regimcnUl  recruiting.    That,  this  plan. 
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therefore,  b^ing  abolished,  the  foUowtog  iiH^ht  he  ivbitituted :  <*  Relpmental 
recruiting  parties  without  officers ;  the  duties  of  the  llitter  being  disch«rfe4 
hy  the  officers  of  a  general  and  pennaneot  reemiting  stafT.** 

3.  Slop  Clothing. ^-^Thsit  each  recruit,  at  the  time  of  ibtermediate  appro* 
▼aly  should  be  provided  with  a  slop  dress,  consisting  of  a  plain  cloie  red  or 
whiCe  Jadket,  Rcisila  dtick  tro^sei-s,  cloth  foraging  cap,  black  stock,  one  ahirt, 
•kd  a  pair  of  ftboei,  which  would  not  cd&t  tnore  than  ftve  shillingv  beyond 
the  t»JresMt  allowance  for  tiecfesaarl^s  (  at  the  coloured  elothes  ought  to  b^ 
■old  on  the  spot  for  the  benefit  of  the  recruit.  Every  article  to  be  tliarfce4 
with  the  name  of  the  district,  as  well  as  the  regiment  or  general  terviae. 
This  would  not  only  be  an  excellent  drill  dress,  but  much  more  conrenieDt 
than  any  other  on  board  ship,  and  prove  the  greatest  possible  check  to  deaer- 
tfon.— liiis  r^galatibn  nak  been  adopted. 

'  3,.  Bringing  3*f6n*^  .-^thit  iargc  bottti  tie's  are  hot  necessary,  hut  that  the 
fewttrdtbbribg^rtshodld'be  lihbriil,  iihmediate,  and  without  ^ny  impeditneh^ 
from  delays  of  office.  That  the  reason  is  obtlouv.  That  Almoflt  all  recmitc 
are  invited  into  the  service  in  public  houses,  4nd  generafly  hy  the  ptihUcaiiy 
if  he  have  sufficient  encouragement  to  interest  himself.  That  thia  cneote. 
ragement  should  be  the  payment  of  five  guineas  for  each  recruit,— half  to  hm.

paid  on  intermediate,  and  the  remainder  on  final  approval.  That  recmita  of 
fiVa  tcct  three  should  hot  te  rejected;  an  A  that  men  of  forty  years  of  age^ 
h?kithy,'and  of  good  ^ersonkl  kppcknnKfe,  oOgh^  not  to  be  rejected. 

4.  Sufgical  /fijperfion.^That  the  muniber  Of  aurgical  rejections  exceeds  %Xl 
credibility.  Iti  some  points  the  district  surgfeon^rnstructions  are  so  drawn, 
that  he  is  not  kft  to  the  ft>ee  exercise  of  his  own  judgment ;  but,  actiiif(  umler 
the  awe  of  subsequent  inspection,  which  is  also  frequently  performed  hy  liis 
junior  in  length  of  service  and  experience  in  this  duty,  unwillingly  rejects  • 
man  whom  he  ihixik»  fit  for  the  service,  rather  than  subject  himself  to  tlie 
eicpensive  and  mortifying  cdn^eqtirtices  bf  rfifferlhg  ifa  offiuifoti  with  atubse- 
quetit  inspector,  «rho«e  determination  ttust  he  fihal,  unattended  writh  Wy 
responsibility  whatever.  The  district  surgeou  Is  liable  to  the  whole incpNenae 
of  the  recruit  in  case  of  final  rejection  by  a  surgeon  or  an  asaistaht  aairgieoii^ 
That  scars  on  the  legs  occasion  the  rejection  of  some  hundreds  airaaaliy  in 
the  London  district.  A  scar  is  a  sufficient  cause,  althdhgh  there  nay  not 
have  been  an  open  wound  for  years,  and  originally  accidental  not  conatitu- 
tioiial.  That  in  the  north  and  west  of  England  most  of  the  young  aien  anionic 
the  lower  class  have  scars  on  their  legs  from  their  peculiar  mode  in  wrest- 
ling, yet  are  perfectly  sound,  and  fit  for  service ;  nevertheless  such  men  mast 
be  necessairily  rejected  by  the  district  surgeon,  in  conformity  with  kia  in« 
structibns.  That  many  a  stout  young  man  is  rejected  for  having  a  erooked 
f  llger^  and  numbers  for  a  tendency  to  a  rupture ;  although  they  may  have 
IbHewcd  some  laborious  employnoent  for  years  prerioms  to  their  ioltstment^ 
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wftboot  hatriftf  tbe  tlichtnt  appewtace  of  ont.    Ko  recruit  ■Uottld  W»  ff^ 
iecCe4  npo^  suspicion  9t  a  bkoritb. 

5.  Sa^/ififfM.— That,  ia  1304,  Coloael  Robinaon  made  the  followiaf  ttale* 
meat  fur  Mr.  Pitt'i  iofbrmatioB  :--T1iat  tbe  trade  of  indiair  •nbttitutet  fee 
tbe  Hoe  baa  become  bo  Incrathre  to  criaaps,  tbat  a  regabM*  aystcm  of  deaer^ 
tion  hae  been  eetablit\^ed  throafboat  tbe  wbole  army,  uadcr  tbe  encoarafa* 
meat  oi  enormouf  boanties,  tog^etber  with  a  flatteriair  eertaiatjr  of  tmpoaUf 
for  eome  yean,  as  they  eeldoi^  are  detected  natU  their  ftteet  beceaM  known 
at  tbe  army  depot,  aad  all  regioienti  witbia  a  buodred  milei  df  London. 
Tbat  the  military  are  strictly  pruhibited  from  aay  interference  in  procnrinf 
substitates,  consequently  thoae  men  are  inlisted  only  by  crimps ;  arbo,  nnt 
beingf  Ic^ly  qualified,  the  inlistment  cannot  be  valid  ^  yet  tbe  fiaroy  la 
crowded  with  deserters  sworn  in  by  criaspa  under  their  own  ialittmente  only.

4ttttrior  whtu  tbe  soil  i«  either  clayey  or  ito«y.   One  third  of  the  hveadth  of 
4lK<btcli  is  tke^^tBMml  mlloiruice  forthc  talas. 

9.  Tht  iatide  of  the  pmpet  is  six  feet  h%h,  and  the  braqvette  one  fool 
and  «  half  \  -tbe«#Uliers,  tfarrefinre,  when  thejr  stand  iipotf  it,  are  oa««r«d-lu«r 
-Ibat  «Bd  a  batf.  TticaBgles  of  a  parapet  should  alwmy*  be  made  abovt  a 
Hbot  higher  th«n  cny  other  part,  in  oider  that  the  work  be  less  exposed  to  an 
^ofilade  from  the  cannon  of  the  enemy. 

A.  Ifthetnstde  of  the  parapet  be  six-feet  h«^,  the  ovtside  oinst  %t  ooly 
ibur  ^t  and  a  half;  that  the  top  may  slope  like  the  n>of  of  a  honse,  and  the 
>i»tty.  bfrgfitircly  exposed  eren  on  the  edge  of  the  ditch.  This  proportioil 
■between  the  oatside  and  inside  of  the  parapet  becomes  unnecessary  if  a 
'vedoabthe  constnicted  upon  a  bright,  because  then  the  top  must  have  slope 
-cnooffa,  and  the  enemy  may  he  discorcred-at  the  very  bottom  of  the  hill. 

5.  The  parapet  would  be  liable  to  fall  down  were  it  not  lived  either  w^ith 
Ihscines  or  sods,  which  form  a  idnd  of  rcT^tement  to  sapport  it.  If  soda  are 
ttsed,  lay  them  with  the  tarf  downward;*.  If  fascines  are  ufteil,  after  the  first 
row  on  h  is  laid,  as  aboTe  mentioned,  all  along  the  interior  line  of  the  para- 
pet, and  well  fixed  with  pickets,  the  earth  is  then  thrown  against  them,  « 
8sc6nd  row  being  laid  on  the  firt4,  and  so  on,  in  proportioit  as  the  breast<» 
work  is  elevating.  The  following  rules  are  to  be  observed :  1st,  The  inside 
•f  the  parapet  must  have  a  gentle  talus  to  prevent  its  fall,  which  otherwise 
might  take  place,  notwithstanding  the  sods  or  fascines  laid  to  support  if. 
A  parapet  six  feet  high  requires  only  a  talus  of  about  one  foot.  9d,  The 
fascines  must  be  laid  in  such  a  manner  that  the  ends  of  those  in  the  second 
row  do  nut  come  exactly  over  the  ends  of  those  in  the  first;  for  if  they  did. 
Die  weight  of  the  earth  could  iy>t  possibly  be  resinted.  The  ends  of  tjiosc  in 
Che  first  row  are  always  to  be  covered  by  the  middle  of  those  in  the  second, 
and  so  on  for  every  other  row  of  fascines,  ad,  Vou  must  not  drive  directly 
downwards  all  the  pickets  that  fasten  the  fascines,  but  some  obliquely  into 
the  parapet,  which  will  increase  its  solidity.  4th,  The  exterior  aide  of  the 
parapet,  which  we  have  stated  above  to  be  four  feet  and  a  half  Jiigh,  miisc 
have  a  greater  tains  than  the  interior  side.  If  the  parapet,  for  instance,  b« 
twelve  feet  thick,  the  outward  talus  should  be  from  two  fi*c>t  and  a  hnlf  to  thr«« 
feet.  The  talus  of  the  banquette  mast  likewise  be  one  foot  and  a  half.  Tba 
plate,  figs  5,6>and7,  in  which  the  proportions  are  exactly  Oiarked,  wilV 
axplain  this  fully.

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G.  Wben  tlie  toil  it  clayey,  it  is  uot  rtquitite  to  fatcine  or  tod  the  outside  of 
the  parapet,  but  if  loose  or  sandy  it  cannot  be  dispensed  witb.    It  must  be 
fetrongty  done,  especially  when  the  ground  it  ttony,  ft>r  if  not,  the  garriton 
will  be  much  more  endangered  from  the  splinteit  of  the  ttonc  flying  about 
tvhen  hit  by  the  enem>*s  shot  than  from  the  bullets  themteUes. 

7.  It  is  likewise  proper  to  Hue  the  embrasures,  which  may  be  done  with 
fascines,  but  sod  is  preferable,  as  not  being  liable  to  catch  ftre  j  they  are  eigh« 
teen  inches  wide  withinsidc,  and  from  seven  to  eight  feet  on  the  outside.  The 
genouillirc^  or  part  of  tlie  parapet  which  covers  the  carriageof  the  gun,  it 
two  feet  and  a  half  high,  reckoning  from  the  platforms  that  Are  put  under  the 
cannon,  that  their  fire  may  be  more  true  *,  however,  the  height  of  the  ^eaon- 
illire  is  proportioned  to  the  size  of  the  pieces.  Great  attention  must  likewise 
be  paid  to  make  the  parapet  on  each  side  the  embrasures  of  a  sufficient  height^ 
that  the  artillery  men  may  work  the  guns  without  being  too  much  in  the  view 
of  the  enemy.  The  distance  between  the  embrasures  must  be  at  least  six 
paces  (vide  plate,  tig.  8),  that  the  merlon^  or  par?  of  the  parapet  between,  may 
be  stronger  and  offer  mure  resistance  to  the  cannon  of  the  enemy. 

S.  When  you  have  any  artillery  to  spai'e,  you  may  make  embrasuret  in  t\it 
angles,  especially  of  square  redoubts  ^  foe  as  the  angles  are  the  weakest  parts 
in  those  kind  of  works,  by  so  doing  yu«  enable  the  gariisou  to  make  a  much 
better  defence.  Platforms  are  laid  under  the  guns  if  there  be  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  beams  and  planks  ;  but  if  these  materials  are  scarccj,  one  atruug 
plank  ouly  is  put  lengthways  under  each  wheel. 

9.  Ifawurkbe  constructed  on  a  height  nut  commanded  by  another,  you 
have  no  occasion  for  embrasuret,  since  your  cannon  may  fire  en  barbette  ;  iu 
which  ca5e  the  plaltWms  are  raised  proportionably,  and  this  csKeutial  advan- 
tage gained,  that  you  are  able  to  give  the  guns  any  direction,  without  being 

■ 

confined  by  embi-asures.  But  if  the  enemy  have  it  iu  tht-ir  power  to  cn:ct 
counter-batteries  on  another  height,  embrasiures  then  become  absulutely  ne- 
cessary, that  your  cannon  may  not  be  so  easily  dismouuttrd. 

(0.  If  you  have  a  numerous  garrison,  and  .t  great  maN\  piec<*3  of  cannon  to 
defend  a  work,  you  may  derive  ^eat  advantage  fram  batt'.'rles  erected  parti* 
cularly  in  the  angles^  and  elevated  higher  than  the  otLer  puits  of  the  work  : 
to  this  effect  a  rampart  of  earth  is  raised  behind  the  parapi  t,  above  the  ordi- 
nary level  (vide  plute,  fig- 9),  to  place  the  guns  upon  ;  auJ  )ou  have  a  better 
command  of  the  surrounding  country.  The  plate  will  sihew  tli'n.e  rampt, 
Irhich  are  made  for  the  purpose  of  the  cannon  being  easily  gut  up  and  down. 

)1.  When  the  entrance  of  a  work  is  covered  by  a  ti  averse  witlipside,  the 
parapet  of  this  latter  need  uot  be  so  thick,  nor  the  ditvh  9v  wide,  as  those  of 
the  work ;  eight  feet  are  i^ufficieut  for  tike  thickness  of  the  parapet,  and  the 
breadth  of  the  ditch,  six  feet  deep :  in  tl»«  meantime,  if  the  traverse  were  not 
«f  the  same  height  with  the  rest  of  the  parapet,  the  garrison  would  be  enVvtscA

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in  tW  rear.     If  there  ht  a  Aeche  before  the  entrmee,  the  forge  mutt  b« 
clotcd  vith  cheraax  de  frtie,  and  a  commonicatioii  made  with  the  vork. 

19.'  The  eattantt  of  the  work  ih^uld  also  be  tecured  with  two  or  three 
ctleTau<  de  ftite,  throagh  which  the  troops  may  fire  with  small  arms. 

13.  The  beams  to  whieh  the  fraises  arie  nailed  are  laid  on  the  Tc¥cl  ground, 
iAside  of  the  parapet,  parallel  to  the  exterior  side,  and  about  three  feet 
dUUnt  from  It,  (vide  plate,  fig.  13.)  Three  feet  and  a  half  of  thefiraise^ 
rcttaia  in  the  body  of  the  parapet,  and  the  other  four  feet  and  a  half  stretch 
oVer  the  benn,  inclining  a  little  towards  the  ditch.  In  order  to  strengthen 
the  whole,  pieces  of  wood  from  nine  to  twelre  feet  long  may  likewise  be  laid 
along  the  exterior  line  of  the  parapet  &,  to  which  the  fraises  are  nailed  in  a' 
like -manner  as' the  first.  All  this  mu^t  be  done  preriously  to  the  exterior 
side  of  the  parapet  being  lined.  However,  when  redoubts  are  fraised  the 
ciiterior  side  is  seldom  lined. 

'  14.  Tou  may  fortify  the  ditch  either  with  a  single  or  a  double  row  of  pal^^ 
sMes.  If  you  have  bat  one  single  row,  the  palisades  must  be  nine  feet  long, 
planted  perptndlcularty  in  the  centre  of  the  ditch,  in  a  narrow  trench,  dug 
tiro  feet  deep,  (i^|de  plate,  fig^  lO.)  These  are  placed  three  inches  asunder; 
and  that  they  may  be  more  steady,  you  must  nail  all  along,  within  two  ft^et 
of  the  point,  either  laths  or  split  pieces  of  wood.  If  a  double  row  be  used  to 
fortify  the  ditch,  the  first,  a,  most  be  ten  fcM  and  a  half  long,  planted  in  the 
hnttem  of  tbe  ditch,  along  the  line  which  determined  the  interior  talus,  (ride 
fig.  11.)  They  mfist  incline  forward  about  three  feet  from  the  perpendicular, 
planted  three  feet  into  the  ground,  and  placed  three  inches  asunder.  Owiug- 
to  their  oblique  position  they  are  hot  so  steady,  of  course  tlicy  muKt  be  sup- 
ported by  beams,  &,  about  twelve  feet  long,  and  six  sc^unre  inches  t^ick,  to 
which  the  palisades  are  nailed.  The  palisades  of  the  Second  row  ^  are  only 
nine  feet  long,  planted  upright  tMfb  feet  into  the  ground,  and  aleng  the  lino 
marking  the  exterior  talus  of  the  ditch.  Within  two  feet  of  the  point,  lallts 
are  likewise  nailed.  This  method  of  palisading  a  work  is  much  more  ailvau- 
tageous  than  the  former  j  the  second  row  of  palisades  is  of  the  greatest  iitili^, 
so  far,  that  if  the  cuemy  have  resolution  enough  to  pass  the  ditch,  they  can 
never  stand  on  the  slope  of  the  exterior  talus ;  and  therefore  be  less  adequate 
to  the  task  of  cutting  down  the  palisades.  Great  care  accordingly  should  b« 
taken  to  fix  them  so  firmly,  that  they  could  not  be  removed  without  infinite 
labour,  or  occasioning  great  loss  from  the  firt  of  the  garrison.  They  must 
qerer  extend  above  a  foot  higher  than  the  ditch,  in  order  that  the  enemy  may 
not  destroy  them  with  their  cannon  before  they  expose  themselves  to  ttia'firo 
of  the  musketry;  and  they  certainly  would  succeed  in  so  doing  if  they  enfi- 
laded a  whole  row  of  thoae  palisades. 

15.  Unlets  there  be  great  abundance  of  wood,  and  time  sufficient,  two  rows 
of  palikndca  are  seldom  used*,    and,  Indted,  in  general,  one  single  row   is 
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CBON^b)  provided  c^rc  be  taken  to  make  then  ten  feet  and  m  balf,  and  to 
pli^ce  tkem  /obliquely.  Thia  will  eTcn  require  both  time  and  labonr :  accord* 
ingly,  if  one  row  be  planted  perpendicnlvly  at  the  bottom  of  the  diteb,  aloof 
iJie  Ijnejof  the  exterior  tains,  it  will  afford  a  very  |p>od  defence. 

iQ.  A  diticb  may  be  fortified  still  more  effeetoally  by  plaeincf  a  row  of  food 
fltrqnf 'CbcTaux  de  frise  all  along  thebottom,  well  fattened  together  with 
cramp-JroDS,  (i^d/e  pUt«,  fif .  1.4.)  The  centre  bcamaof  the  chevaux  de  friac 
^lJUtt  b^  twelve  feet  long  and  six  square  inches  thick,'  as  mentioned  beliwt, 
bMt  the  fraises  need  not  be  above  six  ieet  ^  these  maat  projact  aqnally^on 
both  sidesy  two  rosvs  iccsting  ou  the  gronnd,  and  the  other  two  pointinf  «p* 
wards.  If  the  gan-ison  will  bnt  discharge  their  daty,  they  can  hardly  be 
^rccd  with  such  a  good  dHience :  the  enemy  bainf  radacad  to  ftU  ap  tho 
ditfh.  wilb  fai^ciuesy  which  can  merer  lie  properly  on  acconat  of  the  chevans 
de  frise  \  they  must  find  the  passage  of  the  ditch  nearly  impracticable,  a«i- 
tbcr  can  tbey  attempt  it  without  being  exposed  to  sustain  considerable  kiea. 

17.  In  former -times  •  it  was  customary  to  place  a  row  of  chavavs  de-frise 
round  a  redoubt  on  the  plain  ground,  abont  six  paces  from  the  ditch,  and 
fastened  together  with  chains  or  cramp-irons ;  but  the  cannon  being  nov 
more  generally  in  use,  the  shot  would  aoon  demolish  what  would  have  tafcao 
up  several  days  in  constructing. 

18.  When  wcH>d  is  near  at  hjuid,  it  is  a  much  better  method  still  to  eut 
down  large  trees,  and  lay  them  in  form  of  an  abattb  a  few  paces  in  front  af 
the  ditch.  The  braochet  of  conrse  must  be  well  entangled  into  one  anothtTy 
presented  towards  the  enemy.  Mad  the  trunks  next  the  work. 

19.  Trous  de  loup  dog  round  a  redoubt,  and  very  close  to  one  aaotheg, 
may  likewise  oppose  the  approach  of  the  enemy.  It  is  known  that  they  are 
xu.be  circular  at  the  top,  about  four  ieet  and  a  half  in  diameter,  and  pointOd 
at  bottom,  like  an  inverted  cone,  and  six  feet  deep.  A  stake,  six  laetilaaf, 
•and  made  sharp  at  the  .tap,  is  fixed  in  their  centre,  and  driven  two  feet  into 
the  ground,  <vide  plate,  fig.  15.)  x  Two  or  three  rows  of  them  ara  dog 
checquer-ways,  at  about  six  paces  from  the  edge  ofthe  ditdk,  and  in  the  fill: 
lowing  jnanner :  two  rows  are  placed  exactly  opposite  to  each  other,  the 
third  row  in  the  middle  covaips  the  iatervals. 

20.  The  banqueUe  is  made  with  the  earth  that  is  takea  from  the  dItcSh ; 
^ut  if  the  redoubt  be  constructed  on  a  height,  the  earth  then  mast  be  mtsm 

from  the.  interior  part  ofthe  w«rk^  which,  is  dug  ap  half  a  foot  or  awifa  0p 
the  puxpose.  Both  tfmt  and  trpuhle  may  be  saved  by  giving  lesa  brdiA^ 
i^d  4qp^  Abaa  itbova  amntioaad  to  .the  diloh,  if  tho  redoabt  ba  •coaatradad 
upon  ^  very  •  high  hill,  witK  4«filos  «t  ?the  bottom  of  k,  that  reader  tiio  oocfta 
^difficult,  f  romftha  iaaide  is  'taken  the  additioaal  qoaattty  of  aarth  imimmj 
far  tbi^  proper  dimoasiiHis  ofthe  parapet ;  and  by  aacft  omaaa  Hm 
are  sooner  put  under  cover  the  same  as  ia  a  trench.    la  these  casts  mi 
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<pette  mty  be  dlflpenMd  «ith.  Hoirercr,  the  precediof^  method  \%  to  bo 
«)iH  only  in  vtony  heij^t,  where  there  is  not  earth  enouf h  to  fbrm  the  pars« 
ptty  iinlevt  it  {«  ieni|>ed  np  from  thfc  interior  snrfice. 

91.  If  a  rednvM  be  eommanded  by  a  height  within  cannon-thot,  that  piut 
of  the  paraprt  which  fkces  the  heiirht  mnst  l>e  bo  elerated  as  to  eoTer  entire. 
1y  the  troops  who  line  the  other  partv,  in  order  that  they  may  not  he  necn 
either  in  rerenie  or  in  flank.  To  procure  earth  enough  for  the  parapet  it  is 
oeressary  tti  inereaite  both  the  breadth  and  depth  of  the  diteh.  The  btta- 
^nette  nn«t  alao  he  raisrd  proportion ably^in  this  case ;  aad,  in  order  that  tlie 
4roops  may  easily  get  np  to  fire  orer  the  parapet,  it  should  consist  of  at  least 
two  steps  (Tide  plate,  fig.  16),  vhich  of  course  will  increase  its  breadth.  In 
tik  ttM-anfime,  if,  notwithstanding  the  raising  of  the  para^,  that  part  of  the 
worh  wiftich  is  oppti^fd  to  the  enemy  should  not  effectually  corer  the  men 
posted  behind  the  rithf  r  faces,  then  it  becomes  adrisable  to  make  traTcrsca  as 
an  addttionul  security. 

§3.  When  a  wtn-k  Is  only  exposed  to  the  fire  of  musketry  from  a  neighbour- 
ing height,  a  single  row  of  small  gabions,  filled  with  earth,  must  he  placed 
Along  the  top  of  the  para]»et  on  that  side.  Tliese,  as  before  mentioned,  mnst 
heone  fiMt  high,  twelre  inches  dhimetcr  at  top,  and  only  ten  at  bottom,  that 
the  men  may  rasify  fire  be twcf n  them,  (vide  pl^e,  fig.  17.) 

S.*).  Care  must  betaken  to  prcserre  the  powder  and  cartridges  firom  damp- 
ness, as  well  as  from  brinp:  set  on  fire  by  the  enemy *a  grenades.  To  gain  this 
end,  holea  by  ^Qy  of  magazines  a/e  dug  within  the  work,  the  sides  of  which 
are  lined  iiith  planks  to  keep  the  earth  from  tumbling  inj  these  holes  mnst 
hocorercd  with  strong  pieces  of  wood. 

Sf4.  In  order  to  construct  a  redoubt  or  any  other  work  with  expedition, 
there  should  be  exactly  double  the  number  of  workmen  employed  in  the 
eoastruction  of  it  as  there  arc  soldiers  appointed  for  its  defence.  4  work, 
therefore,  intended  to  contain  two  hundred  men,  requires  fonr  hundred 
TTOrkmen.  As  soon  as  it  it  traced,  one  half  of  the  men  arc  set  to  work,  and 
the  rest  are  employed  during  the  three  first  hours  in  making  the  necessary 
Materials,  such  as  fascines,  pickets,  palisades,  gabions,  &c.  which  they  lay 
|n  SLTcnil  parcels  or  heaps,  and  afterwards  make  a  proper  Application  of. 
These  last  two  hundred  men  are  to  be  divided  into  two  parties,  that  relierc 
^ach  other  erery  two  hours.  An  bourns  rest  is  allowed  to  both  preriously  to 
the  reliering  the  two  hundred  workmen  employed  in  throwing  up  the  eartb^ 
•that  they  may  be  able  to  work  with  better  spirits.  The  two  hundred  who 
are  relieved  are  likewise  to  rest  for  an  hour,  after  which  they  are  dirided  Into 
rtwo  parties  to  make'faactnes,  Ue.  as  the  first,  and  rcKcre  each  other  regv. 
jlpriy  in  the  same  manner.  In  order  to  keep  the  workmen  to  their  doty,  « 
^ffoper  mimber  of  officers  and  oon-cbmmisaioned  officers  mittt  be  appointc4 
It-ievcry  f hirty 
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95.  One  half  of  the  worfcmea  are  lupplitd  with  pick.«xee>  one  fourth  wUk 
spades,  and  the  other  fourth  vith  hatchets ;  which  implies  that,  if  one  hva- 
drcd  men  are  at  work  fifty  mast  hare  pick-axes,  twenty-five  spades,  and  the 
other  twenty.five  hatchets.  It  would  be  very  advisable  to  have  every  hun- 
dred workmen  attended  by  ten  men  carrying  axes,  and  who  understood  some- 
thing of  a  carpenter^s  business. 

36.  It  is  proper  that  the  different  kinds  of  materials  should  be  laid  regm- 
Hiarfy  in  heaps,  and  by  themselves,  as  aforesaid,  that  they  may  be  near  at  hand 
when  wanted;  for  if  they  were  scattered  about  here  i^d  there,  they  wonid 
be  in  the  way  of  the  workmen.  Accordingly  the  palisades  and  fraUes,  witk 
the  quantity  of  fascines  and  pickets  that  are  wanted  to  line  the  outside  of  the 
parapet,  must  be  laid  on  the  edge  of  the  ditch  ^  and  the  remainder  ef  tie 
fascines  and  pickets  are  taken  within  ^le  w6rk  to  line  the'  banquette  and  the 
Joside  of  the  parapet. 

ART   OJP   WAR. — PART  THIRD. 
PRACTICAL   ENGINEERING.-^MARCHES   AND  CAMPS. 

On  Pamtoons* 

1.  It  is  incredible  what  advantages  would  result  to  the  service  if  all  infask 
try  officers,  whether  of  the  staff  or  not,,  possessed  the  ordinary  field  know^ 
ledge ;  and  no  knowledge  is  more  valuable  than  what  respects  bridges,  sad 
the  passages  of  rivers,  ravines,  &c.  In  the  actual  campaign,  oecaaiom  fre- 
quently occur  in  which  the  want  of  this  knowledge  is  severely  felt  by  detndi- 
ments,  foraging  parties,  SiC,  And  thus  many  roads  are  often  reported  •■ 
impassable,  when  a  very  little  dexterity  would  remove  the  difficmltiet. 
These  considerations  induce  me  to  enter  into  a  fuller  detail  with  respect  to 
pontoons. 

9.  Pontoons  are  a  kind  of  flat-bottomed  boat,  whose  carcase  of  wood  in 
lined  within  and  without  with  tin,  copper,  or  iron  plate.  They  are  usually 
made  21  feet  long,  5:  feet  broad,  and  s  feet  6  inches  deep.  In  making  a  poa- 
toon  bridge,  as  will  be  farther  explained,  the  pontoons  are  put  side  by  aide^ 
at  5  or  6  feet  asunder.  £ich  boat  has  an  anchor,  cable,  beams,  and  plaaka 
or  floors.  The  beams  are  6  inches  thick,  and  S4  feet  in  length.  The  floon 
are  boards  joined  together,  about  3  feet  broad,  and  is  feet  long. 

3.  The  following  is  the  method  of  Uiying  a  pontoon  bridge.    On  cndil^ 
bank  of  the  river  drive  two  poles  or  stakes,  distant  from  each  other  80  or  91 
feet  (the  breadth  of  the  bridge  about  to  be  laid),  to  which  poles  or  stakies  the 
iwo  ropes,  which  reach  from  one  bank  to  the  other,  and  to  which  the  piM» 
toons  are  to  be  fastened,  are  tied. 

4.  This  being  done,  the  pontoons  are  taken  from  the  waggon,  iUppedhile 
the  water  one  after  another  between  the  above  two  ropes,  then  placed  at  (ht 
fiecf  ssary  distance  from  each  other  (s  or  6  feet),  and  tlien  by  means  of  the 
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Imr  iron  rinp  witb  vkich  erery  pontoon  It  fninUlifdy  tM  idth  thin  but 
«mgig  cords  to  the  ropei.  These  ropes,  iii<lee4>  v«  genenlly  made  to  raa 
tkroufh  the  above  iron  riii|^  instead  of  beipf  tied  to  thf^m,  bnt  the  Utter  wwg 
nppears  preferable,  inasmnch  as,  in  the  case  of  one  of  the  pontoons  being  da- 
M^edyit  may  thus  be  easily  withdrawn  without  the  whole  of  the  bridge 
Wing  loosened,  and  replaced  by  a  fitter  one.  It  is  moreover  mttended  witb 
ihis  adrant#g^  thgt  the  pontoons,  when  shaken  by  a  great  weighty  or  mored 
by  the  stream,  cannot  draw  nearer  each  other. 

.  5.  The  distance  at  which  the  pontoons  are  to  be  plnccd  from  e^cb  other  in 
jbk  general  five  feet,  bnt  sometimes  differe,  according  to  t^e  nature,  of  th^ 
water,  which  may  either  increase  or  d^minisU  the  steadiness  of  the  bridfc> 
npcl  partly  according  as  the  river  is  intended  for  infantry,  cnralry,  or  artiU 
lery«  For  infao^  and  light  baggage,  or  for  dismounted  horses,  the  poa- 
toons  may  be  placed  at  the  distance  of  6  feet  from  each  other.  But  if  cavafa-y 
are  to  remain  mounted,  or  if  heavy  baggage  Of  artillery  is  to  cross  the  river^ 
then  the  distance  between  the  pontoons  mnst  not  exceed  fonr  feet. 

6.  The  pontoons  beingthns  plneed  at  a  proper  dittnnce,  and  fastened  witb 
cords  to  the  aforementioned  ropes  by  means  of  the  iron  rings,  or  the  ropea  if 
yon  prefer  it  being  mn  through  the  rings,  Arom  bank  to  hank,  and  their  ends 
«mde  imt  tooinkas  or  trees  on  eanh  bank,  the  nnchors  are  to  be  cast  in  Ihe 
#pll»nring  manner.  Take  a  pontnoon,  which  is  either  not  wanted  fior  the  •own. 
Mmction  ef  the  bridge!,  or  is  destined  to  form  the  extremity  these  o^  fmk 

anrhnsi  with  their  •cables  on  hoard,  proceed  within  a  proper  4istnaoe 
of  the.  pontoon  to  which  the  onbte  is  to  be  fasteneil,  chrop  the  mmchotr^ 
anake  np  to  the  pontoon,  fasten  the  cable,  and  prooecd  in  the  same  mtwec 
.with  rcfncd  to  the  rest  of  the  pontoons.  Bnt  if  the  river  be  not  very  deep^ 
mrnot  very  rapid,  one  anchor  will  do  for  two  pontoons,  in  whidi  esee it  naust 
he  frstened  to  the  middle  of  the  cable,  and  the  two  ends  of  the  latter  to  tlm 
^mnpontoons,  taking  oare  that  this  be  done  on  both  aides  of  the  beiige,  in 
«rdtr  to  keep  it  more  steady.  The- pontoons,  on  being  iutened  to  the  cabWn» 
«ny,  at  the  same  time,  be  placed  in  n  tftmight  line,  if  they  are  diesand  bf 
jtmnc  ene  standing  on  shore. 

7.  The  banlks  or  cross  beams  are  theronpon  put  upon  the  peatoons,  end 
AMtened  with  iron  .bolts.  Each  baulk  veaehss  acrom  two  pontoons,  pnd  the 
end  touches  the  gunnel  of  the  third.  The  number  of  these  hmdkii  •mant  he 
ftopoftioned  to  the  weigh  which  the  bridge  is  to  snppert  3  sometimes  eighty 
sin,  or  kss,  are  placed  nemreadi  other. 

I  8.  The  banlksytor  cross  beanss,  being  duly  pIsMd  and  fastened  wUh  if«n 
hoMiy  .the  boards  sre  iaidiOn  them,  and  eometiascs  nnilsd  down  with  two  or 
three  nails,  lest  they  should  be  moved  from  their  phases  by  the  tmssss  ami 
— guana  W-hidi  pass  «vifr  them.  This  nniling  is,  howevei^  done  but  eery 
•Mfmif  M  it  eceasions  great  tranUe  and  diffcnhy  when  ithe  bridge  is  to  be 
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broken  down.    To  cover  t&e  cliettt  or  board*  with  earfli,  in  order  to  preVMt 
their  bein^  damasred  by  the  thoea  of  the  horses,  lAight,  n  this  respect,  be  of- 
some  nse ;  but  from  this  rorer  of  eaith  increasing  tfae  weight  of  the  pontocifB^ 
it  is,  at  present,  generally  omitted. 

9.  Fontuon  floatinir  bridges  should  not  be  thrown  orrer  Ihat  pikrt  of  the  itrdr 
where  it  is  most  rapid.  The  extreme  breadth  and  depA  of  the  river  sboiM 
be  avoided,  because,  in  the  former  case,  an  ^vcommonty  great  Baaibctaf 
pontoons  is  required  j  and,  in  tlie  latter,  the  usual  length  ofthevablev  womlA 
not  be  sufficTcnt  for  grounding  the  anchors.  Those  parts  of  the  river  dicmld 
be  chosen,  in  preference  to  others,  where  the  banks  are  not  steep,  and  where 
there  are  some  trees  to  which  the  bridge  can  be  fSsstened,  as  ha  want  tfieredf 
poles  must  be  driven  into  the  ground,  which  are  liable  to  give  way,  aad  by 
so  doing,  frequently  cause  considerable  damage  to  the  bridge 

10.  The  pontoons  must  not  lie  too  close  to  each  other,  that  fh«i  course  of 
the  river  may  not  be  ob«i(rncted,  and  that  in  case  of  the  enemy  floatint^  dowm 
the  stream  baulks,  timber,  or  other  articles  of  that  kind,  tliey  nay  jam 
through  the  inter^'als  of  the  pontoons  without  damaging  the  bridge. 

1 1 .  At  both  ends  of  the  bridge,  as  well  as  lower  down  the  river,  posts  must ' 
be  established,  charged  to  keep  a  strict  watch,  whether  any  of  the'encny^s 
troops  make  their  appearance,  and  whether  the  enemy  floats  down  the  river 
any  baulks,  timlter,  or  burning  materials,  for  the  purpose  of  setting  fi^re  to 
the  bridge  itself,  or  to  the  cables  and  cordage  ;  and  if  they  should  discover 
any  thing  of  this  kind,  they  must  report  it  immediately  to  the  commanding 
officer,  who  will,  in  consequence  (liercof,  exert  himself  to  the  utmost  to  pre- 
vent any  damage  being  done  to  the  bridge. 

la.  For  the  protection  of  the  iiridgcr,  half  and  whole  redoubts  must  be  con- 
structed on  both  banks  of  the  river,  from  beliind  which  the  troops  destined 
to  defend  the  bridge  may  beat  o(£  the  enemy's  attacks,  >%hicli  they  wilt  be 
more  able  to  effect,  if  they  are  provided  with  cannon.  The  wuiks  established 
more  liackwards,  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  river,  are  chiefly  Intended  for 
this  purpose,  that  if  the  troops  charged  with  the  defence  oT  the  bridge,  by 
the  enemy's  great  superiority  in  numbers,  should  be  necessitated  to  fall  back, 
they  may  retreat  to  these  works,  and  'renew  the  engagement  3  for  which  rea-' 
aon,  the  foremost  intrenchments  should  consist  of  half  redoubts  only,  t^at  in 
case  of  a  retreat  they  may  afford  the  enemy  no  shelter. 

13.  During  the  retreat,  the  floors  of  three  or  four  pontoons,  which  art* 
next  to  the  shore,  must  be  taken  duwn  with  all  pos.sible  speed,  and  removed  lo  ' 
.the  opposite  bank  along  wihi  the  pontoons ;  the  chests  ofthe  centre  pontoons^' 
should,  on  the  same  groands,  be  taken  off,  that  if  the  enemy,  from  some  pro* 
intnent  pari  of  the  shore,  should  reach  the  end  of  the  !iridge,'his  progrett 
may  be  checked  by  the  removaVof  its  centre.    The  chests,  thus  taken  dowa, 
flitttt  be  p^edone  alore  aaothcr/doie  to  the  openings  behind  which  as  tauif' 
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Aoops  of  tb«  picqaet  as  cu  ftnd  room  nust  be  poiUd  to  Arc  witli  lofety  apou 
the  mtmy^  mod  to  defend  the  brid^,  wkilc  tbo  reft  take  pott  bcliind  the 
works  coBBtmcted  more  bockvardt,  and  cndeavoar  to  forro  the  eaemy  to 
retreat,  by  keeping  up  a  brisk  fire  afaiost  his  troops.    Ai  retrograde  more- 
Meats  of  that  description  do  not,  in  general,  admit  of  mach  delay ,  it  wonld 
take  np  too  much  time,  and  expoae  to  great  danger,  if  the  pontoons  were  uo- 
monrad,  and  cCDmred  one  after  another,  it  will -be  best,  after  the  outermost 
boards  and  bamlks,  or  cross-beams,  hare  been  reroored,  to  cnt  the  ropes  which 
lasten  the  end  of  the  bridge  to  thst  bank  en  which  the  enemy  it  approaching, 
to  slip  all  the  cables  lying  up  the  rircr,  and  thusi  to  cause  the  stream  to  carry 
the  whole  bridge,  at  far  as  it  it  still  cxitting,  to  tlie  oppotitc  bank  of  the  river, 

14.  It  it  tumelimct  ailvisable,  that  the  whole  bridge  be  made  completely 
ready  on  that  bank  from  whence  the  passage  it  to  be  effected » and  that,  whra 
completed,  one  end  be  pnthed  into  the  river,  and  twnng  or-towcd  to  the  oppo- 
site bank,  wliere  it  mntt  be  immediately  fattened,  and  thit  being  done,  the 
anchors  must  be  ca<it  without  delay.  By  proeeedin*;  i»  this  manner,  you 
obtain  the  advantage,  that  you  can  work  with  great  safety  and  stillness,  with  - 
out  being  discovered  by  tlie  enemy. 

15.  The  number  of  pontoons  required  may  be  easily  calculated  if  the  width 
uf  the  river  be  known.  The  pontoons,  as  hat  been  taid»  are  five  feet  brond^ 
and  the  space  between  each  pontooon  i*  five  feet  \  each  pontoon,  therefore^ 
and  its  interval,  occupies  ten  feirt*,  divide  the  breadth  of  the  river  by  lo,  there- 
fom^  and  you  hare  the  required  number;  to  «fa.';h,  however,  you  must  nl- 
wayt  add  one  for  the  further  bank.  The  Thames,  fur  example,  at  Staines,  is- 
|00  ynrdK  limad ;  let  it  be  required  to  know  liuw  many  pontoons  von  Id  lie 
necessary  to  make  a  britfge.  Pruceed  at  foilows  :  loo  yards  is  3oo  feet,  which, 
divided  by  ten,  givet  30,  and  to  thit  add  i  ^  ai  pontoons,  thercfort-,  is  tin 
number  required. 

16.  M'lien  pontoons  are  not  to  be  had,  or  are  not  in  sufficient  number^ 
boats  of  40  to  so  feet  m  leof^th,  and  lo  in  breadth,  may  answer  the  same  pur- 
pose. II  aisrna  wat  attempting  the  construction  of  a  bridge  of  this  kind  on 
the  Tagus  above  Santarcm,  and  would  hare  succeeded  but  for  the  English 
giin-boatt.  If  such  boats  be  u.^cd,  care  must  be  taken  thut  they  nre  not 
leaky,  and  that  all  draw  thesaiuc  water.  The  brid>;e  '\»  th«-Q  made  in  the 
tame  maunrr  as  the  pontoon  bridge,  with  the  rafters  and  liooriii^.  Raftrrs  of 
18  feet  are  mi>st  coftrcnient.  They  should  teldom  be  more  llian  iS  tnchi^ 
asunder,  so  that  about  seven  of  them  are  necestary  in  tlie  breadth  of  the 
bridge     They  thonld  be  6  inchct  ^nare. 

17-  That  part  of  the  bridge  which  reaches  from  the  bank  to  the  fis't  pon. 
^Kin  may  be  properly  composed  of  a  kind  of  tcaffvld  or  platform  made  froa 
the  bank  into  the  water  towards  the  first  poatogn,  and  iLea  joined  on  to  that 
pontoon  by  raftcr&  from  one  to  the  other. 
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18.  The  ropei ,  bolts,  anchort,  cablet,  &o.  belonging  to  a  pontoon  o«|^ 
ncTer  to  be  takon  out  of  it,  and  alvayi  kept  ^tened  up,  except  when  irnine- 
diately  to  bt  made  use  of,  and  then  afterirardf  put  back  into  their  placet| 
to  prevent  any  lou  of  time  fk'om  their  being  miataid. 

19.  There  are  another  kind  of  bridges  very  nse^l  for  detachments,— <^the9t 
are  termed  column  hridgety  and  in  the  continental  service  are  carried  at  Hktt 
bead  of  corps  to  facilitate  their  transport  OTcr  ravines,  small  rivers,  and 
wide  ditches.  They  usually  consist  of  trestles,  across  which  is  laid  a  suitable 
number  of  rafters,  which  are  then  covered  with  planks,  and  in  the  case  of  * 
cavalry  with  earthy  to  keep  them  firm  and  compact.  Trees  are  sometimes 
felled  and  thrown  across  the  banks,  in  which  case  the  trees  are  used  ai  side 
rafters  or  beams,  and  a  plank  flooring  is  laid  over  them. 

SO.  There  is  likewise  another  kind  of  bridge  termed  ^Jlying  bridge.  This 
is  formed  by  one  or  more  small  Tcssels  (in  the  last  case  lashed  together)^ 
covered  with  a  platform  or  flooring,  and  fastened  to  an  anchor  carried  oat 
into  the  middle  of  the  stream,  so  that  by  means  of  thid  and  their  cable  they 
can  be  worked  from  one  side  of  the  river  to  the  other.  There  is  usually  a 
i-ailing  around  this  kind  of  bridge. 

31.  Bridges  over  moorish,  wet,  or  swampy,  ground,  may  be  formed  by 
rafters  laid  along  the  moras^,  and  then  covered  with  a  floor  of  planks.  If 
the  ground  be  very  swampy,  fascines  or  bushes  should  be  laid  under  the  raft- 
ers to  prevent  them  from  sinking.  This  may  be  likewise  efiected  by  making 
a  dam  of  fascines,  and  covering  it  afterwards  about  six  inches  high  with 
earth. 

22.  If  bushes  and  underwood  cannot  be  procured,  an^  there  happens  to  ba 
a  sufficient  quantity  of  stones,  a  dam  of  this  kind  may  be  formed  of  them. 

93.  In  the  case  of  a  scarcity  of  boards  to  cover  a  bridge  all  over,  small 
stones  or  gravel  may  be  substituted,  provided  that  sufficient  cross  beams  of* 
timber  are  laid  under,  and  these  properly  covered  with  two  rows  of  fascines, 
sortie  earth  and  gravel.  Instead  of  cross  beams,  trees  and  wood  of  all  kinds 
may  be  used.  They  mnst  only  be  long  and  strong  enough  to  bear  the  weight 
required.

Strategy,  or  the  art  qf  commanding  and  conducting  armies^  corps,  divisions^ 
find  brigades,  consists  t^f  two  parts, — Particular  Strategy,  which  respects  ths 
duties  of  officers  ef  the  staff,  majors  of  brigade^  commanders  qf  detachments,  %9. 
and  General  Strategy,  which  more  immediately  applies  to  commanders  in  ck^f 
or  <tf  divisions,  and  the  general  conduct  qf  armies.  I  here  notifce^this  Head  qf 
Particular  Strategy,  for  the  sake  qfthe  order  which  I  hereafter  intend  to  follow, 
tkofugh  I  have  not  now  room  to  commence  upon  it.  Under  this  head  i propose  tw 
give  a  Manuel  of  the  duties  qfalljield  officers.

I  have  hitherto  treated  this  branch  ^f  <mr  Art  of  Wmt  in  tht  manner  ^ 
detached  essays,  it  has  since  suggested  it9e{fto  me,  that  this  detached  method 
is  but  ill  suited  to  the  memortf^  and  perhaps  to  the  attention,  I  lave  noWp  there^ 
fire,  resohedf  hereafter  to  treat  it  in  the  manner  rf  a  science^  that  is  to  say^  as 
a  whole,  composed  qf  members  and  parts.  General  Strategf^in  this  sensOf  con- 
prehends  all  the  operations  ^  an  army,  from  its  eommencenseni  or  entering  upom 
a  campaign  in  the  spring  qf  the  year,  to  its  return  into  winter  quarters  at  the, 
end  qf  such  campaign.  Of  all  the  military  writers  who  have  written  upon  this 
subject,  iombining  actual  experience  with  general  knowledge^  there  ie  mo  work 
more  valuable  than  the  Strategy  or  Art  qf  War  as  respects  commastders  and  tha 
il^jf^d^  General  Count  Turpin.  This  work,  which  was  published  in  France, 
Was  translated  and  republished  in  England  many  years  eince,  but  has  now  be^ 
come  so  scarce  and  so  valuable,  that  I  question  whether  three  copies  of  it  could 
be  procured  in  England,  except  by  loan  from  general  qficers.  I  had  the  greatest 
dijiculty  to  procure  one  for  myself  My  present  plan,  ther^ore,  is,  to  put  the 
military  in  possession  qftkis  valuable  work,  by  reprinting  it  without  omission  or 
abridgement  in  our  Chrokicle.  This  will  not  occupy  so  much  room,  nor  take  up 
so  much  lime,  as  may  he  imagined.  From  the  smallness  qf  the  type  which  we 
employ,  and  the  largeness  qf  that  in  which  quarto  v<Uumes  are  usually  printed, 
one  of  our  pages  will  comprehend  nearly  four  qf  other  books,  so  that  in  eight  of 
our  pages  we  can  contain  thirty  qf  theirs,  Turpin,  ther^ore,  wiU  be  all  con- 
tained  in  a  very  few  of  our  numbers,  I  conceive  it  unnecessary  to  point  out  the 
advantage  qf  this  arrangement  in  the  present  case.  The  price  qf  Turpin,  when 
he  can  be  procured^  is  three  guineas  and  a  half,  but^  as  I  have  said,  he  is  Nof 
now  to  be  procured  for  double  that  sum.  The  army  will  here  have  him  In  ahostt 
nine  qfour  numbers. 

iTRATEGT;   OR  THE  ART  OF  WAR  AS  RESPECTS   THE  CONDUCT  6^ 

AN  ARMY   THROUGH  THE   CAMPAIGN, 

BY  GENERAL  COUNT  TURPIN.

Preface.— *To  mmrch  an  army  in  erery  sort  of  country,  whether  open, 
woody,  or  mountainous ;  to  know  how  to  form  a  camp  in  all  these  coantries ; 
to  make  a  proper  disposition  Tor  a  battle,  whether  with  a  riew  to  tho  postnrc 
of  the  enemy,  or  to  the  situation  of  the  country ;  to  make  a  good  retreat  on 
proper  occasions ;  to  direct  the  forages  without  exposing  the  troops  \  to  send 
•ut  detachments  with  precaution;  to  conduct  the  convoys  in  safety j  to 
know  how  to  canton  an  army,  and  to  settle  it  in  winter  quarters  in  snch  a 
manner,  that  by  the  just  disposition  of  all  the  parts  it  may  be  able  to  assem^- 
ble  readily  on  the  first  ordf  r  though  widely  dispersed  \  to  establish  maga- 
xiucs  in  places  both  safe  and  within  reach  of  the  army,  so  that  it  shall  ncrer 
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be  ift  wast  <tf  iirtwistcncc ;  Uicse  are  tbc  great  ends  of  tbe  military  science^ 
and  are  tlie  subjects  of  tbe  present  work,  wbiob  is  tberefort  divided  into  five 
books.— Tbe  6rst  treats  of  all  the  operations  of  a  campaign,  from  tbe  great- 
est  to  the  smallest,  sieges  excepted,  which  belong  not  to  this  subject ;  and 
the  means  of  execating  these  operations  in  any  kind  of  country  are  endea* 
▼oared  to  be  laid  down.  Tbe  second  treats  of  tbe  attacks  of  the  enemy  in  all 
the  forementiened  operations.  Tbc  third  treats  of  tbe  cantonments,  the 
(quarters,  and  of  the  manoeuvres  relating  to  tbem.  Tbe  fourtb  of  tbe  attack 
of  the  cnemy^s  quarters,  or  cantonments,  whether  in  general,  a  certain 
number,  or  one  only.  Tbe  flfltb  treats  of  tbe  war  of  partisans,  tbe  necessity 
of  tbe  ligbt  troops,  and  their  proper  use.  As  almost  all  powers  have  those 
troops,  it  seems  of  consequence  to  know  bow  tbey  ougbt  to  be  conducted  ; 
and  to  shew  wbat  service  tbey  may  perform,  whether  during  tbe  campaign 
or  in  the  day  of  battle.  In  a  word,  I  bare  endeavoured  to  fix  an  army  in  all 
tbe  positions,  and  in  every  kind  of  country  in  wbicb  it  can  be  placed  during 
a  campaign ;  and  the  means  for  defence  are  not  given,  without  likewise  lay- 
ing down  those  of  attack. 

Readers  already  perfect  in  tbe  military  science  may  perbaps  tbink  pre- 
cepts dry  wbicb  tbey  biive  already  learned ;  but  tbe  instruction  which  tbose 
entering  upon  tbe  service  may  draw  from  tbem  will,  I  hope,  be  allowed  as  ao 
excuse  for  some  moments  of  weariness. 

BOOK   riRSt.— OPERATIOVS  OF  THE  CAMPIUBIT. 
Chapter  fratj^Qf  th^  knowledge  qfa  country. 

The  first  requisite  in  a  general  or  commander  is  tbe  knowledge  of  tbe 
country  in  wbi^  the  campaign  is  to  be  carried  on.  Without  this  know- 
ledged,  neither  tbe  marches,  camps,  convoys,  forages,  or  detachments,  in 
short,  none  of  tbe  operations  of  tbe  field  can  be  regulated  with  propriety. 

There  is  one  knowledge  of  a  country,  which  for  an  oflicer  to  be  without 
sboald  be  considered  as  a  reproach,  tbat  of  tbe  situation  of  cities,  towns, 
▼illages,  forests,  streams,  rivers,  wbicb  is  to  be  acquired  by  tbe  itudy  of  geo- 
graphical maps.  There  is  another  branch  of  knowledge  yet  more  ptrticular» 
sncb  as,  the  passes,  or  tbe  boundariea  of  the  country,  tbe  situation,'  tbe  na. 
ture  of  the  ground,  whether  it  is  plain,  or  divided  by  hollows,  rivulets,  bills, 
&c.  wbicb  is  to  be  acquired  by  tbe  assistance  of  topographical  maps. 

In  tbe  study  of  these  last  particularly,  care  must  be  taken,  not  blindly 
to  follow  tbe  marks  tbey  lay  down.  It  very  seldom  happens  that  topogr^ 
pbical  maps  are  perfectly  exact :  for,  besides  tbe  many  circumstances  which 
may  sometimes  in  a  year  alter  a  large  extent  of  ^country,  tbey  seldom  take 
notice  of  fords,  bridges  over  tbe  small  rivnlets,  small  bills,  and  hollows  of 
little  importance;  neither  can  tbey  mark  whatever  may  be  occasioned  try 
recent  inundations  and  disruptions  of  tbe  earth :  wbereas  any  of  tbeve  nnfore- 
seen  circumstances  may  prove  an  obstruction  to  a  great  design,  either  by 
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retarding  the  inarch  of  an  army,  prercntiDg  a  coiaran  of  troopa  from 

iiif ,  or  leaTuig  the  enemy  in  pouessHm  of  soMe  paaiWy    firom  vhidi  he 

might  haw  been  driTea. 

It  is  nrverthelesB  impossible  for  a  map  to  explain  erery  particalar :  §m 
example,  an  hollow  iray  may  be  marked,  bnt  its  depth  viU  still 
nakaoarn  \  neither  can  it  shew  whether  tha  ascent  and  descent  of  it  he 
ar  difficnit.  This  kind  of  information  is  only  to  he  procnred  hy  pceriona 
rcconaoitering  or  the  information  of  the  inhabitants. 

In  order  to  assist  his  marches,  a  general  onght  to  fotm.  a  aMspaay  of 
gnidea  of  the  peasants,  the  command  of  which  shonid  he  giTcn  to  an  intelli- 
gent man,  who  shonid  be  perfectly  acquainted  with  erery  thing  rating  to 
the  conntry.  This  company  of  gnides  will  be  capable  of  infonning  the  ge* 
■eral  of  whatever  may  have  escaped  his  obsenration.  He  will  thns  be  in- 
formed of  the  position  and  the  distance  of  one  place  from  another,  and  the 
■itnation  of  all  the  cities,  towns,  and  tillages.  He  wiD  be  informed  of  all 
the  pathways,  of  the  different  roads  leading  into  the  conntry,  and  what  nnm- 
ber  of  them  terminate  at  the  same  point  \  be  will  judge  what  nnmber  of  men, 
either  horse  or  foot,  can  walk  abreast,  whether  the  enemy  can  prevent  him 
from  pnrsning  his  intended  route,  by  taking  the  field,  and  to  which  distance 
he  will  be  able  to  march  in  safety. 

The  general  should  send  out  detachments  along  with  some  of  these  gnides 
to  examine  the  streams  which  cross  the  country,  whether  or  not  their  mouths 
are  at  a  disunce,  into  what  river  they  empty  themselves,  from  whence  ^ey 
take  their  source,  whether  they  may  be  easily  forded,  if  their  banks  are 
steep  or  slopiag,  marshy  or  covered  with  bushes  •,  other  detachments  shook! 
be  employed  in  examining  the  woods,  in  order  to  find  out  whether  troopa 
can  pass  through  them  or  not. 

A  general  ought  himself  to  examine  into  the  truth  of  the  reports  made  to 
him  by  these  small  detachments,  or  send  ont  others  more  considerable,  under 
the  command  of  general  ofiicers. 

Furnished  with  these  lights,  a  general  can  >allot  the  easiest  rood  lo  the 
artillery  and  baggage,  the  shortest  to  the  infantry,  and  the  longest  to  the 
cavalry :  he  can  at  once  judge  from  the  nature  of  the  ground,  into  ham  many 
columns  the  army  can  be  divided,  in  order  to  expedite  the  march,  and  what 
dispositions  will  be  necessary  for  the  columns  with  regard  to  the  tmmft 
position. 

By  the  knowledge  of  thetfountiy,  a  general  is  informed  of  what  cna^  the 
enemy  doth  or  can  occupy,  and  of  those  necessary  to  he  taken  to  oppose  his 
4migns  J  whether  the  cnemy*s  detachmeiUs  can  easily  i^pproach,  or  how  he 
can  himself  advance  towards  him,  without  being  discovered ;  if  there  be 
forage  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  enemy's  camp,  or  whether  he  be  com- 
pelled to  draw  it  from  a  distance  ^   where  he  has  fixed  his  magaxines,  and 
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vlietber  an  ftttempt  to  carry  thfim  off  bo  practicable  or  not ;  in  what  maiuMr 
his  <|narters  are  diipoaed,  and  which  of  them  i«  moot  exposed ;  what  distaact 
there  is  between  himself  and  the  enemy  j  where  the  enemy  has  cstabUihaj 
posts,  and  which  those  are  that  himself  onf^ht  to  occupy  with  regard  to  the 
situation  of  his  own  camp  and  qnarters,  and  these  belonging  to  the  tmtmf 
which  is  the  most  proper  road  for  the  detachments  and  the  patroles  to  keep, 
in  order  to  g^in  intelligence ;  and  lastly,  with  what  degree  of  ease  the  enemy 
can  attack  the  army  on  its  march,  and  whether  in  front  or  flank.  Thif 
knowledge  is  essential  to  a  general  in  every  kind  of  country ;  but  in  a  woody 
or  mountainous  country  it  would  become  more  particularly  dangerous^  awl 
even  impossible,  lor  him  to  march  an  army,  if  unacquainted  with  it. 

m 

By  the  maps,  a  general  will  know  whether  there  be  forests  in  a  country ; 
but  if  he  does  not  endeuTonr  to  get  a  more  particular  information,  he  wiU 
be  unacquainted  with  the  nature  of  tham  ^  whether  they  are  boggy,  smooth, 
and  rugged,  and  consequently,  whether  it  be  possible  fur  the  troops,  artillery^ 
and  baggage,  to  pass  through  them. 

In  1709,  the  duke  of  Burgundy,  being  desirous  to  attack  the  enemy  who 
were  behind  Cleres,  but  not  being  perfectly  acquainted  with  the  forest  in  hit 
front,  detached  the  marquis  d^Alcgre,  with  five  hundred  grenadiers,  and 
eight  hundred  horse,  to  see  if  it  was  not  possible  to  find  some  passage 
through  it.  M.  d*Alegre  met  with  a  defile  which  was  occupied  by  the  ene« 
my :  he  attacked  and  forced  it ;  but  being  advanced  beyond  it,  found  it  wan 
not  possible  to  proceed  further,  by  reason  of  the  great  number  of  defiles  Ihnt 
succeeded  to  each  other ;  he  thereupon  turned  back,  sent,  and  had  another 
passage  surveyed,  where  there  were  found  still  greater  obstacles.  He-  gvm 
an  account  of  this  to  the  duke  of  Burgundy,  who,  taking  advantage  of  this 
opportunity  to  attack  the  enemy,  sent  him  out  again  with  a  larger  detnell- 
ment,  that  he  might  examine  whether,  by  keeping  along  the  side  of  the 
forest,  it  would  not  be  practicable  for  him  to  march  up  to  them  by  way  of 
the  heaths  of  Mook,  on  the  side  of  Grave  and  Nimegnen.  The  marquis 
d'Alegre  discovered  a  defile  which  led  to  these  heaths  ^  he  took  possession 
of  it,  and  sent  notice  thereof  to  the  duke  of  Burgundy,  who  ordered  the  arwy 
to  advance,  compelled  the  enemy  to  send  their  infiiutry  into  Nimeguen,  and 
cannonaded  their  cavalry,  which  had  taken  post  on  the  glacis,  but  were 
unable  to  maintain  it  ^  and  the  consequence  was,  that  the  enemy  sustaiood  a 
great  loss  in  men,  artillery,  waggons,  and  baggage. 

This  example  tends  to  prove,  that  maps  are  not  always  to  be  rdSed  npoa. 
There  can  be  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  duke  of  Burgundy  was  furnished 
with  the  most  exact ;  but  yet  it  is  probable  that  he  might  not  have  lucceed- 
cd  in  this  enterprise,  if  he  had  neglected  sending  M.  d*Alegre  to  survey  the 
passes,  and  examina  them,  bdufe  he  pro^eded  to  that  throufj^  which  ha 
mwched.

iMo  koir  many  mistiltct  have  even  the  peateM  ^NeraU  fallen,  hy  not 
Wing  tboronglily  uquuDled  «ith  a  counlry,  aud  by  suHVring  lheaicl*«a 
M  b«  [fuidcd  by  gtoeial  aolioos.  SI .  de  Feuquirres  cites  many  eimisplet  of 
peal  cnlerpruo  wbicb  hare  oiiiicarTietl  by  il. 

ToH-ardt  the  end  of  ihe  year  1 673,  when  ■  considerable  body  of  jafanliy, 
with  aaly  few  catalry,  hbs  on  iti  retorn  from  Holland,  andei-  Ihe  eondocl  of 
M.  de  Lnacmbnr;,  the  prince  nf  Orangfe  having  auembled  the  whole  lbr*c 
•f  llie  Dutch  and  the  Sfianiardf ,  under  liii  cominaad,  came  upaa  the  Mae»e, 
irilh  an  itUention  toGjbl  M.de  Luiembitrg  belween  Maettricht  and  Chacle- 
niy.  Thia  miirch  nade  it  Dcceiigary  ^  the  court  lo  send  an  order  to  M.  de 
Schonbcrg  lo  aiMroble  all  Ihe  caialry  thai  mctp  in  Hainanlt  and  Flanden, 
and  immediately  (o  join  M.  de  Luxembare,  who  v»  greatly  inferior  to  the 
prince  of  Orange  in  caralry.  The  prince's  aim  then  should  hai-e  bee*  lo  pre- 
vent the  two  taenia  from  joining,  and  lo  have  fought  one  or  other  of  Ihrm 
Wfore  their  janction.  The  prince'^  imperfect  linowlrdge  of  the  conntiy 
OMde  him  mMtake  for  real  the  feints  made  by  M.  de  Lnivmburf ,  whilst  he 
was  npon  the  river  Outlc;  as  if  hie  JnteBlion  were  la  march  by  way  of  tli« 
Control  and  Ihe  Ardenoea,  in  ordrr  to  ^n  Sedan  aud  Ihe  Meiufta,  The 
prince  of  Orange  drew  near  Kuy  and  Namur ;  and,  by  thai  mtani,  waa  at 
such  Bitiilance  from  the  high  road  that  M.  de  Schomberg  had  an  opportu- 
■i»y  of  advancing  with  hit  cavalry  to  Taa*Ti3;  at  ,tlie  sooie  time  that  M.de 
Lmumburg,  by  a  forced  march,  passed  the  Uarie  al  tiaestricht,  and  arrived 
at  TungTCF,  where  Ibe  jonction  of  the  two  armiat  was  effected  withunt  uy 

If  the  prince  of  Orange  had  made  only  two  rrflnclions  upon  Ihe  katare  of 
the  (oantrii,  he  would  have  avoided  Ibe  mistake  he  fell  into ;  the  bat  of 
which  U,  that  scarcely  any  body  «an  be  ignorant  Ihsl  the  CoBdros  and  the 
Ardennetare  tierile  and  monatainoua  eountiies;  from  whence  ilia  evident, 
ibal  M.  de  Luxemburg  could  not  have  lubsialed  hi<  army,  especially  in  the 
■BDDlh  of  Dccrmbn  :  the  loadi  in  those  parts,  lery  bad  in  Ibesumme*,  ait 
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ainxMt  impatsmbto  dnrisg  the  wiater;  consequently  the  carriAfei  toold 
not  have  passefi  bat  with  the  ntmott  dificnlty. 

The  second  reflection  is,  that,  if  M.  de  Laxembnrg  had  actually  designed 
to  pass  through  the  Ardennes,  why  did  M.  de  Schomiierg  adtance  towardi 
Tong res,  and  so  expose  himself  to  the  danger  of  being  beaten,  without  m 
possibility  of  receiving  help  from  HI.  de  Luxemburg,  who  was  on  the  other 
side  of  the  Maese  ?  If  the  prince  of  Orange  had  had  a  thorough  knowledgie 
of  the  country,  through  which  M.  de  Luxemburg  pretended  he  would  pass, 
he  would  soon  hare  perceived,  that  it  was  only  to  throw  him  into  a  perplex* 
ing  uncertainty,  with  regard  to  the  road  which  the  enemy's  general  should 
naturally  take :  in  a  word,  he  would  not  have  remained  a  mament  in  doubt 
on  the  part  he  had  to  act » 

By  this,  then,  it  appears,  that  the  prince  ought  to  have  continued  on  the 
side  of  Liege ;  by  which  position  he  would  have  stopped  M.  d^  Schomberg, 
who  would  have  scarcely  dared  to  advance  to  Tongres,  nor  would  M .  de 
Luxemburg  have  attempted  the  passage  of  the  Maese  at  Maestricht  t  by  this 
means  the  junction  Would  have  been  prevented;  or,  if  either  of  the  two 
armies  had  advanced,  the  prince  could  have  attacked  and  beaten  them ;  nei^ 
ther  would  it  have  been  in  the  power  of  the  other  to  have  assisted  them. 

It  is  certain  that  a  thorough  knowledge  oi  the  country  would  have  induced 
the  prince  of  Orange  to  have  remained  on  the  other  side  of  Liege;  by  which 
position  the  junction  of  M.  de  Schomberg  and.M.  de  Luxemburg  would 
have  been  impossible :  this  last  would  then  have  been,  in  a  manner,  com^ 
pelled  to  continue  his  march  by  the  Condros  and  the  Ardennes ;  mud  the 
prince  of  Orange,  without  losing  a  man  of  his  own  army,  would  have  made 
M.  de  Luxemburg  lose  a  great  number  of  his,  who  would  have  been  unable 
lo  have  resisted  both  hunger  and  cold.  By  this  conduct  he  would  have  ac- 
quired such  glory  as  would  perhaps  have  caused  him  to  forget  his  past  mis- 
fortunes. 

Antiquity  has  furnished  many  examples  of  generals  who  have  fallen  int» 
like  mistakes,  by  involving  themselves  in  countries  with  which  they  were 
unacquainted.  When  Cambyses  was  at  Thebes,  he  dispatched  fifty  thousand 
men,  who  were  to  march  over  dry  and  burning  deserts,,  against  the  Ethiopi- 
nns ;  the  army  had  scarcely  entered  them  before  a  furious  wind  arose,  and 
(juried  it  entirely  in  the  sands.  The  same  prince,  when  he  marched  against 
the  Ethiopians,  engaged  himself  in  barren  countries ;  the  consequence  of 
which  was,  that  his  soldiers,  after  having  subsisted  upon  the  beasts  of  bur- 
den, were  reduced  to  the  necessity  of  devouring  one  another.  Hannibal,  who 
well  knew  how  to  profit  by  the  mistakes  of  his  enemies,  owed  great  part  of 
his  successes  to  the  negligence  of  the  Romans,  who  did  not  take  proper  care 
t*  avoid  the  disadvantageous  positions  he  drew  them  into. 
With  this  company  of  guides,  and  an  exact  knowledge  of  the  country,  a 
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fCBoral  will  be  enabled  to  onderUke  an  vn^^rpriie,  that  anotbei*  wttk  doobte 
tibe  number  of  troops  could  not  think  of  attempting.  These  precantiona  will 
famish  him  with  stratagems,  oftentimes  more  efficacious  than  force  and 
amrage :  under  the  appearance  of  flight,  a  general  will  often  get  possession 
of  an  adrantageouB  post,  and  decoy  the  enemy  into  one  that  may  ruin  htoEL 

If  M.  de  Turenne  had  not  been  particularly  acquainted  with  Alsace,  mttd 
the  arenues  of  the  mountains  of  Vange,  which  open  there^  he  would  nerer 
ha!ve  succeeded  in  1675,  when  he  undertook,  with  four  or  ftrt  and  twenty 
Aousand  men,  to  drive  out  the  empcror^s  army,  which  was  sixty  thousand 
atrong,  and  which  had  already  tak^  up  its  quarters  in  that  prorince. 

It  has  frequently  happened,  and  will  continue  to  do  so,  that  a  general  who 
knows  how  to  take  adrantage  of  the  knowledge  of  the  country,  although  infe^ 
rior  in  point  of  force,  may  change  a  defensire  into  an  offensiTe  war.  In  1 67 1, 
M.  de  Cr^ui,  who  began  the  campaign  on  the  defensiire,  ended  it  by  compell- 
ing the  duke  of  Lorrain  to  pass  the  Rhine  :  that  prince  dbperse^  his  army, 
and  then  M.  de  Cr^ui  formed  the  si^e  of  Fribourg. 

The  knowledge  of  a  country  is  still  more  essential  in  retreats :  there  is  more 
art  and  more  precaution  required  in  a  retreat  than  in  any  other  action ;  that 
operation  is  the  conclusion  of  all  preceding  ones.  If  a  general,  conipeUed  to 
letreat  precipitately,  has  but  a  superficial  knowledge  of  the  country,  how  will 
he  be  able  to  re-assemble  his  troops,  reestablish  order,  or  march  with  any 
degree  of  security  ?  After  the  battle  and  taking  of  Agrigentum,  while  the 
Bomans  still  celebrated  their  rictory  by  festivities,  Hannibal,  shut  up  in  the 
place,  from  whence  there  was  no  apparent  likelihood  of  his  escaping,  never- 
theless contrived  to  extricate  bis  troops,  and  retreated  with  such  order  and 
expedition  during  the  night,  that  the  Romans  could  not  afterwards  come  up 
With  him. 

Xenophon's  retreat  with  the  ten  thousand  Greeks  is  one  of  the  moat  usefiM 
lessons  a  commander  can  study.  In  thmt  undertaking  were  united  the  virtues 
of  a  consummate  genera) » and  the  most  intrepid  courage  of  a  soldier;  and  in 
pnrticulai'  it  exhibits  the  most  profound  knowledge  of  the  country.  The 
history  of  that  retreat,  written  by  that  general,  presents  an  example  of  the 
greatest  precaution.  That  young  Athenian,  conducting  his  troopa  througli 
roads  covered  six  feet  deep  with  snow,  gathering  fresh  intelligence  at  every 
l^iacehe  came  to,  shews  the  danger  of  being  guided  by  received  notions  taken 
jftom  maps.  The  march  and  passage  of  the  Alps  by  Hannibal  shew  in  what 
Bmouera  general  may  be  gcilty  of  negligence,  especially  when  hecarrief  ^ 
war  into  a  cold  r.iountainou:;  country',  covered  with  wood  or  marshes. 

M.  Belleisle,  following  the  example  of  the  Greek  general,  undertook,  in  the 
month  of  DeceKiVc;,  1749>  to  withdraw  the  French  army  from  Prague,  where 
kt  was  at  that  timf  bhul  up,  and  to  march  over  the  euemy*s  country  through  n 
toad  of  thirty-eight  leagues,  covered  with  ice,  and  over  mouhtaios  whose  pre* 
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cipices  wete  concealed  under  the  snow,  hsnnif,  betides,  an  army  of  between 
eighteen  and  twenty  thousand  men,  tinder  the  command  of  prince  liobkowiK^ 
to  fight  with.  It  shall  suffice  to  recapitulate  in  few  words  the  cfarcumstaaeaa 
of  this  retreat,  which  deserves  to  be  written  by  Xenophon  himself. 

M.  BcUeisle^  having^  received  intelligence  that  prince  Lobkowitx  wai 
detached  from  the  grand  duke*s  army,  in  order  to  come  and  shut  up  the  anny* 
•till  closer  io  Prague^  quitted  his'  quarters,  Where  he  had  formed  a  camp  fed 
preserve  the  openings  which  lead  to  the  Elbe.  Whilst  he  was  busy  in  collect* 
lug  forage,  and  putting  his  army  into  a  condition  of  acting,  after  M.  de  Lob* 
kowit2  should  be  recalled  by  prince  Cliarles  of  Lorraiu,  that  general  came  and 
encamped  within  four  leagues  of  Prague,  With  an  army  of  twenty  thousand 
effective  men,  to  which  was  added  six  thousand  hunters  or  militia  of  Moravln. 
-M.  Belleisle  formed  the  resolution  ofquittingPragne,  and  made  the  beat 
preparations  for  it,  without  making  known  hif.  design,  which  he  concealed  with 
great  care  ffom  his  own  army,  as  well  as  from  that  of  the  enemy.  He  caused 
the  roads  leading  from  Prague  to  Egra  to  be  surveyed ;  and  finding  only  two^ 
and  these  very  will  known  to  the  enemy,  he  then  sent  out  spies  to  discover  a 
third :  at  length  he  made  his  retreat  without  noise  ;  and  in  the  night,  betweett 
the  ]6th  and  17th,  he  set  out,  causina  his  army  to  march  in  two  columnSi 
appointing  its  rendezvous  at  three  parts  of  the  city,  where  hv.  arrived  the  lytk 
at  day-break  with  eleven  thousand  foot,  and  elven  thousand  horse,  hussars  and 
dragoons,  thirty  pieces  of  cannon,  with  waggons  of  ammunition  and  provisiofn. 

It  was  thirty-six  hours  after  its  departure,  before  prince  Lobkowitz  kdbv 
any  thing  of  the  retreat  of  the  French  army,  and  even  then  his  first  intelU* 
l^ce  of  it  was  brought  to  him  by  twenty  cuirassiers,  who  had  been  taken  in 
their  quarters  by  the  advanced-guard  of  the  army  ;  an«l  the  whole  regiment 
would  have  shared  the  same  fate,  had  not  a  thick  fug  facilitated  their  fscape': 
these  cuirassiers  were  sent  by  M.  Belleisle  to  prince  Lobkowitz  by  a  trumpet. 

As  the  country  was  very  open,  and  there  was  alib  a  plain  of  about  fourteem 
leagues  to  cross,  and  the  eoemy  had  above  eight  thousand  horse^  M.  Belleibls 
^vided  his  army  into  five  divisions ;  a  disposition  the  most  suited  to  that' 
conntrf',  and  by  which  the  army  was  also  in  a  condition  of  making  a  strong  heni 
In  the  front,  rear,  and  length  of  the  column. 

The  army,  on  its  departure  from  Tucklowitz,  was  harassed  by  some  huasari 
mffi  Croats,  sustained  by  twelve  squadrons  of  cuirassiers :  the  fire  of  the  gri* 
nadiers,  who  were  posted  behind  the  waggons  and  cannon,  compelled  the  em^ 
my  to  retire  in  disorder ;  the  centre  was  attacked  the  same  day,  Jmt  with  •# 
better  success ;  they  also  presented  themselves  before  the  advanccd»gaard  to 
aa  little  purpose.    These  skirmishes  served  only  to  prolong  the  march. 

The  enemy  had,  bef  ore*hand,  broken  down  all  the  bridges  which  were  «p<m 
the  road  on  the  left,  not  supposing  the  army  could  take  to  the  right,  as  it  ditf. 

In  order  to  deceive  them  still  farther,  M.  Belleisle  caused  the  artiflery  and 
VgL.

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•oine  brigades  to  b^lt  at  Jecknitx;  fi-oin  wbich  cireumitaikcc  tbegr  might 
imagine  that  be  could  not  cootine  his  way  towards  Pilseii ;  but  as  soon  as  it 
was  uight  be  turned  off  towards  Steben. 

As  it  was  at  this  place  tha|  the  mountains  and  streights  commenced,  be  alter* 
cd  his  disposition,  sent  off  his  cavalry  to  E?ra,and  only  kept  with  bim  a  party 
of  carabineers,  all  the  hussars  and  dragoons  j  and,  at  one  o^clock  in  the  mmm- 
ing,  he  put  his  army  again  upon  the  march,  left  the  great  road  abont  aleagae, 
took  to  the  left  across  the  steep  mountains,  where  nerer  any  army  bad  paaacd 
before,  and,  after  four  and  twenty  hours*  march,  cau toned  his  army  in  tbt 
suburbs  of  Luditz.  He  was  compelled  to  drag  his  artillery  orer  firosen  fiNi% 
I'ound  a  luountaiu,  inaccessible  by  reason  of  the  ice,  with  which  it  was  oo» 
Tered ;  he  arrived  at  the  entrance  of  the  forest  that  covers  the  monatains  of 
Konigswart,  from  whence  be  descended  by  precipices,  which  would  bairebeeo 
impassable  had  it  not  been  for  the  snow  that  lessened  the  steepneaa  of  thcnt 

At  length,  on  the  37th,  be  cantoned  all  the  infantry  betwixt  tfte  rifvcrs  of 
^gra  and  Vanheiro,  and  the  cavalry  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  of  £grft» 

Marshal  Belleisle,  wonderful  in  his  retreat,  but  yet  more  so  in  the  precaar 
tions  he  took  to  mislead  the  enemy  with  regard  to  his  real  intentieniy  sbcw% 
by  bis  conduct,  that  a  general  ought  to  comp^e  each  circumstance^  fbreaef 
every  thing,  and  that  he  should,  above  all,  have  a  thorongb  knowM^a  of  tb« 
country ;  a  presence  pf  mind  that  nothing  can  disconcert,  and  a  fiiancn  uf 
0oul  that  will  remain  unshaken  amidst  the  n^>st  apparent  dangers. 

In  a  march  thus  severe,  he  lost  no  more  than  seven  or  ctgiit  hnndud  bki^ 
and  fifteen  officers  who  were  not  able  to  follow ;  some  who  wef<e  liroscB  with 
the  cold  died ;  and  the  others,  with  whom  marshal  Belleiale  Itft  pawpoifti^ 
were  sent  to  the  enemy  by  a  trumpet  as  prisoners  of  war. 

This  general  left  but  four  thousand  men  in  Prague,  the  greatest  part  infim^ 
sick,  or  on  the  recovery.  M.  de  Chevert,  to  whom  be  intrnsted  the  oomsMSid 
of  those  troops,  by  bis  firmness,  and  conduct  worthy  of  admiration,  obtained 
a  most  honourabh^  capitulation. 

The  knowledge  of  a  country  is  likewise  as  necessary  for  a  private  ofteer  at 
for  the  commander  in  chief,  because  he  is  to  execute  in  part  what  the  general 
performs  with  all  the  troops.  When  an  oiBcer,  to  whose  conduct  an  expedi* 
tion  is  intrusted,  joins  this  knowledge,  one  of  the  chief  branches  of  military 
Ocience,  to  practice  and  experience,  he  will,  with' so  much  the.  greater  eaae^ 
comprehend  and  execute  the  general's  intention  and  plan ;  and  be  will  abo 
be  enabled  to  take  the  measures  most  proper  for  success ;  if,  on  the  contrary, 
he  begins  a  maych,  without  being  acquainted  with  the  country,  his  mmd  mis. 
giving  him  will  increase  the  danger,  by  the  very  means  he  takes  to  avoid  h. 
He  will  suppose  danger  in  places  where  nothing  ife  to  be  feared,  and  often  fall 
Into  it  where  he  was  least  apprehensive  of  its  existence.  Thus  prepotseflsed| 
lie  wUl  be  undetermined,  which  may  produce  the  most  fatal  consequences.

A  dispatchy  o/ which  the  following  is  a  copify  was  this  morning  received  at 
Liverpoots  o^cCy  addressed  to  his  Lordship  by  Lieutenant-general  Lord 
Viscount  Wellington  y  dated  Quint  a  de  Granichay  June  6th. 

Mt  Lord, — We  hare  continued  the  operationB  of  the  sie^e  of  Badajoi 
with  the  utmost  activity  since  first  I  addressed  your  lordship  on  the  30th 
ultimo,  and  our  fire  commenced  on  the  morning  of  the  9d  instant,  from  four 
batteries  on  the  ri^ht  of  the  Guadiana,  directed  against  the  outworkof  St. 
Christoval,  and  on  the  eneny^s  batteries  in  the  castle,  constructed  to  support 
that  outwork ;  and  from  two  batteries  on  the  left  of  the  Guadiana,  directed 
aigainst  |the  eastern  face  of  the  castle.  The  fire  from  these  batteries  has  con^ 
tinned  ever  since,  and  a  breach  has  been  made  in  the  outworks  of  St.  Chris- 
toral,  which,  however,  is  not  yet  practicable  for  assault ;  and  considerable 
progress  has  been  made  in  effecting  a  breach  on  the  eastern  front  of  the  castle. 
Notwithstanding  that  these  works  have  been  carried  on  with  great  rapidity,  I 
am  happy  to  say  that  they  are  themselves  so  complete,  and  the  communica- 
tion from  one  to  the  other  so  well  assured,  that  our  loss  hitherto  throughout 
the  siege  has  been  very  small.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  Lieutenant  Hawker  of 
the  royal  artillery,  an  officer  who  has  distinguished  himself  in  these  opera- 
tions, was  killed  this  morning.  The  enemy  have  hitherto  made  no  movement 
to  disturb  our  operations  ;  but  I  understai^d  that  three  battalions  were  moved 
from  the  blockade  of  Cadiz  in  the  last  days  of  May  ;  and  1  have  received  a 
report,  that  the  battalions  of  the  9th  corps,  destined  to  reinforce  the  army  of ' 
the  south,  were  to  arrive  at  Cordova  on  the  5th  or  6th  of  this  month.  The 
army  of  Portugal  likewise  broke  up  from  the  Tormes  on  the  3d  inst.,  and  their 
first  march  was  in  the  direction  of  the  passage  of  the  Tagus.  I  have  received 
a  letter  from  Mr.Wellesley,  of  the  ist  instant,  from  which  I  learn  thatGeneral 
I^Bchet  had  invested  Tarragona.    I  have  the  honour  to.be,  &c.

A  dispatchy  of  which  the  following  is  an  extracty  has  been  received  at  the 
office  of  the  Earl  qf  Liverpool y  addressed  to  his  Lordship  by  Lord  Viscount 
Wellingtony  dated  Quinta  de  Granichay  June  \3th. 

In  consequence  of  a  report  from  the  chief  engineer,  lieutenant'Co!on«I 
Fletcher,  that  the  fire  from  St.  Christoval  might  occasion  the  loss  of  many 
lives  iu  the  operation  on  the  left  of  the  Gu  adiana,  and  the  breach  in  that 
out-work  having  been  apparently  much  improved  by  the  fire  throughout  the 
6th,  I  directed  that  an  attempt  might  be  made  to  carry  St.  Christoval  hy 
storm  that  night.  Major-general  Honstoun,  who  conducted  the  operations 
of  the  siege  on  the  right  of  the  Guadiana,  accordins^ly  ordered  a  detachment 
under  Major  Mackintosh,  of  the  85th  regiment,  to  make  the' attempt.  The 
men  advanced  under  a  very  heavy  fire  of  musquetry  and  hand  grenades  from 
the  out-work,  and  of  shot  and  shells  from  the  town,  with  the  utmost  intre- 
pidity, aod  in  the  best  order,  to  the  bottom  of  the  breach  j  the  advanced 
guard  being  led  by  Ensign  Dyas,  of  the  51st  regiment,  who  volunteered  to 
perform  this  duty  ^  but  they  found  th^  the  eneaiy  had  cleared  the  mbbiali 
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from  the  Imttom  of  the  escarp;  and  notwithstandinsf  that  they  were  pro* 
Tided  with  ladders,  it  was  impossibU  to  mount  it.  They  retired  with  som« 
Iocs.  The  fire  upon  St.  ChristoTal,  as  well  as  upon  the  place,  continued  on 
the  7th,  lith,  and  9th,  on  which  day  the  breach  in  the  wall  of  St.  Christoval 
appeared  practicable,  and  T  directed  that  a  second  attempt  should  be  made 
on  that  nipht  to  obtain  possession  of  that  nut>work.  Major-General  Hona- 
toun  ordered  another  detachment  for  this  service,  under  the  command  0/ 
Majar  Macg^eachy,  of  the  17th  PortofiDese  regiment,  who,  with  the  officer! 
destined  to  command  the  diiferent  parties  composing  the  detachment,  hm,\ 
been  employed  throughout  the  8th  and  pth  in  reconnoiterin^  the  breach,  and 
the  different  approoehes  to  it.  They  advanced  at  about  nine  at  nig:ht,  in  the 
best  order,  though  opposed  by  the  same  means  and  with  the  same  determi* 
nation  as  had  been  opposed  to  the  detachment  whickjhad  made  the  attempt 
on  the  6th.  Ensip^n  Dyas  a^in  led  the  advance,  snd  the  atorming  party 
arrived  at  the  foot  of  the  breach  ;  but  they  found  it  impossible  to  mount  it, 
the  enemy  having  again  cleared  the  rubbish  from  the  bottom  ef  the  eacarp. 
The  detachment  suffcsed  considerably,  and  Major  Macgeachy,  the  command- 
tDf  officer,  was  unfortunately  killed,  and  others  of  the  officers  fell ;  but  the 
troops  continued  to  maintain  their  station  till  Major-general  Hoostoim 
ordered  them  to  retire.  When  the  reinforcements  had  arrived  from  the 
frontiers  of  Castile,  after  the  battle  of  Albnera,  1  undertook  the  aiege  of 
Badajos,  entertaining  a  belief  that  the  means  of  which  I  had  the  comroaiHl 
would  reduce  the  place  before  the  end  of  the  second  week  in  June,  at  whick 
time  I  expected  that  the  reinforcements  for  the  enemy^s  southern  army  de* 
tached  from  Castile  would  join  Marshal  Soult.  I  was  unlbrtnoately  mis* 
taken  in  my  estimate  of  the  quality  of  these  means.  We  had  Ihiled  in  two 
attempts  to  obtain  possession  of  fort  St.  Christoval;  and  it  was  obrions  to 
me  that  we  could  not  obtain  possession  of  that  out-Vork,  without  performiiif 
a  work  which  would  have  required  the  labour  of  several  dajra  to  complete. 
On  the  morning  of  the  10th  instant,  I  received  the  inclosed  intercepted  dit* 
patch  from  the  duke  of  Dalmatia  to  the  djike  of  Ragusa,  which  pointed 
out  clearly  the  enemy's  design  to  collect  in  Estremadura  their  whole  force, 
and  I  had  reason  to  believe  that  Drouet*s  corps,  which  had  marched  from 
Toledo  on  the  88th  and  figth  of  May,  and  was  expected  at  Cordova  on  the 
Sth  and  6th  instant,  would  have  joined  the  southern  army  by  the  10th;  and 
it  was  generally  expected  in  the  country,  that  the  southern  army  would 
have  moved  by  that  time.  The  movement  of  this  army  alone  would  have 
created  a  necessity  for  raising:  the  siege  ;  but  on  the  same  morning  I  re« 
ceived  accounts  f^om  the  frontiers  of  Castile,  which  left  no  doubt  of  the 
destination  of  the  army  of  Portue:al  to  the  southward,  and  gave  g^nnd  for 
belief  that  they  would  an-ive  at  Merida  on  the  isth  instant.  I  therefore 
ordered  that  the  siege  might  be  raised.  I  have  every  reason  to  be  satis6ed 
with  the  conduct  of  all  tlic  officers  and  troops  employed  at  the  siege  of  Ba- 
di^os,  whose  labours  and  exertions  deserved  a  very  different  result.  M^or- 
i;encr;il  Picton  directed  the  operations  on  the  left  of  the  Guadiana,  and 
Major-general  Houstoun  on  the  right ;  and  I  am  much  indebted  to  those 
officers,  as  well  as  to  Major-general  Hamilton,  and  the  other  general  and 
Staff  officers  and  the  officers  and  troops  dtader  their  commands  respectively. 
lAcntenant-coloncl  Fletcher,  of  the  royal  engineers,  was  the  directing  eng^. 
netr,  and  immcdiutely  superintended  the  operations  on  the  left  of  the  Gua- 
diana; and  Captain  Squires  those  on  the  right  of  that  river:  and  these 
officers  and  the  corps  of  cngineera  have  by  their  conduct  on  this  occasion 
augmented  their  claims  to  my  approbation.  Lieutenant-colonel  Framing, 
ham  commanded  the  artillery,  havingf  under  his  orders  Major  Dickson  at* 
tached  to  the  Portuguese  service,  who,  during  the  absence  of  Lieutenant- 
colonel  Framingham  with  the  troops  who  wer-e  employed  to  cover  the  ope- 
rations,  conducted  all  the  details  of  this  important  department.  I  had 
mtrj  reason  to  be  satrsfied  with  theie  officerf ,  aud  most  particularly  with 
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Major  Dickson,  from  whose  activity,  zeal,  and  intelli|^ence,  the  pnUic 
▼ice  has  derived  g^eat  advantafres  in  the  different  operations  against  Ba* 
dajos.  Captain  Cleves,  of  the  Hanoverian  artillery,  conducted  that  depart* 
meat  on  the  right  of  the  Guadiana  with  great  success.  The  service  of  th« 
batteries  was  performed  by  detachments  from  the  ist,  9d,  and  3d  regiments 
of  Portnsfuese  artillery,  who  conducted  themselves  remturfcably  well.  They 
were  aided  by  Captain  Rainsford*s  company  of  the  royal  artillery,  who  wer« 
indefatigable ;  some  of  them  having  never  quitted  the  batteries.  I  am  in«eli 
indebted  to  General  Leite,  the  governor  of  the  province  of  Alentejo  and  of 
Elvas,  for  the  assistance  which  he  again  afforded  me  in  this  operation.  I 
inclose  a  return  of  the  killed  and  wounded  throughout  the  siega,  from  whic^ 
your  lordship  will  observe,  that,  excepting  in  the  attempts  to  obtain  pos- 
session of  St.  Cbristoval,  otir  loss  has  not  been  severe.  We  still  maintain 
the  blockade  of  Badajos.  I  liave  not  yet  heard  tliat  the  enemy  have  moved 
from  their  position  at  Lierena,  and  I  imagine  that  the  arrival  of  the  gih 
corps  has  been  delayed  longer  than  was  expected  ;  and  it  is  probable  that 
Soult  will  be  unwillini^  to  move  till  he  will  hear  of  the  movements  of  th« 
army  of  Portugal.  They  broke  up  from  the  Tormes  on  the  3d,  and  their 
advanced  guard  arrived  at  Ciudad  Rodrigo  on  the  evening  of  the  5th.  They 
moved  forward  again  on  the  6th,  and  Lientenant-een^ral  sir  Brent  Spencer 
withdrew  his  advanced  guard  of  the  troops  under  his  command  firtt  to  Nare 
d^Aver,  and  then  to  Alfayates.  The  enemy  patroled  on  the  6th  into  Fuente* 
de  Honor  and  into  Nave  d*Aver.  1  inclose  sir  Brent  Spencer^s  report  of  these 
operations,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  royal  dragoons,  under  Lie^tenaat- 
colonel  Clinton,  and  a  troop  of  the  I4th,  the  whole  directed  by  Major-gen. 
Slade,  distinguished  themselves.  I  imagine  that  the  encmy^s  march  in  this 
direction  was  intended  as  a  reconnoisance,  and  to  cover  the  march  of  a  con* 
Toy  to  Ciudad  Rodrigo  ;  as  on  the  following  day,  the  7th,  the  whole  moved 
from  thence  to  Moras  Verdes,  in  the  direction  of  the  pass  of  Banoa,  near 
which  pass  General  Rcgnier  had  been  with  tiro  divisions  of  the  army  of  Pmcw 
tugal,  since  the  5th.  On  thi  8th,  in  the  evening,  one  division  of  Regnier*B 
troops  had  come  through  Banos,  and  I  expect  that  those  divisions  will  have 
arrived  at  Placentia  the  gth,  and  the  whole  army  on  the  loth. 

P.S,  Sin<^  writing  this  dipatch,  1  have  received  accounts  that  General 
Dmet's  troops  joined  on  the  eneray^s  right  at  Berlanza  atfd  Azuagd  yestcr^ 
day,  and  a  report  that  their  cavalry  were  in  movement  towards  Los  Santot 
this  morning.  The  British  cavalry,  and  the  sd  and  8th  divisions,  were  abont 
to  march  from  Villa  Franca  and  Almendralajo  towards  Albuera,  and  I  have 
ordered  there  General  Hamilton's  division,  and  shall  proceed  there  this 
night  myself,  if  I  should  find  that  report  confirmed.

My  Lord,— In  my  letter  of  the  5th  instant  from  Villa  Formoia,  I  did  my- 
•«elf  the  honour  of  acquainting  your  lordship  that  T  had  just  returned  from 
the  heights  in  front  of  Gallegos,  from  whence  I  discovered  a  body  of  the 
enemy  of  about  3000  men,  consisting  of  500  cavalry  and  2,500  infantry,  with 
artillery,  entering  Ciudad  Rodrigo  from  the  Salamanca  road.  I  requested 
Colonel  Waters  to  remain  on  the  heights  until  sunset,  to  notice  whether 
any  more  of  the  enemy  followed  those  which  I  have  mentioned,  and  he  re- 
ported to  me  that  they  were  succeeded  by  another  column  •,  but  have  strong 
reason  tp  think,  from  what  I  shall  relate  to  your  lordship,  that  they  must 
have  marched  large  bodies  of  infantry  and  cavalry  into  Ciudad  Rodrigo  in 
the  course  of  the  night.  According  to  your  lordship^s  instructions,  I 
concentrated  the  troops  rather  more  in  their  cantonments,  upon  hearing,  a 
few  days  before,  that  the  enemy  were  moving  in  the  direction  of  Ciudad 
Rodrigo,  and  took  the  other  necessary  precautions  for  falling  back.  The 
enemy  advanced,  as  I  thought  it  probable,  at  day -break  on  the  mgming  of 
the 6th,  in  two  columns;  one  taking  the  direction  of  Gallegos,  and  the 
other  that  of  Carpio  and  Eapeja.  The  former  was  a  heavy  column  of  ca- 
iralry  and  infantry,  with  several  guns,  and  the  latter  consisted  of  about  6000 
ia&ntry;  but  in  spying  this  1  should  observe,  that,  from  the  nature  of  the 
country,  the  rear  of  these  columns  c6u1d  not  be  discovered.  They  had  also 
upwards  of  9000  cavalry  and  ten  guns,  which  moved  across  the  plain  in  front 
4>f  Fuentes  de  Honor.  From  the  miture  of  the  country  being  so  perfectly 
•open,  and  the  probabilityof  the  enemy  bringing  a  large  portion  of  his  cavalry 
upon  this  point,  I  deemed  it  most  prudent  to  withdraw  the  light  division 
«iider  Brigodier-general  Craufurd,which  accordingly  fell  back  from  Gallegos 
and  Espeja,  at  two  o'clock  in  the  morning,  updn  Nave  d*Aver.  Observing 
the  rapidy  of  the  enemy's  advance,  and  t^  superior  number  of  his  cavalry, 
the  light  division,  with  the  horse  artillery  attached  to  them,  was  directed  to 
retire  further  back  upon  Alfayates,  the  1st  and  5th  divisions  gradually  fall- 
iRg  back  from  Aldea  de  Poote  and  Nave  d'Aver  to  the  height  just  be- 
yond Soito,  and  the  6th  division  from  Mealhada  de  Sordo  to  Rendo, 
the  cavalry  remaining  in  front  of  Alfayates.  It  is  with  great  pleasure 
I  have  to  mention  the  very  admirable  conduct  of  the  royals,  under  tht 
command  of  IJeutenant-colonel  Glifton,  and  one  troop  of  the  i4th  light 
dragoons,  which  being  all  that  were  employed  in  covering  the  front 
from  Villa  de  Egua  to  Espeja,  were  assembled  at  Gallegos,  and  retreated 
from  thence  agreeably  to  my  dire<rtlbns  The  force  which  they  were  op. 
posed  to,  your  lordship  is  in  possession  of  in  this  letter  ;  and  notwithstand. 
ittg  all  the  efforts  of  General  Montomo,  who  commanded  the  French  cavalry 
to  outflank  the  British,  pressing  them  at  the  same  time  in  front  with  eight 

Cieces of  cannon  ;    their  retiring  to  Navod'Aver  merits  the  highest  appro. 
ation.    In  offering  my  sense  of  their  conduct,  and  of  the  very  stubtmrn 
manner  in  which  they  retired,  I  tkrive  very  great  satisfaction  in  acquainting 
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joor  lordship^  Uutt  Migor«geucrAl  Slade  dirpcted  in  person  the  v^bole  of  the 
mffiur,  «nd  by  his  moTcments  foiled  the  designs  of  the  enemy,  and  the  Britisli 
cwralry  maintained  their  high  character.— The  major-general,  in  his  report 
to  Rie,  speaks  in  much  praise  of  Major  Dorrille,  of  the  royal  dragoons,  of 
Captain  Pnrviis  of  (he  same  regiment,  and  of  Captain  Dowson,  of  the  I4th 
light  dragoons,  who  had  opportunities  of  distinguishing  themselves  much. 
I  am  not  able  to  jndge  exactly  of  the  designs  of  the  cuemy,  but  I  knew  that 
Aey  left  Salamanca  with  i8,ooo  infantry,  and  with  upwards  of  aooo  cavalry, 
«nd  34  pieces  of  artillery,  on  the  road  to  Ciildad  Rodrigo.  In  concluding 
asy  statement  q(^ the  movements  of  yesterday,  1  beg  leave  to  add  my  ac« 
knowledgmenta  for  the  choice  made  by  your  lordship,  of  the  honourable 
CoIoaelrAikenham,  and  of  Lieutenant-colonel  Delancey,  at  the  head  of  their 
respective  departments,  with  this  portion  of  the  army  ;  their  zeal  and  good 
judgment  is  already  known  to  your  lordship.  The  loss  of  the  cavalry  upon 
this  occasion,  I  am  happy  to  say,  amounted  to  no  more  than  ten  rank  and 
ftle.  wounded,  and  nine  missing ;  and  six  horses  killed,  ten  wounded,  and 
fenr  ■usting.

M  dlfpatchy  qf  which  the  ^following  h  an  eslrurf,  nas  on  Suntlay  rtceited  at 
Lord  Liverpool's  office^  addressed  to  his  Lordship  by  Lieutenant-general 
yttcount  Wellington^  dated  Quinta  de  St.  Joao^  '20th  June,  1611. 

The  enemy  moved  forward  his  advanced  guard,  consisting  of  about  10,000 
meny  to  Los  Santos,  on  the  morning  of  Ihe  I3th.  Upon  this  occasion,  Lieu" 
tenant  Streenuwitz,  of  the  3 1st  light  dragoons,  was  sent  out  by  Major-ge-* 
■cral  air  William  Erskine  to  reconnoitre  the  enemy,  with  a  tmall  detach- 
ment of  the  sd  hussars  and  3d  dragoon  guards,  which  distinguished  theaik 
selves  in  an  attack  upon  a  superior  number  of  the  enemy,  and  took  some 
prisoners.  I  had  arranged,  that  the  cavalry  and  2d  and  4th  divisions  of  the 
allied  British  and  Portuguese  army,  and  the  corps  of  Spanish  troops  under 
General  Blake,  should  collect,  if  the  enemy  should  advance  to  interrupt  the 
siege  or  blockade  of  Badajos ;  and  I  went  to  Albuera  on  that  night  to  super- 
intend the  movements  of  the  troops.  I  also  moved,  on  the  night  of  the  ISth, 
General  Hamilton's  division  from  the  blockade  of  Badajos,with  an  intention 
to  stop  the  enemy  in  case  the  army  of  the  south  alone  should  have  moved 
fuL-ward.  On  the  14th,  in  the  night,  Lieutenant  Ayling,  of  the  40th  regi- 
ment, who  had  been  employed  to  observe  the  movements  of  the  enemy,  arriv- 
edat  Albuera  with  the  account,  that  the  advanced  guard  of  the  enemy's  army 
•f  Portugal  from  Castile  had  entered  Truxiilo  at  noon,  the  l3th,  which  con- 
firmed the  other  accounts  which  1  had  received  of  their  progress  up  to  tb« 
Idth  ;and  as  from  Truxiilo  they  mi?ht  have  been  at  Merida  on  the  isth,  and 
In  communication  with  the  army  of  the  south,  ^l  determined  to  raise  the 
blockade  of  Badajos,  and  that  all  the  allied  troops  should  cross  the  €hia* 
diana  on  the  17th.  This  was  accordingly  cii'ected  without  difficulty  or  lose 
of  auy  description ;  and  General  Blake  likewise  crossed  with  his  corps,  at 
Jurainenha  on  the  17th.  Since  that  period,  the  allied  British  and  Port»> 
guese  army  have  been  encamped  in  the  woods  upon  the  Caya  about  Torre> 
de  Muuro,  having  their  right  upon  the  Pootc  de  Cava ;  the  3d  and  7tk  di- 
visions and  Brigudicr-gencral  Maddeu's  cavalry  being  in  Campo  Majwr; 
and  the  troops,  which  had  been  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant-general 
sir  Brent  Spencer  on  the  frontiers  of  Castile,  have  crossed  the  Tagus  ak 
Villa  Velha  in  proportion  as  the  enemy  have  crossed  that  river  at  Alnaras;^ 
The  whole  are  now  upon  the  Caya,  between  this  place  and  Arrouchea* 
The  enemy's  advance  have  appeared  in  the  neighbourhoi»d  of  Badigot  this 
day, and  1  conceive  that  their  whole anny  will  be  collected  to-morrow.  The 
ciieaiy  Jia^e  culkcted  upon  this  occasion  all  their  force  at  Caetik,  tktar 
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ykole  force  from  Madrid,  and  wluit  is  called  their  centre  army,  and  all  their 
Imnce  from  Andalosia,  aotcepting  what  ia  abaolotcly  neceasary  to  maintain 
Ibeir  position  before  OUis,  and  that  held  by  Sebantiani  in  the  eaitcnt 
kingdoms  of  Andalusia.  The  enemy  have  abandoned  Old  and  New  Castile» 
9^ith  the  exception  of  a  small  pparrison  in  Madrid,  and  ha|(e  risked  every 
thioji^  in  All  parts  of  Spain,  ip  order  to  collect  this  large  army  ia  Estremadui^.

Jk  dispatchy  of  which  the  following  is  an  extract^  has  been  received /rom  Lord 
Viscount  Welling  tony  addressed  by  his  lordship  to  the  Earl  qf  Liverpool  ^  dated 
Quintay  de  St.  JoatuVune  27thj  1811. 

The  enemy  itiade  a  great  reconnoissance  with  a  very  large  bod^n  cavalry 
npon  Elvas  aud  Campo  Mayo^k  the  99d  instant.  The  cavalry  of  the  army 
of  the  south  went  upon  ElvasYom  the  neighbourhood  of  Oliven^a,  and  the 
woodi)  between  that  town  and  IBfadajos ;  and  the  cavalry  of  the  army  of  Por- 
tugal upon  Cainpo  Mayor,  from  the  neighbonrhood  of  Badajos.  The  former 
succeeded  in  rutting  offa  picquet  of  the  iith  light  dragoons,  which  had  been 
posted  on  the  Caya  in  front  of  Elvas,  undei*  the  command  of^  captain 
Lutyens.  It  is  nnderstood  that  the  cause  of  this  was,  that  captain  Lntyens 
mistook  a  re^^imrnt  of  the  enemy^s  hussars  for  a  body  of  ours  sent  to  his  sup- 
port.  The  2ii  hussars  »lso,which^^^  on  theGuadiaua,  on  the  right  of  Elvas, 
suffered  in  their  retreat  towards l^as.  The  enemy  w<re  kept  in  check  iii 
the  neighbourhood  of  Campo  Mayiir  by  the  honourable  ni^jor-general  De 
€rray^s  brigade  ufBntish  and  brigadier-general  Madden^s  brigade  of  Portu- 
guese cavalry,  and  they  retired  without  seeing  the  position  of  our  troops.—* 
Since  that  day,  they  have  made  no  movement  of  importance.  Their  army  ia 
along  the  GUadiana  between  Badajun  aad  Merida,  and  their  principal  occu- 
pation appears  to  be  to  procure  subsistence.  They  are  already  beginning  to 
experience,  in  aome  degree,  the  effects  of  drawing  together,  in  Eslremadura, 
their  whole  force,  (leueral  Bonnet  has  evacuated  the  Asturias  Don  Jo*

Badajos,  the  cavalry  bolon$;ing  to  the  garrison.  By  all  accounts^  the  army  o^ 
Portugal  arc  on  the  right  of  the  Guadiana,  between  Montanches  and  Merida^ 
keeping  a  small  part  at  ^lontigo  ;  and  the  army  of  the  sottth  on  tk«  left  of 
that  river,  extending  their  left  towards  Zafra.  The  enemy  have  withdrawn 
from  Badajos  their  train  of  artillery  with  which  th%  pMce  was  takea,  and 
have  sent  it  to  the  southward.

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MIUTARY  BIOGRAPHY. 

LIFE  OF  MAJOR-GENERAL  FERGUSON. 

MajoR'General  Ronald  Crauford  Ferguson  was  bom 
it  Edinburgh,  on  the  8th  of  Feb.  1773.  This  gallant  officer  if 
flie  second  son  of  the  late  William  Ferguson,  esq.  of  Raith,  in 
the  county  of  Fife,  and  of  Jane  Crauford,  second  daughter  ot 
Ronald  Crauford,  of  Restalrigy  in  the  county  of  Edinburgh,  and 
jititer  to  the  late  Countess  of  Dumfries.  His  father's  family  has 
^Pbeen  settled  in  the  county  of  Fife,  in  the  neighbonrfaood  of  Inver« 
beithing,  for  more  than  two  centuries;  the  estate  of  Raith,  now  th« 
most  considemble  of  the  county,  ha^ng  come  into  the  possession 
of  the  family  about  sixty  years  since  by  purchase. 
-  General  Ferguson  entered  the  army  at  an  early  age,  being  an 
ensign  in  the  53d  in  1789*  For  the  purpose  of  acquiring  the 
best  military  education  he  was  sent  to  Bruhswiek  iu  1790,  where 
hd  remained  two  years,  attending  at  the  same  time  the  Prussian 
reviews.  The  first  active  setvice  in  which  he  was  engaged  was 
upon  the  breaking  out  of  the  first  French  revolutionary  war  with 
this  country.  He  was  then  Mij||p»  Flanders  with  his  regiment,  the 
48d,  having  by  that  time  obtain!^  the  rank  of  captain. 

It  very  rarely  happens  that  an  officer  of  this  rank  in  his  profes* 
non  has  had  such  fortunate  opportunities  as  to  be  able  to  effect  any 
enterprise  sufficiently  meritorious  or  distinguished  to  entitle  him  to 
any  distinct  mention  in  preference  to  his  brother  officers.  This 
is  and  must  always  be  the  case  in  every  service.  In  our  own^ 
however,  it  must  exist  in  a  greater  degree  than  in  any  other,  from 
the  circumstance,  that  in  no  other  service  in  the  world  has  there 
ever  been  so  numerous,  so  respectable,  and  so  excellent  a  set  of 
officers,  or  so  meritorious  a  body  of  men,  froua  the  rank  of  lieutc-

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nant-coloiiel  downwards,  as  in  the  English  armj.*     We  msst  be 
content,  therefore,  under  these  circumstances,  with  renaarking  tlie 
g6od  conduct  of  the  regiment  to  which  a  particular  officer  belongs^ 
and  we  may  safely  conclude,  that  where  the  general  services  of  tliat 
regiment  have  been  peculiarly  distinguished,  that  ever}-  oflScer 
therein  has  performed  his  own  share  of  duty  with  zeal  and  ac- 
tivity.     And  if  among  this  numerous  body  there  should  be  found 
one,  who  afterwards,  in  the  higher  and  more  advanced  ranks  of  his 
profession,  stands  among  the  foremost  of  the  brave,  it  is  certaiuly 
a  very  reasonable  inference,   that  he  was  as  diligent  in  the  fulfill- 
ment of  the  duties  belonging  to  the  inferior,  as  he  had  been  emi- 
fieut  in  performing  the  services  annexed  to  the  superior  rank.  And 
in  the  instance  more  immediately  under  our  consideration,  we  con- 
ceive we  have  an  example  of  the  truth  of  our  remarks.  The  conduct 
of  the  53d,  throughout  the  campaign,  was  such  as  the  conduct  of 
every  British  regiment  ought  to  be,  and  such  as  we  can  safely  say, 
it  ever  will  be.     But  when  forming  part  of  the  garnson  ofNieu-J* 
port  at  the  time  when  that  place  was  attacked  by  a  very  superior 
French  force,  its  conduct  was  such  as  to  call  forth  the  particular 
applause  of  that  excellent  man  and  officer  the  late  sir  Charles 
(afterwards  earl)    Grey,  who,  in  his  dispatch,  dated  Ostend,  Oc- 
tober 30th,  1793,  siiys  :  "  The  safety  of  Nieuport  is  owing  to  the 
courage  and  perseverance  of  the  garrison  in  its  defence,  with  means 
very  disproportionate  to  the  force  of  the  French.     The  artillery 
under  Captain  Borthwickc,  with  the  Jifty^third  regiment,  whose 
loss  has  been  the  greatest,  has  been  ver}"^  distinguished."     In  this 
defence,  so  highly  and  so  justly  waised,  general,  then   captain 
Ferguson,  was  wounded  in  the  knll^  the  effects  of  which  he  still 
severely  feels. 

In  1/1)4,  he  got  the  rank  of  major  in  the  84th,  and   upon  the 

augmentation  he  was  made  second  lieutenant-colonel  of  the  same 

regiment.     In  this  situation  he  embarked  with  his  regiment  upon 

the  expedition  under  the  command  of  lord  Keith  and  sir  Alured 

,    Clarke,  which  was  destined   for,  and  succeeded  in  annexing  the 

•  Want  of  expcrieucc  alone,  ai  tlie  history  of  the  present  day  aufficiestly 
proves,  is  the  only  cause  why  we  have  not  till  now  had  generals  c^qual  to  Um 
%    most  eminent  military  coromauderi  of  the  continent. 
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important  colony  of  the  cape  of  Good  Hope  to  the  British  domi- 
nions ;  a  colony  of  the  greatest  consequence  to  this  nation,  and 
which  seems  to  have  been  neglected  nearly  in  proportion  to  its 
importance.  Whence  is  it,  for  instance,  that  no  steps  of  con* 
sequence  have  been  taken  to  establish  there  a  large  and  industrious 
British  population,  who  would  feel  interest  in  the  permanency  of 
the  British  authority  ;  and  whence  is  it  that  no  sufficient  advan* 
tage  has  ever  been  taken  of  the  extreme  fitness  of  the  Caffres  for 
forming  excellent  soldiers,  and  suited  more  especially  for  colonial 
service,  whereby  a  vast  waste  of  British  blood  would  be  saved,  and' 
a  much  larger  disposable  force  obtained  for  European  warfare  ? 

After  the  capture  of  the  cape,  lieutenant-colonel  Ferguson 
returned  to  England,  and,  in  1798,  he  married  a  daughter  of  the 
late  general  sir  Hector  Munro,  but  had  the  misfortune  to  lose 
her  in  1804.  By  iier  he  had  a  son  and  daughter.  He  obtained 
the  rank  of  colonel  in  1800.  In  1801,  he  was  employed  in  the 
expedition  under  brigadier-general  the  honourable  Thomas 
Maitland,  which,  after  some  ineffectual  attempts  upon  the  French 
coast,  was  united  to  the  army  under  the  late  general  sir  James 
Pulteuey,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  Ferrol.  Colonel  Ferguson 
having,  in  common  with  others,  entertained  a  very  decided  opi- 
nion, which  he  did  not  conceal,  of  the  practicability  of  this  at- 
tempt, it  was  found  better  for  him  to  return  to  England  than  to 
remain  with  the  army.  He  remained  at  home,  without  any  active 
employment,  till  1804,  when,  with  the  rank  of  brigadier-general, 
he  was  appointed  to  a  district  in  Yorkshire,  with  his  head  quarters 
at  Doncaster.  ^ 

In  1805,  he  was  appointed  to  the  command  of  a  brigade  in  the 
expedition,  which,  under  sir  David  Baird,  us  as  destined  for  the 
recapture  of  the  cape  of  Good  Hope.  On  this  service  he  had  the 
good  fortune  to  command  the  landing  party ;  and  his  country  wan 
not  less  fortunate  in  the  choice  having  fallen  upon  him.  We  can- 
not better  describe  the  able  and  gallant  conduct  of  geneml  Fer- 
guson than  by  transcribing  the  words  of  sir  David  Baird*$  letter, 
dated  Cape  Town,  Itth  January,  1806 ;  and  this  we  do  with  the 
more  pleasure,  as  a  brave  man  never  appears  to  more  advantage 
than  when  he  is  bestowing  well  deserved  fame  on  a  brother  in

trms.  The  handsome  and  liberal  terms  in  which  Kir  Dayid  Baird's 
letter  is  couched  does  as  much  credit  to  his  judgment  as  candour : 
**  The  surf,'*  observes  the  general,  "  having  considerably  abated, 
the  ensuing  morning,  5th  January,  1806,  I  determined,  in  con- 
currence with  comnxodore  sir  Home  Popham,  to  make  an  effort 
to  get  the  troops  on  shore ;  and  accordingly  the  highland  brigade^ 
composed  of  the  71st,  72d,  and  03d  regiments,  effected  that  ob« 
ject,  under  the  command  of  brigadier-geueml  Ferguson.  The 
ahore  had  been  previously  very  closely  inspected  by  the  brigadier* 
and  by  his  spirited  exertions  and  example,  our  efforts  were  crowned 
with  supcess."  In  the  same  dispatch,  sir  David,  in  giving  an  ac«» 
count  of  the  proceedings  upon  the  6th,  adds,  **  I  formed  the  army 
into  two  columns,  the  second  brigade  under  brigadier-general  Fer« 
guson  keeping  the  road,  while  the  first  struck  to  the  right  and 
took  the  defile  of  the  mountains.  Having  accomplished  my  pnr- 
pose,  our  line  was  formed  with  equal  celerity  and  order,  and  the 
left  wing,  composed  of  the  highland  brigade,  was  thrown  forward 
and  advanced  with  the  steadiest  step  under  a  heavy  fire  of  round 
shot,  grape,  and  musketry.  Nothing  could  t^urpass  or  resist  the 
bravery  of  our  troops,  headed  by  their  gallant  commander  briga* 
dier-general  Ferguson,  and  the  number  of  the  enemy  who  swanned 
the  plain  served  only  to  augment  their  ardour,  and  confirm  their 
discipline,*'  Such  are  the  terms  in  which  the  commander  of  the 
forces  speaks  of  the  excellent  conduct  of  general  Ferguson,  and 
while  it  does  justice  to  his  merits,  it  reflects  high  honour  upon  sir 
D.  Baird,  for  the  manly  and  liberal  manner  in  which  he  conveys 
his  approbation.  General  Fergus^,  who,  from  his  yonth«  was 
subject  to  severe  bilious  attacks,  was  here  sei2ed  with  a  violent 
liver  complaint,  and  his  medical  friends  informed  him,  that  no» 
thing  but  quiat  and  a  temporary  relaxation  from  active  service 
would  be  of  any  use  to  him;  he  was  therefore  compelled  to  return 
-to  England  after  the  capture  of  the  cape* 

Upon  the  general  election,  in  1806,  he  was  returned  to  puriift» 
ment  for  the  Kirkcaldy,  Kingshom,  Burntisland,  and  Dysart,  dis- 
trict of  Burghs,  which  are  situated  in  the  vicinity  of  his  iatlier*s 
(now  his  brother*8)  property,  in  the  county  of  Fife.  He  was  agaiii 
jreturued  %%  the  geneial  election  in  1807,    He  remained  nneaH 
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ployed  until  1808,  when  he  was  appointed  to  a  command  in  the 
army  preparing  for  foreign  seryice,  under  the  orders  of  sir  Arthur 
Wellesley^  He  had  this  year  obtained  the  rank  of  major-generd. 
The  destination  of  diis  army  was  soon  known  by  its  appeairance 
•if  the  coast  of  Spain.  It  was  shortly  after  debarked.  Without 
detailing  the  ihinor  operations,  the  army  advaiiced  towards  Roleia, 

* 

where  the  first  affair  of  consequence  took  place.  Here,  for  the 
first  time,  general  Ferguson,  in  common  with  his  brother  generals, 
had  an  opportunity  of  shewing  the  extent  of  thmr  military  taleto 
and  acquirements,  and  of  proving,  in  the  sight  of  each  other,  and 
of  a  brave,  active,  and  experienced  foe,  how  iar  they  were  fitted  to 
command,  and  to  deserve  the  notice  and  approbation  of  Europe. 
On  the  bravery  of  their  troops  they  could  with  confidence  rely ; 
for  in  what  period  of  European  history  liave  not  the  steady  courage 
and'  perseveririg  gallantry  of  our  countrymen  been  proverbial  ? 
Without  the  slightest  intention  (and  such  a  wish  we  are  sure  can 
never  be  ascribed  to  us)  to  lessen  the  merits  or  diminish  the  glorj 
of  the  other  brave  leaders  of  this  army,  we  can  very  safely  assert, 
that  none  proved  more  conspicuous  than  general  Ferguson,  and 
that  his  military  skill  rose  higher  and  became  more  conspicuous 
as  the  field  upon  which  they  were  displayed  became  more  en« 
larged,  and  his  intrepidity  and  decision  became  only  more  pre* 
eminent  as  the  difficulties  in  which  he  was  placed  increased.  la 
general  Fergu8on*s  conduct,  in  the  afiair  of  Roleia,  we  must  refer 
to  sir  Arthur  Wellesley's  dispatch,  under  date  17th  August,  1808, 
which  may  be  found  in  the  Gazettes  for  that  year. 

In  the  battle  of  Vimiera,  which  gave  the  veterans  of  France  a 
taste  of  what  sort  of  stuff  the  British  army  was  composed,  and  con« 
firmed  the  character  which  it  had  attained  in  Egypt,  and  at 
Maida,  general  Ferguson  commanded  upon  the  left.  We  must 
here  also  refer  our  readers  to  the  dispatches  of  sir  Arthur  WeU 
Jesley,  as,  without  this,  neither  a  distinct  idea  of  the  battle  itself^ 
nor  of  general  Ferguson*s  particular  services  on  that  day,  can  be 
obtained.  The  brigade  under  his  orders  was  attacked  by  a  much 
superior  force,  both  of  cavalry  and  infantry.  The  enemy  advanced 
with  great  impetuosity,  but  were  received  with  the  steady  bravery 
qf  British  soldiers.    They  were  soon  beat  back^  and  our  men  in 
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their  turn  advanced.     The  enemy  rallied, and  returned  more  than 

once  to  the  charge,  in  a  manner  which  reflected  the  highest  credit 

upon  their  courage,  perseverauce,  and  discipline,  the  fruit  of  long 

continued  service  and  success.    The  native  bravery  of  our  men, 

howiever,  more  than  matched  these  qualities  in  the  enemy.     Ge^ 

neral  Ferguson  put  himself  at  the  head  of  his  men,  and  huzzaed 

them  up  to  the  attack.     Nothing  could  be  more  conspicuous  than 

his  conduct.     He  was  gloriously  seconded  by  his  men,  who,  b^ 

the  actual  use  of  the  bayonet,,  added  auother  proof  to  tlie  remark^ 

that  this  is  the  native  weapon  of  Englishmen  ;    and  that,  however 

much  the  French  may  boast  of  having  obtained  all  tlmir  succen 

against  the  continental  armies  of  Europe  by  the  use  of  the  bay- 

6net,  they  have  never  found  courage  enough  to  wait  to  try  their 

chance  of  success  in  wielding  it  with  the  soldiers  of  Britain.     Seven 

pieces  of  cannon  rewarded  their  exertions.      We  must  conclude 

this  sketch  with  the  following  extract  from  sir  Arthur  Wellesley^s 

dispatch  :  **  In  the  position  taken  up  by  major-general  Ferg^8on*s. 

brigade,  and  its  advance  upon  the  enemy,  that  officer  showed 

equal  bravery  and  judgment." 

After  the  convention  of  Crntra,  gen.  Ferguson  returned  to  Eug- 
land»  and  was  one  of  the  officers  who  was  examined  as  to  the  events 
erf  that  keenly  contested  transaction.  We  avoid  entering  upon  tlie 
subject,  but  we  would  suggest  for  the  consideration  of  our  military 
teaders,  how  far  the  successful  stand  made  in  the  same  ground  by 
lord  Wellington  against  the  prince  of  Essling,  the  famed  and 
justly  famed  marshal  Massena,  may  not  illustrate,  if  it  does  not. 
decide  the  merits  of  that  arrangement. 

General  Ferguson  was  included  by  name  in  the  vote  of  thanks 
which  parliament  bestowed  upon  the  conquerors  of  Vimiera ;  and 
the  modesty  and  propriety  of  his  answer,  as  well  as  the  just  tribute 
of  applause  which  it  contained  to  sir  Arthur  Wellesley,  and  those 
whom  he  (general  Ferguson)  immediately  commanded,  induces  us 
ta  copy  it.  "  Mr.  Speaker,  I  beg  leave  to  return  you  my  warmest 
acknowledgments  for  the  high  and  distinguished  honour  which 
this  house  has  conferred  upon  me.  Having  ever  considered  that . 
the  greatest  reward  which  a  soldier  can  attain  is  the  approbation  of. 
bis  country,  the  thanks  of  this  house  must  be  received  by  me  witb 
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gratitude  and  pride,     I  am  well  aware,  however,  that  I  owe  not 

this  honour  to  my  own  merit,  but  to  my  singular  good  fortune  ia 

» 

commanding  such  officers  and  such  men, as  were  placed  under  mj 
immediate  ordere,  and  being  myself  under  the  guidance  of  • 
general  whose  talents,  decision,  and  bravery,  justly  secured  to  him 
the  confidence  of  every  man  in  his  army." 

He  was  also  honoured  with  a  medal  from  his  majesty,  for  hit 
good  conduct  in  common  with  the  other  general  officers.  We  cannot 
here  avoid  remarking,  that  it  is  to  be  lamented  for  the  sake  of  the 
service  that  these  honorary  marks  of  distinction  are  not  extended 
to  the  inferior  officers,  and  to  the  ranks,  to  be  worn  by  them  on  %11 
occasions,  in  uniform  and  out  of  uniform.  It  is  a  tribute  to  their 
bravery  which  every  man's  mind  tells  him  is  due,  and  a  tribute 
which  they  cannot  but  strongly  feel  that  they  deserve.  We  have  no 
doubt,  however,  but  that  this  and  every  other  matter  connected  with 
the  reward  of  our  brave  men  will  be  at  length  earnestly  attended  to* 

General  Ferguson  having  lefl  England  to  join  the  army  in  Spaio^ 
arrived  at  Corunna  just  after  our  troops  had  left  that  place;  he  of 
course  returned  home,  where  he  remained  till  he  was  appointed 
second  in  command  at  Cadiz  to  his  heroic  friend  and  gallant 
countryman  general  Graham,  in  1810.  At  the  end  of  the  year, 
his  liver  complaint,  under  which  he  suffered  from  the  moment  he 
landed,  increased  to  that  degree  as  to  force  him  to  quit  his  com- 
mand  and  return  home. 

In  the  above  outline  which  we  have  given  of  the  military  life  of 
general  Ferguson,  we  have  been  actuated  by  an  anxious  desire  of 
doing  justice  to  the  service  at  liarge,  while  we  characterised  the 
particular  merits  of  this  general  officer.  The  late  exploits  which 
have  exalted  the  character  of  the  British  army  render  it  a  duty  to 
mark  and  point  out  the  circumstances  which  have  produced,  aod 
to  distinguish  the  able  men  who  have  been  the  origin  of,  or  who 
have  assisted  in  establishing,  these  advantages,  and  who  have,  to 
use  the  words  of  the  lamented  sir  John  Moore,  '^  obtained  by 
their  spirit  and  their  enterprise  an  ascendency  over  the  French, 
of  which  nothing  but  great  superiority  of  numbers  on  their  part 
will  get  the  better." 
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whom  SyOOO  were  ctTalry.     1  wu  then  at  the  K«ad  of  hit  ttalT.     Hchad  tfir 
good  tciMC  to  make  no  chon^  in  the  ditpoeitiont  of  hit  predocetaor.    He 
did  not  love  the  troopt  of  the  Rhine,  but  he  retpectcd  them.     He  carried  hio 
lore  of  duelling  to  such  a  pitch,  a«>  to  incite  the  greaadiert  of  hit  diriaioit 
to  challenge  thote  of  the  diTitioa  of  Bernadotte.    A  great  deal  of  blood  waa 
•bed  on  both  tidea;  and  It  was  with  no  little  difficulty  that  a  quarrel  wna 
J^acifted,  of  which  he  wat  the  first  m(    er. 
%     17 pun  the  peace  of  Campo  Formio,  >  ictor  returned  to  France,  and  obtained 
tiie  command  of  the  I2th  military  divbion,of  which  Nantea  waa  the  head- 
qtiarttrt.     The  resumption  of  hottilittca  gave  him  a  more  nctire  detfinatio»« 
He  wat  employed  in  Italy,  and  whs  present  at  all  the  battles  on  the  Adige, 
•nder  the  command  of  Scherer.    The  French  haTing  been  defeated,  Yictur 
■ncceeded  in  preserving  hit  divition  in  good  order.    During  the  whole  of  thin 
CMDpaign,  so  celebrated  for  the  brilliant  sncceaaea  of  Snwarrow,  Victor  be- 
bared  nobly,  except  on  the  Trebbia.    He  had  been  detached  from  the  araaj 
•f  Italy  with  his  dirision,  and  that  of  general  Lapoype  and  Montricbard,  t^ 
Iheilitate  a  jtection  with  the  army  of  Naples.    Victor  was  not  willing  to  add 
a  new  wreath  to  the  f riorapht  of  that  army.    I  wat  prctenC  Ht  tie  coancil  of 
waf  which  wat  he^d  the  ereoing  before  the  battle,  where  Victor  iatly  aeftiatrd 
to  carry  into  eRect  the  plan  of  Macdonald,  who,  though  eommander  itt  cfaeC^ 
had  the  weakness  to  render  hit  movementt  tubordinate  to  those  propoacd  by 
Victor ;  and  this  contrary  to  the  opinion  of  all  the  geoerala  of  the  army  of 
Naples.    It  it  far  from  my  intention  to  throw  any  blame  on  the  tsoops,^they 
did  their  duty  ;  but  it  waa  eaty  to  perceive,  that  the  impnite  given  by  Victoe 
wat  one  of  a  retrograde  nature.    After  the  dread  carnage  on  the  Trebbia^ 
Victor  joined  Moreau^s  army  at  Genoa,  who  sent  him  to  Paris  ta  lay  beforo' 
the  directory  a  shocking  picture  of  the  army,  and  to  impress  upon  them  the 
necessity  of  sehding  immediate  reinforcements ;  but  failed  in  the  object  of  hia 
journey.    On  hia  return  he  was  employed  under  general  Charopiounet,  and 
afterwards  in  the  army  of  reserve  commanded  by  Buonaparte  in  isoo.     Ho 
waa  one  of  the  generals  with  whom  Buonaparte  was  the  least  dissatisfied  at 
the  battle  of  Marengo.    On  that  occasion,  he  supported  the  attack  of  general 
Dcfsaix ;  and  received  a  sword  in  honour  of  this  service,  upon  which  waa 
engraved,  **  battle  of  Marengo,  commanded  in  peraon  by  the  first  contain 
prcsenti'd  by  the  government  to  general  Victor.*^ 

In  1801  he  was  employed  in  Holland,  and  in  1809  he  wat  appointed  captaim 
general  of  Louitiana.  The  cession  of  that  settlement  to  the  United  Statoa 
tnpertcded  thit  appointment.  Buonaparte  appointed  him  ambassador  to  tkw 
court  of  Denmark.  This  choice  excited  much  astonishment  in  all  thoae  whor 
knew  Victor ;  and  it  waa  ironically  remarked,  that  Buonaparte  muat  hav4 
tome  affair  of  honour  to  settle  at  Copenhagen,  from  having  sent  thither  th*- 
bally  Victor.  To  convert  a  grenadier  into  an  ambassador,  to  employ  % 
«aa  IB  a  country,  with  whote  mannersy  laagaage,  or  cuttomi  he  waa  aaae^ 
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t|aainted,'  ii  a  political  abtvrdity  which  a  Baonaparte  oaly  could  have  com* 
mitted.  In  September,  I806,  Victor  was  recalled ;  and  in  October  he  JoIp^ 
the  g^ud  army  at  Wnrtzbnrf  He  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Jena,  wher4 
he  served  under  the  orders  of  general  Lasnes.  He  was  appointed  tommM^M 
of  the  10th  corps,  and  was  proceeding  to  his  deatinatioa  when  ht  was  tjakeH 
prisoner  by  twenty-five  Prussian  hussars.  Btt«naparta  procured  hit  ex- 
change, and  confided  in  him  the  conduct  of  the  siege  of  Grandents.  On  the 
14th  of  June,  1807,  he  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Friedland,  where  he  com-, 
nanded  the  French  reserve.  He  had  under  his  orders  the  first  corps  of  tke 
army,  of  which  general  Bemadotte  bad  resigned  the  command  on  acconnt  of 
his  wonnds.  The  imperial  guard  was  also  part  of  this  reserve.  According  to 
the  report  of  Buonaparte,  <<  Victor  placed  a  battery  of  thirty  pieces  of  artil* 
tery  before  his  centre,  under  the  command  of  general  Senarmunt,  who  adr 
danced  400  paces  in  front,  and  inflicted  horrible  carnage  on  the  enemy .T 
The  mcfrit  of  this  maneeuvre  is  solely  due  to  general  Senarmont,  an  officer  of 
^reat  talents,  who  was  a  killed  by  a  shell  in  the  lines  before  CSadii.  Victor 
|iad  no  opportunity  of  being  engaged  at  Friedland.  He  de^ched  from  hie 
vi^erve  a  division  under  the  orders  of  general  Dnpont  to  support  the  corpa  of 
V^h^l  Ney,  which  had  been  throvo  into  disorder  by  a  most  vigorous  chargt. 
#f  thf  ^nssjan  imperial  guard. 

Victor  ^as  been  employed  in  Spate  since  the  suimmer  of  I809.  He  va«  de- 
feated by  lord  WeQington  at  '^alavera,  where  he  lost  the  choice  of  his  troop** 
He  was  not  present  at  the  battle  of  Oeana,  althoogh  he  had  received  SonltV 
orders  /to  that  ti^%.  He  pretendysd  that  there  were  tome  difficulties  in  tiM 
sray,  arising  from  the  roads^  fnd  frovi  S9nie  faliie  attacks,  the  importance,  of 
-which  he  magnified  to  give  a  pen^aape^  t^  his  reftisal^  tjbe  object  of  whsckt 
^was  to  cause*8oalt  to  be  defeased  by  general  Ariesaga. 

Victor  effected  the  passage  of  the  s^rra  Morena,  under  the  <^rders  of  Soiilt, 
and  displayed  great  talents  and  bravery  on  the  9  xasion.  He  had  learBcd 
something  of  the  character  of  his  commander  in  chiefs  and  he  knew  that  • 
aecond  trick  like  that  at  the  battle  of  Ocana  wonld  not  have  gone  unpunSah* 
ed.  All  his  operations  befoM  Cadii  were  literally  ordered  by  Soalt.  Whc» 
the  latter  set  out  for  Estremadnra  with  Mortier,  Victor  became  coi 
in  chief  of  all  Andalusia,  and  the  kingdom  of  Grenada.  When  it  caiae  to 
knowledge  thai  an  expedition  was  preparing  at  Cadii ,  he  should  have  mad* 
his  dispositions,  given  hiis  orders  to  Sebastiani,  and  apprised  Soult  of  what 
was  going  on.  So  far  from  doing  this,  he  cun<^led  the  information  he  ha4 
received  both  from  hit  comrade  Sebastiani,  and  his  commander  Soult.  He 
eptimated  the  whole  force  of  La  Pena  at  3000  English  and  6000  Spaniarda. 
He  wished  to  have  the  glory  of  reviving  the  scene  of  general  Provera  hefiii# 
Haatuarbot  paid  dearly  fi^r  his  presumption.  ^ 

It  may  be  truly  said,  that  Victor,  though  very  rich^  is  always  ready  fm 
jppeee  himself  to  danger.    At  the  battle  of  Barrota  he  discharged  the  ^utifi 
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both  of  •  grenadier  and  a  gfoeral,— bf  (b^fcbt  ^fid  be  comnnanded.  In  thm 
retreat,  he  brought  up  the  rear,  and  very  narrowly  escaped  being  made  pri- 
•oner  by  a  tquadron  of  cavalry.  A  month  before  the  battle  af  Bairifoaa,  tba 
i||[ri|er  of  ihia  ^ficle  composed  a  memorial ,  in  which  it  was  said,  **  that  aa 
able  general,  with  sOyUOO  gocKl  troopi,  who  should  make  a  masterly  attaci^ 
on  Victor,  in  hit  potitioq  before  Cadiz,  would  be  sure  to  destit>y  him  com^ 
plelely.^  Our  conjectures  have  been  verified  by  the  event  *,  and  we  do  not 
hesitate  to  affirni,  that  in  pursuing  the  same  plan^  with  the  modifications 
ir<;qttired  by  circumstances,  the  siege  of  Cadiz,  will  not  only  be  raised,  but  the 
whole  of  Andalusia  evacutfd ;  i|  sure  presage  of  the  entire  ret^peat  pf  tha 
lievch  firom  the  peninsula,

In  our  last  Military  Chronicle,  we  described  in  8om#  detail  tlie 
position  of  Torres  Vedrfis,  Against  this  position,  such  as  we  have 
detailed  it,  the  French  remained  for  ^qie  sqccessive  weel^i,  wh^  *. 
finding  th^it  its  strepgth  rfpdered  pn  assault  i^pou  t}ieir  0wd  pari 
liopeless,  and  that  evep  the  English  were  meditating  an  attack 
against  then),  they  deemed  it  prudent  tQ  l^reak  up  their  camp»  aiMi 
take  another  position  at  Santarem, 

Therf  were  chiefly  three  reasons  for  this  change  of  position.  !■ 
the  first  place,  Massena  had  received  intelligence  that  Lord  WeUw 
ington  expected  the  reinforcements  under  sir  Joseph  Yorke,  aD4 
t)iat  it  fvas  his  purpose  to  pnake.au  attack  ipimediately  upon  th^ 
arrivalf  Now  the  French  army  was  not  iii  a  condition  to  receive 
this  attack.  They  were  sick,  dispirited,  and  exhausted.  It  wat 
r^olvied,  therefore,  to  move  off  to  Santareip,a  position,  the  strengtii 
oT  which  might  secure  them  from  tl^is.meditated  assault.  Second* 
ly,  Santareui  was  in  every  respect  a  hetter  military  position  thai| 
ifi  front  of  Torres  Vedras.  It  commanded  a  passage  over  th# 
Tagus.  It  wa.s  nearer  to  the  road  of  the  convoys  from  Alm^id^f 
The  third  reabon  was,  that  marshal  Soult  had  already  began,  hit. 
operations  \i\  Andalusia  and  Alentejo,  and  Massena  had  almoai 
resolved  u.oii  chanj^i  ig  tl;e  pian  of  the  cam|.aign  u,jou  uniting  the 
two  armies  in  Aleutejo,  ^nd  thence^  perhaps^  repassing  th^  Ta^^tj 
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endeavour  witL  augineDted  strength  to  force  the  line*  of  \i^ 
^"^elliugtoii. 

Under  these  circumstances,  Massena  withdrew  to  SaotareiD>  W^ 
fFas  followed  by  lord  Wellington  to  Cartaxo ;  the  latter  place  being 
a  position,  whence  he  might  at  once  cover  the  country  in  hi%  xe^rf 
}ceep  a  vigilant  eye  upon  his  eneniyy  confine  his  iKOveipeuts  ^n4 
foragers,  and  at  any  time  return  to  his  lines  at  Torres  Yednuu 

The  saipe  genfiraj  state  of  things  fpUowed  Masaena  to  Santaren^ 
Ho  provisions  could  be  obtained.  The  country  before  him  WM  U| 
complete  possession  of  the  enemy;  the  country  behind  him  ¥[af 
covered  by  the  militia  and  ordenamea ;  the  roads,  at  all  times  difih* 
cult,  were  now  impracticable  for  the  waggons  from  Almeida.  Af 
he  was  thus  without  the  supplies  necessary  to  enable  him  to  te^Mif, 
his  position,  so  was  he  likewise  destitute  of  any  obje<^  and  proba* 
ble  hopes  in  so  doing. 

**  In  this  state  of  things,'*  s^ys  the  French  official  report  of  th^ 
retreat,  **  the  prince  of  Essliug  had  to  n^ake  his  choice  only  of 
three  measures.  The  first  was  to  attack  the  English  in  their  lines 
before  Lisbon ;  bat  thie  principles  of  military  tactics  forbade  thia^ 
inasmuch  as  his  heavy  artillery  could  not  be  brought  iip^  T^ 
second  was  to  pass  the  Tggus,  and  form  a  junction  with.thje  anny 
pf  Andalusia,  and  by  that  means  open  a  communication  with 
Badajos,  Seville,  and  Madrid,  and  subsequently  change  the  plu^ 
/9f  the  campaign  and  the  line  of  operation.  The  third  measui;i| 
was  to  repass  the  Mondege,  bearing  upon  Guarda,  and  thence  t^ 
Ciudad  Rodrigo,  where  there  were  shoes,  clothing,  money^  &Cf 
The  prii.ce  of  Essliiii:  decided  upon  the  last  measure.'* 

We  must  here  cursorily  observe,  thu  the  military  report/i  of  tjbif 
French  marshals,  as  far  as  relates  to  the  causes  of  their  roQvemeatSu 
may  generally  be  received  with  full  credit.  France  is  a  mijitary 
nation,  and  the  generals  and  the  people  all  so  ftur  concujr  in  thf 
spirit  of  the  game,  that  the  one  deem  it  a  dut)'  to  give,  and  th^ 
other  a  right  to  receive,  the  reason  of  the  play,  the  result  of  whi<;h 
has  not  answered  their  expectations.  The  French  marshals  vil). 
sacrifice  every  thing  to  tlieir  master  but  their  milita,ry  chaiucter; 
#T,  in  other  words,  their  national  vanity  and  self-vindication.  An4  - 
fihiB,  indeed,  is  one  of  the  dtcunutances  which  gives  auch  a  p^ciiip

To  return,  however,  to  our  subject.  Masteun,  under  the  e^l^• 
CumstaiiceB  above  meiitionetl,  commenceJ  his  retreat  from  Santa* 
n  the  3th  of  March.  Hi*  baggape,  sick,  &c.  had  been  pren- 
.  aukly  sent  on  liefore  on  mulei  and  asses,  and  had  gained  twa 
aarches  before  the  columns  bej^an  to  aove.  la  the  evening  of 
the  Sth  the  army  moved  off  in  three  columna  and  routn  ;  tht 
right  column  taking  the  road  to  Eapinhal,  the  central  to  Ancio, 
the  third,  which  comprehended  the  greater  part  of  the  arrnr,  nnder 
the  commander  in  chief  in  (leraon,  to  Pombal. 

It  was  now  seen,  if  it  had  ever  been  doubted,  that  the  former  r«% 
puUtioa  of  Massena  waa  in  no  way  inferior  to  his  actual  meri^ 
>othing  could  possibly  exceed  tlie  military  skill  of  thii  compuU 
iory  retreat.  The  columns  did  not  move  by  parallel  but  by  angn* 
lar  lines,  all  converging  to  a  vertex  or  point,  upon  gaining  which 
(hey  all  formed  in  maa» ;  and  thus  continued  their  retreat,  coreiw 
ing  their  rear  by  a  body  selected  from  the  flower  of  the  army,  and 
titaX  under  the  command  of  a  general  (marshal  Ney),  who,  by  th« 
mere  skill  of  his  pokitions,  repeatedly  foiled  and  delayed  the  purewit 
Bgaintt  a  force  teu  times  as  numemus  as  his  own  rear  gnard.  Tb« 
nature  of  the  coiiniry,  indeed,  was  peculiarly  favourable  for  loA 
poMtioiu,  the  roads  being  through  cUfU  of  mountains,  and  tkm 
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necessarily  ianked  by  the  heights  on  both  sides.  The  merit  ot 
Ney,  however,  was  eminently  displayed  in  the  choice  of  them,  and 
in  improving  the  advantages  of  nature  by  the  most  conHummate 
military  skill.  Whilst  Ney  thus  covered  the  retreat  of  the  maia 
body 9  the  main  body  in  its  turn,  under  the  immediate  command  of 
the  commander  in  chief,  so  directed  its  march  and  its  stations, «« to 
be  at  hand  to  receive  and  protect  its  rear  guard ;  the  latter,  when 
too  hardly  pressed,  falling  gradually  back,  and  tliereby  bringing 
its  enemy  with  it  upon  the  main  army  waiting  in  mass  and  in  the 
most  favourable  position  to  receive  it*  Lord  Wellington  and 
Masnena,  indeed,  were  here  fairly  pitted  against  each  other.  Had 
the  English  army  been  under  the  command  of  a  less  experienced 
general,  that  army,  whilst  in  pursuit,  would  have  been  forced  inta 
a  pitched  battle  with  its  enemy,  and  Massena  would  have  effected 
in  his  flight  what  he  could  never  accomplish  in  his  advance*  On 
the  other  hand,  had  the  French  been  upon  their  part  less  ably  com- 
manded, their  army  would  have  perished*  The  two  generals  togr« 
ther  presented  a  military  spectacle  which  Europe  has  not  beheld 
tiuce  the  days  of  Frederic*  The  one  pursued  without  confusion; 
)ind  the  other  retreated,  not  indeed  without  loss,  but  with  little 
more  loss  than  would  have  attended  an  offensive  march  in  advance.

TO  THE   EDITOR* 

Sir,— The  following  notes  are  at  your  service*  You  may  de- 
pend on  tlieir  accuracy. 

JouRDAN.— This  general  has  served  in  the  French  array  first  as 
R  private,  and  afterwards  as  a  Serjeant,  before  the  revolution. 
When  that  took  place,  he  followed  the  business  of  a  fencing  mas- 
ter, and  his  wife  that  of  a  milliner.  He  was  then  appointed  an 
officer  of  the  national  guard,  went  to  the  frontier  when  the  war 
broke  out,  and  was  advanced  gradually  to  the  command  of  aa 
Rfrny.  It  was  he  who  commanded  the  French  at  Maubeuge  in 
Vf^f  and  at  Fleurus  in  1794.  It  is  known,  that  in  the  former, 
inrince  Coburgh  and  general  Jourdan  both  believed  that  they  had 
been  defeated,  and  both  retreated  at  the  same  time.  We  may  also 
'tecoUect,  that  Jourdan,  quickly  informed  of  the  fetreat  of  his  ene*^ 
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taiii^>  r^taraed  to^il  former  position,  and  retook  forty  pieces  ^ 
^Auuon,  which  he  had  left  in  a  wocki.  Although  he* repaired  hii 
Inistake,  Robespierre  did  not  forgive  him:  it.  cost  him  for  some 
lame  the  loss  of  his  command.  Few  of  the  republidan  geoeralk 
bave  been  so  often  defeated  as  he  has  been. 

MoEVAUk-^This  general  was,  in  1789»  the  first  of  the  clerks  (^ 
ihe  parliamedt  of  Rheims,  in  which  his  father  exercised  the  fno(^ 
tions  of  an  advocate.  Morean  Was  named  in  the  first  of  the  rero^ 
lutioh  chief  of  tha  national  guard  at  Rheims.'  The  war  beia^ 
ifeclared)  he  was  sent  with  the  national  guardii  of  Brittany  to  tte' 
krmy  of  La  Fayette.  He  there  distinguished  himself  on  many 
fficCasioosy  and  obtained  very  soon  the  rank  of  a  general  officer. 
In  1794,  he  took  the  fortress  of  PEciuse  (Sluys],  on  the  same  daf 
that  his  father  was  guillotined  in  France* 

BEENADOTTE.-^This  general  had  served  before  the  revolution 
is  is  common  soldier  in  the  regiment  of  royal  marine,  which  he  lef^ 
ftfter  baring  attained  the  rank  of  serjeant.  He  became  clerk  to 
the  parliament  of  P^u»  the  town  where  he  was  bora.  When  the 
revolution  gave  rise  to  the  establinhment  of  the  national  guards, 
bis  good  appearance,  his  service  in  the  regular  troops,  and,  abovtf 
tall,  his  violent  democracy,  procured  him  the  t^dintuncy  fn  the 
guards  at  Pan*  On  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  he  went  to  the 
armies,  where  he  shewed  courage,  boldness,  and  activity,  and  made 
a  rapid  progress*  He  commanded  Jourdan*s  advanced  guard  in 
1796»  and  was  completely  beaten.  When  sent  to  Buonaparte*s 
army  in  17979  he  distinguished  himself  in  the  sh«rt  campaign  of 
that  year,  by  summoning  the  town  of  Gradisku,  more  briefly  va* 
deed,  but  not  in  a  more  honourable  mariner,  than  he  did 'Philips 
burgh  in  1799*  Being  dissatisfied  with  Jourdan  and  the  directory, 
he  left  the  army  a  short  time  after  the  opening  of  the  campaign  of 
1799»  And  was  placed  by  the  jacobins  at  the  head  of  the  war  d(^ 
partment. 

BisRTHiEft. — This  general  is  the  son  of  the  late  first  clerk  of  the 
^ar  office,  and  of  the  repository  of  plans  at  Versailles.  He  owes 
his  military  fortune  to -marshal  de  Broglio,  to  whom  he  was  sud^ 
de-camp  in  17B9>  when  the  marshal  commanded  the  army  asaeoH 
bled  rojiiid  Paris.

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HISTORY  OF  THE  BRITISlT ARMY. 

THE   SIXTH,   OR   FIRST   WARWICKSHlREy   REGIMENT    OF    FOOT. 

This  regiment  derives  its  origin  from  tbe  teventy  years^  war,  by  which  tht 
united  provinces  of  Holland  threw  off  their  subjection  to  Spain.  Its  regular 
establishment  did  not  take  place  till  the  year  1673  ;  but  it  had  previously 
served  under  the  three  ftrst  princes  of  Orange  of  the  house  of  Nassau,  whose 
/respective  regiments  had  been  disbanded  some  tione  between  the  peace  of 
Munster  and  the  restoration  of  king  Charles  the  second.  This  was  one  of 
the  three  English  regsmenls  intended,  upon  their  formation,  to  serve  in  Hol- 
land \  it  was,  therefore^  paid  by  the  Dutch  republic.  Upon  the  death  of 
king  Charles  the  second,  in  February  i684,  when  James  the  second  ascended 
)the  throne,  the  duke  of  Monmouth,  natural  son  to  the  former,  being  then  in 
Holland,  with  a  reward  set  upon  bis  head,  foi^  being  concerned  io  plots  against 
^e  deceased  king  his  father,  invaded  England,  and  proclaimed  Ikimself  king. 
On  this  occasion,  James  desired  the  cssistance  of  his  jiid>jtct8,^  and  the  six 
regiments,  of  which  this  was  one,  were  sent  over  to  Englan4  with  all  possible 
expedition.  The  prince  of  Orange  4)ffered  at  the  same  time  to  come  in  per* 
sDn,  at  the  head  of  other  forces,  but  the  offer  was  tftanfifulltf  declined. 
Monmouth  being  soon  routed,  taken,  and  executed,  this  and  the  other  five 
regiments  were  sent  back  to  Holland.  It  came  over  to  this  couatry  with  king 
^Villiam,  at  the  revolution  in  1688,  and  was  incorporated  in  our  militarf 
^stabliiihraent,  numbering  as  tht  6th  in  the  British  military  line.  This  corpa 
jwas  cousidered  as  the  naost  formidable  part  of  the  armament  that  accompaniad 
the  priiire  of  Orange  in  his  expedition.  Sir  John  Dalrymple  says^  ^<  Hia 
army  was  composed  of  near  4,000  cavalry,  and  about  11,000  infantry,  of  the 
best  troops  of  the  republic,  with  900  French  officers,  protestant  refugees. 
Of  the'sc  troops  the  most  formidable  were  the  six  British  regiments  (there 
.were  three  denominated  the  Scotch  brigade)  in  the  service  and  pay  of  die 
Dutch.**  The  same  writer  obserres,  **  that  the  first  action  in  which  these 
troops  were  engaged  was  at  the  battle  of  Oillikranky,*^  where,  it  is  worthy 
of  remark,  the  commanders  on  both,  sides,  the  viscount  Dundee  and  general 
Mackay,  had  been  bred  in  the  Scotch  brigade.  At  the  time  of  its  embarking 
fur  England,  it  was  commanded  by  general  Babbington,  but  was  soon  after 
given  to  Crcorge  prince  of  Hesse  Darmstadt,  who,  in  the  year  1(394,  was  suc- 
ceeded in  the  command  of  it  by  the  marquis  du  Rada,  another  favourite  officer 
of  the  new  British  sovereign. 

jProm  the  facility  with  which  most  of  the  officera  spoke  the  Dutch  langvage, 
St  cannot  be  a  wonder  that  this  regiment  was  always  njear  the  royal  ataff, 
during  tlie  life  of  king  William.  It  embarked  for  Ireland,  under  his  favourite 
general,  duke  Schombcrg,  at  Highlake,  on  the  1 2th  of  August,  tfit^/md 
landed  at  Baogor,  near  Carrickfergus  •,  the  whole  kingdom,  except  London- 
derry and  Inniskilling,  being  at  that  time  in  the  baiidt  of  king  James.    It 
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astitted  in  the  reduction  of  Carrickferi^at,  hi  \rhicli  was  a  garrison  of  .1,000, 
oomiDanded  by  M^Cartj  More.  Carrickfergus  being  made  a  place  of  armSf 
it  advanrcd  with  duke  Schoinberg  to  Newry,  which  the  enemy  abandoned 
npttn  their  approacb,  flying  to  the  mountains  of  Dundalk,  from  which  placet^ 
ma  well  as  the  town  of  the  same  name,  they  further  fled  to  Atl^rdee. 

Tliis  regiment  sufleri-d  much  in  the  winier  of  this  year,  from  neglecting  fSm 
commander's  orders  to  provide  timber  an^  straw  for  erecting  convenient  hnti; 
a  precaution  which  the  Dtitch  and  French  retfiments  in^king  IVi1Iiam*t  t«« 
rice  did  not  fail  to  tak",  and  by  which  they  preserved  themselves  from  tlie 
inclemency  of  Yf  kc  calher  in  that  severe  season.  The  newly  entered  recmiti 
in  this  and  other  regiment  perished  in  numbers  from  the  rains  and  cold 
weather. 

Thus  weakened  by  mortality  and  sickness,  it  bocame  necessary  fo  send  it 
into  one  of  the  garrison  tow  us,  wliich  had  fallen  into  the  hands  of  William ; 
-for  we  do  not  find  it  in  the  dnke^s  army,  after  it  bad  been  reinforced  by  the 
Inniskilliugers  and  other  troops  which  general  Kirk  had  brought  from  Eng* 
land,  and  consrquentfy  it  could  have  no  share  in  the  battle  of  the  Boyne  oi| 
Che  I8t  of  July,  76^,  when  Schomberg  himself  was  killed,  and  the  kinf 
received  a  slight  wound  in  the  s.h<mlder,  which   occasioned  a  report  of  his 
death,  and  the  consequent  rejoicings  in  Pariv.  at  the  faNe  news.    James  en* 
bsrking  at  Concannon  for  France,  immediately  on  this  usfcat,  and  the  const 
Lauzon,  who  commanded  the  French  troops,  following  his  steps,  by  embp^k* 
ing  his  whole  force  at  Galway,  there  remained,  after  the  surrender  of  Drog* 
hcda,  Waterford,  and  varions  other  places,  no  occasion  for  so  large  an  army 
in  Ireland,  thougli  it  still  persisted  in  carrying  on  the  war  in  the  fugitive 
kiug*s  interest,  in  hopes,  according  to  his  promise,  of  being  reinforced  with  a 
fresh  army  from  France  *,  and  indeed  their  lieutenant-general  Sarsfield  bad 
rallied  a  considerable  body  of  men  at  Athlonc.    But  whether  the  6th  regiment 
left  Ireland  at  this  time,  or  remained  in  it  till  the  famous  capitulation  of 
Limerick,  when  the  Irish  surrendered  both  the  town  and  kingdom,  we  cannot 
precisely  say.    It  is  evident  that  it  either  made  one  of  the  twenty-three  rcfi- 
ynents  which  embarked  at  Waterford,  under  the  earl  of  Galway,  with  the  view 
of  making  a  descent  near  Ushant,  but  ultimately  lanided  at  Ostcnd,  or  it  had 
accompanied  king  William  in  his  expedition  into  Flanders.     King  Willisia 
dying  in  March,  1/01,  and  James  the  second  in  the  September  following,  at 
€t.  Germains,  the  war  todk  a  wider  latitude,  by  the  court  of  France  declariog 
tl'.c  pretended  prince  of  Wales  king  of  Great  Britain.     Another  cause  was 
supemddcil  to  those  which  served  to  foment  the  quaiTcl,  and  that  was  the 
exertion  of  Louis  the  fourteenth  to  set  his  grandson,  Philip  the  fifth,  for* 
\  -t  :    of  A  iijuu  J  upon  the  throne  of  Spain,  in  consequence  of  the  recent 
i"  ',1...     •'  I  i.iiii>  the  second, 

.  .1  .^sc  this  design,  troops  were  sent  to  act  against  the  French  and  their 
n\'.:.k  .1.  Spaiu.  The  6th  ^ined  the  fleet  coQimanded  by  sir  Cloudesl^  Sboveli 
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mod  landed  in  Portugal  It  was  io  the  uofortunajte  l«ttle  of  Almfaza,  bat  it 
was  diBtinguibhed  for  bravery.  Tke  earl  of  Galiray  cominanded  oor  allie^l 
IMrmy^  which  was  composed  of  English,  Datchy  and  Portuguese^  aud  the  dsl:8 
of  Berwick  was  at  the  head  of  the  French  forces.  The  battle  was  fougl  t  oo 
Ihe  9fith  of  April,  1707.  It  w«s  at  that  time  under  the  command  of  m^jain» 
general  Southwell,  and  waA  distinguished,  as  all  others  were,  according  to 
tnstom,  by  the  naiiK  or  title  of  the  colonel.  The  tnemy^  by  the  weight  and 
fnperior  nnmber  of  their  aquadrovs,  had  forced  ours  to  retr«st  about  fifty 
]paces.  But  this  and  Wade's  (3gd  regimeat'of  foot),  who  were  on  the  left  of 
Ifie  third  brigade,  which  was  interlined  with  the  horse  of  the  firtit  line,  coming 
opportunely  up,  ponrod  such  a  fire  upon  the  enemy^s  flank  and  rear,  that  ont 
cairalry  wis  encouraged  to  renew  their  charge  on  the  front  so  as  to  driVe  the 
eneijny  with  great  slaughter  through  their  own  linei. 

This  intrepidity  was  not  unattended  with  lobs  :  few  regiments  suffered  10 
touch.  The  UeUtenant-colokiel  M'Neale,  with  four  captains,  two  lienteoaht^ 
and  two  ensigns,  were  killed  \  k  Amffered  proportionahly  in  its  noa  commis- 
aioned  and  privates.  In  1739,  a  few  aaonths  aft^  the  commencement  of  bos^ 
tilities  between  the  crowns  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  this  regiment  wa« 
given  to  ihe  experienced  general  Guise,  who  not  onlylicld  it  all  the  war^ 
which  terminated  by  the  general  treaty  of  pacification  at  Aix  la  Chapelle  mi 
1748,  but  seveBteen  years  after,  making  in  all  twenty-six  years  that  he  way 
colonel  uf  it. 

*■  In  the  iibov6  war,  the  regiment  suffnrad  in  coilimon  with  the  others  sent  t^ 
the  UBsnccessfttl  attack  of  Carthagen^  under  admiral  Vernon  and  general 
Wentworth.  The  latter  took  whiit  was  deemed  the  rash  resolution  of  attacks 
&ng  fort  Lazare,  witboot  either  opening  treuches  or  making  a  breach  ^  ac^ 
cordingly,  on  the  9th  of  April,  1741,  before  day,  brigadier- general  Guiso^ 
with  his  regiment,  and  as  many  more  men  as  made  the  number  lifoo,  wa4 
mrdered  to  attack  the  enemy,  who  was  deeply  entrenched  and  defended^  by 
Inaccessible  walls.  Brigadier-gMiejral  Wjingard  commanded  on  the  right, 
Imvhig  under  him  colonel  Grant  and  major  Henry  Robiusou,  who  were  with 
n  body  of  grenadiers  ordered  in  the  ran,  and  immediately  entered  the  e&eroy*4 
works ;  but  fresh  nnmberv-incessantly  pouring  upon  them,  and  the  continual 
discharge  of  grape-shot  ft'om  the  walls,  obliged  the  general  to  order  a  retreat^ 
Imring  lost  the  brave  colonel  Grant  and  migor  RobinsoUi  with  600  jocu. 
This  disaster,  with  thetnortaltty  in  the  camp,  which  scarcely  left  men  for  \3^ 
ordinary  guard  duty,  occaaiowd  the  eaUing  of  a  council  of  war,  composed  of 
land  and  sea  officers  ;  when  it  was  resolved  to  raise  the  siege,  and  re*€mlMuii 
dfte  troops.  It  is  said,  when  this  meaFure  took  place,  that  only  ]^o  were  |U 
foi  duty,  although  the  whole  number  employed  in  the  expedition  was  10,000. 
The  coiulitioa  of  this  regiment,  when  it  returovd,  may  therefiire  be  guevts^ 
•tyfirom  so  great  a  mortality,  rough  climate,  and  hard  aervic^. 
Thf  regiiMtkt  ww  Mtiv«ly  en|pK>|«diB  th«  r«Mlm  W"  1744; 
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Soon  after  ttie  pretender's  landitij^,  and  brft>re  he  could  well  display  hU* 
banner  with  the  motto  '*  Tandem  trfnmphans,**  he  sent  out  a  party,  who  sur- 
prised an  officer  of  the  6th,  captain  Sweetman.  He  was  immediately  com 
dniitedfo  the  princely  adTcrturer,  who  admitted  him  on  parlole,  and  ^ve  him 
ime  of  his  manifestoes-,  with  a  pass  for  his  security,  signed  Charle»  P.  cmstot- 
regni. 

At  Preston  Pans,  the  6th  partook  of  the  defeat  and  disf^^^K  of  Aaf  ttn- 
faappy  day.     Four  companies  of  it  were  drawn  up,  with  Lascelle^  and  M ur^ 
ray^s  rcg^iments,  five  companies  of  Lee*s,  and  three  of  the  earl  of  London's^ 
as  aho  Gardiner  and  Ifarailton's  dragoons,  on  the  flanks.    They  were  In  as 
acknowledged  ertrong  po8iti6n ;  but  it  is  well  known  that  they  were  out- 
generaled by  the  duke  of  Perth,  who  commanded  for  the  yonng  pretender^ 
and  fought  in  his  presence.    Many  ascribe  the  success  of  this  •n«et  to  tb« 
personal  appearance  and  unconAmon*  elation  of  spirits  in  the  newcMMer.     He 
was  in  a  highland  dress,  and  in  a  kind  of  theatrical  mapnev  cadaiMM^^'** 
'*  My  sword  1  draw,  my  scabbard  I  throw  by, 
**  An  useless  burden,  tilt  I  reign  or  die';^ 
which  was  answered  by  a  loud  hurza,  **^  and  that  they  would  soon  find  acab« 
bards  enough.**    That  the  highlanders  were  animated  to  a  great  degree  by  all 
diis,  the  issue  of  the  battle  but  too  well  demonstrated.    The  victors,  bowevcr^ 
paid  badk  deArly  for  what  they  gained  on  this  occasion,  whe».  another  eonw 
isander  was  sent  against  them.  Captain  Howel  was  killed  in  that  engagement^, 
and  several  other  officers  were  wottnde<$. 

During  the  first  four  yeari  of  the  seven  years*  war,  it  wai  not  pnt  upon  an]f 
service  to  distinguish  itself,  being  almost  the  whole  of  that  time  In  garriaoiv 
ind  camp  duty  at  home.  Eariy,  hnwever,  in  the  year  1761,  it  waa  ordered  t# 
bolditserfin  veadiness  for  forei^  service. 

It  saHcd  in  commodore  Keppel'S  fleet  from  Spithead  on  the  29th  onBTa^cbv 
with  brigadier  Rufaue  at  its  head,  under  the  command  of  migor-generai 
Hodgson,  and  came  to  an  anchor  in  the  great  road  of  BelleiSleou  the  ytk 
•f  April,  at  twelve  o*cleck  at  noon.  The  two  commtinders  agreed  to  land  at 
port  St.  Andro,  and  960  men  were  put  ashore  tn  the  flat-bottomed  boats,  but 
they  found  the  enemy  so  8troi>gly  entrenched  on  fbe  side  of  a  hill,  so  excev- 
aively  steep,  and  the  foot  of  it  so  scraped  away,  that  it  was  found  tmpractiw 
csible,  after  several  efibrts  to  get  to  the  breast-work  and  force  the  enemy  from 
their  lines.  Major  Purcel  and  captain  Osborne,  and  almost  every  man  who 
landed  under  their  command,  lost  their  lives  by  l«eing  thrown  into  confuaioa 
fron^tiie  enemy's  fire.  It  was  thought  adviseable,  therefore,  to  dMst,  nu4, 
seek  out  a  more  convenient  place  of  attack.  Although  a  gate  of  wind  cmme 
on,  which  orrasioncd  a  considerable  loss  of  men  by  oversetting  twenty  fla4 
bottomed  boats,  yet  it  did  not  so  discourage  the  CDmraandcrs  so  as  to  mate 
them  desert  the  object  tbey  were  sent  to  achieve.  On  the  fisd  uf  the  moutb, 
4fter  baring  been  reinlorccd  by  lord  Robert  M|iaiifni*t  TegincntMuidl  tb* 
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tvmaiiider  of  Crauford^i ^  from  Portsmouth,  they  renewed  the  attaek»  ^bm4 
landed  the  whole  army,  bat  the  tempestnoas  weather  not  allowiDg  them  ta 
pat  their  artillery  on  ihore,  they  were  compelled  to  entrench  themaelTea, 
while  moiid.  de  St  Croix,  the  French  commander,  was  fortifyin|;  himself  in 
the  town  of  Palais,  whither  he  had  retreated.  As  soon  as  the  besieging  can* 
noo  had  been  brought  up,  the  goTernor  was  summoned,  and,  after  his  refusal 
to  capitulate,  the  siege  Commenced.  It.  was  carried  on  with  the  ntmost 
vigour.  On  the  I3th  of  May,  the  general  ordered  the  four  French  redoobtSy 
which  were  the  grand  obstacles  to  his  operations,  to  be  attacked,  from  which 
the  enemy  was  soon  driven.  The  other  redoubts  were  successively  red«iced| 
nod  the  French  driven  from  them  with  snch  precipitation,  that  the  Engllsll 
army  entered  with  them  into  the  gates  of  Palais,  and  obtained  possession 
9f  the  town.  The  enemy  retired  into  the  citadel,  where,  dreading  the  conae* 
qncnces  of  a  general  assault,  they  capitulated.  This  regiment  had  its  foil 
share  of  the  danger  and  honour  of  this  conquest,  though  lieutenant  Whittla 
was  the  only  officer  killed  on  this  last  occasion. 

During  the  troubles  in  America,  the  6th  regiment  was  in  that  quarter  of 
the  world ;  where  its  strength  might  be  said  to  have  been  wasted  with  skir* 
mishes  and  by  the  strength  of  climate  rather  than  by  any  signal  conflict  iHtH 
the  enemy.     It  returned  to  Europe  in  178O. 

Ib  the  first  French  revolutionary  war,  this  regiment  made  a  successfVil  cam- 
paign in  the  West  Indies,  under  the  command  of  general  sir  Charles  Grey, 
K.  B.  In  the  month  of 'March,  1794,  it  was  with  that  commander  when  b* 
took  the  island  of  Martinique.  Sir  Ralph  Abercrombie  had  the  regiment  at 
this  time,  but  it  was  commanded  by  colonel  Whyte,  who  had  the  local  rank  of 
brigadier-general.  The  brigadier  waa  particularly  noticed  in  sir  Charlca 
Grey's  dispatches  to  Mr.  Dundas  of  the  1 6th  of  March,  1794,  on  account  of 
his  exertion,  joined  to  that  of  lieutenant-colonelJohnson,  in  preventing  the 
•nemy,  who  had  just  landed  and  taken  post  at  Mome  Pied,  from  catting  off 
his  communication  with  the  head  quarters  at  Salee.  The  words  of  the  general 
were,  *<  The  highest  encomiums  are  due  to  all  the  officers,  soldiers,  and  sea- 
men, of  this  division,  particularly  to  brigadier-eeneral  Whyte  and  colonel 
Symes,  whose  good  conduct  and  exertions  could  not  be  excelled.'*  The  sixth 
tegiment  formed  part  of  the  third  brigade,  which  lost  but  few  men  ;  the  bat- 
talion companies  (for  the  two  flsmk  companies  were  detached)  lost,  accord- 
ing to  adjutant-general  Dundas's  return,  only  one  serjeant  killed,  and  one 
Serjeant  with  one  rank  and  file  wounded.  Fort  Bourbon  (afterwards  changed 
to  fort  George)  surrendered  on  the  ssth  of  April,  and  as  this  capture  com- 
pleted the  conquest  of  the  whole  island  of  Martinique,  the  co^ilnaader  in^ 
«hief  sailed  immediately  for  the  island  of  St.  Lucia  with  the  troo^p  he 
thought  (iroper  to  take  thither.  The  6th,  with  the  9th  and  43d  regimelits, 
formed  the  brigade  which  was  commanded  by  sir  Charles  Gordon.  Whilo 
thcaa  difi:ere&t  |aadui|a  wtr^  wnde^  with  ymrj  Uttk  oppoiition  aad  no  losi^ 
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styal  b^^lncw  prince  EJwai^  al  Amc  daC«p,  Awre  4«  Clioc,  and  Harigot 
ii»  Bniniii     Sir  Qiarkt  Gordoa^t  iMifade  was  kept  la  fcteme. 

Tlia  ialaDd  of  St.  Locia  saorfjuiaiad  to  tlic  BrOJah  army  witboat  Ui€  Umb  of 
•«aa  an  citlier  fide ;  tkert  was^  conw^Bcatiy,  no  afporfiwity  for  aaf  pari 
•f  a«r  anny  to  display  Us  provats. 

Froai  St.  Lacia  tha  ftaak  aoaDpamea,  witii  part  ot  tha  sixili  irnji<>raij 
^eennpaniad  Ika  saMc  fBoeral  toGoadatoapa,  vhicli  mAde  a  note  obaCionl^ 
dtfencatlMa  cither  of  tkcropcyotngulaads.  Oa  tias  iith  of  April,  at  an« 
a^dadKia  the  MMmiaf,  part  of  Ike  troops  landed  at  Gosier  bay  and  Point.4^ 
ntiCy  and  that  part  of  the  ialaad  called  Graade  Terra  vaa  ia  tttrir'pniani  skai 
nntha  ittfi.  On  the  add,  Basse  Tene  vas  surrendered,  lof^elhar  wUh  tha 
•hale  ndaad^  hy  the  Faench  faneial  CaUot,  who  arcordiagty  mtiard  hit# 
aHidea  af  capttalation.  The  aixth  ragjweat,  on  this  eapadition,  snffrirj 
«ery  little  laaa,  except  hy  the  climate  ^  nar  io  tha  nrrcrsesi  vhkh  hc£el  thin 
Island  at  the  end  of  the  campaign,  did  it  esperienee  mnch  by  action.  In  th« 
ieinace  of  Grande  Tcrre,  liemtenant  Ekins  was  woanded,  hot  at  the  generara 
amrender  of  Berrille  camp,  no  exact  returns  ha^e  been  made  of  tht  nnmhei^ 
taken  pnaoners  by  the-  French,  and  mach  less  of  those  who  died  by  cxceaatv^ 
Iktigne  nnder  a  rertical  sun,  and  the  heary  nuns  of  that  worst  of  cUaMMtca. 

Tha  Mgimeat  retamed  home  in  17^,  and  went  to  Ireland  ta  recmit.  It 
was  present  hi  general  Hnni>erl's  battle ;  after  wbicb  it  want  to  Caiaadni 
On  retaraing  thence,  it  was  completed  to  two  battalions ;  the  Srat  went  to 
Gibraltar;  from  thence  joined  sir  A.  Welksley  at  the  action  of  Vdlieim; 
hence  marcbed  to  join  sir  J.  Moore,  and  was  at  CtNTuaaa  ^  aAcy  tnbt  vna  ift 
the  expedition  tn  Walcheren,  and  is  now  g^oae  or  go  tag  into  Ptirtayd  to  j^pi# 
lord  Wellington.

Poitagal  18  ia  length  from  aorfh  to  aoath  sG«  miles,  and  ta  hrendth  I74. 
)t  consists  of  six  prorinccs,— Tras  os  Mootes,  Eutre  Dhh-o  e  Mioho,  BaitKy 
Estremadura,  Alentejo,  and  Alg^arra.  In  a  military  div^ffioa,  t^iese  six  ^»i<om 
vinces  may  be  more  oMirenicMtly  tlirown  into  tbrce  distnctK,  the  norihcm 
the  middle,  and  the  southern.  It  is  nadcr  thi'se  Leads  I  shall  dJetmotly 
itdertKem. 

KoRTRBRN   DtsTRtCT.-— The  rirer  Mtnho,  entering  Portagal  aboof 
league  anda  half  ahoim:lielgas»»  is  nar  erANrdahle  in  «ay  part  ^^aconaanr^^ 
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llto  sea,  exe«pt  ftbove  ftb  place,  and  then  only  wlieii  the  winter  ha*  bees 
tiaufnally  dry,  and  the  anmmer  continnet  to  he  the  same.  Its  current  it  not 
particularly  rapid ;  there  are  no  brHlset  orer  it^  and  hnt  few  boats  on  H. 
The  road  from  Melf  a^o  to  Mon^ao,  three  leagnet,  i«  bad,  but  may  be 
by  Kf  ht  artillery  :  there  are  two  rirnlets  crostinf^  it,  the  banks  of  which 
tteep  and  rocky,  with  ftone  bridges  orer  them.  These  may  easily  be  de- 
itroyed,  and  wonid  add  to  the  diftcalty  of  adrancinff  by  this  route;  whiek 
could  have  no  other  object  than  by  ?ettinsf  to  Caminha  to  adrance  by  th^ 
coast  of  Oporto ;  in  which  case  the  rivers  LimU)  Caredo,  and  Dare^  are  to  be 
pafRied . 

BTon^ao  is  an  old  fortified  town,  and  commanded  at  a  short  dtstancc;  ite 
works  arc  in  a  ruinous  state,  and  hare  only  six  guns  mounted  on  them.  It  it 
a  place  of  no  import,  except  for  the  purpose  of  containtng  a  small  garriMMi^ 
in  order  to  impede  the  passage  of  the  riTer  in  its  ricinity,  in  which  caM 
field  guns  would  be  preferable  to  those  mounted  on  the  batteries.  On  th« 
opposite  side  of  the  river  is  Salratierra,  an  old  Spanish  fortrfication,  appa- 
rently in  no  better  state. 

Pursuing  the  course  of  the  Minho  three  leagues,  by  a  good  road  at  a  th«rt 
ftrstance  fk>om  its  banks,  you  arrire  at  Talen^a  do  Minho,  within  cannon  shot 
of  Tuy  on  the  Spanish  side  of  the  river,  which,  in  point  of  fortification,  is 
inconsiderable.  It  stands,  however,  on  rather  adrantageons  gronmdy  ntt4 
might  be  rendered  a  plaee  of  some  strengtik. 

Quitting  Talen9a,  the  road  to  Tilla  Nora  de  Cenreva,  twoleagnea,  I9  gvoii 
between  thi»  place  and  Mrithin  a  short  distance  of  the  latter  icr  the  fart  or  bat^ 
tery  called  Novalia,  mounting  two  gnns ;  it  b  of  a  flat  pentagMat  fom,  bar* 
fng  ire  small  bastions,  connected  by  ctMtains  of  different  lengths,  but  none  of 
them  exceeding  twenty  tofset.  A  little  abofe,  on  the  Spanish  9M#  of  the 
rirer,  is  a  redoubt  called  Amorim.  Tilfa  Nora  de  Orreira  is  an  old  fbrtHM 
#own ;  lis  works,  except  the  castle,  in  ruins ;  it  mounts  abont  ftre  or  ifat  fsuM 
of  lar^  calibre ;  it  is  not  deftttfdble,  nor  conld  it  be  made  to,  being  Wi 
mandtd  on  all  sides,  and  situated  immediately  beneath  a  high  mouaAain.  Ofl 
the  opposite  side  is  fort  Gayau,  a  Spanish  worilc  in  little  better  state. 

From  Villa  Nora  de  Cerretra  fo  Caminlia  is  two  kagtras}  e  bread  ferry  li 
to  be  crossed  close  to  thelattfr.  Caminha  is  ferttfied,  end,  like  thebeiMt 
mentioned  places,  its  works  are  neglected  and  decayed. 

The  fort  of  Insoa  stands  on  a  rock  at  the  month  of  t)ie  harbowr,  end 
m  cross  fire  with  Camiaba ;  it  mounts  eight  guns. 

ffcrinf  traced  the  Ifittho  firom  its  entering'  Portugal  to  where  H 
itself  into  the  sea,  it  will  be  seen  that  tf^  passage  of  this  river  in  former  weie 
had  been  considered  of  pnch  importance,  tbnt  f^nmises  were  canftracte4  Sa 
both  sides  to  defend  it ;  for  wherever  there  is  a  work  on  the  Portngufse sMe^ 
At  8);nmhtrde  hate  ridsed  oae  oppofdte.  General  Demoericr,  however,  in  h  it

cieiil;  *i  Villa  Nora  do  f^vcira  300,  and  two  six-pounilcrG)  at  Valcmfa  do 
Minho  IiOOtiWlth  lU  nincor  Iwelvc-iwaodcrs:  al  MuDfao  the  naioc,  aabati< 
tu(ini[  »ix-(»)un<Icn  ror  the  heavier  i{uai ;  at  Mel^a^o  31W  light  inbnlry,  A»A, 
liFO  tlirce-pinindt'n  \  and  at  Alcoba^a,  a  ■moll  Tillage  id  the  dioudIuiu  above 
Mclglito,  anil  light  iafanlry,  with  two  three- pouaders,  Belweva  each  of  these 
plaen,  a  ninnU  iIctaehmeDt  of  camlrj  would  be  raqnidtr  to  keep  up  the 
coniinunir*tlun,>iid  (0  obaerre  tlie  mOTciDciitt  of  the  mrnijrdawn  the  whole 
cnurtc  of  the  Minho  ;  makiDf:  in  the  whole,  together  with  artillery-men  and 
drirrra,  abDnl  4,UOO  men.  Thete,  auiKled  by  the  armed  pruaatry,  woald 
cScctually  pvcceal  any  allFiapt  from  that  ijaartcr. 

Little  la  to  t>*  ipprehended  from  au  enemy  attempting  to  torn  Ihi*  potU 
tion  hetweca  the  Minho  and  the  Lima  ;  as,  hclween  the  village  of  Alcobaca 
nod  C'ailrn  Lobrriro,  an  ancjrut  fortrns,  lituafed  on  the  aunimil  of  a  preci- 
pice near  the  Lima,  the  country  ii  one  continued  ridge  ot  monnlaioJ.  There 
arc  00  roadc  eieepl  such  at  arc  pasiable  only  by  a  ainglc  mule.  Should  an 
euciny,  however,  auccaed  in  paihiDg  fbrward  a  corps  of  li^l  tioop*  wilhoul 
artillery  in  lhi>  direction,  the  Limaslill  preieuta  another  obstacle,  and  be- 
hind which  the  troop*  dealined  for  the  defence  of  the  latter  would  be  enabled 
to  (hll  bock  by  the  bridge  of  foute  de  Lima,  built  by  D.  Pedro  1, 1360,  whick 
it  would  then  beconc  neeenaary  lu  dcatroy. 

Od  the  northern  bank  of  the  Lima,  at  iti  mouth,  itanila  Viana,  the  capital 
of  the  corregidoria  of  that  nnmc.  II  in  a  handsome  town.  The  harbour  IS 
defended  by  Ihe  furl  of  Santiago,  a  penlagon  with  five  bailioiui  and  two 
rnrelint,  in  belter  repair  than  any  of  the  foregoing,  and  neat  in  point  of 
■trenglh  to  Valeut*  do  nTiBho.  But  whcBccer  it  may  become  neccitary  to 
destroy  th«  bridge  of  Poule  dc  Lima,  the  fprt  of  Santiago  should  be  disman* 
tled,aa  otUerwiae  an  eoemy  wonld  be  enabled  tocroasthe  river  under  corer  of 
it.  It  IK  to  be  observed,  that  atlhough  the  Lima  w  fardable  in  sereral  plaeea 
above  Arcua  de  Valdevei,  ou  the  road  from  Moii;ao  to  Bliga,  yet  higher  lba« 
this  place  there  are  no  practicable  roads  for  a  carriage;  this  (hen  furoia  k 
iccoud  line,  along  whicli  there  are  many  excellent  pociiiona. 

The  Curedo  next  hecnmci  an  object  of  couHideratian  ;  although  notio  large 
a  aireaia  as  the  Lima,  il  may  he  turned  to  advantage.  There  are  Uiree 
biidgcsover  this  river;  the  first  called  Ponte  do  Parin,  the  second  PaDt*d« 
Prado,  and  ll)e  third  at  ^cellos,  where  Ihc  alream  becomea  wider.  Al  Iha 
DODth  of  Ihc  river  i>  Ihe  suinll  town  and  liarbuur  of  Espnsende. 

The  road  from  Montalegre,  by  Sulamnnde  and  Braga,  to  Oporto,  enlet* 
the  province  between  the  Cavedo  ani]  the  D«ve  -.  thia  waa  Ihc  luad  by  irliick 
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the  army  of  Soult  retreated  after  its  defeat  at  Oporto  by  i\t  Ai  liiur  Wcllcsley, 
(now  lord  Wellington^)  the  difHculties  of  wliich  were  so  gie^f  as  te  oblige 
him  to  abandon  the  whole  of  his  artillery  and  baggaf^e.  It  mi&;l\t  hare  been 
contested  step  by  step,  as  every  mile  presents  a  fresh  position,  the  constry 
being  mountainous,  and  the  road  narrow,  and  frequently  on  the  side  of  pre- 
cipices \  but  lord  Wellington  had  taken  the  precaution  of  poshing  a  consider' 
ld>ic  corps  of  English  and  Portuguese,  under  marshal  Bcresfurd,  across  the 
Pouro  near  Lamego,  in  the  direction  of  Chaves,  which  must  inevitably  hav^ 
Cut  off  his  retreat  had  Soult  attempted  to  make  a  stand. 

In  the  contrary  direction,  against  an  enemy  marching  on  Opoitoby  thesam^ 
route,  the  pass  of  Salamonde  and  the  position  on  the  d'Este  at  Carvalhq> 
d^Este  are  the  most  essential  points  to  be  well  guarded.  Dimcult  a^  thi^ 
road  is,  it  is,  nevertheless,  the  most  practicable  on^  by  which  an  enem^  could 
advance  to  Oporto  ^  and  would,  in  all  probability,  be  undertaken  by  ligh^ 
troops  with  a  very  small  proportion  of  artillery. 

Braga,  the  capital  of  the  province  of  Entre  Donro  e  Minho,  lies  on  tbif 
route,  and  is  situated  between  the  rivers  Caf  edo  and  d'Este^  in  a  fertile 
country.    The  distance  from  Braga  to  Oporto  is  eight  leagues^ 

Before  an  enemy  arrives  at  Oporto,  he  has,  in  addition  to  the  rivers  already 
mentioned,  the  Dave  and  the  Grisoncr  to  pass,  both  of  thrm  inconsiderable 
streams.  Near  the  mouth  of  the  Dave  stands  the  town  of  Villa  dc  Condc, 
where  a  handsome  stone  bridge  has  lately  been  erected  across  the  river.  The 
entrance  of  the  harbour  is  defended  by  a  miserable  castle  or  battery. 

Metuzinhos  is  a  small  town  and  harbour  at  the  mouth  of  the  Grisoncr,  de* 
fended  by  a  fort. 

Oporto,  the  capital  of  the  coiTCgidoria,  situated  on  the  banks  of  the  Donrc^, 
is   by  far  the  largest  city  of  the  province,   and  next  in  extent   to  Lisbon. 
Oporto  is  an  open  town,  its  environs  woody,  and  much  incUsi^d  by  low  stQue 
walls.     Previously  to  the  entry  of  the  French  army,  under  marshal  .Soult^  ip 
rSOQ,  acordon  of  detached  batteries  had  been  thrown  up  ro^ud  the  town  and 
suburbs  by  the  povOy  or  lev4e  en  masaey  assisted  by  a  few  regular  troops; 
amongst  them  was  the  second  battalion  of  the  loyal  Lusitanian  legion,  con\- 
posed  entirely  of  Portuguese,  and  raised  by  sir  Robert  VVilson.     At  the  time 
alluded  to,  it  was  commanded  by  baron  d*Eben,  major  of  I)illon''s  regiment, 
and  equerry  to  his  royal  highness  the  prince  of  Wales,  and  amounted  to 
scarcely  six  hundred  effective  men.     It  is  but  justice  to  say,  that  this  small 
corps  performed  the  arduous  duty  allotted  to  them,  in  the  defence  of  the 
place,  with  a  steadiness  worthy  of  veteran  troops^  and  bad  the  indefatigable 
exertions  of  their  able  commander  been  equally  seconded  by  the  whole  popiH 
lation  nnder  his  orders,  they  would,  in  all  probability,  have  produced  a  differ- 
ent result.

The  next  route,  supposing  an  enemy  to  be  in  possession  of  ChaTCs,  is  by 
Villa  Real  and  Amarante^  he  will  still  have  Uie  important  position  of  Villa 
Poucato,encoanler  ;  from  whence  to  Villa  ^eal  the  road  presents  nearly  the 
same  difficulties.  Leaving  Villa  Real,  the  Tamega  is  to  be  crossed  at  Ama- 
rante  by  a  bridge,  which  may  lie  des^troyed.  Tlie  river  here  becomes  wider 
and  deeper ;  from  hence  to  Oporto  by  Penafiel  and  Valongo,  he  will  have  to 
pass  several  branches  of  the  serra  de  Santa  Catarina,  and  the  roads  are  ia 
general  mountainous  and  bad. 

Supposing  him  to  be  at  Bragan^a,  from  thence  to  Mirandella  ihe  road  if 
tolerable.  Near  this  place  the  river  Tua  is  to  be  crossed  ;  it  is  rapid,  and  ita 
course  rocky  and  interrupted  with  falls.  Afterwards  by  Murca  to  Villa  Heal, 
crossing  the  serra  dc  Marao,  the  route  lies  through  the  most  moantaiDoiM 
part  of  the  Tras  os  Montes. 

Shopld  ift  be  his  intention  .to  march  on  Lisbon  from  Bragan^a,  leaving  the 
country  already  described  on  his  right,  the  most  practicable  road  Is  by  Val 
Bern  Faito  and  Santa  Combs^  or  by  Mirandella,  Frescbas,  and  Villa  Flor,  to 
Torre  de  Moncorvo  on  the  Douro.  On  the  latter  of  them,  during  the  rainy 
season,  the  river  Tua,  near  Frescbas,  overflows  its  banks,  and  inundates  tha 
road  for  about  half  a  mile  j  such  was  the  case  when  1  passed  by  this  ront^ 
<into  Galicia.  It  may  be  avoided  by  marching  from  Mirandella  to  Santo 
^Salvador,  and  firom  theaceto  Santo  Trinidade^  but  this  point  of  the  road  ia 
im passable  for  carriages.  At  Trinidade  you  Call  into  the  former  route  by 
Santa  Comba,  causing  a  detour  of  four  leagues.  In  either  case,  the  Sabor  ia 
to  be  crossed  one  league  from  Torre  de  IVf  oncorvo,  by  a  stone  bridge  of  seven 
arches.  This  river,  although  sometimes  fordable,  is  always  deep  andragid, 
and  its  banks  steep  and  rocky. 

From  Torre  de  Moncorvo,  an  inconsiderable  town  with  an  old  castle,  yon 
•descend  a  leajgne  by  a  narrow;  road  along  the  side  of  a  mountain,  covered  in 
many  fflacea  with  thick  underwood^  olive  and  almond  trees,  aflfording  excellent 
slielter  for  light  troops,  wbich  would  greatly  annoy  an  advancing  army,  as  it 
.  is  impossible  for  cavalry  to  follow  them  through  the  defiles  and  passes  in  the 
jnonntains.  Arriving  at  the  Barcado  Douro,  or  ferry  of  the  Douro,  a  single 
6oat  only  is  to  be  found,  and  that  scarcely  large  enough  to  transport  four 
horses  over  at  a  time.  The  river  here  is  nearly  two  hundred  yards  across,  and 
^xtremcfly  rapid.  There  Is  another  ferry  about  four  leagues  below  ^  the  road 
to  it,  leaving  Torre  de  Moncorvo  on  the  left,  is  by  Castenheira  5  it  is  moan- 
tainons  and  bad.  By  this  route  I  returned  with  a  convoy  of  reserve  ammuni* 
lion,  with  which  I  bad  been  ordered  to  join  the  army  of  the  late  sir  J.  Moore 
in  Spain ;  but  finding  it  impossible,  in  consequence  of  the  rapid  retreat  of 
Jliat  army,  I  received  orders  to  repair  to  Villa  Flor,  where  I  fell  in  with  a  bri- 
Ipade  andar  brigadier-general  Allen  Caaicron.    I  here  foand  it  neceasaryi^

und  fort  La  Lippe,  its  strongest  post.  They  may  be  avoided  by  crossiugtlie 
Ouadiaua  from  01ivea9a,  or  marching  by  Campo  Mayor,  leading  them  oi| 
the  left,  to  Santa  Olaia,  from  thence  by  Monforte  to  Estremos.  The  formed 
part  of  this  road  is  not  good,  bnt  is  practicable;  from  Estremos  to  Vendas 
Novas  it  is  excellent ;  aftiTwards  for  the  last  thirty  miles,  to  Aldea  Galega, 
on  the  Ta;i:u8,  the  road  lies  over  barren  heaths,  througb  thick  woods,  is' 
oandy^and  without  houses,  except  three  or  four  at  Pegoes  ;  no  provisions  are 
to  be  procured,  and  but  little  forage  or  water  can  be  found.  When  these 
obstacles  are  surmounted,  a  stop  is  put  to  any  further  advance.  To  cross 
the  Tagus  at  this  point,  or  near  it,  is  utterly  impossible,  and  the  enemy  would 
be  still  as  far  from  the  conquest  of  Lisbon,  or  indeed  any  of  the  other  pro- 
vinces of  Portugal,  as  if  he  had  never  attempted  it. 

Should  it  however  be  deemed  expedient  to  defend  the  soutliem  district,  it 
would  be  of  consequence  to  garrison  Elvas  with  its  dependencies,  La  Lippe 
and  Santa  Lucia,  and  to  station  a  few  troops  to  watch  the  Guadiuna,  also  tp 
occupy  Aronches,  Marvao,  Castello  de  Viade,  and  Portalegre,  with  light 
troops,  which  might  fall  back  on  Abrantes  when  necessary. 

Elvas,  when  connected  with  La  Lippe  and  Santa  Lucia,  is  unquestionably 
the  strongest  fortress  in  Portugal ;  but  the  works  of  the  place  itself  are 
rather  too  extensive.  These  fortresses  would  require  nearly  19,000  men  t© 
<lefeud  them  vigorously ;  2,000  of  which  number  should  be  stationed  in  La 
Lippe,  and  i,ooo  in  Santa  Lucia,    v 

Jurumcnha  is  an  old  fortress  or  castle  th^ee  leagues  from  Elvas,  on  the 
Ciuadiana^  it  has  a  few  guns  mounted.    This  place  is  intended  to  obstruct 

I 

the  passage  of  the  river,  which  is  fordable  not  only  in  two  places  within  its 
i-ange,  but  in  several  others  in  the  vicinity.  It  is  a  miserable  fortification, 
and  of  no  utility. 

Campo  Mayor  is  an  old  fortified  town,  its  works  ill-constructed,  and  at 
present  in  a  ruinous  state;  it  has  but  few  guns  mounted,  and  is  commanded 
in  several  points.  It  stands  on  rather  elevated  ground,  in  a  lai-gc  and  fertile 
plain,  and  is  three  leagues  to  the  eastward  of  Eivas. 

The  country  from  Campo  Mayor  to  Nisa,  about  sixteen  leagues,  in  a  north- 
erly direction,  is  mountainous,  and  easy  to  be  defended.  There  are  several 
good  posts  along  this  frontier,  pai'ticularly  Portalegre,  Aronches,  Marvao> 
and  Castello  de  Vide  ;  the  two  latter  are  fortified,  and  stand  on  c«  mmanding 
situations. 

Estremos  is  a  considerable  town,  six  leagues  from  Elvas,  on  the  post  road 
to  Lisbon ;  it  is  incapable  of  defence. 

Montemor  Novo  offers  a  proper  situation  for  a  magazine,  in  order  to  sup- 
ply the  troops  destined  to  defend  this  province :  its  distance  from  Elvas  is 
fifteen  leagues,  but  the  road  is  excellent^  and  all  kinds  of  carriages  nay 
ftravel  on  it. 
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Bvora,  the  capital  of  the  province,  and  an  archbt9hopric»  is  a  minoa* 
fortifiration.    There  if  also  an  old  fortified  castle  coqiniaodiQic  ^^^  tovn. 

Evora  Monte,  two  leagues  froni  Eetremos,  on  the  road  front  tbei^ce  to 
RTora,  is  an  antient  fortress,  and  stands  oq  commanding  ground. 

Monserras  is  a  fortress  of  the  same  description,  one  league  from  the  Goa* 
diana,  and  seven  from  Estreraos. 

Portalegre  is  an  episcopal  city,  eight  leagues  from  Estremos ;  it  is  siir* 
rounded  by  ruinous  and  antient  fortifications,  and  situated  near  a  chain  of 
mountains  called  the  serras  d^Aronches.  It  is  an  eligible  station  for  a  body 
of  troops  to  cover  the  left  bank  of  the  Tagus,  and  also  to  intimidate  an  army 
destined  to  besiege  Elvas. 

CcNTEAL  District. — ^There  are  only  two  roads  by  which  an  enemy 
invading  Portugal  would  have  a  prospect  of  success,  the  one  entering  Betrm 
on  the  east,  near  Almeida,  wliich  fortress  may,  if  he  chooses  it,  be  avoided, 
and  the  other  by  Idanha  Nova ;  both  of  these  roads  converging  to  the  same 
point  at  Cast  el  lo  Branco :  the  latter,  as  far  as  this  place,  is  very  practicable  ; 
the  former  I  shall  trace  in  the  manner  heretofore  adopted  in  describing  the 
other  provinces. 

However  optional  it  may  be  to  avoid  the  fortress  of  Almeida  in  an  attack 
tm  Portugal  from  the  east,  yet  such  a  measure  would  be  attended  with  great 
danger,  should  an  invading  army  receive  the  slightest  check  in  its  advance  to 
Hie  capital.  Almeida  is  capable  Qf  containing  a  garrison  of  ten  or  twelve 
thousand  men,  and  it  would  be  expedient,  for  the  above  reason,  to  rcdnce 
this  post  previously  to  any  further  advance. 

Leaving  Almeida,  the  distance  from  thence  to  Guarda  ii  37  miles.'  The 
road  is  bad  and  mountainous.  About  two  miles  from  Almeida  the  river  Com 
is  crossed  by  a  stone  bridge,  the  extremities  of  which  rest  on  broken  precis 
pices,  and  the  stream  beneath  falls  with  great  rapidity  in  a  continued  series 
of  natural  cascades.  The  river  Lamegal  and  another  small  stream  arc  also 
to  be  crossed  on  thjs  march  ;  they  are  both  inconsiderable,  except  when 
greatly  swuln  by  the  rains  in  winter. 

Guarda  stands  on  the  serra  d^Estrella,  and  is  one  of  the  finest  positions  in 
Portugal.  Above  Guarda,  there  is  an  extensive  plain,  where  a  large  army 
might  be  encamped  during  the  summer. 

The  rivers  Zezere  and  Mondego  have  their  sources  in  the  monntaias  near 
this  place ;  the  former  takes  a  southwesterly  course  to  the  Tagus,  near  Pun- 
hete  ;  the  latter  runs  in  a  northerly  direction,  through  deep  ravines,  as  ftr 
as  Celerico,  which  is  a  good  post,  then,  turning  suddenly  to  the  westward, 
continues  nearly  the  same  course  to  the  sea  at  Figueira,  where  its  entrance 
is  defended  by  a  small  fort.  The  bar  is  dangerous,  and  cannot  be  crosseo  if 
the  wind  be  westerly,  and  at  any  time  only  for  a  few  hours  during  the  top  of 
the  tide.    This  river  is  navigable  for  small  craft  only  as  far  up  as  Coimbra. 

From  Guarda  to  Caria  is  five  leagnee  \  for  the  three  first  leagues  the  road 
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passes  tlroagh  a  deep  rarine,  with  a  small  rirulet  in  the  bottom  :  the  craggy 
tides  of  this  defile  rise  into  inaccessible  raonntains,  covered  with  chesnot 
trees.  The  road  is  narrow  and  bad,  and  might  be  cisiiy  defended  against  a 
tery  superior  force,  or  rendered  impassable  for  cavalry  or  artillery.  The 
remainder  of  the  road  is  somewhat  better.  One  league  from  Caria,  and  ab<mt 
a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  right  of  the  road,  there  is  an  excellent  position  at 
Belmont^,  a  small  town  with  an  old  castle,  commanding  the  adjacent  valley, 

Caria  is  another  small  town ;  the  distance  from  thence  to  Poroa  de  Atalaya, 
^  miserable  village,  is  five  leagues.  The  road  for  the  most  part  is  mohntain«* 
6u8,  yet  some  of  it  is  tolerably  good.  From  Atalaya  to  Castello  Branco  Ig 
five  leagues. 

Castello  Branco  is  surrounded  with  old  walls,  and  commanded  by  an  antient 
ttastle,  of  no  importance  in  its  present  state.  The  Ponful,  a  small  river  fk\U 
ing  into  the  Tagus,  runs  near  this  place  in  front.  The  town  might  be  ad» 
vautageously  fortified,  and  would  form  an  excellent  post ;  it  is  nearly  equi- 
distant from  Guarda  and  Abrantes,  apd,  next  to  these,  the  best  position  is 
front  of  the  Zezere. 

From  Castello  Branco  to  Sasedas,  a  large  Village,  is  thi^  leagues,  th« 
lt>ad  good,  and  the  t  ottntry  fertile  for  about  half  the  distance.  On  this  rout» 
the  river  Ocresa  is  to  b  '  crossed :  there  is  no  bridge  over  it,  but  the  stream  ii 
Ibrdable,  except  in  very  rainy  seasons.  From  ^azcdus  to  Monte  Gordo  A 
good  position  on  a  branch  of  the  same  river,  one  league ;  to  Sobreira  Fer<K 
tnosa  two  leagueA ;  to  Corti^ada  one ;  to  Cardigos  two  ;  to  Villa  de  Rey  two  - 
itod  from  Villa  de  Rey  to  Abrantes  five  leagties :  these,  ex^cept  the  latter,  are 
all  miserable  villages,  the  roads  are  bad  and  mountainous,  and  no  artillery  €)t 
carriages  can  pass  by  this  route  except  mountain  guns,  without  the  greatest 
assistance  from  the  infantry,  who  would  be  obliged  constantly  to  pull  at  th^ 
drag-ropes.  The  country  is  barren,  and  neither  forage  nor  provisions  ate  t0 
be  procured  in  any  quantity  after  leaving  Sazedas.  Between  Villa  de  Ray  and 
Abrantes,  which  is  the  worst  part  of  the  route,  no  water  is  to  be  found,  ex<* 
cept  about  a  league  and  a  half  from  the  former  place,  where  there  are  tereral 
pmall  streams. 

Abrantes,  a  large  and  populous  town,  is  the  key  of  the  Tagus :  it  is  sltn- 
ttted  on  an  eminence,  is  in  part  surrounded  with  old  walls,  the  road  to  it 
difiicult  of  ascent,  and  the  town  might  be  fortified  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
render  it  one  of  the  strongest  posts  in  the  conutry.  It  is  protected  on  tho.. 
right  by  the  Tagus,  in  front  and  on  the  left  by  a  very  strong  and  mountainont 
country,  and  at  the  distance  of  two  leagues  in  the  rear  runs  the  river  Zexere. 

Tu  Punhcte,  a  small  town  on  the  Zezere,  the  distance  is  two  leagnes  | 
from  theuce  to  Golegau  three  leagues  farther.  The  road  is  for  the  most 
part  stony  and  rocky,  particularly  between  Abrantes  and  Punhcte.  From 
Golegao  to  Santarem  is  four  leagues;  between  the  former  and  Ponte  de 
Avcila,  on  the  small  river  of  that  name  whidi  crosses  t^  road,  there  it  an 
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CjEtninte  plun^  intersected  by  m  wmkM  rimict;    This  m  tlie  fiml  «pot  of  • 
gnmod  mller  le&Tiof  Almeidm  wlierc  *  eoasidenBile  body  of  caTaky  cam  be 
cBploycd  to  advmataj^.    Tb«  Areila  has  i  stone  biidKe  orer  it,  and  coas- 
^^mAfA  bj  lieights  in  the  rear.    laaM^altly  behind  the  beifbts  of  Santarem 
Is  another  rimlet  and  bridge. 

The  town  of  Santarem  stands  fai  an  elerated  situation  lieti  the  bankft  of 
the  Tagns,  and  contains 'deren  conrents  ;  the  road  firom  hence  to  AfamlMJa^ 
fistant  four  and  a  half  leagnes,  is  mostly  hilly  and  sandy.  Ont  le^pie^  or 
rather  less,  after  quitting  Santarem,  there  is  an  extensiTe  position,  with  a 
small  rirer  and  stone  bridge  over  it,  in  the  front ;  although  this  rirer  ii  ford> 
able,  it  might  in  some  degree  be  rendered  an  obst^tle  to  an  enemy  in  the 
attack  of  the  position.  In  the  rear  is  a  plain,  on  which  a  small  body  of  ea- 
Talry  might  act  for  the  purpose  of  coVering  a  retreal  A  short  distance 
before  arriiriug  at  Azambnja,  a  ttand  may  again  bejnade  by  light  troops  on 
borne  heights  covered  with  brushwood. 

Azambuja  is  a  small  town.  From  Axambtfja  to  Villa  Franca  is  three 
leagues,  the  road  partly  pared,  .partly  saody.  At  Villa  Nova,  one  league 
from  the  forroeri  there  is  a  rirulet  aoddeep  ditch  affected  by  the  tide,  with 
bridges  over  them.  Between  this  place  and  Villa  I'iranca  is  anotber'rimlet 
and  stone  bridge  at  the  foot  of  some  heights,  which  command  the  road  th« 
whole  range  of  cannot  shot :  to  the  ri»ht  of  the  road  (marching  in  the  direc- 
tion of  Lisbon)  are  the  plains  and  heights  of  Alenquer. 

Alenquer  is  a  small  town,  and  forms  nearly  the  right  of  a  chain  of  posts  for 
the  coTcriag  of  Lisbon.  In  this  line  may  be  included  the  passes  of  Bucellas 
and  Mootachiquc. 

From  Villa  Franca  to  Sacavem  is  four  leagues,  the  road  pared  and  sandy  - 
on  the  right  alK)at  halfway  are  the  heights  of  Alvcrca,  forming  an  exc<%ding« 
ly  strong  positiou.  At  Sacavem,  an  arm  or  branch  of  the  Tapu  is  to  be 
crossed  by  a  flyiog  bridge,  with  batteries  to  defend  it^  the  distance  to  LISit 
bon  is  one  league  and  a  half,  the  road  pared. 

Fl-om  Abrantes  to  Lisbon  the  couutry  is  in  general  fertile,  and  the  roads 
passable  for  all  kinds  of  military  carriag^es ;  the  worst  part  of  it  is  firom 
Abrantes  to  Tancos,  one  league  beyond  the  Ze^ere.  From  Golegao  the  road 
is  protected  on  one  flauk  by  the  Tagus  and  the  marshes  on  the  riglrt  baak  of 
It;  on  the  other  by  a  range  of  high  mountains. 

The  province  of  Beira  contains  eight  districts,  Coimbra,  Viseu,  tjanego, 
Pinhel,  Gaarda,  Castello  Branco,  Montemor  o  Velho,  and  Muii  Fei/a.    , 

The  city  of  Coimbra,  the  capital  of  the  province,  is  situated  on  the  rircr 
Monde^OjOrer  which  a  fine  stone  bridge  has  been 'erected. 

Viscu  is  an  episcopal  city,  situated  in  a  fbrtiie  plain  near  the  Estrclla 
mountains^  and  to  the  north  of  the  river  31ondego.  It  is  a  good  station  for 
a  large  body  of  troops  to  defend  the  eastern  frontier  or  to  cove^  tUe  ^pital.  < 

The  city  of  Lamego  is  situated  in  a  deep  valley  amongst  mountaiaf ,  o«« 
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league  to  the-aooth  of  t|ie  Don^.   Tbe  ioffu  is  l^etter  built  than  is  generally 
the  case  throughout  the  kiogdoiiiiy  and  ia  ¥jery.iK>iHilous. 

Pinhel  is  a  niaerable  towp,  aurrooiided  by  aiitient  walls  •  it  is  situated 
ikcee  leagues  Borih  of  Ahnetda. 

Montenior  o  Velho  and  Feira,  the  cftpihilf  of  their  fespec^ive  distrvc^s,  are 
both  of  them  inconsiderable  towns ;  the  former  b  si^^tcd  ^Msar  the  M(|udi:ga 
to  the  north  of  it,  and  the  latter  between  the  Vouga  and  the  pouro. 

Bragan^a  Nova,  or,  as  it  is  more  fc^oently  ci^lled,  Aveieo,  is  situated  near 
the  mouth  of  the  Vouga,  which  discbsrges  itself  into  ft  Uke  of  great  extent 
communicating  with  theocetfn.    The  mouth  of  the  harbour  is  dang^erqus. 

Estremadura  is  the  most  fertile  and  populous  of  all  the  province^  ;  it  con- 
tains eight  districts,  Lisbon,  Torres  YedrAs/iUeaqaer,  Iieiria,  Thomar,  Saa- 
tarem,  Abrantes,  and  Onrem* 

Thomar  is  a  tolerably. large  towq^  pl^ns^^y  situated  near  the  river 
Zezere,  and  is  9^  leagues  iron  Lasbon*  •  ' 

Torreii  Vedras  is  a  small  town  on  the  route  from  Lisbon  to  Oporto,  seven 
leagues  to  the  north  of  the  capital,  andt^o  firom  Vimiera,  which  is  nearer  to 
the  coast.  The  place  wai  marked  out  as  the  line  of  netitraUty  between  the 
British  and  French  armies^  whilst  the  negotiations '«i;e'repffiding  at 'Cintra. 
The  town  is  situated  in  a  valley,  and  is  commanded  by  a  Uill  in,U)e  form  of  a 
•Agar- loaf,  on  which  are  tde  luinS  of  lin  old  Mooi^sh,  of,  according  lo  some, 
ivoman  castle.  .<       •    .    ' 

Continuing  the  same  rotite^  from  Torres  Vedras  to  Obidos,  a  smuU  town 
situated  on  an  eminence,  and  commanded  by  an  autieiW  Moorish  castle,  the 
distance  is  five  leagues ;  one  leagi)e  before  yon  arrive  ^  the  latter  ^s  the 
«trottg  pass  of  Roli^a,  stormed  by  tbe  British  army  on  the  i7tU  of  August, 
1808,  and  defended  by  a  division  of  the  French  army  iiuder  general  Laborde. 
The  heights  are  steep,  covered  with  wood,  and  ttie  rpadby  which  the  greatt^r 
part  of  the  army  ascended  is  flanked  with  stonewalls:  ou  the  tup  pf  the 
heights  is  a  lavge  plain  covered  with  myrtles  and.  ^bong  heath.  v 

Leaving  Obidas,  about  a  league  farther  is  the  town  of  Caldas^  remarliable 
for  its  hospital  and  mineral  baths,  founded  and  erected  by  Leonora,  queen  of 
D.Joaoily  1468.  There  is  in  this  town  a  fountain  of  singularly  fln^  work- 
manship, besides,  the  royal  and  public  gardens. 

Alcpba^a  is  a  small  town,  bnt  contains  the  finest  and  richest  convent  in 
^Portugal.  *  The  chapel  is  carved  and  gilded  in  the  highest  style  of  magnifi. 
cence:  maay  of  the  kings  of  Portugal  are  buried  here,  and  there  are  some 
monuments  of  excellent  workman  :  there  is  also  an  excellent  library.^  • 

Lehia  is  a  town  of  considerable  extent,  situated  in  a  fertile  vaUey  ne^  the 
small  rivers  Lena  and  Lis.  The  castle  commanding  the  town  mi)^  bfi  for- 
tified ia  si^ch  a  manner  as  to  render  it  rather  a  strqng  post.

We  have  of  late  years  been  continually  deviating- 
fnm  any  re^cnlar  conrse,  and  inttodneiog  novelties  lod  fresh  plans,  wheroby 
we  have  rooAt  assuredly  weakened  our  resoufces,  and  obstructed  tbe  aequisi* 
tion  of  pesfectiaa  in  any.  Every  change  of  ministers  undoes  wbat  their  pv*. 
detessors  have  pUnned  out,  and  coonsenced  acting  upon  y  and  so  we  mist 
expebt  td  continue,  each  set  of  men  bmging  forward  systems  in  coincidenoe 
with  their  own  views  and  oMmner  of  thinking,  nnless  the  oottntry,  tired  witli 

*this  frivolous  conduct,  shall  put  ari  end  to  it.  Whilst  other  nations  ar# 
«rriving  ai  the  acme  of  perlection  in  their  military  ayotsms,  we,  from  ear' 
instabiKty,  tnd  having  no  sound  or  sokid  plan  to  proceed  upon,  are  contiwo- 
ally  fluctnating  and  in  tbe  iiifaney  of  new  ones,  and  very  Iflcely  m  the  and 
shail  be  obliged  to  have  recunrae  to  the  adoption  of  those  of  onr  enemy,  ftndt^ 
ing^hem  arrived  at  perfedtion  :  whereas,  bad  we  persisted  in  the  proi>ecntiott' 
of  our  own  plans,  they  m^ht  have  been  still  more  worthy  of  hnitation ;  ancf^ 
moreover,  we  should  be  possessed  of  the  credit  of  not  being  necessitated  t4 
borrow  from  foreign  countries  measures,  which  the  sterility  of  our  own  kgi* 
«lators,  it  would  seem,  could  .not  provide  as  with.  I  would  wish  to  renom- 
mand  to  the  giovemmeat,  in  otdtr  that  this  abonrfndMe  triHing  may  he  done 
Bway  with,  thalL  a  board  of  the  asost  experienced  oAcers  should  be  appointed, 
before  whom  the  plans  brou^lit  forward  dnring  the  last  twenty  years  should 
he  Hiidy  aftd  that  they  shonld  decide  upon  those  which  might  appear  to  them 
the  most  suitable  to  the  welfare  of  their  country ;  that  a  law  should  then  be 
passed,  depriving  any  ntiniactsra  of  the  poirtr  of  deviating  from  those  approv- 
ed by  the  general  oflicers  for  a  stated  pCfM,  at  least  ten-  years.  A  t  tbe  expl- 
ration  of  that  tiaM,  wenhoaM  he  enabled  to  jfudge  of  its  utility,  and  I  have  bo 
Ibubt  hvtt  the  results  of  s«cb  ^ns  would  be  most  satisfactory  and  benefi^al 
to  Crreat  Britain ;  espcoially  as  they  irould  be  approved,  and  the  amendmenta

For  it  it  a  well 
kaown  fiict,  that  ihips  are  often  employed  between  Seieey  Point  and  Beachy 
Head,  and  very  frequently  lost,  from  want  of  a  harbour  into  which  they  could 
tan.  Newhaven  is  the  meet  convenient  jmd  practicable  aituation  between  the 
J>owna  and  Portsmouth^  and  might  from  its  bold  coast  be  rendered  an  admi»> 
able  situation  for  our  cruisers,  and  one  of  the  best  and  meet  eentral  in  thie 
country  lor  the  establishment  6f  an  army  depot,  and  for  the  embarkation  of 
Itoops.  Nortflcet  is  also  a  good  situatkm  for  this  object «  In  short,  when  we ' 
consider  that  such  harbours  as  Dieppe,  Boulogne,  Calais,  Dunkirk,  and 
Ostend,  hare  been  formed  by  our  enemy  on  coasts  in  general  flat  and  foul,  ahd. 
theKfinre  labouHng  under  esitraordinary  natural  disadvantages ;  and  that,  in 
many  parts,  we  possess  ajbold  coast  and  every  requisite  in  nature  for  forming 
apbie  and  capacious  harbours,  we  must  lie  astonished  at  our  inert  conducti 

Another  circumstance  to  be  lamented  is  the  inattention  of  our  ancestors  t^ 
the  growth  of  navy  timber,  which  is  daily  becoming  an  article  of  the  greatest, 
scarcity.  Of  late  years  it  has  been  the  ambition  of  the  landed  interest  of  the 
country  to  lay  out  a  part  of  their  cstatei  solely  for  that  purpose^  they  cannot 
expect  to  reap  tbe  benefits  of  timir  laudable  condnet  further  than  the  satistac-^ 
tion  of  disposing  of  their  lands  profitably  for  their  successors ;  but  a  centuity 
hence,  this  country  will  find  itself  highly  iadebted  to  them,  if  it  existt  at  the(k 
time  an  independent  kingdonu

LORD   WELLINGTON    AND   GENERAL  JDNOT. 

Sir,— In  that  part  of  lord  WelUngton'a  life,  in  the  number  for 
August,  I  regret  to  find,  that,  in  giving  lord  Wellington  the  cha- 
racter of  an  alile  general,  you  have  committed  an  act  of  injustice 
towards  general  Junot,  in  respect  to  the  position  of  Tbrres  Vedras. 
1  fnlly  agree  with  you,  that  no  general  could  have  shewn  greater 
ability  in  the  defence  of. that  position  than  lord  Wellington  ;  but 
I  must  object  to  your  observation  that  *'  Juuot  did  not  understand 
its  advantages,  nor  foresee  its  possible  capability."  French  olRcen 
are  universally  allowed  to  excel  in  the  choice  of  a  position,  and 
supposing  that  Junot  conld  not  iind  out  the  advantages  which 
that  position  offers,  the  other  officers  inu5»t ;  and  undoubtedly  he 
would  have  taken  their  advice,  on  so  important  a  subject,  both  for 
the  character  of  himself  and  the  safety  of  his  arm}*.  1  feel  np 
doubt  but  you  will  immediately  rectify  what  is  really  a  very  un^ 
just  observation.  The  following,  I  should  imagine,  were  the  cnw 
cumatances  that  induced  him  to  conclude  the  convention  of  Cintm« 

The  whole  efiective  force  which  Junot  had  with  him,  at  LisboiiA 
appears  to  have  been  abont  20,000  men.  With  this  force  he  had 
to  maiutalu  a  position  thirty  miles  in  extent  in  his  front;  to^iiar4 
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ati  exteut  of  coast  of  forty  or  fifty  mites;  and  to  keep  in  subjectioii 
the  inhabitants  of  the  country  situated  between  Villa  Verdo  and 
Lisbou.  How  could  20,000  or  even  30,000  do  all  this?  The 
British  army  which  was  advancing  amounted  to  199OOO  men.  He 
coald  not  even  have  maintained  himseir  against  this  army  in  so 
extensive  a  position.  He  could  not  possibly  occupy  all  the  points 
of  a  position  thirty  miles  in  extent.  You  also  put  him  on  a  foot- 
ing with  lord  Wellington  with  respect  to  the  means  of  holding 
this  potion.  Pray,  where  was  Junot  to  get  400  pieces  of  artil- 
lery ?  When  lord  Wt* llington  was  in  the  lines  of  Torres  Vedras, 
he  had  30,000  British  troops,  the  same  number  of  Portuguese^ 
the  crews  of  the  Eu^li^h  men  of  war,  and  reinforcements  pouring 
in  from  all  quarters.  If  you  consider  all  these  circumstances,  I 
think  you  will  allow  that  Junot  did  not  want  for  understanding 
when  he  gave  up  Portugal  without  attempting  to  maintain  the 
position  of  Torres  Vedras.  Consider  the  convention  of  Cintra  in 
any  way  we  can,  Junot  was  fully  justified  in  concluding  it,  and  it 
<;xhibits  his  character  in  a  very  advantageous  light.  H.  K.

A  subal- 
teiii*s-pay  is  inadequate,  if  he  discharge  his  tailor's  bill,  to  provide 
ium  with  subsistence  equal  to  that  of  a  common  labourer ;  and  the 
etigma  attached  to  the  non-payment  of  debts  is  a  pa'mful  odium, 
which,  as  the  price  of  articles  increases,  must  be  still  more  maiii* 
Mdly  imputed  to  them.  It  is  an  impossibility  of  the  greatest 
extreme,  that  ao  officer,  possessed  only  of  his  present  inadequate 
.pay^  caoisapfioct  himself,  without  incurring  debts  which  he  cauiMyt

^The  prince  of  Auholt,  who  had  made  war  his  study,  taking 
notice  that  the  troops  did  not  derive  all  the  service  they  nog^lit 
flom  their  firelocks,  contrived  iron  ramrods,  and  iband  means  to 
make  tbe  soldiers  load  with  incredible  swiftness.  Since  the  year 
I733,  the  first  ranks  have  always  charged  with  liieir  bayonets  at  tho 
end  of  their  firelocks.-^ilfffMOJri  ^ihe  Home  of  Brandenburg,  fry 
Aw  iVif««faii  majesty. 

Dnrtag  the  first  expedition  of  marshal  Wurmser  for  the  relief  of 
Mantua,  Baonaparte  was  in  great  danger  of  being  taken.  Thi 
officer  whp  commanded  the  Austrian  flotilla  on  the  lake  de  Gvarda, 
having,  on*  the  3 1st  July,  defeated  that  of  the  French,  disembarked 
his  troops  on  the  peninsula  of  Cremona,  and  placed  them  in  am* 
buscade  on  the  road  from  Brescia  to  Peschiera.  The  soldiers  had 
orders  not  to  fire,  and  to  stop  none  but  such  as  might  seem  to  be  of 
consequence.  In  the  evening,  generals  Buonaparte,  Berthier,  and 
all  their  staff,  passed  along  that  road,  preceded  by  three  hussars. 
The  Croats  who  were  in  ambuscade,  hearing  some  cavalry  arrive  at 
a  quick  rate,  sprung  on  the  high  road  and  fired  on  the  three  bus* 
<aaM;  two  of  them  were  killed,  but  the  third  having  been  missed^ 
bo  tamed  about  and  galloped  ofif,  crying  out,  **  General,  savo 
yourself;-*  when  the  whole  party,  turning  about,  fled  with  great 
piedpitatioo,  and  had  the  good  fortune  to  escape  all  the  shots  tint 
W0i%  fired  alter  them.  They  returned  to  Brescia,  and  took  an- 
oAer  toad,  which  obliged  them  to  make  a  detour  of  seviBfai- 
Icoguea* 

Strtaagem  of  the  Prussian  general  Seydeiitz  in  1757.-*The  com*- 
Inded  army  was  assembled  near  Eisenach,  and  intrenched  in  tho 
defiles  of  the  mountains,  to  await  the  attack  of  the  Prussians,  ^bo 
still  continued  near  Erfurth;  but  in  the  mean  time  the  com** 
ffiafiji^im  came  to  the  resolution  of  carrying  off  Seydelitz*!  ptrty^ 
irhich  was  at  Ootha,  and  consisted  of  about  liOOmen.  For  Am 
purpapo  th^  marched  all  night  with  almost  all  their  cavalry^  and, 
as  coitipanies  of  grenadiers,  amounting  to  8,000  men,  and  arrived 
aJboot  eigbl  o'clock  in  the  morning ;  but  Seydelitx,  though  sor^ 
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prised^  made  a  good  retreat,  not  losiai^  twenty  men.     The  prioce^ 

Hildbarghausen  and  Soubise,  and  all  the  French  generala,  arrived 

•bout  eleven  o*olock.     The  infantry  possessed  themselves  of  the 

towui  and  it  was  expected  |hey  would  have  remained  here ;  but 

Seydelitz,  perceiving  a  fog  to  arise,  determined  to  improve  by  \U 

He  therefore  retired  behind  tlie  hills  about  a  league  off,  towarda 

Erfurth,  where  he  caused  a  hundred  dragoons  to  dismount,  to  re« 

liresent  inlantry,  and  divided  the  remainder  of  hit  troops  into 

twenty-two  small  bodies,  which  extended  themselves  very  far,  and 

by  favour  of  the  fog  appeared  like  so  many  squadrons.     At  one  in 

the  aflemoon  he  attacked  the  French  with  his  hussars  only.     News 

waa  immediately  carried  to  the  French  generals  that  the  whole 

Prusinan  army  was  advancing*  that  they  lay  behind  the  hills,  and 

that  tliey  were  extending  towards  the  left,  in  order  to  surround 

them ;  whereupon  they  made  all  possible  haste  to  retreat,  and« 

after  having  marched  all  night,  were  obliged  to  return  the  way 

Ihey  came ;  so  that  in  the  space  of  two  hours  there  was  not  a 

Frenchman  left*     Seydelitz  pursued  them,  made  forty  prisoners, 

killed  nearly  the  same  number,  took  a  great  deal  of  bag^gage,  and 

wail  nearly  taking  two  general  ofRcers  who  remained  too  long  ir% 

the  town.    This  action,  though  of  no  great  consequence  in  itself^ 

does  great  honour  to  the  general.  A.  B«

1X9   COMPONENT   OFFICERS. 

XWt  havt  already  given  a  general  sketch  of  the  StaJ^  ^f  Annies.  It  had  sug- 
gested itstlf  to  u.t,  that  the  evident  utility  of  this  part  <^  the  subject  required 
and  merited  a  fuller  dettuL  We  had  therefore  resolved  to  give  a  practical 
detail  qfthe  Composition  qf  tht  Duties  qf  the  Staff,  Whilst  we  were  medi* 
tating  npon  this  subject^  the  TRAITE  SUR  LE  service  DC  V  BTAT  MAJOR 
DEB  ARMEES,  SON  OR6A  NISATION  ET  SE8  1  UNCTIONS,  PAR  LE  GENE- 
RAL GRIMOARD,  fell  into  our  hands.  In  this  treatise  the  general  so  fully^ 
40  analytically y  and  so  particularlyy  treats  the  subject^  that  we  conceive  that 
tM  cannot  better  execute  our  purpose  than  by  presenting  our  readers  with  a 
4ranslation  ofhii  work.  This  we  accordingly  now  commence.  It  will  be  com- 
jpleted  in  two  of  our  numbers.} 

CHAPTER  THE   FIRST. 

The  divisions  qf  the  Etat  Major. 

1.  The  first  divisiou  of  the  staff  major  is  into  the  officers  conposing^  it, 

mad  the  service. 

3.  The  officers  compociojir  it  are  as  follow.    The  t^oeraJ  in  chief  of  th« 

•rmy, 'the  chief  «fihe  staff  ^    the  adjutants-g^eneral  and   their  adjuncts; 

tbe,qaarter-masten  general,  what  the  French  termu  Les  ingeneurs  geographesy 

the  wai^on-master ;  the  commandant  of  artillery;  the  commandant  of  tb« 

«n|rineers  ;  the  commissaries;  the  paymaster- i^neral ;  the  physician- general* 

the  apothecary-general ;  and  the  postmaster. 

3.  The  service  of  the  staff  is  dirided  into  seven  branches.  1st,  Commissa* 
rtat,  or  provision  of  sustenance  for  men  and  horse ;  9d,  the  provision  of  the 
crms,  ammunition,  clothing,  and  camp  equipage;  sd,  the  quarter-master 
^merars  department ;  4tb,  the  hospital  department ;  5th,  the  transport  terw 
▼ice ;  6th,  police ;  7th,  correspondence  amongst  the  different  agents. 

4.  There  is  a  further  distribution  or  division  of  the  staff  service  into  de- 
partmcntSy  which  are  as  follow,  ist.  The  bureau  general,  or  secretariat ;  ad, 
the  police  uf  the  army ;  3d,  the  detail  of  the  service  of  the  inftintry  and  caval* 
rjr ;  4th,  forages,  green  and  dry ;  5th,  the  quarter-master^s  department,  com- 
prehending the  waggon  train,  guides,  spies,  reconnoitering,  marches,  camps, 
Sttd  potitioBS. 

CHAPTER  THE   SECOND 

Tt%e  duties  qf  the  several  members  of  the  staff  b^ore  the  year  1790,  the  ground^ 
work  qf  the  present  composition  qf  the  French  sttff. 

As  the  present  composition  of  the  French  staff,  and  the  detail  of  the  dutiM 
of  its  several  members,  are  founded  upon  the  staff  of  the  royal  armies  of

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France,  it  is  necessary  te  explain  the  one  before  we  proceed  to_  the  other. 
The  diitiei  of  the  present  staff  officers  are  in  fact  the  aame  as  thote  of  the 
•taff  in  the  royal  armies.  The  officers  differ  only  in  name.  The  following' 
detail  is  from  the  French  rules  apd  reflations  of  the  royal  armies. 

ARTICLE  1.— <2UARTER-MASTER  GENERAL. 

Section  to  duties  of  that  offLeer.    • 
1.  The  daty  of  the  quarter-master  general  is  next  in  importance  to  that  of 
fhe  (general.     He  should  possess  a  complete  knowledge  of  the  theory  of  war, 
and  be  well  read  in  the  best  military  uv'.ters.    He  should  possess  a  most  accv- 
rate  knowledge  of  the  country  which  is  the  theatre  of  war.     He  should  remd, 
■tudy,  and  meditate,  upon  all  the  campaigns  which  hare  been  made  thereto. 
He  should  possess  himself  of  all  the  best  maps  and  plans  of  the  country  and 
district  in  which  the  campaign  is  ta  proceed,  and  should  employ  his  deputies 
and  assistants  in  drawing  out  such  plans  themseWcs.     It  is  only  by  these 
means  that  he  can  properly  select  and  conduct  the  lines  of  march  and  places 
of  camp  or  cantouments.  He  should  always  hare  before  him  an  exact  account 
of  the  eflfectire  force  of  the  army  to  which  he  is  attached,— of  the  numbers  of 
the  different  brig^es  and  divisions,— of  the  numbers  of  the  horses,  waggons, 
artillery,  &c.    He  should  likewise  have  a  return  of  the  stations  of  all  the  de- 
tachments ;  should  be  informed  of  the  commencement  of  the  march  of  ercry 
eorps  to  join  the  army,  to  the  end  that  he  may  prepare  their  quarters,  and  the 
Ibrage,  straw,  and  sustenance,  for  at  least  the  night  and  succeeding  day  of  thehr 
arrival.     He  should  have  a  return  from  the  acting  commissary  of  the  state  of 
the  subsistences,  depots,  and  magazines,  and  of  the  means  by  which  the  sup. 
ply  is  to  be  kept  up,  whether  by  the  government  at  home,  or  o|N>n  the  fteld 
itself.   It  belongs  likewise  peculiarly  to  the  quarter-master  general  to  armnga 
the  troops  in  their  cantonments,  in  order  of  battle,  this  hcmg  the  order  in 
which  they  should  always  take  their  positions  and  csmps,  as  well  as  meet 
the  enemy.    Together  with  the  commander  in  chief,  the  qnarfer-master  ge- 
neral draws  up  the  order  of  the  day,  then  reads  it  to  the  generals  of  divisioaa 
and  staff,  and  gives  them  copies  for  their  several  majors  of  brigade.  He  thea 
presents  to  the  general  the  returns  of  the  state  of  subsistences,-«^of  the  posi* 
tions  of  the  divi8ions,-*of  the  works  necessary  to  be  done  in  the  camp  ftn  tke 
roads  to  and  from,— the  relations  of  spies,  &o.  and  receives  the  orders  of  the 
commander  in  chief  upon  any  of  these  or  other  points  connected  with  tke 
movements,  march,  or  disposition  femplaeemfntjf  of  the  troops.  The 
issues  his  orders  to  the  qnarter-master  general  as  to  the  camps  or 
of  the  army,  and  the  latter  draws  a  plan  of  the  execution  in  detail,  and  deli- 
Ttrs  copies  of  it  to  the  several  msjors  of  brigade,  or  regimental  adjjwtante. 
The  service  of  recounoitering  likewise  belongs  to  the  quarter-master  general. 
Having  fixed  upon  the  ground  for  any  encampment,  he  distributes  it,  aad 
IMrht  it  out  amongst  the  different  corps  of  the  army,— at  likewise  to  tl|t 
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Artillery,  to  the  ho«pitals,  to  the  wAggous,  Stc.     He  directs  all  forages.    H# 
accompanies  the  general  apon  all  reconnoitances. 

Section  2.-^Regulationt  for  the  service  qfthe  quarter-master gineraL 

1.  The  detail  of  disposition  in  camps  (emplacement  au  logement),  an^ 
tonduct  of  marches,  belong  exclusirely  to  the  quarter-master  general,  and 
BO  officer  shall  take  any  other  quarters  than  those  assigned  him,  unless  by  the 
ipeoial  permission  of  the  commander  in  chief. 

9.  When  the  quarter-master  general  deems  any  work  to  be  Accessary,  suoh 
as  bridges,  roads  of  communications,  or  covering  field  works,  he  shall  girc 
notice  to  the  staff,  who  shiill  issue  the  necessary  orders  for  the  aitUlery  t% 
supply  the  werkmen,  &c. 

3.  At  the  commencement  of  every  campaign,  the  quarter-master  general^ 
bttder  the  direction  of  the  general  in  chief,  shall  dtaw  up  a  plan  or  table  of  the 
order  of  battle  f*r  the  campaign,  in  which  the  following  particuhu's  shall  b* 
obaerred.  1st,  The  army  shall  be  divided  into  a  certain  number  of  divisions 
of  infiintry  and  cavalry,  t.  e.  five,  six,  seven,  or  eight,  according ^o  its  strength, 
fid,  Every  division  shall  cionsist  of  nearly  the  same  number  of  brigades  of 
the  first  and  second  line,  and  shall  receive  a  name,  such  as  first,  second,  or 
third  division,  at  the  commencement  of  the  campaign,  which  it  shall  keep  to 
the  end  of  it.  The  divisions  shall  receive  this  name  according  to  their  po* 
ftition  in  line  from  right  to  left.  The  first  right  division  of  infantry  shiUI'bai 
the  first  division ;  the  division  next  to  it  the  second  division,  8cc.  3d,  Two 
brigades  of  infiintry  shall  be  destined  Jo  cover  the  flanks  of  the  army,  and 
shall  be  called  flaflk  brigades.  4th,  The  quarters  of  the  general  officers  ska}! 
be  in  advance  of  their  respective  divisions. 

4.  The  second  in  command  shall  attend  at  the  head-quarters  every  moraing 
tt  eleven  o^clock,  and  then  and  there  receive  the  order  uf  the  day  and  the 
t^arole,  which' he  shall  deliver  in  writing  to  the  quarter  master  general  and  to 
the  major-generals,  who  shall  deliver  them  to  the  brigadiers,  by  whom  they 
aball  be  delivered  to  the  serjeant  to  make  copies  for  every  officer  of  their 
tegiment. 

5.  The  waggon-master  general,  and  all  the  subordinate  officers  of  tha  wag* 
gon  train,  shall  be  under  the  command  of  the  quarter-master  general,  and 
previous  to  any  movements  or  marches  shall  receive  from  him  the  plan  and 
Instrnctiens  of  the  routes  for  the  waggons. 

6.  The  quarter-master  general  prepares  and  conducts  all  march«s.  H# 
•htll  have  a  body  of  troops  particularly  attached  to  him,  for  the  pvrpote  of 
opeulng  the  route  of  all  marches,  and  to  which  he  may  add,  at  his  own  discrv* 
tion,  any  comitn^en  as  pioneers  or  assistants.  This  body  always  to  be  st» 
tioned  in  advance  of  the  army.  Hi  shall  have,  moreover,  as  many  eolomi^ 
feaders  as  are  the  number  of  columns  in  which  the  army  usually  mtkcs  it* 
Btfcb.    When  any  march  Is  ordered,  An  assUtnnI  qaarter-aiait«r  fiatmli 
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a  columa  leader,  pionecTii,  and  a  small  proportion  «»f  tbe  troop«  attached  to 
tbe  quarter-master  gcnerul,  shall  precede  eTery  column,  and  i  pen  its  way 
aud  lead  it  to  its  ground,  which  the  quarter-master  general  will  prcTiously 
have  marked  out,  and  distributed  amongst  t)ie  several  regimental  quarter* 
masters  for  their  respective  regiments. 

7.  The  ruads  shall  be  cleared  to  the  breadth  of  16  yards,  and  any  bridges 
which  it  may  be  necessary  to  make  shall  be  4  yards  wide,  that  the  column* 
may  march  in  a  front  of  five  or  six  files.  On  the  side  of  these  roads,  for  tlia 
columns,  a  riding  or  marching  path  shall  be  marked  out  for  Uic  oiBcers,  that 
they  may  rot  have  to  disturb  or  break  in  upon  the  line  of  nlhvch^. 

8.  A  field  officer  shaU  always  precede  each  column  on  its  march  tn  see  the 
fund)  the  bridges,  and  the  defiles.  He  shall  be  followed,  at  a  few  pacca 
distant,  by  a  small  body  of  pioneera,  over  and  above  the  pioneers  who  are  in 
advance  of  him,  with  tha  assistant  quarter-master  general  attached  to  the 
column. 

Section  3.—~Assistants  to  the  quarter-master  generql. 
1.  The  assistant  quarter-masters  general  receive  the  commands  of  the  quar- 
tcr-mastcr  general,  and  execute  in  detail  what  they  receive  from  him  in  tha 
general.  They  divide  the  ground  of  each  division  amongst  the  brigades,  giv- 
ing to  each  m>gor  of  brigade  the  ground  for  his  brigade,  and  which  majors 
then  distribute  it  to  the  regimental  quarter-master.  Thry  go  likewise  (as  haa 
been  above  mentioned)  with  a  body  of  pioneers  and  troops  at  the  head  of  tha 

marches,  &c. 

3.  The  quarter-master  general  shall  organise  some  coinpanies  of  guides^ 
and  put  them  under  the  command  of  a  captain,  to  be  termed  commandant  des 
guides.  This  company  shall  furnish  guides  for  the  culunui,  &c.  And  the 
commandant  shall  receive  into  it,  and  endeavour  to  tempi  into  it,  the  inha- 
hitantaof  the  country  wliirh  is  the  object  of  the  carapai.;n.  They  shall  ba 
wrll  fed,  well  payed,  well  treated,  but  very  narrowly  watched.  Spies  may  be 
selected  from  this  body. 

3.  Oidcrlics  are  corporals  or  sCrjeants  who  attend  immediately  on  the  gen^- 
ril  officers,  and  relieve  each  other  every  twenty-four  hours.  They  are  merel  ji 
mctist'ugcrs  in  waiting. 

Section  4. 

I.  Ingcneurs  Geographes,  or  topographical  engineers,  were  introduced  into 
the  French  army  by  marshal  Vauban.  They  consisted  in  the  royal  armies  of 
f9  in  number.     A  part  uf  them  were  attached  to  the  war  office  in  Paris,  and' 
there  executed  the  plans  for  the  quarter-master  general  there  resident.     An. 
•ther  division  of  them  were  emj)loyed  in  surveying  the  coasts,  the  fortificar 
tiouB,  and  some  of  the  frontier  districts.    The  remainder  were  attached  to  tha 
staff  in  the  campaign,  and  made  the  drafts  required  for  the  service,  remitting 
copies  of  them  likewise  to  the  office  at  Paris.     In  the  beginning  of  the 
>V«ncb:reTolutiony  aB  inconsiderate  decree  of  the  coDvention  abolished  tbe 
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ai  ftn  imneoessary  burden,  but  apou  the  commencement  of  the  wan  of  the 
rerolution  their  T&lue  and  importance  ware  soon  perceived  from  the  want  of 
their  labours,  and  they  were  accordinj^ly  restored.  They  now  make  the  most 
useful  part  of  the  French  staff#         ^ 

2.  The  §^eaeral  duty  of  these  topographical  engineers  is  to  draw  maps^ 
plans,  and  tablets,  of  the  camps,  fields  of  battle,  routes  of  march,  districts 
which  are  tbe  scenes  of  operations^  aud  generally  of  all  positions,  and  can- 
tonments. It  is  of  infinite  service  to  have  these  maps  and  plans  made  pre- 
Tionsly  to  the  operations  to  which  they  refer,  as  in  that  case  they  serve  as  th# 
best  guides,  especially  when  they  are  drawn  in  detail,  and  express  the  sur- 
face, the  defiles,  and  all  oUier  military  particulars.  In  the  plans  of  the  posi- 
tions of  the  army  divisious,  or  its  det^c^iments,  these  plans  should  express 
the  site  of  every  regiment,  as  likewise  the  position  of  the  artillery,  the  victual- 
iing  train,  the  hospitals,  and  the  waggons  and  baggage. 

ARTICLE   2. — MAJOR-GENERALS  OF  THE  INFANTRY.  « 

Section  1. — Duties  of  that  officer. 

1.  The  major-general  uf  the  infantry  attends  the  general  daily  at  his  head 
quarters,  and  accompanies  him  in  his  tours  on  horseback,  that  he  may  he  at 
hand  to  see  to  the  executiou  of  his  orders.  He  attends  the  quarter-master 
general  to  any  new  eamp,  aud  assigns  the  ground  which  he  receives  from 
him  to  tbe  infantry.  He  distributes  the  guards,  the  picquets,  and  the  posts. 
There  are  two  kind  of  guards, — first,  those  of  the  interior  of  the  camp, 
which  are  put  either  for  police  purposes,  or  as  honorary  guards  to  the  gene- 
rals 'y  second,  the  exterior  guards,  the  object  of  which  is  the  safety  of  the 
army.  The  major-general  visits  all  these  guards,  and  sees  that  they  are  on 
their  posts.  He  regulates  likewise  all  detachments,  musters  them,  inspects 
them,  and  sees  t^em  march  off.  He  has  a  list  of  all  the  colonels,  lieutenant- 
colonels,  and  majors,  that  he  may  require  from  each  of  them  their  picquet,  ia 
their  turn.     He  sends  daily  the  parole  to  all  the  majors  of  divisions. 

S.  The  major-general  of  the  infantry  exercises  the  police  of  the  camp.  A 
police  is  always  attached  to  the  camp  for  this  purpose;. 

ARTICLE   3. — INTENDANT   AND   COMMISSARY   ^P  THE    ARMY. 

1.  The  duty  of  the  inteudant  and  commissary  respects  the  pay  and  subsist- 
«Bce  of  armies.  The  regimental  paymasters,  thu  store-keepers,  the  entre- 
pcneurs  and  distributeurs,  the  physicians,  the  surgeans,  the  officers  of  hospi- 
tals, and,  in  a  word,  every  thing  aud  person  which  respect  the  subsistence, 
the  stores,  the  hospitals,  and  transports,  are  under  the  intendant  and  com<^ 
mitsary. 

2.  He  has  to  prevent  any  thing  from  entering  or  going  out  of  the  maga- 
jines  without  his  knowledge  and  permission  ^  he  has  to  deliver  to  the  troopa 
whatever  the  rules  and  regulations  allow  them,  and  to  see  that  they  are  pra- 
perly  applied. 
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3.  He  ht8  to  make  the  neceMary  purchases  of  subsUtence^  «nd  to  mak* 
the  uaual  requisitions  of  contributions  in  the  theatre  of  war. 

4.  He  hat  to  make  a  daily  report  to  the  general  of  the  stilte  of  Ibe  ma^- 
sines,  and  of  bis  means  of  keeping  upttM-ir  supply. 

■  His  main  care,  in  fact,  is  to  proTide  and  properly  to  place  the  subsistences 
and  magaxines  for  man  and  horse.  To  this  end  he  consnlts  with  the  staffs 
both  as  to  the  points  to  which  he  shall  transport  and  make  his  magaxinet, 
tnd  as  to  the  means  of  keeping  up  the  supply  in  any  part  of  the  line  of 
march  to  which  the  army  is  destined.  These  sultsistences  consist  in  bread, 
forages,  meat,  &c. 

5.  Bread.-^The  supply  of  bread  iu  the  royal  armies  was  divided  into  two 
departments ;  the  one  supplied  the  bread,  and  the  other  the  waggons  and 
carts  for  its  conTeyancc.  The  minister  of  war  romitttd  (wo  papers  to  the 
intendant  of  the  army  *,  the  ofte  contained  an  account  of  his  an*angcmcnt* 
Ibr  the  supply  of  the  bread,  the  names  and  residences  uf  their  contr^tors, 
and  the  terms  and  quantity  ef  their  contract,  the  times  appointed  for  the 
delivery,  and  the  portions  at  the  respective  times.  The  second  paper  con- 
tained the  places  appointed  for  the  depots.  There  was  likewise  attached  to 
the  army,  and  under  the  authority  of  the  intendant,  the  director  of  pro^-i- 
aions.  This  officer  supplied  the  intendant  with  the  following  statements  :— 
1,  Statement  of  the  actual  quantity  in  all  the  magazines  and  depots  ;  s,  state- 
ment of  the  number  of  mills  in  the  country ;  3,  statement  of  the  ovenvv 
4,  statement  of  the  daily  distributions.— The  waggon  victualling  train  was 
divided  into  three  parts ;  the  one  proceeded  iu  the  centre  of  the  two  lines, 
behind  the  first  division  of  infantry, — ^this  Mipplied  the  cavalry  on  the  right, 
tnd  the  first  division  of  infantry  ;  the  second  part  proceeded  by  the  second 
and  third  divisions,  and  supplied  them  j  and  the  third  with  the  fourth  divi- 
tion,  and  supplied  the  left. 

6.  Forafces — ^Thesc  comprehend  hay,  straw,  and  oats.     The  int(iNlaotsu|K 
^           plied  the  foraging  parties  with  all  tbe  requisites  of  forag:ing. 

7.  ilfeaf. -^The  intendant  had  accounts  from  time  to  time  of  the  contracts 
'     for  meat ;  and  it  was  his  duty  to  report  their  due  cxecutiou  to  tbe  general 

and  government. 

8.  The  military  necessaries^  such  as  camp  equipage,  were  so  far  under  the 
intendant,  that  he  was  held  always  to  have  a  sufficient  supply  in  store  of  all 
sew  articles. 

9.  The  intendant  likewise  regulated  the  administration  of  the  hospitals 
with  the  army,  saw  that  the  contractors  executed  tbcir  contracts,  and  ap- 
pointed comptrollers  and  Stewarts  for  the  distribution  of  provisions  to  t^ 
sick. 
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ART  OF  WAR, — PART  SECOND. 
FORTIFrCATTON. 

Ixiurt  mth. — Of  the   methods   qf  marking  out   linet,  angteSy  and  Jtgures^ 

upon  the  ground, 

1.  In  making  all  kinds  of  entrenchments,  it  is  necessary  that  jroa  ahovld 
haTe  a  knowledj^e  of  draviofp  lines,  angfles,  and  certain  figures  in  comaoa 
use.  This  is  vsnally  done  by  the  eye,  and  an  experienced  officer  will  in4 
no  diflicalty  in  marking  out  a  required  angle  at  fiist  sight,  especially  if  it  be 
a  right-angle ;  and  on  account  of  its  superior  defence,  it  is  generally  pre- 
ISerred  to  all  others.  In  throwing  up  retrenchments,  an  error  of  three  or 
four  degrees  is  of  little  consequence ;  but  if  much  ascuracy  is  required,  th« 
engineers  ought  always  to  make  nse  of  a  line. 

9.  To  mark  ok/,  tritcey  and  metuure  a  straight  line. — ^Tlie  extreme  pointa  are 
nafked  with  stakes,  and,  close  to  the  cord  which  is  extended  between  thern^ 
the  turf  is  cut  away  with  a  pick-axe  or  spade.  But  if  this  is  to  be  done  i^ 
Abe  night,  a  white  object  must  be  Hxed  upon  each  stake  or  pole,  and  a  rope 
ef  straw  should  be  ased  instead  of  a  common  cord.  If  the  line  is  rery  long^ 
more  stakes  wiH  be  requisite.  In  that  cose,  the  engineer  who  stands  at  one 
4rnd  must  fix  his  eye  upon  the  opposite  pole  or  stake«  and  direct  hii  asststanf 
to  more  to  the  right  and  left  till  his  pole  or  stake  is  entirely  hid  by  that  \n 
the  €e||tee.  In  this  manner  a  straight  line  of  any  length  may  be  marked  out 
with  aftnracy  :  and  if  knots  are  made  upon  the  cord  at  the  distaace  of  a 
rood,  perch,  or  yard,  from  each  other,  its  length  will  be  known  at  the  same 
time. 

3.  To  ascertain  the  point  on  which  ttoo  lines  would  meet  \f  prolonged^  mud  to 
Anow  their  angle. — When  the  lines  a,  e,  and  b,  c,  fig.  i,  have  been  measared, 
a  person  must  be  sent  forward,  we  will  suppose  from  «,  who  will  continat 
in  the  direction  of  that  line,  till  be  finds  himself  also  in  a  line  with  6,  e. 
He  then  puts  down  bis  stake  at  d.  For  the  sake  of  greater  certainty  and 
expedition,  another  person  may  keep  his  eye  fixed  upon  him  from  b. 

4.  To  form  a  right  angle  upon  the  ground. ^^D'lYidie  your  cord  or  chain  into 
as  many  feet,  yards,  jsr  fathoiM  as  may  be  necessary ;  carry  tbr«e  of  tbem 
along  the  line  A  B,  pi.  I,  fig.  4,  leaTe  one  end  in  B ;  with  fife  of  the  parts 
linkci  a  sweep  at  s,  and  with  fbnr  m^ke  another  sweep  from  A.  Thus  the  sidei ' 
of  yovr  triangle  will  contain  three,  four,  and  five  equal  parts;  and  conar* 
^lueAtly  the  angle  A  must  be  a  right  angle,  or  an  angle  of  90  deg.  By  these 
neans  all  squares  and  paraHelograms  may  be  formed :  for,  if  we  snppoee  the 
given  line  a  b,  in  fig.  3,  to  be  divided  into  seven  equal  parts,  we  need  only 
carry  four  of  them  from  A^  and  five  from  x^  as  before  detcribed,  and  the 
point  is  found  through  which  the  side  A  c  must  pastf.  When  the  same  ope- 
ration is  made  from  Y  and  B,  the  third  side  is  given;  and  of  coarse  the- 
foorfh,  or  the  side  c  d.— The  same  methods  may  be  used  ia  maridiig  out  all 
fsdonbts^  or  in  fixing  the  direetioa  of  the  atieett  i^  aa  cMniynicnt.    If 
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extreme  accuracy  is  required  iu  raising:  a  perpendicular  upon  a  fiTcn  liuc, 
you  may  measure  a  few  feet  upon  your  given  line  back  fi*om  one  of  its  ex- 
treme points,  as  from  A  to  6,  fig:.  2,  carry  the  same  length  from  A  to  c  ^  make 
one  sweep  from  by  and  another  from  c,  for  the  point  x  ;  which  must  be  per- 
]iendicular  to  a.  Consequently  the  line  A  x  will  be  perpendicular  to  th« 
given  line  A  »»  This  is  the  most  simple  method,  and  with  the  least  attc^ 
tion  it  is  scarce  possible  that  the  operation  should  be  inaccorate. 

5.  Tojind  the  parallel  nf  a  given  /ine.-- Erect  two  perpendiculars  upon 
your  given  line  at  any  distance  from  each  other,  let  them  be  of  equal  length, 
and  the  line  which  is  drawn  from  one  to  the  other  will  be  parallel  to  the 
given  line. — The  same  method  is  used  in  marking  out  the  sides  of  t  ditch* 
and  all  other  parallel  lines  belonging  to  a  parapet. 

6.  To  descrihe  a  circle.  P.  1,  fig.  4. — Fix  one  end  of  your  cord  in  A,  and 
if  the  ditfmeter  is  to  be  six  feet  in  length,  fasten  a  pointed  piece  of  wood  or 
iron  at  the  end  of  tbree  feet,  and  you  will  describe  the  circle  required. 

7.  To  fonn  an  angle  qf6o  degrees  upon  a  given  line.  PI.  i,  fig.  5.— Divido 
your  cord  into  three  equal  parts,  fix  one  end  of  it  at  A,  the  other  at  B  (the 
exact  length  of  one  of  those  parts),  let  it  be  pulled  tight,  and  drive  in  m 
•Cake  at  the  centre  C.  Thus  you  will  have  an  equilateral  triangle,  and  of 
course  each  angle  must  contain  60  degrees. 

8.  To  make  an  angle  qf  100  degrees  upon  a  given  line.  PI.  1,  fig.  6^>C«nry 
•Is  parts  of  your  cord  or  chain  along  the  line  a  b,  make  a  sweep  witn  aeven 
of  them  from  the  point  A,  and  another  with  ten  from  b^  which  gives  the 
point  c.    The  angle  B  A  c  will  then  contain  100  degrees. 

9.  To  form  an  angle  of  108  degrees  upon  a  given  tine.  PI.  1,  fig.  7. — Let 
ibnr  parts  of  your  cord  or  chain  be  carried  along  the  line  A  B,  make  one 
■weep  with  nine  from  B,  another  with  seven  from  a,  and  the  angle  bag 
will  contain  1O8  degrees,  the  proper  angle  for  the  formation  of  a  pentaKOO. 
I  conceive  it  to  be  unnecessary  to  add  more  angles,  because  tbey  are  aei- 
dom  of  use  ^  and  whenever  they  are  required,  those  which  I  have  already 
given  may  be  increased  or  diminished  by  the  eye. 

10.  To  form  an  angle  q/*69,  77,  JfC.  deg.  upon  a  given  line.  PI.  1,  fig.  8.-*Eack 
ftnglc  of  an  equilateral  triangle  contains  60  dcgs.;  therefore  if  the  baseii  shorter 
thau  the  other  two  sides,  it  is  evident  that  there  must  be  one  angle  under  6a 
degrees ;  or,  if  it  is  longer,  that  there  must  be  one  above  60  degrcca.  To 
execute  this  npon  the  ground,  you  must  divide  your  given  side  into  a  cer« 
tain  number  of  equal  parts.  For  instance,  if  the  base  A  B  is  42  paces  ia 
length,  and  divided  into  ten  equal  parts  (for  the  overplus  is  of  no  conse-. 
quencc),  you  may  take  nine  of  them,  or  36  paces,  for  the  other  two  sidea  ^ 
and  the  angle  which  is  formed  by  them  will  have  6d  degrees  ^  or,  if  you  take 
only  eight,  seven,  or  six,  it  will  consequently  be  the  more  obtuae.  WitK 
ei^ht  parts  the  angle  c  would  contain  77  deg.  30  miu.5  with  seven,  9\  de|^« 
9Q  min.  j  and  with  fiX|  \l\  deg.  30  miu. 
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11.  To  form  a  square  upon  any  given  diagonal. ~^Ah  a  square  cootains  tw» 
triangles,  it  may  be  easily  formed  upon  the  aapie  principle.  Tlie  tijdes  of  a 
square  bear  nearly  the  same  proportion  vrith  their  diagonal^  as  nine  to  six  ; 
that  is  to  say,  the  side  will  be  one-third  less.  Therefore,  if -the  length  of 
the  given  diagonal  be  thirty ^x  paces,  the  sides  of  the  square  vill  be  twenty- 
ibur.  On  each  side  of  the  diagonal,  therefore,  you  mutt  describe  an  iso^ 
celes  triangle,  each  leg  being  twenty-four  paces^  and  the  thing  W  dpoe.rr 
PI.

13.  The  formation  of  a  rhomb  •r  lozenge.--^ A  rhomb  is  formed  in  thesamS 
^manner  as  a  square,  and  the  base  .of  the  triangles  may  be  as  long  or  as  short 
as  yon  pleaae.—^Pl.  i,  fig.  lo  and  11. 

13.  Tq/orm  aj>€ntagon  upon  u  given  tide.  PI.  ^,^g.  Iti— A>-pentagon  con- 
taims  three  triangles,  and  we  will  suppose  tl^  given  line  a  6  to  be  thirty 
paces  in  'length.  Therefore,  if  o  6  is  divided  injto  six  equal  parts,  each  of 
^hese  dtvbions  must  contain  five  paces,  which,  being  nnltii-lied  by  ten^  yrill 
give  the  diagonal  lines  a  e  and  b  c ;  and,^en  the  lengfth  of  the  given  side  is 
-carried  from  c  to  ^,  and  from  6  to  e ;  irom  c  to  cf,  and  from  a  to  d,  in  tlie

PRACTICAL  ENCfTNEERING. 

Of  tke  Formation  qf  Roadi  and  Bridges, 

1.  What  1  have  said  upon  this  subject  in  a  previous  lecture  relates  only  to 
I,  which,  on  account  of  the  necessary  expedition,  do  not  admit  of  good 
^r  durable  roads  and  bridges  ;  but,  if  workmen  and  materials  are  to  be  had, 
and  mure  time  allowed,  other  methods  are  to  be  followed. — In  military  ope^ 
rations  it  ife  never  intended  that  they  should  last  above  one  campaign :  how- 
ever, at  an  officer  may  be  sometimes  charged  with  the  formation  of  a  dorw 
able  road, 'I  shall  proceed  to  give  a  short  explanation  of  the  rule^  which 
are  then  to  be  attended  to,  and  to  describe  the  qualities  of  the  different 
tnaterials. 

9.  Red  clay,  which  generally  contains*  a  certain  proportion  of  sand  and 
gravel,  and  blue  clay,  of  a  slaty  or  limy  quality,  are  equally  useful  in  th« 
IdnBation  of  roads ;  either  to  bind  together  the  stones  which  are  laid  for  tho 
fonodatton,  or  as  an  upper  covering :  because  the  water  cannot  penetrato 
them.  But  bliM:k,  red,  and  yellow  earth,  of  a  glutinous  quality,  or  whita 
day,  without  aand  and  stone,  are  unserviceable  ^  for,  instead  of  throwing  off 
the  wet,  they  keep  it  upou  the  road.  ^ 

3.  Sand  is  always  necessary  towards  the  formation  of  a  road.  Con^mon 
sandy  earth  cannot  be  used  alone  \  because,  16  it  consists  entirely  of  a  larg* 
proportion  of  earth  with  a  little  sand,  it  must  either  turn  to  mud  or  dust,  ae« 
cording  to  the  wetness  or  dryness  of  the  weather.  Sand  belomthe  surface  of 
the  earth  is  either  Mack,  gray,  red,  shining,  or  grtvelly.  The  first  kind  it 
the  worst,  the  second  and  third  are  better,  and  the  two  last  are  the  most  nse- 
pa\.  The  sand  that  is  found  near  brooks  is  good,  notwithstanding  it  may 
not  be  mixed  with  gravel  •,  because  it  is  of  a  much  harder  quality  than  any 
of  the  preceding  sorts ;  but  river  sand  or  gravel  is  superior  to  any  other, 
and,  if  atones  are  not  to  be  had,  an  excellent  road  may  ba  made  with  it  a

leuever  there  ia  a  icarctly  of  Ihoae  maleriala,  the  peopli

8.  If  a  road  is  to  be  carried  across  a  slough  or  bog,  or  if  there  are  any  in 
an  old  road  which  is  to  be  repaired,  nrach  labour  w^|  be  necesiary :  for,  m» 
they  are  generally  occasioned  by  a  stoppage  in  the  course  of  a  i^priilg,  brooi^ 
or  drain,  there  would  be  but  little  use  in  ftlKng  them ;  and  the  evil  would 
become  still  greater,  unless  the  <;au8e  df  it  was  altogether  remored.  There^ 
fore,  it  ia  first  to  be  considered  how  the  water  can  be  let  off;  and,  when  that 
lias  been  determined,  a  deep  ditch  must  be  continned  frsrm  the  plac^,  at  far 
is  may  be  rec|niiM.  In  the  formation  of  this  ditch,  it  will  be  necessary  that^ 
tts  sides  should  be  sloped,  lest  the  earth  should  again  faH  into  it ;  and,  that 
the  whole  shootd  be  completed,  before  the  part  which  joins  to  the  slough  or 
bog  is  cut  away.  As  soon  as  the  ground  is  dry,  the  road  may  he  continued ; 
and^  althotigh  it  will  be  considerably  raised,  the  course  of  the  water  must  re- 
main free  and  Uninterrupted.  '  Whenever  there  is  a  spring  in  a  bog,  upoii 
which  a  roAd  is  to  be  formed,  a  deep  hole  must  be  made,  and  conduits  laid 
for  the  purpose  o^  tarrying  away  the  overflowing  water :  or,  if  a  road  is  in- 
jured  by  a  stream  which  runs  over  h,  such  a  drain  will  be  necessary  as  1  have! 
described  already. 

9.  Whenever  a  road  is  made  in  dry  weather,  the  work  mast  be  regulatedl 
accordhig  to  the  state  of  the  ground  in  winter ;  therefore,  if  the  person  under- 
whose  direction  it  is  carried  on  is  not  well  acquainted  wrtli  the  country,  he 
MoBt  make  inquiry  among  those  who  are  able  to  give  him  the  best  infor- 


10.  A  rofld  cannot  be  effectually  repaired  or  kept  in  good  condition,  unless 
•  ditch  is  made  on  each  side  of  it  with  a  descent  of  about  an  inch  and  a  half 
in  every  rood  ;  which  may  be  easily  ascertained  by  means  of  a  common  levels 
Too  great  a  descent  would  be  improper,  because  the  rapidity  of  the  current 
might  injure  the  banks  at  etery  angle,  or  wherever  it  met  with  particular  re* 
•istano^.'  With  regard  to  the  ditches  themselves,  I  need  only  observe,  thai 
llrie  sides  of  them  must  be  well  sloped  off^  and  that  they  ought  to  be  at  the 
icast  four  feet  in  depth,  by  f^ur  or  six  feet  in  breadth.  But  this  is  not  to  be 
considered  as  a  general  rule,  for  their  dimensions  will  be  regulated  in  all 
eaoci  by  the  nature  of  the  soil,  and  the  probable  quantity  of  water  they  will 
have  occasion  to  carry  away. 

11.  It  frequently  happens  that  the  water  in  one  ditch  calHiot  run  off,  unlesa 
it  H  eonreyed  into  the  other.  In  such  cases,  drains  must  be  laid  in  a  straight 
line  across  the  road,  and  of  any  dimensions  that  may  be  required.  Their' 
tide-walls  ought  to  be  made  of  large  stones  cemented  with  moss ;  and,  if  ik 
^nall  slope  is  given  them,  they  will  be  the  better  able  to  supporlJ  the  weight 
that  passes  over  them.     If  their  tops  are  covered  with  pieces  of  wood  or  flat 

I,  they  will  require  a  rest  often  or  twelve  inches  upon  each  side,  to  pr^ 


s- 
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ient  their  g^Tm|p  way ;  and  if  they  are  arched  oTer,  mortar  mufX  he  «ic^ 
instead  of  moss. 

13.  The  centre  of  the  road  must  be  raised  either  with  grarei  or  theioit 
that  is  pal«d  away  from  the  sides,  and  then  rammed  duwo  into  a  compact 
body. 

13.  When  a  road  passes  over  a  hill,  small  breaks  or  resting  ptacca  most 
he  mide  fur  the  eate  of  the  horses  io  ascending  \  to  check  the  rapid  deicenft 
of  loaded  carriages  \  and  to  conduct  the  water  into  the  ditchei,  which  might 
6therwise  run  down  with  Tiolcnce  and  wash  away  its  sor^e.  Hiere  m«st 
be  a  gentle  slope  to  and  from  each  of  those  places.  The  npper  slope  may  be 
made  entirely  of  gravel ;  but,  for  the  lower,  there  must  be  a  foundation  •! 
stone,  with  a  covering  of  sand  and  gravel,  otherwise  they  will  sooo  be  de- 
stroyed. LArgc  stones  ought  also  to  be  placed  on  each  side,  to  oblige  th* 
drivers  of  carnages  tu  keep  upon  the  road.  The  trunk  of  a  tree  might  be 
occaaiooally  laid  across  the  road  fur  the  same  purp(»se,  and  Covered  in  m, 
similar  manner.  In  either  cane,  if  these  breaks  have  an  oblique  directiiMi, 
they  will  carry  off  the  water  better,  and  be  more  durable  than  when  formed  im 
a  straight  line. 

14.  Small  gutters  oug^ht  to  be  made  from  the  centre  of  every  road,  to  ce^^ 
^ey  the  water  fi'om  the  ruts  into  the  side  ditches.  Their  numbers  will  de- 
pend in  a  great  measure  upun  the  descent  of  the  road,  and  if  it  ia  to  be  well 
preserved,  they  must  he  frequently  cleaned.  In  general  they  are  made  %,%■ 
the  distance  often  or  twelve  yards  from  each  other. 

15.  When  the  banks  of  hollow  ways  are  so  hard  that  they  cannot  be 
widened,  the  bottoms  of  them  ought  to  be  raised,  and  such  stones  as  me 
likely  to  obstruct  the  carriages  must  be  blown  up  with  gunpowder.  Bat  iC 
their  sides  are  sloped  off,  the  earth  most  be  carried  away,  especially  if  it  ia 
of  a  soft  or  limy  quality. 

16.  When  a  road  passes  along  the  side  of  a  hill,  with  a  precipice  be'ow  it^ 
eare  must  be  taken  that  it  shall  not  incline  that  way  ■,  but^  on  the  contrary^ 
that  it  shall  be  higher  on  that  side,  on  account  of  the  danger  to  which  aH 
carriages  would  be  exposed.  And,  that  it  may  not  be  injured  by  any  tor- 
tents  of  water  from  above,  a  ditch  ought  to  be  made  close  under  the  hill. 
At  every  corner,  the  road  must  be  broad  enous^h  to  allow  carriages  of  every 
description  to  pass,  without  danger  or  incouveuience. 

17.  In  Poland,  the  roads  are  generally  made  with  the  stems  of  treea,  umI' 
i£re  called  klippel-daemmef  or  kippel-hrnecken.  These  are  but  of  short  dare* 
tion,  and  require  frequent  repairs.  However,  they  are  by  no  means  naclcae. 
in  forests,  morasses,  or  flats,  where  the  water  cannot  be  earrii-d  off,  and  oa 
account  of  the  expedition  with^whlch  they  can  he  made,  especially  in  aock 
countries  as  Poland,  where  wood  is  to  be  hud  in  the  greatest  abundance. 
There  are  two  ways  of  making  them,  according  to  the  nature  or  state  of  the 
ground.  1  f  it  is  not  very  wet,  trunks  of  trees  may  be  laid  in  two  rowa  length- 
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ways,  fron^tbree  to  four  feet  asunder,  according  to  the  breadth  between  th^ 
ruts,  and  smaller  stems  are  then  placed  across  them,  close  to  each  other, 
jand  fastened  to  the  ground.  But,  if  the  morass  is  deep,  their  construction 
'is  nsually  reversed ;  that  is  to  say,  the  large  trunks  are  laid  across  them  from 
pix  to  twelve  feet  asunder,  and  the  smaller  stems  lengthways. 

18.  If  the  morass  be  of  such  a  depth,  that  both  these  methods  are  likely  to 
be  defective,  you  must  harden  strong  oaken  piles  in  the  fire,  and  drive  thein 
^rst  into  the  ground.  , 

19.  As  such  piles  cannot  be  driven  into  the  ground  without  the  help  of  • 
iwnming  machine,  1  shall  proceed  to  explain  one  or  two  kinds,  which  may  be 
made  use  of  in  a  case  of  necessity,  and  refer  my  readers  for  the  constmction 
lof  such  as  are  more  complete  to  Belidor*s  hydraulics.  Let  three  or  four 
straight  stems  of  trees  be  tied  together  at  the  top,  and  separate  their  legs 
Irom  each  other  at  the  bottom,  that  they  may  remain  firm  j  or,  if  the  soflnesa 
4>f  the  morass  should  make  it  necessary,  rest  them  upon  planks  of  wood* 
This  will  enable  you  to  raise  a  heavy  log  of  wood  with  a  common  pulley  and 
rope,  and  by  letting  it  fall  suddenly  upon  the  piles,  yon  will  drive  them  with 
tolerable  ease ;  or,  if  two  beams  are  placed  upright,  and  a  third  laid  over 
4hcm  with  a  weight  suspended  from  its  centre,  it  will  answer  the  same  p'nr- 
pose.  Every  miller  and  carpenter  can  make  sach  machines,  or  they  may  he 
taken  out  of  the  park  of  artillery,  wliera  thf^y  a>re  constantly  used  in  raising 
cannon,  &c.  The  principal  beams  or  trunks  are  laid  upon  these  piles  ;  and, 
in  every  respect,  the  formation  uf  such  a  road  will  be  similar  to  that  which  ia 
described  above.  When  any  part  of  a  mornss  is  so  deep  that  the  men  are 
unable  to  work  upon  it,  a  bank  of  earth  must  be  raised  on  each  side,  and  con* 
iinoed  as  fiir  into  the  place  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  formation  of  a 
^pooden  bridge  in  the  centre.     On  such  an  occasion,  the  driving  machiiw 

-  must  be  placed  upon  two  boats  with  planks  laid  over  them,  and  the  heads  of 
the  piles  tnnst  be  prepared  beforehand  to  receive  the  beams,  which  are  after* 
irards  to  be  fixed  upon  them. 

90.  A  dam  may  be  made  through  the  deepest  morass,  by  means  of  water 
/asciues,  and  a  covering  of  rubbish  or  gravel  of  at  least  a  foot  in  thickness. 

dl.  When  a  new  road  is  to  be  made,  either  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  np 
a  communication  between  two  corps,  or  to  secure  a  retreat,  the  coantry 
through  which  it  will  pass  must  be  carefully  reconnoitered.  If  any  low  * 
l^unds  or  morasses  are  in  the  way,  it  should  be  carried  round  them,  rather 
than  in  a  straight  line  j  because,  ia  such  places,  a  foundation  cannot  be  made 
without  much  labour  and  expense  ;  and,  if  there  are  steep  hills  which  can- 
not be  avoided,  it  must  wind  up  them.  In  that  case,  the  road  ought  never  to 
lie  more  then  16  feet  in  breadth  at  the  cornera;  and  if  the  whole  cannot  be 
made  so  as  to  allow  two  carriages  to  pass  each  other,  there  must  be  as  maay 
openings  for  that  purpose  as  the  nature  of  the  ground  will'admit  ol 

ft.  f\ke  constroctioa  of  durable  bridges  which  consist  of  more  |han  OM 
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frcb,  or  of  inck  m  «rc  lo  be  sapported  mud  ftrengtkcncd  by  the  rules  of  i 
cbanim  or  geometry,  must  be  cntiiely  regulated  by  builders,  carpeatei^ 
ioc. ;  sod  of  course  it  csnnet  cMpe  within  the  limits  of  this  tre«tise. 

93.  With  timber  or  long  truuks  of  trees  a  bridge  may  be  made  orer  a  rivcf 
of  cousiderable  brefidth  ;  prprided  the  principal  beams  are  either  let  ibIq  # 
wall  si  each  end,  or  otherwise  well  fixed,  and  sfterwards  crossed  by  rafters  90 
equal  thickness. 

94.  If  the  river  is  of  such  breadth  that  the  beams  beB4  Hi  the  ccatre,  or  ar? 
supposed  to  be  too  weak,  piles  |n**(  be  driTeu  into  the  grouwd  for  their 
support.  In  all  places  there  sre  carpenteri»  and  perhaps  sereral  other  ootni* 
f  rymen,  who  may  be  equally  serriceable  |n  this  instance,  nnd  in  the  formation 
•f  roads.  Therefore,  wheaerer  an  engineer  is  intrusted  with  sudi  employ- 
ment,hewill  find  it  to  his  adrantage  to  converse  lireely  with  such  people, 
and  to  pay  attention  to  their  advicf  *,  f^r  it  firequcntly  happens  tlmt  they  hstfv 
learned  by  experience  what  may  have  escaped  the  oboerra^ioii  pf  a  man  of 
|he  i^reatest  theoretical  knpwle^ge.

Unking  tkejtld^  and  tke  tmmk  rf 
a%  army  on  leaving  iti  quartert  to  go^  inta  cantonmemU. 

The  time  for  an  army  to  come  out  of  wintef  q^a^ers  depends  upon  the 
wlan  of  the  campaign.  It  leaves  them  very  early^  wbfu  they  ^fe  at  a  distanoe 
from  the  coontry  where  the  war  is  t<|  be  carried  on ;  but  late^^  if^  lijy  their  si- 
tuation, the  operations  of  the  campaign  can  be  coii|m«i^^j^  after  having 
made  two  or  three  marcbss.  But  whether  by  the  situation  of  (he  qaarten 
the  army  is  enabled  to  enter  immediately  on  the  campaign,  9f^  i^he^er  It 
must  be  first  of  all  cantoned,  the  magazines  shall  be  so  situated  as  to  be  al-. 
ways  within  reach,  especially  in  that  early  sesson  of  the  year  when  there  can 
be  no  forage  upon  the  ground,  and  consequently  the  cavalry  must  be  snbsistel 
out  of  the  magazines.  The  msgasines  ought  to  be  distributed  about  in  di^ 
ferent  psrts,  that  the  troops  may  have  less  way  to  go  for  their  Iprage.  Thf 
genera]  is  to  issue  his  orders  to  the  commisssry  of  the  army,  an4  to  mark 
those  places  to  him  where  he  would  have  the  magasines  established ;  and,  Ihr 
the  greater  security  of  these  places,  there  must  be  troops  posted  In  them } 
the  roads  should  be  good,  and  the  communication  well  guarded,  by  which 
meims  the  convoys  will  arrive  in  safety.

appointed,  and  that  from  thence  they  may  march  in  a  body  to  the  place  wheie 
they  are  to  canton. 

All  the  bodies  march  either  in  the  nnmber  of  columns  that  the  ailvmtioM  of 
the  country  will  allow,  and  arrire  at  the  cantonment  together,  or  else  they 
march  separately,  and  arrive  on  different  days:  but  in  either  of  theae^aars 
tbe  cantonments  for  each  regiment  ought  to  have  been  marked  out,  and,  if* 
possible,  forage  for  at  least  three  or  four  days  distributed  to  each  quarter. 

In  the  marching-orders  which  are  sent  to  each  commander,  the  sitaation 
and  name  of  the  place  where  each  regiment  is  to  canton  should  he  carefuUf 
expressed;  whether  on  the  right,  the  left,  or  in  the  centre:  tbe  disciphae 
to  be  there  observed,  the  place  where  to  go  and  receive  o»der»,  and  that  where 
Co  receive  forage,  should  aUo  be  particularly  specific  J. 

Troops,  when  upon  a  march,  should  always  observe  the  nioat  exact  dltri- 
flUuc  *  and  never  be  suffered  to  advance  but  in  the  same  order  and  with  tht 
same  precaution  as  if  they  were  in  danger  of  being  nrolested  oratiacfcad. 

Whenever  an  array  is  cantoned,  it  is  generally  in  an  enemy*i  eaaatlyf 
therefore,  for  the  greater  security  of  tlie  cautonments,  there  should  at  kast 
be  one  place  that  may  serve  for  a  support.  In  1746,  Brussels  was  the  ceatrt 
of  the  cautonments  of  marshal  Saxe*s  army.  In  1747,  his  quarters  were  tus-- 
tained  by  Anvers  on  the  left,  Malines  knd  Louvain  supported  the  centre,  aod 
Namur  the  right.  If  110  place  of  this  sort  can  be  found,  the  army  must  then 
march  out  together  and  encamp,  instead*  of  going  into  cantonmenfi. 

As  the  cantonments  are  properly  nothing  more  tlian  a  halting  place,  where 
the  trooi^  are  to  remain  till  the  season  pennitcr  them  to  take  the  field,  till' 
the  proper  quantity  of  forage  is  collected,  or  till  the  necessary  prepatations 
for  tlie  intended  operations  are  completed;  they  should  necessarily  be  more 
coancctcd  than  the  winter  quarters.  But  as  soon  as  tbe  weath«tr  permits,  and 
all- the  necessary  preparations,  which  should  have  been  f«»rwarded  during  tba 
winter,  arc  finidied,  there  is  then  no  time  to  be  lost;  for  an  army  will  al- 
ways tiud  its  advantage  in  encamping  early,  getting  the  start  of  the  eneasy  sf 
much  as  it  possibly  can,  and  beginning  the  campaign,  no  matter  byWhat 
operations,  before  t|ie  enemy  can  have  time  to  assemble. 

The  greatest  generals  of  fbrraer  times  have  constantly  adhen^  K>  thiv  i«Ie^ 
and,  in  oui  times,  it  hath  always  been  followed  by  marshal  Saxe.  Th«  eaa- 
ti»nn:ent.ofhis  army  under  Brussels  in  1746,  and  the  famous  march  he  madr 
in  1748  fo'  itfveiK  Maestricht,  on  leaving  his  quarters,  are  eyaoiplca  which 
ought  to  serve  as  models  3  but  in  all  these  cases  the  varying  of  circapataAccs 
must  lie  attended  to. 

'  Tt  is  undoubtedly  true,  that  \ni  array  coamianded  by  one  general,  and  wha 
•aly  receives  orders  from  his  own  sovereign,  ought  to  be  iki  n  condition  of 
Ukiog  the  fiitld  much  earlier  tkan  a  combined  army ;  avery  different  naUon 
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of  irhlch  l^ath  a  sqrarate  comnMinder,  who  is  obliged  to  follow  whattrer  in- 
atractioni  be  receives,  and  wliich  often  tend  more  to  his  sorerei^^i  own  per*  * 
flonal  interest  thnn  to  the  general  good. 

If  any  particular  colnmn  upon  the  march  presents  ^s  UsAk  to  any  of  the 
cnemy^s  towns,  although  it  is  indispensably  necessary  for  every  colnmn  to 
observe  all  possible  order  and  discipline  on  the  march,  yet  this  coluani  is  move 
particularly  obliged  tu  it ;  necessity  makes  it  become  a  duty.  But  that  H 
should  not  be  toi>  much  exposed,  some  hussars  ought  to  he  appointed  to 
.march  upon  its  flank,  who  should  also  be  ordered  to  advance  till  they  come 
within  sight  of  those  towns.  This  column,  whether  consisting  of  infantry  or 
^ravalry,  mnst  detach  some  troops  to  sustain  the  hussars,  in  case  they  shoul4 
be  attacked  and  repulsed.  By  posting  these  detachments  upon  >the  dank, . 
rChe  enemy  will  be  kept  at  a  distance  from  the  column,  and  the  hussars  will 
.'be  also*sustained. 

4n  a  word,  every  measure  that  shall  appear  necessary  for  the  disposition  of 
4he  army,  on  leaving  its  quarters  either  to  go  into  cantonments  or  to  encjimp, 
-onght  to  have  been  provided  for,  and  laid  down  with  such  exactness,  that 
sttiere-flMdl  aemain  no^bstacle  %o  prevent  the  army*a  assembling  in  a  very  lew 
.^ys. 

The  'like  at-tentien  .is  also  requisite  for  -the  artillery,  the  baggage-waggons 
€oT  the.ittfiintry^  and  the  waggons  for  the  provisions  5  the  magazmes  of  forage, 
40  ai;ell  aa  every  .equipage  that  is  oecessfiry  fyr  a  Cfimpaign,  so  that  they  uk%y 
he  able  to  march  on  the  earliest  notice ;  and  the  general  shall  also  be  well 
assortd  tbtfC, 'before  the  army  .quits  its  cantonments,  it  shall  be  in  »  eoaditioo 
01  entering  the  enemy *s  country,  completely  ^mifhed  with  every  thing  |ie-

1  nde- 
pendently  of  the  petsonal  events  of  the  lives  of  literairy  chamcters, 
there  are  usually  many  circumstances  to  add  to  the  interest  of  such 
recitals;  and  we  have  dwelt  with  pleasure  on  the  expansion  of 
genius,  its  prdjgM||lpiid  encouragement.

Qaddard  employed  more  than  common  pains  to  detach  bim  finpm 
his  military  predilection,  and  induce  him  to  decide  on  one  of  the 
learned  professions.    Vain,  however,  on  this  pOH^htf^^'^  ^^  entretk 
ties  of  the  friend  and  preceptor;  he  revered  pqljilyvain  the  wishes 
of  his  family.

Egypt.    During  the  voyage,  his  eagerness  for  active  service  kneir 
no  bounds;  ardently  he  anticipated  the  moment  to  <*  flush  bis 
maiden  sword."    At  length  the  glorious  landing  effected  hb  «ish(. 
but  almost  immediately  on  reaching  the  shore  he  fell  wounded  \ff 
a  musket-shot  in  the  knee.     On  a  friend's  anxiously  inquiring  if 
he  was  hurt,  the  gallant  boy  smiled,  and  replying,  *'  it  was  oo^ 
thing,*'  fainted,  and  was  carried  from  the  field.     The  consequeo*- 
ces  of  this  wound  prevented  his  fiirther  participation  in  that  bril* 
liant  campaign.    He  did  not  regain  his  regiment  till  after  tbe  sur* 
render  of  Alexandria ;  and  4n  the  succeeding  year  the  return  of 
the  army  to  England  enabled  him  to  join  his  father,  tbeo  com- 
manding  tbe  southern  district  in  Ireland.    From  this  period  bis 
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nak  wms  obtained  »  rapidfy*  at  wa*  alkmed;  aod,  in  180i2>  ol»taak 
iiig  tfiat  of  lieviteMmt^olooely  he  wefvl  for  the  completioiift  of  fait 
tniKtmy  educatioti  to  the  Royal  College  at  High  Wycombe. 

>Late  in  the  autumn  of  1804^  sir  William  Myers  was  appointed 
to  the  command  of  the  2d  battalion  of  the  7th  jdt  royal  fusiieersy 
at  that  timt  ofai^y  a  regiment  of  lecraita*  From  thia  time»  all  the 
energif  of  his  miod  were  ceaeentiated  i&  hia  professional  daty;

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MARSHAL  MORTIER. 


FROM   THE    FRENCH   OF    GENERAL   SARRAZIN. 

Geoemi  Ifortier  it  a  marshal  of  the  French  empire,  and  is  kaowa  bj  tlw 
of  the  duke  of  Treriso.  He  commami>  tha  fiflh  cwr^  of  the  anAy  «£ 
Sfaio^  vhich  forma  part  of  the  troops  occupyiug  Andalusia,  under  tht  nr^emi 
of  geaaral  Soult.  Mortier  is  49  years  of  age.  He  is  about  six  feet  hagb  $  bia 
fiifure  is  regular ,.  bis  physiognomy  announces  good  natofe,  bis 
good,  bat  bis  manners  imperfect  -,  he  is  proud  of  appearing  in  the  grand 
tome  of  marshal,  and  his  address  is  affable.  In  consequence  of  bisatatm 
SDd  flaxen  hair,  the  soldiers  call  him  tkg  great  Juir  gennal. 

Mortier*s  father,  who  was  a  wealthy  farmer,  gare  bim  a  good  edacalion. 
Aa  the  son  of  an  actire  citizen,  he  obtained,  in  179],  a  commission  in  a  rcgi* 
gimeat  of  caralry.  But,  as  battalions  of  rolonteers  were  at  that  time  iort^ 
ing,  be  preferred  a  captaincy  in  one  of  these  new  corps  to  a  lieutenancyiio  Uv 
troops  of  the  line.  His  battalion  was  present  at  tbo  affair  of  Quievrain,  nnd^ 
■larahal  Rocbambeau,  on  the  aotb  of  April,  1799  \  where  be  displayed  ^angif 
•ad  coalncsa'  In  1793,  his  conduct  at  the  battle  of  Hanscoote  gained  kim  the 
appoiatpieiit  of  acQutani'general,  in  which  capacity  he  senrcd  at  the  raiaisf 
pf  tba  siege  of  Manbeuge. 

Ha  made  the  campaign  of  1794  with  the  army  of  the  Sambi«  and  Meus^ 
Qe  fonglit  at  Fleams,  and  on  the  Roer.  He  was  with  the  troops  employed 
is  the  siege  of  Maestricht.  In  179^  be  assisted  at  the  passage  of  the  M»j«t 
#lNieawied;  and  in  1796  he  was  employed  in  the  division  of  general  Lelenv 
with  general  Sonlt .  He  commanded  the  adraaced  posts  of^tbat  diFiaioB^  aad 
iiad  tome  success  at  the  passage  of  the  Sieg,  and  at  the  attack  of  Friedbtrg. 
He  bad  the  good  sense  never  to  attack  but  when  his  comrade  Soult  waa  by  kit 
aido.  When  general  Lefebrc  arrived  witbomt  his  chief  of  the  staff  (Soolftj^ 
Mortier  alleged  several  pretences  in  order  to  put  off  coming  to  blown  mi^ 
the  cnamy  J  but  his  alarms  were  dissipated  as  soon  a»  SouU  was  on  the  apot:. 
Tiut  •ags^^y'  ^^  Mortier  did  as  much  credit  to  himself  as  il  was  honourable 
to  bis  companion  in  arms. 

The  capture  of  G  lessen  oa  the  Lahn  has  been  ascribed  to  bim,  as  well  as 
Ibe.  occupation  of  M'en^Rrt,  the  surrender  of  the  fort  of  Rottembcrg,  and 
teveral  other  events  which  were  iDfloenctd  by  the  whole  of  the  army  of  the 
Sambre  and  Mease.  He  was  intrusted  by  general  Fatry  with  the  conferences 
fdalive  to  the  surrender  0/  Menta.  He  displayed,  on  that  ueca&ion,  a  degree 
of  incase  and  political  knowledge  which  was  not  supposed  to  belong  to  bbagu 
HIa  mildness  and  reserve  gained  him  complete  success  in  that  negotiationi 
apd,some  dayn  after,  Mentz  was  occupied  by  the  French. 

At  the  peace  of  Campo  Formio,  Mortier  quitted  the  staff  of  the  arm|^ 
and  was  appointed  colonel  of  a  rogiment  of  cavalry,  where  be  made  bioiself 
ripicted  for  bis  jostice.   Ha  acquired  a  kaowledge  of  the  laauctavres,  wbic^ 
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it  in  too  much  the  rage  for  tiKNie  who  ftrcf  employed  at  head-quartera  (o  fegmi4 
as  below  them.  In  1799  he  ^^*  appoioted  f^eocral  of  brigade.  Hereceifcd 
letters  of  service  for  the  army  of  the  Dauabe,  commanded  by  Jonrdao* 
General  Leferre  comnUnded  the  advanced  guard  of  this  army.  Moiticr  Iru 
placed  under  his  orders.  He  distinguished  himsrif  at  the  battle  af  Lichtiii> 
{[^,  where  he  was  aicain  directed  by  general  Sonlt,  as  appears  from  the  reb- 
tion  of  Jourdan,  in  which  he  says,  **  General  SoTilt,  commandfngthe  advanced 
division,  was  directed  to  march  upon  Emingen,  and  thence  upon  Uebtitigea 
•  *  *.  General  Sonit  canned  Emingen  to  b«  attaclced  by  the  95th  deuK 
Brigade  of  light  infiintry  *  *  *.  As  soon  as  the  village  was  taken,  (lie  whole 
division  defiled,  and  general  Soult  then  made  his  dispositions  for  attacking 
the  wood.  General  Mortier,  at  the  head  of  the  9Sth  detni>brigade  of  light 
Infantry,  advanced  to  the  right  of  the  wood,  in  order  to  turn  (he  enemy's  left. 
He  attacked  with  so  much  vigour  and  impetuosity,  that  be  soon  penetrated 
«pon  Liebtingen.** 

Jourdan  did  not  know  the  meaning  of  (he  terms  "  vigour  and  impetuosity,* 
else  he  never  could  have  made  so  false  an  application.  Mortiei'  attacks  with 
cotivagf ,  but  with  slowness.  He  wants  a  correct  military  eye.  At  this  aifait 
of  lA*ibtingen,  the  column  under  his  command  suffered  severely,  owing  to 
the  ridiculous  obstinacy  with  which  he  made  bead  against  the  archdnk^ 
Charles,  whose  troops  were  equally  brave,  and  six  times  more  nnmerotis  than 
those  of  Mortier.  Soult  ordered  him  to  retreat,  and  sent  four  battalions  to 
^ver  this  movement.  Without  this,  Mortier  would  have  been  surrounded 
an)l  taken  with  all  his  column.  The  battle  of  Liebtingen  was  fought  on  thi 
96th  of  March.  Jourdan  was  beaten,  and  forced  torefrent  towards  the  Rhine. 

In  June,  1799,  Mortier  was  sent  to  the  army  of  Switzerland,  whore  he  wa» 
appointed  general  of  division.  His  engageramt  at  Mutten  with  a  part  of  the 
Russian  army  was  the  commencement  of  his  military  reputation.  This  action, 
tbe  finest  in  all  Mortier's  military  career,  has,  however,  be^ru  extolled  abovfc 
its  merits.  He  there  fought  like  a  grenadier.  The  retrcit  of  the  Russians 
tras  caused  by  the  movement  of  other  corps  of  the  army  on  the  right  fl^ink 
of  Suwarrow.  M«)rticr  would  have  even  been  forced  to  rrtreat  opon  th/t 
reinforcements  which  wpre  sent  him  by  general  Lerourbe  and  by  Massena. 
He  continued  during  all  this  campaign  to  give  prol^fs  of  zeal  and  activity. 

When  Buonoparte  effrctcJ  the  iSth  Brumaire,  he  applied  to  I^fevre  for  a 
trusty  person  to  be  commandant  of  Paris.  Lcfevre  pointed  out  to  him  Mor- 
tier, as  incapable  of  ever  doing  any  thing  which  might  oppose  his  wishes,  or 
injure  his  interests.  Mortier  was  accordingly  ordered  to  Paris.  He  greatly 
pleased  Buonaparte,  who  admires  colossal  men,  and  good  sort  of  people.  Ha 
shewed  himself  anxious  to  justify  the  corfidcnce  of  Lefcwe,  and  to  merit 
the  good  will  of  Buonaparte,  by  his  zeal  to  do  every  thing  that  could  please 
his  new  master.  He  made  himHcIf  beloved  in  his  commandantship  of  Parii 
^y  his  impartiality,  and  by  his  general  affability.    He  did  not  imitate  Marat, 
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Doroc,  an4  ^erthier,  who  w.ere  inaccessjhlc.  Ue  received  with  kindness 
all  who  wished  to  speak  with  him  ;  and  shewed  himself  the  friend  and  pro- 
tector of  officers  in  dis|prace. 

Mortier  got  still  farther  into  the  good  graces  of  Buonaparte  by  the  pomp 
with  which  he  took  care  to  accompany  his  pro.  lamation  as  chief  consul  for 
Itfe.  ^ip  speeches  on  this  occasion  nay  be  justly  charged  with  being  de- 
ficient in  that  frankness  upon  which  military  men  ought  to  pique  themselves. 
Hia  only  excuse  is,  that  he  was  carried  away  by  the  torrent.  He  knows 
that  France  can  never  be  happy  but  by  the  return  of  the  Bourbons.  By  ' 
actin§(  on  thia  persuasion,  he  would  have  lost  his  political  existeuccy  without 
l^neliorating  the  fate  of  hit  country.  As  soon  as  Mortier  shall  see  the  good 
caiise  (le  kon  partij  snfficieatly  strong  tn  o^ake  success  probable^  he  will 
iimjiiediately  join  it,  and  promote  it  with  all  his  means. 

It  was  at  this  period  that  Mortier  was  placed  in  Buonaparte's  guards  as 
one  of  the  colonels-general.  He  was  appointed  to  the  artillery  and  marines 
of  the  gu^rd,  though  he  bad  never  been  employed  in  the  service  either  of 
>  the  marine  or  of  £he  artillery.  The  wai*  between  France  and  England  hav. 
ing  broken  out,  he  was  appointed  commander  in  chief  pf  the  troops  des- 
tined to  take  possession  of  Hanover.  In  making  such  a  selection,  Buonaparte 
linew  very  well,  thai  in  this  expedition  there  were  no  blows  to  be  received, 
but  a  gjreat  deal  of  money  to  be  got.  He  wished  to  distinguish  the  fidelity 
of  Moiriier,  by  putting  it  in  his  power  to  make  an  immense  fortune  by  means 
compatible  with  his  sentiments  of  delicacy  and  probity.  In  reality,  Mortier 
received  considerable  sums,  which  were  given  him  under  tie  appellation  of 
tUucea^rs.  His  military  operations  in  Hanover  have  also  been  criticised  ^ 
but  tkia  will  appear  absnrd,  when  we  know  that  he  only  followed  the  daily 
Ofders  which  he  received  from  Buonaparte  himself. 

Mortier  was  succeeded  by  Bernadotte  in  the  command  of  the  army  of 
HilBover  in  1804,  and  he  came  to  Paris  to  do  duty  about  Buonaparte  in  the 
iipperial  guards.  In  the  war  with  Austria,  in  1805,  he  had  the  command  of 
two  divisions,  which  were  taken  from  the  corps  of  marshal  Ney,  and  that  of 
viiprthal  Lanncs.  The  lath  of  November  1905  will  never  be  effaced  from 
^hjB  memory  of  Mortier.  He  got  his  division  nearly  annihilated  at  the  battle 
ofDurstein,  ^nd  would  have  been  compelled  to  lay  down  his  arms  had  it  not 
bpra  f^r  Uie  zeal  which  general  Pnpont  displayed  in  flying  to  his  relie  *• 
Buqp^parte  said  in  his  bulletin,  that,  '*  Mortier  believed  h&  should  find  there 
only  a  rear  guard  \  but  the  whole  of  the  Russian  army  was  still  on  the  sgot.*^ 
It  wfs  not  Mortier  who  "  believed,  ^."  it  was  Buonaparte  who  held  that 
9piBioo,  and  who,  in  consequence,  placed  Mortier  in  a  terrible  predicament. 
The  latter  committed  the  fault  of  not  keeping  li>\s  troops  concentrated,  and  he 
owed  his  preservation  only  to  the  energy  of  general  Dupont,  and  to  the  br^ 
very  of  his  troops. 
T^is  reverse,  of  which  Mortier  was  the  author  only  io  a  secondary  degrf^

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confirtned  BuoDaparte  in  the  idea,  that  this  officer  required  to  be  directed 
eren  in  the  field  of  battle.  After  the  armiitice,  be  occapied  Moraria.  When 
peace  was  coucWded,  he  repaired  to  hia  former  place  about  the  person  of 
Buonaparte ;  and  bis  diTif  ions  re-entered  those  corps  of  which  tliey  had 
formed  a  part  at  the  commencement  of  the  campaifi^n. 

In  October  1806,  Mortier  orfrsnised  at  Mentz  the  eth  corps  of  the  |p«»d 
army,  which  at  that  period  ^ined  the  battle  of  Jena,  and  marched  upou 
Berlin  He  had  orders  to  penetrate  into  Hesse,  and  to  take  measures  for 
keeping  open  the  comlnunicatioDS  of  the  grand  army  with  the  borders  of  the 
Rhine.  In  January  IS07,  he  entered  Swedish  Pomerania,  blockaded Stralsand, 
with  a  part  of  his  troops,  and  besieged  Colberg.  This  divisioii  of  his  forces 
did  not  happen  to  prove  injurious  to  him.  The  Swedes  were  reinforced^  and 
beat  the  troops  which  were  blockading  Stralsund.  Mortier  arrired  with 
fresh  troops,  whose  numbers  had  an  imposing  aspect^  and  coDaentcd  to- an 
armistice  with  the  Swedish  army.  On  learning  this  good  news,  Buonaparte 
caused  to  be  inserted  in  the  73d  bulletin  some  expressions  of  sensibility, 
which  are  too  comic  not  to  deserre  being  quoted.  We  are  there  told  that  he 
wrote  as  folio ^vr  to  Mortier.:  **  I  already  regret  what  has  been  dime.  I  am 
sorry  that  the  fine  suburb  of  Stralsund  lias  been  burned.  Is  it  for  me  to  do 
mischief  to  Sweden  ?  This  is  only  a  dream.  It  is  cmr  business  lo  defond 
her,  and  not  to  do  her  iujury.  Propose  to  the  governorof  Stralsund  an  ar- 
mistice, a  suspension  of  arms,  in  order  to  render  a  war  less  pernicious, 
which  I  regard  as  criminal,  because  it  is  impolitic  **  This  knarcry  was  sue« 
ct-Ksful.  The  haron  d' Essen  easily  fell  into  the  snare,  and  had  eren  the 
weakness  to  stipulate,  that  a  month*!  previous  notice  should  be  given  of  the 
resnmption  of  hostilities.  This  impolitic  mtasure  rendered  disposeable  the 
greater  part  of  the  corps  of  Mortier,  who  was  summoned  to  the  grand  army 
to  act  apfainst  Benin<j^sen.  Buonaparte  Kays,  thai  at  the  battle  of  Friedland, 
the  14th  of  June,  I807,  marshal  Mortier,  during  the  whole  of  that  day, 
**  gave  distinguished  proofs  of  coolness  and  iutiepidit^.*'  He  is  silent  as  to 
his  talents. 

The  peace  of  Tilsit  having  settled  the  noHh  of  Europe,  a  formidable  army 
wus  marched  towards  the  south  for  the  conquest  of  Spain.  General  Mortier 
did  not  arrive  upon  this  new  thtatre  till  after  the  battles  of  Burgos  and 
Tudela,  and  the  capture  of  Madrid.  With  the  5th  corps  of  the  army  under 
his  orders  he  repaired  to  Sarragosa,  the  siege  of  which  was  conducted  by 
marrhal  Moncey.  The  latter  was  replaced  by  the  duke  of  Montebello ;  and 
Mortier,  though  of  longer  standing  as  general  of  division,  fdt  no  repugnance 
inacting  as  subordinate  to  him.  On  the  contrary,  he  seconded  him  with  all 
his  efforts,  and  omitted  no  opportunity  of  displaying  his  zeal  as  weU  as  his 
bravery. 

After  the  capture  of  Sarragosa,  Mortier  marched  towards  Salamanca.  He 
was  placed  under  the  orders  of  general  Soult.    When  king  Joseph,  Jourdan,

and  Victor,  made  their  escape  at  Talavera,  Mortier  formed  part  of  the  truopi 
commauded  by  Soult,  which  marched  upon  Placcntia,  to  threaten  the  rear  of 
lord  Wellington's  army.  On  the  19th  of  Nor.  I8O9,  the  day  of  the  battle 
of  Ocana,  Mortier  commanded  the  4th  and  5th  corps.  The  duke  of  Dal- 
matia  was  not  more  complaisant  than  Buonaparte  to  the  duke  ofTreviso; 
and  he  says,  in  his  report  to  the  minister  at  war,  ^  it'Was  impossible  for  any 
one  to  behare  with  more  bravery  than  the  duke  of  Treriso  *,  he  receired  a 
contusion  in  the  arm,  but  that  did  not  prevent  him  from  remaining  at  the 
headt>f  his  troops.'*  This  judgment  of  Soult's  is  more  conclusive  than  that 
of  Buonaparte ;  for  the  Utter  extols  or  humbles  a  general  according  to  his  ca- 
price ;  while  Soult,  as  good  a  judge  as  his  master,  confers  only  deserved  praises. 
Mortier  contributed  to  the  passage  of  the  Sierra  Morena,  which  was  conceived 
and  directed  by  Soult.  Far  from  imitating  general  Ney,  who  wishes  to  be 
independent  of  all  other  authority  but  that  of  Buonaparte,  Mortier  is  de- 
lighted in  having  a  Mentor.  He  has  the  good  sense  to  be  guided  by  the  ad- 
vice of  those  whom  he  believes  to  have  more  knowledge  than  himself. 

The  character  of  this  officer  is  a  strange  mixture  of  apathy  and  activity. 
In  consequence  of  his  activity,  he  will  be  on  horseback  twenty-four  hours 
together;  but  then  it  will  be  with  incuroprehensibic  phlegm,  and  without 
attempting  to  remedy  inconveniences  that  admit  of  reparation  :  Ruch  is  his 
apathy.  Mortier  possesses  only  the  qualities  of  an  ordinary  general  of  divi- 
aion.  His  troops  are  kept  in  very  good  order';  for  which  be  obtained  much 
praise  in  Hanover.  If  his  genius  is  confined  to  a  very  narrow  sphere,  his 
probity,  his  wish  to  oblige,  the  paternal  care  which  he  takes  of  his  troops, 
and  ^is  firmness  in  maintaining  discipline,  entitle  him  to  the  attachment  of 
bis  friends,  and  the  esteem  of  his  enemies.  The  war  of  Spain  must  have 
given  bim  horrible  uneasiness,  for  the  course  which  Buonaparte  has  there 
adopted  is  diametrically  opposite  to  the  principles  of  moderation  of  this 
general. 

^ben  Mortier  was  at  Coblentz  in  1796,  he  married  one  of  the  daughters 
of  the  mistress  of  the  Savage  inn.  She  was  well  educated,  and  deserves  by 
her  Tirtues  the  attachment  of  her  husband,  in  whose  inclination  to  assist  the 
unfortunate  she  participates. 

Mortier  would  be  very  useful  under  a  government  purely  administrative. 
He  will  be  always  out  of  his  place  at  the  head  of  an  army.     He  is  an  bt>nest 
I,  n  sincere  friend,  a  brave  soldier,  but  a  very  middling  general.

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benefit  of  the  «i50/L  given  to  tiiesses  of  regiments  in  the  line  and 
militia  on  tlie  English  e^tablishiuent;  and  here,  wliere  afl  the  ne- 
cessaries of  life  are  at  least  Uiree  times  as  dear  as  in  Englandy  and 
especially  clothes,  which  are  al^sulutely  beyond  our  means  of  pur- 
Yrhase  altogetber,  though  the  wear  and  tear  are  infinitely  greater, 
^et  that  tax  is  deducted.  This  is  a  hardship  so^lpable,  that  1  feel 
confident  it  only  requires  to  be  pointed  out  to  be  remedied.  J«  A. 
PortaUgrty  July  l5^A,  1811. — ^SlR, — ^I  inclose  you  a  few  re- 
marks  that  I  have  made  on  a  march  from  Lisbon  hither,  which  you 
will  oblii(e  me  by  inserting  in  your  next  Chronicle.  The  division 
to  which  I  belong  goes  into  cantonments  at  present.  We  are 
in  want  of  vtffy  «trong  reinforcements  of  cavalry  before  we  cati 
resume  oporatiutis.  "Had  the  cavalry  been  strontjer,  the  diflererit 
victories  obtained  over  the  French  would  have  been  far  more 
decisive.  '  J.  A. 

JOURNAL   OF   AN    OFFICER  OF   THE   ROYALS    FROM    LISBON    TO 

FORTALEGRE. 

'  July  11. — We  left  Belem  with  our  detachment  for  the  army, 
and  proceeded  by  water  to  Valada.  The  buYfks  of 'the  Tagtfs 
are  tolerably  cultivated,  or  at  least  the  north  bank,  interspersed 
with  nunil)ers  of  very  pretty  cottages,  abounding  with  vineyards, 
olive  trees,  and  poplars;  which  afford  a  pleasing  landscape.  Our 
bout  ran  aground  before  we  had  reached  Valada,  and  we  slept  in  a 
marsh  amidst  lizzards,  frogs,  &c.  which  were  very  melodictas. 
Valada  is*  a  wretchedly  poor  place.  It  appeared  to  be  their 
market  day.  1  was  this  day  w^itness  to  a  most  unfortunate  and 
melancholy  accident.  The  weather  being  extremely  hot,  a'pliffy 
of  our  officers  went  to  bathe  in  the  Tagus,  when  lieutenant  Murray 
of  the  light  comi>any,  3d  battalion  of  the  Boyals,  getting  into  the 
current,  uas  drowned  without  our  being  able  to  afford  him  asoy 
assistance.  Two  of  the  men  were  likewise  drowned.  Poor  Mur- 
ray was  an  honest  fellow,  a  good  officer,  and  highly  respected  by 
all  who  knew  him.  tVe  passed  Villa  Nova  and  Villa  Franca. 
We  saw  the  English  lines  extend  from  the  Tagus  to  Torres  Ved- 
ras ;  but  had  not  an  opportunity  of  landing. 

Marched  on  the  evening  from  Valada  to  Santarem,  VI  mtl^, 
"  keeping  the  Tagus  in  view  the  grater*  part  of  the  way.   Hit  chief 
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products  hereftbouts  are  t)ie  Indian  com,  vines,  &nd  ohveit.  Sftnt»* 
TCffo,  or  SftnUree  as  the  Portuguese  call  it,  is  ou  tVie*Buvimit  «f  a 
hirgh  hfll,aud  at  a  distance  appears  a'place  of  great  ooiisequenoei. 
it  is  of  considerable  extent,  but  in  many  places  little'better  than^ 
heap  of  ruins,  since  it  was  plundered  by  the  Freilch.     Tbe-aseeat 
to  it  must  be  greatly  beydkida  mile.    Thefe  are  still  many  Ye^g^t 
of  its  former  greatness,  particularly  the  churches  and  convenlik 
As  usual,  there  was  neitlier  billet  nor  bed  to  be  had  ;  aad  indeed, 
to  this  part  of  the  world,  there  are  aoch  numbers  of 'the  soMdler 
Icirtd  of  vermin,  that  it  is  better'to  slieep  in  the  air  if  it  were  not -for 
the  dew/  Slept  on  the  ste^  of  a  convent*    'It  seems  capable  «f 
being  made/a  place  of  great  stretfgth.     Near  Santarem,  amid  the 
Mills  of  a  small  village,  on  the  banks  of  the  Tagus,  immediately 
opposite  the  house  in  which 'Mtisseiia  lived  M-hen'Santarem  Was  the 
bead  quarters  of  the  French,  there  is  the  remains  of  a  churchy  in 
which  I  tew  otie  of  the  modt  hofrid  spectedes  I  ever  beheld : 
«  number  of  poor  children  dying  and  dead  for  absolute  famine. 
The  parents  W)f  these  children  had  been  butchered 'by  the  Fi«nch 
<n  their  last 'retr^t ;  and,'fitmi  the  general  and  extensive  di^ve« 
tif  the  country,  tinable  tb^pick  up  a  wretched  dubsfsCencb  even  te 
•ihpport  e^ist^nce,  had  fled  ibr  refbge  to  th^  ho«i9e  of'their'God, 
<mid  th^U  patiently  implor^  the  hahd  of  dedth'to'relieve  thetu'froti 
their  misery.     They  ^ere  laying  on  stmw  ^and  «rubbi^.    I'hote 
-who  w^re  dead  tvere^^inacittted,  com pl^d}^ folded  up,'aDd  ready* 
'Ittade  "skeletons.     Th^re  were  three  or'four  «>  far  gone  ^  to  l*e 
-titfabie  either  to  eat  or  drtnk  ;  but,  'fbr  the  credit  and  honmir  *df 
^British  •soldiers,  let  me  gratify  myft^elings^bymeutioniog,  that, 
-fitom  the  kuoment  of  their  arrival,  these  poor  innorenti  had  been 
'fed'by  them,  and  there  were  ferge*pieces- of  bread  layiqg  beftwre 
-tliose  who  were  incapable  of  eating, *and  even  before  some  who  had 
'brtethed  their 'last.     Surely  God,  in  his  infinite  justice,  will  even- 
*tUAlly  punish  those  scourges  of  the  human  race  who4iave  desolated 
the  Surest  parts  of  Europe,  and  who  make  eiety  paradise  a  desert. 
'I  never-more  sincerely  regretted,  that  the  poverty  of  my.  prof^^ssion, 
■and  my  wl^h  to  do  an  act  of  benevolence  by  "Saiiag  these  poor  chil- 
dren, were  so  completely  in  opposition. 

Marched  from  Santarem  to'CMiigAHi  or€k4igao,  atieast  twenty 
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miles,  the  weatlier  so  intensely  hot,  that  one-third  of  our  detach- 
ment were  disabled.  Goligam  is  but  a  small  dirty  pUce,  and, 
like  every  other  in  this  part  of  Portugal,  completely  ransacked^ 
Billeted  in  the  house  of  a  priest,  an  intelligent  §;ood  humoured 
man  who  spoke  Latin  ;  he  told  me  the  French  had  left  him  neither 
table,  bed,  nor  chair ;  the  latter,  however,  he  borrowed  for  me  in 
the  neighbourhood. 

From  Valada  there  is  little  but  desolation,  and  in  many  in- 
stances whole  villages  uninhabited.  Here  the  horrors  of  war  ap- 
pear to  have  been  severely  inflicted,  nor  do  1  believe  the  crueltiet 
of  the  French  to  have  been  over-rated. 

From  Goligam  to  Punhette  tfie  road  is  in  many  parts  very  de* 
lightful ;    the  air  is  absolutely  perfumed  with  aromatic  plants. 
The  distance  is  18  or  19  miles.     There  are  an  infinite  variety  of 
the  erica,  and  whole  commons  of  great  extent  covered  with  myrtles 
in  full  bloom;  the  gum  cystus,   &c.  grow  here  spontaneously. 
This  day's  march  would  have  afforded  great  amusement  to  a  bota- 
nist.    Punhette  is  beautifully  situated  on  the  point  of  junction  of 
the  Zezere  and  Tagus.    We  crossed  the  Zezere  ou  a  bridge  of 
boats:  it  is  an  arm  of  the  Tagus.     The  country  is  hilly  and  diver- 
sified, and  £he  hills  sprinkled  with  olive  trees  to  the  very  tops; 
there  are  likewise  some  firs.     It  is  not  at  all  unusual  to  see  hedges 
composed  of  immense  aloes  or  the  prickly  pear,  which  frequently 
equal  a  man's  body  in  thickness.     Punhette  must  have  been  an 
interesting  spot;  but  has  suffered  in  a  greater  degree  from  the 
barbarism  of  the  modern  Goths  than  any  town  I  have  hitherto  seen, 
and  which  is  attributed  to  their  partiality  for  the  English.     There 
is  hardly  door,  window,  roof,  or  wood  work  of  any  description  re- 
maining.    The  church  also  is  a  complete  ruin.     The  convent  has 
not  sutiered  quite  so  much,  but  has  been  fortified.    Near  the  Ze- 
zere stands  the  ruins  of  an  old  castle.     The  few  inliabitants  that 
remain  are  peculiarly  attentive  and  friendly,  which  is  more  than  I 
can  say  of  those  of  Lisbon  or  Belem.     Here  they  think  nothing 
good  enough  for  their  deliverers ;  whilst  there,  if  a  British  officer 
were  wounded  aiMl  dying  in  the  streets,  they  would  not  give  him 
quarters.     From  my  soul  I  feel  for  the  poverty  and  wretchedness 
of  these  people.    There  w«re  many  of  them  buying  oflals  fit  fof 
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nothing  but  a  dunghill,  and  at  a  very  great  price.  Never  were 
such  wanton  and  sytematic  cruelties  committed  ou  an  uooifending 
people,  or  so  much  ingenuity  used  in  destruction. 

FromPunhette  to  Abrantes  is  about  9  miles;  the  road  leading 
through  fields  of  Indian  corn  and  vineyards,  and  the  hills  covered 
with  olives.  Near  Abrantes  it  becomes  mountainous.  Abrantes 
stands  on  a  considerable  elevation,  particularly  the  castle;  the 
town  is  extensive,  but  there  is  nothing  very  remarkable.  It  is 
the  dnf  place  since  leaving  Lisbon  that  is  not  sacked  and  pillaged; 
it  neverthefess  seems  to  abound  with  poverty;  and  here,  as  well  aa 
every  where  else,  every  thing  is  extravagantly  dear.  I  saw  a  Por« 
tuguese  regular  regiment^  who  appear  tolerable  soldiers  ;  they  are 
generally  very  slight  but  active.  I  was  a  member  of  a  drum-head 
court  martial  for  the  trial  of  soldiers  for  selling  their  necessaries  to 
buy  drink.     There  was  some  thunder  and  rain. 

At  Abrantes  we  crossed  the  Tagus  over  the  bridge  consisting  of 
twenty-one  boats,  and  marched  in  company  with  the  68th  for  Grovia; 
and  got  at  last  two  leagues  out  of  our  way:  so  that  we  had  a  most 
oppressive  and  scorching  walk  of  nearly  thirty  miles. 

Govia  is  a  wretched  village,  and  as  usual  bad  quarters,  and  al« 
most  eaten  up  with  all  manner  of  vermin.  Halted  one  day  to  re* 
cover  tlie  men,  many  of  whom  were  led  on  the  road.  The  country 
generally  mountainous  and  bah^n. 

To  Jaifette  20  miles;  the  country  mountainous  and  barren,  and 
whole  commons  covered  with  the  gum  cyfitds. 

From  Jatifette  to  Portalegre  20  miles.  The  weather  immode- 
rately hot.  There  are  here  a  vast  number  of  cork  and  olive  trees, 
but  not  a  house  to  be  seen  until  you  approach  Portalegre;  the 
country  then  becomes  more  mountainous,  and  iu  the  impiediate 
vicinity  it  is  well  cultivated.  There  are  vineyards,  orange-houses, 
cherries,  peani,  and  apples,  in  great  abundance.  The  French 
levied  a  heavy  contribution  here,  but  did  not  plunder.  Portalegre 
is  a  place  of  considerable  extent.  The  church  is  very  beautififi ; 
some  of  the  paintings  iu  it  are  good,  but  others  miserable  daubs. 
There  is  a  very  fine  organ,  and  a  lesser  one  with  a  good  tone.  The 
market  is  tolerably  stocked,  but  every  thing  excessively  dear. 
They  ask  three  dollars  for  a  moderate  sized  turkey,  and  b  dollar 
each  for  fowls.    Here  are  the  ruins  of  several  Moorii»h  forts.

BUMTA&Y   SYSTEMS. 

IjnuUmy  Sept.  llM,  1811. — Sib,— I  addressed  you  last  month 
wi  the  siihject  of  military  systems* ;  and  at  the  saaie  time  took  the 
libeity  of  suggesting  to  your  military  readers  *^fAe  estab&Mkmmi 
^  a  permanmit  dupeable  force^  whose  servieet  sktnUd  be  extauUd 
as  required  to  Europe  onfy.^*  Some  individuals  having  raised 
doubts  respecting  the  practicability  of  tlie  measure,  by  stating 
that  the  finances  of  the  country  are  sufficiendy  drained  in  support- 
m^  the  present  military  force,  and  that  they  are  incompetent  to 
farther  efforts ;  and  some  having  even  asserted  the  population  to 
kie  iucompaUble  to  the  purpose,  urge  me  to  make  a  few  farther 
remarks  on  the  same  subject. 

According  to  my  plan,  the  raising  of  thia  force,  though  by 
bounty,  would  in  the  end  be  of  ver}'  inconsiderable  expense  to  tbe 
countr}',  when  placed  in  comparison  with  the  reveuue,  which  the 
present  recruiting  system  requires.  Voluntary  will  and  bounties 
are  tlie  only  steps  1  recommend  for  tlie  purpose  ;  the  latter  sbaald 
be  small ;  which,  on  account  of  the  particular  service  they  are  to 
he  restricted  to,  would  be  an  inducement  to  numerous  individaals 
to  enlist  with  an  aptness  which  the  otlier  forces  cannot  ac<|ttire, 
though  holding  forth  greater  bounties;  it  being- a  lact  generally 
admitted  among  ]>arsons  conversant  in  military  mattess,  that  the 
principal  dislike  which  the  lower  classes  entertain  to  engage  in  the

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profession  of  arms  is  their  knowledge  of  the  chance  tbry  «ire  liable 
tQ  of  being  aent  to  the  East  and  West  Indies,  and  being  employed 
on  distant  services  out  of  Europe*  As  then  the  men  to  Be  raised 
for  this  force  are  proposed  to  be  procured  at  less  bounties  than  are 
given  for  men  to  recruit  the  present  respective  services,  and  will 
also  in  time  enable  the  country  to  rid  itself  of  the  taxation  imposed 
on  them  by  the  volunteer  system,  which  is  now  become  useless,  at 
least  in  all  parts  except  the  metropolis,  a  higher  bounty  might  be 
afforded  for  the  soldi^  who  enlists  for  service  out  of  Europe,  and 
thereby  introduce  satisfaction  in  those  armies  which  are  employed 
in  that  manner.  Tiiis  plan,  I  venture  to  assert,  would  create  in 
the  country  a  military  ambition,  which,  under  the  present  times,  is 
most  particularly  to  be  desired ;  it  would  awaken  the  slumbering 
faculties  of  the  nation  to  the  powerful  efforts  they  are  capable  of 
making;  and  if  at  this  moment  a  force  disposable  for  such  service 
could  be  called  forth,  it  would  be  the  means  of  producing  on  the 
continent  a  commotion  sufficient  to  shake  aAd  most  possibly  over- 
throw the  p^wer  of  Buonaparte.  At  present,  the  different  nations 
on  the  continent  (Spain  and  Portugal  excepted)  are  held  in  awe 
from  the  extent  of  his  forces ;  but  should  a  well  disciplined  army 
\>e  once  raised,  comprising  a  force  of  one  hundred  thousand  men, 
and  be  conjoined  to  the  armies  of  Spain  and  Portugal,  the  effect  it 
would  have  throughout  the  continent  js  indiscribable.  Moreover, 
in  the  event  of  an  invasion,  this  force  would  be  the  safety  of  tUt 
country. 

Spain  has  given  us  a  demonstration  of  the  necessity  of  training 
k\\  nations  in  the  present  times  to  the  use  of  arms;  for  notwith-* 
ftanding  the  noble  enthusiasm  which  pervailed  that  country  on  tlie 
first  discpvery  of  the  machinations  of  Buonaparte^  she  found Jier-* 
self  incapable  of  bringing  'into  the  field  a  regular  force,  though 
her  population  was  immense.  Had  she  possessed  a  military  sys- 
tem like  the  one  I  propose,  no  one  will  venture  tp  contradict,  that 
long  'ere  this  she  must  have  expelled  from  her  soil  every  enemy. 
t  do  not  conceive  that  in  the  establishment  of  such  a  force  any  in- 
crease of  taxation  would  be  necessary.  It  is  at  this  moment,  I 
acknowledge,  oppressive,  and  almost  universally  felt  as  burthen- 
some ;  but  if  further  should  be  requisite,   can  my   countrymen

repine,  when  tliey  survey  the  miserable  prospect  of  affkin  in  the 
surrounding  countries,  whilst  we  are  enjoying  the  happiness  of 
freedom  and  glorious  independence?  Oar  maritime  superiority  is 
our  boaHt ;  l)ut  in  the  event  of  the  tyraut^s  compkte  success  oa  the 
continent  (us  I  in  my  letter  of  last  month  pointed  out),  the  impose 
sibility  of  our  keeping  pace  with  the  nuraeroiis  resoarres  he  will  be 
furnished  with  for  raising  a  navy  sufficient  to  overwhelm  ours  must 
make  us  attend  to  our  military  rtfsovrces,  which  woald  then  be 
our  only  dependence. 

Those  who  deny  that  the  population  is  competent  to  the  mea« 
sure  I  proposie  cannot  be  aware  of  the  strength  the  country  posses- 
ses. There  exists  at  this  moment  a  cousiden^le  share  of  our  po- 
pulation, wliose  ambition  is  military,  and  who  have  not  been  in« 
duced  to  enter  the  service  from  domestic  circumstances.  I  can« 
not  doubt  but  that  the  system  I  recommend  will  be  adequate  to  an 
obligation  upon  them  ;  but,  in  the  present  mode,  it  ia  not  to  be 
expected  that  a  married  man,  if  even  his  ideas  are  fixed  on  a  mili- 
tary life,  will  engage  in  it,  when  he  is  at  the  rbk  of  being  sent  for 
a  period  of  years  to  the  East  and  West  Indies,  to  the  raination  of 
his  health,  and  the  separation  from  his  wife,  perhaps  for  ever. 

In  case  of  necessity,  eVen  under  the  present  system,  if  every 
Englishman  were  called  forward  to  protect  his  country  from  an 
hostile  attack,  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  they  would  come  fortb 
with  that  noble  and  energetic  spirit,  for  which  we  are  so  justly  ce-* 
lebrated ;  but  that  ardour  would  not  be  regulated,  and  when  the 
safety  of  a  nation  i^  at  stake«  especially  so  small  a  one  as  this  island, 
it  would  be  folly  to  trust  solely  to  the  spirit  of  the  country,  when 
its  martial  ardour  might  be  rendered  tenfold  more  formidable  by 
being  aided  with  experience  in  the  use  of  arms,  and  regular  dis^ 
cipline. 

The  commissions  I  would  recommend  to  be  disposed  of  among 
half  pay  officers,  which  will  be  a  saving  of  expense,  and  a  great 
assistance  to  perfect  the  force.  The  appointment  of  commanding 
officers  should  be  particularly  attended  to.  There  are  many  ex- 
perienced and  able  officers  who  would  be  glad  to  engage  in  such 
eer  ice ;  but  whose  health  could  not  permit  a  residence  in  climates 
out  of  Europe.     The  men  should  not  be  subject  to  any  drafts  into 
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other  regiment.  The  recruiting  of  the  army  from  the  militia  may 
be  a  necessary  policy,  but  it  is  an  obnoxious  one,  and  should  if 
possible  be  avoided.  The  schema  of  balloting  I  also  dislike,  ai^d 
would  recommend  in  raising  this  force  tliat  it  should  never  be 
attempted.  Its  adoption,  I  allow,  has  been  useful  in  embodying 
a  large  force;  but  compulsory  measures  to  compel  men  tu  become 
members  of  any  particular  profession  must  at  the  same  time  intro* 
duce  a  share  of  disaffection. 

In  the  event  of  a  peace  this  force  should  be  disembodied,  but 
liable  to  be  called  out  on  the  renewal  of  war.  Men  who  enter  the 
military  profession,  especially  if  not  employed  on  service  where  the 
climate  is  obnoxious  to  their  health,  generally  acquire, a  love  for 
their  calling,  which  makes  them  dissatisfied  with  any  other.  I 
could  wish  this  sentiment  to  spread  itself  through  the  country. 
How  absolutely  essential  will  be  such  a  noble  spirit  to  our  welfare 
as  a  free  and  independent  nation,  if  the  success  which  I  have 
before  mentioned  should  attend  our  enemy ! 

My  object,  as  exprtssed  in  my  last  letter,  is  to  impress  upon  the 
country  the  necessity  of  establishing  a  military  S3rstem  for  a  stated 
period  upon  a  foundation  which  no  change  of  ministers  should  be 
able  to  alter.  I  wish  it  to  be  approved  by  general  officers,  who  will 
amend  and  adopt  whatever  part  they  may  judge  proper  of  the 
numerous  systems  which  have  been  'introduced  into  this  country 
within  the  last  ten  years;  and  that,  on  those  approved  and  recom- 
mended by  tbemt  a  law  should  be  passed,  preventing  any  innova- 
tion whatever.  From  such  a  proceeding  we  might  look  for  that  per- 
fection in  so  important  a  concern  of  the  country,  which  we  have 
been  prevented  from  acquiring  by  the  instability  of  our  measures^ 
and  the  unworthy  ambition  which  most  sets  of  men  have  exhibited 
to  display  their  own  judgments  and  opinion  on  military  matters, 
by  overturning  the  plans  introduced  by  their  predecessors,  and 
substituting  their  own.  And  if  the  plan  which  I  .have  in  this  and 
in  my  last  letter  on  the  same  subject  recommended  should  be 
deemed  advisable,  1  shall  feel  highly  gratified,  from  the  confidence 


I  entertain  of  its  practicability  and  extreme  utility.

BRITISH   CAVALRY* 

Sir,— The  operations  of  the  British  cavalr} ,  during  the  cam« 
paigns  in  th^  peninsula,  have  attracted  general  observation;  and 
much  has  been  said  about  the  activity  of  English  horse,  and  of 
the  re&istless  impetus  of  his  charge.  There  is  however,  to  coun* 
terbalance  this  excellence,  a  dangerous  defect  ivhich  should  lie  no- 
ticed that  it  may  be  corrected*  It  im  notorious  that  in  every  charge 
the  British  horses  run  away  with  their  riders;  aud  that,  afler  the 
first  effort  has  been  made,  it  is  a  work  of  much  time  and  difficulty 
to  bring  them  again  into  regular  line. 

The  enemy  is  aware  of  this  weak  point,  and  has  profited  by  it. 
A  French  general  officer  once  described  to  me  a  snare  that  was. 
successfully  laid  for  a  body  of  English  cavalry  in  Flanders.  By  a 
false  attack  of  French  horse  they  were  induced  to  cliarge  along  a 
street,  at  the  end  of  which  waggons  aud  baggage  iiad  beeu  placed, 
«nd  among  which,  by.  their  impetuosity,  they  became  so  complete- 
ly  entangled  that  they  were  easily  cut  off  by  an  ambuscade  of 
infantry,  and  by  shots  from  the  windows  of  the  street  through 
which  a  few  fugitives  attempted  tO/ return. 

This  evil  arises  from  several  causes.  Partly  from  the  peculiar 
breed  of  our  native  horse;  partly  from  Ins  ill  breaking;  aud  partly 
from  his  unskilful  riding. 

The  English  horse  has  a  greater  tendency  to  throw  his  weight 

upon  his  shoulders,  and  to  move  his  fore  feet  nearer  the  surface  of 

^^e  ground^  than  any  race  of  continental  horses  that  have  fallea 
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wader  my  observation*  The  foreign  caTalry  have  uanallj  a  diapo* 
•ition  to  poide  thenuifclves  upon  th^ir  haunches,  and  to  lift  their  fofe 
feet  high  in  the  air.  The\'  are  consequently  lighter  ia  -hand,  and 
less  liable  to  fkit  forward :  bat,  then,  what  they  gain  tn  safety,  tlMy 
lose  in  velocity ;  for  whatever  movement  is  miide  by  the  lep^  per» 
pendicularly  is  so  much  lost  for  horizonttil  progression.  Our  Eng« 
lander,  therefore,  excels  them  in  swiftness  in  all  his  paces,  withoat 
•o  amcb  shew  and  flatter  he  perfonoas  his  work  more  quickly,  and 
with  leis  bodily  labour.  His  impulse  forwanl  is  indeed  pcodigions ; 
and  it  has  been  truly  said,  that  the  liglitest  British  cavalry  is  net 
only  far  more  active  than  any  French  body  of  horse,  bat  is,  in  the 
charge^  'infinitely  more  f^werfal  and  weighty  than  the  heavi^t 
sqr^drons  of  the  enemyt 

The  difficulty  of  restraining  the  English  horse,  after  his  powers 
have  been  called  into  full  action,  arises,  therefore,  partly  from  phy<» 
sical  causes,  which  cannot  readily  be  remedied.  But  something 
may  be  effected  by  education.  The  old  discipline  €»f  the 'manage 
(too  much  exploded  among  us)  might  correct  the  oveT«>prepondery 
aiice  of  the  English  horse  towards  his  shoulder ;  and  although  1 
vodld  not  have  him  dressed  like  th^  barb  to  turn  upon  a  pivot,  nor, 
wliile  standing  in  the  stable,  woald  I  have  his  hind  legs  tied  to  the 
manger ;  yet  1  would  wish  him  to  be  more  obedient  to  the  rein, 
and  so  seuiiible  of  the  curb,  as  to  be  readily  recovered  from  full 
»peed  within  the  space  of  thirty  or  fifty  yards.  Our  troop  horse 
should  be  more  carefuHy  broken,  and  better  thrown  upon  his 
haunches;  and,  with  tlie  horse,  the  rider  should  be  more  pertina- 
ciously drilled  than  is  habitual  in  our  cavalry  regiments.  Tt  has 
surprised  me  to  observe  how  much  this  essential  part  of  an  officers 
education  is  neglected.  In  our  royal  military  colleges  equitation 
does  not  enter  into  the  course  of  instruction.  A  cadet  at  Wool- 
wich may  have  completed  his  studies,  and  may  have  received  his 
commission  for  the  artillery  or  engineers,  without  having  ever 
mounted  a  horse  in  his  life:  and  this  will  appear  the  more  extraor-  * 
dinary  when  it  is  known,  that  there  is  a  royal  riding  school  at 
Woolwich  expressly  instituted  for  the  use  of  the  regiment. 

If  a  cadet  chance  to  be  the  son  of  a  provincial  gentleman,  he 
may  have  been  accustomed  to  equitation  from  his  childhood  in  the 
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country;  but  if  his  only  uear  relatives  be  females  or  citizens,  or  hii 
connexions  be  not  rich  enougWto  keep  pleasure  horses,  it^s  moiie 
tba&  probable  that,  at  the  age  of  twenty,  he  has  never  been  «■ 
horseback.  The  matter  of  fact  will  be  found  to  be  as  I  state  it;, 
and  it  is  worthy  the  attention  of  the  master-general  of  the  ovdi* 
nance  to  consider,  whether  the  benefits  of  the  royal  manage  sh^oAil 
not  be  extended  to  the  gentlemen  cadets  now  educating  for  that 
high  department  in  the  army,  of  which  ever}*^  day*8  experience  shews 
the  superior  utility. 

Our  ancestors  regarded  equitation  as  a  necessary  part  of  a  gen* 
thnnan's  accomplishments.  The  great  earl  of  Clarendon  be« 
qneathed  a  riding  school  to  the  university  of  Oxford  :  and  if  riding 
the  great  horse  be  thought  needful  for  the  gentry,  how  much  more 
so  (br  the  soldier !  That  a  military  officer  should  be  an  accom- 
jilished  horseman  is  a  position  scarcely  necessary  to  be  stated,  did 
not  so  many  John  Gil  pins,  in  the  uniform  of  field  officers^  conti- 
nually expose  themselves  every  review-day  to  the  public  scorfu 
A  man  who  every  moment  fears  to  be  divorced  from  bis^  sadMIe 
cannot  possibly  possess  that  undisturbed  recollection,  that  cool:  ati<l 
undeviating  attention,  w^ch  ought  to  be  given  to  the  troops  un- 
der his  immediate  command.  From  this  source  arises  lialf  the 
blunders  that  disfigure  our  rehearsals  in  the  field. 

The  concerns  of  the  army  are  now  become  tlie  interests  of  the 
nation.  Every  man  who  can  correct  its.errors,  or  forward  its  im« 
provement,  does  something  for  his  country.  Your  Chronicle  is  €ili 
admirable  vehicle  for  diffusing  militafjr  knowledge.  It  is  ^ecuted 
an  a  manner  to  command  approbation.  The  zeal  and  ability  of 
the  editor  merit,  and  have  obtained,  the  applause  and  gratitude  o£.

ESTIMATION  OF  THE* SOLDIERY. 
Sim^— Yobr  corretpondent,  J.  P.,  ■eemi  to  be  perfectly  arqnaintcd  witb 
%hit  Enghgh  laagfiage ;  1  cannot,  there ibre,  accouBt  for  bis  perVersiea  of 
■emrly  tbe  whole  of  my  paper,  imerted  in  your  mag^affine  for  April  last, 
page  490.  I  am  at  a  loss  to  surmise  what  object  J«  P.  can  have  in  vievr,  ia'so 
vllfnl  a  misrepresentation  of  a  plain  letter.  ^Vhen  I  spoke  of  the  menial 
otcn|Nitioni  of  the  young  men  of  the  present  day,  it  was  certainly  expressed  ' 
by  a  feeling  of  thorough  contempt  for  their  pnmoits,  and  with  the  wish  to 
^Id  out  such  low  ambition  as  a  subject  of  geacral  detestation ;  more  parti- 
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cularly  at  a  time  wl&en  the  energy  of  every  iudividaal  ib  required  in  onr  ^eat 

national  cause  \  but  in  which  cause  (if  you  may  judge  from  the  conduct  of 
some  of  fhe  leading  yodng  men  in  town)  they  seem  to  have  no  more  interest 
flian  a  nfttive  oi'Tartary  or  of  Terra  i del  Fncg^.  It  is  this  apathy  to  the 
situation  of  their  coiintry, — ^it  is  thii  inglorious,  this  tfnprofitable,  waste  of 
time,  in  hundreds  of  young  men  of  the  first  fashion,  that  I  meant  to  con- 
demn,  and  to  assign  it  as  one  of  the  concnrring  causes  of  towering  the  csti' 
mation  oi  the  military  profession;  a  line  of  life  that  in  idl  other  countries 
has  been  so  amply  supported  by  the  first  classes  of  society.  Could  J.  P< 
ieriously  suppose  that  1  coiild  allucTe  to  officers*  driving  barouches  and  phz^ 
tons-and-four  in  cavalcade  from  Cavendish-square  to  ^uU-!iill  ?  These  won- 
derful exfttoits  occupied  many  ctSlumns  of  the  dinmal  prints  last  spring,  ti  a 
few  army  men  formed  a  part  in  these  dis^acefnl  exhibitions,  I  am  sorry  foC 
it,  but  I  believe  the  bolk  of  the  army  have  difficulty  enough  in  supporting 
themselves,  and  require  no  such  sources  of  expense  to  get  rid  of  their  apart 
cash.  There  is  no  eulogium  that  J.  P.  can  possibly  bestow  upon  the  British 
srmy  in  which  I  will  not  join.  I  have  at  least  as  lively  an  interest  in  such  com- 
mendation as  J.  P.  or  any  other  man ;  for  the  profi'ssion  has  grown  .with  my 
growth,  forms  at  this  instant  my  occupation,  and  is  the  sole  object  ofmy  un- 
ceasing solicitude.  Under  such  impressiotis  I  could  not  bnt  smile  when  J.  P. 
preaumes  to  say  1  have  calumniated  the  profession ;  a  hank  expression 
which  be  might  well  have  spared.  I  might  with  greater  shew  of  propriety 
cetort  this  charge  upon  J.  P.  Pray,  what  does  he  mean  by  tondtmned  regi' 
ments ;  to  what  corps  does  he  apply  this  derogatory  appellation  ?  Yet  I  am 
convinced  J<  P.  meant  no  injurious  reflection  by  this  unguarded  epithet, 
which,  however,  to  use  his  own  expression,  **  deserves  the  most  severe 
censure." 

Among  other  causes  my  late  letter  assigned  for  lowering  the  estimation  of 
the  army  was,  the  recruits  fur  It  were  often  composed  of  the  scum  of  jails, 
flee.  This  J.  P.  admits  of,  but  asks  what  is  to  becume  of  this  description  of 
people  ?  I  cannot  tell.  But  my  position  still  remains  the  same  *,  for  while 
such  Kagaoonds  form  a  mattrial  part  of  the  army,  the  profession  cannot  bava 
that  popularity  and  eFtimation  which  I  should  wish  it  to  attain. 

In  remarking  the  misplaced  labour  and  loss  of  time  in  setting  dp  a  soldier 
according  to  the  idea  generally  prevalent  in  the  army,  1  thought  myself  suffi* 
ciently  explanatory,  that  it  neither  added  to  the  physical  strength,  nor  in  tfaa 
least  conduced  to  intimidate  an  eaemy ;  and  as  it  considerably  annoyed  the  sol* 
4ier,  and  occupied  many  hours  of  his  day,  it  ought  to  be  less  attended  to  than 
IB  usually  the  case.  If  a  Fuldier  be  sufficiently  erect  not  to  mar  the  dressing 
of  a  lineby  the  projection  of  his  head  and  shoulders,  1  should  think  it  would 
answer  every  end  that  the  service  required.  I  agree  with  J.  P.  that  an  uni- 
formity of  movement  is  highly  desirable  and  requisite  in  the  manoenvering  of 
large  bodies.    I  ^ve  great  credit  to  air  D.  Dnadaa  for  having  Uwonnd  at 
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with  the  eighteen  mmnoettTres  (rooi  the  Qeniian,  m  it  gave  the  British  army 
what  it  Aever  had  before,  a  aiiif««niiity  of  diaci^Uoe  *,  hut  my  objectiof  i  ^e 
to  useless  movements,  which  I  should  wish  to  see  abolished.  Many  of  tha 
eighteen  arc  of  this  description.  1  will  point  «)ut  the  sixth  and  seventh 
tnanmuvres,  both  of  which,  in  my  estimation,  are  very  injudicious,  and 
night  lead  to  incalculable  mischief^  if  performed  before  an  enterprising  foe. 
The  change  of  point  of  a  battalion  mig^it  be  effected  in  a  manner  less  objec- 
tionable than  iUng  on  its  centre.  The  solid  square  is  so  complex  and  tediout 
in  its  formation  that  that  akmt  would  be  a  weighty  reason  for  not  adopkhug 
it,  superadded  to  which,  a  third  at  least  of  the  battalion  are  so  placed  that 
they  cannot  fire,  and  coniiequently  become  less  destructive  and  ftrmidahltt 
^hat  gallsut  and  experienced  veteran,  the  late  sir  R.  Abercrombie,  declared 
it  a  useless  and  dangerous  manceurre  -,  and  as  you  promise  to  give  os  in  your 
next  a  plan  of  the  tormation  of  a  solid  square,  which  is,  if  I  understand  yb« 
right,  to  be  adopted  by  the  army,  I  conceive,  from  this  circumstance,  thai 
the  ^Id  forroatioa  has  l»een  objected  to  hf  the  commander  ia  chief.  I  hambly 
conceive  that  the  hollow  square  would  in  general  answer  the  purpose  of  re» 
pelling  cavalry ;  but  if  the  number  of  the  euemy  was  satremtly  oppressive, 
an  hollow 'square,  four  deep,  would  give  a  greatt.-r  Cront,  and  ptove  more  ser- 
Ticeable  than  the  square  laid  down  in  the  sixth  manaeuvre. 

J.  P.  triumphantly  asks  me  where  there  is  such  au  institution  as  Chel*- 
sea  hospital?  Have  I  not  dwelt  upon  the  merits  of  this  institution  in 
my  letter,  and  particularly  mentioned  the  comforts  it  afforded  to  old  age  as 
A  strong  iaceirtive  for  the  comBsoa  classes  to  enlist?  But  J.  F.,  with  his 
«»Md  llbsrality  and  sagacity,  hss,  I  suppose,  found  out  aa  implied  reieo- 
lioii  upon  that  noble  institution,  or  why  so  superfluous  a  question )  I  must, 
however,  set  J.  P.  right,  if  he  ima:gines  we  are  the  only  couuti-y  that  provider 
for  its  old  and  disabled  soldier  The  iuTalids  at  Paris  are  nearly  on  the 
aame  footing,  and,  I  think,  in  some  instances,  have  the  advantage  of  us.  t 
examined  the  bnilding  during  the  late  peace,  and  inquired  minutely  iuto  its 
tegslsftioM,  and  found  that  it  possessed  every  essential  to  conduce  to  the 
comfoi^s  of  its  injiahitants. 

My  letter  has  sweUei  to  an  unusiial  length,  and,  1  foar,  has  trespassed  i^n 
the  patience  of  your  reailers.  Neither  my  habits  nor  disposition  9ft  fitted  for 
literary  controversy.  I  am  willing  to  believe  that  J.  P.,  upOn  reading  the 
shore,  will  dome  the  justice  to  declare,  that  1  am  nut  entitled  to  the  h^iry 
censure  which  be  has  bestowed  npon  me.  There  can  be  no  task  tmirt  oa- 
fMhssnt  than  that  of  explsiniag  my  own  letters,  and  justifying  myself  from 
Hkt  ehnrge  of  offences  which  it  never  entered  my  head  to  commit.       Aois.

Sir,-— As  you  have  appropriated  yoar.  useful  publicatioa  t« 
military  aftiiini,  and  particular  to  young  officers,  I  have  sent  you  a 
letter  I  received  on  entering  the  armyy  which  you  are  at  liberty  t* 
insert  for  the  benefit  of  your  readers. 

▲   FRIEND   TO   YOUNG   OFFICER*. 

Dear  A. — As  you  have  determined  to  make  the  army  your  pro* 
fession,  it  is  my  duty,  as  a  brother,  to  offer  you  advice,  which,  if 
followed,  cannot  fail  to  procure  for  you  the  good  opinion  of  every 
officer  who  has  any  zeal  for  the  service. 

Ist,  On  arriving  at  the  head  quarters  of  a  regiment,  dress  in 
every  respect  according  to  the  uniform  of  the  regiment,  particu- 
larly at  the  army  depot. 

fd,  Tiien  wait  upon  the  commanding  officer  to  report  ^ur 
arrival. 

3dt  It  is  necessary  that  ev«ry  officer  should  make  himself  ac- 
quainted with  the  standing  orders  of  the  regiment^  which  may  be 
bad  from  the  adjutant. 

4th,  Should  it  not  be  customary  in  the  regiment  for  the  officers 
on  their  first  coming  to  it  to  be  drilled  to  the  firelock  exercise, 
you  must  not  on  any  account  neglect  to  request  permission  from 
the  commanding  officer  to  have  a  non-commidsioned  officer  to 
instruct  you  in  the  firelock  exercise,  how  to  use  your  sword  in  tak- 
ing open  order,  and  to  salute;  all  which  you  ought  to  know  before 
you  are  allowed  to  fall  in  with  a  company  on  parade. 

5tli,  Embrace  the  earliest  opportunity  to  accompany  an  officer 
on  duty,  such  as  guard,  orderly  officer,  &c.  that  you  may  not  be 
ignorant  of  those  duties  when  it  is  your  turn  to  perform  them. 

6th,  Pay  particular  attention  to  the  irregularities  you  may  find^ 
and  make  observations  thereon.  ■ 

7th^  It  oflen  happens  that  complaints  are  made  to  the  or4cr]y 
officer  respecting  tlie  menV  messes,  &c«  If  the  officer  does  his 
duty,  he  will  listen  to  the  complainant;  and,  should  the  complaint 
be  just,  he  must  see  justice  done  to  the  aggrieved ;  but  if,  on  the 
contrary,  it  should  prove  groundless,  some  punishment  must  be 
ordered  for  the  complainant,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  accu- 
sation, and  the  tendency  it  might  have  had  to  iiyure  the  parties 
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accused.  Should  ahy  doubt  appear  as  to  the  justness  of  the  com- 
plaioty  tlie  officer  will  take  notice  of  it  in  his  report  to  the  com- 
manding officer,  who  will  act  according  to  the  rules  established  by 
his  majesty  for  the  better  government  of  the  army  in  like  cases. 

8th,  You  must  invariably  be  on  the  private  parade  of  your  com« 
pany  at  least  half  an  hour  previous  to  its  being  marched  to  the  ge* 
neral  or  grand  parade. 

'  9tK  Before  you  make  the  inspection  of  your  company  or  squad 
{for  in  every  wjell  regulated  company  each  officer  has  a  certain  num« 
ber  of  men,  for  whose  regularity  and  cleanliness  he  is  particularly 
ftnswerable  to  the  captain,  who  is  accountable  to  the  commanding 
officer  for  the  good  appearance  of  the  whole),  examine  yourself, 
that  you  may  not  find  fault  with  a  soldier  who  is  cleaner  than 
youVself. 

10th,  In  some  regiments  the  orderly  officer  visits  the  barracks 
immediately  after  the  gun  fires  in  the  morning  to  order  the  beds  to 
be  turned  np,  and  the  rooms  to  be  cleaned  out.  At  ten  o^clock  the 
hospital  is  visited,  to  see  if  the  different  wards  are  clean,  and  every 
thing  regular.  Should  a  complunt  be  made  by  a  patient,  and  of 
suck  a  nature  as  not  to  be  in  your  power  to  order  redress,  take  no- 
tice of  it  in  your  report  to  the  commanding  officer. 

1 1th,  At  twelve  o'clock  visit  the  men's  messes,  inquire  if  they 
have  any  complaint  respecting  their  messes,  &c.  and  which  must 
also  be  t^ted  in  your  report  to  the  commanding  officer. 

12tb,  Immediately  af^er  the  soldiers  have  dined,  go  into  the  dif- 
ferent cooking  houses  to  see  that  every  thing  is  put  in  order  for  the 
fbllowiug  day, 

.  13th,  At  eight  Vclock  collect  the  tatoo  reports,  have  the  roll  of 
-fttch  company  called  in  your  presence,  that  you  may  ascertain  if 
the  soldiers  are  all  present. 

14th,  Before  yon  take  clmrge  from  the  officer  yoti  are  supposed 
to  relieve,  makethe  most'minute  examination,  and  be  sure  that  the 
articles  delivered  over  are  in  the  exact  state  as  specified  in  the 
report  you  receive,  otherwise  you  may  be  called  upon  to  make  good 
things  of  which  you  never  had  the  charge. 

l5th,  It  is  the  indispensable  duty  of  the  officer  of  the  guard, 
immediately  after  the  sentinels  have  been  posted,  to  visit  them 
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frith  the  corporal  who  polled  them,  to  know  what  orden  thej  fe» 
cetved,  and  i*  thej  were  perfectly  underBtood* 

16th,  Theoflker  itiiefertolesvehiigiiaBd,  bottoTitittbcseii* 
tinds»  vbicb  amst  be  done  freqaently  daring^^the  di^  and  nigbt; 
he  miMt  see  every  relief  that  goes4>iU  and  retaras,  by  which  he  wiQ 
be  sure  to  keep  the  guaxd  sober, 

17th,  Thesoldienof  the  guard  are  not  to  leave  llm:  gvaid  ea 
any  pretenoe  whatever;  to  that  they  may  be  at  all  tioMwreiMly  «o 
receive  the  visitiog  officer,  and-act  at  ocfaajon  may  T«qwe« 

lath,  la  marchaag  to  apid  ratnmiiig  from  goaid,  see  thatHht 
men  obaenre  paoper  order;  aqd  befont  th?  guard  is  dammwd  it 
aMist  be  marched  to  the  ground  fromwhcooe  you  weatk  Sboald 
a  senior  oflicer  be  upon  the  parade,  da  not  diamim  tim  fumtd  widi» 
oat  his  permisMOD. 

19th,  T^'beo  not  ou  garrison  or  regimental  dutj^  it  i»  absolutely 
Qpcessarj  that  you  should  visit  once  or  twice  a  day  the  betraek 
fwaott  of  the  company  yvur  are  attached  to.  By  so  doing,  the  soU 
dier*s  comfort  will  be  increased;  cleanliness  being  essential  in  a 
barrack  room. 

:!Oth,  An  officer  cannot  be  too  fkeqnently  with  his  men;  by  this 
he  becomes  acquainted  with  the  soldiers*  cfaamctem,  which  eveiy 
officer  ooght  to  know,  as  it  often  happens  that  he  is  odled  apon 
to  testily  his  knowit  dge  of  their  conduct*  An  officer,  therefore, 
should  lose  no  time  in  acquiring  that  important  part  of  his  duty. 

2Ut,  Au  officer  ought  not  to  remain  satisfied  with  only  haidog 
done  his  duty;  it  should  be  perionned  vith  promptitude  and  ala- 
crity on  all  occasions.  I  am  sorry  to  observe  that  young  officsfS 
are  oiien  prevented  from  doing  their  duty  by  thoee  who  attendaot 
lo  their  own,  and  content  themaelves  by  saying,  **  b  i»  aot.neca^ 
ourv  for  you  to  do  so  and  so,  let  the  serjeant  do  tt,  I  always  do  so^** 
If  an  officer  wishes  to  be  respected  by  his  non-commisnotted  officer 
and  soIqkmts,  he  must  never  allow  a  serjeant  to  perform  the  Ifsst 

port  of  his  duty. 

22d,  It  is  tlie  invariable  rule  of  every  regiment  for  a  yxmng  oft* 
cer  to  sit  freijueutly  as  a  supemumemvy  member  of  regimental 
courts  martial  befbrche  is  allowed  to  become  a  member  of  ^e 
ci)urt  to  give  his  opinion.    You  should  make  yomraelf  a^wdnted 
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with  the  difiereat  articks  of  war.  In  fisct,  they  ought  to  be  coov- 
■utted  to  memory,  as  they  are  the  only  statute  that  an  officer  has 
by  vhkhto  regnkte  ihe  extent  of  punishment  to  a  guilty  prisoner. 

nd.  An  officer  should  obsenre  the  orders  of  his  superior  officers, 
and  execute  them  with  pleasure  to  their  fullest  extent.  By  so  do* 
ing  he  is  certain  to  merit  tlieir  attention  and  approhation.-<-Before 
you  ly&ve  been  six  montits  in  the  service,  you  will  be  convinced,

«atf ,  I  must  put  in  my  caveat  to  iomt  opiniuns  occasionally  Vroacbed  m  tike 
Military  Chronicle,  irhich,  whether  wrongly  taken  4ip,  or  tMe  effect  of  preju- 
dice on  my  part,  I  cannot  but  consider  as  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the . 
amy.  What  I  allnde  to  are,  your  stronf^  expressions  of  approbation  at  the  ad- 
▼aneemaot  of  indiriduals  to  high  commands  who  have  not  rejgrularly  been 

.^mhied  to  the  scrrice.  Though  in  aome  respects  such  promotion  may  hate 
hcea  of  utility  to  the  country,  yet,  can  you  seriously  think  that  the  frequeat 
tepctitioB  of  such  instances  would  not  be  prejudicial,  and  open  the  door  to 
■latiy  abuses  ?  Can  the  claims  of  a  man  who  hai  never  served  be  put  in  com- 
petition  with' those  of  an  officer  who  has  gone  regularly  through  the  diil<nrciit 
gradations  of  rank,  and  the  accumulated  experience  of  a  long  life  devoted  to 
Hieacrvice?  In  justice,  should  such  men  be  superseded  ?  Is  it  not  fair  to  inftr 
that  they  are  better  calcnhited  to  have  the  conduct  of  troops  ?

SiR^ — A  wUb  to  advance  llie  i^eoeral  inlereslB  af  tlie  BfitMb 
army  seeiDHi)i;  to  be  the  leadmg  feature  of  TO«tr  asefbl  fmbUcatioo, 
1  am  indared  throag;h  your  medium  to  suggest  a  scheme  for  die 
iinpruvement  of  British  officars  id  those  braoches  of  knowledge 
ahsolutcly  uecessar>  for  the  proper  discharge  of  t)ie  duties  of  their 
houounible  profession,  which  would  be  attended  with  an  expense 
to  government  too  trifling  to  be  seriously  mentioned. 

Many  of  your  correi»poodents  have  lately  shewn  the  impractica-* 
biiitA-  ^r  the  establisliment  of  ret^iraental  libraries,  not  oely  on  »c- 
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count  of  the  expense,  but  also  of  the  incoDvemeuce  of  attachifig  « 
quantity  of  boolis  to  military  i^ggiige«  The  tcfaeme,  theicfonei 
that  I  propose  is  this  :-*I  would  have  every  reginient  to  be  consi^ 
dered  as  -a  college,  where  every  science  sbould'be  taught  connected 
with  tha  military  art.  For  this  purpot^,  a  profesnor  ought  to  be 
Ippointed,  and  attached  to  the  regiment*  He  shovld  he  a  gen-i^ 
tleman  who  liad  seeu  service,  who  had  received  an  excellent  oduca^ 
taon,  who  had  read  and  studied  all  the  best  militar}'  works,  ami 
who  possessed  an  easy,  unembarrassed,  and  clear  method  of  «x^ 
plaining  to  his  auditors  the  principles  he  wished  to  tifctl1cate« 
There  are  many  gentlemen  on  the  half  pay  liiit,  whosfi  wound^i^ 
broken  constitution,  or  advanced  age,  rendenug  them  incapable' 
of  active  service,  would  gladly  accept  of  such  an  honourable  skaa^ 
tion.  I  4voiild  have  such  a  gentleman  to  enjoy  the  rank  and  paf 
of  a  captain  ;  and  his  lectnres  might  be  gTven  twice  or  thrice  « 
week,  to  which  all  aubaltem  ofRcere  ought  to  be  required  to  attends 
As  his  students  would  seMom  amount  to  above  thirty,  he  would 
have  frequent  opportunities  of  conversing  with  each  to  ascertaia 
the  degree  of  attention  they  had  paid  to  his  instrtactions.  Manj 
hours  also,  which  are  at  present  devoted  to  intrigue  and  dissipa- 
tion, would  be  usefully  and  honourably  employed;  emulatioa 
would  be  excited,  and  those  who  might  yawn  with  wearineiis  ov«r 
a  book  would  be  roused  to  attention  by  the  personal  api^earanoe 
and  vox  vha  of  an  instructor. 

I  shall  only  add,  that  although  regimental  libraries  may  be  iin« 
practicable,  surely  the  establishment  of  barrack  libraries,  purchased 
at  the  expense  of  government,'  cannot  be  liable  to  the  same  objec- 
tions: to  these,  both  professor  and  students  might  have  constant* 
recurrence,  in  the  same  manner  as  at  the  universities.  Should 
these  hints  induce  others  who  may  be  more  conversant  on  the  sub-r 
ject  to  improve  upon  my  plan,  and  thereby  render  any  service  to 
the  British  army,  it  will  abundantly  gratify  the  wishes  of  youc 
constant  reader,  M.  R.

Mmidst9n€j  syth  J»/y.— SIR,— I  hav*  Tery  freqnmtly  contemplated  (ha 
4xAiowin%  aabjcct,  and  the  more  I  reflect  apon  it  the  more  I  am  astoiiislKd 
^hat  some  aiterat^oa  kai  not  been  made  ret  pectin]^  it. 
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The  life  of  the  officer  and  priTate  soldier,  1  tbottld  coneeire  bo  one  will 
deay,  •oght  to  be  niBde  it  comfortable  and  at  easy  as  pataible ;  at  tbe  tane 
time  payi«9  ttrict  atte^tioa  to  the  ffctfcctirc  dolies  wkkb  cacb  bat  to  per- 
form.   But,  alat  f  Mr.  Editor,  how  little  thit  maxim  teemt  to  parade  the 
l^catft  of  many  officers  in  command.     How  extremely  deficieot  are  tBey  in 
^ayinf?  P^yii'S  proper  attention  to  thit  first  of  all  lesson  for  the  conMnandiuf 
officer  to  retain  in  hit  memory !     For  instance,  a  recrvit  joms  a  regiment ; 
be  Is  in  the  first  place  to  tie  drilled  hy  a  teijeant,  and  then  falls  into  the 
raaht.      Now  follows  the   hardship.      How  is  he  to  l>e    taught  the  te« 
ttiainder  of  bis  duty  ?     Why  the  old  soldier  is  brought  forward  •  lo  wate 
through  field  days,  which  he  has  practised  perhaps  for  twenty  years,  to 
tesch  this  raw  recmit  his  dnty.     Now,  sir,  I  am  of  opinioni  that  this  defeel 
might  Tery  easily  be  remedied,  as  drills,  that  are  establiahed  as  a  tranishmeat 
for  sereral  oflfences,  might  easily  be  converted  iuto  a  Tchicle  for  procnriag 
that  knowledge  to  the  yonng  officer  or  soldier,  which  is  now  done  at  the 
expense  of  <he  old  veteran.    I  know  t€  ••  trade  that  rehires  anore  than  an 
sppeeaticesbip  of  seven  years ;  and  sorely  there  Is  not  anch  great  difficttlty 
in  procaring  a  knowledge  of  the  military  profoasion  (I  asean  in  tlic  ranka),  an 
to  preclude  the  potsibility  of  a  asan's  attaining  it  after  a  whole  lifo  spent  in ' 
drilling.' 

1  bate  been  some  years  in  the  array,  and  can  assure  yoOy  that  three  or  fonr ' 
times  a  week  I  hsve  been  what  is  generally  termed  driRed  after  the  parade^ 
for  the  sake  of  teaching  young  officers  and  soldiers ;  and  I  will  freely  con^ 
frst,  that  it  was  with  no  small  degree  of  dSsgnst  I  underwent  these  opera- 
ftkms,— I  mean  privately ;  far  be  it  fram  me  over  to  Aew  any  dislike  to  nay 
commanding  officcr*s  conduct  in  the  presence  of  aay  brother  officers,  mnck 
mure  in  that  of  the  men.  Fortunately  I  have  always  been  under  the  best  of 
men  as  officers ;  and  if  thry  have  drilled  in  this  way,  it  was  evidently  with 
a  mistaken  zeal  for  the  scrrice,  and  not  with  a  wrong  intention  towards 
Individuals. 

It  seems  likewise  to  be  a  great  fault  in  our  service,  that  any  thing  new  if 
anre  to  be  adopted,  witness  the  balance,  or,  as  it  is  called  in  rtdicnle,  the  g^om 
ttep.  Every  officer  and  soldier,  no  matter  what  may  l>e  his  length  of  servieet 
no  matter  how  disabled  by  wounds,  is  brought  forward  to  l>e  the  langhia|^ 
stuck  of  every  country  booby  who  chooses  to  witness  his  ludicrous  potitiooa 
and  attitudes.  1  am  convinced  that  if  men  would  oaly  alloiv  themselves  to 
think,  aud  take  reason  for  their  guide,  they  n^ver  would  expose  themselves 
by  (iroclaiming  such  ridiculous  inveations,  and  would  likewise  be  the  ^lo^• 
inclined  to  have  some  compassion  for  those  immediately  under  them,  and  who 
are  the  tools  of  their  folly.  What  will  you  think,  and  how  astonished  will 
your  readers  be,  when  thry  are  informed,  that  a  veteran  bnttalieo  haa  bectt 

*  This  applies  to  the  officer  as  veil  as  to  the  private  soldier. 
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subjected  to  this  mode  of  drilling.  Can  any  thing  be  so  totally  abhorrent 
to  the  feelings  of  humanity  ?  The  veteran,  worn  down  by  his  past  serrices, 
and  disabled  by  his  honourable  wonnds,  is  to  be  pestered  so  many  hours 
erery  day  with  standing  on  one  leg.  What  a  position  for  a  soldier,  who  at 
the  sane  time  ^can  hardly  support  his  wounded  frame !

THE   SIXTH   REGIMENT   OF    FOOT. 

Sir, — The  following  notes  respecting  the  6th  regiment  of  foot 
are  at  your  service.  I  am  persuaded  that  every  adjutant  would 
give  you  information  so  as  to  render  your  regimental  histories  more 
complete.  The  badge' of  the  corps  is  the  antelopes  I  have  been 
informed  by  the  present  general  Campbell,  that  they  took  a  stand 
of  colours  from  a  Spanish  regiment  (the  royal  African]  in  the  battle 
of  Almanz^,  which  had  the  ^ntelope  for  their  badge ;  since  which 
time  they  have  borne  lU  The  gei^eral  has  been  upwards  of  twenty 
years  in  the  corps,  and  is  therefore  likely  to  know.  Sir  G.  Nugent, 
the  present  colonel,  has  in  vain  made  several  researches  to  discover 
the  true  origin  of  its  acquisition.  If  I  were  allowed  to  make  a  con- 
jecture, it  i^oAild  be,  that  probably  that  badge  was  given,  as  was 
formerly  tlie  practice^  at  the  time  of  its  being  raised  for  the  service 
of  the  United  Provinces,  and  perhaps  the  original  gift  ought  to  be 
looked  for  in  the  archives  at  the  Hague.  This  regiment  was  early 
last  war  in  the  West  Indies,  I  believe  at  St.  Domingo.  The  ske^ 
leton  came  home  about  100  strong.  It  was  present  when  general 
Humbert  overthrew  the  Irish  militia.  After  which,  it  served  in 
Norfh  America.  On  returning  from  thence,  it  was  completed  to 
two  battalions ;  the  first  went  to  Gibraltar,  from  thence  joined  sir 
A.  Wellesley  at  the  action  of  Vimiera,  n^t  marched  to  join  sir 
John  Moore,  and  was  present  at  Corunna.  It  was  afterwards  at 
Walcheren,  and  is  now  recovering  from  that  fatal  expedition.    X.

honoir-able  testimouial^  from  the  public. 

Lord  Wellington  to  lady  Myen: 

^  EUfos^  Mny  20<A,  1811. 

**Madak, — I  cannot  allow  the  dispatches,  which  I  am  now  semi- 
inj?  to  England,  to  ^o  away,  without  writing  a  few  lines  to  condole 
with  your  ladyship  upon  the  severe  loss  of  which  they  convey  the 
intelligence. 

*'  Although  the  mind  of  the  wife  and  mother  of  soldiers  must  be 
in  some  degree  prepjired  to  receive  intelligence  of  this  description, 
it  cannot  be  expected  that  you  should  not  be  severely  afflicted  by 
the  loss  which  you  have  sustained ;  and  I  do  not  address  your  lady- 
ship with  the  hope,  that  any  thing  I  can  write  will  have  the  imme- 
diate effect  of  alleviating  your  sorrow. 

**  It  must,  however,  be  some  consolation  to  you  hereafter  to 
know,  that  your  son  fell  in  an  action,  in  which,  if  possible,  the 
British  troops  surpassed  all  tlseir  former  deeds,  and  at  the  head  of 
the  iiisileer  brigade,  to  which  a  great  part  of  the  final  success  of 
the  clay  was  to  be  attributed. 

'*  As  an  officer  he  had  already  been  highly  distinguished,  and, 
if  Providence  had  prolonged  his  life,  he  promised  to  become  one  of 
the  brightest  ornaments  to  his  profession,  and  to  increase  the  mili- 
tary reputation  of  bis  family,  and  to  be  an*  honour  to  his  countr}*. 

**  1  could  not  deny  myself  the  melancholy  satisfaction  of  com- 
municating to  you  my  sense  of  your  late  son's  merits,  in  hopes 
that  at  some  future  period  the  occasion  and  mode  of  his  death,  as 
well  as  this  evidence  of  my  favourable  opinion  of  him,  under  whose 
command  he  had  served  for  some  time,  may  alleviateyour  affliction.

HISTORY  OF  THE  BRITISH  ARMY. 

THE  SEVENTH  REGIMENT  OF  FOOT,  OR  ROYAL  FUSILEERS. 

This  regiment  was  raised,  with  nine  others  of  infantry,  and  eight  of  cavalry, 
under  James  II.,  in  the  year  i685,  three  years  before  tbe  abdication  of  that 
unfortunate  monarch.  Levies,  so  considerable  for  that  period,  might  well 
have  flattered  such  a  princess  weakness,  that  they  would  be  able  to  support 
bis  falling  throne.  There  is  no  question  but  as  much  reliance  was  placed  on 
this  as  on  any  ut*  the  new  corps,  as  was,  indeed,  manifested  by  the  privileges  an- 
nexed to  it.  Furthermore,  the  command  of  It  was  conferred  on  general 
lord  Dartmouth^  whose  professions  to  James  bad  been  marked  for  their  zeal 
%nd  loyalty. 
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As  A  fiisileer  regiment,  the  men  wear  caps,  similar  to  those  of  i^renadiers^ 
thon^h  somewhat  shorter  (lik^the  Scotch  Insileers  raised  in  1678,  and  whicli 
th^y  imitated),  in  all  other  respects  they  are  dressed  and  appointed  ai  the 
f>rivatet  of  other  battalions.  Three  years  after  this,  another  regiment  waa 
raised,  under  the  denomination  of  royal  Welch  fnsileefs,  and  this  partiality 
for  cap  regiments  is  said  to  hare  been  raised  by  the  celebrity  of  the  Bri- 
tish grenadiers,  who  had  infused  a  terror  into  their  euemletf,  and  were  easily 
distinguished  by  their  caps. 

The  officers  in  these  regiments  never  carried  spontootM,  as  those  of  otherf 
were  accustomed  to  do,  till  the  late  change,  but  had  fusees  like  officers  of 
the  flank  companies  throughout  the  army.  The  second-lieutenants  of  fmi- 
leers  (for  there  are  no  ensigns  in  any  of  the  fnsileer  regiments,  nor  second- 
lieutenants  in  this)  have  the  advantage  of  being  qualified  to  purchase  oom^ 
panics  in  the  line,  for  which  reason  the  first  commission  of  second-lieu teaant 
in  the  other  two  fusilecr  regiments,  though  the  pay  is  the  same  as  the  enaigft 
only,  was,  in  the  regulation  issued  by  the  war-office  in  1773,  rated  fif)ly 
pounds  higher  than  that  of  an  ensign ;  for  instance,  the  second-lieutenancy 
was  450I.  while  an  ensigncy  was  only  400I.,  making,  abo,  the  difierence  of 
lOOl.  between  that  and  the  first-lieutenancy  in  purchase.  Therefore,  in  this 
regiment,  the  first  commission,  with  pay  jas  lieutenant  in  other  corps,  wm 
rated  at  550l.,  while,  in  the  two  other  fusileer  regiments,  their  first  commia- 
aion  of  second-lieutenant^  with  the  same  pay  only  aa  ensigns  throughoot  the 
line,  was  450l. 

In  this  place,  and  vpon  this  occasion,  it  may  not  be  thought  altofethet 
irrelative  to  the  subject  in  hand  to  give  an  instance  of  the  attention  paid  te 
this  trifling  deviation  from  the  ordinary  expense  of  a  vegiment^  by  those 
who  made  ont  the  army  estimates  half  a  century  ago ;  an  accuracy  wbidi 
cannot  be  too  much  imitated  by  the  accomptants  of  a  great  nation,  in  the 
expenditure  of  vast  wama  for  the  oialntenance  of  numerous  amies  and 
fleets. 

tn  the  return  of  the  charge  of  his  majesty^s  jgnards,  garrisons,  and  other 
land  forces,  for  the  year  1755,  as  DMdeout  by  the  army  accomptant-genera\ 
the  extra  sum  of  l64l.'5B.  per  annnm  against  this  regiment,  then  commanded 
by  lord  Robert  Bertie,  is  explained  by  the  following  item  :  "This  regiment, 
being  fnsileers,  has  twenty  lieutenauts,  instead  of  eleven  lieutenants  and  nine 
tnsig^,  which  makes  an  additional  charge  of  9s.  per  diem,  amonatiag  to 
164I.  58.  per  annum.** 

It  IS  difficult  to  trace  the  history  of  any  corps  back  to  its  origin.  It  was 
not  until  the  reign  of  queen  Anne  that  the  army  #as  put  upon  so  regular  ■ 
footing  as  might  be  desired.  Frequently,  till  that  period,  dnifts  from  dil^ 
inrent  battalions  were  sent  upon  the  same  service,  under  one  commander, 
which  made  a  great  confusion  in  their  historical  as  well  as  financial  concerns. 
But,  even  long  after  the  period  we  are  speaking  of,  it  wae  the  caaUMa  to  call 
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KgimenU  by  the  names  of  their  respect'iTe  coloncli,  and  tometimet  by  their 
lientcnant-coloneli  (if  their  colonels  did  not  accompany  them  on  lerTiee) ; 
and  at  these  distinctions  frequently  remained  after  the  commandinj^  officer 
succeeded  to  other  corps,  it  requires  considerable  caution  to  avoid  blending 
the  characters  and  erents  of  two  regiments  under  one  history. 

Since  the  numbering  of  the  regiments,  and  the  distinguishing  them  in  that 
way,  the  task  is  easier  to  the  historian,  but  the  frequent  recurrence  of  the 
general  appellation  of  fusileers,  without  particularising  whether  Englisb, 
Scotch,  or  Wekh,  are  intended  to  be  designated,  compels  the  rejection  of  all 
those  particulars  which  are  necessarily  iuTolved  in  dubiousness.  The  ad- 
orers of  the  fusileers  in  general  must  console  their  ungratified  curiosity  on 
ly  points,  by  the  assurance,  that  as  they  were  raised  to  distinguish  them 
ID  the  eyes  of  their  enemies,  so  have  they  always,  whether  English,  Scotch, 
or  Welch,  meted  on  service  so  as  to  exalt  them  in  the  estimation  of  their 
frieads,  and  in  a  m.anner  to  make  it  always  desirable  in  the  conductor  of  an 
expedition  to  have  one  of  those  corps  among  his  forces,  and  which  he  has 
generally  placed  on  the  side  of  the  grenadiers,  or,  at  leaat,  haa  replaced  with 
them  the  lots  of  grenadiers. 

A  few  months  after  the  declaration  of  war  against  France  and  Spain,  by 
<|neen  Anne,  the  earl  of  Marlborough,  by  his  successes  at  the  head  of  the 
coofedcratcs  in  the  low  countries,  made  the  nation  amends,  in  a  great  mea- 
sure, for  the  miscarriage  of  the  expedition  to  Cadii.  His  excellency  not 
being  able  to  bring  the  French  to  an  engagement  upon  equal  terms,  and  the 
deputies  of  the  states-general,  who  followed  the  army,  representing  to  him 
that  it  would  be  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  confederacy  in  general,  ajs 
well  as  to  the  particular  interest  of  their  high  mightinesses,  to  dispossess 
the  enemy  of  the  places  they  held  in  the  Spanish  Guelderland,  whereby  they 
inteiTupted  the  free  navigatiou  of  the  Maese,  and,  as  it  were,  blocked  up  the 
important  town  of  Maastricht,  he  resplved  to  undertake  the  siege  of  Vcoloo. 
On  the  S2d  of  August,  170e,  the  town  of  Venloo  was  invested  by  colonel 
Opdam,  with  a  detachment  of  English  and  Dutch,  on  the  one  side  of  the 
Mease,  and  by  the  margrave  of  Brand^burgh,  brother  to  the  king  of 
Prussia,  with  his  Prussian  majesty ^s  forces,  on  the  other. 

On  the  7th  of  September  the  trenches  were  opened  on  both  sides  the  Maese 
with  very  little  loss ;  the  engineers  having  u^vd  such  judgment  and  expeditioa 
in  throwing  up  covering. works,  that  the  enemy  scarcely  observed  what  thty 
were  about  till  the  business  was  effected.  The  besiegers  were  reinforced  oft 
thesth  bya  body  of  Munsterians)  bnt  this  encouragement  was  not  neces- 
sary to  ani^iate  the  troops  before  the  town.  A  memorable  action  was  per- 
formed during  this  siege,  of  which  honour  the  English  fusiUers,  under  their 
lieutenant-coluuel,  largely  shared  in.  On  the  I8th  of  the  month,  lord  Cutts, 
then  colonel  of  the  Coldstream,  was  ordered  to  attack  fort  St.  Michael,  be« 
tweea  the  bastion  that  is  next  the  pUin,  and  the  ravelin  that  lies  on  the 
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north  side  of  it.  He  had  oDder  hif  command  hri^adier- general  Hamilton, 
with  the  royal  refpment  of  Ireland,  general  Huketein*s  refrimeiit,  179  grew 
nadien,  and  two  companies  of  English  fnsilcers,  with  the  lieutenant-colonel 
of  the  latter,  at  the  head  of  the  united  caps.  Colonel  Blood  was  the  com- 
manding engineer  on  this  occasion,  and  he  had  300  workmen  particularly  at 
his  disposal.  His  lordship's  directions  were  to  make  a  lod^ient  from  the 
point  of  the  raTcliu  to  the  bastion,  with  liberty  to  proceed  fnrtber  if  practi- 
cable; and,  at  the  same  time,  the  prince  of  Anholt,  with  an  equal  number  of 
troops,  was  to  make  an  attack  between  the  ravelin  and  the  bastion,  on  th« 
north  tide,  with  the  like  discretionary  orders  to  the  leading  oflScer,  either  to 
lodge  himself  or  to  advance,  as  he  should  see  occasion.  The  signal  for  both 
attacks,  which  was  to  be  the  blowing  up  of  a  barrel  of  gun  powder,  and  the 
discharge  of  all  the  batteries  of  the  besiegers,  both  cannon  and  mortars,  was 
accordingly  made  a  little  before  six  oVlock  in  the  evening.  * 

Lord  Cutts  had  given  orders  to  the  officers  who  led  the  fnsileera  and  grn- 
■adiers,  iSrst,  to  clear  the  covered  way  of  die  enemy,  and,  after  that  was  done, 
'  if  practicable,  to  attack  the  ravelin,  sword  in  hand,  assuring  such  officcn,  in 
the  hearing  of  their  men,  that,  as  Foon  as  he  saw  fifty  men  upon  the  top  of 
the  ravelin,  he  would  sacrifice  himself  and  his  troops  rather  than  not  sustain 
them ;  at  the  same  time  his  lordship  heightened  their  courage  and  alacrity 
by  promising,  in  her  majesty^s  name,  rewards  to  all  such  as  should  signalise 
themselves.  H  is  lordship^s  orders  were  executed  with  inexpressible  prompti- 
tude and  cheerfulness,  and  as  soon  as  the  fnsileers  and  grenadiers,  whom  hia 
lordship,  with  the  greatest  intrepidity  and  presence  of  mind  sustained  with 
fresh  numbers,  had  cleared  the  connterscarp  with  their  fire,  and  avoided  a 
mine  which  was  nnfluccessfully  sprung  by  the  eneiny,  they  boldly  attacked 
the  ravelin,  swurd  in  hand,  encouraging  and  assisting  one  another,  upon  the 
assurance  of  being  seconded ;  this  the  lord  Cutts  perceiving,  immediately 
marched  with  all  his  forces,  engaged  the  enemy,  and  became  master  of  the 
ravelin.  The  French  then  fired  briskly  upon  the  English,  from  the  rampart 
of  the  fort,  upon  which  lord  Cutts  ordered  grenadoes  to  be  thrown  in,  and 
the  troops  to  attack  the  fort  sword  in  hand,  if  it  were  possible  to  find  a  pa8« 
sage;  which  was  done,  by  chai^ng,  and  folloM  \^ig  the  enemy  so  rlose  as  not 
to  allow  them  tinte  to  break  the  bridge,  notwithstanding  it  was  hotly  dis- 
puted by  fire-arms  and  pikes,  and  especially  by  the  enemy ''s  g^nadiers,  from 
the  flank  of  one  of  their  bastions ;  but  the  bravery  of  the  English  troops, 
by  the  example  of  their  officers,  and  some  vofuntecrs  of  distinction,  amonf 
whom  wei-e  the  earl  of  Huntingdon,  lord  Lom,  pfinre  d*Anvergne,sir  Richard 
Temple,  colonel  Webb,  and  Mr.  Dalrymple,  prevailed ;  some  of  them  at- 
tacked the  bridge,  and  some  clambered  up  the  ramparts,  and,  after  having 
thrown  in  their  grenadoes,  forced  their  way  into  the  fiart ;  but  the  enemy 
still  continued  tu  defend  themselves,  until  the  English  poured  in  so  fast 
upon  them,  that  they  were  no  loager  able  to  resist.    As  soon  as  lord  Cnttt 
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p^ceived  thUi  he  cbecked  the  fury  pf  the  Bvildiers,  and  pat  m  stop  to  the 
•lauf  hter.  The  EoKliab  took  about  two  hundred  prisoners^  whereof  thirty 
were  officers,  with  a  brigadier-geDeral  and  the  go?eroor  \  the  rest,  to  thf 
■umber  of  lix  hundired,  Were  either  killed  or  drowned  in  endeavoiiriug  to 
escape,  with  |^e  exception  of  twelve,  who  passed  the  Maese  in  small  craft. 

In  1747,  the  rejoment  was  jo  garrison  at  Gibralt^,  under  its  colonel,  lieu- 
tenant-general Hargrave.  wi^i  ^obb  Aldcrcom^  for  its  lieuienaat-colonel,  and 
Marcus  3niith,  its  major.  During  m great  part  of  the  seven  years*  war  it  was 
ia  Ireland,  and  opposed  the  forces  landed  by  Thnrot  ip  that  country. 

In  the  American  war,  it  was,  one  of  the  twq  regiments  (the  twenty-sixth 
being  the  r»ther)  which  constituted  the  whole  force  in  Canada.  Soo«  after  the 
reduction  of  Crown  Point  and  Ticonderago,  by  Ethan  Allan  the  America% 
these  tvo  regiments  were  ordered  to  St.  JoWs,  afort  twelve  Diiles-  from  Moii- 
^eal,  a  place  strengthened  by  two  redoubts,  that  were  ordered  tq  be  oon- 
atructfed  ou  t)irir  arrival.  Upon  the  indisposition  of  general  Scbnylery  the 
Anericmn  general,  Montgomery,  took  the  comniand  of  the  forpeia  this  quar- 
ter, and  immediately  laid  siege  to  St.  John^s.  Calonel  Maclean^  aa  cxpc* 
rieoocd  officer,  was  ordered  from  i^uebec  to  hasten  to  that  part  where  the 
river  Sorrel  discharges  itself  int9  the  gulph  of  St  Lawrence,  and  there  wait 
io  be  joined  by  geaeral  Carleton,  who  intended  fo  cross  the  river  at  Mon- 
treal, and  march  to  the  relief  of  St.  John^s.  The  general  chose  aa  aafortur 
aate  place  to  land  at,  in  which  his  boats  could  not  be  brought  nearer  thaa 
within  pistol  shot  of  the  shore,  where  the  enemy  had  planted  two  pieces  of 
emanon,  and  annpyed  the  British  troops  severely ;  many  of  them  were  kil|e49 
.and  the  remjiiDder  tal^eo  prisoners.  ^  In  the  mean  tinie  Montgomery  had 
taken  fort  Chamblee^  five  miles  above  St.  John^s,  and  commanded  l>y  (be 
nuyur  of  this  regiment  (Stupford),  at  the  head  of  about  160  of  his  regimeal^ 
and  a  few  artillery.  St.  John^s,  though  ably  defended  by  the  fusileers  and 
the  other  troops,  fell,  from  want  of  provisions  and  ammunition,  into  the 
bands  of  the  enemy,  on  the  13th  of  November  j  and,  which  was  still  more  ha* 
miliating,  was  compelled  to  surrender  unconditionally.  The  flank  compur 
■ies  of  this  veteran  regiment,  having  been  in  a  more  propitious  station,  haif 
the  honour,  along  with  those  of  the  twenty-sixth,  and  a  company  of  Anspach 
grenadiers,  to  lead  the  attack  upon  one  of  the  points  of  fort  Clinton,  which 
they  carried.  In  no  instance,  during  the  whole  American  war,  was  bmntc 
invincible  courage  displayed  than  by  this  handful  of  men.  The  fort  was 
built  upon  a  roiHc,  and  the  only  approach  to  it  was  between  a  lake  and  a  pre- 
cipice.  The  battalion,  however  weakened,  and  captured,  as  before  related, 
was  never  after  daring  the  war  qualified  to  make  any  figure  \  for  upon  its 
akchans:e  it  came  home  to  recruit.

1.  It  is  the  first  re<|uisit^  in  this  department,  that  all  the  established  formi^ 
the  returns  required,  &c.  should  be  as  pi^cise,  simple,  and  brief,  as  poisible^ 
in  a  word,  as  much  as  possible  reduced  to  printed  tables,  which  the  clerkf 
hftve  only  to  fill  up.  Without  attention  to  this  point,  there  will  be  nothing 
bnt  Contusion  and  obscurity. 

fi.  The  objects  which  peculiarly  belong  to  the  bureau  general  are  the  five 
following.  I.  Whatever  respects  the  organisation  of  the  army,  its  mov^- 
pients,  and  positions.  S.  The  general  orders.  3.  The  drawing  up  of  the  dis« 
patches  and  the  journal  of  the  army.  4.  The  correaponden^j^of  the  general 
#ith  the  officers  under  him,  and  with  the  minister  of  war.  5.  The  determi- 
nations, perm isft ions,  and  general  and  particular  orders  from  the  general  to 
the  generals  of  division,  of  corps,  &c. 

3.  The  bureau  general  should  always  be  provided  (so  as  to  have  at  band 
for  immediate  reference)  with  the  six  following  tables,  accounts,  or  returns.

An  account  of  the  state 
uftbc  army  in  detail,--^ts  corps,  its  dirislous,  its  delachmentSy  their  imib- 
bers,  by  whom  commanded,  &c.  &c.  A  yart  of  this  may  be  printed,  and  the 
blank  columns  varied  as  necessary.  3.  A  plan  of  tbe  opdrr  of  battle.  4.  A 
table  of  the   principal  detachments,— their   positions,  effective  force,  kc, 

5.  A  list  of  the  quarters  of  the  generals  and  principal  officers,  so  as  to  be 
enabled  to  remit  messages,  oj-ders,  Lie,  to  them  with  tbe  least  possible  delay. 

6.  A  list  of  the  names  of  those  to  whom  the  parole,  tbe  order  of  tbe  day, 
orders  of  mai'ch,  &c.  arc  to  be  regnlarly  sent.  7.  A  list  of  tbe  difierent  ao 
counts,  sttatcs,  and  rctnrus,  which  are  required  to  be  made  out  and  aeat^ 
whether  to  the  government  at  home,  or  for  the  use  of  the  general  in  chief. 

4.  As  the  main  business  of  the  bnrcau  is  to  make  np  these  official  states, 
accounts,  returns,  &-.c.  so  the  main  csre  should  be,  that  they  should  be  clear, 
precise, and  uuifurm,  and  the  soul  of  this  precision  and  uniformity  is  in  this, 
that  they  should  all  conform  to  certain  printed  models,  which  are  delivered  to 
the  military  secretary  at  the  commencement  of  every  cavkpaign  for  the  use  ol 
the  office. 

5.  Such  of  the  officers  of  the  staff  as  are  not  appointed  to  any  distinct  dnty 
abould  give  their  daily  attendance  at  the  bureau  general,  to  tbe  end  that,  by 
assisthig  the  clerks,  &c.  they  may  learn  the  duties  and  detaiU  which  they  may 
bcrcaftcr  have  to  execute  themselves.  These  duties  and  detajlls  are  for  the 
moHt  part  uniform  and  in  routinoi  and  therefore  may  ,be  learned  in  a  very 
sboi't  time  with  a  little  attention. 

6.  These  routine  duties  of  tlie  office  are  chiefly  divided  into  four  braochei. 
1.  What  respects  the  receipt,  the  making  out,  and  delivering  out  tbe  parole. 
).  What  respects  the  receipt,  making  out,  and  delivering  out,  the  order  of  the 
day.  3.  What  respects  the  movements  and  orders  of  march.  4.  The  miscel* 
laneous  service.  It  is  convenient  to  have  a  different  clerk,  or  different  sets 
of  clerks,  to  each  of  these  four  departments.  These  clerks  are  all  officers  of 
tbe  staff  or  preparing  for  it. 

7.  The  parole  is  the  word  or  sign  by  which,  during  the  night,  the  troops  of 
the  army  recognise  themselves  to  belong  to  each  other.  Tbe  parole  is  changed 
daily,  and  is  known  only  to  the  generals,  and  to  the  officers  and  sub-offieerf 
actually  commanding  the  guoids  and  patroles.  The  parole  is  usually  one  end 
never  more  than  two  wordu, — the  name  of  a  man,  or  place,  or  both  joined  to- 
gether,—Marengo,  les  fiUes  de  Paris,  &c.  The  general  in  chief  delivers  it  t9 
the  bureau,  who  issue  it  to  all  the  officers  of  the  appointed  guards. 

3.  The  order  qftke  day  contains  tbe  orders,  instructions,  and  dispositions^ 
which  the  general  in  chief  from  day  to  day  receives  to  be  observed  by  the 
whole  or  part  of  the  army.  The  general  in  chief  sends  it  to  the  bureau  about 
noon  every  day,  and  they  immediately  make  out  copies,  and  dispatcb  them  to 
the  several  brigadiers  of  the  army.    The  bureau  adds  at  tbe  bottom  of  these 
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«rden  the  names  of  the  geoerai  officers  ou  service  for  that  and  the  foUowing 
id*y,— the  names  of  the  officers  who  are  to  command  the  round  and  the  pic- 
^uetV} — ^he  names  of  the  ^osts  which  they  are  to  visit, — the  time  and  pl^ce  at 
which  fhey  are  to  muster  and  march, — and,  finally,  any  accounts,  reports,  or 
reliirns,  which  the  general  or  the  bureau  jpay  require,  designating  by  name 
Ihoae  who  art  to  make  them  out  and  to  send  them  to  the  bureau.  These 
copies  of  the  order  of  the  day  are  sent  to  the  brigadiers  by  orderlies  in  at- 
tendance upoQ  the  bureau,  the  bureau  marking  at  the  bottom  of  the  ord^r 
the  exact  time  at  which  it  is  sent  oft'^  the  brigadier  upon  receiving  it  gives  a 
check,  in  which  he  marks  the  time  he  rt^ccived  it.  The  orderly  gives  this  into 
the  oi&ce.  The  form  of  this  check  is  simply, — Reed.  3  o'clock,  O.  D.  and  the 
mnat  of  the  brigadier  in  pencil  or  ink. 

9.  The  bureau  general  regulates  the  order  of  march,  and  all  movements  of 
ihc  army  from  one  position  to  another.  It-draws  up  the  order  in  the  form  of 
a  table,  expressing  the  routes,  the  time  of  marching  aud  halting,  the  placea, 
$)^  distance  to  be  marched  each  day,  &c.  One  of  these  orders,  which  are 
.^^led  up  according  to  a  printed  mode],  is  given  to  the  commanders  of  each  of 
the  columns  in  which  the  army  marches^  aud  is  the  marchiwg  direction  fo|r 
$hai  column.  When  the  army  moves  in  advance,  the  equipages,  &c.  ^llow 
fhit  columns  ^  when  the  army  retreats,  they  precede  it  5  and  in  flank  maixhes 
they  are  formed  into  a  oolymn  by  themselves  on  the  side  roost  remote  fro^i 
the  epemy.  If  the  country  t>e  broken,  the  columns  are  headed  by  infantry  ^ 
If  a  plain,  the  army  marches  as  it  encamps,  1.  e.  the  infantry  column  in  the 
centfe,  and  the  cavalry  on  the  wings.  The  bureau  takes  care  to  send  some  of 
jthe  military  surveyors  to  examine  the  roads,  &c.  of  all  these  possible  routcf, 
MBd  to  draw  up  reports  of  their  condition,  and  of  the  repairs  which  they  re- 
1f/nx€,  and  the  best  manner  of  making  them.  These  reports  are  filed  in  tlia 
office  against  the  time  they  are  wanted. 

10.  Tl|^  order  of  the  march  should  contain  the  following  ninf  particulars. 
1.  The  date  of  the  day  and  the  parole.  2.  The  names  of  the  general  officers 
fif  the  day,  and  of  the  commanders  of  the  picquets.  3.  The  designation  of 
tbohoor  of  commencing  the  march  on  the  morning,  and  that  of  halting  fior 
the  night.  4.  The  detail  of  whatever  is  to  be  done  with  respect  to  the  artil- 
lery and  the  equipages  previous  to  the  commencing  the  march,  t.  e.  where 
they  are  to  be  placed,  whether  in  front,  rear,  in  the  centre,  or  on  tlie  flank  ; 
the  manner  of  flanking  them,  &c.  5.  The  time  and  place  of  the  myster  oi 
the  new  guards,  under  the  orders  of  the  general  officers  of  the  day,  to  be 
conducted  by  a  staff  officer  to  their  respective  quarters  in  the  new  camp.  6. 
The  time  at  which  the  old  guards  are  to  quit  their  posts.  7.  The  specifica- 
tion of  the  number  and  Ittncf  of  the  columns  in  which  the  army  is  to  march,— 
of  the  generals  appointed  to  commaiiid  them, — o(  the  officers  of  the  staff  ap- 
pointed to  conduct  them,— -of  the  names  of  the  regiment  ,  whether  iufisntri', 
cavalry,  or  artillery,  provision  train,  aud  moveable  hospitals,  which  are  to 
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€oin|M)Bceach  colamp, — and,  finally,  the  precise  rout€  of  each  colamn,  witii 
a  detailed  ex|iIaiiation  of  the  places  tbrougii  which  they  are  to  pasa,  and 
wl^ether  they  are  to  more  to  the  right,  to  the  left,  or  through  any  wood,  TmU 
ley,  &c.  8.  If  any  detach  meat  is  to  take  a  separate  and  distinct  route,  it  ia 
to  be  noted  in  the  order  of  march  p  snch  as  colonel  a  will*  proceed  with  aach  a 
part  of  the  ammunition,  equipages,  or  carriages,  to  the  towns  6,  c,  d^  and  will 
there  wait  further  orders,  &c.  9.  The  orders  of  Mnrat  concludea  with  the 
mention  uf  the  manner  in  which  the  old  camp  is  to  be  dismaatled  or  cleared. 
The  French  staff  is  supplied  with  printed  forms  of  this  order  of  march,  with 
|»lank  spaces  for  the  particulars,  to  be  filled  according  to  the  oceaaioo.  It 
sometimes,  though  very  Seldom,  happens,  that  these  forms  do  not  answer  all 
the  varieties  of  the  campaign  \  in  this  case  the  bareau  draws  np  a  new  fbras 
suited  to  the  occasion,  but  in  which  they  keep  as  nearly  to  the  printed  no* 
dels  as  is  possible,  adding  only  what  the  new  nnforesecn  circnmstanees  may' 
require. 

11.  The  miscellaneous  serrice  of  the  bureaa  comprehends  whaterer  tha 
general  may  deem  necessary  to  the  daily  management  and  domestic  economy 
of  theSirray.  The  bureau  keeps  a  constant  attention  upon  the  commissariat ; 
it  informs  the  commissioners  of  all  general  and  particular  movements ;  of  the 
departure  and  expected  arrival  of  detachments,  &c.,  to  as  to  enahle  tb^ 
mmmissariat  to  make  the  necessary  provision  for  their  subsistence. 

13.  The  bureau  likewise  keeps  its  attention  upon  the  convoys  ^  mainm 
tains  a  correspondence  with  the  officers  who  are  bringing  them  up;  and 
takes  every  becesnary  means  to  cover  and  ensure  their  passage,  appointing 
escorts,  and  sending  them  to  points  where  they  may  act  to  advantage.  The 
officers  leading  ronroys  are  commanded  in  their  instructions  to  send  notice 
to  the  fituR' <»f  their  departure,  their  route,  and  the  time  of  their  expected 
arrival  in  all  the  towns  tliroughout  their  road.  This  notice  is  the  grand 
work  upon  which  the  bureau  acts  with  respect  to  the  expediency  of  sending 
them  escorts,  o:c. 

13.  The  bureau  regulates  the  detail  of  position  (emplacement)  of  all  the 
magasiues  and  hospitals,  after  they  have  been  once  moved  3  it  corresponds 
with  them,  and  procures  them  whatever  they  require. 

DEPARTMENT   OF   THE    POLICE. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  enter  into  any  detail  upon  this  head.  Every  genera] 
issues  n  form  of  his  own,  according  to  which  the  police  is  administered. 
The  French  army  leaves  this  to  the  discretion  of  the  commander  in  chief. 

DEPARTMENT   OT   CAVALRY  AND    INFANTRY, 

The  duties  of  the  major-generals  of  cavalry  and  infantry  have  been  befiirc 
treated  of.  The  duties  of  these  officers  constitute  the  service  of  this  depart* 
Ipent  'y  90  that  there  is  nothing  to  be  added  00  them. 
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Chap   V. — Ltprir'.n,c^.t  r/ F^mgfj^  ^T«%  a^d  rfry. 

].  Fdra^cs  are  of  ti<  (k  kinds,  srrecn  and  dry.  Girrn  ar«  fra»t,  unripc  €«ni^ 
Jec.  Dry  fora^  is  oats,  wheat,  barley,  straw,  hay,  <wc.  The  optm 
ftehb  are  forasfed  before  harvest :  tounsand  ritiafM  after.  The  oht}ecf  «f 
the  forage  departaeot  i«  to  reconnoitre  and  to  distribote  to  the  troopt  tW 
circiiit  of  country  to  be  foraged.  To  this  ead  the  buremii  etnployt  a  miii. 
tary  tnrreyor  to  tike  a  plan  of  the  coantry  which  it  intends  to  Ibrtge^ 
•ad  then,  selecting  some  brigades  to  compose  the  fora|^  P<*r^y>  ^^  ^^ 
tribntes  the  roads  and  i^onnd  to  the  several  commanders,  accordinf^  to  th% 
plan  of  the  svrreyor,  ^ving  a  copy  of  it  to  each  commander,  in  whicb  hit 
own  road  is  marked.  If  the  country  to  be  fora^d  is  small,  one  pUn  mty 
•uiBce;  in  which  case  the  commanders  are  assembledi  and  their  rttpectlvt 
movements  explained  to  them  on  the  plan, 

8.  The  district  to  be  foraged  should  not  be  too  extenslTei  lest  it  should  em- 
danger  the  troops,  and  the  ransack  (for  such  every  forage  it)  should  be  Hi* 
complete.  It  is  better  to  forage  a  small  portion  well,  and,  retnrnlnf  aaothft 
time,  repeat  the  forage. 

3.  The  officers  of  the  staff  should  enable  themseWct  to  Judge  by  the  9J% 
(coup  (PfviiJ  what  number  of  trusses  any  extent  of  grass  land  most  prodvcc. 
They  will  easily  gain  this  habit  by  observing  the  space  which  If  cl4«rc4 
when  one,  two,  or  three,  trusses  have  been  cut.  They  will  soon  be  able  to  jttdft 
the  produce  of  standing  corn,  ripe  but  nucnt.  In  the  same  manner.  Th* 
general  weight  of  a  truss  should  be  950lbs.  The  forager  should  bind  tllfiB 
closely  and  strongly.  You  may  learn  the  contents  of  a  hemp  of  dry  €Ortt  la 
the  same  easy  manuer.  Shoot  two  or  three  bushel  and  Me  what  mtfaltliiB 
U  occupies.     Too  will  then  Judge  of  larg^  heaps. 

4.  It  is  advisable  in  practice  always  to  precede  every  foraging  party  hf  * 
reconnoisance,  in  which  you  (some  of  the  staff)  sunrcy  the  country  witli 
your  eye,  and  pot  down  in  your  tablets  or  pocket  hooka  the  quantity  of 
forage  which  the  district  will  produce.  For  example,— you  pass  a  field  Hi 
ftanding  grass  ;  you  must  meditate  thus :  how  many  acres  are  there  in  this 
teld?  your  eye,  perhaps,  determines  13,  20,  50,  &c. ;  then  proceed  in  yMr 
calculation  :  an  acre  of  standing  grass  wUI  produce  70  trusses ;  m  this  fickl| 
therefore,  there  are  tivelve  times  seventy  trusses,  Slc.  ^  then  pnt  down  this  la 
jonr  tablet,  and  proceed  t|ie  same  way  to  another  field,  till  yon  flikl  •• 
moch  forage  as  you  may  think  you  want ',  generally  a  truss  per  hortf.  Yoa 
thus  learn  how  to  regulate  your  foraging  parties. 

5.  A  foraging  party  should  be  covered  by  one  or  two  troops  of  lufaolry  or 
cavalry  in  its  rear.  The  principal  art  of  foraging  is  to  execute  the  butloew 
with  order  and  method.  The  commander  of  the  covering  troops  should  tako 
•ueh  a  station  as  to  have  then|  all  under  his  eye.  He  should  consider  tho 
Ibragers  as  his  scouts  or  outposts,  and  should  take  snch  a  position  ••  to  Cill 
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tlwBi  in  on  the  first  appeaaance  of  any  peril.  Upon  reachiai^  the  <mitre  of 
tke  district  to  be  foraged,  be  should  draw  tbem  all  up,  and  then  dismiss  tbcs 
to  tbeir  sereral  appointed  fields ;  he  shoald  particularly  explain  to  the  cov- 
fpnnders  of  them ,  the  roads,  bye  roads,  itc.  by  which  they  may  join  tbeir 
■mio  body.     Every  thing  in  a  forapnj;  P*rty  depends  nppn  the  leader. 

6.  Dry  fornixes  are  to  tX^^nductcd  on  the  principles  of  domiciliary  Tistta. 
Tbe  ▼illa^rs  most  not  know  when  yon  are  abont  to  ri^it  their  g^nariea. 
^fter  )'oa  hare  visited  them,  and,  as  it  were,  takeo  stock,  you  must  make 

4lwai  comprehend  that  what  yon  hare  noted  down  is  to  be  considered  as  mf^ 
|in»priatcd  to  the  use  of  the  army,  and  therefore  that  they  will  subject  thei»» 
tdrcs  to  martial  law  if  they  destroy  or  waste  any  of  it*. 

7.  In  making  this  rcconnoisance  fur  dry  forage  (i.  e.  com,  Slc.)  the  officers 
ofthe  staff  should  yisit  every  house  in  the  village  in  succession,  and  then 
4raw  np  a  table  on  the  spot.  This  table  should  be  headed  or  entitled,— 
Qoaatity  of  dry  forage  in  the  village  of  A.  The  table  should  have  seven  ruled 
eolnnns :  the  first  column  should  be  headed, — Names  of  the  inhabitants  ; 
nod  nnder  this  should  be  inserted  the  names  of  the  proprietors  of  each  farm 
konse.  The  second  column  should  be  headed,— Wheat  ;  tbc  third,— Barley ; 
the  fourth — Oats;  the  fifth,— Beans  ;  the  6th, — Cattle;  snd  the  seventh,— 
ihgji ;  and  under  each  of  them  and  opposite  the  sereral  names  should  be  pnt 
down  the  quantities  which  the  several  proprietors  may  have  of  each.  The 
ittf  should  in  this  manner  make  tables  of  all  the*villages  ;  by  this  meant 
tibey  will  know  how  to  regulate  their  requisitions,  &c. 

8.  After  this  rcconnoisance  and  these  tables  have  been  duly  made,  on  the 
fi^Uowiog  day  or  two  you  may  proceed  to  execute  the  forage.  The  way  0/ 
proceeding  in  this  service  is  as  follows :— 'The  foraging  party  draws  up  in 
1|d«  before  the  village  to  be  foraged ;  an  adjutant-general,  or  any  one  of  the 
Maff  who  acts  for  him,  then  proceeds  into  the  village  and  causes  five  or  six 
of  the  principal  farmers  to  appear  before  him  (sending  for  them  to  their 
boases,  and,  if  necessary,  compelliog  them  to  come,  by  seizing  their  pers^s)* 
be  then  explains  to  them  that  it  is  not  their  intiTest  to  suffer  a  general  pil- 
lage and  ransack  by  the  soldiers,  which  must  be  the  case  if  the  foraging  is  to 
be  executed  by  the  soldiers  io  person.  '*  The  army,^  continues  he, "  reqoiref 
so  much  of  each  ofthe  inhabitants,  according  to  his  quota;  will  yoncngfgie 
to  make  it  up  and  deliver  it  in  your  own  carts  at  the  camp,  &c.?  Do  this  and 
you  escape  pillage,  and  you  may  retain  the  property  of  all  that  remains  :  yoa 
shall  be  foraged  no  more/^  As  this  address  is  reasonable,  it  will  generally 
succeed,  or,  at  least,  a  troop  or  two  of  horse  will  quicken  their  obedience. 

*  Should  an  English  officer  have  to  execute  this  duty,  he  will,  of  course, 
endeavour  to  I'croucile,  as  liar  as  is  possible,  the  obligationa  of  justice  witti 
ihe  oececisiti<*s  <»f  war ;  I  say,  as  far  as  is  possible,  fur  even  in  iaorala>  as  weU 
M  in  fact,  jiita  silent  inter  arma.^—£i>iTOR. 
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but  if  tbe  farmers  are  obstinate,  or  make  a  delay,  of  which  the  argwicy  wiR 
not  admit,  yon  must  theo  compel  them  to  bare  their  wa^^ns  broagbt  fintk 
and  loaded  on  tbe  spot,  and  exert  your  military  energy,  but  without  crucHy 
or  bloodshed,  tf)  make  them  carry  tbe  spoil  to  any  appointed  place.  To  pre* 
rent  confusion,  assign  a  different  party  to  certsln  sections  or  dirifliiont  of 
houses,  or  even  to  every  house,  and  put  a  centinel  at  erery  door,  that  OOBB 
may  enter  bnt  those  whom  you  appoint.  Refer  to  your  table  for  tbe  qaftflCHf 
of  forage  in  each  house  or  farm,  and  regelate  your  means  of  carrying  it  away 
accordingly. 

9.  Another  way  of  foraging  is  (after  you  bave  drawn  up  your  table  in  the 
preceding  reconnoisance)  to  send  to  the  burgo-master,  bailiff,  or  principal 
farmer  of  the  village,  to  raise  such  a  quantity  of  different  kinds,  and  to  carry 
it  out  in  front  of  the  town,  and  there  to  deposit  it  in  a  certain  nuosbcr  of 
heaps,  that  it  may  be  ready  for  you  on  the  following  day.— Tbe  heaps  to  be  aa 
BMny  as  the  foraj^ing  squadrons  which  you  send  to  take  them  :  pillage  to  be 
threatened  to  tbe  village,  and  personal  punishment  to  tbe  bailiff,  infhc 
event  of  disobedience  or  neglect*. 

ART  OF  WAR. — PART  SECOND. 

PRACTICAL  ENGINEERING. 
Tkt  practical  way  of  tracing  and  constructing  Field  W&rkM. 
I.  I  do  not  know  any  work  in  Ibe  English  language  which  ezplaiaa  wiUi 
#ificient  perspicuity  and  detail  tbe  actual  way  of  making  the  ordinary  ftel4 
work ;  I  mean,  with  such  perspicuity  that  the  reader  of  tbeik  may  be  enabled 
to  instruct  himself  by  them.  This  is  the  purpose  of  the  following  lecture. 
May  I  be  permitted,  therefore,  to  recommend  to  the  younger  part  of  the 
araiy  an  attentive  perusal  of  it.-— These  few  pages  have  cost  me  Biore 
labour  than  the  whole  of  the  Chronicle  ;  because  I  bave  endeaTonred  ta 
eaodenae  and  to  simplify  a  great  mass  of  matter  in  a  small  compass.  I  am 
lairing  the  same  way  of  teaching  the_younger  officers  of  the  army  which  mp 
Micellent  instructors  practised  towards  myself.  I  had  the  advantage  of  the 
irat men  of  the  day;  their  way  of  teaching  was  this : — To  take  one  of  tha 
tieat  hooka  which  treated  upon  the  subject,  and  then  rewrite  it  §or  mm 
themselves,  omitting  all  the  ])arts  which  their  own  judgment  and  experience 
taoght  them  to  be  useless,  and  throwing  all  the  remainder  into  a  aew  order 
and  division  better  adapted  to  the  memory.  It  is  incredible  what  is  the  ad* 
vantage  of  this  method. 
9.  Almost  all  the  writers  on  field  fortification  bave  distributed-  their  work 

*  These  arc  French  regulations.  I  conceive  it  necessary  to  add  this,  that 
I  may  not  seem  to  recommend  what  has  frequently  the  air  of  inhumanity  and 
cross  rapine,  in  all  the  varieties  of  war,  there  is  room  for  the  exertion  of 
Chrirtian  charity  and  benevolence-,  and  an  English  officer  will  delight  in 
fheaa  occasions;  be  will  letretch  nothing  beyond  the  necessity .^-Editok. 
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tad  subject  into  three  great  sections  :-^1ie  manner  of  making  the  matcriatt 
#f  field  works ; — ^the  tracing  out  the  works  ^-<^nd  the  construction  of  themi* 
Tlds  order  I  shall  now  follow. 

The  manner  qf  making  the  materials  of  field  works, 

1.  The  materials  required  for  field  works  are  the  six  following :  1st,  fa*^ 
cinet;  Snd,  firaises  ^  3rd.  palisades;  4th^8take8;  5th,  clievaeux  de  firisea  ; 
fithy  gabions.  In  treating  of  the  method  of  making  each  of  these,  the  foI« 
lowing  points  are  to  be  attended  to :  what  they  are  and  their  nse ;  the  manne* 
oir  making  them  ^  and  lastly,  themethodpf  calculating  the  quantity  of  them 
required. 

8.  Fascines  are  fagotp,  ten  feet  long,  and  one  foot  in  diameter  ;  their  ate 
is  to  line,  that  is,  to  serve  as  ribs  or  a  layer  for  the  earth  in  a  parapet ;  kbcy 
are  laid  lengthways  in  the  direction  of  the  Hues  which  form  the  parapet,  nnd 
keep  the  earth  from  tumbling  down  by  reason  of  its  weight. 

The  manner  of  making  them  is  as  follows  :  stick  six  poles  iuto  the  gronnd, 
two  and  two,  in  the  shape  of  crosses  3  each  pair  or  cross  two  feet  asunder, 
and  all  o/thero  three  feet  high.  The  branches  with  which  you  make  your 
fascines  are  then  laid  on  thenc  crosses,  and  bound  round  from  end*  to  eoci 
with  withes.  The  length  of  the  trestle  or  row  of  crosses  regulates  the  Jen^ii 
of  fascines,  and  that  the  fascines  may  be  all  of  a  proper  diameter,  t.  c.  twelve 
inches,  there  is  used  a  cord  of  that  length,  with  two  sticks  at  each  end  for 
handles ;  this  is  called  the  choke,  and  by  means  of  it  they  then  reduce  the 
f&scine  to  the  required  compass.  Six  men  are  usually  employed  at  a  fascine 
bench  'y  two  cut  the  boughs ;  two  gather  them  together  and  lay  them  on  thar 
Crosses;  and  the  other  two  bind  them.  These  six  men  will  make  about  ten 
in  an  hour. 

The  qnantity  of  fascines  required  is  calculated  in  the  following  manner: 
ly  Six  fascines  are  required  to  line  five  paces  of  the  inner  line  of  the  parapet; 
9,  four  ditto  to  line  five  paces  of  the  outside ;  5,  two  ditto  to  fascine  five  paces 
of  the  banquette ;  4,  and  six  ditto  to  each  embrasure.  Such,  therefore,  being 
the  allowed  qnantrty  for  such  spaces,  it  is  easily  calculated  what  is  required 
Ibr  any  extent  of  parapet.  Let  us  suppose,  for  exa.*nplc,  that  a  redoubt  is  ta  be 
constructed  I'iO  paces  in  its  four  sides;  in  our  calculation  of  the  quantity  of 
fascines  required  we  must  proceed  thus  :  1st,  As  six  fascines  arc  reqairedl  t» 
line  five  paces  of  the  inner  line  of  the  parapet,  you  say  by  the  role  of  tbveay 
if  5  paces  will  require  6  fascines,  what  will  120  paces  require?  the  anewcf 
will  M 144.  find,  In  practice  in  the  field,  the  same  number  is  allowed  for 
the  outside  line  as  the  inside,  t.  e.  144.  3rd,  In  the  same  practice,  we  aaoally 
alluw  fur  the  banquette  one-eighth  of  the  quantity  required  for  the  parapet^ 
t.  e.  06.  4th,  And  the  same  number  is  allowed  in  reserve  to  supply  those  tbat 
break.  Total  therefore  required,  354  fascines ;  and  as  each  fascine  requirca 
five  pickets,  t.  e.  staves,  about  three  feet  long,  and  pointed  at  one  cnd(Uk^ 
the  handles  of  birch  brooms}  to  be  ma  through  them  and  to  pin  thcv  down^ 
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vo  the  total  namber  required  will  be  177Q  pickets.  Every  fascine  heocb^ 
tberefbire,  properly  manned,  has  ten  men  *^  six  fur  the  fascines,  and  fomr  to 
make  the  pickets,  of  which  two  saw  and  split,  and  two  shape  them  into 
pickets. 

9.  Praises  are  larg^e  stakes  or  palisades,  placed  nearly  in  a  horizontal  direc. 
tion  (that  is,  their  pointed  ends  inclined  towards  the  bottom  of  the  ditch)  is 
the  parapet ;  in  mOre  simple  words,  they  are  stakes  which  jnt  oat  from  tha 
filot  of  the  i^arapet  over  the  berm  and  a  part  of  the  ditch,  so  as  to  impede  the 
Mi  eat  of  ao  enetaiy  who  may  have  i^aincd  the  ditch,  fr«>ro  the  ditch  to  the 
parapet.  They  are  madeeif^t  feet  long,  fire  inches -broad,  and  sharp  at  obo 
end.  They  are  fastened  to  beams  or  spars  laid  len^hwgys  in  the  parapet  ^ 
tbcie  spare  are  twelve  feet  lonfr,  and  six  square  inches  thick  There  is  nopar« 
tidsr  manner  of  making  them ;  .they  are  merely  eight  foot  slakes,  and  fiver 
iacbcs  thick  and  pointed.  The  method  of  calculating  the  quantity  of  fraisee 
required  is  as  follows.  Every  fraise  being  five  inches,  andthe  interval  be 
tveen  them  three,  every  pace,  which  is  twenty  four  inches,  will  require  three 
ftaieesi  therefiire,  for  as  many  paces  as  the  work  is  rouad,  you  must  allow 
three  fraises.     One  beam  is  allowed  to  every  six  paces  or  eighteen  fraisea.  - 

5.  Palisades  are  equare  stakes,  pointed  at  the  top,  and  driven  twu  or  three 
feet  in  the  ground  *,  they  are  ten  feet  long,  and  about  six  inches  broad  and 
thick.  They  are  chiefly  driven  into  the  bottom  of  the  ditch.  There  is  ao 
particular  art  of  making  them.  The  quantity  of  them  required  is  calculated 
BM  follows.  As  they  are  made  six  inches  broad,  and  planted  three  incbee 
asunder,  they  consequently  take  up  nine  inches.  Four  palisades,  therefore^ 
will  take  np  three  feet,  and  eight,  six  feet;  but  six  feet  is  three  paces. 
Bight  palisades,  therefore,  will  be  required  for  every  three  paces.  Divide* 
the  circuit  of  the  work,  Iherefore,  by  three,  and  then  multiply  the  answer  bf  ■ 
eight,  and  you  have  the  quantity  required. 

4.  Stakes  are  chiefly  made  use  of  in  the  troue  de  loops.  They  ore  uMdo 
siy  lieejt  long,  four  or  five  inches  thick,  and  sharp  at  one  end.  One  of  them 
ie  required  for  every  troes  de  loups. 

6.  Chevaux  de  frise  are  used  to  defend  entrances.  The  manner  of  making 
than  is  as  follows.  The  bearo^  through  which  the  spikes  are  inserted,  ie 
twelve  feet  long,  and  six  inches  broad  and  thick.  The  spikes  or  stakes  \m 
serted  in  it  are  seven  feet  long,  four  inches  thick,  and  are  placed  six  iuchca 
atonder.  There  are  of  course  as  many  of  them  made  as  there  arc  entrances 
or  gateways  to  be  defended.. 

6v  Gabions  or  earth-baskets  are  made  of  different  dimensions.  Those 
need  in  field  ^orks  are  usually  four  feet  high,  and  two  or  three  feet  in 
sUameter.  The  manner  of  making  them  is  as  follows.  Tie  a  co^d  of  eigh- 
teen inches  to  two  pointed  sticks,  stick  one  of  them  into  the  gronnd,  and 
with' the  other  describe  a' circle  according  to  the  extent  of  the  cord.  In  the- 
line  of  this  circumference  stick  eight  or  nine  staves,  about  four  feet  four

TkM  manner  qf  tracing  •ut  Field  Works  o«  t)te  ground: 

1.  The  most  nsnal  field  works  are  the  seren  following,  i,  The  parapet, 
b«t  which  is  rather  a  part  belonging  to  all  the  other  works  in  conmiony  thna 
*  work  by  itself,  thovgb  It  is  sometimes  nsed  by  itself  (that  is  Co  say,  a  bRast- 
work  is  made  with  all  the  parts  of  a  parapet) ;  2,  fleches ;  8,  redoubts ; 
4,  tetes  dc  pontB  ;  5,  star  forts ;  6,  entrenchments  of  different  kinds.  We 
hate  BOW,  therefore,  to  show  the  osnal  practical  method  of  tracing  each  of 
these.  In  doing  this,  we  shall  consider  under  each  of  them,  first,  what  arw 
the  proper  dimensions  of  each  according  to  the  number  of  men  or  serrice  fat 
which,  they  are  intended;  and  secondly,  the  nsnal  method  of  tracing  them. 

9.  The  parapet  is  a  breast-work,  composed  of  earth  or  other  materials, 
raised  to  a  proper  height  to  corer  the  men,  bnt  leavitt|^  them  the  power,  bf 
IMaM  of  a  mound  or  raised  bank  within,  to  fire  over  U.  The  parapet  is  asu* 
ally  ms3Ae  six  feet  six  inches  in  height,  and  t^e  raised  baAk,  called  the  baa^ 
quette,  two  feet,  so  iImU  the  men  stand  abore  two  feet  six  abore  the  top  of  the 
parapet.  There  are  chiefly  three  circumstances  to  be  considered  wHh  respect 
to  the  parapet, — ^its  height,  its  thickness,' and  the  steepnesft  of  its  outer  and 
iwMT  slope,  technically  called  its  talus. 

S.  The  ordinary  height  of  the  parapet,  as  has  been  above  said,  is  six  feet  six» 
If  the  parapet  be  higher,  it  is  subject  to  the  following  inconTcnienees :  it  is 
longer  in  building,  the  shells  thrown  by  the  enemy  are  more  dangeixnis,  and 
by  a  law  of  optics  the  objects  to  be  shot  at  grow  too  small  for  a  distinct  aim. 
Six  or  seven  feet,  therefore,  is  the  general  height.  It  sometimes,  however, 
becomes  necessary  to  augment  it ;  as,  for  example,  when  it  lies  near  mome- 
tains,  or  when  it  should  command  certain  outworks.  In  both  these  cases,  th« 
officer  determines  the  necessary  height  by  the  line  of  his  eye ;  he  makes-  it 
high  enough  for  example  to  be  above  the  level  of  the  height  by  which  the 
^ft>ond  is  previously  commanded^  or,  on  the  other  hand,  high  enough  to  givo 
him  the  command  which  he  himself  requires.  But  remember  that  the  par»> 
pet,  as  a  defensive  tnreast-work,  is  weakened  in  proportion  to  its  height.  I 
would  lay  it  down  myself  as  a  general  rule,  to  avoid  all  ground  which  would 
require  a  parapet  of  more  than  eight  feet.  There  are,  however,  fome  ezcep. 
tions  •,  but  yon  must  increase  your  breadth  with  your  height. 

4.  The  thickness  of  a  parapet  on  ordinary  ground  !s  from  twdre  to  fiftfaa 
fet ;  if  the  soil  be  stiff  and  stout,  like  clay,  or  rich  damp  moidd,  twelve  feet, 
•i;  even  eleven,  is  sufficient.    If  loose  and  sandy,  fifteen  feet    Twelve 
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hofrercr,  U  the  areragCy  being  canaon  proof;  but  in  small  wurki|  aftlnat 
mttiketry,  only  four  feet  is  sufficient.  I^arapcts  are  sometimes  mada  of  w(M>4y 
tBongb  tbis  is  not  advisable,  by  reason  of  tbc  splinters  -.  they  are  sometlmtt 
made  of  atone,  the  fraf  ments  of  which  are  as  objrctionable.  If  you  ahtmld 
be  compelled,  howerer,  to  make  them  of  wood,  four  fret  in  thicknesa  will  |i« 
cannon  proof,  and  five  inches  musket  proof.  If  made  of  stour,  a  brick  wall 
four  feet  thick  is  sufl&cient  against  artillery,  and  one  font  and  a  h4lf  against 
mnsketry.  Prefer  green  wood  (trees  just  cut  down)  to  dry  wood,  and  dcadra 
your  walls  with  turf  mould,  &c.  to  hinder  splintf^rs  or  fiagnurnts. 

5.  If  the  wall  of  earth  were  quite  upright,  it  would  fall  down  with  its  ows 
weight,  and  therefore  the  parapet  is  always  construrtrd  with  sh>piag sidra. 
The  side  within  the  work,  1. 1.  next  the  ban<|urtt<',  is  called  the  interior  slop* 
or  talus ;  the  side  next  to  the  field  is  called  the  outer  sl4i|>r  or  talus.  Tlia 
writera  on  furtificati<^  puzzle  tbemselres  and  thf'ir  reader,  by  endtaruuring

GENERAL  STRATEGY. 
BOOK    FIRST. 
CONDUCT    AND   MANAGFMI.NT   OF  AN    ARMY   THROUGH   ALL 
OPERATION'S    OF   A    CAMPAIGN,  BY  GKNEIRAL   COUNT  TlfJL^lN. 

Chap.  III.— -TAe  March  of  an  Army  in  an  open  Coumtry. 
If,  according  to  Vezetrus,  an  army  is  in  a  more  dangerous  sitoatiOB  «pea 
o  march  than  when  it  is  drawn  up  in  ord^  of  battle,  because  a  soldier  is  kyo 
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considered  und  examined  the  intended  march  of  it,  nor  without  a  thorovgli 
knowledge  of  the  eoemy^s  position  and  where  he  is,  or  withont  koowiog 
warticalarly  the*  ground  intended  to  encamp  on.  An  army  ooglit  never  to' 
more  hiit  with  some  design,  either  to  seixe  on  some  adrantageons  post, 
V»  jprevent  an  intended  riiarch  of  the  cneroy*B,  to  draw  him  into  a  ditad- 
Yantagoont  situation,  to  deprive  bim  of  subsistence,  or  to  procnre  some 
IhrHself. 

'  ^  This  maxim  being  established,  let  it  be  supposed  tbat  a  general  wouM 
«ause  bis  army  to  march,  and  the  cnemy^s  distance  to  be  also  su^h  as  to  se> 
cure  bim  from  any  danger  of  attacks,  the  general  bath  it  in  bis  p^wer  to  open 
Inv,  six,  or  eight  roads,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  the  troops  under 
kis  command ;  for  the  more  the  number  of  columns,  the  less  is  the  body  of 
troopa  contained  in  each  :  consequently  there  will  be  less  confuaion,  and  the 
^noner  ^  ill  the  army  arrive  at  its  destined  camp. 

Tbe  general  having  nothing  to  fear  fh>m  the  enemy,  who,  as  bath  been 
|ust  supposed,  is  at  a  distance,  QMefs  tbe  army  ta  march  in  six  columns ;  it' 
aeemt  probable  be  would  cause  it  to  be  executed  by  th^  following  disposi- 
tions, of  which,  bqwever,  only  a  general  idea  can  be  formed,  the  wbole  being 
dependent  upon  particular  circumstances. 

Before  tbe  march  is  planned,  and  tbe  number  of  columns  determined 
•pon  in  wbicb'tbe  army  is  to  marcb,  notwrtbataudiag^the  general  it  ar^uaint- 
cd  with  tbe  country,  be  should  send  out  a  detachment  some  days  betlj^ 
to  reconnoitre  the  ioteuded  ruute  of  the  army,  as  well  as  the  camp  It  i^^n 
occupy.  This  detachment  is  to  be  commanded  by  the  officers  of  tbe  day 
appointed  for  its  setting  out :  they  must  have  staff  officers  and  gpnides  with 
tbem,  to  conduct  and  inform  them  of  the  nature  of  whatever  may  prove 
an  obstacle,  of  the  places  where  the  roads  begin,  and  those  where  they 
terminate  -,  they  should  also  have  labourers  with  tbem,  to  nsend  the  ways^ 
enlarge  the  roiids,  and  make  new  ones,  if  necessary ;  to  cut  down  tbe  bedgesi 
fill  up  the  ditches,  level  the  ridges  of  the  hollo#s,  and  build  or  repair  bridges: 

When  the  general  commanding  this  detachment  is  ready  to  enter  the  di^ 
Ibrent  ways  through  which  the  army  is  to  follow,  be  will  divide  his  detach- 
ment into  as  many  separate  bodie«  as  the  army  is  to  be  divided  into  vpon  fta 
march ;  if  into  four,  the  major-general  takes  the  command  of  one,  tbe  briga- 
dier of  another,  the  colonel  of  the  third,  and  himself  will  remain  at  the  head 
of  the  fourth.  This  division  being  thus  made,  he  will  distribute  staff  ol8- 
ecrs,  guides,  and  labourers  to  each  detachment,  with  orders  to  meet  again  nf 
tbe  same  place  from  whence  they  separated. 

Each  of  these  detachments  should  advance  to  the  extremities  of  the  woods^ 
if  tbey  meet  with  any,  and  of  the  roads  leading  to  the  camp  intended  to  b« 
occupied ;  the  commanding  and  staff  officers  will  then  advance  with  an  escoi4 
fo  reconnoitre  its  situation,  and  will  leave  part  of  their  nen  hi  amhnsetdf  in 
the  woods,  or  concealed  behind  some  heights,  or  in  some  boUows.    The 
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ltiio«led|c  of  the  litaatlon  of  the  camp  beinf^  attained^  each  detachment  witl  . 
retarB  by  the  road  it  came ;  but  first,  the  commandiog  officer  of  each  detach* 
meat  will  make  a  report  to  the  ^neral  of  the  roada  they  hare  passed,  what 
dlscoTeries  they  ha^e  made,  and,  in  short,  will  f^ye  him  a  particular  detail 
of  erery  things  they  haye  met  with  on  their  way,  whtther  woods,  Tillafci, 
iMllowa,  bridges,  and  of  erery  things  they  have  done  to  render  the  road  easy 
for  the  eolumn  that  is  to  pass  through  it.    This  detachment  t>eing  assent* ' 
bled  at  the  place  appointed  for  meeting,  will  take  the  road  ^to  the  camp« ' 
where  being  arrived,  the  lieut.-g;eneral  will  make  his  report  to  the  commandcf' 
in  chief  of  the  army. 

'  With  these  precautions  the  army  may  not  only  advance  in  safety,  but  ihm 
roads  also,  for  erery  column,  having  been  reconnoitered  and  repaired^  no  acct 
dent  can  happen  to  retard  the  march  of  the  army. 

The  general  must  take  care  to  hare  detachments  of  hnssars  or  dragoont 
always  in  the  front  and  upon  the  flanks,  to  observe  and  clear  the  march  of  * 
the  army ;  neither  should  a  general  suppose  himself  to  be  in  an  entire  ftcm* 
rity  from  the  distance  of  the  enemy ;  bnt  whilat  he  sees  all  clear  before  hia. 
It  would  show  great  weakness  for  him  to  be  apprehensive  of  a  surprise,  espe* ' 
cially  when  every  necesaary  precaution  for  avoiding  it  hath  been  taken.    It ' 
Is  bertalnlya  mark  of  prudence  to  take  precautions,  iMit  multiplyinf  ChCM 
without  cause  is  an  undoubted  sign  of  fear  and  anxiety. 

It  is  proper  to  make  the  army  march,  as  near  as  possible,  in  the  smn^  ofdte 
In  ^liich  it  is  to  encamp,  by  which  means  the  troops  may  enter  the  ciunp 
wMBbut  confosion.  The  army  being  supposed  to  march  in  six  columna,  th< 
infoatry  will  form  three,  the  artillery  and  baggage  the  fourth ;  the  cavalry, 
with  the  remainder  of  the  corps  of  hussars  that  are  not  detached,  and  the 
dragoons,  the  two  last  upon  the  flanks  ;  so  that  the  army,  on  its  march,  will 
be  in  the  following  disposition :  the  column  upon  the  right  will  consist  of 
cavnlry,  the  one  adjoining  to  it  of  infoatry,  and  that  which  comes  next  will 
be  formed  by  the  artillery  smd  baggage;  then  two  columns  of  infantry,  ftn4 
the  sixth  closing,  the  left  will  be  composed  of  cnvalry .  It  is  to  be  observed, ' 
that  if  the  baggage  waggons  belonging  to  the  army  form  too  long  a  row,  some 
of  them  may  be  sent  into  the  rear  of  the  columns  of  infantry,  with  expicea 
orders  to  the  officers  to  make  them  march  in  the  column. 

There  ahoold  be  an  advanced  and  a  rear-guard  to  each  column,  fomi«ii 
from  the  troops  of  which  the  column  is  composed ;  there  should  be  also  de- 
taclunents  of  light  horse  upon  the  flanks  of  the  cavalry,  in  order  to  keep  oflT 
any  of  the  enemy*s  parties  that  might  advance  to  annoy  the  army  npon  itt 
march.  The  rear-guard  to  the  column  of  baggage  should  consist  of  infontry, 
cavahryy  or  dragoons,  besi«les  the  escort  always  appointed  for  it.  The  gene- 
ral officera  who  are  at  the  head  of  the  two  columns  of  cavalry  should  nol 
marck  too  fast,  lest  they  should  get  too  for  advanced  before  the  iafootry ;  a  ' 
wmXkm  alwaya  to  ba  avoided.    The  awrch  of  an  army  briag  disposed  after 
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this  manner,  every  column  will  enter  the  camp  at  the  same  time,  and  find  it- 
self opposite  to  its  ground. 

If,  by  the  enemy *s  position,  althou|;h  at  a  distance,  the  army  should  oq 
its  march  present  a  flank  to  the  enemy,  without  fearing  its  being  attacked* 
yet  as  the  enemy  may  have  stolen  ona  or  two  marches,  as  hath  happened  mi 
Buny  occasions,  there  must  be  only  two  columns  of  infantry  placed  in  the 
centre.  The  third  must  be.  placed  upon  that  flank  w]iich  the  army  presents 
to  the  enemy  \  so  that  the  army  will  find  itself  disposed  upon  its  march  after 
the  following  manner.  Supposing  it  is  the  right  which  presents  the  flank  to 
the  enemy,  the  first  column  will  consist  of  infautry,  the  second  of  caTalry, 
the  third  of  artillery,  the  fourth  and  fifth  of  infantry,  and  the  sixth  of  ca- 
valry. The  baggage  will  then  be  distributed  to  the  three  columns  upon  the 
left ;  so  that  neither  the  two  columns  upon  the  right,  or  the  artillery,  will 
ksTe  the  least  embarrassment,  in  case  an  action  ensues  \  the  same  disposi* 
tion  most  be  made  upon  the  left,  if  it  is  that  which  presents  the  flank.  Par- 
ticular care  must  be  taken  th^  the  artillery  have  orders,  supposing  the  ene- 
my in  fall  force  to  attack,  to  transport  itself  to  the  column  of  infantry,  and 
to  divide  itself  along  the  front,  when  it  shall  be  in  order  of  battle,  and  to 
Ikcep  np  a  constant  fire,  in  order  to  give  the  general  time  to  make  such  dis- 
'poaitions  as  he  shall  find  necessary. 

The  column  of  cavalry  should  likewise,  upon  the  approach  of  the  enemy, 

divide  itself  into  two,  and  take  |>ost  upon  the  flanks  of  the  inftntry  tL&t  ia 

drawn  up  in  the  face  of  the  enemy  \  the  other  columns  must  follow  the  w- 

•dcrs  which  have  been  delivered  to  them,  and  execute  them  with  the  utmost 

■dispatch. 

If  it  appears,  either  from  the  proximity  or  position  of  the  enemy,  that  the 
army  is  liable  to  be  attacked  in  front,  the  disposition  for  the  march  should 
be  iu  the  same  order  as  the  army  is  to  form  in  for  action  :  the  artillery  must 
then  be  distributed  among  the  columns  of  infantry  \  so  that  following  the  di- 
wisions  where  it  is  placed,  the  brigades  will  find  themselves  spread  over  th« 
front  of  the  first  line.  In  this  case,  the  infantry  will  form  four  colnmnsy 
which  will  march  iu  tlu?  centre  of  the  two  columns  of  cavalry  npon  their 
flanks  \  so  that  the  bead  of  t^ach  column,  as  far  as  the  centre,  when  placing 
itself  in  order  of  battle,  shall  make  the  fii-st  lim>,  and  the  remainder,  from  the 
centre  downwai-d,  the  second  \  and  the  reserve  which  follows,  Khali  form  it- 
self behind  the  other  two  line*. 

It  is  necessary  that  an  army  disposed  after  this  manner  should  have  ordera 
to  draw  itself  into  order  of  battle  on  the  very  first  signal,  which  should  be  n 
discharge  of  two  or  three  pieces  of  cannon.  The  signal  being  giveu,  the  first 
and  second  lines,  and  the  reserve,  will  find  themselves  formed  iu  a  very  short 
time.  If,  from  the  proximity  and  position  of  the  enemy,  and  the  facilitf 
with  which  he  can  attack,  the  general  hath  reason  to  imagine  he  will  do  lt« 
the  heavy  bagjjpgei  with  a  good  guard  a«d  escort,  ought  to  be  removed  int* 
the  rear. 
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Oi»  thU  occaiioiiy  tbe  tmmpwmnt  *■  tliaiiM  ool  be  far  Wfture  the  vtmj^  the

and  fcrm  theoMelTCs  in  the  place  aatigacd  to  them  doring  the  action. 

On  the  fint  tight  of.  the  enemy  the  eamp€ment  sboald  letire;  for  whch 
ftghthif  becomes  necessary,  aU  thought  of  eacamping  most  be  krid  aside; 
hnt  the  escort  shall  put  itsel'f  in  order  of  battle,  and  the  light  horse  shall  a^ 
y>— eh  the  eacny  as  near  09  possible  in  order  to  reconnoitre  his  dispositios 
aod  strength.  The  officer  commandiog  them  wiH  immediately  send  a  repoit 
of  tbe  discvreries  he  hath  auide  to  the  commander  in  chief,  who,  on  erery  oc- 
casion, shonld  be  in  the  frpnt,  and  eren  a  tittle  adranccd,  to  sorrey  the  natovf 
of  the  gronad ;  it  being  rery  certain,  thai,  in  these  cases,  a  man  can  m«^ 
better  rely  npon  bis  own  than  opon  the  jadgement  of  others.  This  was  maiw 
■hal  Saxc's  method,  pnrticalarly  when  he  was  apprehensive  of  being  attached 
npOD  a  march,  or  bad  himself  an  intentiob  of  attacking.  In  proportion  ais  thf  < 
enemy  shall  adrance,  the  escort  of  the  e&mpemtnt  mast  retire  ia  good  order  ^ 
oA  4he  iame  time  nut  neglecting  the  opportunity,  if  it  offers,  of  haramiog  tfatf; 
•nemy's  adraaoed  guard,  so  as  to  retard  his  march,  and  gire  more  time  ibp 
the  army  to  form  in  order  of  battle,  and  to  the  general  to  make  snch  dispoaL 
lions  as  he  shall  jndge  necessary :  after  which,  the  escort,  baring  amused  th# 
enemy,  or  caused  him  to  slacken  the  briskness  of  his  march,  must  retire  is 
good  order ;  and  when  it  shall  be  near  the  body  of  the  army,  each  body  shall 
retnra  to  its  own  brigade. 

If,  from  his  knowledge  of  the  country,  aHhongfa  an  open  one,  the  generil 
knows  there  are  any  thickets,  hollows  or  heights,  either  on  the  right  or  tilt- 
left,  and  that  this  spot  may  prore  faroorable  to  the  enemy,  he  should  try  t* 
possess  himself  of  it.  If  that  attempt  be  not  practicable,  as  the  enemy  wUI 
nndoubtedly  take  advantage  of  it,  and  post  infantry  either  at  these  thickctr 
or  heights,  the  general  must  place  a  brigade  of  infantry  at  the  head  of  eadi 
column  of  earaUry,  w|iich  shall  mix  by  platoons  with  that  line  of  caralry 
when  formed  in  order  of  battle.  This  disposition  was  made  by  M.  de  Tnrimnt 
at  the  action  of  Sinaheim,  aod  at  the  battle  of  Ensbeim.

*  I  have  here  chosen  to  preserve  the  original,  as  I  shall  also  dp  on  similar 
occasions,  when  a  word  equally  expressive  in  the  English  language  does  not 
f>ccar  to  me.  The  name  of  campement  is  given  to  a  certain  number  of  troopt 
who  set  out  before  the  army  in  order  to  trace  or  mailc  out  the  camp.  For  this 
purpose,  a  quarter-master  and  a  trooper  is  drafted  from  every  troop  of  every 
regiment  of  horse ;  and  a  serJeant  and  a  corporal,  in  like  manner,  from  everV 
regiment  of  infantry,  furnished  with  ropes  and.  pickets,  to  lay  out  the  grouna 
for  the  tents  and  the  intervals;  so  that  every  regiment  will,  on  its  avrivali 
find  its  ground  properly  marked  out.  A  field  officer  of « very  regiment  also
